MONDAY  AFTERNOON,  SEPTEMBER  23,  1940 

The  women  of  the  N.  C.  Conference,  Methodist  Church,  met  at 
East  Carolina  Teachers'  College  in  Greenville,  N.  C,  on  Monday, 
September  23,  1940,  to  hold  the  charter  and  organization  meeting  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

In  opening  the  session  at  two  o'clock,  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Grant, 
pastor  of  the  Jarvis  Memorial  Church  of  Greenville,  called  the  meet- 
ing to  order  and  introduced  the  president  of  the  college,  Dr.  L.  R. 
Meadows,  who  spoke  gracious  words  of  welcome  to  the  assembled 
delegates  and  visitors. 

Mr.  Grant  then  introduced  Bishop  Clare  Purcell,  who  in  turn 
introduced  Mrs.  J.  H.  Rose  of  Greenville.  Mrs.  Rose  conducted  a 
most  impressive  devotional  of  responsive  and  united  readings  and  prayer, 
interspersed  with  music  by  a  vested  choir.  The  anthem,  "Send  Out 
Thy  Light,"  rendered  by  the  choir,  and  a  solo,  "My  Task,"'  by  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Waldrop,  added  to  the  spiritual  uplift  of  the  occasion. 

After  thanking  Mrs.  Rose,  the  Bishop  called  for  the  election  of  a 
temporary  secretary.  Mrs.  Walter  Patten  was  elected  to  serve. 

Bishop  Purcell,  in  proceeding  with  the  organization,  pointed  out 
that  over  seven  hundred  women  and  fifty  pastors  were  present  and 
caused  the  bar  of  the  Conference,  the  voting  delegates,  to  be  fixed  in 
the  central  section  of  the  auditorium. 

It  was  voted  to  hold  the  election  of  officers  after  nominations  from 
a  Nominating  Committee,  and  the  Research  Committee,  which  had 
been  working  for  several  weeks,  Was  made  the  Nominating  Committee. 
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Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  as  chairman,  offered  the  following  nominations 
which  were  accepted  as  a  whole  in  a  unanimous  vote:

As  a  preliminary  to  the  installation  of  these  new  officers,  Bishop 
Purcell  spoke  impressive  words,  quoting  the  "great  commission"  of 
Christ  and  stressing  the  words  of  universal  significance  that  occur  in  it. 
He  also  likened  the  women  of  the  church  to  an  army,  and  one  that 
would  conquer  by  spiritual  quality. 

The  newly  elected  officers  and  district  secretaries  were  called  to 
the  altar  and  duly  installed  by  the  Bishop,  following  the  ritual  prepared 
for  the  occasion.  He  read  a  charge  and  extended  the  hand  of  authority 
and  encouragemnt  to  each  officer,  to  which  they  responded  in  unison. 
After  a  prayer  by  the  Bishop  and  an  answering  prayer  by  the  officers, 
the  Bishop  pronounced  the  benediction. 

The  new  officers  then  assumed  their  duties  with  the  president,  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Hillman,  in  the  chair.

In  her  introductory  remarks,  Mrs.  Hillman  referred  to  the  feeling 
of   exaltation,  tinged  with   sadness,   with   which   this  newly-organized 
body  comes  to  its  initial  meeting,  giving  a  pledge  of  loyalty  and  untir- 
ing service  from  the  officers  and  requesting  the  prayers  and  co-operation 
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of  the  membership.  She  also  paid  tribute  to  the  leaders  of  this  work 
in  the  past  in  all  the  organizations  which  compose  the  present  one. 

Mrs.  Hillman  then  invited  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  of  Raleigh,  to 
the  platform  and  presented  her  as  a  member  of  the  National  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Mrs.  Coltrane  graciously  expressed 
her  appreciation  for  being  placed  in  a  position  of  such  splendid  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  and  urged  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to 
exercise  Christian  zeal  in  carrying  on  the  Master's  work. 

Two  attractive  young  women,  Miss  Elizabeth  Tittsworth,  director 
of  the  Student  Center  at  East  Carolina  Teachers'  College,  and  Miss 
Ruth  Brooks,  director  of  Rural  Work  on  the  Person  and  Yanceyville 
Circuit,  were  presented.  The  ministers  present  were  given  a  cordial 
welcome. 

Mrs.  Hillman  explained  that  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  will  be 
composed  of  six  members  from  each  Conference  Society,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  officers,  three  from  the  membership.  Motion  was  made 
that  the  president  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  to  bring  in  a 
report  at  the  morning  session.  The  motion  carried  and  Mrs.  Hillman 
stated  that  the  committee  would  be  appointed  at  the  evening  session. 
In  this  connection  she  expressed  her  thanks  for  the  Research  Commit- 
tee's excellent  work  during  the  summer. 

Discussion  as  to  the  organization  of  the  district  work  followed. 
Mrs.  Helen  B.  Bourne,  secretary  of  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Promotion  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  had  suggested  in  a  letter  to  Mrs. 
Hillman  that  district  work  and  zone  meetings  be  continued.  Mrs.  B.  F. 
Boone  and  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  urged  that  the  present  set-up  be 
continued  as  all  advice  at  Junaluska  unquestionably  was  in  favor  of 
this  plan.  It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  present  plan  of  organiza- 
tion be  continued. 

Mrs.  Hillman  appointed  and  explained  the  objectives  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committees. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Conference  Commission  on  Student  Center 
and  of  the  Commission  on  Rural  Work  were  read  by  Mrs.  Hillman 
and  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  delegates. 

After  necessary  announcements,  Mrs.  Hillman  introduced  Mrs. 
W.  H.  Taft,  president  of  Jarvis  Memorial  Church  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  who  welcomed  delegates  and  visitors  and  invited 
them  to  an  informal  open  house  at  the  Student  Center  from  five  to 
six  p.  m. 

Mrs.  Hillman  spoke  appreciatively  of  the  many  evidences  of  the 
interest  and  hospitality  of   the  Jarvis  Memorial  Church,   the   flower- 
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filled  platform,  the  inspiring  music,  the  hymn  books,  and  other  thought- 
ful attentions.  • 

Rev.  L.  C.  Larkin  pronounced  the  benediction. 

MONDAY  EVENING  SESSION— SEPTEMBER  23,  1940 

The  Monday  evening  session  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  was  opened  with  the  hymn,  "God  of  Grace, 
God  of  Glory,"  a  stately  prayer  for  wisdom  and  courage.  Rev.  J.  A. 
Russell,  superintendent  of  the  New  Bern  District,  read  several  verses 
from  the  nineteenth  chapter  of  Luke,  the  story  of  Zaccheus,  in  which 
he  found  the  beginning  of  the  march  of  Christianity  in  this  world 
when  there  was  born  in  Zaccheus  the  desire  to  be  like  Christ.  He  traced 
this  march  through  the  lives  of  Stephen,  St.  Paul,  Martin  Luther,  and 
others,  showing  that  Jesus  saved  individuals  and  leaving  this  thought 
as  a  challenge  to  all  Methodist  women. 

Mrs.  Hillman  announced  a  morning  watch  service  in  the  auditorium 
at  seven-thirty  Tuesday  morning  and  appointed  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee for  election  of  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  as 
follows:

Mrs.  Hillman  expressed  her  delight  that  the  Conference  Society 
has  three  full-time  consecrated  workers  in  educational,  rural,  and 
industrial  fields  and  presented  Miss  Ruth  Brooks,  director  of  Rural 
Work  on  the  Person  Circuit.  Miss  Brooks  spoke  interestingly  of  the 
conditions  and  problems  in  her  field  which  she  is  striving  to  develop 
on  a  community  basis — not  a  church-centered  one.  She  is  attacking  her 
problems  through  committees  on  educational,  recreational,  health,  and 
spiritual  phases  of  the  work,  whom  she  assists  in  their  projects. 

Mrs.  Hillman  praised  the  work  Miss  Brooks  is  doing  and  presented 
Miss  Elizabeth  Tittsworth,  Student  director  at  East  Carolina  Teachers' 
College.  Being  new  in  her  work,  Miss  Tittsworth  told  of  her  plans 
for  the  year.  At  the  Student  Center  she  wishes  each  student  to  find  a 
"home  away  from  home."  Social  activities  will  be  used  to  attract 
students  to  the  Center  and  the  personal  interest  and  guidance  of  the 
director  will  be  relied  on  to  hold  and  help  them. 

Miss  Priscilla  Steeger,  Industrial  Worker  who  has  recently  come 
to  her  new  field  in  East  Laurinburg,  was  also  introduced.  She  described 
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the  mill  village  of  about  sixteen  hundred  people,  three  small  churches 
with  approximately  five  hundred  members  but  no  resident  minister, 
lacking  everything  needed  for  a  recreational  program — a  drab  outlook 
except  for  the  innate  fineness  of  the  people  who  reach  eagerly  for  the 
things  they  feel  their  lives  lack.  The  future  of  the  work  is  promising 
as  the  living  Christ  is  held  before  these  people. 

Mrs.  Hillman  closed  the  program  by  saying  that  these  three  projects 
actually  in  operation  are  a  dream  come  true  to  many  women  of  this 
Conference.  She  appointed  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Dowdy, 
and  Mrs.  W.  B.  Borland  a  Courtesy  Committee  and  asked  Rev.  E.  G. 
Cowan  to  dismiss  the  session. 

TUESDAY  MORNING  SESSION— SEPTEMBER  24,  9:00 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Rose  conducted  the  Tuesday  morning  worship  period, 
using  a  ritual  prepared  for  the  occasion.  Her  development  of  the  theme, 
"The  Challenge  to  the  Church,"  to  stand  as  a  beacon  light  to  guide 
the  world  out  of  the  storms  that  now  envelop  it,  was  an  inspirational 
call  to  accept  every  opportunity  to  build  up  the  Kingdom.  Mrs.  Helene 
Kirkpatrick  sang  with  feeling,  "Give  of  Your  Best  to  the  Master." 

In  opening  the  business  session,  Mrs.  Hillman  dispensed  with  the 
reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  sessions,  stating  that  a  com- 
mittee would  be  appointed  later  to  read  and  approve  the  minutes.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Board  were  called  to  the  platform  to  discuss 
new  phases  of  the  work  and  conduct  a  forum. 

Mrs.  Hillman  opened  the  discussion,  stressing  the  fact  that  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  is  the  only  organization  for 
carrying  on  this  work.  She  mentioned  the  annual  meetings,  the  Assem- 
bly, emphasized  the  work  and  problems  of  the  local  societies,  and  spoke 
briefly  of  the  young  people's  work  and  the  new  elements  that  have 
been  brought  into  the  organization. 

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  answered  questions  relative  to  finance  and 
added  that  $17,850.00  has  been  sent  in  for  the  first  six  months  of  this 
year. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  advised  that  of  the  seven  departments  included 
in  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  a  Society  should  stress 
those  most  feasible  and  most  pertinent  to  local  needs. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Cade  and  Mrs.  Lillie  Holmes  were  appointed  to  read 
and  approve  the  minutes. 

Mrs.  Walter  Patten,  registrar,  sent  a  report  to  the  desk  saying  that 
288  registered  delegates  were  present  and  that  313  charters  had  been 
turned  in. 


First  Annual  Session  15 

Mrs.  Hillman  remarked  that  the  auditorium  had  seats  for  one 
thousand  people  and  expressed  her  pleasure  at  seeing  the  room  filled 
at  every  session. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Study  leader,  prefaced  her  discussion  by  announc- 
ing Study  leaders'  meetings  for  each  district.  She  gave  the  following 
answers  to  questions  concerning  her  department:  the  work  will  run  with 
the  calendar  year,  four  reports  each  year,  no  certificates  to  be  used, 
but  the  Study  Jewel  will  be  awarded. 

After  a  hymn,  "Near  the  Cross,"  was  sung,  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary 
spoke  on  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  urged  that  the  Guild  be 
kept  as  nearly  as  possible  a  business  and  professional  woman's  organiza- 
tion. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne  thanked  the  Society  for  the  honor  conferred 
on  her  in  giving  her  the  office  held  through  long  years  of  devoted 
service  by  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison. 

The  forum  was  continued  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  who  urged 
that  charters  not  already  sent  in  be  forwarded  promptly  so  that  the 
membership  be  kept  intact,  explained  that  church  members  are  not 
automatically  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
and  discussed  program  materials. 

The  advice  given  by  Mrs.  Gurney  Hood  was  that  newly  elected 
officers  should  take  over  at  once,  with  former  officers  co-operating  if 
necessary;  third  quarter  reports  should  be  sent  to  out-going  officers, 
fourth  quarter  work  should  be  conducted  by  incoming  officers;  circles 
should  not  be  reorganized  until  the  end  of  the  year;  pledge  meetings 
should  be  held  in  January. 

Mrs.  Hillman  sent  a  message  to  every  local  woman  that  we  can 
not  afford  to  be  less  than  magnanimous  in  the  matter  of  changing 
circles,  remembering  how  much  each  church  has  relinquished  in  the 
process  of  union.  She  said,  "We  are  united  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
Can't  we  be  united  with  each  other  locally?" 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Lamb  introduced  Mrs.  Chandler,  who  talked  on  the  power 
of  intercessory  prayer,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Brown,  who  told  how  the  prayer 
group  in  a  local  church  can  be  a  real  channel  through  which  God  may 
work,  and  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews,  who  told  of  the  value  of  a  Spiritual 
Life  Retreat. 

Miss  Mary  Gardner  explained  that  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate  had  been  cut  to  two  columns.  She  offered 
the  following  recommendation  which  was  unanimously  adopted: 
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"Grateful  for  the  use  of  two  columns  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  sensing  something  of  the  value  of  the  Woman's 
Page  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  missionary  enterprise,  keenly  and  increasingly 
aware  that  by  reason  of  the  addition  of  the  societies  of  the  former  Methodist 
Protestant  and  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  churches  into  the  Conference, 
more  space  is  needed;  we,  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  in  session  at  East  Carolina  Teachers' 
College,  Greenville,  N.  C,  September  23-24,  1940,  earnestly  petition  the  editors 
of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  that  they  return  to  us  at  as  early  a  date 
as  possible  the  third  column  of  the  Woman's  Page. 

"In  so  requesting  this  kind  and  generous  favor,  we  pledge  to  the  editors  our 
hearty  and  sincere  appreciation  and  our  continued  best  efforts  to  make  the  Woman's 
Page  an  influence  for  good."

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  was  called  to  the  chair  and  the  report  was  accept- 
ed as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  a  member  of  the  National  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension,  gave  a  concise  but  informative  report  of  the 
recent  meeting  of  that  body  in  Chicago,  a  meeting  whose  theme  empha- 
sized the  continuance  of  the  union  and  the  power  of  prayer  that  alone 
can  uphold  it.  She  told  of  the  personnel  of  the  Board,  its  divisions,  and 
its  work,  adding  that  she  was  impressed  with  the  youth  and  the  enthusi- 
asm of  the  deaconesses  and  missionaries  who  were  consecrated  at  this 
time. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  was  recognized  and  reported  that  the  cam- 
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paign  for  collecting  coupons  for  the  purchase  of  an  electric  stove  for 
the  Orphanage  had  been  successful  one  and  the  stove  had  been  installed. 
With  the  surplus  money  from  a  supplementary  fund,  much  needed 
painting  had  been  done.  She  asked  that  the  coupon  campaign  be  con- 
tinued indefinitely  and  gave  a  message  of  thanks  from  Mr.  Barnes. 

The  very  appreciative  report  of  the  Courtesy  Committee  was  read 
by  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland.  It  was  adopted  by  a  standing  vote. 

In  closing  the  Conference,  Mrs.  Hillman  expressed  her  gratitude 
for  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  the  1,000  delegates  and  visitors, 
assured  that  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  will  go  forward 
with  joy  and  hope. 

A  hymn  of  consecration,  "Breathe  on  Me,  Breath  of  God,"  was 
sung  and,  after  prayer  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  the  organizing  Confer- 
ence of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  adjourned.

East  Carolina  Teachers  College,  Greenville/ N.  C. 
September  23,  1940 

The  Executive  Board  met  in  a  class  room  at  E.  C.  T.  C.  following 
the  evening  session  of  the  Conference,  with  all  members  present  except 
one. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  president,  was  in  the  chair. 

Since  no  invitation  had  been  received  for  the  spring  Conference, 
members  were  asked  to  seek  an  invitation,  waiting  on  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference  for  instruction  as  to  the  time. 

Mrs.  Boone,  Mrs.  Gary,  Mrs.  Cutchin,  and  Miss  Lamb  were  asked 
to  discuss  new  phases  of  the  work  at  the  Tuesday  morning  session. 

Among  the  matters  discussed  was  that  of  young  girls'  work  in 
churches  where  none  is  being  carried  on  at  present.  Mrs.  Coltrane  and 
Mrs.  Gates  spoke  a  warning  of  danger  of  chilling  the  enthusiasm  of 
young  people  who  wish  to  be  organized.  Mrs.  Hillman  read  from  her 
remarks  for  the  morning  session  regarding  young  people's  work  and 
received  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Finances  were  discussed  and  Mrs.  Hillman  was  asked  to  include 
this  in  the  morning  program.  Mrs.  McKinne  consented  to  lead  this 
discussion. 

Plans  were  made  for  an  overnight  meeting  late  in  January  or  early 
in  February. 

Miss  Gardner  stated  that  Dr.  Plyler  had  reduced  the  Conference 
space  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  suggested  a  petition 
for  the  removal  of  this  cut  in  space.  She  moved  that  the  Board  recom- 
mend this  in  Tuesday's  Conference  session.  The  motion  carried. 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  work 
on  the  Conference  By-Laws  and  report  at  the  January  Board  Meeting. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  we  ask  that  the  historic  material 
pertaining  to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  in  the  library  at  Greens- 
boro College,  be  kept  available  for  research. 

After  a  closing  prayer  by  Miss  Lamb,  the  meeting  adjourned. 


Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 
January  22-23,   1941 

The  Executive  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  was  called  to  order  by  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hill- 
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man,  president,  at  2:00  p.  m.,  January  22,  1941,  in  the  luxurious  living 
room  of  the  Burwell  Cottage,  Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
with  21  members  present.  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  member  of  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  was  also  present. 

Mrs.  S.  E.  Dunn  led  the  devotional.  She  developed  her  theme, 
"Sitting  at  the  Feet  of  Jesus,"  by  contrasting  the  attitudes  of  Mary 
and  Martha  in  serving  Christ;  she  stressed  the  importance  of  being 
winsome  Christians,  and  listed  attributes  which  will  attract  others  to 
the  Christian  life. 

In  opening  the  business  session,  Mrs.  Hillman  commented  on  the 
many  changes  the  organization  has  gone  through  recently,  stressed  the 
importance  of  the  task  facing  it,  and  asked  for  prayers  for  wisdom  in 
meeting  the  task.  The  following  committees  were  appointed: 

Research — Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Chairman;  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chad- 
wick,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood. 

By-Laws — Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne,  Chairman;  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone, 
Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews. 

Conference  Pro  grain — Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Chairman;  Mrs.  B.  F. 
Boone,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne,  Mrs.  S.  A.  Dunn,  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Chadwick.  Mrs.  Hillman  will  work  with  the  Program  Com- 
mittee. 

Messages  of  love  and  sympathy  were  sent  to  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson, 
Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  and  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson. 

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  gave  her  report.  Some  interesting  items  were: 

The  contributions  surpassed  last  year's  by  $1,030.00;  Rocky  Mount 
District  led  for  the  fourth  quarter;  Durham  District  led  for  the  year; 
Raleigh  District  made  largest  charter  member  offering.  The  total 
amount  sent  to  Council  for  the  year  was  $42,380.00.  She  suggested 
that  the  surplus  funds  be  used  to  make  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  an 
Honorary  Life  Patron.  She  listed  changes  in  financial  plans  as  follows: 

1.  The  Jurisdictional  Society  is  asking  two  cents  per  member, 
based  on  charter  members  this  year,  and  on  total  membership  here- 
after. 

2.  The  Woman's  Division  recommends  that  two-thirds  of  funds 
of  former  M.  P.  Churches  be  sent  to  Conference  treasurer;  one-third 
be  given  to  local  minister  for  benevolence. 

3.  After  this  year  there  shall  be  no  division  of  funds  by  Confer- 
ence treasurer. 

4.  Life  Memberships  as  in  Guide  Book. 

Motions  were  made  and  carried  to  approve  the  asking  by  the  Juris- 
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dictional  Society  of  two  cents  per  member,  and  the  presentation  of  an 
Honorary  Life  Patron  membership  to  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane  gave  a  brief  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  which  was 
given  largely  to  making  the  budget  of  six  and  one-half  million  dollars. 

Invitations  for  the  Annual  Conference  were  given  by  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Rocky 
Mount;  the  Goldsboro  Society;  Edenton  Street,  Raleigh;  and  Burling- 
ton. Mrs.  Thorne  was  asked  to  preside,  and  the  Rocky  Mount  invita- 
tion, which  was  the  first  presented,  was  accepted  gratefully,  and  much 
appreciation  expressed  to  the  bearers  of  the  other  invitations.  March 
25-27  was  decided  on,  tentatively,  as  the  date  for  the  Conference, 
the  final  decision  being  left  to  the  Program  Committee  and  the  Rocky 
Mount  local  committee. 

Since  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  were  elected  for 
one  year  only,  it  was  moved  and  carried  that  Conference  elect  six  dele- 
gates and  alternates  for  the  remaining  three  years  of  the  quadrennium. 
Mrs.  Hillman  explained  that  the  Conference  is  entitled  to  thirty  or 
more  delegates  to  the  Assembly,  and  no  Conference  may  have  less 
than  two  delegates.  The  following  recommendations  were  evolved 
to  govern  procedure  for  this  year  only: 

1.  That  Conference  elect  two  delegates  and  two  alternates  to 
the  Assembly  in  1941,  the  President  or  her  alternate  being  automatically 
a  member  of  the  Assembly. 

2.  That  the  Conference  give  the  Executive  Committee  power 
to  make  voting  delegates  to  the  Assembly  all  women  up  to  the  quota 
permitted  who  are  sufficiently  interested  in  attending  the  Assembly  at 
their  own  expense. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  gave  interesting  details  of  the  splendid  results  of 
the  fall  study.  For  spring  study  she  recommended  "Dangerous  Oppor- 
tunity" and  "Methodism's  World  Mission";  stressed  that  study  for 
Jurisdictional  recognition  should  not  be  urged  unless  the  members  are 
ready  for  it;  distributed  Efficiency  Aim  cards,  calling  attention  to  new 
address,  and  explained  that  Bible  Study  is  not  under  the  Spiritual  Life 
Department,  but  remains  under  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education.  Mrs.  Hillman  announced  that  the  selection  of 
women  to  go  to  Lake  Junaluska  should  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education.  After  prayer  by  Mrs.  Matthews, 
recess  was  taken. 

7:30  p.  m. — Mrs.  Lawrence  opened  the  evening  session  with  prayer. 

Mrs.   Chadwick,   in   a  comprehensive  and  informal  report   of  the 
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Jurisdictional  Conference,  expressed  the  happiness  that  the  unanimous 
election  of  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  as  president  brought  to  the  N.  C.  dele- 
gation. The  members  of  the  Board  who  were  delegates  expressed  their 
appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence. 

Discussion  centered  on  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  district  organiza- 
tion, and  zone  meetings.  Zone  leaders  shall  be  invited  to  the  spring 
Executive  meeting.  Mrs.  McKinne  requested  that  expense  accounts  be 
sent  to  the  president  at  the  end  of  each  quarter.  Miss  Lamb  led  the 
"good  night"  devotional,  and  the  meeting  recessed  until  Thursday 
morning. 

9:00  a.  m. — Mrs.  Slaughter  opened  the  morning  session  with  prayer. 
Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane  directed  the  thoughts  of  the  group  as  leaders 
to  Luke  12:48:  "For  unto  whom  much  is  given,  of  him  much  shall 
be  required."  Her  warning  against  failure  to  hew  to  the  line  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  soul  was  both  timely  and  inspirational,  as  she  dwelt 
on  the  backward  and  forward  look  as  Christ  comes  to  each  one  in 
some  demand  for  service. 

Miss  Lamb  reported  the  Retreat  at  Louisburg  in  the  fall.  Her 
motion  that  Conference  sponsor  a  Retreat  at  Louisburg  in  June  at 
the  time  most  convenient  for  Dr.  Patten  and  that  fifty  dollars  be 
apportioned  for  financing  the  Retreat,  carried. 

The  district  secretaries  gave  their  pledges  as  follows:

Mrs.  Hillman  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson.  The  secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  answer  the  letter  saying  that  Mrs.  Johnson's 
resignation  was  accepted  with  regret. 

Mrs.  Lawrence  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Alice  Green,  and  Mrs. 
Hillman  emphasized  the  Overseas  Relief  offering  March  2.  She  asked 
Mrs.  Boone  to  have  the  ivory  goddess  Miss  Green  brought  the  Confer- 
ence valued,  and  suggested  that  Board  members  try  to  find  a  purchaser 
for  it. 
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It  was  decided  that  if  there  is  a  sufficient  surplus  in  1941,  Mrs. 
H.  J.  Faison  shall  be  made  an  Honorary  Life  Patron. 

Mrs.  Hillman  called  attention  to  the  need  for  typing  and  filing 
former  Executive  Committee  minutes  and  for  some  person  to  be 
responsible  for  collecting  complete  file  of  Conference  Journals. 

Miss  Lamb  offered  graciously  to  type  the  Executive  Committee 
minutes,  if  she  might  have  a  year  to  do  the  work  and  to  bring  files 
of  Conference  Journals  up  to  date.  Her  offer  was  gratefully  accepted. 

A  suggestion  to  sell  copies  of  "Seven  Times  Seven"  at  Conference 
in  Rocky  Mount,  using  the  proceeds  for  an  historical  supplement,  was 
held  in  abeyance. 

It  was  decided  not  to  award  Children's  banners  again,  but  to  store 
them  in  Greensboro  College  library  with  historical  documents. 

A  motion  that  the  Conference  continue  its  policy  of  giving  new 
societies  their  first  supply  of  literature  and  record  books  was  unani- 
mously approved.  Miss  Gardner  stated  that  Dr.  Plyler  had  asked  each 
society  to  appoint  a  member  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina Christian  Advocate. 

Mrs.  McKinne  was  requested  to  find  out  whether  money  already 
forwarded  to  Mrs.  Fulton  could  be  designated  to  place  Mrs.  Temple's 
name  on  the  Memorial  Roll,  and  by  a  unanimous  vote  dedicating  the 
minutes  of  this  year's  Conference  to  Mrs.  J.  B.  Temple  was  approved. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  discussed  briefly  the  work  of  the  Christian  Social 
Relations  secretary,  and  asked  Mrs.  Coltrane  to  tell  of  the  session  of 
the  Legislative  Council.  As  a  result  of  her  discussion  of  a  program  of 
seven  points  and  three  measures  endorsed,  the  following  decisions  were 
made: 

1.  That  the  Board  go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  the  Cameron- 
Weeks  bill,  which  would  give  a  second  chance  to  drunken  drivers. 

2.  A  resolution  supporting  the  United  Dry  Forces  in  the  matter 
of  securing  a  referendum  in  North  Carolina,  and  opposing  the  use  of 
money  derived  from  liquor  for  increasing  school  terms. 

3.  A  resolution  supporting  State  provision  for  an  Industrial 
Training  School  for  Negro  girls. 

It  was  decided  to  pay  dues  to  Legislative  Council  for  this  biennium, 
and  leave  decision  on  the  question  of  continuing  membership  to  Sep- 
tember meeting.  The  corresponding  secretary  was  asked  to  write  a 
letter  to  the  Council  explaining  the  Board's  attitude  toward  the  in- 
effective functioning  of  the  Council. 

Mrs.  Haltom  spoke  of  Student  Work,  and  asked  that  with  names 
of  students,  their  outstanding  qualifications  should  be  given. 
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Mrs.  Gates  reported  on  two  students  at  Paine  College,  read  a  letter 
from  Bennett  College  referring  to  contemplated  scholarships  there, 
made  inquiry  about  gifts  for  two  deaconess  candidates  this  year,  and 
asked  for  information  about  young  women  who  could  be  recommended. 
She  mentioned  that  there  are  no  scholarships  for  white  girls  who  are 
high  school  graduates.  Motion  prevailed  that  the  Conference  send 
$25.00  each  to  these  young  ladies  mentioned  by  Mrs.  Gates. 

Mrs.  Burwell  dismissed  the  group  with  prayer,  and  the  business  was 
concluded  at  lunch. 

Mrs.  Hillman  thanked  Mr.  Barnes  for  the  hospitality  of  the  Or- 
phanage. Mrs.  Thorne  reported  the  wonderful  progress  Miss  Steeger 
has  made  in  Laurinburg,  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  told  of  the  activities  of 
Miss  Brooks  and  Miss  Titsworth.  Any  officer  who  finds  it  necessary 
to  give  up  her  work  was  asked  to  notify  the  Research  Committee 
promptly. 

Mrs.  Thorne  read  the  report  of  the  By-Laws  Committee,  which 
was  voted  on,  item  by  item,  and  adopted  with  the  exception  of  Number 
V,  which  the  committee  was  asked  to  bring  to  the  Executive  meeting 
in  March. 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws  was  empowered  to  study  further  and 
report  again  at  Conference. 


Rocky  Mount,  N.  C. 
March  25,  1941 

The  Executive  Board  met  in  the  First  Methodist  Church  at  10:00 
a.  m.,  March  25,  1941,  with  Mrs.  Hillman  presiding.  After  a  brief 
period  of  silent  prayer,  sentence  prayers  were  offered  by  members  of 
the  group. 

Mrs.  Hillman  cordially  welcomed  the  Board  to  Rocky  Mount. 
About  fifty  members  were  present. 

Action  was  taken  on  the  following  financial  matters:  $20.00  was 
appropriated  for  the  teacher's  honorarium  at  the  Pastors'  School; 
$25.00  for  a  teacher  at  the  Negro  Mission  School  in  Winston-Salem; 
(Mrs.  Cram  will  be  available  for  the  former,  Miss  Viola  Nethery  for 
the  latter)  ;  $125.00  to  be  divided  equally  among  ten  officers  who  will 
be  selected  to  attend  the  School  of  Missions  at  Junaluska;  and  $300.00 
from  the  Conference  Expense  fund  to  be  used  in  trading  the  car 
bought  for  Miss  Ruth  Brooks  two  years  ago. 

A  motion  made  by  Mrs.  Gates  that  the  Executive  Board  authorize 
the  Missionary  Personnel  Committee  to  recommend  to  Conference  a 
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$200.00  scholarship  at  Bennett  College,  to  be  shared  by  two  negro 
girls,  carried. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  read  excerpts  from  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil and  a  letter  to  the  North  Carolina  Senators  containing  a  resolution  urg- 
ing votes  for  the  Morris  Sheppard  bill  for  Federal  Regulation  of  Camps. 

Mrs.  Coltrane  asked  that  five  points  in  the  Legislative  program, 
sent  by  Mrs.  Highsmith  of  the  Legislative  Council,  be  endorsed  by 
the  Board.  Mrs.  Hillman  asked  that  the  Christian  Social  Relations 
Committee  study  these  and  approve  or  disapprove  them. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  action  of  the  March  Executive  meeting 
of  the  Division  on  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  Assembly.  Mrs. 
Gates  moved  that  unless  we  find  that  the  Assembly  is  a  Legislative 
body,  we  hold  to  the  action  of  our  last  Executive  meeting.  Carried. 
In  case  the  Assembly  is  a  Legislative  body,  this  will  be  left  to  the  fall 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Motion  carried  that  a  Nominating  Committee  be  appointed  to 
select  six  names  to  be  presented  to  the  Conference  for  election  as 
delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  as  well  as  delegates  to  the 
Assembly  other  than  the  president. 

The  recording  secretary  was  instructed  to  omit  historical  pages 
from  the  Journal. 

Mrs.  Hillman  suggested  that  one  person  should  be  responsible  for 
keeping  an  historical  scrapbook  and  Miss  Gardner  was  asked  to  take 
over  this  labor  of  love.  Members  were  asked  to  send  pictures  and 
clippings  to  her. 

Mrs.  McKinne  read  notes  of  appreciation  from  Miss  Nethery  and 
Miss  Falls  for  the  checks  sent  them  at  the  February  meeting. 

Miss  Lamb  explained  that  offerings  at  zone  meetings  are  for 
expense  of  meetings  and  leaders  and  are  not  to  be  used  for  other 
purposes  except  with  the  consent  of  the  leader. 

Mrs.  Thorne  presented  a  By-Law  which  was  held  over  for  study. 
Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  Jurisdictional  requirements  for  tenure  of 
office  be  accepted  for  the  Conference.  Carried.  The  suggestion  was 
made  that  the  committee  study  staggering  some  of  the  officers  so  that 
all  will  not  be  elected  at  the  same  time. 

Mrs.  Hillman  graciously  expressed  her  thanks  for  the  co-operation 
of  the  Board  and  her  appreciation  for  the  harmony  with  which  the 
work  has  been  carried  on. 

Miss  Lamb  dismissed  the  session  with  prayer. 

After  adjournment,  the  Board  was  invited  to  a  most  appetizing 
barbecue  luncheon.

TUESDAY,  MARCH  25,  1941 
AFTERNOON 

The  first  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  was  called  to  order  by  the  president,  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Hillman,  on  March  25,  1941,  at  2:00  p.  m.,  in  the  First  Meth- 
odist Church,  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C. 

Mrs.  Earl  Brian  was  introduced  and,  after  the  opening  song,  Mrs. 
Brian  read  selected  verses  from  John  and  developed  the  meditation 
theme,  "That  ye  may  be  one,"  showing  that  certainty  and  a  sense  of 
security  in  our  beliefs  will  bring  unity;  and  that  an  unwavering  faith 
in  God,  a  love  for  each  other,  and  a  sense  of  brotherhood  will  lead 
God's  children  to  give  love,  toil,  and  sacrifice  to  possess  the  world  for 
their  Father.  A  prayer  hymn,  sung  by  Mr.  W.  K.  Hughes,  concluded 
the  meditation  period. 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Whitehurst,  president  of  the  hostess  society,  cordially 
welcomed  the  Conference,  and  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger  responded 
graciously. 

Mrs.  Hillman  added  her  personal  greeting  to  the  Conference  and 
appointed  the  following  committees: 

Resolutions:  Mrs.  Henry  L.  Ruark,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Winslow,  Jr.,  and 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Lilly. 

To  ?-ead  the  Minutes:  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker  and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Cowan. 

Platform  Courtesies:  Mrs.  J.  R.  Bennett,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  and 
Mrs.  F.  S.  Love. 

*The  recording  secretary  read  her  report  and  gave  a  partial  report 
of  registration. 

Mrs.  Hillman  recognized  the  representatives  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  and  the  fifty-six  delegates  who  were  attending  Confer- 
ence for  the  first  time. 

Miss  Young,  of  the  Methodist  Publishing  House  in  Richmond,  was 
recognized.  At  the  request  of  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  secretary  of  Mission- 
ary Education,  Miss  Young  had  set  up  a  miniature  book  room  which 
she  invited  delegates  to  visit.  She  called  attention  to  the  study  books 
and  other  timely  publications.

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Mrs.  F.  V.  DeVinny,  Executive  Secretary  of  Joint  Division,  Edu- 
cation and  Cultivation,  was  introduced.  She  referred  to  the  present  as 
the  most  exciting  and  significant  time  in  the  history  of  Christianity 
for  Methodist  women  because  so  much  is  expected  of  them.  She  treated 
the  scope  of  the  work,  dwelling  on  vital  details  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields,  particularly  the  recall  of  seventy  missionaries  from  Japan,  Korea, 
and  China  and  the  possible  results  of  this  action.  She  paid  tribute  to 
the  pioneer  work  in  Christian  Social  Relations  done  by  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  urged  that  the  enthusiasm  of  the  united 
church  be  captured,  harnessed,  and  used  as  a  great  force  for  Christi- 
anity. 

Mrs.  Hillman  thanked  Mrs.  DeVinny  for  her  splendid  message. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  made  her 
report  and  the  recommendations  of  her  department,  which  were 
adopted,  were  read  by  Miss  Alma  Cade,  Conference  director  of  Chil- 
dren's Work  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

Dr.  Walter  Patten,  president  of  Louisburg  College,  was  introduced. 
He  made  a  strong  appeal  for  the  removal  of  the  small  debt  which  the 
college  owes. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  gave  an  excellent  report  and  introduced  six 
of  the  chairmen  of  her  Resource  Committees.  Each  chairman  discussed 
briefly  her  particular  phase  of  the  work  and  Mrs.  Cutchin  read  the 
recommendations  of  the  department,  all  of  which  were  accepted. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Hobbs,  superintendent  of  Durham  District,  pronounced 
the  benediction. 

EVENING 

An  organ  prelude,  followed  by  the  hymn,  "The  Church's  One 
Foundation,"  opened  the  evening  session.  Rev.  C.  P.  Parker,  pastor  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  read  from  the  tenth  chapter  of  Luke  and  Rev.  E. 
L.  Hillman,  pastor  of  First  Church,  offered  prayer.  After  the  offering 
was  taken,  the  church  choir  sang  an  anthem,  "Blessed  Jesu." 

Mrs.  Hillman,  in  her  usual  gracious  manner,  presented  Miss  Lorena 
Kelly,  a  daughter  of  North  Carolina  and  a  missionary  to  Africa,  who 
is  at  home  on  her  first  furlough. 

Miss  Kelly  talked  of  her  work  and  the  people  with  whom  she 
works  with  a  genuine  conviction  that  the  sun  of  Christianity  is  rising 
on  the  Belgian  Congo,  bringing  the  light  of  education,  the  healing  of 
medicine,  changing  the  customs  of  the  people  as  well  as  their  hearts. 

At  the  close  of  Miss  Kelly's  address,  Rev.  L.  C.  Larkin,  superin- 
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tendent  of  Rocky  Mount  District,  administered  the  sacrament  of  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Hobbs,  Rev.  J.  A.  Russell,  and 
Rev.  A.  S.  Parker,  superintendents  of  Durham,  New  Bern,  and  Wil- 
mington Districts. 

WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  26,  1941 

Organ  music  again  preceded  the  meditation  period.  After  the 
hymn,  "Rise  Up,  O  Men  of  God,"  Mrs.  Earl  Brian,  presenting  the 
meditation  thought,  read  the  story  of  the  rich  young  ruler.  She  showed 
that  eternal  life  must  be  bought  by  hard  work,  by  setting  up  a  definite 
goal,  and  by  using  the  talents  one  has. 

Miss  Margaret  Weaver  sang,  "Are  Ye  Able?  Said  the  Master"  as 
the  prayer  hymn. 

Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker  reported  that  the  minutes  of  the  Monday 
afternoon  session  had  been  read  and  approved. 

The  recording  secretary  read  the  following  recommendation  from 
the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Board  meeting,  March  25th:  that  a 
Nominating  Committee  be  appointed  to  bring  before  the  Conference 
names  of  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  and  to  the  Assem- 
bly, other  than  the  president. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted  and  Mrs.  Hillman  appointed 
the  following  committee:  Mrs.  Julian  Midgette,  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb, 
Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Mrs.  O.  W.  Dowd,  Miss  Mary  Gardner. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  read  greetings  from  Bishop  Clare  Purcell, 
the  North  Mississippi  Conference,  and  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  and  moved 
that  the  Conference  reply  to  these  messages.  Mrs.  Hillman  asked  that 
messages  of  love  and  sympathy  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson  and 
Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight. 

Later  messages  were  received  from  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Hoyle,  Jr.,  recording  secretary;  Mrs.  N.  H. 
D.  Wilson,  Chapel  Hill;  Mrs.  C.  M.  Earley,  Norfolk,  Va.;  Anna 
Slaughter  and  Sarah  McCracken,  Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tenn., 
and  were  duly  answered. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  presided  over  the  Secretaries'  Hour.  In 
giving  a  resume  of  the  year's  achievements,  Mrs.  Chadwick  spoke  of 
the  many  changes  in  the  organization,  the  increase  in  number  of 
societies  and  memberships  as  well  as  the  increase  in  interest  and  enthusi- 
asm. She  introduced  the  district  secretaries  who,  having  been  previously 
called  to  the  platform,  gave  their  reports.  In  the  absence  of  Mrs. 
Floyd  Johnson,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens  reported  for  the  Wilmington  Dis- 
trict. 
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The  Korean  urn,  awarded  each  year  to  the  district  with  the  largest 
number  of  societies  reaching  the  Efficiency  Aim,  and  the  Korean 
candlestick,  awarded  each  year  to  the  district  making  the  largest  con- 
tribution, were  both  won  by  the  Durham  District  and  presented  to 
Miss  Florine  Robertson,  secretary.  The  missionaries  to  Korea  were 
asked  to  stand  while  Mrs.  Chadwick  made  the  awards.  The  district 
secretaries  were  presented  to  Mrs.  DeVinny,  who  praised  their  work. 

Miss  Florine  Robertson  presented  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  who  served 
as  vice-president  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  for  fourteen 
years,  and  announced  that  the  Conference  had  made  Mrs.  Faison  an 
Honorary  Life  Patron,  a  well  deserved  tribute.  Mrs.  Faison,  deeply 
touched,  accepted  the  honor  with  an  expression  of  renewed  loyaltv  and 
devotion. 

Mrs.  McKinne  stated  that  the  Conference  had  also  bestowed  the 
same  honor  on  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson  and  she  brought  Mrs.  Wilson's 
message  of  thanks. 

Mrs.  McKinne  then  gave  her  report  as  treasurer,  listing  a  number 
of  first  places  for  which  the  districts  compete. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  gave  a  report  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  in  Richmond  in  December  at  which  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Hillman  was  unanimously  elected  president.  Mrs.  Chadwick  mentioned 
some  of  the  leaders  who  were  present,  the  impressive  pledge  and 
Communion  services,  and  spoke  of  the  pride  which  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  feels  in  furnishing  the  first  president. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne,  vice-president,  in  a  most  graciously  worded 
introduction,  presented  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  and  presided  while  Mrs. 
Hillman  gave  her  annual  message. 

Mrs.  Hillman  said  that  in  the  reorganization  of  the  church,  most 
of  the  changes  had  come  in  the  women's  work,  making  necessary  many 
conferences  in  the  past  year.  Happy  that  this  period  is  past,  she  empha- 
sized the  need  for  leadership,  prayer,  study,  consecration,  and  sacrificial 
giving  so  that  the  forward  steps  now  in  order  may  be  taken  in  unity. 
She  urged  the  members  to  put  the  church  ahead  of  secular  interests. 

In  leaving  her  office,  as  pressure  of  duties  as  president  of  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction  compels  her  to  do,  she  expressed  her  regret  at 
having  to  lay  aside  a  task  she  had  loved. 

Miss  Lorena  Kelly  was  again  presented  and  gave  interesting 
glimpses  of  life  in  the  Belgian  Congo.  She  described  the  domestic  lives 
of  the  people,  contrasted  the  marriage  customs  of  Christian  and  un- 
converted natives,  and  told  in  detail  of  the  educational  work,  as  that 
is  her  field  of  endeavor.  Her  account  of  the  development  of  music  in 
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the  schools  was  most  surprising.  She  also  spoke  of  the  remarkable  prog- 
ress in  hygiene  which  has  aided  materially  in  developing  spiritual  lead- 
ership among  the  present  generation. 

Mrs.  Hillman  thanked  Miss  Kelly  for  her  enlightening  and  stimu- 
lating messages  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  asked  Miss  Kelly  to  carry  a 
message  of  love  and  greeting  to  the  Western  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  which  she  was  going. 

Mrs.  F.  V.  DeVinny  again  addressed  the  Conference  and  answered 
questions.  She  inserted  the  word  "temporarily"  in  her  earlier  statement 
about  the  recall  of  missionaries  and  stated  that  Kagawa  is  doing  evan- 
gelistic work  throughout  Japan  except  in  the  Tokio  district.  She  talked 
of  the  practical  side  of  her  work,  defining  an  organization  as  the 
embodiment  of  the  ideals  and  purposes  of  its  constituents  and  declaring 
that  youthful  enthusiasm,  splendid  aid  that  it  is,  will  not  sustain  the 
work,  but  its  strength  should  be  conserved,  first,  by  the  spiritual  motive, 
by  the  distribution  of  responsibility,  by  group  loyalty,  by  mastery  of 
the  details  of  our  organization.  She  closed  with  a  caution  regarding 
the  mechanizing  of  the  organization.  She  recommended  the  use  of  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  the  Methodist  Woman 
as  working  tools.  She  stated  that  the  Week  of  Prayer  will  be  observed 
the  last  week  in  October  and  listed  the  projects  for  the  year  as — For- 
eign Missions:  1,  Christian  literature  in  foreign  fields  across  the  world, 
with  special  emphasis  on  Christianizing  the  home;  2,  Medical  equip- 
ment around  the  world.  Home  Mission  projects:  1,  Endowed  pension 
fund  for  deaconesses;  2,  Erection  of  a  convalescent  home  for  negro 
children  at  Brewster  Hospital,  Jacksonville,  Florida.  She  explained  the 
Lenten  offering  as  a  sacrificial  offering  comparable  to  the  Week  of 
Prayer  offering,  used  for  the  retirement  of  ministers  and  included  in 
the  pledge. 

Mrs.  Hillman  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the  Conference  to  Mrs. 
DeVinny  for  the  messages  and  the  information  she  brought. 

Mrs.  Hillman  asked  Dr.  M.  T.  Plyler,  editor  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate,  and  Dr.  R.  W.  Bradshaw,  Conference  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  to  stand. 

The  noon  worship  period  was  led  by  Dr.  R.  C.  Petry  of  Duke 
University.  Dr.  Petry  read  for  the  Scripture  lesson  the  story  of  the 
healing  of  the  leper  who  could  not  keep  silent  about  his  healing,  but 
published  his  good  fortune  abroad.  He  answered  the  question,  "Who 
is  interested  in  Jesus?"  He  proved  that  the  whole  world  is  interested 
in  Jesus  by  showing  that  historians  since  Luke,  teachers  since  Nico- 
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demus,  churchmen  since  Matthew,  politicians  like  Simon  of  Samaria, 
artists  such  as  John  the  Revelator,  skeptics  such  as  those  at  Mars  Hill, 
and  the  common  people  are  interested  in  Him. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Bradshaw. 

AFTERNOON 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  a  hymn,  "Be  Still,  My 
Soul."  Prayer  was  offered  and  Scripture,  selections  from  John,  was 
read  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  who  built 
her  message  around  the  words,  redemption,  commission,  and  empower- 
ment. 

Mrs.  Hillman  presented  the  three  Conference  workers:  Miss  Pris- 
cilla  Steeger,  who  gave  intimate  and  interesting  details  of  the  progress 
made  in  industrial  work  at  Laurinburg;  Miss  Elizabeth  Tittsworth, 
who  told  how  a  student  worker  spends  her  time  and  how  a  Student 
Center  is  used;  Miss  Ruth  Brooks,  who  discussed  rural  work  in  Person 
and  Caswell  counties. 

Mrs.  Hillman  urged  each  delegate  and  visitor  to  tell  their  home 
societies  of  the  work  of  these  deaconesses  as  exhibit  A  of  the  home 
mission  enterprise. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
gave  a  splendid  report  showing  not  only  the  scope  of  the  mission  study 
classes  but  also  concrete  results.  She  awarded  the  Lillie  Moore  Everett 
Jubilee  Jewel,  given  to  the  district  secretary  reporting  the  largest  num- 
ber of  societies  holding  three  study  classes,  to  Miss  Florine  Robertson, 
Durham  District  secretary. 

Mrs.  Boone  read  her  department's  recommendations,  which  were 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Hillman  welcomed  home  and  presented  Miss  Euline  Smith, 
a  missionary  recalled  from  Korea,  who  is  working  in  a  Bethlehem 
Center  in  Charlotte.  Miss  Smith  told  of  results  of  missionary  work  in 
Korea  in  terms  of  personalities,  relating  incidents  to  show  the  improved 
status  of  women,  and  growth  and  influence  of  medical  work,  social 
evangelistic  centers  and  Bible  study. 

The  pledge  service  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  McKinne.  The  district 
secretaries  made  their  pledges  as  follows:

Mrs.  Hillman  concluded  the  service  and  dismissed  the  session  with 
prayer. 

At  the  close  of  the  Wednesday  afternoon  session,  the  Rocky  Mount 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  hostess  to  the  Conference  at 
a  beautifully  appointed  tea  at  lovely  Benvenue  Country  Club.  This 
delightful  social  hour  brought  a  welcome  break  in  the  serious  proceed- 
ings of  the  Conference  and  the  courtesy  was  thoroughly  appreciated 
and  enjoyed. 

EVENING 

At  the  close  of  the  organ  prelude,  "Heralds  of  Christ"  was  used 
as  the  opening  hymn.  Selected  verses  from  the  fifty-second  chapter  of 
Isaiah  were  read  by  Rev.  R.  E.  L.  Moser,  pastor  of  Clarke  Street 
Church,  and  Rev.  N.  W.  Grant,  pastor  of  Marvin  Church,  led  in 
prayer.  After  the  offering,  the  choir  sang,  "Arise,  O  Lord." 

Mrs.  Hillman  introduced  Rev.  Charles  Clay,  a  "second  generation" 
missionary  to  Brazil.  Mr.  Clay  used  the  question,  "Am  I  my  brother's 
keeper"?  to  direct  the  thoughts  of  his  hearers  to  their  brothers  in  Brazil. 
He  gave  general  information  about  the  country — its  extent,  varied 
climate,  population,  resources,  et  cetera.  He  explained  that  the  Meth- 
odist Church  is  making  amazing  progress  in  the  face  of  an  unconcealed 
scorn  for  Protestant  religion  among  the  inhabitants,  and  the  great 
need  for  help  that  still  exists.  At  the  close  of  his  address  he  made  his 
word  pictures  even  more  vivid  by  showing  moving  pictures  of  mission- 
aries on  duty  among  the  people.  His  closing  prayer  dismissed  the  session. 

THURSDAY,  MARCH  27,  1941 
MORNING 

The  morning  worship  opened  with  the  singing  of  "Jesus  Calls  Us." 
Mrs.  Earl  Brian  gave  the  third  in  her  series  of  uplifting  meditations, 
using  the  theme,  "Feed  My  Sheep."  She  directed  attention  away  from 
generalities  to  personalities,  emphasizing  individual  contacts  as  the  most 
important  method  of  advancing  the  Kingdom,  and  advising  less  love 
for  humanity  and  more  love  for  human  beings.  Miss  Amzy  Gaskill 
sang  the  prayer  hymn,  "Lord,  Speak  To  Me." 
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Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker  reported  that  the  minutes  of  Wednesday's 
sessions  had  been  read. 

The  By-Laws  were  read  by  the  recording  secretary  and  were 
adopted  after  a  motion  carried  that  they  be  voted  on  as  a  whole. 

Mrs.  Hillman  appointed  as  tellers  for  the  election  of  officers  the 
following:  Mrs.  Ernest  Simmons,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  Mrs.  John 
Covington,  Mrs.  Oliver  Upchurch,  Mrs.  A.  C.  Thompson. 

Mrs.  Hillman  explained  the  duties  of  the  Research  Committee  and 
Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  offered  the  following  report:  For  president,  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Chadwick;  for  Conference  secretary,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood. 

The  registration  report  gave  251  delegates  to  the  Conference. 

After  the  presidential  ballot  was  officially  reported,  Mrs.  Hillman 
presented  Mrs.  Chadwick  to  the  Conference  and  turned  over  to  her 
the  gavel  which  Mrs.  Chadwick  graciously  accepted. 

Mrs.  Hood's  election  as  Conference  secretary  was  reported  and 
she  was  presented  to  the  Conference  by  Mrs.  Chadwick.  Mrs.  Hood 
spoke  briefly  but  appreciatively. 

Mrs.  S.  A.  Dunn,  secretary  of  Young  Women's  Work,  Mrs.  R. 
H.  Broome,  secretary  of  Literature,  and  Miss  Mary  Gardner,  secre- 
tary of  Publications,  gave  their  reports.  Miss  Gardner  spoke  as  the 
editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate 
and  read  the  recommendations  of  her  department,  which  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  spoke  of  orphanage  needs,  saying  that  the 
dining  room  at  the  Orphanage  in  Raleigh  needs  a  floor  covering  and 
Mr.  Barnes  wishes  to  use  battleship  linoleum.  She  asked  that  coupons, 
as  listed  in  a  letter  recently  sent  out,  be  sent  to  her  for  this  purpose. 

Mrs.  Thorne  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Department  of 
Supplies  in  the  absence  of  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight. 

Mrs.  Thorne  presented  Mrs.  D.  H.  Warlick,  mother  of  Mrs.  Hill- 
man. 

Mrs.  Hillman  introduced  Miss  Ida  Hankins,  who  made  her  thirty- 
seventh  talk  since  returning  to  the  United  States.  She  expressed  her 
regret  at  being  recalled  and  her  satisfaction  at  having  been  able  to 
serve  long  enough  to  see  results  of  her  teaching  in  the  lives  of  her 
pupils.  She  explained  the  amalgamation  of  Protestant  bodies  in  Japan 
into  the  Japan  Christian  Church.  She  emphasized  that  gifts  of  money 
may  still  be  given  to  the  work  there  and  that  the  need  is  still  urgent. 

Mrs.  McKinne  asked  that  Peggy  Whitehurst,  daughter  of  Mrs. 
W.  J.  Whitehurst,  president  of  the  hostess  society,  and  Ruth  Sides, 
daughter  of  Mrs.  R.  L.  Sides,  be  brought  forward  to  receive  Baby 
Life  Memberships  from  the  Conference.  Mrs.  R.  A.  Barber  presented 
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Tunior  Life  Memberships  to  Susan  Gustavia  Hollbrooke  and  Nancy 
Russell  Osborne,  gifts  of  a  friend  interested  in  foreign  missions. 

Mrs.  Hillman  invited  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  to  the  platform  and 
announced  that  the  room  which  has  been  furnished  by  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  at  Scarritt  has  been  named  for  Miss  Lamb. 

Mrs.  Thorne  asked  Mrs.  Gates,  Mrs.  Boone,  and  Mrs.  Larkin  to 
join  her  and  Mrs.  Hillman  on  the  platform.  Mrs.  Gates  paid  a  beautiful 
tribute  to  Mrs.  Hillman  in  words  and  with  a  Life  Patron  pin  from 
the  Conference.  Mrs.  Hillman  accepted  the  honor  with  surprised  but 
genuine  appreciation. 

Mrs.  Slaughter,  speaking  for  the  Research  Committee,  suggested 
the  names  of  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith  and  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens  as  secretaries 
for  the  Raleigh  and  the  Wilmington  Districts,  respectively.  Mrs. 
Chadwick  formally  appointed  these  women  as  District  directors. 

Mrs.  Whitehurst  introduced  the  faithful  and  very  efficient  chair- 
men of  committees  of  the  hostess  society. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary,  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  dis- 
cussed the  organization  of  the  Guild.  Delegates  from  the  Guild  were 
asked  to  stand. 

Mrs.  George  Haltom,  secretary  of  Student  Work,  spoke  of  her 
department  and  read  her  recommendations,  which  were  accepted. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  member  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension,  gave  a  general  outline  of  the  organization  of 
the  Board  and  pleaded  for  an  increase  in  World  Service  as  this  is  no 
time  for  retrenching. 

Major  L.  M.  Hall,  chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  was  introduced. 
He  listed  some  of  his  duties  at  Fort  Bragg  and  gave  interesting  side- 
lights of  his  experiences  with  the  soldiers.  He  explained  that  the  War 
Department  is  not  permitting  competing  agencies  as  in  World  War  I, 
but  that  chaplains  are  called  into  service  in  proportion  to  the  size  of 
the  denominations  recommending  them. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  read  a  letter  which  will  be  sent  by  the  Execu- 
tive Board  to  the  North  Carolina  Senators  containing  resolutions  endors- 
ing the  Morris  Sheppard  bill.  The  Conference  went  on  record  as 
approving  the  resolutions. 

Recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Promotion  and  Finance, 
read  by  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Ernest  Simmons,  chairman,  gave  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Status  of  Women. 
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Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  reported  for  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee 
and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Winslow  read  the  recommendations,  which  were 
adopted. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  gave  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Mission- 
ary Personnel  and  her  recommendation  looking  to  the  establishment 
of  two  partial  maintenance  scholarships  at  Bennett  College  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  reported  on  Scarritt  College. 

The  action  of  the  Executive  Board  regarding  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee  for  election  of  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  and 
to  Assembly  was  read.  Mrs.  Midgette  reported  for  the  Nominating 
Committee,  and  after  motion  prevailed  that  the  vote  be  taken  on  the 
report  as  a  whole,  the  following  delegates  were  elected:

Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger  extended  the  Conference  a  most  cordial 
invitation  from  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
Edenton  Street  Methodist  Church,  Raleigh,  to  hold  the  second  Annual 
Conference  with  them.  The  invitation  was  gratefully  accepted. 

The  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  read  by  Mrs.  H.  L. 
Ruark,  was  accepted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Mrs.  Hillman  announced  that  instead  of  holding  a  Memorial  Hour, 
the  Conference  had  printed  the  names  of  deceased  members  on  the 
program.  She  read  a  lovely  tribute  to  Mrs.  J.  B.  Temple,  former 
recording  secretary,  to  whom  the  1941  Conference  minutes  will  be 
dedicated.  The  Conference  stood  in  silent  tribute  to  those  who  have 
passed  on  during  the  year. 

Dr.  R.  C.  Petry  again  conducted  the  noon  worship.  He  convinced 
his  audience  that  the  world  can  not  be  saved  except  by  the  positive 
declaration  of  the  church  for  Christ. 

After  the  benediction,  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Key  Taylor,  Mrs. 
Hillman  declared  the  first  annual  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  adjourned.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

THE  PAST  YEAR 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  conferences  in  the  Methodist  Church.  The 
First  General  Conference  met  in  Atlantic  City  in  April,  the  Southeastern  Juris- 
dictional Conference  in  Asheville  in  May,  and  it  seems  but  a  brief  moment  since 
the  organization  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
Greenville  in  September,  and  the  Jurisdictional  organization  in  Richmond  in 
December.  This  great  number  of  conferences  has  been  necessary  in  order  to  set 
up  the  new  organization,  but  we  hope  now  to  go  steadily  forward,  forgetting 
that  we  have  ever  belonged  to  different  churches,  and  using  our  time  and  energy 
in  making  this  new  organization  effective  in  the  Methodist  Church. 

Surely  the  gravity  of  the  times  demands  a  united  front  of  the  Christian 
forces.  The  world  seems  to  have  gone  mad  with  hatred  and  greed  and  the  lust 
to  kill.  The  patterns  of  civilization  that  we  have  known  and  loved  seem  to  be 
falling  to  pieces.  Christians  must  now  gird  themselves  anew  with  faith  and 
courage  and  steadfastness,  and  prepare  to  rebuild  a  world  along  lines  that  Christ 
would  fashion  it.  We  must  magnify  and  intensify  Christian  brotherhood,  regard- 
less of  the  lines  of  race,  color  or  creed.  This  alone  will  enable  us  to  stand  in  a 
crumbling  civilization. 

RECALL  OF  MISSIONARIES 

Our  hearts  have  been  saddened  as  we  learned  of  the  recall  of  the  missionaries, 
first  from  Korea,  then  from  occupied  China  and  Japan.  But  we  have  been  assured 
that  there  are  Christians  in  each  country,  strong  enough  and  numerous  enough, 
to  carry  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  know  that  "God  moves  in  a  mysterious 
way,  His  wonders  to  perform,"  and  it  may  be  that  out  of  this  dark  picture  of 
Nationalism  there  will  come  a  new  faith  and  an  increased  zeal  on  the  part  of 
Christians.  In  the  meantime,  there  must  be  no  slackening  of  missionary  interest 
on  our  part.  We  must  increase  our  missionary  giving  to  take  care  of  the  hundreds 
of  "Orphaned  Missions"  left  destitute,  or  cut  off  from  the  home  base  by  the  war. 
New  projects  that  have  long  been  needed,  must  be  undertaken  here  in  the  home- 
land and  in  the  countries  that  are  asking  for  increased  missionary  forces. 

OUR  CONFERENCE 

The  new  lines  of  organization  have  been  very  difficult  for  some  Societies  to 
accept.  Many  would  fain  have  clung  to  the  old  loyalties,  and  yet  as  they  followed 
the  Guide  book  and  the  old  ways  have  given  place  to  the  new,  amazing  progress 
has  been  noted,  and  we  have  learned  to  know  and  appreciate  each  other.  We 
have  even  been  willing  to  break  down  the  old  selfishness  that  bound  us  to  narrow 
groups  within  our  own  organizations. 

Many  details  of  the  organization  are  confusing  or  yet  lacking  entirely,  but 
the  women  have  gone  quietly  and  patiently  about  their  work,  willing  to  carry 
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on  until  such  time  as  new  Guidebooks  and  new  literature  for  the  various  depart- 
ments could  be  published.  We  have  learned  to  do  more  constructive  thinking  in 
our  Societies,  and  to  be  less  dependent  on  having  plans  handed  down  to  us. 

AIMS  FOR  THE  FUTURE 

Although  our  report  at  the  end  of  1940  showed  that  we  had  464  Societies, 
with  17,3  3  7  members,  the  total  amount  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer  was 
only  $42,3  80,  as  compared  with  the  $5  6,646  sent  in  1929  when  we  had  only 
14,41  1  members.  Three  thousand  more  members,  but  giving  fourteen  thousand 
dollars  less.  We  shall  not  be  satisfied  in  this  Conference  until  we  reach  again 
our  high  peak  of  giving — sacrificial  giving. 

The  need  for  more  full-time  workers  in  this  Conference  is  great.  We  could 
have  placed  three  more  Industrial  Deaconesses  and  at  least  six  more  Rural 
Deaconesses  last  fall  if  they  had  been  available.  Due  to  conditions  abroad,  more 
workers  will  be  available  for  work  at  home,  and  we  must  begin  to  make  plans 
to  use  them. 

One  of  our  greatest  needs  is  for  a  better  informed  leadership  among  our 
members.  New  plans,  new  enthusiasm,  and  new  information  are  needed  for  this 
new  day  of  Methodism.  We  have  an  abundance  of  potential  leadership,  but  too 
many  are  making  the  church  their  least  interest.  If  the  "things  of  the  Kingdom" 
are  important  then  we  must  give  to  them  our  primary  interest  and  allegiance — 
not  the  time  and  energy  we  have  left  over  after  every  secular  interest  has  claimed 
the  best.  Prayer,  study  and  consecration  must  go  into  the  making  of  this  new 
church. 

ANOTHER  CHAPTER  OF  HISTORY 

For  three  brief  years  it  has  been  my  happy  privilege  to  serve  as  president  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference.  In  these  three  years  so  many  changes  have  taken 
place  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  do  as  much  constructive  work  as  we  had 
hoped.  The  entire  Methodist  Church  has  been  reorganized  and  possibly  the 
Woman's  Work  has  undergone  the  greatest  change  of  any  department  of  the 
church.  We  have  only  begun  this  new  work  and  it  is  with  the  keenest  regret  that 
I  lay  down  a  task  that  is  incompleted.  Because  of  Jurisdictional  duties  I  place 
before  you  my  resignation  from  this  Conference  office,  which  has  given  to  me 
and  required  of  me  many  happy  hours  of  work  and  study.  It  has  been  a  privilege 
to  work  with  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  I  bespeak  for 
my  successor  the  same  sympathetic  co-operation  that  has  been  given  to  me.  I  am 
sure  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  repeat  that  the  work  of  this  Conference 
will  continue  to  have  a  large  place  in  my  interest  and  my  prayers.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  CORRESPONDING 
SECRETARY 

The  year  1 940  will  go  down  in  the  history  of  the  Woman's  Work  of  the 
church  as  an  eventful  year,  as  it  was  during  that  year  that  we  passed  from  one 
era  of  our  work  to  a  new  one.  Yet  so  much  of  the  old  has  been  brought  over 
and  so  gradual  has  been  the  change  that  we  hardly  know  when  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  ceased  to  exist  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
came  into  being.  That  is  as  it  should  be  and  we  are  glad  that  there  has  been  no 
shock  of  sudden  change. 

There  has  been  a  change,  however.  During  the  month  of  September,  420 
Societies  were  organized  into  Societies  of  Christian  Service  with  16,000  charter 
members.  The  women  who  signed  the  register  on  those  occasions,  as  charter 
members  of  the  new  organization,  and  solemnly  and  seriously  took  the  vow  to  be 
loyal  and  faithful  to  the  new  Society,  as  many  of  them  had  been  to  the  old 
organization  through  the  years,  know  that  a  change  has  taken  place.  There  is  a 
new  enthusiasm,  an  active  interest  in  the  new  set-up,  that  is  very  hopeful  for 
the  future  of  our  new  Society. 

On  September  23,  Bishop  Clare  Purcell  called  together  the  Organization 
Conference  at  East  Carolina  Teachers'  College  at  Greenville  and  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  came  into  being. 
Anyone  who  attended  that  meeting  and  mingled  with  the  throng  of  happy,  inter- 
ested women,  listened  to  the  questions  asked  and  discussed  at  the  Forum  Hour, 
heard  the  inspirational  talks  and  felt  the  quiet,  worshipful  atmosphere  of  the 
devotional  periods,  will  never  forget  the  Charter  Meeting  of  our  Conference 
Society. 

On  December  5  and  6,  the  six  delegates  from  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
met  in  Richmond,  with  delegates  from  the  other  Conferences  of  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction,  for  the  Organization  Conference  of  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  A  report  of  that  Conference  will  be  found  else- 
where in  the  Minutes. 

ORGANIZATIONS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  431  societies  with  15,341  members  and 
at  the  end  of  1940  there  were  reported  459  societies  with  J  7,1 80  members,  a 
net  gain  of  28  societies  and  1,839  members  having  been  realized.  During  1940, 
31  new  societies  were  organized  and  2,649  new  members  added.  Rocky  Mount 
District,  with  its  75  societies  and  2,780  members,  leads  the  Conference  in  organi-

zations  and  membership,  with  Fayetteville  District,  with   70   societies  and   2,764 
members,  following  closely  behind. 

YOUNG  WOMEN 

Eighty-one  Young  Women's  Circles  with  1,963  members  were  reported.  There 
was  a  loss  of  3  in  number  of  circles,  from  the  year  before,  but  a  gain  of  144  in 
membership.  Many  of  our  smaller  societies,  that  do  not  have  circles,  are  con- 
tinuing to  gain  young  women  as  new  members,  so  we  feel  sure  there  is  no  real 
loss  in  this  line.  Some  of  our  circles,  composed  of  business  and  professional 
women,  have  been  organized  into  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds.  20  were  reported 
by  the  district  secretaries  with  389  members. 

BABY  SPECIALS 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  societies  reporting  Baby  Specials 
in  1940,  but  the  funds  received  from  this  source  increased.  $1,001.09  was  re- 
ceived by  the  Conference  treasurer.  It  was  the  happy  privilege  of  the  Conference 
to  honor  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  who  worked  with  the  babies  and  children  of 
our  Conference  for  many  years,  by  making  her  a  Life  Patron. 

WORLD   OUTLOOK  AND   METHODIST  WOMAN 

The  World  Outlook,  which  has  grown  up  into  a  splendid  missionary  maga- 
zine for  the  whole  united  Methodist  Church,  now  has  a  younger  sister.  The 
Methodist  Woman  first  appeared  in  September  and  has  already  attained  great 
popularity  among  our  local  society  members.  These  two,  the  World  Outlook  and 
the  Methodist  Woman,  make  a  wonderful  partnership,  the  one  bringing  a  widened 
horizon  and  great  inspiration  with  its  articles  and  rotogravure  section  of  the 
work  of  missions  around  the  world,  and  the  other  such  helpful,  practical  assist- 
ance in  the  planning  and  program  of  our  society  meetings.  2,314  subscribers  to 
the  World  Outlook  were  reported  at  the  end  of  1940,  which  was  a  slight  increase 
over  the  previous  year  (an  increase  of  30),  and  we  had  372  subscribers  to  the 
Methodist  Woman,  which  is  a  good  beginning,  but  not  as  many  as  we  should 
have.  I  am  sure  that  many  more  members  have  subscribed  to  this  "splendid 
partnership"  during  the  first  quarter. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  GROUPS  AND  WEEK  OF  PRAYER 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  note  the  increase  in  number  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups 
in  the  Conference  and  the  interest  in  this  work.  Conference  and  District  Retreats 
are  very  helpful  to  those  who  have  attended  them.  As  was  stated  several  years 
ago,  the  machinery  of  our  organization  must  be  well-oiled  with  spirituality,  if 
the  work  is  to  go  on. 

While  several  districts  made  an  increase  in  number  of  societies  observing 
Week  of  Prayer,  the  total  number  was  not  as  large  as  in  1939.  This  was  probably 
due  to  the  fact  that  at  that  time  many  societies  were  having  organization  meet- 
ings, or  did  not  understand  that  this  important  period  in  our  work  was  to  be 
observed  as  usual.  The  offering  was  slightly  smaller  than  in  former  years.  We 
must  see  that  this  does  not  happen  again. 
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MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

The  departments  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  formerly  known  as 
Study,  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  continue  to 
grow  in  interest  as  the  reports  of  the  Conference  secretaries  will  show. 

The  Co-operative  Plan  for  Children's  Work  is  still  in  effect  and  will  be 
through   1941. 

EFFICIENCY  AIM 

There  were  56  societies  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim  in  1940.  Durham 
District  led  again  with  15,  while  Rocky  Mount  District  came  second  with  13. 
Many  societies  are  already  at  work  on  the  new  Aim  which  has  eight  points. 
We  hope  that  there  will  be  many  on  the  list  at  the  end  of  1941  as  this  is  a  splen- 
did way  to  increase  efficiency  in  all  lines  of  work. 

SUPPLIES  AND  FINANCE 

Our  societies  continue  to  send  boxes  of  supplies  and  donations  to  our  home 
institutions,  to  missionaries  in  the  foreign  field  for  their  work  and  to  ministers 
in  our  own  Conference,  who  are  recommended  by  district  superintendents. 

We  are  happy  over  our  finances  for  the  year.  The  treasurer  will  tell  you 
more  in  her  report.  The  total  received  in  1940  was  $46,236.02  and  the  total 
amount  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  was  $42,380.00,  an  in- 
crease of  $ "1,030.00  over  the  amount  in   1939. 

CONCLUSION 

We  realized  our  dream  of  several  years,  when  Miss  Priscilla  Stegar  came 
to  our  Conference  to  head  our  Industrial  Work  at  East  Laurinburg.  Miss  Brooks 
added  more  territory  to  her  area,  by  work  in  Caswell  County,  as  well  as  Person 
County,  in  1940.  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis,  after  four  years  at  the  Student  Center, 
was  transferred  to  a  college  in  Texas  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Titsworth  came  to 
take  her  place  at  East  Carolina  Teachers'   College,   in  Greenville. 

Altogether  it  has  been  an  interesting  year  and  a  happy  one,  for  there  has 
been  much  activity.  A  wonderful  opportunity  for  growth  and  development  faces 
this  Conference.  God  grant  that  we  may  answer  this  ■  challenge  with  renewed 
vigor,  increasing  vigilance  and  perfect  trust  in  Him,  who  is  our  Leader. 

We  are  one.  Very  seldom  do  we  ever  hear  or  think  of  former  branches  or 
difference  in  methods  and  wavs.  We  are  ready  to  go  forward  together.  Lead 
On,  O  King  Eternal !

REPORT  OF  CHARTER  MEETING  OF  SOUTHEASTERN 

JURISDICTIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF  WOMAN'S 

SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

On  December  5-6,  1940,  delegates  from  the  seventeen  Conferences  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  met  in  Centenary  Church,  Richmond,  Virginia,  for  the 
Organization  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Juris- 
diction. 
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Prior  to  the  business  meeting,  several  hours  were  spent  in  study  and  open 
forum.  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexander  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  led  the  impressive  open- 
ing worship  service  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry  presided  during  the  Study  Hour. 
The  By-Laws  of  the  Jurisdictional  Society  recently  drawn  up  and  adopted  by 
the  Woman's  Division  were  discussed. 

The  Conference  was  convened  at  1  :30  in  the  afternoon  by  Dr.  T.  F.  Carroll, 
district  superintendent  of  the  Richmond  District. 

It  was  decided  that  election  of  officers  should  be  by  ballot  and  that  a  Nomin- 
ating Committee  should  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  presidents  of  the  body. 
The  report  of  the  preliminary  Study  Committee  of  the  Jurisdiction,  together 
with  the  list  of  all  persons  suggested  for  official  positions  was  to  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Nominating  Committee  and  it  was  agreed  that  there  might  be 
nominations  from  the  floor  also. 

Mrs.  J.  Roy  Jones,  of  the  South  Carolina  Conference,  was  named  as  temporary 
secretary. 

The  roll  of  Conferences  was  called  and  the  president  or  her  alternate  re- 
sponded with  the  number  of  delegates  present  and  gave  the  number  of  Charter 
societies  and  Charter  members,  of  her  Conference.  There  was  found  to  be  a  total 
of  5,5  60  societies  and  218,025  members  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

Dr.  Carroll  read  the  paragraphs  from  the  Discipline  which  bear  on  the 
Jurisdictional  Conferences  and  explained  the  purpose  and  task  of  the  Jurisdiction 
as  the  connecting  link  between  the  General  Conference  and  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence. 

The  secretary  of  the  Nominating  Committee  presented  the  name  of  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Hillman,  our  own  Conference  president,  for  president.  There  were  no 
nominations  from  the  floor  and  she  was  elected  on  the  first  ballot.  Mrs.  Hillman 
was  presented  to  the  Conference  and  in  her  usual  gracious  manner  spoke  briefly 
in  her  acceptance  of  the  high  honor  and  great  responsibility  that  was  hers,  as  the 
first  president  of  the  Jurisdictional  Society.  Other  officers  that  were  elected 
during  the  day  were:  vice-president,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Black,  Holston  Conference; 
recording  secretary,  Mrs.  J.  Roy  Jones,  South  Carolina  Conference;  treasurer, 
Mrs.  C.  O.  Hinton,  Kentucky  Conference;  secretary  of  Home  Work,  Mrs.  C.  C. 
Sapp,  South  Georgia  Conference;  secretary  of  Foreign  Work,  Mrs.  R.  P.  Nob- 
lett,  North  Mississippi  Conference;  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Tilly,  North  Georgia  Conference;  secretary 
of  Organization  and  Promotion,  Mrs.  J.  S.  Van  Winkle,  Kentucky  Conference; 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Mrs.  D.  B.  Little,  North  Georgia 
Conference;  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  Mrs.  K.  W.  Warden,  Memphis 
Conference;  secretary  of  Student  Work,  Mrs.  R.  R.  Ellison,  Alabama  Confer- 
ence; secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Groups,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Blackmore, 
Jr.,  Virginia  Conference;  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  Mis  Noreen  Dunn, 
Tennessee  Conference;  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  Mrs.  C.  W. 
Turpin,  Tennessee  Conference;  secretary  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Williams, 
Florida  Conference. 

Members  at  large  elected  were:  Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Conference;  Mrs.  Glen  James,  Florida  Conference;  Mrs.  D.  L.  St.  John, 
Mississippi  Conference;  Mrs.  E.  H.  Newsome,  North  Alabama  Conference;  Mrs. 
L.  L.  Hardin,  Upper  South  Carolina  Conference. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg  of  St.  Louis,  president  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
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Service,  was  present  and  was  called  by  Mrs.  Perry  to  assist  in  the  Open  Forum 
that  was  held  at  this  time.  She  stated  that  at  that  time  there  had  been  reported 
from  the  whole  division   20,000   Charter  societies  with    1,15  8,000   members. 

Miss  Lela  Norris,  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  Division, 
explained  the  purpose  and  duties  of  this  organization.  Much  interest  was  shown 
by  the  members  of  the  Conference  and  many  questions  were  asked. 

Several  missionaries  were  introduced  during  the  afternoon  session. 

On  the  evening  of  December  5,  a  fellowship  banquet  was  served  at  the  Hotel 
Jefferson.  Mrs.  N.  V.  Coleman,  president  of  the  Virginia  Conference,  presided. 
Short  talks  were  made  by  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  chairman  of  the  Organizational 
Committee,  and  by  Mrs.  Hillman,  new  president  of  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence. The  address  of  the  evening  was  made  by  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  president  of 
the  Woman's  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

On  Friday  morning,  December  6,  after  a  short  devotional  service,  led  by 
Dr.  J.  J.  Rives,  pastor  of  Centenary  Church,  the  business  session  was  continued, 
Dr.  T.  F.  Carroll  in  the  chair.  As  the  election  of  officers  had  not  been  completed 
on  Thursday,  ballots  were  distributed  and  this  was  continued. 

At  Mrs.  Hillman's  request,  there  was  a  discussion  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Cultivation  Fund. 

Miss  Grace  Steiner,  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Deaconess  Work,  was  introduced 
and  spoke  of  the  work  of  that  department.  From  various  deaconess  organiza- 
tions of  the  three  former  churches,  members  have  come  together  to  form  a 
Deaconess  Bureau.  Their  Jurisdictional  Organization  has  been  set  up  and  Bishop 
W.  T.  Watkins  is  the  advisory  bishop  for  the  bureau.  Fourteen  deaconesses,  who 
were  present,  came  forward  for  introduction  and  Dr.  Carroll  offered  a  prayer 
for  these  workers  and  their  work. 

Miss  Margaret  Young  brought  a  message  from  Scarritt  College  and  Mrs. 
W.  M.  Alexander,  chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  Work  in  the  Division,  spoke  for 
her  department.  She  told  of  her  splendid  committee  made  up  of  one  representative 
from  each  Jurisdiction  and  explained  many  phases  of  the  work.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  Mrs.  Alexander's  talk,  Mrs.  Perry  called  for  all  missionaries  present  to 
come  forward.  Each  introduced  herself  by  giving  her  name,  place  of  service  and 
number  of  years  on  the  field.  A  special  prayer  for  the  mission  fields  and  workers 
was  led  by  Dr.  Carroll. 

The  Nominating  Committee  then  presented  the  names  of  advisory  members 
and  members  of  standing  committees.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  secretary 
asked  to  cast  the  ballot. 

Dr.  Carroll  made  his  concluding  remarks  as  presiding  officer  and  turned  the 
chair  over  to  the  new  president.  Mrs.  Hillman  expressed  appreciation  to  Dr. 
Carroll  for  his  service  and  the  Conference  extended  him  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Piggott,  of  the  Louisville  Conference,  led  a  brief  devotional  ser- 
vice at  the  beginning  of  the  afternoon  service. 

Miss  Ellasue  Wagner,  of  Korea,  was  asked  to  speak  on  conditions  in  that 
country  and  told,  feelingly,  of  the  distress  of  the  missionaries  on  having  to  leave 
the  field.  Miss  Hallie  Buie  also  made  a  few  remarks  and  Miss  Margaret  Cook 
(retired)   of  Japan,  also  spoke. 

Miss  Bettie  S.  Brittingham,  editor  of  the  Meth-odht  Woman,  made  a  splendid 
talk,  presenting  the  publications  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
using  slides  to  illustrate  her  talk.  She  paid  tribute  to  Miss  Sara  Estelle   Haskin, 
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former  editor  of  the  World  Outlook,  who  passed  away  in  September.  At  the 
conclusion  of  her  talk,  Mrs.  Hillman  asked  all  to  stand  in  silent  prayer  in 
memory  of  Miss  Haskin. 

A  very  impressive  Pledge  Service  was  held  at  the  conclusion  of  the  business 
session.  Mrs.  Hillman  asked  that  all  Conference  presidents,  or  their  alternates, 
come  forward.  She  stood  in  the  center  in  front  of  the  chancel  and  each  president 
placed  her  pledge  in  the  plate,  which  Mrs.  Hillman  held,  quoting  a  verse  of 
Scripture  or  poem,  as  she  did  so.  Mrs.  Hillman  concluded  the  service  with  a 
prayer. 

Dr.  Carroll  conducted  the  Installation  Service  for  the  new  officers  of  the 
Jurisdictional  Society  and  the  Conference  closed  with  a  beautiful  Communion 
Service.  Dr.  Carroll  was  assisted  in  this  service  by  ministers  of  the  Richmond 
churches  and  of  other  churches  in  the  Richmond  District. 

Thus  was  concluded  the  Charter  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction.  The  six  delegates  from  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  were:  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  S.  S.

REPORT  OF  RECORDING  SECRETARY

it  contains  a  world  of  useful  information,  and  make  use  of  the  reports,  messages, 
and  recommendations  of  your  officers  and  committees.  After  you  have  studied 
it,  share  it  with  your  co-workers  for,  unfortunately,  there  are  not  enough  copies 
for  each  member  to  have  one. 

I  have  enjoyed  the  pleasant  contacts  the  short  time  I  have  been  in  the  work. 
I  am  most  grateful  to  our  president,  Mrs.  Hillman,  and  to  Mrs.  Walter  Patten 
for  their  helpful  suggestions  and  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  privilege  of 
serving.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  Missionary  Education  of  Children  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  for  the  year  1 940  has  been  on  the  Co-operative  Plan,  as  it  has  been  since 
1934. 

The  units  for  study  for  primaries  using  closely  graded  literature  were  "From 
Sea  to  Shining  Sea,"  "Children  Go  to  Church  Around  the  World,"  "Out  of 
Doors  in  Palestine,"  and  "Bible  Friends  and  Friends  Today."  For  juniors: 
"Spreading  the  Good  News,"  "Working  With  God  to  Make  the  World  a 
Better  Place   in  Which   to   Live."   For   primaries   using   group   graded  literature: 
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"Life  in  the  Land  of  the  Eskimos."  For  juniors:  "Boys  and  Girls  of  Cold 
Countries,"  "Workers  in  God's  World,"  and  "Far  Round  the  World,"  a  vacation 
school  unit  for  juniors.  Much  interest  was  taken  for  the  preparation  for  the 
China  unit  in  January. 

Blanks  sent  out  by  Miss  Noreen  Dunn,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  were  received  in 
November,  sent  to  the  secretaries  of  Children's  Work,  and  returned  in  December. 
Only  about  a  third  of  the  blanks  were  returned.  They  were  forwarded  by  request 
to  Miss  Dunn  and  the  plans  for  the  new  church  will  be  largely  based  on  the 
remarks  and  opinions  expressed  by  the  various  Conferences  on  these  reports. 
Miss  Ruby  Van  Hooser  is  succeeding  Miss  Dunn  and  she  met  with  the  other 
members  of  the  Sub-committee  on  Children's  Work  in  Chicago,  February  5-6. 

This  period  of  transition  of  the  Children's  Work  has  created  a  great  deal 
of  interest  and  many  inquiries  have  been  received  regarding  it. 

Mrs.  Frank  Green  has  been  of  great  help  in  initiating  the  new  secretary  in 
the  work  and  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  for  this.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 

A  great  responsibility  which  is  ours  today  as  individuals  and  as  groups  is  the 
responsibility  to  be  informed.  We  should  know  what  conditions  are,  for  without 
this  knowledge  we  cannot  have  the  intelligent  understanding  and  appreciation 
of  the  peoples  of  the  world.  The  study  courses  promoted  through  the  Department 
of  Missionary  Education  give  special  opportunities  to  enlarge  the  vision  of 
need  and  to  enrich  one's  spiritual  experiences.  This  past  year  11,501  women  of 
our  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  took  ad- 
vantage of  these  opportunities  and  were  enrolled  in  mission  and  Bible  study  classes. 

It  is  impossible  to  report  all  the  fine  work  that  was  done  by  the  women  of 
our  Conference  in  1940  but  from  the  reports  which  I  have  received,  it  is  very 
evident  that  1940  was  an  outstanding  study  year.  Women  are  recognizing  this 
phase  of  the  work  as  basic  and  fundamental  to  the  success  of  the  entire  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

The  topics  and  textbooks  were  declared  both  interesting  and  inspiring.  The 
study  of  the  migrant  situation  provoked  serious  thought  and  deep  concern  which 
will  not  stop  with  sympathy.  As  a  result  of  this  study,  offerings  were  taken  in 
many  societies  and  sent  to  The  Council  of  Women  for  Home  Missions  to  be  used 
in  day  nurseries  at  centers  in  migrant  camps.  In  Raeford  a  room  over  the  Town 
Hall  was  fitted  up  for  worthy  migrants  without  means  to  stop  at  tourist  homes 
or  hotels.  Other  projects  are  planned  and  being  carried  out.  We  are  now  migrant 
conscious  and  realize  the  responsibility  of  the  church  as  we  shall  strive  to  im- 
prove these  conditions. 

Last  year  it  was  my  privilege  to  present  the  work  of  this  department  at  a 
number  of  zone  and  district  meetings,  also  at  special  meetings  of  several  societies. 
A  very  successful  missions  course  was  sponsored  by  our  Conference  jointly  with 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  at  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University, 
taught  by  Mrs.  W.  G.  Cram.  Much  real  interest  was  aroused  here  in  the  large 
class  which  studied  "Uprooted  Americans"  and  how  the  church  can  serve  these 
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brothers  and  sisters  of  ours  who  follow  the  crops.  This  interest  was  continued 
through  the  District  Study  Leaders'  Meetings  which  were  held  in  all  the  districts. 
I  am  greatly  indebted  to  a  number  of  local  women  in  each  district  who  helped 
put  on  these  programs  and  so  graciously  entertained  the  team  of  Conference 
workers  in  their  homes.  The  meetings  were  well  attended  and  prove  each  year 
to  be  most  worth  while.  This  team,  made  up  of  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Julian 
L.  Midgette,  Mrs.  Paul  N.  Garber,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox,  Mrs.  John  R.  Poe,  and 
your  secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  traveled  many  hundreds  of  miles  and 
together  with  the  district  secretaries  and  other  women  in  their  respective  districts, 
endeavored  to  set  forth  purposes  and  plans  of  the  department  and  introduced  the 
fall  topic  for  study.  I  am  very  grateful  to  these  women  who  gave  so  freely  of 
their  time  and  talents  in  promoting  this  work. 

Each  year  the  value  of  special  study  in  the  School  of  Missions  and  Leadership 
Schools  at  Lake  Junaluska  is  felt  more  and  more.  The  information  and  inspira- 
tion received  there  in  the  open  forums,  class  rooms  and  in  special  Conferences 
with  our  leaders,  as  well  as  the  platform  lectures  and  entire  program  enable 
those  who  can  take  advantage  of  this  training  and  cultivation  to  make  larger 
contributions  to  the  cause  of  missions.  A  number  of  our  women,  each  summer, 
take  courses  of  study  in  the  School  of  Missions.  Last  summer  six  representatives 
were  sent  by  our  Conference  with  an  appropriation  from  Council;  others  were 
sent  by  their  district  or  zone.  By  many  it  is  counted  as  vacation  time  and  money 
well  invested  and  this  group  always  outnumbers  all  others. 

The  Lilly  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  is  this  year  awarded  to  the 
Durham  District  which  had  the  largest  percentage  of  societies  reporting  to  the 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  three  study  courses  held  during  the  year  1940, 
using  books  from  our  approved  list,  one  regular  Bible  study  course,  a  spring 
missions  course  and  a  fall  missions  course.  The  basis  for  working  out  these  per- 
centages is  the  number  of  societies  reported  by  the  district  secretaries  to  the  Con- 
ference corresponding  secretary,  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  and  the  number 
of  societies  reporting  three  classes  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary 
Education.  This  trophy  was  given  to  our  Conference  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett 
to  stimulate  interest  in  study  and  to  encourage  proper  reporting  which  should  be 
prompt  and  accurate,  using  the  regular  quarterly  report  blanks  found  in  the  local 
corresponding  secretary's  Record  and  Report  Book.  According  to  these  reports, 
the  district  percentages  are  as  follows:  Durham,  49%;  Rocky  Mount,  47%; 
Raleigh,  45%;  New  Bern,  41%,;  Elizabeth  City,  28%;  Wilmington,  27%; 
Fayetteville,  16%. 

A  few  of  the  1940  totals  are:  Missions  classes,  448 — members,  7643;  Bible 
classes,  204 — members,  3,858;  Reading  Circles,  151;  Missionary  Libraries,  174; 
Study  Efficiency  Aim  Societies,  21;  Honorable  Mention  Societies,  93;  Special 
Certificates  of  Jurisdiction  Recognition,  72;  societies  reporting  one  class  or  more, 
269;  societies  reporting  three  classes,  167.  There  are  substantial  increases  in 
missions  classes,  Reading  Circles,  Missionary  Libraries,  Honorable  Mention 
Societies  and  societies  reporting  three  classes. 

Let  us  continue  to  stress  missionary  education  that  will  create  attitudes  which 
will  bring  about  interracial  understanding  and  world  brotherhood,  having  as 
one  of  our  objectives  "the  use  of  knowledge  and  training  for  good  will  rather 
than  evil."  Missionary-minded  women  see  this  great  need  today  in  our  war-torn 
xvorld.  Minds  and  hearts  are  being  quickened  through  regular  study  of  conditions 
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at  home  and  abroad.  May  we  continue  to  use  every  opportunity  to  increase  our 
capacities,  to  develop  spiritual  insight  and  moral  courage  to  base  all  that  we  do 
on  Christian  principles.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  WORK 

I  know  you  have  been  eager  to  know  what  to  do  about  organizing-  the 
voung  women  and  girls  in  your  local  churches.  For  the  present,  please  do 
nothing.  On  page  19  of  the  Guidebook  we  are  told:  "In  the  former  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  the  organization  of  young  women  and  girls  into 
separate  missionary  societies  should  be  withheld  until  plans  of  the  new  Board 
with  respect  to  the  missionary  education  of  girls  and  young  women  are  made 
available."  These  plans  are  not  yet  available,  so  please  do  not  organize  the 
girls  in  your  local  churches.  If  we  will  let  things  rest  as  they  are  now,  we  will 
avoid  confusion  later  when  we  receive  our  new  plans. 

However,  young  women  23  and  24  years  old  and  older,  rightfully  belong  in 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  I  hope  you  will  do  all  you  can 
to  cultivate  these  young  women.  Some  of  you  already  have  a  circle  for  young 
women.  Many  of  you  have  asked  me  what  literature  this  circle  should  use.  Your 
Young  Women's  Circle  is  organized  and  functions  just  as  the  older  circles  do 
and  uses  exactly  the  same  literature.  Please  do  two  things — urge  the  young 
women  to  attend  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  combined  circles.  If  they  will  do 
this,  they  will  feel  themselves  a  part  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  not  a  separate 
organization.  Then  do  tell  the  young  women  they  cannot  remain  in  this  circle 
longer  than  two  years.  The  Guidebook  again  tells  us  we  should  not  remain 
in  one  circle  longer  than  two  years.  It  is  only  after  the  young  women  are.  mixed 
with  the  older  women  in  circles  that  we  can  have  the  benefit  of  their  enthusiasm, 
optimism  and  fresh  viewpoint  and  they  can  have  the  benefit  of  the  older  wo- 
man's experience  and  share  with  her  her  consecration  and  loyalty  and  faith  in 
this  work. 

In  regard  to  the  Packet  for  Young  People,  advertised  in  the  Methodist  Woman, 
this  is  for  use  in  former  Methodist  Protestant  and  Methodist  Episcopal  churches 
where  the  girls  were  already  organized  into  separate  missionary  groups  prior  to 
unification.  It  does  not  pertain  to  the  work  of  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South. 

I  know  you  have  been  as  anxious  as  I  to  receive  information  about  our 
work.  Miss  Helen  L.  Johnson,  Division  secretary,  has  promised  to  send  informa- 
tion as  quickly  as  it  is  available.  I  will  give  you  these  plans  as  soon  as  I 
receive  them.

REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND 
LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

Having  recently  accepted  the  secretaryship  of  the  Department  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  I  feel  incompetent  to  give  an 
accurate  report  of  the  progress  made  during  the  past  year;  but  judging  from 
the  records  kept  by  the  former  superintendent,  I  would  assert  that  the  achieve- 
ments are  to  be  commended,  as  they  denote  continued  progress.  I  reiterate  that 
through  the  seven  resource  committees,  we  find  the  greatest  opportunities  for 
growth  and  service  than  can  be  found  in  our  entire  program.  From  the  records, 
I  ascertain  that  many  of  our  women  have  caught  a  vision  of  these  possibilities; 
and  activities  reported  indicate  that  they,  in  the  words  of  Paul,  "have  not  been 
disobedient  to  the  heavenly  vision." 

As  these,  who  have  caught  the  vision,  have  pioneered  in  new  fields,  they 
have  held  high  their  torches,  which  have  in  turn  lighted  the  flame  for  others, 
who  are  spreading  the  influence  of  this  department  throughout  our  Conference. 

Many  have  reported  of  co-operation  in  various  ways,  with  all  agencies  which 
tend  to  raise  the  standard  of  living,  promote  educational  growth,  protect  health, 
and  encourage  spiritual  development.  Interesting  items  have  been  reported  in  the 
field  of  Interracial  Co-operation,  showing  a  growing  interest  of  Methodist  women 
in  the  responsibility  which  is  ours.  Besides  co-operation  in  the  Negro  Leadership 
Training  School  in  Winston-Salem,  a  number  of  girls  were  sent  there  by  local 
societies;  through  them  other  members  of  their  race  have  been  helped.  Some 
projects  reported  in  this  area  were  direct  results  of  our  fall  mission  study,  "Up- 
rooted Americans." 

Through  the  State  Legislative  Council,  we  have  endeavored  to  co-operate 
with  other  organizations,  in  promoting  legislation  which  would  better  conditions 
for  all  citizens  of  our  commonwealth,  regardless  of  class,  creed  or  color.  Like- 
wise, the  Executive  Board,  through  this  department,  expressed  its  objection  to 
the  passage  of  certain  bills  introduced,  on  which  it  could  not  place  the  stamp  of 
approval. 

Reports  also  indicate  that  Methodist  women  desire  peace,  and  international 
relationships  which  will  promote  peace.  To  this  end  they  are  studying,  and  are 
engaging  in  activities  in  their  respective  communities. 

With  an  enlarged  program;  a  wider  knowledge  of  our  responsibilities;  keen 
spiritual  insight ;  following  the  leadership  of  One  who  is  our  Master,  we  antici- 
pate and  pray  that  this  year  may  be  marked  with  steady  progress,  showing  in- 
creased interest  and  activity  in  every  area  of  the  department. 

During  1940  the  following  societies  met  the  requirements  for  efficiency 
recognition  in  this  department:

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 

The  Department  of  Student  Work  can  report  few  tangible  results  of  our 
activities  for  1940,  due  to  the  short  time  we  have  been  functioning.  Considerable 
time  was  lost  after  the  Greenville  meeting,  due  to  lack  of  materials  and  plans 
for  our  work.  However,  we  have  passed  on,  in  mimeographed  form,  the  infor- 
mation that  has  come  to  us.  We  have  compiled  a  mailing  list  of  Student  secre- 
taries, and  of  college  students,  each  of  which  is  far  from  complete — and  which 
we  are  most  anxious  to  supplement.  Where  names  of  Student  secretaries  were 
lacking,  materials  have  been  sent  to  presidents  of  Women's  Societies  of  Christian 
Service  in  all  districts  except  two. 

We  have  attended  two  Executive  Board  meetings,  and  have  acknowledged 
with  a  personal  message  each  request  for  information,  believing  that  personal 
acquaintance  is  most  important  in  the  development  of  this  phase  of  our  work. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  summer  projects  which  we  trust  will  lay  the 
foundation  for  a  successful  fall  term.  These  deal  especially  with  the  home  and 
campus  churches,  which  are  the  focal  points  of  Student  Work.  We  plan  to 
stimulate  such  interest  in  religious  activities  during  the  summer  that  the  student 
will  feel  the  need  of  continuing  them  in  the  campus  church.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  campus  church  will  extend  such  a  warm  and  personal  welcome  to  the 
student  that  he  will  immediately  feel  at  home  and  anxious  to  participate  in  its 
activities.  The  campus  church  receives  a  rich  heritage  in  these  students  and 
should  be  anxious  to  make  the  most  of  their  talents. 

Each  secretary  naturally  believes  her  own  department  to  be  most  essential  to 
the  development  of  our  Women's  Work,  and  your  secretary  of  Student  Work 
is  no  exception.  However,  the  scope  of  this  new  department  is  more  far-reach- 
ing than  most,  and  in  our  opinion,  most  important  to  the  future  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church.  Dealing  with  young  men  and  women,  as  we  do,  the  potential 
church  leaders  of  the  future,  we  recognize  the  opportunities  offered  for  service, 
and  cannot  urge  too  strongly  your  interest  and  co-operation  in  the  work.

DURHAM  DISTRICT 

The  year  1940  witnessed  the  transition  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
into  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  with  scarcely  a  ripple  to  disturb 
the  usual  trend  of  meetings  and  achievements.  The  women  of  the  district  organ- 
ized the  new  societies,  and  were  happy  in  the  privilege  of  making  them  charter 
societies  in  the  new  organization. 

Throughout  the  year  able  assistance  in  the  work  was  rendered  by  the  zone 
and  district  workers,  as  follows:  Alamance,  Mrs.  T.  B.  Hough;  Caswell,  Mrs. 
Taylor  Long;  Durham,  Mrs.  A.  K.  Umstead;  Orange,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren; 
Person,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Fox;  Christian  Social  Relations  leader,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Lee; 
and  Outlook  agent,  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks.  Splendid  co-operation  was  given  these 
leaders  by  the  presidents  and  other  officers,  and  by  the  individual  members  in 
all  societies. 

The  district  was  happy  to  have  the  Korean  urn  as  a  trophy  for  having  the 
most  groups  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim ;  and  the  Korean  candlestick  for  the 
largest  contribution.  The  pledge  of  $7,800  was  overpaid  some  $4-36.00,  for 
which  we  are  most  grateful ;  slight  increases  were  shown  in  Baby  Gifts,  Week 
of  Prayer,  and  Supplies;  local  work  and  money  sent  Conference  treasurer  showed 
a  slight  decrease. 

The  district  meeting  held  at  Graham  was  featured  by  the  presentation  of 
twelve  Baby  life  memberships,  a  talk  by  Miss  Josephine  Dameron,  and  talks  by 
Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Ormond,  Mrs.  Garber  and  others. 

Miss  Ruth  Brooks,  rural  deaconess,  spent  her  second  year  in  the  district  and 
has  done  a  most  constructive  piece  of  work  on  Person  Circuit.  She  was  given 
Yanceyville  Circuit  as  an  extension  of  her  work.  The  district  is  more  than 
fortunate  to  have  her.  She  attends  many  of  the  zone  and  district  meetings,  and 
cheerfully  appears  on  programs  when  possible. 

Two  new  societies  were  organized  during  the  year:  Bethel,  Leasburg  Charge; 
and  New  Bethel,  Mt.  Tirzah  Circuit.  Both  have  taken  hold  with  a  great  deal 
of  interest,  and  show  much  sign  of  progress. 

The  district  was  enlarged  in  September  by  the  acquisition  of  eighteen  groups 
from  the  former  Methodist  Protestant  Church;  and  again  in  November  when 
nine  groups  were  returned  to  this  district  from  adjacent  districts,  making  a  grand 
total   of   83    for  the   future.   What  infinite   possibilities  in   such   an  aggregation! 

The  societies  responded  in  a  big  way  to  the  three  district  specials — Paine 
College  scholarship,  Korean  kindergartens,  and  a  District  Life  Membership  fund; 
from  the  last  named,  life  memberships  were  given  by  the  district  to  Mrs.  W. 
Taylor  Long,  Miss  Brooks,  and  William  Edwin  Gilliam.  Paine  College  money 
amounted  to  $28.00,  and  Korean  kindergarten  fund,  $217.00. 

Again  the  secretary  feels  called  upon  to  acknowledge  her  gratitude  to  the 
women  who  are  giving  prayers,  love,  and  service  in  a  big  way,  when  it  is 
impossible  to  give  much  money;  this  undergirding  of  the  work  in  a  spiritual 
manner  means  as  much  as  the  figures  that  appear  on  the  reports — and  in  the 
final   analysis  it  may  mean   more.   These   women,   together  with   those   who   are 
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giving  their  time  and  money  in  a  big  way,  have  made  possible   a  year  full  of 
glorious  results  in  the  Master's  work. 

And  with  the  addition  of  about  twenty-seven  new  societies  with  their  hundreds 
of  loyal,  consecrated,  prayerful,  sacrificing  women,  all  assisting  in  laying  the 
foundations  of  the  great  new  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Durham 
District  takes  up  the  challenge  to  yet  bigger  things,  and  faces  the  future  with 
faith  in  God  and  faith  in  His  women  to  bring  about  a  more  wonderful  year's 
work  in  His  name.

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

Even  if  time  should  permit,  we  haven't  the  words  to  express  the  "genuine" 
attainments  of  the  62  societies  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District  for  the  year    1940. 

Of  course,  we  have  a  number  of  figures  for  you,  but  we  have  no  way  of 
telling  of  the  love  and  interest  shown  and  the  sacrifices  made  by  our  women  to 
"carry  on"  the  work  of  our  Master. 

During  the  year  we  added  254  new  members — a  net  increase  of  139  over 
1939.  New  societies  organized  and  reporting  are  five  in  number.  They  are: 
Wesley's  Chapel  on  Columbia  Circuit;  Buxton;  Frisco;  Mackeys;  and  Manns 
Harbor. 

Five  societies  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim.  These  are:  Aulander,  Center  Hill — 
Evans,  Elizabeth   City — First   Church,  Winfall — Cedar  Grove,   and  Washington. 

Again,  as  for  several  years  in  succession,  our  district  was  awarded  the  African 
banner. 

The  1 3  zone  meetings,  with  interesting  programs,  were  all  well  attended. 
Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  and  Miss  Zoe  Anna  Davis  were  our 
guest  speakers.  The  Annual  District  meeting,  held  in  Hertford,  was  a  unique 
one  in  that  only  local  talent  was  used. 

Dare  County  Zone  was  most  graciously  entertained  last  spring  by  the  women 
of  Hatteras  for  two  nights  and  a  part  of  three  days. 

Several  women  attended  the  Duke  School  of  Missions,  and  our  district  sent 
a  woman  from  Dare  County  to  this  school. 

Pascurcam  Zone  sent  Mrs.  Enoch  Sanderlin  and  Mrs.  Glenn  W.  Pendleton, 
of  Elizabeth  City,  to  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska.  Mrs.  J.  R.  Poe, 
of  Aulander,  attended  this  school  also. 

Because  of  the  good  work  of  several  of  our  societies  and  zones,  a  number  of 
worthy  young  people  were  able  to  attend  the  assemblies  at  Louisburg  and 
Murfreesboro. 

Two  "Red  Letter"  days  in  our  district  were  the  "Study  Leaders'  Days"  held 
at  Lewiston  and  Stumpy  Point.  The  women  showed  their  gratitude  to  Mrs. 
Boone,  Mrs.  Garber,  and  Mrs.  Poe  for  the  helps  given,  by  the  keen  interest 
manifested  and  the  excellent  work  done  in  the  fall  mission  study. 

There  was  a  large  delegation  at  the  Conference  Organization  Meeting  held 
in  Greenville.  We  reported  50  charter  societies,  with    1,534  charter  members. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Thompson,  Mrs.  H.  L.  Hendricks,  and 
Mrs.  M.  Leigh  Sheep  of  Elizabeth  City  attended  the  Charter  Jurisdictional 
Meeting  held  in  Richmond. 
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The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  Williamston  claims  the  distinction  of  being 
the  first  one  organized  in  the  N.  C.  Conference.  They  are  doing  a  splendid  work. 

We  are  proud  to  have  within  the  district  one  of  our  Conference  officers,  our 
beloved  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Our  hearts  were  saddened  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  J.  L.  DeLaney  who 
has  served  us  so  efficiently  and  so  faithfully  as  district  secretary  for  the  past 
six  years.  We  deeply  appreciate  her  untiring  efforts  in  making  our  work  successful. 

Mrs.  Samuel  L.  Snell  was  made  a  life  member  by  Washington  Society. 

Two  Junior  life  memberships  were  awarded  Linda  Ruth  Broom  and  Patricia 
O'Brien  Tankard  by  Washington. 

Three  Baby  life  memberships  went  to  Lester  Byrd  Cohoon  and  Paul  Gilmer 
Midgett  of  Stumpy  Point  and  Zan  Gamble  Moore  of  Gates  County. 

Even  though  we  failed  to  pay  our  pledge  of  $4,300,  we  made  improvement 
over  1939  in  practically  every  phase  of  the  work:  new  societies,  new  members, 
mission  study  classes,  Christian  Social  Relations,  Efficiency  Aims,  gifts  to  Baby 
Specials,  Week  of  Prayer,  Supplies,  and  money  sent  to  Conference  treasurer. 
(See  Statistical  Report) . 

For  these  improvements  we  are  indeed  grateful,  and  it  is  our  sincere  desire 
to  improve  in  every  phase  of  the  work  this  new  year.  God  grant  that  this  desire 
will  be  realized.

NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 


Every  year  is  a  good  year  to  those  who  serve  the  missionary  cause.  The  twelve 
months  just  passed  is  no  exception.  In  this  report  I  want  to  bring  to  you  just  a 
glimpse  of  the  faith  and  courage  of  the  women  of  the  New  Bern  District.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  loyal  band  anywhere. 

During  the  period  of  reorganization  sixty-eight  charter  Societies  of  Christian 
Service  were  organized.  Sixty  of  the  sixty-two  missionary  auxiliaries  and  eight 
new  ones,  the  remaining  two  auxiliaries  organized  later  in  the  year,  two  auxili- 
aries in  one  church  merged,  giving  a  total  of  sixty-nine  societies  with  2,719 
members,  an  increase  of  3  87 ;  450  were  new  charter  members.  We  want  to  thank 
the  pastors  of  the  district  for  their  splendid  co-operation  and  help  in  making 
this  possible.  The  new  charter  societies  were:  Harker's  Island,  Camp  Glen,  Wood- 
ington,  Webb's  Chapel,  Campbell's  Creek,  Florence  Chapel,  Brownings,  and 
Zion.  Riverdale  and  Woodland  were  organized  earlier  in  the  year,  a  total  of  ten 
new  societies  during  the  year.  Nine  Young  Women's  Circles  with  184  members 
and  four  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  with  80  members  were  reported. 

Those  attaining  the  EfEciencv  Aim  were:  Yelverton,  Jarvis  Memorial — 
Greenville,  First  Church — Morehead  City,  Newport,  Seven  Springs,  Tabernacle 
(Snow  Hill  Circuit),  and  Marshallburg.  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  45 
societies  with  an  offering  of  $3  39.09.  We  are  happy  to  report  368  subscribers 
to  the  World  Outlook,  an  increase  of  47,  and  150  subscribers  to  the  Methodist 
'  Woman. 

Activities  in  Christian  Social  Relations  have  continued  to  increase  in  both 
quantity  and  quality.  Our  women  have  really  caught  a  vision  of  the  needs  in 
their  own  communities  and  are  endeavoring  to  meet  them.  Thirty-two  active 
Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  reported. 

Four  zone  meetings  were  held  in  the  spring  and  four  in  the  fall  with  fine 
programs  under  the  direction  of  the  four  splendid  zone  leaders.  All  were  well 
attended  and  the  reports  given  by  the  societies  were  filled  with  interest  and 
enthusiasm.  Our  district  meeting  was  held  in  Beaufort  on  June    1st  with  a  good 
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attendance.  Mr.  J.  A.  Russell,  district  superintendent,  brough  us  a  most  helpful 
message  during  our  opening  worship.  Our  mission  special,  Deaconess  Zoe  Anna 
Davis,  spoke  to  us  at  the  noon  hour  at  which  time  the  district  presented  her  with 
a  Life  Membership  pin.  After  lunch  we  met  in  separate  groups  for  30  minutes 
to  discuss  the  committee  recommendations  of  each  department  of  work  as  passed 
by  Conference.  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  led  the  afternoon  worship. 

Study  Training  Day  was  held  in  Kinston  with  a  very  large  and  interested 
group  attending.  We  very  much  appreciate  the  helpful  information  brought  to 
us  at  that  time  by  Mrs.  Boone,  Mrs.  Cutchin  and  others.  Two  Spiritual  Life 
Retreats  were  held  in  the  spring  and  fall,  led  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb.  We 
consider  these  the  time  and  place  when  our  spirits  are  refreshed  and  courage 
renewed  to  undertake  greater  things  for  and  with  our  Master.  Two  district 
Council  meetings  were  held  and  well  attended.  These  proved  a  great  help  in 
making  plans  for  work  in  the  district. 

We  are  glad  to  report  our  pledge  of  $6,500  met  in  full  with  $274.00  over. 
$7,004.10  was  sent  the  Conference  treasurer  including  $137.94  for  Baby  Specials, 
$68.00  new  money  and  $25.00  for  Mrs.  Luke  Johnson  fund.  $139.50  was  sent 
for  Supplies  and  $7,016.86  was  spent  on  local  work,  a  total  of  $1,416.46  was 
raised  during  the  year. 

Twenty-seven  societies  promoted  Baby  Specials.  Twelve  Baby  Life  member- 
ships were  given  to :  Grace  Carolyn  Willis,  William  Robert  Robbins,  Betty  Lou 
Tucker,  William  Ernest  Crow,  Allice  Lucercia  Sauls,  Nancy  Jane  Overton,  John 
Kern  Ormond,  Jr.,  William  Halstead  Taft,  Miriam  Elizabeth  Duncan,  Mary 
Webb  Bell,  Hannah  Dewey  Bell,  and  Mary  Craig  Woodard.  Seven  adults  were 
made  life  members:  Deaconess  Zoe  Anna  Davis,  Mrs.  Edgar  Stevens,  Mrs.  Annie 
L.  Dixon,  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Scott,  Miss  Minnie  Bass  and  Mrs. 
Lena  Carr  Dail. 

We  pray  that  our  failures  in  1 940  will  serve  as  stepping  stones  to  successes 
in  1941  and  that  as  we  enter  a  new  year  in  a  new  organization,  each  one  may 
go  forth,  and  finding  tne  hand  of  God,  trod  gladly  into  the  night,  knowing  that 
His  presence  is  better  than  a  light  and  His  hand  is  better  than  a  known  way 
to  guide  us.

RALEIGH  DISTRICT 


The  past  year  was  strategic  in  the  development  of  our  work.  In  preparation 
for  the  ultimate  union  of  the  Missionary  Societies,  the  women  of  the  district 
made  a  serious  effort  to  learn  the  new  set-up  of  the  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
As  a  result,  61  societies  are  listed  as  charter  societies,  and  with  the  five  others 
that  did  not  go  through  the  formalities  of  the  charter  meeting,  we  have  66 
societies  at  the  beginning  -of  1941.  Of  this  number,  six  societies — Gillbury,  Mt. 
Carmel,  Harris  Chapel,  Rehobeth,  Spring  Valley,  and  Union  Chapel — came  from 
the  former  M.  P.  Church;  and  Christ  Church  has  formally  united  with  First 
Church,  Henderson.  We  feel  fortunate  in  having  these  societies  as  a  part  of  our 
district  set-up.  The  Mary  Pescud  Society  of  Edenton  Street  has  officially  joined 
the  Woman's  Society  as  the  Mary  Pescud  Circle  of  the  Wesleyan  Guild,  and 
continues  to   render   the   same   faithful   and   consecrated   work   for   which    it   is   so 
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well  known.  There  has  been  no  rapid  development  in  the  district;  but  on  the 
whole,  a  healthful  growth,  with  evidence  of  genuine  interest,  and  a  desire  to 
start  the  new  work  on  the  right  basis. 

During  the  past  year  7  societies  were  reported  organized :  Elevation,  Jones' 
Chapel,  Cokesbury,  City  Road,  Harris  Chapel,  Fellowship  and  Lillington  (re- 
organized). We  had  on  roll  2,687  members,  and  of  that  number  575  were  new 
members.  Edenton  Street  Woman's  led  again  with  130  additions.  Seven  Young 
Woman's  Circles  with  1 5 1  members  were  reported,  and  did  splendid  work. 
Twenty  societies  said  they  were  promoting  Baby  Specials;  but  judging  from  re- 
ports, there  is  either  some  misunderstanding,  or  laxity,  in  carrying  out  this  work. 
The  Baby  Life  members  were :  William  Davis  Harper,  Jennie  Sue  Parrott,  Eliza- 
beth Louise  Hedden,  Albert  Conrad  Pearson,  III,  and  Robert  Sterling  Kirk. 
The  Junior  Life  members  were :  Julia  Thomas  Gary  and  Herbert  Charles  Mc- 
Clennv,  and  the  Life  members  were  Mrs.  W.  G.  Cheatham  and  Miss  Sallie 
Reece. 

Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  are  opening  up  an 
ever  widening  scope  of  work  for  our  women.  36  societies  have  reported  active 
committees,  but  we  believe  it  is  needful  for  our  women  to  put  more  study  and 
thought  on  this  one  phase  of  our  work.  Various  societies  have  done  some  very 
effective  interracial  work;  for  example,  the  Raleigh  societies  sent  2  negro  preach- 
ers to  the  Winston-Salem  Institute. 

There  has  been  reported  371  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook,  and  142 
subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman.  29  societies  have  indicated  active  Spiritual 
Life  Groups.  We  do  not  know  how  active  these  groups  are,  but  there  seems  to 
be  an  increased  desire  to  keep  a  spiritual  balance  in  the  work  of  the  society. 

The  most  thrilling  moment  in  the  Conference  at  Henderson  was  when  our 
district  was  awarded  the  Study  jewel.  For  the  past  year,  85  mission  study  and 
3  6  Bible  study  classes  have  been  held,  making  a  total  of  121.  This  department 
of  our  work  is  stressed  at  all  our  meetings,  and  there  seems  to  be  an  increased 
interest  in  the  classes.  Seven  societies  indicated  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aim : 
Fuquay  Springs,  First  Church — Henderson,  Edenton  Street  Woman's,  Fairmont, 
Hayes  Barton,  Smithfield,  and  Plank  Chapel. 

We  pledged  $5,000  for  the  year,  and  sent  $6,127.44  to  our  treasurer, 
making  the  seventh  consecutive  year  that  we  have  overpaid.  Of  that  amount, 
$100.94  was  for  the  Babies,  $391.14  for  the  Week  of  Prayer,  $22.84  for  the 
Mrs.  Luke  Johnson  Fund,  $32.15  as  "new  money,"  leaving  $580.37  above  the 
pledge.  Our  Supplies  were  $121.00,  and  the  local,  $8,895.52,  making  a  grand 
total  of  $15,143.92  reported  raised  last  year.  30  societies  increased  their  giving 
over  the  previous  year,  and  of  these,  First  Church,  Henderson,  led  with  $121.00 
increase.  We  are  deeply  grateful  for  this  report,  and  feel  that  we  will  go  for- 
ward this  year. 

On  the  whole,  it  has  been  a  good  year,  and  the  success  of  the  work  was  due 
to  the  interest  and  devotion  of  our  women.  We  are  grateful  for  the  progress  that 
has  been  made,  for  the  fellowships,  and  the  opportunities  for  service  that  have 
come  to  us  during  the  year.  We  have  begun  1941  with  expectant  hope  for  a 
broader  vision  and  deeper  consecration  to  the  Master's  cause.

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ROCKY  MOUNT  DISTRICT 

Many  and  varied  are  the  accomplishments  of  Rocky  Mount  District  for 
1940.  To  enumerate  all  would  require  a  great  deal  more  space  than  I  am  allotted 
here;  however,  I  shall  mention  some  of  the  most  outstanding  and  leave  the 
anxious  reader  to  delve  more  deeply  for  further  truths. 

During  the  year  we  added  to  our  roll:  Robersonville  Charge,  Smith's,  New 
Hope,  Bethlehem  and  Pierce's,  but  the  latter  disbanded  before  the  year  came  to 
a  close.  After  unification  we  have  a  total  enrollment  of  seventy-three  societies, 
sixty-seven  of  which  were  charter  societies.  We  added  3  84  new  members,  giving 
us  a  grand  total  of  2,780  fine,  brave  women  to  wage  the  battles  in    1941. 

Thirteen  of  our  societies  achieved  the  Efficiency  Standard,  namely:  Farmville, 
Kenly,  Lucama,  Providence,  Sarepta,  Zion  (Norlina),  Bethel,  First  Church  (Rocky 
Mount),  Jackson,  Lasker,  Milwaukee,  Rich  Square,  Zion  (Conway),  with  an 
equal  number  running  it  a  close  chase. 

The  district  won  first  place  in : 

(a)  Number  of  Baby  Life  members — twenty-four  in  all — Milwaukee  claim- 
ing five  of  the  total. 

(b)  Gifts  to  Baby  Specials — Amount,  $204.  Weldon  was  the  largest  regular 
contributor. 

(c)  Week  of  Prayer  offering — Amount,  $586.  Warrenton  was  the  largest 
per  capita  giver.  66  societies  observed  Week  of  Prayer  and  two  zones  observed 
it   100%,  namely:  Southern-Central  and  Northampton. 

(d)  Number  of  reports  sent  to  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities. 

(e)  Number  of  Children1 's  secretaries  reporting — 100%  on  time  reporting 
bespeaks  the  fine,  slow — but  sure — progress  that  Quinn  County  Zone  is  making. 

The  district  secretary  has  been  greatly  inspired  as  she  noted  the  decided 
progress  made  by  Maple  Creek,  Homes,  Garysburg,  Belford,  Spring  Hope, 
Pinetops,  White  Oak,  Lasker  and  Hebron,  all  of  which  are  comparatively  small 
societies.  What  these  can  master,  others  might  also. 

Sharing  the  general  expense  of  our  daughter,  Viola  Nethery,  during  these 
last  two  years  of  her  college  training  at  Scarritt  has  been  a  real  joy  to  our 
women.  In  1940  we  sent  $75.00,  instead  of  $50.00,  as  formerly.  Our  prayer 
is  that  more  of  our  girls  will  follow  her  leading. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  had  a  happy  year  as  we  worked  together.  An  Officers' 
Training  Day  was  held  in  each  zone  in  the  spring.  In  June  our  district  meet- 
ing convened  in  Wilson.  In  September  our  Study  Leaders'  meeting  was  held  in 
Nashville,  all  of  which  were  the  best  ever,  to  date — thus  on  and  on  we  moved, 
reading  more,  hearing  more  and  doing  more  until  information  and  inspiration 
materialized  into  a  grand  sum  of  $7,207  and  more  than  $300.00  above  our 
pledge  to  Conference. 

Indeed,  it  makes  us  happy  to  report  each  and  all  of  these  interesting  facts 
about  our  year's  work  but  when  the  tasks  have  been  viewed  in  retrospect,  we 
realize  that  not  nearly  our  best  has  been  given  in  any  line;  therefore  we  are  not 
content  but  intend  to  strive  harder  to  find  our  rightful  place  as  a  district  which 
will  mean  the  best  ysar  ever  in   1941.

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WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 

Another  year  has  passed  and  we  pause,  once  again,  to  recount  its  blessings 
and  accomplishments  and  to  lift  our  hearts  in  grateful  praise  to  our  Heavenly- 
Father  for  His  guidance  and  help. 

We  are  glad  to  report  four  new  societies — Bethel  and  Wananish  in  the 
Columbus  Zone,  Regan  in  the  Lumberton  Zone,  and  Watha  in  the  New  Hanover 
Zone.  Hampstead,  Union  Chapel,  and  Scott's  Hill  were  organized  in  September 
as  charter  societies  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  but,  having  made 
no  report,  they  could  not  be  included  in  this  year's  work.  Windsor  did  not 
function  the  past  year.  Kenansville  resumed  activities;  the  two  societies  at 
Lumberton  merged.  This  gave  us  64  societies  reporting  during  the  year — a  net 
gain  of  6 — and  a  total  membership  of  1,855.  A  Young  Woman's  Circle  was 
organized  at  Fair  Bluff  which  elected  to  become  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
Warsaw,  Elizabethtown,  Rosehill  and  Grace  also  report  Guilds  with  a  total 
membership  of  70. 

Our  pledge  was  increased  to  $4,500  for  1940.  This  was  overpaid  by  $175.55, 
an  increase  of  $209.81  over  1939.  The  total  amount  sent  Conference  treasurer 
was  $4,959.72.  This  amount  included  $139.86  for  Baby  Specials,  $12.95  for 
Mrs.  Luke  Johnson  fund,  $131.36  Charter  offering,  and  $408.32  for  Week  of 
Prayer.  Eleven  societies  contributed  $97.00  to  Supplies.  The  local  work  reported 
was  $5,410.57,  making  a  grand  total  of  $10,467.29 — an  increase  of  $901.60 
over  the  previous  year. 

Columbus  Zone  won  the  "Ida  Hankins  Trophy"  for  having  two  societies  to 
achieve  the  Efficiency  Aim.  These  were  Carver's  Creek  and  Whiteville.  Fair- 
mont and  Swansboro  also  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim. 

Six  adult  life  memberships  honored  Mrs.  Carrie  Vernon  Davis,  Mrs.  W.  B. 
Lamb,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Maultsby,  Mrs.  C.  M.  Costen,  Mrs.  Ellen  Owen,  and  Mrs. 
D.  L.  Smith.  Babies  honored  were:  Edward  Everett  Thompson,  Patricia  Ellen 
Barbee,  Martha  Anne  Hubbard,  Elizabeth  McLamb,  Norman  Leon  Andrews, 
Jean  Gray  Jerome,  Lloyd  Murray  Lee,  Frank  Belton  Joyner,  Jr.,  and  Billie 
Hodge. 

The  name  of  Warren  Billie  Hobbs,  a  Junior,  was  placed  on  the  Memorial 
Roll  by  the  Whiteville  society. 

The  District  Executive  meeting  was  held  in  Wilmington  in  February,  at 
which  time  plans  were  made  for  zone  meetings  to  be  held  immediately  following 
annual  Conference.  Guest  speakers  for  these  meetings  were:  Miss  Lamb,  Miss 
Zoe  Anna  Davis  and  Mrs.  Chadwick.  The  District  meeting  was  held  in  Rose- 
boro  in  October  with  Miss  Lamb  and  Mrs.  McKinne,  guest  speakers.  The  district 
voted  to  give  new  societies  a  subscription  to  Methodist  Woman  instead  of  the 
World  Outlook,  as  it  had  done  formerly.  Union  and  Duplin  Zones  voted  to 
merge,  giving  the  district  five  zones  instead  of  six. 

District  Study  Day  was  held  in  Burgaw.  Mrs.  Boone,  Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs. 
Midgett  and  Mrs.  Cox  made  the  day  a  very  profitable  one. 

As  an  added  feature  to  their  missionary  endeavor,  the  societies  of  the  Wil- 
mington churches  sent  Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek  $60.00  for  work  among  the 
war  orphans  in  China. 

One  of  our  greatest  joys  in    1940   was  having   one   of   our   own,   Miss  Vera 
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Falls,  of  Lumberton,  at  Scarritt  College  and  later  having  her  consecrated  as  one 
of  the  first  deaconesses  in  the  new  church. 

This  district  was  well  represented  in  Greenville  in  September  when  the 
Conference  Society  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  organized. 
Seventy-eight  women  in  attendance,  including  every  zone  leader,  represented  39 
societies.  Sixty-four  charter  societies  with  a  membership  of  8  87  were  reported. 

Some  society  superlatives  for  the  year  were:  Fairmont,  in  Week  of  Prayer 
offering;  Wallace,  in  Supply  donations;  Richlands,  in  per  capita  giving;  Rose- 
boro  in  adult  life  membership  gift;  Grace,  in  Baby  Special  gifts;  and  Fairmont, 
in  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook  and  Methodist  Woman.  An  increase  was  re- 
ported in  number  of  societies  promoting  Baby  Specials,  in  number  of  Spiritual 
Life  Groups,  and  in  number  of  Christian  Social  Relations  Committees. 

The  zone  leaders,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Mrs.  B.  Whiteside,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Davis, 
Mrs.  G.  H.  Cannon,  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Farnell,  have  been  very  faithful  in  promot- 
ing the  work. 

The  facts  and  figures  which  go  to  make  up  this  report  cannot,  by  any  means, 
convey  to  you  the  spiritual  growth  in  the  lives  of  our  women,  neither  can  they 
convey  to  you  the  good  done  in  the  world  through  their  gifts  and  their  prayers. 

It  has  been  a  joy  and  a  privilege  to  serve  as  district  secretary.  We  wish  to 
acknowledge,  with  thanks,  the  splendid  assistance  and  ready  co-operation  of 
every  member.

Reports  and  Recommendations  of  Committees 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PROMO- 
TION AND  FINANCE 

The   Woman's   Society   of    Christian    Service    is   a   new    organization    and   the 
members  should  study  all  phases  of  its  program  and  machinery; 
Therefore,  we  recommend: 

1 .  That  the  new  Handbook  for  Adult  Societies  be  secured  for  every  officer 
and  committee  chairman  of  the  local  society  and  that  it  be  used  in  Executive 
and  business  meetings  until  it  is  thoroughly  understood. 

2.  That  programs  be  prepared  and  carried  out  with  the  thought  of  enlarg- 
ing the  vision  of  the  members  in  regard  to  the  total  program  of  the  church  and 
the  cause  of  missions,  and  that  the  regular  program  literature,  the  World  Outlook 
and  the  Methodist  Woman  be  used  regularly. 

3.  That  the  Million  Members  Movement  serve  as  a  slogan  in  the  campaign 
for  new  members  and  that  we  have  as  a  goal  the  winning  of  every  woman  in 
the  church  to  the  membership  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

4.  That  we  continue  to  enroll  and  cultivate  young  women,  in  circles,  and 
in  the  membership  of  the  society. 

5.  That  renewed  interest  be  taken  in  the  promotion  of  Baby  Specials  and 
that  every  society  appoint  a  woman  to  carry  on  this  work. 

6.  That  the  new  Efficiency  Aim  be  studied  carefully  and  that  every  society 
strive  to  observe  every  point  and  thus  become  more  efficient  in  the  work. 

7.  That  we  make  plans  early  in  the  year  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  that 
our  goal  be   100%  observance  in  the  Conference. 

8.  That  a  Finance  Committee  be  appointed  in  each  society  to  work  with 
the  treasurer  and  that  definite  plans  be  made  to  secure  an  increase  in  offerings 
sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

9.  That  our  Conference  Pledge  for  1941  be  $41,000 — for  Adults  and  Babies.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  in  each  local  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  continue  the  work  under  the  Co-operative  Plan  until  the 
new  plans  are  formulated,  at  which  time  each  secretary  will  be  notified. 

2.  (a)  That,  if  possible,  a  regular  teacher  or  worker  of  the  primary  or 
junior  department  of  the  church  school  be  elected  as  secretary  of  Children's  Work 
in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  (b)  That  she  be  elected  with  the 
view  of  retaining  office  longer  than  one  year  because  of  the  importance  of  be- 
coming familiar  with  and  promoting  the  new  plans. 
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3.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  attend  district  and  zone  meetings, 
training  schools,  and  all  meetings  of  children's  workers  in  the  local  church. 

4.  That  the  pastor  be  requested  to  appoint  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work 
as  one  of  the  members  at  large  of  the  Board  of  Education,  that  she  may  keep 
the  Board  informed  concerning  Missionary  Units  and  that  provision  may  be 
made  for  their  study. 

5.  That  at  the  conclusion  of  each  study  and  when  other  emphasis  is  placed 
on  the  Missionary  Education  of  Children,  the  secretary  report  to  the  auxiliary 
what  has  been  done. 

6.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  urged  to  send  her  report  blanks 
in  promptly.  These  reports  are  to  be  made  quarterly  on  blanks  provided  in  the 
Record  and  Report  Book  of  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the  local  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  plan  of  channeling  these  reports  to  district  or 
Conference  officer  will  be  decided  later,  and  directions  will  be  given  to  the 
corresponding  secretary  of  each  local  society. 

7.  That  together  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  the  superintendent 
of  the  Children's  Division  plan  for  wholesome  and  informative  emphasis  of 
Missionary  Education  on  each  World  Service  Sunday.  That  the  World  Service 
(Fourth  Sunday)  offering  of  the  Children's  Division  be  sent,  together  with  the 
other  offerings  of  the  church  school  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Dillon,  treasurer,  Raleigh, 
N.  C. 

8.  That  the  expense  in  promoting  missionary  education  of  children  be 
shared  equally  by  the  church  school  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

9.  That  the  awarding  of  banners  be  discontinued  and  that  these  be  placed 
in  Greensboro  College  Library  with  other  historical  possessions  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  that  the  history  of  each  banner  be  placed  with 
them.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  STUDENT 

WORK 

Since  the  Department  of  Student  Work  is  a  new  phase  of  the  Women's  Work, 
and  no  precedents  for  carrying  on  this  work  have  been  established,  we  recommend: 

I.  That  we  designate  this  year,  1941,  as  an  orientation  period,  during  which 
we  strive  to  acquaint  ourselves  thoroughly  with  the  field,  with  the  expectation 
that  methods  and  projects   will  automatically  result  from  such  study. 

II.  That  we  make  use  of  the  "Three  Indispensables"  from  our  literature 
(The  new  Guide,  the  Methodist  Woman,  and  the  World  Outlook)  in  securing  a 
better  understanding  of  the  opportunities   for  work  among  students. 

III.  That  we  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  work  of  our  denomination  and 
of  our  Woman's  Society,  through  attendance  at  meetings  and  through  study,, 
keeping  in  mind  the  student's  viewpoint  at  all  times. 

IV.  That  we  keep  up-to-date  on  what  Methodist  students  are  thinking  and 
doing,  by  reading  and  studying  available  literature.  The  new  magazine,  Motive, 
which  is  a  program  and  cultural  magazine  for  the  expression  of  religious  life 
among  students,  is  especially  recommended. 

V.  That  we  co-operate  with  the  pastors  in  helping  our  young  people,  first, 
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in  "finding  themselves,"  and  thereafter  in  "fitting  themselves"  for  available 
fields  of  service — especially  those  who  are  interested  in  full-time  Christian  service. 
VI.  That  pastors  and  student  secretaries  co-operate  in  sending  to  the  Con- 
ference secretary  of  Student  Work,  by  September  1st,  a  list  of  students  going 
away  to  school,  so  that  the  names  may  be  forwarded  to  the  campus  church  prior 
to  the  students  arrival,  bearing  in  mind  that  any  information  on  a  student's 
ability  or  qualifications  will  be  of  keen  interest  to  the  campus  church.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION- 
ARY EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

The  committee  recommends: 

I.  That  Missionary  Education  be  emphasized  and  promoted  as  basic  and 
fundamental  to  the  success  of  the  entire  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

II.  The  continuation  of  our  high  standards  of  study  work,  using  the  same 
Conference  Study  Goals,  Study  Efficiency  Aim  and  Study  Honorable  Mention, 
to  stimulate  interest  in  carrying  out  the  entire  study  program  in  the  best  possible 
way. 

III.  That  three  courses  of  study,  selected  from  our  list  of  approved  courses 
be  offered  in  each  society  during  the  calendar  year.  We  suggest  a  study  of  the 
spring  missions  topic,  the  fall  missions  topic  and  a  regular  Bible  study,  so  that 
every  line  of  study  may  receive  its  proper  emphasis,  although  any  three  courses 
may  be  used.  (See  item  five  on  Efficiency  Aim.) 

IV.  That  the  cultivation  of  reading  circles  and  the  accumulation  and  use 
of  libraries  in  societies  and  churches  be  continued.  We  suggest  district  lending 
libraries  which  are   recognized  as  valuable  aids. 

V.  That  large  societies  have  several  groups  in  study  classes,  according  to 
the  number  of  members  in  the  society,  since  the  most  successful  classes  are  usually 
informal  discussion  groups  numbering  from  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

VI.  That  four  quarterly  reports  be  accurately  filled  in  and  promptly  sent 
to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  one  at  the  end 
of  each  quarter  in  the  calendar  year. 

VII.  That  separate  district  study  leaders'  meetings  be  held  in  each  district 
in  September,  in  order  to  set  forth  purposes  and  plans  of  the  department  to  study 
the  whole  scope  of  work  undertaken  by  our  church. 

VIII.  That  we  accept  for  1941-42  the  two  new  mission  themes,  as  follows: 

(a)  Home  theme,   "Christianity  and  Democracy  in  America." 

(b)  Foreign  theme,  "Christians  and  the  World  Order." 
Text:  A  Christian  Imperative,  by  R.  P.  Barnes. 

(c)  The  general  study,  Methodism's  World  Mission,  by  Henry  P.  Van  Dusen. 

(d)  Again  listing  the  approved  1940-41  studies. 

IX.  That  missions  classes  for  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  be  encouraged 
where  societies  are  ready  for  this  advanced  type  of  study  work.  Where  this  is 
not  advisable,  we  suggest  the  best  information  class  that  can  be  held,  urging  the 
use  of  supplementary  material  with  the  text,  and  class  participation. 

X.  A  wider  field  of  cultivation  that  will  promote  the  total  unified  study 
plans  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
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(a)  That  publicity  be  given  the  Lake  Junaluska  School  of  Missions,  July 
24-August  5,  where  courses  in  the  two  new  mission  themes,  a  course  in 
Bible  and  one  on  The  Christian  Home  will  be  offered. 

We  recommend  that  representatives  and  leaders  be  sent  from  each  district 
and  that  the  Conference  and  districts  make  some  appropriation  toward  this  most 
important  cultivation. 

(b)  That  representatives  from  societies,  zones  and  districts  be  sent  or  urged 
to  attend  the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University,  June  2-7,  where  the 
missions  course,  Christians  and  World  Order,  will  be  offered.  We  especi- 
ally recommend  this  course  to  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  in 
the  societies  or  those  who  will  teach  this  course  in  the  fall.

STUDY  CLASSES 


/.      Ways  of  Organizing  Classes: 

A — In  large  societies,  circles  or  groups  of  approximately  twenty-five  to  fifty 
persons  should  be  organized.  In  classes  larger  than  this,  members  seldom 
participate  actively. 

B — In  small  societies,  all  the  membership  may  form  the  class. 

C — In  societies  where  a  fair  per  cent  of  members  are  interested  in  more  than 
the  one  regular  monthly  meeting,  study  classes  may  be  organized  for  quarterly 
studies  throughout  the  year. 

D — Classes  may  be  organized  for  special  study  according  to  plans,  page  9, 
Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition. 

II.      Time : 

A — A  two  to  six  weeks'  study  is  most  fruitful.  Interest  is  sustained  and 
practical  application  made  when  a  study  it  not  long-drawn-out. 

B — Some  study  courses  may  be  made  profitable  by  the  daily  one-hour  session 
for  six  days  or  the  hour-and-a-half  session  for  four  days.  This  daily  plan  is  to  be 
used  for  intensive  study. 

C — A  study  may  continue  eight  weeks  or  even  one  quarter. 
///.      Methods: 

A — One  well-prepared  teacher  leading  the  class  and  making  use  of  discussion, 
story,  and  dramatic  methods,  as  the  needs  of  the  class,  the  purpose  of  the  lesson, 
and   the  material   used  require,   is   considered   the  best  classroom   procedure. 

B — Assignments  to  members  of  class  and  reports  are  frequently  used  in  class 
sessions,  such  participation  having  been  well  planned  by  the  leader. 

C — Speakers    who    can    give    information    which    the    class    has    no    other 
opportunity  to  obtain  may  be  used  occasionally  with  great  profit. 
IV.     Suggestions  for  Planning  the  Class: 

A — Select  the  best  teacher,  or  teachers,  available.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  may  or  may  not  teach  the  class. 

B — Every  member  of  the  class  should  read  at  least  one  book  on  the  topic 
to  be  studied.    She  should  own  the  book,  if  possible. 
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C — Supplementary  material  should  be  made  available.  Approved  lists  have 
ample  suggestions  for  supplementary  materials;  libraries  afford  others.  Litera- 
ture Headquarters  will  always  have  some  additional  material  in  relation  to  work 
of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  in  the  areas  being  currently 
studied. 

D — General    plan    of    study   as    to    objectives,    methods,    and   time   should    be 
planned  well  in  advance. 
V. — Conduct  of  Classes: 

A — Class  secretary  records  attendance. 

B — Assignments  are  given  by  leaders  for  next  class  session. 

C — Necessary  announcements  are  made. 

D — Lesson  for  the  hour: 

1.  Worship  period — determined  by  lesson  objectives.  Well  planned, 
for  beginning  or  closing  of  session. 

2.  Lesson  period,  conducted  as  planned,  by  use  of  assignments  and 
discussion,  or  by  methods  best  suited  to  achieve  desired  results — all 
guided  by  teacher  or  by  leader  appointed  by  teacher. 

3.  Suitable  closing,  effective,  and  reverent. 

Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition 

If  a  society  studies  any  approved  and  recommended  course  according  to  the 
following  plans,  it  shall  receive  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition: 
Plans  for  Special  Study 

1 .  The  textbooks  used  in  classes  working  for  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition 
must  be  selected  from  the  list  recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service  for  the  current  year. 

2.  Supplementary  materials  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class  to  enrich  the 
study  of  the  text. 

3.  One  to  eight  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  f  our-to-six-weeks'  study 
is  highly  desirable. 

4.  An  average  of  seventy  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend 
the  class  sessions. 

5.  Class  sessions  should  be  from  one  hour  to  one  hour  and  a  half  in  length. 

6.  Students  must  read  an  approved  text  and  make  outside  preparation  and  must 
participate  in  classwork.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments  shall  be  given  each 
member  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may  be  reading  from  supple- 
mentary materials,  research,  co-operative  activities,  etc.,  that  require  additional 
outside   preparation.     This   and  some   results  of  the   study  must  be   reported. 

7.  The  discussion  method  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended  as  most 
succesful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  participation.  The  lecture  method 
alone  is  not  acceptable.     A  variety  of  methods  may  be  desirable. 

8.  The  teacher  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the  task,  by 
sufficient  educational  background,  and  by  a  willingness  to  use  every  oppor- 
tunity for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher,  such  as: 

Special    study    and    preparation,    or    attending    study    leaders'    meetings, 
pastors'  schools,  leadership  schools,  training  courses,  or  schools  of  missions. 
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9.  A  report  of  the  classwork  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service  on  a  blank  furnished  by  her.  She  shall  examine 
it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall  report  it  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  who  will  issue  a  recognition 
card  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard. 

Reading  Circles  and  Libraries 

In  communities  where  only  the  regular  monthly  meeting  is  possible  and 
regular  study  classes  cannot  be  held,  Reading  Circles  may  be  formed.  Interesting 
and  valuable  information  can  be  gained  by  a  continuous  circulation  of  books 
even  where  regular  study  classes  are  customary.  These  books  may  become  a  part 
of  a  church  or  a  community  library  and  thus  be  made  available  to  a  large 
number  of  persons. 

An  effort  should  be  made  by  every  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to 
have  a  library.  Many  books  will  be  donated,  special  ones  may  be  bought,  and 
groups  of  study  books  mav  be  kept  in  the  library  for  loan  to  societies  needing 
them,  and  for  exchange.  For  instance,  one  society  on  a  circuit  may  study  a  Bible 
course  or  a  Christian  Social  Relations  course  during  the  winter  quarter,  and 
another  society  will  study  a  missions  course.  At  the  close  of  these  studies,  they 
may  exchange  their  sets  of  books  and  supplementary  materials,  and  when  both 
societies  have  completed  both  courses,  each  will  have  a  set  of  books  for  its 
library,  to  be  loaned  or  later  used  to  supplement  other  studies. 


RECOMMENDATIONS    OF    CHRISTIAN    SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 


GENERAL  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Because  we  believe  the  life  and  teachings  of  Jesus  provide  the  undergirding 
principles  that  should  govern  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  we  recommend  that  the  local  society  use  the  book  by 
John  W.  Shackford,  "Jesus  and  Social  Redemption,"  as  a  basic  study  in  this 
area,  especially  societies  not  having  made  the  study. 

We  further  recommend: 

1.  That  each  local  society,  through  its  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities,  plan  studies  and  activities  in  at  least  one 
of  the  seven  areas  of  work  each  quarter,  promoting  the  same  through  circles, 
the  society  as  a  whole,  or  in  special  church  groups. 

2.  That  the  department  co-operate  with  such  other  national  groups  and 
agencies  as  will  best  promote  the  lines  of  work  outlined  by  the  department. 

3.  That  because  of  the  new  lines  of  work  and  organizational  function,  the 
Handbook  of  this  department  be  studied  by  the  members  of  every  society. 

RESOURCE  COMMITTEES 

The  Committee  on  Local  Church  and  Community  Co-operation  sub- 
mits the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  local  society  shall  initiate  and  co-operate  with  other  agencies 
or  groups  in  the  promotion  of  community  projects  that  will  raise  the  general 
standard  of  community  life  and  strengthen  the  Christian  character  of  its  people. 
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2.  That  the  local  society  choose  such  local  church  projects  as  will  under- 
gird  the  spiritual  and  social  life  of  the  whole  church  and  if  need  be  share  in  the 
financial  responsibilities  devolving  therefrom. 

3.  That  the  local  society  raise  its  funds  for  financing  such  projects  in  accord 
with  basic  Christian  principles  of  stewardship,  steering  clear  of  subtle  types  of 
gambling  and  other  questionable  methods  of  raising  funds. 

The  Committee  on  International  Relations  and  World  Peace,  recog- 
nizing the  part  that  Christian  women  must  play  in  the  realization  of  the  ultimate 
goals  of  Peace  and  World  Brotherhood,  recommends  the  following  channels  of 
action : 

1.  That  Methodist  women,  through  this  committee  in  the  local  society,  seek 
to  implement  the  desire  for  peace  and  brotherhood  through  the  use  of  worship 
materials,  sermons,  and  special  programs  with  all  agencies  of  the  church. 

2.  That  this  committee  promote  the  widest  possible  use  of  the  universal 
prayer  for  peace  prepared  for  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women. 

3.  That  Methodist  women,  individually  or  as  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  co-operate  fully  with  all  agencies,  religious  and  secular,  work- 
ing toward  these  goals. 

ECONOMIC  RELATIONS 

The  underlying  cause  of  most  of  the  problems  of  the  world  is  an  economic 
one.  Until  economic  relations  are  adjusted  to  meet  the  standards  set  by  Jesus, 
we  must  continue  to  live  in  a  world  of  greed  and  strife.  Therefore,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Economic  Relations  recommends: 

1.  That  inasmuch  as  the  members  of  this  committee  within  the  national 
department  will  assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  resource  materials  in 
various  pertinent  areas  of  Economic  Relations,  such  as  housing,  health,  migrants 
and  their  needs,  labor  consumer  problems,  domestic  service  and  social  security, 
we  urge  that  local  societies  avail  themselves  of  this  material  for  study  and  action. 

2.  That  women  be  concerned  with  the  economic  conditions  on  mission 
fields  and  study  same  in  an  effort  to  more  effectively  undergird  the  missionary 
program. 

3.  That  a  copy  of  the  Social  Creed  of  the  Methodist  Church  be  made 
available  to  church  groups,  and  pastors  be  urged  to  preach  frequent  sermons 
based  on  the  principles  of  this  Creed. 

The  Committee  on  Minority  Groups  and  Interracial  Co-operation 
makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  The  democratic  way  of  life  presupposes  respect  for  the  dignity  of  per- 
sonality and  the  ability  of  people  to  work  together  to  enlarge  the  area  of  common 
understanding.  An  interest  and  determination  to  see  that  all  members  of  minority 
groups  have  an  opportunity  to  develop  their  highest  potentialities,  participating 
in  the  responsibilities  and  privileges  of  citizenship  alike,  points  the  way  to  total 
defense  in  our  country  today.  We  strive  in  this  effort  toward  the  goal  of  Chris- 
tian living. 

2.  Projects  and  activities  may  be  suggested  so  that  problems  of  family  life, 
health,  education,  and  economics  as  they  relate  to  minority  groups  may  be 
studied.  This  study  may  create  such  concern  that  the  women  of  the  church  will 
wish  to  work  on  needs  in  their  own  communities. 

3.  The  problem  of  the  refugee  demands  immediate  attention.  Three  activi- 
ties  suggested   at  this  time   are    (a)    helping   refugees   in   becoming   adjusted   to 
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local  community  life  in  this  country,  (b)  co-operating  with  agencies  working 
with  refugees,   (c)    assisting  in  raising  funds  for  overseas  relief. 

4.  The  Federal  Government  is  becoming  a  service  agency  for  the  people. 
Church  women  should  acquaint  themselves  with  government  services  as  they 
relate  to  education,  work  projects,  health,  housing,  social  security,  and  relief  of 
minority  groups.  Information  about  such  services  should  be  made  available  for 
action  in  cases  of  injustices. 

The  Committee  on  Christian   Citizenship  recommends  the  following: 

1.  That  we  urge  our  constituency  to  register  and  vote,  to  accept  full  re- 
sponsibility for  citizenship  along  all  other  lines,  and  to  work  for  the  extension 
of  this  privilege  of  all  individuals. 

2.  That  we  make  a  study  of  penal  institutions  and  other  corrective  agencies 
in  our  communities  and  states,  with  the  aim  of  promoting  legislation  and  im- 
proving conditions  as  they  apply  to  these  agencies. 

Recommendations  from  the  Committee  on  Alcohol  and  Other  Narcotics: 
Believing  that  there  is  no  topic  before  us  that  can  and  will  be  more  instru- 
mental  in  building  a  Christian  nation   for   us,   and  for   future   generations  than 
the  study  of  alcohol  and  other  narcotics,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  we  co-operate  with  the  Board  of  Temperance  and  Public  Morals 
in  the  furtherance  of  this  program. 

2.  That  local  societies  take  steps  to  prevent  the  sale  of  liquor  in  or  adjacent 
to  government  camps. 

3.  That  the  local  society  endeavor  to  enlist  an  increasing  group  of  indi- 
viduals who  will  abstain  from  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  any  form  at  social 
functions  or  in  the  home. 

THE  CHRISTIAN  FAMILY 

Family  life  today  all  over  the  world  is  in  a  swiftly  moving  current  of 
social,  educational,  economic,  and  political  change  that  has  altered  every  area 
of  life.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that  women  make  every  effort  to  relate  the 
family  to  the  church  by: 

1.  Advocating  and  working  for  special  courses  on  Education  for  Family 
Life,  the  same  to  be  promoted  through  the  church,  colleges,   or  high  schools. 

2.  Strengthening  spiritual  foundations  through  family  worship,  Bible  read- 
ing, devotional  literature  for  family  use ;  and  by  encouraging  participation  in 
church  services,  church  school,  and  young  people's  organizations. 

3.  Seeking  to  determine  major  needs  in  the  area  of  Family  Life  and  Its 
Relation  to  the  Church  through  a  questionnaire  available  for  use  in  the  local 
society.  (This  same  may  be  secured  from  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,    150   Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City.)

For  1940  we  reported  to  Council  chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  Groups  354 
members. 

The  list  of  names  would  count  for  very  little  without  a  knowledge  of  the 
power  we  may  release  for  God  by  believing  prayer.  Many  of  our  groups  have 
learned  the  secret  of  serving  by  way  of  the  Throne  of  God.  Jesus  gave  it  to  us: 
"Have  faith  in  God,"  and  "Men  ought  always  to  pray,  and  not  to  faint." 

Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  held  two  Spiritual  Life  meetings  on  the  New  Bern  Dis- 
trict, and  Mrs.  Dan  Lawrence  held  one  on  the  Fayetteville  District.  There  was 
a  Retreat  at  Louisburg  College.  They  were  all  helpful  and  our  appreciation  of 
our  retreats  is  in  every  case  manifested  by  requests  for  another  to   follow. 

Many  auxiliaries  held  all  day  prayer  services  during  the  Week  of  Prayer. 

Reports  for  the  closing  of  the  year  evidence  a  deepened  interest  in  prayer 
and  in  Bible  study,  in  gratitude  for  answered  prayer,  and  in  church  and  Society 
activities  quickened  through  prayer. 

Very  few  Societv  presidents  have  realized  the  necessity  for  registering  their 
Spiritual  Life  Group  leaders  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The 
Conference  lists  are  closed,  of  course,  and  most  of  this  report  concerns  the  year's 
work.

For  literature  send  to  Literature  Headquarters,  420  Plum  St.,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio.  There  is  to  be  a  free  leaflet  to  explain  the  work  of  our  department  by 
the  question  and  answer  method.  It  is  prepared  by  our  Division  leader,  Mrs. 
W.  M.  Alexander.  We  have  been  waiting  for  it  since  the  first  of  January,  but 
it  has  not  been  received.  As  soon  as  it  is  received,  a  copy  will  be  sent  to  every 
person  for  whom  helps  have  been  requested. 

4.  That  every  district  secretary  consider  the  advisability  of  holding  a  retreat 
on  her  district.  We  recommend  that  they  consult  Mrs.  Matthews,  or  Mrs.  Law- 
rence, as  to  the  value  of  a  retreat. 

5.  That  the  retreat  to  be  held  at  Louisburg  College  in  June  be  presented  at 
zone  and  district  meetings  and  the  terms  be  explained.  As  soon  as  Dr.  Patten  can 
decide  on  a  date,  a  notice  will  be  sent  to  the  Advocate.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON 
MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL,   1940 

Every  year  an  impressive  Epiphany  Candlelighting  Service  is  celebrated  in 
the  chapel  of  Chicago  University.  The  congregation  unites  in  the  last  singing 
of  the  Christmas  carols  with  a  feeling  of  regret.  Then  the  impelling  new 
message  is  borne  in  upon  them  with  growing  strength,  for  in  between  the  groups 
of  carols  comes  the  Epiphany  message:  "In  the  beginning  was  the  Word" — 
"It  was  by  Him  that  life  came  into  existence,  and  that  life  was  the  light  of 
mankind." 

One  tall  single  candle  is  lighted  while  the  waiting  congregation  hears  the 
great  words  of  hope — "I  am  the  light  of  the  world  .  .  .  Whoever  follows  me 
will  not  have  to  walk  in  darkness  but  will  have  the  light  of  life."  The  one 
flickering  point  of  light  casts  shadows  on  the  delicate  reredos,  but  is  soon  lost 
in  the  high  vault  of  the  chancel.  Then  one  by  one  lights  appear  until  three 
hundred  tiny  flames  quiver  and  dance  around  the  cross  on  the  great  altar,  and 
dispel  the  darkness  from  chancel  and  choir.  Words  break  the  silence  joining 
with  the  light —  "You  are  the  light  of  the  world.  A  city  that  is  built  up>on  a 
hill  cannot  be  hidden."  The  twelve  disciples  light  their  candles  from  the  altar, 
in  turn  they  light  the  candles  of  the  great  choir  and  together  they  pass  down 
the  aisle,  through  the  nave,  on  out  through  the  open  doors  into  the  night — Epiph- 
any, spreading  the  light  of  Christ  into  the  world. 

Through  this  story  I  bring  to  you  the  conviction  that  the  only  light  which 
can  penetrate  the  darkness  of  our  present  world  is  that  kindled  from  the  candle 
of  the  Lord.  We  know,  however,  that  before  we  can  take  any  light  out  into  the 
world  we  must  first  be  kindled  ourselves. 

It  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern  and  deep  regret  that  no  applicant  has  come 
before  this  committee  with  full  credits  as  to  college  training  and  work  experi- 
ence who  might  be  recommended  for  a  Scarritt  Scholarship  in  September  to 
replace  the  two  women  who  were  consecrated  this  winter  and  who  will  graduate 
in  June. 

We  are  happy,  however,  to  have  on  file  the  names  of  several  younger  girls 
who  are  eager  to  qualify  at  a  later  date  for  a  Scarritt  Scholarship. 

Your  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  cannot  proceed  without  you  whom 
we  desire  to  represent.  So  we  ask  you,  with  great  earnestness,  to  work,  think  and 
pray  with  us  for  guidance  in  our  search  for  capable,  trained,  consecrated  young 
women  who  will  volunteer  to  share  in  spreading  the  light  of  Christ  throughout 
the  world. 

It  is  urgent  upon  you  women  of  the  local  churches  to  direct  the  thought  of 
your  young  people  toward  the  church  as  a  vocation  in  which  they  can  find  a 
large  and  satisfying  field  of  service. 

Let  us  remember  always  that  "The  light  is  still  shining  in  the  darkness  for 
the  darkness  has  never  put  it  out."  It  is  our  task  to  take  the  long  look  into  the 
future  and  make  sure  that  the  lighted  candles  of  consecrated  lives  shall  continue 
to  prevent  the  darkness  from  putting  out  the  light  of  Christianity. 

Your  committee  has  kept  in  touch  throughout  the  year  with  our  two  scholar- 
ship girls  at  Scarritt. 

Miss  Viola  Nethery  and  Miss  Vera  Falls  were  both  consecrated  at  the  Mid- 
winter Meeting:  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Thev  will  go

to  their  assigned  places  of  service  after  graduating  from  Scarritt  in  June. 

In  January  we  received  brief  reports  on  the  two  women  who  are  enrolled 
at  Paine  College  and  are  holding  partial  maintenance  scholarships  from  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  of  Christian  Service. 

Miss  Essie  Frazelle,  of  New  Bern,  is  a  junior.  She  has  done  excellent  work 
in  her  subjects  and  seems  genuinely  interested  in  many  activities  of  a  constructive 
character. 

Miss  Ruby  Cheek,  of  Chapel  Hill,  is  a  freshman.  She  impressed  the  faculty 
at  Paine  College  as  being  a  very  fine  young  woman,  who  gives  promise  of  true 
development. 

Certainly  the  work  of  training  Negro  women  for  Christian  leadership  among 
their  own  race  is  one  of  our  most  constructive  types  of  service. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that: 

Since  Bennett  College  for  Negro  Women,  located  at  Greensboro,  N.  C,  is 
like  Paine  College,  a  responsibility  of  our  Methodism,  and  since  it  offers  most 
excellent  training  for  Christian  service,  your  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel 
recommends  that,  if  possible,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  Christian  Service 
assume  a  partial  maintenance  scholarship  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  be  awarded 
to  two  students  at  Bennett  College,  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  each 
for  the  school  year,   1941-1942.

STATUS  OF  WOMEN 


Some  of  the  interests  of  this  committee  are  interrelated  with  committees  in 
the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations — but  we  can  all  create  interest  and 
become  informed  about  the  economic  condition  of  women,  minority  groups  with 
their  needs,  and  how  the  war  is  affecting  the  women  of  the  world. 

You  shall  find  in  current  magazines  articles  relative  to  the  recent  Centennial 
of  Woman's  Progress  held  in  New  York  City,  November,  1940.  Their  affirmation 
of  faith  is  splendid.  You  will  find  it  in  The?  Woman's  Press,  February,  1941, 
the  national  magazine  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

We  also  recommend  you  to  read  "Women  in  a  Changing  World" — you  may 
have  heard  these  radio  talks.  Send  for  them  to  the  Home  Missions  Council,  297 
Fourth  Avenue,  New  York  City;  27  cents  includes  postage. 

Probably  every  one  does  not  subscribe  to  the  Methodist  Woman  but  we  wish 
they  did.  Please  see  the  February  issue  of  this  magazine  for  the  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women.  Our  committee  had  its  first  meeting 
the  last  of  November,  1 940,  and  each  member  was  given  one  of  these  for  a 
complete  study  and  to  report  on  the  same  at  the  next  meeting.  We  hope  that 
each  of  you  shall  study  these  recommendations,  too,  for  they  contain  a  great  deal. 

"Information  Service,"  published  weekly  by  the  Department  of  Research  and 
Education,  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  297  Fourth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  Vol.  XIX,  No.  3  7,  under  date  of  Saturday,  November 
16,  1940,  is  devoted  entirely  to  Woman's  Status  in  Protestant  Churches.  This 
article  was  prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Women's  Co-operating  Commission 
of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches,  and  is  one  of  the  best  reports  we  have  read. 

Dr.  Georgia  Harkness  said  at  Atlantic  City  that  when  given  a  place  to  sit  on 
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the  officials  boards  of  the  church,  many  women  just  sat.  Let  it  not  be  said  that 
Methodist  women  who  are  now  privileged  to  sit  on  local,  Conference,  Jurisdic- 
tional and  National  boards  are  under-responsible. 

Please  take  this  message  to  your  local  chairmen  that  the  fact  that  this  field 
of  education  is  before  her,  and  that  she  has  the  responsibility  of  cultivating 
capable,  Christian  women  for  places  on  the  official  boards  of  our  church,  and 
to  assist  in  every  way  that  they  can  to  get  those  now  sitting  on  boards  to  really 
give  something  to  those  boards.  We  can  do  this. 

The  task  for  women  on  these  committees  on  the  Status  of  Women  is  not  as 
tangible  or  definite  a  piece  of  work  as  that  of  most  committees  where  there  is 
collecting  budgets,  gaining  new  members,  or  planning  programs,  but  there  is  a 
creative  opportunity  for  every  woman  in  the  local,  district,  and  Conference  and 
Jurisdictional  society  to  do  special  study  and  research  in  this  interesting  field. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  appointed  a 
commission  whose  purpose  was  to  study  the  status  of  women  in  our  own  church 
at  home  and  abroad  in  order  to  discover  and  define  their  place  of  largest  useful- 
ness in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom.  The  result  of  eight  years  of  research  and 
study  made  the  women  sensitive  to  the  fact  that— as  their  report  states,  "There  is 
a  question  of  women's  status,  that  her  place  in  society  and  particularly  in  the 
church  is  not  one  of  untrammeled  freedom."  Also  that  "for  our  own  develop- 
ment as  women  and  for  the  development  of  the  church  we  need  legal  recognition 
of  rights,  representation  and  opportunity  and  an  appreciation  of  the  real  con- 
tribution free  women  may  make  to  the  church." 

A  recent  survey  on  Women's  Status  in  the  Protestant  Churches  prepared  at 
the  request  of  the  Women's  Co-operative  Commission  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  states,  "there  are  probably  more  restrictions,  legal  or  traditional  attach- 
ing to  woman  in  the  Christian  Church,  than  in  any  other  field  in  this  country. 
And  this  is  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Christianity  has  been  influential  in  raising 
the  status  of  women  in  many  backward  countries." 

Are  we  worthy  of  a  place  of  responsibility  in  our  great  church?   YES.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


ARTICLE  I.— NAME 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  II.— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Society  within  the  Conference  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  III.— MEMBERSHIP  AND  OFFICERS 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  auxiliary  delegates,  the  number 
to  be  determined  by  each  Conference,  according  to  its  requirements;  such  District 
officers  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine,  from  each  District;  all  chair- 
men of  Conference  standing  committees;  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Woman's 
Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Conference,  and  the  following  officers:  a  President,  Vice-President,  Recording 
Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  a  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls' 
Groups,  a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service,  a  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
a  Secretary  of  Supplies  and  such  other  secretaries  of  line  of  work  as  may  be 
required. 

ARTICLE  IV.— ANNUAL  MEETING 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when  reports 
shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Districts.  Officers 
shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and  pledges  made  for  the  year. 
There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  in  harmony  with  the 
plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  V.— ELECTIONS 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  Conference  Society  of  Christian 
Service  shall  nominate  according  to  instructions  in  the  Discipline,  the  women  for 
Conference  representatives  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  Three  women  shall  also  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the 
Assembly,  delegates  shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  stated  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Division. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


ARTICLE  I.— OFFICERS 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Wo- 
man's Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the 
treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Con- 
ference Board  and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the 
Discipline  mav  provide. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her 
absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting-  the  interests  of  the  Society.  She  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society  may  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  permanent 
record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  the  Conference  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appoint- 
ment. She  shall  prepare  and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Society.  She  shall  supply  the  societies  with  information  concerning  the  work.  In 
co-operation  with  the  District  Secretaries,  she  shall  seek  to  organize  societies  in 
every  church  in  the  Conference.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  election  of  Conference  Society  officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of 
the  officers  to  the  Secretray  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction 
and  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Joint  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Society. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  missionary  funds  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly  or  monthly  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society,  or  from  District  Treasurers,  as  the  Confer- 
ence Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  without  division  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Conference  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall 
be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum  and  upon 
such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
shall  be  responsible  for  Missionary  Education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  furnish  missionary  informa- 
tion, recommended  missionary  projects,  and  develop  interest  in  their  support. 
She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  Society  the  study  courses  approved  by 
the    Woman's   Division    of    Christian    Service.    She   shall    assist    in    planning   and 
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promoting  Missionary  Conferences,  Study  Leaders'  Meetings  and  Schools  of 
Missions  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study 
plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  also  co-operate  with  the  Conference  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  Missionary  Education  and 
with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  Missionary  Education.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Juris- 
diction Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  Where  advisable,  this 
work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  study  plans  and 
one  in  charge  of  missionary  projects. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  studies  of  the  various  committees  of  this 
department,  and  endeavor  to  enlist  the  women  in  community  surveys  and  service. 
She  shall  have  an  advisory  relationship  to  local  church  activities.  She  shall  co- 
operate with  the  Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the  study  and  service  plans  of  the 
Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  with  organizations  of  the  Church  and  other 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends  approved  by  the  Division.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  Wesley  an  Service  Guild  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of 
the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  promote  the  work  of  the  Guild  in  the  Confer- 
ence and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall  become  familiar  with 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  Conference  Society  and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  re- 
ceive reports  from  the  District  Guild  Society  and  report  annually  and  semi- 
annually to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
grams approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Conference  Society  and  report,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  shall  promote 
the  work  according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Divi- 
sion. She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report, 
quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and 
Girls'  Work. 

Sec.  1 1 .  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Sec.  12.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference  and  for  the  dissemi- 
nation of  missionary  news  through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make 
a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote 
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the  circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  Conference  and  of  World, 
Outlook  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  Church.  She 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Sec.  13.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  be  responsible  for  promoting  in- 
terest in  the  sending  of  necessary  supplies  to  the  ministers  of  The  Methodist 
Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents,  and  to  institutions  in  the 
home  and  foreign  field  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and  annu- 
ally to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Supplies. 

ARTICLE   II.— ELECTIONS 

(1)  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  The  elections  shall  take  place  annually,  bi- 
ennially, or  quadrennially,  as  the  Conference  may  determine. 

(2)  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference  Society 
shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society,  three 
of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

ARTICLE  III.— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

(1)  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed 
of  the  officers  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine. 
A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(2)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership  an  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary  business  in  the 
interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV.— FUNDS 

( 1 )  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

(2)  All  Undesignated  Missionary  Gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Division. 
There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

(3)  Designated  Funds  shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  who  shall 
transmit  them  as  designated  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

(4)  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials  are  a  part 
of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed  by  the  Conference 
Society. 

(5)  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Conference  Cultivation 
and  Expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and  expenses  as  are  not  pro- 
vided by  the  Woman's  Division  for  education  and  cultivation. 

(6)  The  Special  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offerings  shall  be  applied 
to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  V.— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Sec.  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  committees  as 
the  needs  may  require. 

Sec.   2.     Spiritual  Life.   There   shall   be   a    Standing   Committee   on    Spiritual 
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Life  whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  wo- 
men, to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  per- 
sonal service  and  giving;  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the 
times  and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning 
of  Christian  living;  to  devise  definite  means  to  permeate  the  local  Church  with 
a  spiritual  power  which  will  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active 
service;  to  promote  Christian  stewardship,  devotional  Bible  study,  and  the  use 
of  other  devotional  materials. 

Sec.  3.  Status  of  Women.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status 
of  Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women 
in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands, 
including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in 
society  and  in  the  Church.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve 
her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  efficiently. 

Sec.  4.  Missionary  Personnel,  (a)  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  Chairman  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, the  Conference  President,  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  the 
women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel of  the  Woman's  Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with 
experience  in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

(b)  This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  consecrated  young 
women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for  Christian  service; 
it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates,  and  the  types  of  service  needed; 
it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  application 
to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to  the  Personnel  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in 
their  judgment  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co-operate 
in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  personnel 
work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  VI.— BY-LAWS 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  By-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  Confer- 
ence require,  -provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
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BY-LAWS 


I.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  dele- 
gate or  alternate  from  each  society,  one  delegate  or  alternate  from  each  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  chairmen  of  Conference 
Standing  Committees,  zone  leaders,  members  of  the  Women's  Division  or  Juris- 
dictional Societies  living  in  the  N.  C.  Conference. 

II.  The    Conference    Society    shall    meet    annually    and    include    three    days. 

III.  A  registration  fee  of  one  dollar  per  delegate  shall  be  sent  five  days 
before  Conference,  the  fee  to  be  applied  on  luncheons. 

IV.  Elections  shall  take  place  biennially. 

V.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  with  the  privilege  of 
re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Treasurer,  who  may  continue  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

VI.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  District 
Secretaries,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate,  chairmen  of  Confer- 
ence Standing  committees,  and  any  Jurisdictional  officers  or  member  of  Board 
of  Missions  living  in  the  N.  C.  Conference. 

VII.  There  shall  be  three  Executive  Board  meetings:  during  the  first  quarter, 
at  Conference,  and  in  the  fall. 

VIII.  (a)  Scholarships  shall  be  granted  as  loans — to  be  cancelled  without 
payment  at  the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

(b)  For  each  scholarship  of  $300.00,  the  recipient  must  give  one  year  of 
service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  loan  without  interest. 

IX.  The  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  President,  Corres- 
ponding   Secretary,    Recording    Secretary,    and    one    member    from    the    body.

The  Executive  Board  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  met  in  the  living  room  of  the  Burwell  Cottage, 
Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh,  at  2:00  p.  m.,  September  24,  1941, 
with  22  members  present. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  prepared  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  group 
for  the  business  session  at  this  and  the  following  sessions  by  her  beauti- 
fully conducted  meditations. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  president,  introduced  the  new  district  sec- 
retaries, Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens  and  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith;  and  the  new  officers, 
Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work, 
and  Mrs.  H.  Lee  Thomas,  secretary  of  Student  Work. 

The  minutes  of  the  March  meeting  and  excerpts  from  the  Janu- 
ary meeting  were  read. 

Mrs.  Hood  reported  485  societies  at  the  end  of  the  last  quarter, 
266  churches  unorganized.  She  discussed  report  blanks  and  other  items. 

Mrs.  McKinne  reported  $20,600.00  sent  to  treasurer  of  Woman's 
Division  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  She  added  that  pastors' 
vouchers  apply  to  societies  of  former  M.  P.  churches  only. 

Mrs.  Boone  gave  a  report  of  a  series  of  very  successful  Study 
Leaders'  meetings. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  mentioned  the  Leadership  Training  School  in  Wins- 
ton-Salem, where  the  attendance  from  the  N.  C.  Conference  was 
very  good.  Miss  Nethery  had  requested  an  appropriation  of  $50.00  for 
the  school  next  year. 

Miss  Gardner  told  of  her  scrapbooks  and  her  publicity  work.  She 
was  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  the  excellence  of  the  Woman's 
Page  in  the  Advocate. 

A  letter — re:  buying  literature — from  Mrs.  Broome  was  read. 
After  discussion,  motion  prevailed  that  action  should  be  deferred  until 
the  next  Board  meeting.  At  that  time  district  secretaries  will  be  asked 
to  report  on  the  number  of  societies  using  literature.  In  this  connection, 
the  following  statements  were  made:  Societies  shall  be  asked  to  order 
literature  from  Plum  Street.  The  Week  of  Prayer  literature  is  being 
mailed  free,  but  envelopes  must  be  ordered.  No  new  handbooks  will 
be  issued  this  year,  but  copies  of  local  and  Conference  constitutions  are 
free. 

Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  $900.00  realized  from  the  sale  of 
bank  stock  be  used  as  a  nucleus  for  a  loan  fund  to  be  deposited  with 
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the  Committee  at  Scarritt  College  for  applicants  recommended  by  the 
N.  C.  Conference,  W.  S.  C.  S.  Mrs.  Matthews  moved  that  this  fund 
be  known  as  the  Elizabeth  Lamb  Loan  Fund.  Both  motions  carried. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  the  cancellation  of  Assembly  plans, 
the  meeting  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  in  January,  and  the  com- 
ing of  Miss  Ruth  Wheaton,  field  worker,  to  the  N.  C.  Conference 
District  meetings  in  January. 

Mrs.  Hood  was  asked  to  send  a  message  of  love  and  sympathy  to 
Mrs.  Hillman.    . 

Mrs.  Gates  closed  the  session  with  prayer. 


8:00  P.  M. 


Those  who  attended  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska 
talked  informally  of  their  experiences  and  impressions.  Many  com- 
ments were  made  in  lighter  vein,  but  the  work  and  its  rewards  and 
blessings,  fellowship,  service,  and  vision  were  emphasized. 

Mrs.  Gary  stated  that  there  are  42  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  with 
a  membership  of  1,279  in  the  N.  C.  Conference.  She  made  a  plea  for 
growth  in  this  line  of  work. 


SEPTEMBER  25—9:00  A.  M. 

After  Miss  Lamb's  meditation,  motion  was  made  to  dispense  with 
reading  the  minutes. 

Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  president  of  the  Edenton  Street  W.  S. 
C.  S.  was  recognized.  As  president  of  the  hostess  society  for  the  next 
Conference,  she  led  a  discussion  of  dates  and  plans.  March  12th,  2:00 
p.  m.,  was  selected  as  a  tentative  date  for  the  opening  of  the  Confer- 
ence. In  case  a  change  is  necessary,  it  was  decided  to  leave  the  matter 
with  the  Administrative  Committee  and  the  local  society. 

A  comprehensive  report  of  student  work,  broadened  to  include  boys 
in  camp  and  girls  in  defense  work,  was  given  by  Mrs.  H.  Lee  Thomas. 

A  note  was  sent  Major  Leon  Hall,  thanking  him  for  his  contribu- 
tion to  the  Conference  through  his  talks  at  Conference  and  in  District 
meetings  last  spring.  A  telegram  of  love  and  sympathy  was  sent  to 
Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  and  a  note  to  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson. 

Mrs.  Gates,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel,  read 
the  section  of  the  By-Laws  which  sets  up  this  committee,  and  explained 
the  scholarship  requirements.  She  spoke  of  the  applicants  this  year,  and 
gave  details  of  handling  the  applications.  Since  no  N.  C.  Conference 
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girl  has  been  placed  at  Bennett  College,  motion  was  made  and  passed 
that  the  two  one  hundred  dollar  scholarships  at  Bennett  be  used  as 
the  College  and  the  N.  C.  Conference  Missionary  Personnel  Com- 
mittee find  most  worthy  recipients. 

Division  scholarships  cannot  be  given  unless  the  applicants  intend 
to  take  work  under  the  Division  and,  because  of  this  situation,  the 
Scarritt  Associates  money  fills  a  distinct  need.  Mrs.  Gates  urged  that 
local  societies  work  toward  contributions  to  this  fund. 

Miss  Lamb,  reporting  for  Spiritual  Life  Committee,  gave  recom- 
mendations from  committee  at  Junaluska:  (1)  that  chairman  of  Con- 
ference Spiritual  Life  Committee  be  elected  at  same  time  and  in  same 
manner  as  other  Conference  officers  and  be  made  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Board;  (2)  that  Conference  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
meet  twice  a  year;  (3)  that  chairman  of  Conference  and  local  Com- 
mittee on  Spiritual  Life  be  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee. 

She  added  that  a  retreat,  if  it  is  to  be  called  a  retreat,  must  last 
3  days.  At  Junaluska  it  was  decided  to  ask  each  Conference  to  ap- 
propriate $25.00  for  a  retreat  at  Scarritt.  She  added  that  the  Louis- 
burg  retreat  will  be  held  just  before  the  Young  People's  meetings. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Bradshaw  spoke  on  the  "Unified  Plan  for  the  Youth 
of  Our  Church."  He  explained  the  old  set-up,  present  and  future 
plans.  In  explaining  the  youth  fund,  pledges,  etc.,  he  stressed  that  the 
pledges  are  not  the  fourth  Sunday  money,  but  are  over  and  above  the 
fourth  Sunday  contributions.  After  this  very  informative  talk,  motion 
carried  that  the  fall  shall  be  used  for  education  and  promotion  of  this 
plan  which  shall  be  put  into  effect  in  January.  Mr.  Bradshaw  recom- 
mended that  the  local  secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work 
be  a  member  of  the  Joint  Committee  and  be  made  adult  counselor 
to  youth  groups.  The  pastor  shall  take  the  initiative  in  organization. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  the  minutes  of  the  Student  Commission  and  of 
the  Commission  on  Rural  Work.  Both  praised  highly  the  deaconesses 
and  their  effective  work.  It  was  moved  that  the  Finance  Committee 
arrange  finances  for  these  projects.  Mrs.  Thorne  reported  for  the 
Commission  on  Industrial  Work,  and  added  a  glowing  report  of  Miss 
Stegar's  work  from  the  mill  superintendent  at  Laurinburg. 

Miss  Robertson  asked  that  money  be  sent  for  car  upkeep  to  Miss 
Brooks  as  sufflies,  and  Mrs.  Lawrence  listed  needs  at  Laurinburg.  Miss 
Gardner  was  asked  to  give  publicity  to  the  needs  of  each,  emphasizing 
money  for  equipment. 

Deaconesses  will  attend  meetings  if  expenses  are  paid  by  districts. 
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Mrs.  Hood  stated  that  district  secretaries  will  use  a  blank  conform- 
ing with  the  local  report  for  annual  report  next  year. 

Mrs.  Edens  presented  a  problem  for  her  district — the  Indian  Res- 
ervation. The  Indians  at  Pembroke  have  asked  for  an  organization. 
A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the  Board,  giving  her  a  vote  of 
confidence  and  a  promise  to  stand  behind  her,  authorize  Mrs.  Edens 
to  organize  the  Indians  who  are  requesting  it. 

By  motion,  the  length  of  the  January  Board  meeting  was  left  to 
the  Administrative  Committee. 

By  motion  also,  the  Executive  officers  shall  form  ?  nucleus  of  the 
Administrative  Committee,  and  the  president  shall  appoint  the  other 
two  at  her  convenience. 

Mrs.  Thorne,  Mrs.  Boone  and  Mrs.  Matthews  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  By-Laws. 

The  question  of  membership  in  the  Legislative  Council  was  held 
over  until  January. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  was  asked  to  speak  at  the  luncheon,  which  she  did, 
briefly  and  effectively,  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  after  prayer 
by  Mrs.  McKinne. 


The  Executive  Board  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  Methodist  Church,  met  at  10:00  a.  m.,  February 
5,  1942,  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  with  22  members 
present. 

Rev.  W.  A.  Cade  led  the  devotions,  reading  the  story  of  the 
anointing  of  Jesus  by  Mary  of  Bethany.  He  stressed  Mary's  insight 
and  foresight  as  she  discerned  divine  love  in  the  heart  of  Jesus. 

After  excerpts  from  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  had  been 
read,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Major  Leon  Hall,  who 
is  now  a  chaplain  on  board  a  transport,  acknowledging  the  message 
she  had  sent  him  at  the  request  of  the  1941  Conference.  Mrs.  Hood 
moved  that  a  message  of  love  and  sympathy  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Dan  Law- 
rence, whose  husband  is  critically  ill. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  president,  expressed  appreciation  for  the 
presence  of  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  whose  sister  passed  away  recently, 
and  led  a  prayer  for  strength  and  courage  for  Mrs.  McKinne. 

Mrs.  Hood  and  Mrs.  McKinne  gave  interesting  figures  for  the 
year,  noting  encouraging  increases  in  every  department.  The  latter's 
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suggestion  that  the  Conference  make  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  and  Mrs.  J. 
LeGrand  Everett  Honorary  Life  Patrons  met  with  approval. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  reported  that  the  Conference  pledge  at  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference  was  $43,000.00.  In  this  connection  she  urged 
that  spiritual  defense  be  kept  before  the  people.  A  discussion  of  the 
pledges  from  the  districts  followed  and  each  district  secretary  volun- 
teered to  increase  the  estimate  she  had  previously  sent  in. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  reported  on  Children's  Work  and  much  dis- 
cussion was  given  to  Baby  Specials.  Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  N.  C. 
Conference  proceed  according  to  the  Board  ruling  and  discontinue  Baby 
Specials  as  formerly  conducted.  Motion  carried.  Honorary  Baby  Life 
Memberships  will  be  continued. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary  spoke  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  answer- 
ed many  questions. 

Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts  discussed  the  Youth  Fellowship  and  ex- 
plained that  while  there  should  be  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's 
Work  in  each  local  society,  it  is  not  the  field  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  to 
organize  young  people.  It  merely  co-operates. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  stated  that  the  N.  C.  Conference  held  a  high 
comparative  rank  in  the  S.  E.  Jurisdictional  report,  urged  the  in- 
crease of  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes,  discussed  the  Effici- 
ency Aim,  and  moved  that  twenty  dollars  be  appropriated  for  instruc- 
tor in  the  study  of  Latin  America  at  the  Duke  Pastors'  School  in  the 
summer.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  dismissed  the  session  with  prayer. 

After  a  song  in  unison  and  prayer  by  Miss  Lamb,  business  was 
resumed  at  2:00  p.  m. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  reviewed  briefly  the  year's  work,  giving  the 
bright  and  dark  spots  statistically,  recommended  the  use  of  the  Con- 
ference Calendar,  and  appealed  for  the  promotion  of  the  department 
through  study  as  this  is  essential  to  its  growth. 

Mrs.  R.  H.  Broome  spoke  of  the  great  demand  for  program 
material  and  the  delays  caused  by  much  literature  being  still  on  the 
press. 

A  note  from  Mrs.  McKinne  was  read. 

Miss  Gardner  read  her  recommendations  and  asked  for  help  and 
suggestions  for  an  exhibit  at  the  1942  Conference.  She  moved  that 
Rev.  A.  P.  Robinson  be  invited  to  the  Conference  and  presented.  She 
asked  that  letters  be  written  to  the  N.  C.  Christian  Advocate  in  appreci- 
ation for  the  privilege  of  the  Woman's  Page,  and  to  Miss  Brittingham 
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in  appreciation  of  the  Methodist  Woman.  Her  requests  were  granted. 

Miss  Lamb  reported  that  she  had  made  copies  of  Executive  Board 
minutes  from  1929-1940.  She  was  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for 
her  splendid  work.  The  minutes  are  typed  on  sheets  the  size  of  the 
Conference  Journal  pages  and  are  fastened  in  place  in  the  file  of 
minutes.  She  gave  highlights  of  her  report  and  asked  for  the  privilege 
of  having  the  Spiritual  Life  leaders  of  the  Conference  in  an  all-day 
meeting  soon. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight 
as  secretary  of  Supplies.  This  was  accepted  with  regret  and  thanks  for 
her  excellent  work. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  appointed  as  Research  Committee:  Mrs.  L.  C. 
Larkin,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson,  Mrs.  J.  L.  De- 
Laney. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  asked  permission  to  bring  the  report  of  the  By- 
Laws  Committee  to  the  March  meeting. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Gates  that  the  Executive  Board  recom- 
mend to  the  Conference  that  delegates  to  the  Assembly  as  elected  at 
the  1941  Conference  stand  and  that  any  woman  who  wishes  to  go 
at  her  own  or  at  district  expense — up  to  quota — may  be  made  a  delegate. 
Motion  carried. 

When  the  matter  of  appropriations  was  brought  up,  by  motion  it 
was  decided  to  pay  the  $15.00  asked  for  the  Conference  Calendar,  but 
other  appropriations  were  held  over.  Motion  was  made  that  the  Finance 
Committee  study  these  items  and  report  to  the  March  meeting.  Motion 
carried. 

Mrs.  Hood's  suggestion  that  the  minutes  of  the  1942  Conference 
be  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Walter  Patten  met  with  unanimous  approval. 

After  prayer  by  Mrs.  Hillman,  the  meeting  stood  adjourned.

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  made  the  following  announcements:  Duke  Pas- 
tors' School,  June  8-13,  Miss  Oscie  Sanders,  teacher;  Christian  Work- 
ers Assembly  at  Louisburg  College,  July  6-8 — Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman 
will  teach  a  course  on  the  work  of  W.  S.  C.  S. ;   the  School  of  Mis- 
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sions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  July  23-August  4.  Each  society  is  requested 
to  send  at  least  one  person  to  Louisburg.  The  expense  will  be  five 
dollars  and  linen  must  be  brought. 

The  following  appropriations  were  made:  For  the  School  of  Mis- 
sions at  Junaluska,  $125.00;  for  the  Spiritual  Life  meeting  at  Louis- 
burg, June  16-17,  $50.00;  for  the  Leadership  School  for  Negro  Wo- 
men at  Winston-Salem,  July  6-11,  $35.00;  for  membership  in  the 
Legislative  Council  for  the  next  two  years,  $25.00. 

It  has  been  requested  that  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education, 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  Publica- 
tions be  sent  to  the  School  of  Missions.  Distribution  of  the  appropria- 
tion was  left  to  Mrs.  Boone  and  the  Administrative  Committee.  It 
was  urged  that  potential  leadership  be  stressed  in  the  selection  of  the 
recipients  of  these  appropriations. 

As  it  has  also  been  requested  that  Spiritual  Life  leaders  be  sent  to 
the  Ashram  at  Blue  Ridge,  Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  Conference  send 
a  representative  to  the  Ashram,  the  representative  to  be  selected  and 
the  amount  appropriated  to  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  stated  that  a  Seminar  for  Secretaries  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  will  be  held  at  Garrett,  Evanston,  111.,  and  the  Con- 
ference is  asked  to  send  a  name  to  the  Division. 

The  selection  of  a  teacher  for  the  Leadership  School  in  Winston- 
Salem  was  left  to  Mrs.  Cutchin  and  her  committee. 

Mrs.  Gates  again  made  it  clear  that  the  Personnel  Committee  can 
not  recommend  Junior  College  candidates  for  training  at  Scarritt. 
For  Woman's  Division  scholarships,  only  mature  persons  with  some 
experience  can  be  accepted. 

Mrs.  McKinne  spoke  of  changes  required  by  Mrs.  Fulton.  Here- 
after Life  Memberships  will  be  ordered  and  sent  out  once  each  month; 
they  must  reach  Mrs.  McKinne  by  the  fifth  of  the  month. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne,  reporting  for  the  By-Laws  Committee,  said 
they  had  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  staggering  system  is  not  suited 
to  the  Conference  needs.  She  called  attention  to  an  error  in  the  By- 
Laws,  as  No.  4  and  No.  5  are  contradictory.  No.  4  was  deleted. 

A  note  was  read  from  Mrs.  Walter  Patten,  thanking  the  Board 
for  honoring  her  by  dedicating  the  1942  Conference  Journal  to  her. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone 
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and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  as  members  of  the  Administrative  Committee, 
and  Mrs.  Walter  Patten  as  a  member  of  the  By-Laws  Committee. 

Emphasis  was  given  to  dates  for  reports — district  secretaries  being 
asked  to  conform  with  the  books  of  the  local  corresponding  secretary 
and  accept  reports  from  societies  up  to  the  fifth  of  the  month. 

Miss  Gardner  displayed  the  Conference  scrapbook. 

Mrs.  Gates  explained  the  absence  of  Miss  Florine  Robertson,  who 
was  greatly  missed.

TUESDAY,  MARCH  10,  1942 

The  first  session  of  the  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  was 
called  to  order  at  two  o'clock,  Tuesday  afternoon,  March  10th,  by 
the  president,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  in  Edenton  Street  Church, 
Raleigh,  N.  C. 

For  the  opening  meditation,  Mrs.  Paul  N.  Garber  used  the  ques- 
tion, "What  Have  You  in  Your  House?"  The  Scripture  from  which 
she  took  the  question  was  the  seventeenth  chapter  of  First  Kings,  the 
story  of  the  widow  whose  handful  of  meal  and  cruse  of  oil  became 
an  abundance  for  her  daily  needs  when  she  willingly  and  unhesitating- 
ly shared  it.  Mrs.  Garber  urged  that  homes  be  filled  with  courage, 
trust,  beauty,  security,  and  love. 

Following  the  prayer  hymn,  "Above  the  Hills  of  Time,"  beauti- 
fully sung  by  Mrs.  John  F.  Finlator,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts,  president  of 
the  hostess  society,  cordially  welcomed  the  Conference  to  the  hospital- 
ity and  fellowship  of  the  church  and  the  spiritual  blessings  that  attend 
such  meetings.  A  gracious  response  by  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson  of  White- 
ville,  included  reference  to  the  great  influence  for  good  which  has 
emanated  from  Edenton  Street  Church  during  the  years  it  has  existed. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  added  her  personal  word  of  appreciation  and  ap- 
pointed the  following  committees:

*Reports  of  the  recording  secretary,  the  vice-president,  secretary 
of  Literature  and  secretary  of  Publicity  and  Publications  were  given 
and  accepted.  Miss  Gardner  also  read  the  recommendations  of  her 
department  which  were  adopted.  She  then  gave  her  report  as  editor 
of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate. 
In  this  connection  she  spoke  appreciatively  of  the  publicity  Rev.  Allyn 
P.  Robinson,  Jr.,  secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches, 
had  given  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference   in  his  broadcasts,  and

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presented  Mr.  Robinson,  who  spoke  briefly  of  the  Council's  goals  and 
achievements. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  requested  those  attending  an  Annual  Conference 
for  the  first  time  to  stand.  Her  request  evoked  a  large  response,  as  did 
a  similar  request  that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  delegates  stand. 

The  report  of  the  Registration  Committee  gave  a  total  of  223 
members  of  the  Conference  and  3  official  guests  registered  at  the  first 
session. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  then  introduced  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
expressing  in  well  chosen  words  the  affection  of  the  Conference  for 
Miss  McKinnon. 

Miss  McKinnon  prefaced  her  remarks  with  a  gracious  expression 
of  her  love  and  loyalty  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  of  her 
appreciation  for  the  Honorary  Life  Patron  membership  given  her  last 
year.  She  gave  much  information  about  those  areas  directly  affected 
by  war,  but  she  emphasized  that  the  fact  to  be  remembered  is  that  the 
church  has  been  established  in  each  of  these  countries  where  there  are 
many  faithful  workers,  effective  witnesses  to  the  power  of  the  gospel; 
that  the  greatest  opportunity  the  church  has  ever  had  faces  it  in  western 
China  now,  and  that  giving  to  missions  must  be  increased  because  the 
opportunity  is  attended  by  equally  great  need.  She  closed  with  the  hope- 
ful note  that  as  the  world  is  united  in  conflict,  perhaps  the  greatest 
good  that  can  come  out  of  the  war  will  be  a  united  Christianity. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
gave  her  report  and  read  the  recommendations  of  her  department, 
which  were  adopted.  She  then  displayed  the  Lillie  Moore  Everette 
Jubilee  Jewel,  given  annually  to  the  district  secretary  reporting  the 
largest  number  of  societies  holding  three  study  classes,  which  she 
awarded  to  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  secretary  of  the  Wilmington  District. 
Mrs.  Edens  accepted  it  joyously,  giving  credit  to  her  district  and  to 
the  past  district  secretary,  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson. 

After  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  L.  A.  Watts,  the 
session  adjourned. 

EVENING 

An  organ  prelude,  followed  by  the  hymn,  "The  Church's  One 
Foundation,"  opened  the  evening  session.  Dr.  John  C.  Glenn,  pastor 
of  Edenton  Street  Church,  read  the  Scripture  lesson,  John  1:1-9,  and 
Rev.  R.  L.  Jerome,  pastor  of  Hayes  Barton  Church,  offered  prayer. 
The  choir  sang  the  anthem,  "Sanctus,"  by.  Gounod. 
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Mrs.  Chadwick  presented  Bishop  Clare  Purcell. 

Bishop  Purcell  congratulated  the  Conference  on  excelling  in  four 
areas  of  service,  since  statistics  coming  to  his  desk  showed  that  in  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  ranked  first  in  achieving  the  Efficiency 
Aim,  and  second  or  third  in  number  of  new  societies,  number  of  new 
members,  and  in  the  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer.  He  read  the 
fifth  verse  of  the  first  chapter  of  John,  "And  the  light  shineth  in  the 
darkness  and  the  darkness  comprehendeth  it  not,"  and  admitted  that 
in  these  trying  times  a  spirit  of  defeatism  tempts  us  to  feel  that  the 
light  has  gone  out,  particularly  in  the  missionary  program.  Because  we 
have  been  disillusioned  by  changes,  because  of  a  spirit  of  inquiry  and 
restlessness,  because  we  have  mistaken  false  lights  for  true  ones  and 
reflected  light  for  the  source  of  light,  we  have  been  building  a  founda- 
tion on  insecure  values.  He  advised  us  to  seek  lights  that  can  not  be 
extinguished,  such  as  truth,  beauty,  and  finally  a  dream  of  a  better 
world — the  Church  triumphant. 

At  the  close  of  this  stirring  message,  Dr.  H.  I.  Glass,  superintendent 
of  Raleigh  District,  administered  the  sacrament  of  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  Rev.  Robert  Jerome,  pastor,  Hayes-Barton  Church;  Rev. 
H.  M.  McLamb,  pastor,  Fairmont;  Rev.  R.  G.  Dawson,  pastor,  Per- 
son Street;  Rev.  W.  B.  Penny,  pastor  of  Jenkins  Memorial. 

WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  11,  1942 
MORNING 

After  the  prelude  and  the  hymn,  "Lead  On,  O  King  Eternal," 
Mrs.  Paul  N.  Garber  chose  as  her  theme  II  Timothy  4:7,  "I  Have 
Fought  a  Good  Fight."  Mrs.  Garber  urged  Christians  to  fight  with 
the  following  weapons:  an  united  church,  tolerance,  humility,  joy, 
truth,  praise  and  gratitude,  prayer,  and  by  witnessing  by  their  lives. 

Following  Mrs.  Garber's  inspiring  meditation,  Mrs.  O.  S.  Slaun- 
white  sang  "Spirit  of  God,  Descend  Upon  My  Heart." 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Conference  secretary,  gave  her  report 
which  held  a  most  encouraging  note  of  increase  in  interest,  of  financial, 
numerical,  and  spiritual  growth.  She  then  conducted  the  Secretaries' 
Hour.  In  the  absence  of  Miss  Florine  Robertson,  the  first  in  her  four- 
teen years  of  service,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren  of  Chapel  Hill,  read  the 
report  of  the  Durham  District.  The  six  other  secretaries  were  present 
and  gave  excellent  reports,   each  showing  earnest  endeavor,   untiring 
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effort,  devotion  to  duty,  and  a  high  degree  of  success  in  their  varied 
activities,  from  the  work  on  the  Outer  Banks  to  the  Camps  which 
have  brought  new  opportunities  for  service.  At  the  close  of  her  report, 
Mrs.  Matthews  presented  Mrs.  Chadwick  with  an  Honorary  Life 
Patron  membership  as  a  token  of  the  New  Bern  District's  affection 
and  loyalty.  Mrs.  Edens  asked  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  and  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Gates  to  come  to  the  platform.  Mrs.  Gates,  reviewing  the  labor  of 
love  which  Mrs.  Boney  had  contributed  to  the  Conference,  presented 
her  an  Honorary  Life  Patron  membership — a  gift  from  the  Rose  Hill 
Society. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  the  Korean  Urn,  awarded  each  year  to 
the  district  with  the  largest  number  of  societies  reaching  the  Efficiency 
Aim,  and  the  Korean  candlestick,  awarded  each  year  to  the  district 
making  the  largest  contribution  ,were  again  won  by  the  Durham  Dis- 
trict. These  were  accepted  by  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren. 

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  gave  her  report  as  treasurer. 

Honorary  Life  Patron  memberships  were  presented  from  the  Con- 
ference to  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  by  Mrs.  McKinne,  to  Mrs.  N.  E.  Edger- 
ton  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  and  to  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett.  As  it 
was  not  possible  for  Mrs.  Everett  to  be  present,  her  most  appreciative 
letter  accepting  the  honor  was  read  by  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone.  As  a  climax 
to  this  hour  Miss  McKinnon  came  to  the  platform  and  presented  an 
Honorary  Life  Patron  membership  to  Mrs.  McKinne.  The  Confer- 
ence rose  in  tribute  to  Mrs.  McKinne. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne  introduced  the  president,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chad- 
wick, and  presided  while  Mrs.  Chadwick  gave  the  president's  annual 
message.  She  gave  a  resume  of  the  year's  achievements,  showed  the 
points  of  strength  and  weakness  in  the  organization,  and  closed  with 
a  plea  for  an  all-out  effort  to  make  the  coming  year  a  better  one. 

Miss  McKinnon  was  presented  again  and  continued  to  share  her 
wonderful  fund  of  information  concerning  the  missionaries  abroad 
and  the  fields  which  they  have  been  cultivating.  She  spoke  particularly 
of  the  European  situation  and  those  mission  fields  not  directly  affected 
by  war,  stressing  the  need  for  missionaries  that  will  face  the  church 
when  peace  comes,  mentioning  some  of  the  methods  that  are  being 
used  to  prepare  for  this  challenge — such  as  language  schools. 

She  contrasted  the  work  in  China  where  many  of  the  Christians 
are  from  the  upper  classes  who  have  witnessed  to  the  less  fortunate 
and  in  India  where  the  situation  is  reversed.  The  need  for  additional 
funds  to  expand  the  work  in  India,  for  more  and  better  literature  that 
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will  aid  in  Christianizing  homes,  for  making  literate  the  Christian 
converts  was  placed  before  the  Conference. 

She  added  that  the  greatest  centers  of  good  will  between  the 
Americas  are  the  mission  centers  and  gave  details  of  the  educational 
phase  of  the  work  in  Latin  America.  She  spoke  of  Africa — a  continent 
in  whose  people  only  the  church  has  any  genuine  interest;  a  country 
which  has  no  integrating  forces  outside  the  church.  Her  word  pictures 
of  conditions  in  Belgian  Congo,  Angola,  and  Portugese  East  Africa 
were  very  vivid  and  showed  the  compelling  need  of  expansion  in  the 
mission  program.  Miss  McKinnon  did  not  advocate  contributing  to 
any  one  of  these  needs,  but  to  lift  the  level  of  giving  to  such  a  height 
that  all  this  territory  may  be  included  in  the  program.  Her  closing 
admonition  to  the  individual  and  the  small  society  was  to  remember  that 
Christ  laid  stress,  on  faithfulness  in  little  things. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  graciously  thanked  Miss  McKinnon  for  her  con- 
tribution to  the  Conference  and  the  audience  stood  in  appreciation  for 
her  splendid  messages. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  read  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Promotion  and  Finance  which  were  adopted  as  read. 

Telegrams  were  read  from  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight  and  Mrs.  T.  S. 
Newbold.  Motion  was  made  that  these  messages  be  acknowledged  and 
that  messages  be  sent  to  the  W.  N.  C.  Conference,  Mrs.  N.  H.  D. 
Wilson,  Miss  Florine  Robertson,  and  the  Baptist  W.  M.  U.  Later 
messages  were  received  from  Miss  Sarah  McCracken,  Mrs.  N.  H.  D- 
Wilson,  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice of  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  and  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 

Miss  Vara  Herring,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesies, 
presented  the  past  presidents  of  the  Conference,  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb, 
Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman;  the  pastor  and  assistant 
pastor  of  Edenton  Street  Church,  Dr.  John  C.  Glenn  and  Rev.  J.  H. 
Overton,  Jr.;  District  Superintendent  Dr.  H.  I.  Glass;  Rev.  C.  P. 
Jerome,  superannuate  minister,  father  of  Rev.  R.  L.  Jerome,  pastor 
of  Hayes  Barton  Church;  Miss  Frances  Burkhead,  president  and 
charter  member  of  the  Mary  Pescud  Society,  Miss  Sallie  Reece  and 
Mrs.  Melissa  Hoover,  members  of  the  Society;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.  H. 
Lewis,  missionaries;  Miss  Ellen  Nevitt,  missionary  to  China;  Mrs. 
R.  W.  Bradshaw,  Sr.j  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts,  president  of  W.  S.  C.  S., 
Edenton  Street  Church;  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineburger,  General  chairman 
of  Entertainment;  Mrs.  A.  Wray  White,  chairman  of  Registration; 
Mrs.  Marion  Wyatt,  chairman  of  Homes;  Mrs.  H.  F.  Sawyer,  chair-

Following  the  introductions  and  announcements,  Mrs.  Chadwick 
presented  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  Professor  of  Bible,  Peace  Junior  College, 
who  led  the  noon  meditation.  Miss  Steele  directed  the  thoughts  of  her 
listeners  to  the  question,  What  is  it  in  our  lives  that  demands  priority? 
Her  theme  was  found  in  Philippians  1:10 — "I  pray  for  you  that  you 
may  be  given  a  sense  of  those  things  which  are  vital."  She  said  the  first 
great  priority  in  Christian  living  is  contained  in  Christ's  command  and 
invitation — Come — and  asked  her  hearers  to  examine  their  relation  to 
Christ  both  as  to  service  and  fellowship. 

The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  W.  B.  Penny  and  the 
meeting  recessed  for  lunch. 

AFTERNOON 

2:00  P.  M. 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  muted  organ  music  and  Mrs. 
Leigh  Sheep  conducted  the  Memorial  Service.  This  service  was  fittingly 
closed  by  Mr.  Ed  Hill's  sympathetic  and  beautiful  rendition  of  Dvorak's 
"Going  Home." 

Mrs.  Chadwick  presented  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane  of  Raleigh,  member 
of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Mrs.  Col- 
trane mentioned  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Board,  dealt  briefly  with 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division,  and  touched  some  general  con- 
clusions: Methodists  do  not  wish  to  cultivate  hate  and  deplore  its 
growth;  Methodists  want  the  Board  to  preserve  a  balanced  missionary 
program;  they  want  information  on  mission  fields  in  the  war  area; 
Methodists  have  faith.  She  closed  with  a  plea  for  spiritual  as  well  as 
numerical  growth. 

Miss  Priscilla  Stegar,  Industrial  deaconess  at  East  Laurinburg; 
Miss  Elizabeth  Tittsworth,  Student  counselor  at  East  Carolina  Teach- 
ers College;  and  Miss  Ruth  Brooks,  Rural  deaconess  on  the  Person 
Circuit,  were  introduced.  These  efficient  and  versatile  young  women 
gave  intimate  glimpses  of  their  work  and  its  splendid  results. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary,  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  gave  a 
report  which  showed  steady  growth  in  that  field.

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  introduced  those  members  of  her  Board  who 
were  present  and  read  her  report.  She  also  read  the  recommendations 
for  her  department  which  were  adopted.  She  added  a  recommenda- 
tion which  she  asked  the  Conference  to  approve,  to  be  sent  to  Miss 
Thelma  Stevens,  Executive  secretary  of  the  Division,  as  follows: 

RECOMMENDATION:    CHRISTIAN    SOCIAL   RELATIONS    AND 
LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

The  North  Carolina  Conference,  having  approved  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee,  wishes  to  submit  to  Miss  Thelma  Stevens,  our  Executive  secre- 
tary, the  following-  recommendation  for  her  support  and  promotion  throughout 
the  Conferences  of  the  U.  S.  A. : 

Whereas,  our  President  has  the  power  to  establish  "War-time  Prohibition"; 
and,  whereas  our  Government  deems  it  necessary  to  ration  sugar;  recognizing 
that  sugar  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  alcoholic  beverages;  that  such  beverages 
are  not  essential  to  national  defense;  accepting  the  figures  of  statisticians  regard- 
ing the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  in  areas  adjacent  to  our  camps;  as  the  Secretary 
of  our  Army  and  Secretary  of  our  Navy  are  unwilling  to  deprive  our  men  in 
service  of  intoxicating  drinks,  when  civilians  may  indulge  in  the  privilege  of 
its  use;  we  recommend  that  all  women  in  United  Methodism  throughout  the 
United  States  pledge  ourselves  to  the  cause  of  Temperance,  seeking  to  eradicate 
the  sale  of  liquors  during  our  national  emergency.  To  this  end  we  urge  every 
sympathetic  believer  to  write  personal  letters,  seeking  to  influence  the  President 
of  our  nation  to  use  his  power  to  protect  us  from  this  great  evil  which  threatens 
us  from  within. 
The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  introduced  Miss  Jane  Ellen  Nevitt,  missionary  to 
China,  who  described  conditions  and  attitudes  in  Foochow  at  three 
different  periods. 

Mrs.  McKinne  asked  Mrs.  Gates  to  join  her  at  the  chancel  for  the 
pledge  service. 

The  district  secretaries  came  forward  and  made  their  pledges  as 
follows:

The  cordial 
welcome  of  Mr.  Barnes  and  his  staff,  the  bright  smiles  of  the  children, 
the  varied  program  given  by  the  well  trained  Glee  Club,  the  informal 
remarks  of  Hon.  Josephus  Daniels  to  which  Mrs.  Chadwick  responded, 
the  excellent  food,  all  combined  to  make  this  an  occasion  long  to  be 
remembered  by  every  one  who  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  present. 

EVENING

The  evening  service  was  opened  with  the  hymn,  "Heralds  of 
Christ,"  after  which  Rev.  R.  G.  Dawson,  pastor  of  Person  Street 
Church,  read  selected  verses  from  the  seventeenth  chapter  of  Acts, 
and  Rev.  H.  M.  McLamb,  pastor  of  Fairmont  Church,  offered  prayer. 
The  choir  sang  "Gloria"  from  "Twelfth  Mass." 

Mrs.  Chadwick  introduced  Dr.  W.  A.  Stanbury,  pastor  of  Cen- 
tenary Methodist  Church,  Winston-Salem.  Dr.  Stanbury  brought  a 
forceful  message  on  the  task  of  the  church  in  bringing  to  pass  Christ's 
dream  of  a  new  world  order. 

THURSDAY,  MARCH  12,  1942 
MORNING 

9:00  A.  M. 

The  Thursday  morning  session  brought  the  third  of  Mrs.  Paul  N. 
Garber's  uplifting  meditation  hours.  Mrs.  Chadwick,  in  introducing 
Mrs.  Garber,  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Conference  for  the  inspira- 
tion of  these  opening  meditations. 

Mrs.  Garber  read  from  the  sixth  chapter  of  Matthew  and  devel- 
oped the  theme,  "Christ  for  Victory,"  leaving  the  thought  that  victory 
is  only  in  Christ  and  through  faith  in  Him  can  be  built  in  Christian 
lives. 

Mr.  Barrett  Wilson  sang  "Breathe  On  Me,  Breath  of  God." 

Mrs.  P.  F.  Newton  reported  that  the  minutes  had  been  read  and 
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corrected.  The  recording  secretary  read  the  final  report  of  the  Regis- 
tration Committee. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  chairman  of  the  Research  Committee,  presented 
the  name  of  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker  for  secretary  of  Supplies.  Mrs.  W.  H. 
Taft,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Smithson,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Royal,  and  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Wilkins  were  appointed  tellers.  Their  report,  which  was  brought  in 
later,  gave  Mrs.  Hooker  a  large  majority. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Bradshaw  discussed  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship 
and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Gates  read  the  recommendations  for  Young  Women's 
and  Girls'  Work  for  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  who  could  not  be  present. 

Baby  Life  memberships,  gifts  of  the  Conference,  were  presented  by 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne  to  Gary  Glenn,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
Glenn  and  grandson  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  John  C.  Glenn;  to  James  E. 
Hillman,  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  James  E.  Hillman;  to  Earl  Winfree 
Brian,  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Earl  Brian.  To  Jean  Gray  Jerome,  daugh- 
ter of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Jerome,  gift  of  the  Hayes  Barton  Meth- 
odist Church;  the  presentation  was  made  by  Mrs.  McKinne.  An  Adult 
Life  membership,  gift  of  the  Conference,  was  presented  to  Mrs. 
Mattie  Ellis  Gardner,  this  presentation  also  being  made  by  Mrs. 
Thorne. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  and  Mrs. 
H.  Lee  Thomas,  secretary  of  Student  Work,  read  their  reports  and 
recommendations,  all  of  which  were  accepted.  Mrs.  Thorne  read  the 
report  of  Mrs.  W.  L.  Knight,  secretary  of  Supplies,  which  was  also 
adopted. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  spoke  hurriedly  of  the  great  scope  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  its  achievements  since  its  inception,  and  the 
goals  it  has  set. 

Miss  Nevitt  again  spoke  of  China,  showing  that  where  doors  are 
closed  in  the  way  of  Christian  progress,  God  opens  other  doors. 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  accepted:  The  Spiritual  Life 
Committee,  read  by  Miss  Lamb;  The  Status  of  Women,  by  Mrs. 
E.  A.  Simmons;  Missionary  Personnel,  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates;  Mrs. 
Leigh  Sheep  for  Scarritt  Associates,  Mrs.  John  Park  read  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee. 

Mrs.  Gates  emphasized  that  graduates  of  junior  colleges  are  not 
eligible  for  scholarships  at  Scarritt.  She  read  portions  of  letters  from 
Misses  Mary  Nichols  and  Sarah  Massey.  She  also  announced  that  Mrs. 
D.  S.  Coltrane,  who  is  on  the  Personnel  Committee  of  the  Woman's 
Division,  has  been  added  to  the  Conference  Committee. 
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Orphanage  interests  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood. 

Dr.  Walter  Patten  was  recognized.  He  talked  briefly  of  the  plans 
for  and  ideals  of  Louisburg  College  of  which  he  is  president. 

Rev.  R.  G.  Dawson  was  recognized.  He  presented  the  cause  of 
the  Conference  Brotherhood,  explaining  the  plan  for  non-beneficiary 
memberships. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Board  to 
dedicate  the   1942  Conference  Journal  to  Mrs.  Walter  Patten. 

Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  matter  of  a  resolution  asking  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  for  "War-time  Prohibition"  be  left  to  Mrs. 
Cutchin,  the  president,  and  Conference  secretary.  Carried.  Mrs. 
Cutchin  asked  that  this  motion  should  not  relieve  individual  women  of 
their  responsibility  in  writing  personal  appeals  for  this  same  cause. 

An  invitation  extended  by  Mrs.  Gunn  for  the  Third  Annual  Con- 
ference to  meet  in  Wilson  was  accepted  by  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Mrs.  Glenn  Pendleton,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions, gave  a  very  appreciative  and  inclusive  report.  The  report  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  added  her  personal  appre- 
ciation for  the  thoughtful  planning  and  many  courtesies. 

The  Conference  hymn  was  sung  and  Miss  Lucy  Steele  brought 
the  closing  meditation.  She  referred  to  the  priorities  in  Christian  living 
— expressed  by  the  word  Come — as  discussed  in  her  first  period,  and 
turned  to  Christ's  other  great  word  which  demands  priority — Go. 

Dr.  John  C.  Glenn  pronounced  the  benediction  and  the  Second 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  was  adjourned.

MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  past  year,  my  first  one  as  the  president  of  the  Conference,  has  been  a 
busy  one,  but  a  year  filled  with  joy  and  privileges.  Because  of  the  sharing  of 
responsibility  with  other  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  because  of 
their  willing,  cheerful  service,  the  burdens  have  not  been  so  heavy  and  the  joys 
have  been  made  deeper  and  fuller.  Especially  would  I  pay  tribute  to  our  cor- 
responding secretary,  Mrs.  Hood,  for  her  faithful,  efficient  service  and  her 
interest  in  every  phase  of  the  Conference  work. 

There  is  no  fellowship  like  that  which  comes  from  working  together  in 
Christian  service  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  opportunity  of  having  a  place  of 
service  in  the  Methodist  Church. 

One  full  year  of  work  as  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  has  passed 
and  we  are  now  in  our  second  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  recent  months  and  take  stock  of  the  work  of  our 
new  organization  there  is  cause  for  rejoicing  and  our  hearts  are  grateful  to  our 
Father  who  has  brought  us  to  this  hour. 

Having  had  our  Organization  Conference  in  September,  1940,  and  having 
joined  with  the  other  seventeen  Conferences  of  our  area  in  the  Organization 
Conference  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  in  December,  1940,  we  entered 
1941  ready  for  work  as  a  united  organization. 

North  Carolina  Conference  gave  to  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  its  first 
president,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman.  Thereby  we  lost  her  as  our  president.  Her  resigna- 
tion was  presented  at  the  1941  session  of  the  Conference  in  March,  in  Rocky 
Mount.  Mrs.  Hillman  gave  to  the  Conference  three  years  of  splendid  service. 
During  her  administration  the  Conference  passed  through  the  trying  times  of 
union  and  re-organization.  To  her  wise  guidance  and  statesmanlike  leadership 
at  this  difficult  period  we  owe  much  of  the  success  of  our  first  year  and  the  fine 
fellowship  of  our  Confernece  personnel.  We  are  following  her  with  pride  and 
joy  as  she  leads  the  women  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  the  same  fine  way. 

There  was  a  charter  membership  of  420  societies  and  16,000  members.  We 
began  the  year  1941  with  459  societies  and  17,180  members  and  we  came  to  the 
end  of  the  year  with  494  societies  and  20,628  members,  a  net  gain  of  33  societies 
and  2,035  members. 

There  is  a  very  definite  effort  being  made  by  the  Organization  and  Promo- 
tion Department  of  the  Woman's  Division  to  have  a  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  in  every  church  throughout  Methodism.  Our  Conference  is  enter- 
ing into  this  plan  heartily  and  we  have  several  districts  with  an  organization 
in  every  charge.  No  district  has  reached  the  goal  of  having  a  society  in  every 
church,  but  some  are  not  far  from  the  goal  and  in  a  few  months  expect  to 
report  100  per  cent  in  this  line.  Missionary  literature  sent  to  these  churches, 
visits  from  neighboring  groups  and  constant,  friendly  cultivation  will  help 
greatly  in  hastening  organization.  Zone  leaders  by  visits,  letters  and  invitations 
to  zone  meetings  may  soon  have  every  unorganized  group  a  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 
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STUDENT  WORK 

This,  too,  is  a  new  department,  but  has  done  constructive  work  in  keeping 
the  students  in  touch  with  the  church  and  Christian  influences.  They  have  been 
invited  to  become  associate  church  members,  to  participate  in  the  Youth  Program, 
and  to  meet  each  other  socially.  It  has  helped  to  keep  the  student  conscious  of 
Christian  fellowship,  and  to  throw  around  him  the  influences  of  the  church. 

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILDS 

This,  also,  is  a  new  feature  of  our  work,  but  the  Business  and  Professional 
Women  are  very  much  at  home  in  this  department,  for  most  of  them  were 
members  of  the  Business  Groups  before  unification.  There  are  now  46  Guilds 
with  1,275  members.  Raleigh  District  leads  with  13  Guilds  and  468  members. 
The  contribution  of  service,  prayer,  and  finance  of  this  department  has  been 
liberal  and  in  keeping  with  the  interest  of  the  Group. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

These  two  departments  are  among  the  most  active  of  our  organization. 
Study  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  are  stressed 
at  all  zone  and  district  meetings,  as  well  as  by  letter  and  in  local  organizations. 
The  report  of  these  two  secretaries  will  show  the  growth  and  wide  scope  of 
their  activities.  The  7  76  Study  classes  reported  last  year  not  only  helped  to  edu- 
cate our  women  in  missions,  but  oftentimes  opened  the  way  for  projects  to  be 
carried  out  by  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A. 

The  co-operative  plan  of  Children's  Work  is  still  effective,  and  has  done  out- 
standing work  in  the  Sunday  school,  and  in  the  daily  vacation  Bible  schools. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  World  Outlook  and  the  Methodist  Woman  supplement  each  other,  and 
our  women  have  found  them  invaluable  in  disseminating  missionary  information, 
and  as  a  source  of  material  for  interest  groups,  circles,  worship  programs,  and 
daily  vacation  Bible  schools.  The  circulation  is  not  as  large  as  it  should  be  in 
order  to  have  a  well  informed  constituency,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  value  of 
these  periodicals  will  be  put  continually  before  our  women.  Every  officer  should 
be  a  subscriber  to  both  magazines,  and  individual  members  will  find  them  inter- 
esting, informative,  and  inspiring.  There  were  reported  2,084  subscribers  to  the 
World  Outlook,  and  2,154  to  the  Methodist  Woman.  We  hope  that  this  list  will 
be  greatly  enlarged  this  year. 

HONORARY  MEMBERSHIPS 

During  the  past  year  the  Conference  honored  itself  by  making  Mrs.  H.  J. 
Faison,  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson,  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  Life  Patrons.  Each  of 
these  ladies  has  been  untiring  in  her  devotion  and  service  to  the  missionary  cause, 
and  the  honor  was  a  tribute  of  love  from  the  women  of  the  Conference.  During 
the  year,  43  adults  have  been  honored  by  Life  Memberships,  97  babies  have  been 
made  Life  Members;  1  Honorary  Youth  and  4  Honorary  Junior  Memberships 
have  been  given.  Contributions  continue  to  come  in  from  Baby  Specials,  but  the 
work  of  that  department  has  not  been  stressed  as  in  previous  years. 
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EFFICIENCY  AIMS 

The  number  of  Societies  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aims  for  1941  were  112 — 
just  exactly  double  of  the  previous  year.  In  addition,  25  8  Societies  achieved  part 
of  the  Aims,  all  of  which  denotes  increased  interest  in  making  the  Societies 
efficient.  However,  only  8  points  were  to  be  achieved,  and  we  hope  the  Efficiency 
Aim  posters  of  this  year  will  be  an  added  incentive  to  the  Societies  to  use  these 
Aims  as  a  chart  by  which  to  guide  their  course. 

SUPPLIES  AND  FINANCE 

Our  Societies  continue  to  send  donations  for  Supplies,  and  their  activities 
have  been  directed  to  the  work  of  the  3  deaconesses  in  our  Conference,  Bethlehem 
Houses,  Paine  College,  Pine  Ridge,  Scarritt  College,  Vashti,  foreign  missions, 
and  needy  preachers.  A  total  of  $1,439.80  was  reported  contributed  to  this 
department. 

We  are  happy  over  our  finances  for  the  past  year,  but  the  treasurer  will  give 
you  a  detailed  account  in  her  report.  The  total  amount  received  in  1941  was 
$51,277.52,  and  the  total  amount  sent  to  the  Division  treasurer  was  $46,800, 
an  increase  of  $4,420  over  the  previous  year.  Of  the  amount  sent  in,  the  Wesleyan 
Guild  paid  $2,399.17,  and  we  overpaid  our  pledge  by  $5,000. 

CONCLUSION 

The  work  of  our  Conference  seems  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition.  While  we 
are  always  striving  for  new  levels,  and  see  much  to  be  accomplished,  there  are 
evidences  of  growth  and  development  in  each  department.  The  work  of  the 
three  deaconesses,  Misses  Brooks,  Tittsworth,  and  Stegar,  is  meeting  a  real  need 
in  their  respective  fields,  and  they  are  helping  to  make  the  Kingdom  of  God 
more  real  to  those  whom  they  serve.  We  are  expecting  Miss  Stegar  to  become 
better  established  in  her  work  with  the  contribution  of  a  Community  House  by 
the  mill  owners  of  Laurinburg.  Miss  Tittsworth  is  doing  a  fine  work  with  the 
Students  of  E.  C.  T.  C,  and  her  efforts  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  local 
church.  Miss  Brooks  is  doing  impressive  work  in  the  rural  area  of  Person 
Circuit  where  her  leadership  and  personal  contacts  have  contributed  much  to 
Christian  living. 

Altogether,  it  has  been  a  good  year,  and  we  are  truly  thankful.  In  the  crisis 
that  faces  our  nation  and  the  world,  we  face  new  opportunities  and  a  renewed 
challenge  to  interpret  the  Christ  way  of  life  to  our  day  and  generation.  In  this 
time  of  confusion,  we  must  prepare  for  peace;  in  the  chaos  that  follows  war, 
we  must  seek  to  help  reconstruct  a  world  in  which  Christian  principles  are 
observed  by  all  people.  We  would  "put  our  hand  in  the  hand  of  God,"  and 
face  this  year  with  hope  and  courage.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN 

MISSIONARY  COUNCIL,  NASHVILLE,  TENNESSEE, 

JANUARY  27-30,  1942 

The  Southeastern  Missionary  Council  was  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  of  the  Methodist  Church.  The  program  was 
presented  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultiva- 
tion of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  All  services  were 
open  to  the  public,  and  many  visitors,  as  well  as  delegates  from  the  1  7  Confer- 
ences of  this  area,  were  present. 

The  prograjn  was  divided  into  three  sections: 

(1)  The  General  Section,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Jurisdictional  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension,  met  each  morning  and  afternoon  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  missionary  matters  of  interest  to  the  whole  church.  These  meetings 
were  held  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  and  were  presided  over  by  Dr.  H.  P. 
Meyers,  president  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension. 

(2)  The  Woman's  Section,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  met  each  morning  and  afternoon  for  discussion, 
reports,  and  business  of  interest  to  the  Woman's  Society.  These  meetings  were 
held  in  the  historic  McKendree  Church,  and  were  presided  over  by  the  president, 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman. 

(3)  Joint  Sessions  were  held  daily  at  noon  (11:15-12:30)  and  in  the  evening 
in  the  War  Memorial  Auditorium.  There  we  heard  great  inspirational  addresses 
by  noted  missionary  leaders,  the  last  of  whom  was  Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones.  The 
entire  program  was  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  best  service  of  the  church 
in  a  world  at  war  was  to  strengthen  the  whole  fundamental  basis  of  its  mission- 
ary program.  We  were  urged  to  adjust  our  thinking,  and  the  program  of  the 
churches,  in  the  light  of  present  events;  to  obtain  new  experiences  and  convic- 
tions concerning  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  our  duty  to  proclaim  and  apply  it 
to  all  men  and  nations.  A  banner  with  the  motto,  "Christ  Binds  the  World 
Together,"  hung  over  the  platform  at  the  auditorium,  and  that  theme  ran 
through  the  entire  meeting. 

The  work  of  the  Woman's  Section  seemed  to  fall  into  three  parts,  too :  ( 1 ) 
The  Morning  Devotions;  (2)  Business,  discussions  and  reports;  (3)  Joint  meet- 
ings at  the  War  Memorial  Auditorium. 

The  morning  devotions  were  conducted  by  Dr.  T.  E.  Jones,  president  of 
Fiske  University.  A  man  of  marked  spirituality  and  deep  humility,  he  said  it 
was  our  duty  to  recreate  a  vision  of  the  world  in  times  like  these;  to  look 
where  we  are,  take  this  as  a  beginning,  then  look  to  the  Star  of  Bethlehem  as 
our  Guide.  He  urged  that  we  make  religion  practical,  to  guard  against  smug- 
ness, and  to  be  creative  in  our  religious  life.  He  said  that  Beauty,  Laughter,  and 
Love  are  eternal,  and  that  these  qualities  can  help  us  to  be  creative.  Those  who 
reveal  the  Lord  have  found  Him  in  the  secret  places  of  their  own  hearts;  so 
he  urged  us  to  take  time  to  know  Him  in  a  personal  way — then  to  go  out  into 
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the  world  fearlessly,  but  with  humility  and  love.  The  Jubilee  Singers,  who  had 
sung-  at  the  auditorium  the  night  before,  added  greatly  to  the  inspiration  of  the 
last  morning.  Each   devotional  period  was  like  a  mountain  top   experience. 

The  business  sessions  were  presided  over  by  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  in  her  usual 
gracious  and  effective  manner.  Her  message  was  statesman-like  in  its  conception 
of  the  work  and  the  challenge  that  we  face  today.  She  said  we  could  not  be 
complacent  in  the  face  of  existing  conditions.  Some  Societies  did  not  take  advan- 
tage of  the  change,  and  there  are  still  many  charges  and  churches  unorganized. 
This  presents  a  great  opportunity  and  challenge  to  us.  One  of  our  major  prob- 
lems concerns  the  Rural  Areas,  and  we  must  find  a  way  to  minister  to  that  need. 
She  urged  that  we  give  intelligent  co-operation  to  all  races  and  isolated  groups, 
and  that  we  carry  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  all  in  our  midst.  We  must  arise 
to  meet  the  Spiritual  crisis,  even  as  we  meet  the  national  crisis;  we  must  have 
courage  and  steadfastness,  no  decrease  in  our  missionary  giving,  and  help  keep 
before  our  young  people  the  necessity  of  consecrated  lives.  "For  Christians,  the 
only  way  is  forward." 

Every  phase  of  our  organizational  and  promotional  work  was  discussed,  and 
recommendations  were  presented  for  each  department.  There  are  6,188  Societies 
in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  405  of  which  are  new  since  the  charter  enroll- 
ment. The  membership  totals  225,499 — 22,581  of  whom  have  joined  since  the 
charter  meeting.  4,066  Societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer,  making  gifts 
totaling  $39,591.07.  1,092  Societies  filled  all  points  of  the  Efficiency  Aim,  and 
2,975  met  it  in  part.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  meet  the  unorganized  churches, 
and  to  enlist  all  women  in  the  church  missionary  movement. 

Gifts  sent  to  the  Division  treasurer  totaled  $666,055,  and  the  local  causes  of 
all  kind  in  connection  with  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.,  $595,690.91.  Gifts  for  Hon- 
orary Memberships  for  the  year  totaled  $17,645.   • 

Miss  Mary  Floyd,  superintendent  of  Vashti  School  at  Thomasville,  Ga.,  gave 
an  address  on  "The  Challenge  of  the  Home  Worker  in  This  Hour."  She  urged 
that  we  have  a  philosophy  of  life  in  war  as  in  peace,  and  that  we  assist  in 
keeping  the  emotional  life  of  our  people  stable.  Miss  Geraldine  Johnson,  of 
Fairfax  Girls'  School,  Singapore,  gave  a  word  picture  of  conditions  in  that 
war-torn  city,  and  stressed  the  need  and  opportunity  of  Christian  missions. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  our  Division  president,  said:  "This  is  a  day  for  Methodist 
women  to  be  united  to  meet  the  opportunities  and  responsibilities  before  us." 
In  a  previous  address  at  the  auditorium  she  had  talked  on  "Challenge  and 
Tasks,"  and  she  urged  the  women  to  think  in  terms  of  woman's  responsibility 
in  the  home,  community,  and  church;  to  think  in  terms  of  the  future  of  our 
organization  and  its  challenge,  and  to  prepare  to  face  our  responsibility  after 
the  war.  "More  than  ever  we  must  keep  the  face  of  God  unveiled." 

Miss  Daisy  Davies  represented  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups,  and  reported  3,574 
active  committees  in  the  17  Conferences  of  the  Jurisdiction.  She  stressed  the 
urgency  of  prayer  groups. 

At  the  Pledge  Service,  $618,033  were  pledged  for  this  year.  The"  N.  C. 
Conference  pledged  $43,000,  of  which  amount  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
pledged  $2,500. 

The  program  of  the  Joint  Sessions  at  the  War  Memorial  might  be  termed 
the  high  light  of  the  Conference.  It  is  impossible  to  quote  each  speaker,  but  the 
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A  summary  of  the  Annual  Reports  of  Conference  corresponding  secretaries, 
sent  out  by  Mrs.  V.  F.  DeVinny,  shows  North  Carolina  Conference  to  be  one  of 
the  three  leading  Conferences  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction.  The  items  listed 
are  the  number  of  new  societies  during  1941,  number  of  new  members,  number 
achieving  all  Efficiency  Aims  and  number  observing  Week  of  Prayer.  In  the 
first,  new  societies,  we  were  third,  with  33;  in  new  members,  we  were  also 
third,  with  2,035;  in  achievement  of  all  Efficiency  Aims  we  were  first,  with 
114,  and  second  in  the  whole  Division,  Ohio  Conference  having  one  more,  115; 
in  observance  of  Week  of  Prayer,  we  were  second,  having  3  73.  The  other  two 
leading  Conferences,  in  our  Jurisdiction,  were  Virginia  and  Western  North 
Carolina. 

Because  we  want  to  face  facts  and  know  our  weak  points  as  well  as  the 
strong,  I  think  every  members  of  our  Societies  should  know  that  last  year  the 
income  of  the  Woman's  Division  was  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  appropriations. 
Appropriations  for  1941  were  based  on  the  income  of  the  former  organizations 
of  women  of  the  three  uniting  Methodist  Churches.  Among  these  organizations 
were  some  who  had  been  accustomed  to  "dues"  instead  of  membership  offerings. 
Mrs.  DeVinny  says,  "Obviously  the  shrinkage  in  income  was  due  in  no  small 
part  to  the  failure  of  thousands  of  our  members  to  give  a  membership  offering 
equivalent  to  the  dues  they  paid  formerly." 

We  may  fold  our  hands  complacently  and  say,  "This  doesn't  apply  to  us, 
as  we  have  been  accustomed  to  membership  offerings  and  we  overpaid  our  pledge 
by  over  $5,000."  That  is  true  and  we  are  grateful  for  many  sacrificial  gifts 
among  our  members.  It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  us  that  North  Carolina 
Conference  is  not  among  the  Conference  societies  that  decreased  in  financial 
gifts  in  1941.  It  is  true,  also,  that  the  Woman's  Division  is  our  organization 
and  that  as  a  part  of  the  whole,  we  must  take  our  place  with  the  whole  member- 
ship. Perhaps  if  we  had  been  more  faithful  and  increased  our  gifts  according 
to  our  strength  and  ability,  with  the  help  of  other  leading  Conferences,  this 
deficit  could  have  been  avoided.  The  complete  statistics  on  Finance  have  not 
been  released  yet  from  Mrs.  Fulton's  office,  but  we  may  find  the  figures  in  the 
next  (April)   issue  of  Methodist  Woman. 

Another  weak  place  in  our  structure  is  the  small  attendance  at  our  regular 
program,  or  business,  meetings  of  the  society.  This  applies  especially  to  the 
societies  having  large  memberships.  It  should  be  a  challenge  to  us  in  this  new 
year  to  work  out  a  cultivation  plan,  whereby  we  may  secure  a  larger  active 
constituency  and  thus  have  a  better-informed  membership.  Unless  we  do,  we  may 
not  be  able  to  find  our  place  as  a  leading  Conference  in  achieving  all  Efficiency 
Aims  in  1942  and  what  is  more  important,  we  may  lose  some  of  our  enthusiasm 
and  strength. 

Mrs.  Hillman  in  her  message  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference,  in  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  in  January,  stated  that  there  are  two  things  we  must  combat  in  our  area — 
one  is  that  as  a  group  we  are  very  conservative  and  the  other  is  complacency. 
As  members  of  the  Jurisdiction,  we  must  plead  guilty  to  both  of  these  faults. 
Let  us  bestir  ourselves  from  our  often  too-easy  seats  in  Zion  and  let  us  cultivate 
open  minds  and  hearts  that  we  may  learn  many  things  that  will  help  us  from 
other  areas  of  our  great  church. 

After  studying  the  plan  and  presenting  it  at  zone  meetings  and  other  group 
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meetings,  during-  the  fall,  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship,  the  unified  plan  of 
work  for  the  Youth  Division  of  our  church,  was  launched  in  the  Conference  in 
January.  Mrs.  D.  L.  Fouts,  our  secretary  of  Young  Women  and  Girls'  Work, 
and  Miss  Ruth  Wheaton,  a  field  worker  of  the  Woman's  Division,  were  present 
at  each  of  the  district  institutes  in  January  and  had  a  place  on  the  program. 
There  has  been  the  finest  kind  of  co-operation  between  our  organization  and 
Rev.  R.  W.  Bradshaw,  Executive  secretary  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  we  anticipate,  through  this  unified  approach  to  the  missionary  educa- 
tion of  our  young  people,  a  greater  interest  in  missions  and  a  larger  number 
of  young  men  and  women  offering  themselves  for  Christian  service.  The  Girls' 
Interest  Groups,  which  are  study  groups  on  the  Woman's  Organization  and 
field  of  work,  will  result,  we  hope,  in  young  women  coming  into  our  ranks  with 
a  background  of  information  and  inspiration  which  will  mean  much  to  the 
future  of  the  Woman's  Work. 

Since  last  September,  societies  have  been  ordering  their  program  literature 
and  paying  for  it  from  the  local  treasury.  The  plan  seems  to  be  working  very 
well.  Our  Methodist  Church  has  a  very  fine  type  of  literature  in  all  of  its 
departments  and  to  be  well-informed  church  members  we  should  spend  some- 
time each  day  studying  and  reading  our  church  literature.  The  goals  of  our 
two  fine  magazines,  "Every  officer  in  every  society  a  subscriber  to  the  Methodist 
Woman  and  World,  Outlook"  and  "One-third  more  subscriptions  in  the  Confer- 
ence than  last  year"  are  splendid  ones.  Let  us  try  to  reach  the  goals. 

The  three  full-time  home  workers  in  our  Conference,  Miss  Ruth  Brooks, 
doing  rural  work,  Miss  Elizabeth  Tittsworth,  Student  counselor,  and  Miss  Pris- 
cilla  Steger,  in  Industrial  work,  are  continuing  their  fine  ministry  to  the  people 
of  their  respective  communities.  We  have  several  calls  for  other  deaconesses  and 
could  place  many  more  if  they  were  available.  The  opportunity  is  great  and 
surely  we  will  not  let  these  calls  go  unheeded.  Perhaps  the  most  important  thing 
we  can  do  while  so  many  of  our  missionaries  are  at  home,  due  to  conditions 
in  Europe  and  the  Orient,  is  to  strengthen  the  home  base. 

We  have  one  North  Carolina  girl  at  Scarritt  College,  preparing  for  Chris- 
tian work.  Two  were  consecrated  as  deaconesses  and  went  into  the  field  after 
their  graduation  last  June.  In  June  of  this  year,  Scarritt  College  will  celebrate 
its  fiftieth  anniversary.  Miss  Bessie  Oliver,  much  beloved  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  since  her  visit  to  us  in  1926,  when  she  was  principal  of  Lucy  Cun- 
inggim  School,  in  Korea,  spent  some  weeks  in  our  Conference  last  summer  in 
the  interest  of  Scarritt.  Several  towns  were  visited  as  well  as  zone  and  district 
meetings  attended,  and  the  Associate  membership  plan  was  presented.  All  of  our 
women  love  Scarritt  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  love  may  be  shown  in  a  more 
concrete  way  as  the  year  goes  on.  As  a  Conference  we  were  happy  to  be  able 
to  establish  a  Student  Loan  Fund  there  in  September  enabling  worthy  students 
to  prepare  themselves  for  any  type  of  Christian  work. 

We  continue  to  help  girls  at  Paine  College  and  for  the  first  time  this  year 
have  offered  scholarships  at  Bennett  College  in  Greensboro. 

Gradually  the  wheels  of  our  new  organization  are  beginning  to  turn  more 
smoothly  and  we  are  finding  our  place  in  this  big  new  Methodist  Church.  The 
spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  eagerness  to  learn  new  ways  and  methods  is  still  appar- 
ent among  our  members.   There   was  never  a  time  when  conditions   were  more 
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challenging-.  The  world  is  calling-  to  people  with  great  faith,  enlarged  vision 
and  deep  spirituality.  Already  plans  are  being  made  for  a  new  Federation  of 
Nations  and  a  new  Social  Order,  after  arms  shall  have  been  laid  down.  Let  us 
be  ready  for  that  time  and  the  best  preparation  we  can  make  is  the  strengthen- 
ing of  our  spiritual  forces.  We  need  to  pray  and  work  as  never  before. 

Your  corresponding  secretary,  your  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  your  president  are  representing  the  Conference  Society  on  the  Town  and 
Country  Commission  of  the  Annual  Conference,  which  was  set  up  by  Bishop 
Purcell  in  November. 

In  April  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  will  hold  three  meetings  in  the  Conference  which  will  be  great 
inspirational  rallies  in  the  cause  of  missions.  Bishop  Edwin  H.  Hughes,  Dr.  Y.  C. 
Yang  and  Mrs.  J  .D.  Bragg  will  be  guest  speakers  at  these  meetings  which  will 
be  held  at  Greenville,  Wilmington  and  Raleigh.  This  will  be  the  first  visit  of 
the  president  of  the  Woman's  Division  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and 
we  shall  be  happy  to  welcome  her  to  our  area. 

More  and  more  of  our  members  are  taking  the  course  offered  each  year  at 
the  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University  on  the  current  study  of  the  Missionary 
Education  Department.  This  year  it  will  be  offered  again  and  in  July,  at  Louis- 
burg  College,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  will  teach  a  course  at  the  Christian  Worker's 
Assembly  on  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  This  study 
will  be  a  most  helpful  one  to  leaders  in  the  local  church  who  want  to  know 
more  about  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  its  relation  to  other 
departments  of  the  church.  It  is  hoped  that  many  of  our  women  will  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity.  The  School  of  Missions  and  Missionary  Confer- 
ence, at  Lake  Junaluska,  will  be  held  as  usual  this  summer.  Last  year  there  were 
six  officers,  two  district  secretaries  and  a  number  of  Conference  women  who 
attended.  We  hope  for  a  larger  number  in   1942. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Assembly,  the  largest  delegated  body  of  the  Wo- 
man's Society  of  Christian  Service,  will  be  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  May  19-22. 
There  will  be  delegates  from  our  Conference  and  we  hope  there  will  be  some 
visitors  also.  Mrs.  Bragg,  in  her  official  letter  announcing  the  Assembly  dates, 
states  that  all  sessions  will  be  open  to  the  public  and  all  Methodist  women 
should  feel  free  to  attend. 

There  never  was  a  finer  band  of  women  than  those  of  our  North  Carolina 
Conference.  They  are  loyal,  enthusiastic,  deep  in  their  Christian  beliefs  and 
foundation  of  character,  with  a  rich  inheritance  of  missionary  history.  Who 
could  fail  to  carry  on  with  every  fibre  of  her  being  and  to  the  best  of  her  ability 
with  such  a  host  of  faithful  members  behind  her?  They  are  not  following 
blindly,  but  each  is  offering  her  own  contribution,  through  our  Women's  Organi- 
zation and  through  our  great  Methodist  Church,  to  the  great  Master-builder  of 
the  Universe. 

He  is  building  His  kingdom  in  spite  of  wars  and  tragic  upheavals.  Perhaps 
this  is  the  way  the  "dawn  comes  up."  After  every  black  night,  there  is  a  radiant 
morn.  Christ  binds  the  world  together  and  if  we  "falter  not,  nor  faint,"  there 
will  come  a  day  when  "His  praise  shall  sound  from  shore  to  shore,  till  suns  shall 
rise  and  set  no  more." 
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So  as  we  face  this  hour  together,  bravely,  as  Christian  women,  may  we  each 
resolve  in  her  heart  to  do  her  best  this  year  for  the  Master. 

"Be  strong!  We  are  not  here  to  play,  to  dream,  to  drift: 
We  have  hard  work  to  do  and  loads  to  lift; 
Shun  not  the  struggle:  face  it — 'tis  God's  gift, 
Be  strong,  be  strong!"

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  CORRESPONDING 
SECRETARY 

The  year  1941  was  not  marked  by  any  great  sign  post  as  was  the  previous 
year  when  we  held  our  Uniting  Conferences.  Instead,  the  Societies  have  become 
more  adjusted  to  the  new  set-up,  and  there  was  evidence  of  growth  in  interest, 
numbers,  and  finances.  The  fellowship  has  deepened,  and  we  feel  more  than 
ever  that  God  had  a  hand  in  bringing  us  together  to  face  the  crisis  of  this  hour. 

ORGANIZATIONS 

At  the  close  of  1941  there  were  494  Societies  with  20,628  members,  a  net 
gain  of  33  Societies  and  2,03  5  members.  Durham  District,  with  its  83  Societies 
and  3,798  members,  leads  the  Conference;  but  New  Bern  District  leads  the  Con- 
ference in  organization.  It  now  has  80  Societies  with  18  new  ones  added  last  year, 
and  it  has  the  distinction  of  having  no  charge  without  at  least  one  Society, 
though  it  has  3  8  churches  without  a  Society.  Rocky  Mount  District  has  every 
charge  organized,  but  32  churches  without  a  Society,  and  Raleigh  has  every 
charge  organized,  but  3 1  churches  without  a  Society.  In  all,  there  are  6  charges 
without  a  Society,  and  223  churches  that  are  unorganized.  This  marks  one  part 
of  our  challenge  for  the  New  Year. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  GROUPS  AND  THE  WEEK  OF  PRAYER 

The  increase  in  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups  was  most  encouraging,  and  the 
interest  of  these  Committees  has  helped  to  keep  the  work  of  the  Society  on  a 
higher  spiritual  level.  Again  and  again  we  were  reminded  to  keep  the  spiritual 
aims  before  us  as  we  labored  to  perfect  the  machinery  of  the  new  organization. 
There  were  reported  326  Spiritual  Life  Groups,  and  Wilmington  District  led 
with  one  group  to  each  Society — 61  in  all;  373  Societies  observed  the  Week  of 
Prayer,  and  contributed  $3,997.04,  which  was  a  more  generous  offering  than 
last  year. 

YOUNG  WOMEN  AND  GIRL'S  WORK 

This  department  is  new  and  not  as  fully  understood  as  some  others.  However, 
under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  D.  L.  Fouts,  we  feel  that  this  department  will 
show  rapid  development  this  year.  The  ground  work  has  been  laid  and  plans 
are  being  perfected  to  make  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  a  real  force  in  the 
life  of  our  young  people  and  the  church. 
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thread  running-  through  it  all  was  that  "Christ  Binds  the  World  Together"; 
"Meet  the  Challenge  of  the  Hour";  "In  Time  of  War,  Prepare  for  Peace,  and 
the  Church  Should  Have  Something  to  Say  About  the  Peace."  Dr.  Y.  C.  Yang, 
of  Soochow  University,  said  that  Christian  missions  were  entering  a  new  era  in 
China.  Then  he  added,  "The  moment  of  a  thousand  years  is  upon  us" — it  is  the 
zero  hour,  and  Christians  can  plant  the  banner  of  Christ  right  among  us.  Less 
than  one  per  cent  of  the  population  are  professing  Christians,  but  the  attitude 
toward  the  Christian  message  is  welcome.  He  said  a  new  China  is  emerging,  and 
the  great  battle  is  to  be  fought  in  the  mind  of  China.  It  is  the  opportunity  of 
the  church  to  show  Christ  to  China,  but  he  added  that  opportunity  does  not  last 
forever.  China  is  now  entering  upon  an  intensive  stage  of  living,  and  the  church 
can  advance  more  in  the  next  15  years  than  in  the  50  years  previous,  if  we  take 
advantage  of  our  opportunity.  He  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  missionaries  and 
the  impression  they  had  made  for  Christian  living. 

Mrs.  Otis  Moore  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  work  in  India,  and 
stressed  the  need  and  challenge  of  the  hour.  Dr.  Roy  L.  Smith  said  that  Foreign 
Missions  were  of  the  very  fibre  of  the  church's  program,  and  added  that  every 
thing  possible  must  be  done  to  hold  the  present  lines.  He  challenged  the  church 
to  show  the  same  courage  that  General  MacArthur  is  showing  now.  Bishop  Frank 
Smith  said  that  into  the  lap  of  America  has  been  tossed  the  destiny  of  the  peoples 
of  the  world  for  the  next  century,  and  added  that  the  20th  century  is  America's 
day.  America  will  be  responsible  for  the  missionary  program  for  the  next  25 
years. 

Kempton  Jones,  president  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship,  gave  a  most 
interesting  and  inspiring  talk  on  "Methodist  Youth  Mobilized  for  Missions." 
Dr.  George  Buttrick  followed  with  an  address  on  "Youth  and  the  Missionary 
Challenge." 

Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones  brought  the  meeting  to  a  close  with  a  great  address  on 
"A  Forward  Movement  in  Foreign  Missions."  Those  who  have  heard  him  know 
his  style,  his  fervor,  the  force  of  his  argument,  his  simplicity  and  deep  spiritu- 
ality. It  was  the  high  moment  of  the  mountain  top  experience.  He  urged  us  to 
do  "what  we  can't,"  and  said  that  Christians  are  always  better  when  everything 
else  is  worse.  He  believes  that  the  next  great  step  forward  in  missions  is  the 
union  of  churches,  and  added  that  the  Gospel  must  be  totalitarian  or  the  people 
will  not  believe  it.  He  stressed  the  equality  of  opportunity  to  everybody,  which 
does  away  with  racial  predominance.  There  should  not  be  an  imperialism  of  one 
church,  but  that  missions  must  work  unitedly.  The  missionary  movement  must 
be  disassociated  with  force;  the  imperialism  of  the  Cross  has  a  germ  of  life  in 
it — preach  this  as  a  realism  and  not  as  an  idealism. 

The  Conference  was  a  great  experience.  Those  who  shared  it  felt  renewed 
in  vision  and  spirit,  and  their  task  is  to  convey  the  message  to  others.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 

AND  SERVICE 

Only  time  can  reveal  the  good  fruits  of  the  constructive  work  in  Missionary 
Education  done  by  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  Words  and 
figures  inadequately  measure  achievement  because  they  tell  only  a  part  of  the 
story.  The  faithfulness  and  loyalty  of  women  who  have  a  great  vision  and  who 
have  worked  to  attain  the  purposes  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice cannot  be  told  in  a  few  words.  They  have  achieved  objectives  requiring 
time,  energy,  talent  and  prayer.  They  have  different  attitudes  and  deepened 
spiritual  impulses.  This  background  makes  statistics  live  and  speak  of  a  great 
faith,  a  love  for  all  people  and  a  brotherhood  around  the  world. 

During  the  year  just  passed  I  received  909  quarterly  reports,  an  increase  of 
131.   These  reports  show  steady   growth   and   development   in   the   work   of  this 
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department.  There  were  776  study  courses  held,  using  topics  and  textbooks  from 
our  approved  list  of  studies.  This  is  an  increase  of  124  study  courses  held. 
Attending  and  participating  in  these  classes  were  12,149  women,  which  shows  an 
increase  of  648  members.  Of  the  total  number  of  classes,  80  were  Special  Recog- 
nition groups  which  require  a  standard  type  of  study;  6  more  than  were  re- 
ported the  previous  year.  Reading  Circles  number  125  and  Missionary  Libraries 
113. 

In  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  stands  fourth 
in  study  classes  held.  (If  twelve  other  classes  had  been  reported  to  me  we  could 
claim  third  place.)  We  stand  sixth  in  number  of  class  members,  tenth  in  number 
of  Special  Jurisdiction  classes,  third  in  number  of  Reading  Circles  and  third  in 
number  of  Missionary  Libraries. 

A  large,  interested  group  of  leaders,  many  of  them  secretaries  of  Missionary 
Education,  took  the  Missions  course  at  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University, 
which  our  Conference,  with  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  again 
helped  sponsor.  Mrs.  W.  G.  Cram  was  welcomed  as  teacher  of  the  course,  re- 
turning upon  very  special  invitation  of  the  members  of  her  fine  class  the  previous 
year.  The  value  of  these  classes  cannot  be  overestimated.  This  splendid  prepara- 
tion for  the  fall  study  classes  was  far-reaching. 

I  have  presented  and  discussed  Missionary  Education  in  a  large  number  of 
zone  and  district  meetings,  in  Officers'  Training  Days  and  assisted  in  other  special 
meetings  held  to  promote  and  cultivate  the  work. 

During  September,  study  leaders'  meetings  were  held  in  each  district.  Each 
year  these  meetings  grow  larger  and  we  believe,  more  satisfactory  and  worth 
while.  This  year  the  team  of  workers  included  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Dwight 
L.  Fouts,  and  your  secretary  of  Missionary  Education.  We  were  assisted  by 
others  in  each  of  the  meetings.  We  had  the  strong  support  of  each  district  secre- 
tary as  well  as  many  other  women  of  their  respective  districts.  Helping  in  several 
of  the  meetings  were:  Miss  Sarah  Massey,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Herbert,  Mrs.  B.  B. 
Slaughter,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  and  Miss  Mary  Gardner.  We  journeyed  from 
the  extreme  western  side  of  our  Conference  "as  far  as  the  crow  flies"  east, 
traveling  1,600  miles,  holding  meetings  in  Raleigh,  Carrboro,  Carthage,  Wallace, 
New  Bern,  Weldon,  Sunbury,  Wanchese  on  the  Roanoke  Island  and  also  at 
Hatteras.  I  am  very  grateful  to  each  one  who  gave  so  generously  of  their  time 
during  these  days  of  special  cultivation,  helping  on  programs  and  in  many  other 
ways.  We  were  entertained  in  the  homes  of  friends  and  hospitable  missionary 
women  whom  we  had  not  met  before  and  through  this  report,  we  wish  to  thank 
them  again  for  every  kindness  and  courtesy.  We  will  be  everlastingly  indebted 
to  Mrs.  Glenn  Pendleton,  secretary  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District,  Mrs.  B.  B. 
Slaughter,  and  Mrs.  Julian  L.  Midgette  for  planning  and  making  possible  the 
extra  meeting  with  the  fine  women  of  Hatteras.  This  beautiful  and  very  inter- 
esting, extreme  eastern  part  of  North  Carolina  which  some  of  us  had  never 
visited,  afforded  us  many  thrills.  From  Manteo  to  Hatteras  we  traveled  by  the 
ocean,  on  what  seems,  on  the  map,  to  be  only  a  long  thread,  stopping  here  and 
there  to  visit  Coast  Guard  Stations,  the  Diamond  Shoals  C.  C.  C.  Camp,  and  to 
climb  to  the  top  of  the  historic  old  lighthouse  at  Cape  Hatteras.  The  meeting 
at  Hatteras  was  well  attended  and  the  day  and  two  nights  spent  here  will  always 
be   one   of   our  mountain   top   experiences.   We   feel   greatly   enriched   because   of 
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our  contacts  with  these  new  friends  who  are  doing  so  much  to  further  the 
cause  of  missions.  Our  group  on  this  trip  included  Mrs.  Glenn  Pendleton,  Mrs. 
B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  and  your  secretary 
of  Missionary  Education. 

It  is  impossible  to  mention  in  this  report  all  the  good  work  that  was  done  in 
every  district  during  the  past  year.  Much  that  was  accomplished  came  as  a  direct 
result  of  special  study  at  Lake  Junaluska  in  the  School  of  Missions.  A  number 
of  our  women  took  advantage  of  this  training  and  have  made  valuable  con- 
tributions to  the  cause  of  missions,  teaching  study  courses  and  strengthening  our 
lines  in  many  places.

The  Lilly  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel,  which  was  given  to  our  Con- 
ference by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  in  1928,  continues  to  stimulate  interest  in 
study  and  encourages  prompt,  accurate  reporting  to  the  secretary  of  Missionary 
Education.  This  beautiful  trophy,  representing  growth,  light,  wisdom  and 
truth,  is  awarded  each  year  to  the  district  having  the  highest  percentage  of 
societies  reporting  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  three 
study  classes  held  during  the  calendar  year,  using  textbooks  from  our  approved 
lists.  This  year  it  goes  to  the  Wilmington  District  which  has  done  very  outstand- 
ing work,  coming  up  from  sixth  to  first  place,  57%  of  their  61  Societies  reporting 
three  classes  to  me.  Rocky  Mount  District  follows  with  43%,  Raleigh  District,, 
42%;  Durham  District,  39%,  New  Bern  District,  30%;  Fayetteville  District* 
28%;  and  Elizabeth  City  District,   25%. 

This  great  work  of  Missionary  Education  is  boundless.  These  are  indeed  busy 
days  but  there  is  real  joy  in  service.  Ours  is  a  great  task.  Each  one  of  us  is 
needed   to   help  build   a   great,   Christian   world   community.   We   must   be   about 
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our  Father's  business,  for  we  are  His  church,  the  symbol  of  which  is  "The 
Cross  of  Christ,"  as  it  stands  "towering  o'er  the  wrecks  of  time."  "If  ye  know 
these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them."

The  Following  Plans  Are  For  Study  Classes  Receiving  Special 

Recognition   from  the  Woman's  Society  of   Christian 

Service  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 

1.  THE  TEXTBOOK  used  in  Jurisdictional  classes  must  be  selected  from  the 
list  recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service  for  the  current  year. 

2.  SUPPLEMENTARY  MATERIALS  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class 
to  enrich  the  study  of  the  text. 

3.  ONE  TO  EIGHT  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  four  to  six  weeks' 
study  is  highly  desirable. 

4.  AN  AVERAGE  OF  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the  class 
sessions. 

5.  CLASS  SESSION  should  be  from  one  hour  to  one  hour  and  a  half  in  length. 

6.  STUDENTS  MUST  READ  AN  APPROVED  TEXT  and  make  outside 
preparation  and  must  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments 
shall  be  given  each  member  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may  be  reading 
from  supplementary  materials,  research,  co-operative  activities,  etc.,  that 
require  additional  outside  preparation.  This  and  some  results  of  the  study 
may  be  reported  on  an  additional  sheet. 

7.  THE  DISCUSSION  METHOD  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended  as 
most  successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  participation.  The  lecture 
method  alone  is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of  methods  may  be  desirable. 

8.  THE  TEACHER  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the  task, 
by  sufficient  educational  background,  and  by  a  willingness  to  use  every  oppor- 
tunity for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher,  such  as  Special  Study 
and  Preparation,  or  attending  Study  Leaders'  Meetings,  Pastors'  Schools, 
Leadership  Schools,  Training  Courses,  or  Schools  of  Missions. 

9.  A  REPORT  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service  on-  this  blank  furnished  by  her.  She  shall 
examine  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall  send  name  of  society  to 
the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  who  will 
issue  a  recognition  card  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard.  Recognition 
cards  will  be  sent  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  and  she  will  mail  them  directly  to  the  societies. 
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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  PUBLICATIONS 

That  certain  implements  are  necessary  to  the  healthful,  satisfactory  growth 
of  any  enterprise  is  an  inevitable  fact.  Therefore,  Methodist  women  are  indeed 
fortunate  that  for  them  has  been  provided  numerous  tools  in  the  form  of  large 
quantities  of  varied  and  invaluable  literature  for  use  in  advancing  the  cause  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God  through  the  Woman's   Society  of   Christian   Service. 

In  the  list  of  these  publications  are  included  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook  and  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  women  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  their  worth,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  large  number  of  subscriptions  and  the  many  comments  of  appre- 
ciation of  their  merits. 

At  the  close  of  the  fourth  quarter,  1941  reports  revealed  that  in  the  N.  C. 
Conference  2,154  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  2,084  subscrip- 
tions to  World  Outlook  had  been  recorded.  Doubtless  there  are  a  larger  number 
of  folk  who  are  subscribing  but  whose  subscriptions  have  not  been  reported. 
An  increase  in  the  number  of  Societies  reporting  has  brought  another  sense  of 
gratification.  However,  the  status  of  this  feature  of  the  work  is  yet  less  than 
one-half  the  number  of  Societies  in  the  Conference.  This  is  NOT  as  it  should 
be  and  remedy  of  the  deplorable  situation  should  begin  with  the  first  quarter  in 
1942. 

It  is  not  possible  to  emphasize  too  strongly  the  1942  goal  of  250,000  sub- 
scriptions to  The  Methodist  Woman,  with  special  emphasis  upon  joint  subscrip- 
tions to  World  Outlook,  using  the  slogan,  "Every  Officer  a  Subscriber  to  The 
Methodist  Woman."  Why  not  a  World  Outlook  with  every  Methodist  Woman? 
This  objective  was  adopted  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  and  if 
it  is  to  be  attained  it  is  necessary  that  each  Society  achieve  an  average  of  two- 
thirds  net  gain  in  subscriptions.  The  women  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  must 
become  thoroughly  awakened  to  the  need  of  a  more  extensive  circulation  and 
use  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  and  in  consequence  of  this 
awakening  these  two  tools  will  become  more  effective  agencies  in  furthering  the 
cause  of  missions  and  weapons  of  defense  against  our  transgression  of  com- 
placency to  the  significance  of  the  need  for  a  new  Christian  World  Order.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

At  the  end  of  my  first  year  as  your  Conference  secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  may  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
wonderful  privilege  you  have  accorded  me;  as  I  have  endeavored  to  promote 
the  work  of  this  department,  I  have  realized  my  need  of  more  knowledge  of 
the  work;  to  this  end  I  have  studied  thereby  receiving  personal  enlightenment. 
It  has  been  my  desire  and  intention  to  relay  to  the  local  secretaries  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  all  the  information  and  inspiration 
which  has  come  to  me  through  these  efforts.  While  we  recognize  that  the  M.  E. 
Church,  South,  "pioneered"  in  this  field,  it  was  still  in  its  infancy  at  the  time  of 
Methodist  union ;  too,  with  union,  it  reached  out  farther  and  took  in  much 
outlying  territory  not  heretofore  included;  with  all  this  considered,  I  think  we 
will  accede  that  much  cultivation  has  been,  and  is  necessary.  My  major  aim 
has  been  to  inform  and  cultivate  the  work  throughout  the  Conference  when- 
ever and  wherever  possihle. 

In  June,  1941,  I  attended  the  Institute  of  International  Relations  at  Chapel 
Hill,  and  while  it  was  not  possible  for  m£  to  remain  for  the  entire  duration, 
the  influence  has  lingered  with  me  giving  me  a  splendid  background  for  any 
promotion  of  activity  on  International  Relations  and  World  Peace.  So  very  stimu- 
lating did  I  consider  it,  that  I  am  including  in  my  recommendations  a  sugges- 
tion to  local  societies. 

During  the  late  summer  of  1941,  I  attended  the  Seminar  on  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  at  Lake  Junaluska.  This  was  conducted 
by  our  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Tilly  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Thelma 
Stevens  of  the  Woman's  Division,  and  others.  This  experience  was  invaluable  to 
me,  together  with  the  privilege  of  consulting  with  secretaries  from  other  Con- 
ferences, gaining  the  benefit  of  their  experiences. 
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Throughout  the  spring  and  fall  I  attended  many  zone  and  district  meetings, 
using  every  opportunity  to  present  the  interests  of  this  department.  Encouraging 
notes  were  found  in  reports  at  times  which  indicated  that  "some  seed  fell  in 
good  soil." 

As  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  traveled  over  the  Con- 
ference promoting  "study  leaders'  days,"  I  accompanied  her  into  every  district; 
my  object  here  was  to  correlate  the  work  of  the  two  departments;  and  in  the 
group  meetings  held  in  the  afternoons  my  efforts  were  directed  to  interpreting 
our  program  of  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.  That  these  meetings  were  profitable  is 
evidenced  by  the  reports  received. 

I  would  assert  that  the  progress  in  this  department  has  been  gratifying  and 
encouraging;  no  spectacular  advance  can  be  noted,  but  a  gradual  increase  in 
the  number  of  societies  reporting,  as  well  as  improvement  in  the  types  of  reports 
is  obvious.  Very  greatly  have  Societies  in  defense  areas  been  strained  in  their 
effort  to  meet  the  increased  need,  but  they  have  faced  the  task  heroically,  striving 
to  supply  to  our  men  in  service  some  of  those  things  of  which  they  are  tempor- 
arily deprived.  They  are  to  be  commended,  and  encouraged  in  this  noble  work. 

The  number  of  delegates  sent  to  the  Leadership  Training  School  for  Negroes 
in  Winston-Salem  was  increased  nearly  50%  over  the  previous  year's  delegation. 
Our  women  are  recognizing  this  as  a  means  of  Interracial  Co-operation  which 
may  yield  untold  dividends  in  the  future. 

Growing  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  this  very  basic  work  is  evidenced  by  the 
magnanimous  offer  last  summer,  to  give  a  scholarship  to  an  interested  person, 
to  the  Seminar  at  Lake  Junaluska  who  might  assist  in  the  promotion  of  the 
work  of  this  department.  To  inform  you  that  the  same  offer  has  been  repeated 
for  next  summer  only  emphasizes  the  growing  zeal. 

With  humility  and  gratitude,  I  have  sought  to  give  you  an  insight  to  the 
year's  work.  "These  days  are  so  uncertain"  we  hear  so  frequently;  yes,  they  are 
uncertain;  but  with  Christ  as  our  Leader;  with  His  promises  of  assurance;  with 
a  faith  which  will  not  admit  defeat;  and  with  a  determination  to  fulfill  His 
command,  we  may  be  certain  of  continued  progress  as  we  "seek  first  the  kingdom 
of  God"  through  the  avenues  afforded  in  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  AND 
GIRLS'  WORK 

For  three-fourths  of  the  year  the  secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls' 
Work  had  the  difficult  task  of  marking  time  while  waiting  for  new  plans  to  be 
released.  In  the  unified  plan  which  went  into  effect  October  1,  the  missionary 
emphasis  in  all  youth  groups  in  the  church  have  been  merged  into  the  Commis- 
sion of  World  Friendship.  It  is  through  this  Commission  that  plans  are  formed 
for  promoting  the  missionary  interests  of  every  young  person  in  the  local 
church,  ages  12-23,  inclusive.  The  plan  also  gives  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  the  opportunity  to  contact  young  women  and  girls  of  the  church  in 
enlisting  their  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Society  through  interest 
groups  that  will  study  the  organization  and  work  of  the  Woman's  Society.  Pro- 
gram material  is  provided  for  such  study  called  "Channels  of  Action." 

It  is  impossible  to  make  a  statistical  report  since  this  department  is  still  in 
its  promotional  stage  in  this  Conference. 

It  was  necessary  that  Mrs.  S.  A.  Dunn  be  relieved,  and  your  present  secretary 
took  the  work  in  October.  Since  then  she  has  studied  all  available  materials  and 
has  tried  to  make  herself  ready  to  be  of  service. 

This  department  has  been  promoted  in  a  general  way  throughout  the  Con- 
ference, as  follows :  ( 1 )  Last  fall  at  each  of  the  District  Study  Days  a  group 
met  with  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  who  shared  with  them  information  she  had  received 
from  Miss  Ruth  Wheaton  at  Lake  Junaluska.  (2)  Mrs.  Dunn  sent  to  each  dis- 
trict secretary  copies  of  the  leaflet,  "A  Unified  Plan  for  the  Missionary  Educa- 
tion of  Methodist  Youth."  (3)  The  secretary  met  with  the  Planning  Conference 
held  by  the  Conference  Board  of  Education  at  Louisburg,  December  31 -January 
1,  1942,  and  sat  in  with  the  youth  group.  (+)  Our  Conference  Executive  secre- 
tary, Rev.  R.  W.  Bradshaw,  has  shared  in  the  promotion  of  this  department  and 
he  has  kept  in  touch  with  the  secretary,  both  by  mail  and  visits.  (5)  Miss  Ruth 
Wheaton,  a  field  worker  for  the  Woman's  Division,  was  in  our  Conference 
January  12-20.  She  shared  in  the  program  at  each  District  Missionary  Institute. 
She  explained  to  the  general  group  the  unified  plans  of  missions  for  youth  and 
gave  time  for  questions  and  answers.  In  the  forum  hour  in  the  afternoon  she 
discussed  the  total  program  of  the  Woman's  Work,  with  special  emphasis  on  the 
Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work.  Your  secretary  had  the  pleasure  and  profit 
of  accompanying  Miss  Wheaton  over  the  Conference.  Again,  we  are  indebted  to 
Mr.  Bradshaw  for  furnishing  transportation  for  this  itinerary,  and  for  co-operat- 
ing in  promoting  this  department  at  these  meetings. 

Several  letters  have  come  in  asking  for  help  since  these  meetings  were  held. 
It  is  necessary  that  your  secretary  have  a  complete  mailing  list  in  order  that 
information  may  go  to  local  Societies.  Miss  Helen  Johnson,  the  Division  secre- 
tary, and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Blakemore,  Jr.,  the  Jurisdiction  secretary,  will  be  sending 
important  items  that  your  secretary  will  want  to  send  on  to  you.  Each  local 
society  should  have  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

As  we  enter  another  year  full  of  problems  for  the  youth  of  our  country, 
let  us  rededicate  ourselves  to  the  task  of  making  Christ  and  his  mission  known 
to  our  youth.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

There  is  reason  for  gratitude  and  encouragement  over  the  progress  that  has 
been  made  in  the  area  of  the  missionary  education  of  the  children  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  during  the  year  1941.  As  the  year  began  it  revealed  the  fact  that 
the  missionary  training  of  the  boys  and  girls  was  still  being  carried  on  as  it  had 
been  heretofore  by  the  three  merging  branches  of  Methodism.  The  end  of  the 
year  finds  in  operation  in  many  of  our  churches  a  unified  plan  for  the  mis- 
sionary education  of  its  children.  Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  and  obstacles 
that  remain,  workers  with  children  have  an  increasing  sense  of  confidence  as 
they  face  the  days  that  lie  ahead. 

Some  of  the  significant  developments  in  the  area  of  Children's  Work  have 
been  as  follows: 

1.  The  New  Plan  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  Children. 

After  having  been  prepared  by  the  Sub-Committee  on  the  Missionary  Educa- 
tion of  Children,  this  was  approved  by  the  Interboard  Committee  on  Missionary 
Education  in  its  meeting  in  Cincinnati  on  April  8th,  but  did  not  go  into  effect 
until  October.  It  provides  for  the  missionary  training  of  children  through  the 
regular  Sunday  morning  session  of  the  church  school,  and  through  three  types 
of  additional  sessions.  The  Divisional  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  other 
members  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  have  participated  fully 
in  the  making  of  all  plans,  including  construction  of  the  curriculum. 

2.  Fall  District  and  Sub-District  Meetings. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Fall  Study  Leaders'  Day,  the  Children's  Work  was 
presented  at  district  and  sub-district  meetings.  The  Conference  secretary  of  Chil- 
dren's Work  was  ably  assisted  by  Children's  workers  in  the  various  districts, 
particularly  by  Miss  Mary  Gardner,  which  was  much  appreciated,  as  it  was 
impossible  for  the  secretary  to  attend  all  the  meetings. 

3.  Missionary  Activities  of  Children. 

During  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  the  year  the  children  were  concerned 
with  carrying  forward  and  bringing  to  a  close  their  study  of  migrant  boys  and 
girls  and  of  the  refugee  children  in  China. 

The  following  missionary  units  have  been  studied  in  the  Closely  Graded 
Church  School  Courses: 

Course  II,  Part  3 — "From  Sea  to  Shining  Sea"  (6  sessions.) 

Course  III,  Part  3 — "Children  Go  to  Church  Around  the  World"  (7  sessions.) 

Course  IV,  Part   1 — "Working  with  God  to  Make  the  World  a  Better  Place 

in  Which  to  Live"  (4  sessions.) 
Course  V,  Part  3 — "Spreading  the  Good  News"   (13  sessions.) 
Course  VI,  Part  2 — "Carrying  on  the  Work  of  Jesus"   (13  sessions.) 

"What  Does  It  Mean  To  Be  Fair?"  (Jewish-Christian  Relationships)  was 
the  missionary  unit  studied  in  November,  1941,  by  the  Juniors  in  the  Additional 
Sessions,  found  in  Child  Guidance  in  Christian  Living. 

Much  could  be  written  concerning  the  adventures  in  study,  worship  and 
sharing  in  which  the  boys  and  girls  have  participated  during  the  past  year.

4.  Quarterly  Bulletin. 

In  September  the  first  issue  of  the  World,  Friendship  Bulletin,  a  bulletin 
issued  each  quarter,  was  produced.  This  bulletin  is  published  primarily  for  the 
local  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  throughout  the  church,  and  endeavors  to 
help  each  secretary  understand  the  work  of  the  quarter  before  her.  The  Bulletin, 
together  with  the  leaflets  "The  Plan  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  Children 
in  the  Methodist  Church,"  "Missionary  Material  for  Use  With  Children,  194-1- 
42,"  "Missionary  Education,  1941-42"  have  been  sent  to  every  secretary  of 
Children's  Work,  whose  names  are  on  the  list,  during  the  year. 

5.  Contribution  of  World  Outlook. 

The  editors  of  World  Outlook  rendered  a  distinct  service  to  the  children's 
study  by  making  available  in  the  September  issue  a  picture  section  entitled  "Child 
Neighbors  in  America."  In  the  December  issue  of  World  Outlook  is  presented 
another  picture  section  dealing  with  the  second  missionary  emphasis,  "Worship 
Around  the  World." 

6.  Contributions  of  the  Local  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work. 

During  the  year  the  interest  and  devotion  of  the  secretaries  have  carried  the 
work  of  the  missionary  education  of  the  children  far  forward.  They  are  the 
ones  who  held  steadfastly  before  them  the  world-wide  vision  of  Jesus,  of  a  time 
when  all  people  shall  live  together  in  peace  and  friendship,  knowing  that  they 
are  the  children  of  the  Father — God. 

Thus   looking  back   over  the   year   that   is   past   we   are    very   grateful.    The 
future  we  face  with  joy  and  with  a  deepening  satisfaction  in  the  Master's  service.

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Reports  of  District  Secretaries 


DURHAM  DISTRICT 

The  first  year  after  the  founding  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  shows  that  Durham  District 
is  made  up  of  81  active  groups,  54  of  them  from  the  former  Southern  Metho- 
dist Church ;  1 8  from  the  former  Methodist  Protestant  Church ;  and  nine  trans- 
ferred by  Conference  from  other  districts,  with  a  grand  total  of  members  of 
3,778. 

The  figures  of  the  various  achievements  will  appear  in  the  Conference  Jour- 
nal; but  some  few  need  special  mention.  Sixty-six  of  these  groups  have  Spiritual 
Life  Groups;  61  of  them  observed  Week  of  Prayer;  35  of  them  achieved  the 
Efficiency  Aim,  with  3  0  others  making  it  in  part. 

Twenty-three  baby  life  memberships  were  given  during  the  year,  and  five 
adults,  two  of  which  were  given  by  the  district:  one  to  Mrs.  Nora  Lambuth 
Park,  niece  of  the  late  Bishop  Lambuth,  and  the  other  to  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren, 
Orange  zone  leader;  of  the  baby  life  memberships,  10  were  given  from  the 
district  fund.  Ebenezer  Society,  in  Chatham,  presented  three  baby  life  member- 
ships at  one  zone  meeting  in  the  fall. 

A  total  of  $163.85  was  given  for  Baby  Specials  and  memberships;  the  Week 
of  Prayer  offering  was  $641.81;  $30.63  was  given  as  our  part  in  furnishing  a 
room  in  the  Gibson  Dormitory  at  Scarritt  College,  honoring  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lamb.  Circle  No.  1,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  of  Front  Street  Church,  Burlington, 
sent  $75.00  as  half  of  the  cost  of  furnishing  a  room  in  the  same  dormitory,  as 
an  honor  to  Miss  Mary  Freeman,  the  other  $75.00  to  be  paid  this  year. 

The  various  departments  have  functioned  in  a  big  way;  a  long  roster  of  the 
activities  at  home,  community,  soldier  camps,  and  home  and  foreign  projects 
shows  that  the  women  are  going  about  the  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  features  trying  to  do  service  for  the  Master  at  home  and  abroad. 

Interesting  meetings  have  been  held  in  all  zones,  under  the  able  leadership 
of  the  following  consecrated  women:  Alamance,  Mrs.  T.  B.  Hough;  Caswell, 
Mrs.  W.  Taylor  Long;  Chatham,  Mrs.  G.  F.  Riggsbee;  Durham,  Mrs.  A.  K. 
Umstead;  Orange,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren;  and  Person,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Fox.  Without 
the  fine  co-operation  of  these  women,  Durham  District  would,  indeed,  have  little 
to  report!  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  and  Major  Leon  M.  Hall,  from  Fort  Bragg, 
were  speakers  at  the  three  joint  all-day  mid-summer  meetings. 

The  district  meeting  was  held  at  Duke  Memorial  Church,  with  Mrs.  Sherertz,  a 
missionary  from  China,  and  Mrs.  Cutchin  and  Miss  Bessie  Oliver  as  our  speakers; 
the  usual  large  crowd  and  a  maximum  of  enthusiasm  were  among  the  evidences 
of  an  outstanding  interest.  We  were  happy  to  have  for  display  the  Study  jewel, 
the  Korean  urn,  and  the  Korean  candlestick,  which  came  to  us  for  varied  achieve- 
ments. Many  groups  sent  supplies  in  goodly  amounts  to  our  various  projects; 
Young  Women's  and  Children's  secretaries  were  busy  on  their  jobs;  Study  secre- 
taries saw  to  it  that  their  groups  in  many  cases  held  three  classes  during  the  year. 

District  Specials  brought  in  $241  for  Korean  kindergartens  and  Paine  College, 
and  $76.00  for  district  life  memberships. 
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The  report  would  not  be  complete  without  stating  that  the  pledge  for  the 
year  was  $8,300;  and  final  figures  showed  that  we  paid  $9,991.70,  an  overpay- 
ment of  $1,691.70.  We  are  so  happy  for  this,  because  it  does  show  that  our 
women  are  working  eagerly,  when  they  give  this  way. 

We  still  have  much  work  to  do — 22  churches  without  a  society;  two  failed 
to  function  last  year;  many  things  left  undone  that  should  and  could  have  been 
done.  We  are  not  discouraged;  we  do  not  expect  perfection;  we  would  then 
have  nothing  left  to  strive  for. 

But  with  our  faces  to  the  future,  with  3,778  women  lined  up  in  our  ranks, 
knowing  that  we  are  a  part  of  the  largest  aggregation  of  women  in  the  world, 
and  that  we  are  working  to  bring  God's  Kingdom  to  earth,  we  are  not  afraid, 
for  God  is  our  light.  Every  woman  in  every  society  is  armed  for  the  victory, 
and  it  -must  be  ours.

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

Time  marches  on!  And  so  do  the  women  of  Elizabeth  City  District,  2,015 
strong,  proudly  waving  our  banners  of  Christian  Service  throughout  the  land. 
In  this  brief  summary  you  will  find  some  of  our  most  outstanding  accomplish- 
ments during   1941. 

To  our  happy  band  were  added  eight  new  societies,  namely:  Amity,  Cashie, 
Cedar  Grove,  Holly  Grove,  McBrides,  Pleasant  Grove,  Savage  and  Watson's 
Chapel,  making  a  total  of  67  societies  in  the  district.  Of  our  2,015  members, 
292  are  new  ones. 

The  following  five  societies  achieved  the  Efficiency  Standard:  Belhaven, 
Columbia — Wesley  Memorial,  New  Hope,  Plymouth  and  Windsor.  Fifty-six 
societies  observed  Week  of  Prayer  with  an  offering  of  $410,  an  increase  of  $133 
over  the  previous  year.  We  have  197  subscribers  to  the  World  Outlook  and  204 
to  the  Methodist  Woman. 

The  Departments  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities, 
Missionary  Education,  and  Spiritual  Life  have  aroused  much  interest  and  activity 
during  the  year.  A  decided  increase  over  1940!  U.  S.  O.  Centers  and  boys  in 
camps  have  received  much  attention  from  our  women.  A  number  of  societies  have 
done  commendable  interracial  work.  First  Church  in  Elizabeth  City  sent  a  Negro 
woman  to  the  Winston-Salem  Institute.  We  reported  8 1  mission  study  classes, 
38  Bible  study  classes,  and  40  active  Spiritual  Life  Groups. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  in  our  district  are  few  in  number,  but  they  are 
"wide  awake"  organizations  participating  in  all  departments  of  work.  They  have 
won  Conference  recognition  for  their  prompt  reports. 

District,  zone,  and  "study"  meetings  were  all  well  attended  by  interested 
women  eager  for  information  and  inspiration  to  better  carry  on  the  great  work. 
Mesdames  W.  C.  Chadwick,  D.  L.  Fouts,  B.  B.  Slaughter,  J.  H.  Cutchin,  B.  F. 
Boone,  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  and  Mrs.  A.  L.  Eggleston,  of  the  Virginia  Confer- 
ence, were  guest  speakers.  The  "special  study  meeting"  held  at  Hatteras  for  the 
women  of  the  "Outer  Banks"  is  one  of  unusual  note;  long  to  be  remembered  by 
those  of  us  who  attended. 

The  only   Youth  Life  Mermbership  in  the  Conference  was  given  Miss  May-

Society  for  the  other  two,  namely:  Patricia  Dee  Harrington  and  Edmund  Spencer 
Mann,  Jr. 

The  Margaret  Evans  White  Fund,  a  "China  Special,"  was  maintained  by  the 
Perquimans-Chowan  Zone.  This  has  been  one  of  their  most  outstanding  projects 
for  the  past  several  years. 

Gates  County  Zone  and  Perquimans-Chowan  Zone  have  every  church  organ- 
ized. This  is  a  goal  to  which  all  of  us  might  strive,  because  during  such  perilous 
times  as  these,  %ve  need  all  the  churches  working  together.  There  are  still  two 
charges  with  3  3  churches  unorganized.  Let's  see  if  we  can't,  at  least,  have  every 
charge,  if  not  every  church,  organized  during  1942. 

We  are  happy  to  report  our  pledge  of  $4,300  met  in  full  and  over-paid  some 
$345.  The  grand  sum  of  $7,835.35  was  raised  during  the  year.  Conference 
treasurer  received  $4,725;  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 
$2,981,  and  the  Supply  Department  $129.35. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  we  rejoice  in  being  able  to  bring  such  a  splen- 
did report  for  the  past  year.

NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 

As  we  look  back  through  the  records  of  the  first  year  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  in  the  New  Bern  District  we  feel  a  thrill  at  the  fine  things 
accomplished  by  our  women  in  this  great  adventure. 

Through  the  fine  co-operation  of  our  district  superintendent,  Mr.  J.  A.  Rus- 
sell, and  the  pastors,  1 6  new  societies  have  been  organized  during  the  year.  Two 
societies  failed  to  report  so  we  had  79  societies  with  3,083  members,  an  increase 
of  3  64,  but  547  new  members  were  reported.  The  new  societies  are:  Roe,  Sea 
Level,  Williston,  Winterville,  Grifton,  Sharon,  Maple  Grove,  Shady  Grove, 
Hickory  Grove,  Bayboro,  Woodland,  Woodington,  Bridgeton,  Campbells  Creek, 
Camp  Glenn,  and  Brownings.  Four  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  with  85  members 
were  reported. 

Societies  attaining  the  Efficiency  Aim  are:  Beaufort,  Eureka,  Yelverton,  Eben- 
ezer,  Salem,  St.  Paul  (Goldsboro),  Jarvis  Memorial  (Greenville),  Whartons, 
Providence,  Smith  Chapel,  Mt.  Carmel,  and  Tabernacle.  Week  of  Prayer  was 
observed  by  56  societies  making  an  offering  of  $500.40,  an  increase  of  $161.31. 
Forty-six  active  Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  reported,  an  increase  of  14.  Our 
goal  for  1942  is  every  society  an  active  Spiritual  Life  Group. 

Our  women  are  still  reaching  out  in  their  Christian  Social  Relations  Activities. 
Reports  show  a  broadening  of  their  area  of  work  and  an  increase  in  projects 
undertaken. 

Four  zone  meetings  were  held  in  the  spring  and  fall  with  interesting  and 
helpful  programs  led  by  the  four  splendid  zone  leaders.  A  large  number  attended 
each  one.  The  society  reports  denoted  much  interest  and  fine  work  done  by  the 
women.  Our  district  meeting  was  held  May  9th  in  Mt.  Olive  with  more  than  300 
women  attending.  Mr.  J.  A.  Russell,  district  superintendent,  brought  the  morning 
message,  the  theme  being  "The  Kingdom  of  God  Is  Within  You."  A  number  of 
outstanding  speakers  helped  us,  as  individual  society  members,  to  follow  our 
work  up  to  the  Jurisdictional  organization  and  into  the  three-fold  program  of 
our  work.  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  led  our  afternoon  worship. 

Study  Training  Day  was  held  in  New  Bern  with  a  very  large  attendance.  We 
feel  that  this  annual  meeting  together  with  our  Conference  leaders  is  most  helpful 
to  us  in  our  work  and  we  appreciate  very  much  Mrs.  Boone,  Mrs.  Cutchin  and 
and  others  coming  to  us  at  this  time.  Two  District  Council  meetings  were  held 
which  were  very  helpful  in  planning  the  work  in  the  district. 

We  are  very  happy  to  be  able  to  report  our  district  pledge,  $6,600,  met  in 
full  and  $700  over.  A  total  of  $7,436  was  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer, 
including  $35.68  for  Baby  Specials.  $5,104  was  spent  for  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities.  A  total  of  $12,540  was  reported  raised  for 
all  purposes.

RALEIGH  DISTRICT 


My  initial  report  of  the  work  of  the  Raleigh  District  marks  a  new  milepost 
in  our  missionary  interest  and  endeavor.  For  nine  years  it  has  been  our  privilege 
and  pleasure  to  serve  under  the  inspiration  and  co-operative  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Gurney  P.  Hood,  now  our  honored  Conference  corresponding  secretary.  During 
her  years  of  service,  Mrs.  Hood  built  well  and  wisely.  To  her  credit,  in  large 
measure,  is  due  the  steady  growth  and  permanent  development  along  all  lines  of 
work  in  the  Raleigh  District.  The  women  honor  her  for  her  leadership. 

As  I  take  up  the  work  as  district  secretary,  I  do  not  in  any  sense  take  Mrs. 
Hood's  place — only  humbly  try  to  follow  in  her  footsteps.  The  year's  work  has 
been  stimulating  and  highly  challenging.  Facing  responsibilities  and  opportunities 
for  service,  we  had  not  known  before,  we  admit  failure  in  realizing  and  dis- 
charging many  of  them.  However,  we  record  with  thankful  hearts  the  achieve- 
ments which  have  been  ours.  These  have  not  been  spectacular,  but  there  has  been 
a  steady  growth  along  most  lines  of  our  work. 

During  the  year,  we  added  only  one  new  society:  Holly  Springs.  The  district 
had  64  societies  with  a  membership  of  3,181.  Of  that  number,  291  were  new 
members.  Our  Honorary  Baby  Life  members  were:  Bettie  Eloise  Bain,  Thomas 
Richard  Harper,  Virginia  Odelle  Turlington,  Alice  Elizabeth  Wilson,  Ida  Eliza- 
beth Johnson,  Kenneth  Perry  Perdue,  Elizabeth  Louise  Hedden,  Edith  Faye  Wood- 
lief,  Charles  Owen  Williams,  Bessie  Alice  Prince,  and  Bonnie  Louise  Holloway. 
Our  Adult  Memberships  were:  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Carter,  Mrs.  Mary 
Fuller  Green,  and  Mrs.  Ada  Wellons.  We  have  set  our  goal  much  higher  for 
1942. 

There  has  been  reported  an  active  Spiritual  Life  Group  in  39  societies,  an 
increase  of  10  over  1940.  Our  goal  is  a  group  in  every  society  before  the  end 
of  1942.  We  feel  that  in  facing  these  crucial  days  ahead  of  us,  we  need  a  deepen- 
ing of  our  Spiritual  lives  that  can  come  only  from  Communion  with  the  Father. 

We  believe  that  the  Raleigh  District  does  its  most  outstanding  work  in  mission 
and  Bible  study.  Especially  do  the  women  honor  Mrs.  Boone  and  Mrs.  Hood  for 
their  leadership  in  this  line  of  our  work.  When  they  were  inducted  into  office, 
we  stood  at  the  bottom  of  the  list.  Our  work  has  improved  to  the  extent  that  we 
have  had  the  Study  jewel  three  years  and  missed  it  by  a  small  margin  several 
other  times.  124  classes  were  reported  for  the  year.  Many  of  these  were  Jurisdic- 
tion Recognition  classes. 
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The  district  reported  398  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook  and  402  to 
Methodist  Woman.  Our  women  are  realizing  more  and  more  the  need  of  an  in- 
formed constituency.  We  had  15  societies  achieving  the  Efficiency  Aims,  namely: 
Cary,  Clayton,  Angier,  Fuquay  Springs,  Kipling,  Union  Chapel,  Henderson — 
First  Church,  Edenton  Street,  Fairmont,  Hayes  Barton,  Person  Street,  Smithfield, 
Plank  Chapel,  Trinity,  and  Zebulon.  Many  others  are  doing  splendid  work,  and 
lacked  only  a  point  here  and  there  reaching  the  goals.  Week  of  Prayer  was 
observed  by  47  societies.  Again  we  are  working  for  100%  observance  in  1942. 
There  were  32  societies  reporting  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work.  We  have  stressed 
the  importance  of  our  contribution  to  this  work  at  all  our  meetings.  Also,  there 
were  1  7  societies  reporting  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work.  More 
have  already  added  this  secretary  for  1942.  Our  district  had  the  largest  number 
of  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds:  13  in  number.  Mrs.  Gary  has  been  a  great  help  in 
promoting  this  phase  of  our  work. 

We  pledged  $5,500  for  1941;  we  sent  $7,328.93  to  treasurer.  Of  this  amount, 
$119.64  was  for  babies  and  $597.79  for  Week  of  Prayer  offering.  We  raised 
$5,699.82  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  $119.46 
for  Supplies;  making  a  grand  total  of  $13,148.21.  We  had  an  increase  of 
$1,201.49  over  1940,  giving  us  the  second  largest  increase  over  the  year  before. 
Forty-six  societies  increased  their  giving.  Edenton  Street  led  with  $356  increase 
and  Henderson,  First  Church,  came  second  with   $200  increase. 

Every  day  facing  us  is  filled  brimful  of  new  and  varied  opportunities;  it  is 
our  prayer  that  we  may  become  workers  "together  with  Him,"  trusting  in  His 
leadership  to  guide  us  in  the  tasks  that  are  set  before  us.  May  we  never  forget 
that  He  is  sufficient  for  all  our  needs.

ROCKY  MOUNT  DISTRICT 


We  have  written  the  history  of  the  first  year's  work  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service.  Nothing  has  ever  been  done  so  well  that  it  could  not  have 
been  done  better;  however,  we  do  feel  that  much  has  been  accomplished  and 
we  have  had  a  wonderfully,  happy  experience  in  working  together.  Many  had 
the  feeling  that  in  the  midst  of  becoming  adjusted  to  the  new  machinery  that 
we  were  disintegrating  at  least  in  part,  but  having  summarized  the  whole  year's 
work  I  can  again  state  joyfully  that  every  phase  of  our  work  has  made  progress. 

Early  in  the  year  Officers'  Training  Days  were  held  in  each  zone,  and  the 
attendance  was  the  best  ever  until  that  time.  No  doubt  this  made  for  progress. 

We  added  three  new  societies  to  our  roll,  namely:  Evansdale,  Sandy  Cross, 
and  Tabor.  There  was  a  net  gain  of  153  new  members.  For  all  of  these  people 
to  join  us  we  are  most  happy. 

Out  of  the  74  societies  of  the  district,  72  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer. 
$816.45  was  our  total  gifts  for  the  same. 

Life  memberships  play  an  interesting  part  of  our  work,  always,  and  in  1941 
we  excelled  ourselves  by  giving  27  Babies,  two  Juniors,  and  eight  Adults  this 
honorable  distinction. 

Twenty-three  societies  achieved  the  Standard  of  Efficiency,  namely:  Bethel, 
Severn,   Zion — Conway,   Homes,   Farmville,    Kenly,   Lucama,   Littleton,    Norlina, 
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Jackson,  Lasker,  Woodland,  First  Church — Rocky  Mount,  White  Oak,  Scotland 
Neck,  Pleasant  Grove,  Spring-  Church  Charge,  Gibson  Memorial,  Evansdale, 
Sarepta,  Warrenton,  Whitakers,  and  Wilson. 

The  Spiritual  Life  and  the  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  Committees  are  becoming  more  comprehensible  to  the  smaller  societies 
of  the  district;  therefore,  more  are  consenting  to  so  name  their  groups  and  report 
their  accomplishments  to  the  Conference  officers. 

To  date  wa  have  only  five  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  but  after  sufficient  time 
to  study  this  new  field  we  see  signs  of  an  increase  in  organizations  in  the  near 
future. 

Finally,  2,875  women  sent  for  missions,  $7,850.55,  an  increase  of  $643  over 
the  previous  year.  Total  gifts  for  Baby  Specials,  $203.42;  Local  Work,  $4,190. 
Such  figures  bespeak  love,  loyalty  and  Christian  service  in  His  Kingdom.  As  we 
each  give  thanks  for  these  accomplishments,  may  we  add  a  prayer  for  guidance 
into  new  areas  and  courage  for  untried  responsibilities.

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 


Achievements!  As  we  look  back  over  the  year  1941  and  the  difficult  tasks 
that  we  have  faced,  the  memory  we  have  of  the  willing  hearts,  the  ready  hands 
and  the  alert  minds,  make  it  possible  for  us  to  present  to  our  Conference  this 
leport  of  the  achievements  in  our  district.  Interest,  enthusiasm,  co-operation  and 
effort  have  been  united  in  one  vital  force  to  raise  our  district  toward  the  top 
of  the  list  in  many  phases  of  our  work. 

First,  and  undergirding  all  our  efforts,  has  been  the  organizing  of  a  Spiritual 
Life  Group  in  every  society  in  the  district.  We  led  the  Conference  in  being  the 
only  district  to  have  this  department  of  our  work  organized  100%.  This  spiritual 
influence,  gentle  and  unheard,  has  permeated  our  district  until  it  has  released  a 
power  that  will  enable  us  to  do  even  greater  things.  Under  the  capable  leader- 
ship of  Mrs.  W.  C.  Davis,  this  department  of  our  work  is  growing  rapidly. 

Only  two  societies  failed  to  observe  the  Week  of  Prayer.  Three  societies 
observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  but  failed  to  properly  report  their  offering  to  our 
Conference  treasurer;  therefore,  they  could  not  receive  credit  for  observance. 
Three  zones — Duplin-Sampson,  Jones-Onslow  and  the  New  Hanover — observed 
the  Week  of  Prayer  100%.  Fifty-six  societies  reported  a  total  of  $528.36  for 
the  Week  of  Prayer. 

Our  pledge  for  1941  was  $4,500.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  we  overpaid 
our  pledge  $491.10.  A  total  of  $5,114.33  was  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 
Of  this  total  amount,  $123.23  was  for  Baby  Specials.  Nineteen  societies  contribut- 
ed a  total  of  $109.22  to  the  Supply  Department.  Thirty-eight  societies  showed  a 
financial  increase  over  the  previous  year  with  Singletary,  Elizabethtovvn  Charge, 
leading  the  list  by  increasing  its  giving  250%.  Fairmont  led  in  per  capita  giving 
with  $6.87.  Richlands  ran  a  close  second  with  $6.81.  Fairmont  led  in  Week  of 
Prayer  Offering  with  $80.00. 

The  following  societies  reported  having  achieved  the  Efficiency  Aim:  Burgaw, 
Clinton,  Fairmont,  Goshen,  Richlands,  Pollocksville,  Seagate,  Midway,  Swans- 
boro,  Rose  Hill,   Fifth  Avenue  and  Grace.   Several  societies  failed  by  only   one 
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point.  The  Jones-Onslow  and  the  New  Hanover  Zones  will  share  the  "Ida 
Hankins  Trophy"  for  having-  the  same  number  of  societies  achieving  the  Efficiency 
Aim.  ' 

Antioch  and  Scotts  Hill  were  added  to  our  number  during  the  past  year. 
Salem  and  Jordan's  Chapel  organized  but,  having  failed  to  send  a  report,  could 
not  be  counted  this  year.  Three  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  were  added:  Trinity 
(Wilmington),  Rose  Hill,  and  Whiteville.  This  gives  us  a  total  of  eight  for  the 
district. 

An  increase  of  interest  was  noted  in  the  Department  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  Thirty-eight  societies  reported  work  in 
this  department,  this  being  an  increase  of  twelve  over  the  previous  year.  Rose 
Hill  carried  on  the  most  outstanding  activities  in  this  phase  of  the  work. 

Zone  meetings  were  held  in  the  spring  with  good  attendance.  Our  guest 
speakers  were  our  own  beloved  missionary,  Miss  Ida  Hankins,  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lamb,  whose  messages  are  always  an  inspiration. 

Our  District  Educational  Conference  (Study  Leaders'  meeting)  was  held  in 
Wallace  with  a  fine  attendance.  Contributing  a  great  deal  to  the  success  of  the 
meeting  were  Mrs.  Boone,  Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Fouts  and  others.  Forty-seven 
Bible  classes  and  94  mission  classes  were  reported  to  the  district  secretary,  making 
a  total  of  141  classes  for  the  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  80  classes  over  the 
previous  year. 

Over  200  registered  at  our  District  Conference  at  Harrells  Store.  From  every 
standpoint,  the  meeting  was  very  successful.  Our  guest  speakers  for  the  day  were 
Mrs.  Chadwick,  Miss  Gardner,  and  Mrs.  Hood.  Rev.  A.  S.  Parker,  our  district 
superintendent,  brought  us  a  very  inspiring  message  at  the  worship  hour. 

Adult  Life  Memberships  were  happily  received  by  Mrs.  F.  B.  Joyner,  Mrs. 
J.  P.  Brown,  Mrs.  L.  O.  Ellis,  Mrs.  Zannie  Hatch,  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney,  Mrs. 
W.  L.  Rexford,  Mrs.  Fred  Simpson,  and  Mrs.  R.  C.  Tucker.  Seven  of  our  babies 
were  also  presented  Life  Memberships.    (See   Conference   list.) 

The  zone  leaders — Mrs.  A.  D.  Craig,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Davis,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Far- 
nell,  Mrs.  B.  Whiteside — and  many  other  faithful  women  contributed  a  vast 
amount  of  work  to  make  this  report  possible  and  deserve  thanks  for  every  effort. 

We  dedicated  a  year  of  hard  work  to  our  beloved  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson  in 
deep  appreciation  for  her  years  of  service  in  our  district.  We  sincerely  trust  that 
all  our  achievements  speak  to  her  our  love  and  thanks  for  all  the  time  and  efforts 
she  gave  in  advancing  every  department  of  our  work.  We  pause  a  moment  to 
pay  honor  to  her  for  her  unselfish  service  in  our  midst. 

We  are  grateful  for  all  progress  made  during  1941.  We  feel,  as  we  look 
toward  the  uncertainties  of  the  future,  that  the  beautiful  spirit  of  love,  sacrifice 
and  service  exemplified  in  the  hearts  of  our  women  has  indeed  prepared  them 
for  "the  facing  of  this  hour,"  and  even  greater  achievements  during  the  coming 
year.

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Reports  and  Recommendations  of  Committees 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
ORGANIZATION  AND  PROMOTION 

I.  In  order  to  increase  and  maintain  the  interest  of  the  women  in  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  that  some  specific  piece  of  work  be  dele- 
gated to  each  one.  Too  much  stress  can  not  be  placed  upon  the  importance  of 
supporting  the  work  which  is  the  specific  obligation  of  this  organization. 

II.  The  following  plans  be  suggested  for  increasing  membership: 

(a)  Close  co-operation  between  district  secretary,  district  superintendent  and 
local  pastor. 

(b)  Visitation  through  fellowship  tours  to  neighboring  Woman's  Societies  of 
Christian  Service;  to  churches  without  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian 
Service,  and  invitations  to  latter  groups  to  attend  zone  meetings — con- 
tinuation of  "Big  Sister"  idea. 

III.  Methods  be  used  to  achieve  new  Efficiency  Aim  following  explanation  as 
given  in  leaflet  accompanying  poster.  The  checking  of  progress  on  Efficiency 
Aim  to  be  continued  at  quarterly  Executive  meetings. 

IV.  The  standard  of  missionary  giving  be  raised  through  various  means, 
such  as:  human  interest  stories  in  conference  publications,  Woman's  Page  of 
Advocate,  comparative  per  capita  idea,  and  other  forms  of  Missionary  Education. 

V.  Through  widest  use  of  newest  editions  of  report  books,  prompt  and 
complete  reporting  for  each  quarter  be  urged. 

VI.  The  Department  of  Organization  and  Promotion  aid  to  fullest  ability 
in  matters  requested  by  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  Student  Work,  Young  Wo- 
men and  Girl's  Work  and  Children's  Work. 

VII.  That  the  World  Outlook  and  the  Methodist  Woman  subscriptions  be 
increased;  that  every  officer  subscribe  to  Methodist  Woman;  that"  the  officers  and 
members  at  large  use  these  publications  to  gain  missionary  information;  that 
they  be  used  as  sources  of  material  in  interest  groups,  circles,  and  daily  vacation 
Bible  schools.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION- 
ARY EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

The  committee  recommends: 

I.  That  societies  revaluate  the  importance  of  missionary  education  and 
spiritual  development  which  is  necessary  to  attain  the  purpose  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  through  the  courses  of  study  in  Missions,  Bible  and 
Christian  Social  Relations. 

II.  That  approved  study  courses  be  promoted  in  societies  by  the  study  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  chairman  of  the 
Spiritual  Life  Committee  in  line  with  policies  recommended  by  the  Woman's 
Division.  (The  ultimate  responsibility  for  approved  study  courses  with  the  secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education.) 

III.  That  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  order  the  Handbook  for 
Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  (from  Literature  Headquarters,  420  Plum 
St.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  10c)  and  make  a  careful  study  of  same  in  order  to  familiar- 
ize themselves  with  the  new  requirements  for  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition 
classes. 

IV.  That  Educational  Leadership  be  cultivated  by: 

1.  Educational  Conferences  (Fall  Study  Leaders'  meetings)  held  in  each 
district. 

2.  That  societies,  wherever  possible,  send  their  secretaries  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation to  Pastors'  School  at  Duke  University,  June  8-13,  or  to  the  School 
of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  July  27-August  4. 
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V.  That  a  dedication  to  the  stewardship  life  is  necessary  for  contributions 
of  self,  service  and  material  possessions;  therefore,  stewardship  studies  be  pro- 
moted in  societies. 

VI.  An  increase  of  one  study  course  each  year  until  three  or  more  study 
classes  of  recommended  courses  are  held  in  order  to  meet  the  Efficiency  Aim;  and, 
wherever  feasible,  at  least  one  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  class  be  held 
during  the  year  in  every  society. 

VII.  That  the  importance  of  a  missionary  library  for  reference  work  be 
emphasized. 

VIII.  That  study  books,  supplementary  materials,  World  Outlook,  The 
Methodist  Woman  and  other  church  ^literature  be  circulated  and  read  by  shut-ins 
and  members  of  the  church  who  cannot  attend  study  classes.  (This  may  be  re- 
ported as  a  reading  circle.) 

IX.  That  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  send  four  quarterly  reports 
promptly  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  in  the  calendar  year  to  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  We  recommend  that  these  report 
blanks  (found  in  the  back  of  the  local  corresponding  secretary's  Record  and 
Report  book)    be  studied  and  filled  at  quarterly  executive  meetings. 

X.  That  the  following  approved  study  courses  for    1942-1943   be  accepted: 

1.  Stewardship. 

2.  Latin  America. 

3.  International  Relations  and  World  Peace. 

4.  A  new  Bible  study  (to  be  determined.) 

5.  The  Methodist  Meeting  House.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND 

LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

Recognizing  that  the  study  and  practice  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  is  "the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  in  action,"  we  recom- 
mend: 

I.  (a)   That  the  program  at  one  of  the  zone  meetings  this  year  be  devoted  to 
the  study  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  or  at  least  receive  major  emphasis. 

(b)  That  a  place  be  given  on  each  circle  program  for  discussion  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  topic  to  be  provided  by  the 
local  secretary,  following  as  nearly  as  possible  the  prayer  objectives  on  the 
calendar  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee. 

(c)  That,  since  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  is  so  broad  as  to  challenge  the  entire  womanhood  of  the 
church,  each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  seek  to  promote  the  interests 
of  this  department  through  its  entire  membership. 

II.  We  recommend: 

(a)  That  we  continue  the  study  of  family  life,  using  the  same  questionnaire 
which  was  available  last  year,  in  our  effort  to  determine  the  major  needs  of 
the  family  as  it  relates  to  the  church. 

(b)  That  we  emphasize  the  plans  and  materials  (on  Family  Life)  provided 
by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

(c)  That  we  endeavor  to  promote  study  classes  on  "The  Christian  Family" 
wherever  possible,  urging  parents  to  strengthen  the  spiritual  foundations  of  the 
home  through  worship. 

(d)  That  every  woman  take  as  her  responsibility  one  of  our  young  men  in 
service;  to  strengthen  him  with  the  influence  of  the  home  through  letters  and 
remembrances. 

III.  Realizing  the  rapid  growth  of  the  liquor  industry,  and  the  devastating  effects 
of  such  on  our  homes,  we  further  recommend: 

(a)  That  we  exert  every  effort  to  build  up  social  disapproval  of  alcohol  by 
eliminating  its  use  in  the  home  and  at  social  functions;  that  protests  be  made 
to  every  agency  that  brings  liquor  advertisements  into  the  home,  especially  the 
radio  and  publications;  and  to  the  proper  authorities  against  the  showing  of 
liquor  scenes  in  moving  pictures. 

(b)  That  we  endeavor  to  have  enforced  in  North  Carolina  the  legislation 
which  provides  for  Alcohol  Education  in  our  public  schools,  promoting  safety, 
health  and  efficiency;  working  to  the  end  of  creating  sentiment  to  establish  in 
our  State  Department  of  Education  a  Division  in  Narcotic  Education. 

(c)  That  as  consumers,  housewives,  mothers  or  sisters  we  accept  government 
rationing  of  sugar  as  a  necessity  for  our  soldiers;  that  we  further  pledge  our 
efforts  to  the  establishing  of  "War-time  Prohibition,"  realizing  that  a  great 
amount  of  sugar  goes  into  alcoholic  beverages. 

IV.  Every  woman  is  a  consumer;  therefore: 

(a)    We  urge  wisdom  in  buying,  but  condemn  the  practice  of   hoarding. 
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(b)  We  recommend  the  organization  of  Consumer's  Information  Centers. 
(Information  may  be  secured  from  Consumer  Division  of  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration,  Washington,  D.  C.  Other  valuable  information  may  be  obtained 
from  Consumer's  Union,   17  Union  Square,  New  York  City.) 

V.  As  employers  of  labor  in  our  homes,  we  recommend: 

(a)  That  we  seek  to  improve  situations  in  domestic  service  as  they  relate  to 
hours,  wages  and  working  conditions  in  our  homes,  making  definite  studies  of 
these  matters,  using  as  a  guide  the  leaflets  prepared  by  the  Commission  on  Inter- 
racial Co-operation,  "What  Are  Real  Wages  in  Domestic  Service?"  and  "What 
Price  Domestic  Service?" 

(b)  That  we  join  the  Central  Jurisdiction  in  an  effort  to  study  both  domestic 
and  farm  labor,  to  the  end  that  the  living  of  these  two  groups  may  be  raised  to 
the  American  standard  of  living. 

(c)  That  the  Negro  women  sent  by  our  societies  to  Leadership  Schools  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  make  reports  to  the  society  sponsoring  the  scholarship. 

(d)  That  we  interpret  as  one  of  our  obligations  of  Christian  Citizenship 
our  responsibility  to  educate  against  the  insidious  injection  of  race  as  an  issue 
in  political  campaigns,  urging  our  women  to  use  all  their  power  to  discourage 
such  practice. 

VI.  In  the  light  of  world  conditions,  we  recommend: 

(a)  That  we  stress  the  need  of  missions  today  and  in  the  future,  as  never 
before;  for  only  through  the  missionary  ideals  of  Christians  and  the  achievements 
of  Christian  missions  can  we  hope  to  be  a  contributing  factor  to  an  abiding  peace. 

(b)  That  special  attention  and  cultivation  be  given  to  the  eradication  of 
destructive  emotions,  such  as  hatred,  intolerance  and  bigotry;  striving  to  build 
up  in  their  stead  the  "love  which  passeth  all  understanding,"  for  on  this  basis 
alone  can  an  enduring  peace  be  established. 

(c)  That  we  continue  co-operation  with  those  agencies  which  relieve  suffer- 
ing and  minister  to  human  need. 

(d)  That  we  give  such  help  as  is  possible  to  sincere  conscientious  objectors. 
(This  involves  a  study  of  the  position  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  attitude 
of  the  Government  regarding  conscientious  objectors.  It  also  involves  helping 
to  support  them  in  approved  work  camps.) 

(e)  That,  wherever  possible,  societies  send  their  local  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  to  the  Institute  of  International 
Relations  at  Chapel  Hill,  June  19-27,  1942.  (Further  information  may  be  had 
from  Box   123,  Chapel  Hill.)

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RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF 
LITERATURE  AND  PUBLICATIONS 

Keenly  aware  of  the  inestimable  value  of  the  program  material,  the  Metho- 
dist Woman,  World  Outlook  and  all  other  literature  published  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  we  recom- 
mend: 

1.  That  an  alert  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  be  elected  in  each 
local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service;  that  she  shall  be  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  the  promotion  of  literature  and  publications  and  publicity  and 
that  she  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee  of  her  local  society. 

a.  In  large  societies  which  are  divided  into  circles,  there  may  be  an  assistant 
in  each  circle  for  the  promotion  of  the  circulation  of  the  Methodist  Wo- 
man and  World  Outlook. 

b.  In  large  societies  there  may  be  one  assistant  for  the  dissemination  of  mis- 
sionary news  through  the  secular  and  church  press. 

2.  That  such  methods  as  personal,  individual  solicitation ;  featuring  the 
Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  at  each  society  meeting  by  having  some 
highlights  from  each  reviewed;  use  of  the  bulletin  board  as  a  means  of  creating 
consciousness  of  the  relationship  of  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  to 
current  world  events;  presenting  the  merits  of  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World 
Outlook  in  adult  Bible  classes  and  stewards'  meetings;  use  of  posters;  assistance 
of  the  pastor  in  periodic  appeals  from  the  pulpit  be  employed  for  the  circulation 
of  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook. 

3.  That  every  officer  of  every  local  society  subscribe  to  the  Methodist  Wo- 
man and  World  Outlook  and  that  they  co-operate  with  the  Conference  secretary 
of  Publications  in  securing  at  least  one-third  increase  in  subscriptions  over   1941. 

4.  That  greater  emphasis  be  placed  upon  regular  and  prompt  reporting  from 
the  local  society  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Publications. 

5.  That  each  local  society  contribute  at  least  one  subscription  of  the  Metho- 
dist Woman  and  World  Outlook  to  the  Children's  Division  of  the  church  school 
as  an  aid  to  promotion  of  missionary  education  of  children. 

6.  That  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  assist  in  the  circulation  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advo- 
cate.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF 
STUDENT  WORK 

Much  fine  work  in  the  Department  of  Student  Work  has  been  done  during 
the  year  of  1941.  Splendid  reports  have  been  received  from  every  secretary  of 
Student  work  in  churches  near  the  campus,  and  from  student  secretaries  in  the 
colleges,  and  from  secretaries  in  various  churches  of  our  Conference.

Guide.  The  Methodist  Woman  is  especially  fine  for  this  work. 

III.  That  we  read  regularly  our  church  paper,  the  Advocate,  as  articles 
pertaining  to  student  work  will  be  found  on  the  Woman's  Page,  from  time  to 
time. 

IV.  That  we  maintain  a  sympathetic  attitude  toward  our  Methodist  students 
and  strive  to  understand,  by  reading  and  studying  available  literature,  their 
problems,  and  of  what  they  are  thinking  and  doing. 

V.  That  we  consult  our  district  secretaries  or  the  Conference  secretary  of 
Student  Work,  if  we  do  not  have  this  department  organized,  and  get  full  in- 
formation as  to  its  operation. 

VI.  That  through  this  department,  we  earnestly  strive  to  help  our  young 
people  to  fit  themselves  for  a  more  effective  life  of  Christian  service.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  WESLEYAN  SERVICE 

GUILD 

I.     We  recommend  the  following  Conference  goals  for  1 942 : 

1.  An  increase  in  number  of  units  and  in  members  per  unit. 

2.  Reports  and  officers'  lists  sent  in  promptly. 

3.  An  annual  all-day  Guild  meeting — Conference-wide  or  by  districts.  (Sun- 
day meetings  have  worked  well  in  some  districts — Saturdays  in  others.) 

4.  Definite  place  on  the  program  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Society  for  presentation  of  the  Guild  at  such  time  as  employed  women  may 
be  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

5.  Conference  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  or  her  alternate  to  attend 
week-end  Guild  Conference  at  Junaluska.  Local  unit  members  are  also 
urged  to  attend. 

II.  We  recommend  a  wider  use  of  the  Guild  handbook  as  an  aid  to  efficient 
organization  and  to  better  balanced  programs. 

III.  We  recommend  more  systematic  and  generous  giving — finances  to  be 
reported  promptly  in  terms  of  a  cultivation  fund,  gift  for  missions  and  a  gift 
for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

IV.  We  recommend  that  the  Guild  assist  in  meeting  the  urgent  need  for 
new  missionary  personnel  at  home  and  abroad  by  enlisting  Guild  members  for 
"Christian  Careers  Calling  Youth."  Free  pamphlet  distributed  by  Department 
of  Missionary  Personnel,   150   Fifth  Avenue,  New  York. 

V.  We  recommend  that  the  co-operative  relationship  between  the  Guild  and 
the  Woman's  Society  in  the  local  church  be  strengthened: 
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1.  Through  the  quarterly  Executive  Committee  meetings  of  the  Woman's 
Society  being  held  at  a  time  when  the  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Guild, 
or  their  alternates,  may  attend.  Thus  providing  for  joint  planning  and 
program  enrichment. 

2.  By  recording  in  the  report  blanks  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  the  following  information  concerning  the  Guild: 

a.  Number  Guild  units. 

b.  Number  of  members. 

c.  Guild  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service. 

3.  Quarterly  oral  reports  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  the  work  of  the  Guild. 

VI.  We  recommend  that  the  Guild  delegate  to  the  assembly,  to  be  sent  from 
each  Conference  Society  in  accordance  with  the  provision  made  by  Woman's 
Division  at  its  September  meeting,  1941,  be  chosen  as  follows:  The  Conference 
Guild  Committee  or  the  Conference  Guild  secretary  and  the  District  Guild  sec- 
retaries or  district  secretaries  to  serve  as  a  Nominating  Committee  to  whom  each 
unit  will  be  asked  to  submit  one  name.  The  Nominating  Committee  will  select 
three  nominees  from  the  names  submitted.  Each  unit  will  cast  a  single  vote  for 
the  nominee  of  its  choice.  This  vote  may  be  cast  at  annual  meeting  of  the  Guild 
if  desired  or  by  mail.  Majority  vote  constitutes  an  election.  Expenses  of  the 
delegate  to  be  met  by  Conference  Cultivation  Fund.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  leaflet,  "The  New  Plan  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  Chil- 
dren in  the  Methodist  Church,"  be  studied  by  the  Council  of  Children's  Workers 
very  diligently,  and  reference  be  made  often  to  it. 

2.  That  the  Council  of  Children's  Workers  be  set  up  at  once,  where  this 
has  not  already  been  done,  and  that  they  meet  regularly.  (Refer  to  page  15, 
leaflet  mentioned  above.) 

3.  That,  if  possible,  a  regular  teacher  or  worker  in  the  Children's  Division 
be  elected  as  secretary  of  Children's  Work  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

4.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  attend  district  and  zone  meetings, 
training  schools,  and  all  meetings  of  Children's  Workers  in  the  local  church,  and 
that  each  secretary  join  the  Fellowship  of  Study. 

5.  That  at  the  conclusion  of  each  Missionary  Unit  and  when  other  emphasis 
is  placed  on  the  Missionary  Education  of  Children,  the  secretary  report  to  the 
society  what  has  been  done,  and,  where  possible,  share  with  them  the  work  of 
the  children. 

6.  That  each  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  urged  to  send  her  report  (see 
Statistical  Table  for  ratio  reporting)  and  that  the  report  be  sent  promptly  by 
the  first  day  of  each  quarter,  after  having  carefully  studied  the  report  blank. 
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7.  That  together  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  the  superintendent  of 
the  Children's  Division  plan  for  wholesome  and  informative  emphasis  of  Mission- 
ary Education  On  each  World  Service  Sunday.  That  the  World  Service  (Fourth 
Sunday)  offering  of  the  Children's  Division  be  sent,  together  with  other  offerings 
of  the  church  school  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Dillon,  treasurer,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  The  addi- 
tional session  offerings  should  be  divided  according  to  the  plan  outlined  on  page 
13-14,  of  the  leaflet  referred  to  in  paragraph  one. 

8.  That  the  expense  of  promoting  missionary  education  of  children  be 
shared  equally  by  the  church  school  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

9.  That  the  leaflet,  which  is  now  being  prepared,  that  will  interpret  to 
parents  and  teachers  the  importance  of  and  indicate  the  approaches  to  the  begin- 
nings of  missionary  education  for  the  pre-school  child,  be  studied  carefully. 

10.  That  the  secretary  of  the  local  society  attend  the  Conference  Workers' 
Assembly  at  Louisburg  and  wherever  possible  the  local  society  defray  her  expense.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  AND 
GIRLS'  WORK 

The  committee  recommends: 

1.  In  every  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  there  should  be 
elected  a  secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

2.  The  secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  in  every  society  should 
thoroughly  acquaint  herself  with  the  unified  plan  for  missionary  education  of 
Methodist  Youth  and  promote  the  same. 
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More  groups  report  studying  the  Bible  than  report  any  other  book.  Of  the 
eighteen  we  reported  to  Miss  Davies,  the  following  were  used  most:  "His  Wit- 
nesses," "The  Lord's  Prayer,"  "The  Meaning  of  Prayer,"  "Great  Souls  at  Prayer," 
"Jesus  and  Social  Redemption,"  "Victorious  Living,"  and  "The  Radiant  Heart." 
Some  of  the  books  have  been  on  suggested  lists  for  some  years — others  are  not 
on  our  lists,  but  are  helpful.  So  many  reports  are  encouraging.  They,  too,  vary, 
all  the  way  from  postal  cards,  short  notes,  giving  details  to  nice  long  letters  that 
share  the  joys  of  answered  prayers  and  they  all  bring  a  personal  message  that 
would  be  lost  in  a  printed,  formal  blank  for  reports.  Special  meetings  were  held 
as  follows:  Retreat  at  Louisburg  in  June.  There  were  29  present  and  22  of  them 
paid  their  expenses. 

All-day  meetings  were  held  on  the  New  Bern  and  Fayetteville  Districts,  and, 
I  think  at  Elizabeth  City,  at  Smithfi'eld,  and  one  was  planned  for  Clinton. 

Groups  have  co-operated  in  observing  the  Week  of  Prayer,  special  Easter 
services,  World  Day  of  Prayer  and  in  prayer  meetings  preparatory  to  special 
church  meetings. 

Kinston  Group  sponsored  a  Bible  class  for  a  needy  group  of  women  and 
prayed  for  a  clean-up  program ;  Goldsboro  conducted  a  Bible  class  for  a  large 
group  at  the  request  of  the  group  and  has  helped  in  many  ways;  Fairmont, 
Raleigh,  conducted  a  most  worthwhile  study,  "The  Christian  Life,"  written  by 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Derrieux,  of  their  group. 

So  far,  the  Wilmington  District  is  the  only  one  reporting  100%  on  Spiritual 
Life  Groups. 

Miss  Daisy  Davies  sent  70  Prayer  Calendars  and  our  Conference  had  400 
copies  made  so  each  group  would  have  one.  I  had  about  400  more  made  to 
supply  the  requests  for  them,  and  the  price  of  the  calendars  and  postage  has  been 
paid  by  groups  buying  the  extra  copies. 

With  gratitude  to  all  who  have  helped  to  make  the  Prayer  Groups  more 
effective,  we  are  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  uselessness  of  trying  to  do  our 
Father's  work  without  His  power — and  prayer  releases  His  power  for  His  work. 

Two  recommendations : 

1st.     That  we  agree  to  pray  for  a  Prayer  Group  in  every  society. 

2nd.  That  we  begin  now  to  pray  for  our  Week  of  Prayer  offering  to  go  to 
Latin  America.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  SPIRITUAL  LIFE 
COMMITTEE 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
plans  be  made  to  serve  the  men  and  women  in  army  camps  in  every  possible  way, 
planning  special  services,  inviting  them  into  homes,  providing  helpful  literature, 
and  by  definite  prayer  for  them. 

2.  That  in  churches  and  other  centers  where  Red  Cross  and  relief  work  is 
being  carried  on,  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  plan  for  a  short  prayer  service  to 
be  held  sometime  during  the  day. 

3.  That  a  careful  study  of  the  Prayer  Calendar  be  made  and  each  group 
carry  out  the  suggestions  given. 

4.  That  the  Conference  and  district  chairmen  send  out  quarterly  letters  with 
questions,  giving  information  and  work  to  be  done  by  groups. 

5.  That  the  groups  report  informally  the  first  of  each  quarter  to  the  district 
chairmen  what  their  group  is  doing,  making  a  complete  annual  report  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

6.  That  the  packets  of  literature  prepared  for  use  of  Spiritual  Life  Depart- 
ment be  widely  used. 

7.  That  we  emphasize  stewardship  and  tithing,  using  special  covenant  cards 
and  the  service  provided,  and  that  we  co-operate  with  the  secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  in  the  study  of  Stewardship. 

8.  Convinced  that  one  of  the  most  effective  defense  methods  is  prayer,  we 
urge  the  holding  of  retreats,  or  retreat  meetings,  in  Conference,  districts,  and 
local  churches,  thus  combating  the  tendency  to  hate,  prejudice  and  fear. 

9.  That  the  Conference  and  local  chairmen  of  Spiritual  Life  co-operate 
with  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  in  the  study  program. 

10.  That  a  Jurisdictional  Retreat  be  held,  and  that  the  final  plans  for  the 
Retreat  be  left  with  the  Jurisdictional  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life. 

1 1 .  That  the  Conferences  send  their  chairmen  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Com- 
mittees to  the  Retreat.

REPORT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  COMMITTEE  ON 
MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL,  MARCH   12,  1942 


PURPOSE 


"We  believe  in  a  Christ-like  world.  We  know  nothing  better;  we  can  be 
content  with  nothing  less." 

The  Methodist  Church  in  presenting  opportunities  for  world-wide  service  is 
concerned  with  the  vitality  and  reality  of  the  religious  life  of  those  making 
application.  It  desires  that  they  shall  themselves  have  a  first-hand  experience  of 
what  Christianity  is,  and  what  it  does  for  individuals:  a  confidence  in  the  value 
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and  importance  of  Christ  to  all  men;  and  a  desire  to  share  their  Christian  faith 
and  experience  in  all  phases  of  living,  thus  contributing  to  the  abundant  life  of 
mankind  everywhere. 

The  above  paragraph  is  the  Purpose  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  presenting 
opportunity  of  world-wide  service  as  stated  in  the  pamphlet,  "Christian  Careers 
Calling  Youth." 

In  this  war  situation  we  are  facing  we  must  remember  that  one  of  our  greatest 
objectives  is  to  keep  young  women  in  training,  so  that  as  soon  as  opportunity 
offers  itself,  they  may  be  ready  for  service  both  at  home  and  abroad.  We  must 
not  let  our  missionary  work  stop  because  of  the  war.  We  must  keep  young 
women  in  training  so  they  will  be  prepared  to  answer  the  first  calls  that  come. 

The  Board  reveals  that  there  will  be  a  call  for  many  new  workers  in  the 
next  two  or  three  years.  With  our  rule  that  they  must  have  at  least  one  year  of 
specialized  missionary  training,  you  will  see  that  now  is  the  time  to  find  these 
young  people. 

NEEDS  IN  THE  HOME  FIELD 

Among  the  needs  in  the  home  field  are  teachers — those  who  can  teach  English 
in  Puerto  Rico  for  the  elementary  grades,  also  there  is  need  for  teachers  in  the 
fields  of  mathematics,  science,  music.  Also  there  is  a  need  for  dietitians  and  other 
workers  in  our  various  institutions.  We  need  nurses — at  least  three  nurses  for 
general  duty,  and  matrons  for  both  boys'  work  and  girls'  work.  This  type  of 
worker  is  very  important  because  boys  and  girls  need  Christian  women  to  super- 
vise them' and  love  them. 

In  the  settlement  work  we  need  well  trained  women  in  social  service,  as  well 
as  nursery  and  kindergarten  workers. 

Another  need  that  arises  many  times  is  for  well  trained  rural  workers.  The 
Board  could  place  a  dozen  of  these  rural  workers,  with  proper  training,  right 
now  if  they  were  available. 

NEED  OF  FOREIGN  FIELD 

In  the  "forward-looking"  program  of  the  foreign  field,  the  first  request  is 
for  twenty-five  new  missionaries  to  be  in  preparation  for  work  in  various  fields. 

There  is  a  call  for  nurses,  not  only  for  supervisory  work  in  hospitals  but  for 
public  health,  and  teachers  of  the  nursing  arts. 

Teachers  are  needed  in  the  foreign  fields  for  all  grades  from  nursery  schools 
through  college. 

In  India  and  Africa  there  is  great  need  for  well  trained  rural  workers. 

All  mission  fields  must  have  people  trained  in  religious  education. 

With  all  of  these  needs  in  mind  and  the  qualifications  and  standards  set  up 
by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  (see  "Christian  Careers  Calling 
Youth"),  I  am  sure  that  you  people  can  do  much  to  help  us  find  just  the  right, 
capable,  prepared  young  women  for  these  Christian  services.  You,  of  course, 
understand  that  these  needs  call  for  the  best  that  your  community  has. 

QUALIFICATIONS 

Whether  for  service  at  home  or  abroad,  the  basic  essential  is  personal  loyalty 
to  Jesus  Christ — a  life  that  bears  witness  to  the  Christian  conception  of  the 
Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man. 
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For  Foreign  Missionary  Service,  candidates  must  be  between  the  ages  of  23 
and  33  years. 

Education:  College  degree  from  a  recognized  grade  A  college.  One  year's  addi- 
tional study  in  a  school  for  missionary  training,  approved  by  the 
Board. 

Medical  Missionary: 

Doctor:  M.D.  from  a  class  A  medical  school  with  two  years  internship. 
Nurse:  College  plus  the  R.N.  degree. 

Experience:  At  least  one  year  of  successful  experience  in  work  similar  to  that 
to  which  he  will  be  assigned. 

Health :  Good  health  is  a  necessity  since  the  work  is  difficult  and  exacting. 

Qualifications  for  Deaconess  Service  are  the  same  as  for  the  foreign  workers 
so  far  as  age,  consecration,  experience,  and  health  are  concerned.  The  educational 
requirements  are  different. 

The  deaconess  must  have  completed  the  required  course  in  a  standard  high 
school,  with  at  least  two  years  of  accredited  college  work  plus  two  years  of 
specialized  preparation  in  an  accredited  training  school  or  college  approved  by 
the  Bureau. 

HOME  MISSIONARY  SERVICE 

The  candidate  for  Home  Missionary  Service  must  complete  the  college  course 
and,  wherever  possible,  post  graduate  work  should  be  done  in  a  recognized  gradu. 
ate  school  of  social  work,  or  religious  or  public  education. 

Our  Board  assures  us  that  there  have  never  been  greater  opportunities  for 
service  than  now  and  there  are  many  fields  wide  open. 

Will  you  join  your  Conference  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  in  seek- 
ing to  enlist  capable  prepared  young  women  in  Christian  service.

REPORT  OF  SCARRITT  ASSOCIATE  WORK

The  secretary  of  Young-  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  should  encourage  the 
pastor  in  setting  up  the  joint  committee  in  every  local  church. 

4.  Whereas,  the  members  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  of  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction  are  co-operating  wholeheartedly  in  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fund,  50%  of  which  is  administered  through  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  we  would  urge  that  the  women  in  every  local  society  seek  to  express  their 
appreciation  for  this  co-operation  by  making  their  homes  available  for  meetings, 
by  serving  as  leaders,  and  by  undergirding  the  total  program  of  the  Youth 
Division. 


REPORTS  OF  CONFERENCE  WORKERS 


REPORT  OF  THE  METHODIST  STUDENT  DIRECTOR  AT 
EAST  CAROLINA  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

September,  1941,  to  March,  1942 

There  are  about  375  Methodist  students  on  this  campus,  329  girls  and  46 
boys.  220  of  these  students  have  been  to  the  Center.  Counting  duplicates  there  are 
about  300  students  coming  to  the  Center  each  month.  149  personal  conferences 
have  been  held.  The  average  attendance  at  the  monthly  Methodist  Student  Asso- 
ciation meeting  held  on  the  college  campus  is  5  3,  and  the  average  attendance  at 
church  school  is  62. 

The  student  work  is  carried  on  through  a  cabinet  made  up  of  the  president, 
first  and  second  vice-presidents,  secretary  of  the  M.  S.  A.,  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  church  school  class,  five  Commission  chairmen,  seven  students  who  represent 
the  different  dormitories  and  students  living  and  rooming  in  Greenville,  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Administrative  Council;  the  Administrative  Council  is  made  up 
of  the  seven  students  mentioned  above  and  students  working  with  them.  Recently 
a  Freshman  Committee  has  been  organized,  that  this  class  might  become  more 
familiar  with  the  work  of  the  M.  S.  A.  and  as  a  result  take  a  more  active  part. 

Some  activities  that  have  taken  place  at  the  Center  are :  parties  for  the  fresh- 
men and  students  that  have  transferred  from  other  schools;  Commission  meetings, 
choir  practice,  Sunday  night  bag  suppers,  discussion  groups  led  by  Mr.  Robert 
Bradshaw,  and  other  activities  that  you  would  find  them  engaging  in  at  their 
own  homes. 

Other  activities  of  the  students  are:  at  Christmas  they  gave  $10.00  toward 
the  support  of  a  Korean  girl  in  an  institution  at  Morganton,  N.  C. ;  help  was 
given  to  a  Greenville  family  at  Christmas  and  they  are  continuing  to  help  this 
family;  $5.00  was  sent  to  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  treasurer,  in  co- 
operation with  other  church  student  groups  on  the  campus  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. ;  a  religious  film  was  shown  at  the  college ;  a  devotional 
service  is  held  once  each  month  at  the  Pitt  County  Home,  friendship  cards  are 
put  on  the  patients'  trays  who  are  in  .the  infirmary  on  Sunday;  some  of  the 
students  attended  and  received  credit 'in  a  course  on  Leadership  Training  held 
at  Jarvis  Memorial  Methodist  Church,  Greenville,  in  February;  $13.00  is  sent 
each  quarter  to  help  support  a  girl  at  the  Orphanage. 

Our  Association  was  represented  by  two  students  at  the  Interdenominational 
Conference  held  in  Raleigh   in  the  early  part  of  December;    three  students  and 
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the  director  attended  the  Second  National  Methodist  Student  Conference  in 
Urbana,  111.,  during  the  Christmas  .holidays;  twenty  students  and  the  director 
attended  the  N.  C.  Methodist  Student  Conference  at  Chapel  Hill  in  February. 

We  have  29  subscriptions  to  Motive,  our  Methodist  student  magazine. 

Thank  you  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  to  work  with  your  young  people 
again  this  year.

RURAL  WORK 


The  work  of  a  rural  deaconess  is  very  closely  tied  up  with  all  church  and 
community  activities.  My  work  during  the  past  two  years  and  nine  months  that 
I  have  been  on  the  Person  Circuit  has  included  a  variety  of  church  activities,  such 
as  teaching  in  two  Sunday  schools  each  Sunday,  acting  as  superintendent  of  the 
one  at  Woodsdale  which  was  organized  in  September,  1939,  attendance  at  the 
young  people's  meetings,  helping  the  young'  people  plan  their  programs  and 
recreational  activities,  directing  the  recreation  at  the  County  Union  meetings, 
helping  with  programs  at  various  seasons  of  the  year,  coaching  plays  occasionally, 
meeting  with  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  in  other  ways  helping 
with  the  regular  church  activities.  Mission  study  and  Bible  study  classes  have 
been  taught,  cottage  prayer  meetings  held  occasionally,  and  a  story  hour  for 
children  held  regularly  with  recent  stress  on  building  stronger  bodies  through 
proper  diet  and  the  observance  of  other  important  health  rules.  Arrangements 
were  made  for  a  First  Aid  class  to  be  taught  in  the  Oak  Grove  community  in 
August.  Last  summer  I  helped  with  four  vacation  church  schools,  on  the  Person 
Circuit,  including  one  for  colored  children,  and  with  two  on  the  Yanceyville 
Circuit. 

My  work  on  the  Yanceyville  Circuit  also  included  meeting  with  the  young 
people's  groups  from  the  five  churches,  friendly  visiting  and  making  a  community 
survey,  and  teaching  the  Bible  study  course,  "Songs  in  the  Night." 

Our  work  at  Oak  Grove  has  been  limited  through  lack  of  a  suitable  place 
where  community  meetings  and  other  activities  could  be  held  and  through  lack 
of  Sunday  school  class  rooms.  Under  the  capable  leadership  of  our  pastor,  Rev. 
F.  B.  Peele,  the  work  on  a  much-needed  religious  education  building  has  gone 
steadily  forward  until  now  we  have  the  framework  completed,  the  building 
storm-sheeted,  and  hope  soon  to  have  it  weather-boarded  and  completed.  The 
lumber  and  much  of  the  labor  has  been  donated  by  the  people.  They  have  raised 
around  $520  besides.  We  expect,  with  our  help  from  the  Duke  Foundation,  to 
have  the  building  paid  for  when  it  is  completed. 

It  has  been  a   privilege  and   a  joy  to   work   with   the   people   in   these   rural 


communities.

REPORT  ON  INDUSTRIAL  WORK  IN  EAST  LAURINBURG 

It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  again  bring  to  the  Conference  the  report  of  the 
industrial  work  in  East  Laurinburg. 

There  is  not  a  great  change  in  the  type  of  our  work  though  we  feel  there 
has  been  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  work  due  to  effort  that  has  been 
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and  is  still  being  put  forth  for  its  advancement.  More  and  more  throughout  the 
village  is  there  being  created  a  spirit  of  co-operation  in  things  pertaining  to  com- 
munity interest.  This  we  feel  is  largely  the  result  of  visitation  and  personal  con- 
tact with  the  people  and  taking  every  opportunity  to  make  them  feel  they  are 
a  vital  part  of  the  community  life.  Also  our  community  club  work,  with  its 
diversified  interests  and  activities,  has  been  a  most  stimulating  and  vital  influence 
in  creating  an  awareness  among  the  people  to  community  needs  and  awakening 
in  them  a  consciousness  of  a  personal  responsibility  to  these  needs. 

As  a  result,  some  most  worth  while  things  have  been  accomplished  in  our 
community.  Among  these  I  want  to  mention  our  community  flower  garden  as  the 
far-reaching  influence  of  this  undertaking  exceeded  our  fondest  expectation.  Not 
only  was  this  garden  a  beauty  spot  that  was  enjoyed  by  the  entire  village  but  it 
inspired  many  to  have  flower  gardens  of  their  own. 

The  Mother's  Club  and  Young  People's  Group  have  many  interests  and 
activities.  The  members  of  the  Mother's  Club  have  made  and  distributed  several 
quilts  among  needy  families  in  the  community.  Also  they  have  enjoyed  many 
social  meetings,  thus  furnishing  the  only  opportunity  for  social  contact  that  many 
of  them  have. 

This  spring  the  Young  People's  Group  is  widening  its  circle  of  interest  by 
sewing  for  the  Red  Cross.  Many  of  them  are  also  learning  to  knit.  The  WPA 
recreational  director  is  conducting  First  Aid  classes  to  which  a  number  are  re- 
sponding with  a  great  deal  of  interest. 

It  was  a  very  great  privilege  to  have  as  the  guest  of  our  community  club 
last  summer  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  Red 
Springs.  In  December  we  had  the  pleasure  of  returning  this  visit,  meeting  with 
these  ladies  and  enjoying  a  splendid  Christmas  program  which  was  followed  by 
a  delightful  social  hour  in  which  all  were  brought  together  in  a  closer  under- 
standing of  each  other  through  the  influence  of  this  Christian  fellowship. 

Much  time  is  given  to  work  in  the  Methodist  Church,  the  church  school, 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Wesleyan  Guild  and  in  church  attendance. 
As  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's  Division  in  the  church  school,  it  has  been 
a  real  joy  to  see  this  work  grow  from  a  group  of  children  of  all  ages  in  one 
room  with  one  teacher,  into  a  well  organized  department  now  occupying  two 
rooms,  with  an  enrollment  of  more  than  fifty  children  and  a  staff  of  six  officers 
and  teachers.  The  rooms  have  been  made  most  attractive  with  new  equipment 
which  includes  little  chairs  to  take  the  place  of  the  uncomfortable  benches  that 
had  been  in  use. 

The  work  with  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan 
Guild  is  a  real  joy.  That  our  women  might  become  better  informed  and  more 
interested  in  the  program  of  the  missionary  work  of  our  church,  we  have  this 
month  put  emphasis  on  the  importance  of  taking  the  World  Outlook  and  the 
Methodist  Woman.  As  a  result  of  this  we  have  1 3  new  subscribers  for  these 
magazines. 

One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  was  our  daily  vacation  Bible  school. 
While  this  school  was  held  in  the  Methodist  Church,  it  was  a  community  Bible 
school  with  an  enrollment  of  115;  87  certificates  were  given  for  perfect  attend- 
ance. The  work  done  was  of  the  highest  type.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing 
trained  leadership  for  each  department  of  the  work. 
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Our  days  have  indeed  been  busy  ones.  There  have  been  many  opportunities  for 
service  that  cannot  be  put  in  a  statistical  report.  My  work  has  many  opportuni- 
ties for  comradeship  and  friendship  with  the  people  who  are  seeking  the  way  to 
abundant  living.  To  see  and  work  with  such  people  and  to  see  the  possibilities 
for  finer  living  develop  and  grow  is  a  great  joy.  As  I  go  in  and  out  among  them 
my  ever  growing  prayer  is  that  God  will  give  me  strength  and  power  to  serve 
Him  effectively  in  this  task  which  He  has  placed  in  my  keeping.

REPORT  OF  SPIRITUAL  LIFE  AND  MESSAGE 
COMMITTEE 

Last  year  we  reported  354  Prayer  Groups ;  this  year  we  report  3  75,  a  gain  of 
21   groups.  That  leaves  a  number  of  societies  without  a  Prayer  Group. 

The  time  of  meeting  varies;  some  meet  once  a  month  just  before  the  society 
meeting,  between  church  school  and  church  service,  just  after  preaching  on  the 
days  on  which  church  services  are  held,  on  Tuesday  at  9:30,  Wednesday  at 
10:00  o'clock;  some  groups  lead  the  devotionals  at  regular  meetings  of  the 
society,  others  meet  just  before  the  mid-week  prayer  service.  Some  groups  can- 
not have  regular  meetings — so  they  all  study  the  Upper  Room  at  the  same  hour 
and  pray  for  their  special  requests  at  that  time;  they  are  notified  of  additional 
requests  for  prayer  as  they  come.  The  group  in  Laurinburg  meets  at  9:30  on 
Wednesday  morning;  at  8:55  the  chimes  at  the  church  ring  the  call  to  prayer — 
a  moment  or  the  five  minutes  during  which  the  chimes  remind  them  of  the  special 
request  printed  in  the  church  bulletin.  There  are  some  groups  that  meet  when 
called  for  special  prayer,  sometimes  two  extra  meetings  a  week.  In  many  ways 
the  power  of  our  Father  is  being  released  for  His  work  and  workers.  One  group 
meets  at  three  o'clock  every  Friday  afternoon — with  no  time  set  for  closing. 

The  place  of  meeting  varies  also.  Some  groups  meet  at  the  church  regularly, 
some  meet  at  the  church  in  the  summer  and  in  the  homes  of  members  in  the 
winter;  some  have  special  services  with  sick  or  shut-in  members,  as  requested. 

Material  for  programs  is  provided  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell,  secretary  to  the 
Conference  Committee.  For  some  years  Mrs.  Burwell  furnished  the  suggestive 
helps,  not  only  securing  the  helps,  but  selecting  the  Scripture  lessons,  the  hymns, 
and  having  them  mimeographed  and  mailed,  as  her  personal  contribution  to  the 
Prayer  Groups.  She  now  allows  Conference  a  small  share  in  the  expense,  but  she 
prepares  and  gets  the  helps  out  each  quarter.  She  is  furnishing  much  needed  help 
to  many  groups. 

There  are  groups  that  add  poems,  clippings  from  church  papers,  magazines, 
leaflets,  study  books,  or  whatever  the  members  have  found  helpful.

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WHY  SUPPORT  SCARRITT 

Scarritt  College  belongs  to  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
It  is  not  a  regional  institution.  Students  last  year  came  from  thirty-six  states  and 
seventeen  foreign  countries.  From  Maine  to  California  pastors  are  writing  in  to 
ask  for  Scarritt-trained  workers  to  assist  them  in  local  church  activities.  The 
Board  of  Missions  expects  Scarritt  to  prepare  a  large  percentage  of  new  mission- 
aries, and  provide  special  training  for  missionaries  on  furlough.  Young  national 
leaders  from  every  mission  field  look  to  Scarritt  for  advanced  training. 

And  as  the  servant  of  the  world-wide  Church,  Scarritt  College  must  look  to 
the  whole  church  for  the  support  that  makes  possible  this  unique  service.  Given 
the  support  it  needs,  upheld  by  the  appreciation  and  by  the  prayers  of  friends, 
Scarritt  College  can  begin  the  second  half  of  its  first  century,  true  to  its  tradition 
of  attempting  great  things  for  God. 

THE  FIFTIETH  ANNIVERSARY 

Early  in  the  month  of  June,  1942,  Scarritt  College  will  celebrate  its  fiftieth 
anniversary.  A  suitable  program  will  mark  this  very  significant  milestone  in  the 
history  of  the  college.  Leaders  in  Methodism  and  in  Christian  education  will 
gather  to  study  some  of  the  critical  problems  and  opportunities  that  face  our 
church  today.  It  will  be  a  time  of  rejoicing,  this  fiftieth  anniversary,  for  in  the 
spirit  of  the  college  motto,  great  things  hav-e  been  attempted  for  God,  and  He 
has  not  disappointed  great  expectations. 

War  has  interrupted  the  work  of  the  church  abroad,  but  it  is  a  temporary 
situation  and  we  are  convinced  that  the  end  of  the  war  will  see  such  opportunities 
for  expansion  as  Christendom  has  never  witnessed.  We  must  plan  now  to  help 
meet  the  opportunities  of  tomorrow,  and  one  way  is  to  train  social-religious 
workers  for  service  at  home  and  abroad.  Such  a  plan  should  not  curtail  giving 
to  World  Service,  but  add  to  the  missionary  interest  of  church  members. 

A  LIVING  ENDOWMENT  FOR  SCARRITT  COLLEGE 

Increased  service  rendered  by  an  institution  demands  a  corresponding  increase 
in  expenditures.  Yesterday's  income  reduced  by  falling  rates  of  interest  leaves  a 
gap  between  income  and  expenditure. 

To  meet  that  situation  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  voted  to  seek  a  "LIVING 
ENDOWMENT"  and  friends  of  Scarritt  are  being  asked  to  become  Scarritt 
Associates  by  making  an  annual  contribution  to  the  support  of  the  institution. 

Commencement  and  the  great  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  Scarritt  College  are 
barely  three  months  away.  We  realize  our  Living  Endowment  goal  of  $25,000 
must  soon  be  reached  if  Scarritt  is  to  measure  up  to  the  present  challenge. 

SCARRITT  COLLEGE  TODAY 

At  the  half-century  mark  an  institution  should  be  able  to  give  a  satisfactory 
account  of  its  stewardship ;  "For  unto  whomsoever  much  is  given,  of  him  shall 
much  be  required."  And  Scarritt  College  has  been  greatly  benefited  by  the  un- 
surpassed services  of  outstanding  personalities  and  by  the  sacrificial  gifts  of 
many  friends.  What  has  the  college  done  with  these  gifts  and  services? 

In  fifty  years  the  institution  has  grown  from  a  Bible  Training  School  for 
young  women,   to  be   an   accredited,   co-educational   senior   college   and   graduate 
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school  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  where  it  forms  an  integral  part  of  a  great  Uni- 
versity Center. 

In  fifty  years,  more  than  two  thousand  Scarritt-trained  workers  have  gone 
out  into  the  fields  of  full-time  Christian  service  in  the  homeland  and  in  other 
lands. 

In  fifty  years  the  physical  equipment  of  the  institution  has  grown  from  a  single 
building  to  one  of  the  most  artistic  set  of  educational  buildings  in  the  country, 
valued  at  more  than  a  million  dollars. 

Today  Scarritt  College  meets  the  most  rigid  requirements  for  an  educational 
institution  as  regards  faculty,  student  body,  curriculum,  administration,  financial 
stability,  library,  and  equipment. 

THE  CALL  TO  A  GREATER  SERVICE 

The  church  is  expecting  far  more  from  Scarritt  College  than  ever  before. 
The  union  of  three  Methodist  bodies  has  more  than  doubled  the  constituency 
which  expects  Scarritt  College  to  provide  the  training  for  an  increasing  number 
of  urgently  needed  Christian  workers  for  church,  settlement  and   mission  fields. 

Trends  in  public  education  are  opening  the  way  for  teachers  of  the  Bible  in 
junior  and  senior  high  schools  and  Scarritt  College  is  being  asked  to  provide 
these  teachers. 

Social  work  agencies  are  asking  for  professionally  trained  Christian  social 
workers. 

Rural  areas  are  urging  the  special  unordained  workers  to  help  reorganize 
church  and  community  life  in  the  country. 

Will  you  take  a  share  in  this  enterprise? 

Will  you  present  it  as  a  project  for  your  church  school  class,  woman's  organi- 
zations such  as  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  Conferences;  its  district 
meetings,  zone  meetings,  local  societies;  also  men's  class,  youth  group  whenever 
the  opportunity  presents  itself? 

Your  help  is  needed  if  the  church  is  to  prepare  these  Christian  workers.  The 
Associate  Program  has  been  expanded  and  through  it  we  hope  to  build  a  Living 
Endowment  of  $25,000  by  June,  1942.  All  who  know  and  love  Scarritt  will 
want  to  have  a  part  by  contributing  to  the  financial  support  and  by  inviting 
friends  to  become  Associates. 

"Let  us  not  seek  to  evade  the  harsh  realities  of  immediate  conflict,  we  must 
face  them  with  courage  and  faith;  but  let  us  keep  our  eyes  ahead,  beyond  the 
havoc  of  the  day,  or  month,  or  year;  let  us  prepare  Christian  leadership  for 
that  dawn  of  peace  which  we  must  not  fail  to  make  just  and  enduring."

It  is  urgent  upon  you  district  secretaries,  zone  leaders,  local  societies'  presi- 
dents to  direct  the  thought  of  Scarritt  College  and  the  great  need  for  Scarritt 
Associates. 

May  the  semi-centennial  be  perfectly  celebrated  in  that  the  Living  Endow- 
ment of  $25,000  is  fully  realized  and  that  the  new  Scarritt  Associates  may  have 
a  large  part  in  this.  Let  us  at  once  begin  to  work  to  interest  every  group  men- 
tioned above  to  make  an  annual  gift,  if  possible;  but  surely  a  gift  this  year  that 
is  abundant  as  possible. 

Let   us   join   our   dollars   to   those   other    dollars    that   are    being   collected    in 
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June  to  celebrate  Scarritt  College's  fifty  years  of  preparing  ambassadors  of 
Christ  for  us  to  send  abroad  in  His  world  to  His  children.  Our  co-operation  to 
this  movement  is  one  way  we  can  hasten  VICTORY — a  victory  for  the  hastening 
of  the  spreading  of  His  message — kindness,  love,  and  understanding.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

The  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  believe  that  in  preparation  for  the 
wider  fields  of  service  for  which  we  are  longing  and  working,  we  must: 

1.  Come  to  an  understanding  of  our  position  as  women  in  the  church  and 
in  society. 

2.  Study  how  we  can  best  express  our  Christian  womanhood  through  the 
avenues  of  opportunity  that  are  at  present  open  to  us. 

Therefore,  to  this  end  we  recommend: 

(a)  That  the  chairman  of  each  local  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women 
give  accurate  answers  to  the  questionnaire  and  return  it  promptly  to  her  Confer- 
ence chairman. 

(b)  That  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of  Women  in  each  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service  study  the  handbook  and  related  subjects  of  interest  with  a 
view  of  presenting  an  entire  program  or  parts  of  several  programs  on  the  Status 
of  Women  to  the  Woman's  Society  during  the  year   1942. 

(c)  That  Conference  Executive  Committees  request  their  presiding  Bishops 
to  have  as  a  part  of  the  program  of  Annual  Conference  the  presentation  of 
Woman's  Work  in  more  detail. 

(d)  That  a  study  be  made  of  the  Discipline,  that  the  women  of  the  local 
church  may  become  aware  of  the  opportunity  they  have  of  service  on  local  boards, 
and  they  will  become  more  alert  that  well  qualified  women  may  be  elected  as 
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delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference  so  that  the  number  of  women  and  men  lay 
delegates  may  be  more  nearly  equal. 

(e)  Appreciating  the  new  opportunities  of  service  granted  to  women  in 
the  united  church  in  general,  jurisdiction,  conference  and  local  boards,  the 
committee  urges  the  women  to  take  every  opportunity  to  assume  these  responsi- 
bilities by  serving  faithfully,  loyally  and  effectively  in  these  positions.

CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


ARTICLE  I.— NAME 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
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ARTICLE  II.— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Society  within  the  Conference  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  III.— MEMBERSHIP  AND  OFFICERS 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  auxiliary  delegates,  the  number 
to  be  determined  by  each  Conference,  according  to  its  requirements;  such  District 
officers  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine,  from  each  District;  all  chair- 
men of  Conference  standing  committees;  any  officer  or  member  of  the  Woman's 
Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Conference,  and  the  following  officers:  a  President,  Vice-President,  Recording 
Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  a  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls' 
Groups,  a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service,  a  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
a  Secretary  of  Supplies  and  such  other  secretaries  of  line  of  work  as  may  be 
required. 

ARTICLE  IV.— ANNUAL  MEETING 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when  reports 
shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Districts.  Officers 
shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and  pledges  made  for  the  year. 
There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  in  harmony  with  the 
plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  V.— ELECTIONS 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  Conference  Society  of  Christian 
Service  shall  nominate  according  to  instructions  in  the  Discipline,  the  women  for. 
Conference  representatives  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  Three  women  shall  also  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the 
Assembly,  delegates  shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  stated  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


ARTICLE  I.— OFFICERS 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Wo- 
man's Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
actively  advance  all*  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the 
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treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Con- 
ference Board  and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the 
Discipline  may  provide. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her 
absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Society.  She  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society  may  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  permanent 
record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  the  Conference  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appoint- 
ment. She  shall  prepare  and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Society.  She  shall  supply  the  societies  with  information  concerning  the  work.  In 
co-operation  with  the  District  Secretaries,  she  shall  seek  to  organize  societies  in 
every  church  in  the  Conference.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  election  of  Conference  Society  officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of 
the  officers  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction 
and  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Joint  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Society. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  missionary  funds  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly  or  monthly  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society,  or  from  District  Treasurers,  as  the  Confer- 
ence Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  without  division  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Conference  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall 
be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum  and  upon 
such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
shall  be  responsible  for  Missionary  Education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  furnish  missionary  informa- 
tion, recommended  missionary  projects,  and  develop  interest  in  their  support. 
She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  Society  the  study  courses  approved  by 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  assist  in  planning  and 
promoting  Missionary  Conferences,  Study  Leaders'  Meetings  and  Schools  of 
Missions  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study 
plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  also  co-operate  with  the  Conference  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  Missionary  Education  and 
with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  Missionary  Education.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Juris- 
diction   Secretary    of    Missionary    Education    and    Service.    Where    advisable,    this 
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work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  study  plans  and 
one  in  charge  of  missionary  projects. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  studies  of  the  various  committees  of  this 
department,  and  endeavor  to  enlist  the  women  in  community  surveys  and  service. 
She  shall  have  an  advisory  relationship  to  local  church  activities.  She  shall  co- 
operate with  the  Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the  study  and  service  plans  of  the 
Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  with  organizations  of  the  Church  and  other 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends  approved  by  the  Division.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  Wesley  an  Service  Guild  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of 
the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  promote  the  work  of  the  Guild  in  the  Confer- 
ence and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall  become  familiar  with 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  Conference  Society  and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  re- 
ceive reports  from  the  District  Guild  Society  and  report  annually  and  semi- 
annually to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
grams approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Conference  Society  and  report,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  shall  promote 
the  work  according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Divi- 
sion. She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report, 
quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and 
Girls'  Work. 

Sec.  1 1 .  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterlv  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Sec.  12.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference  and  for  the  dissemi- 
nation of  missionary  news  through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make 
a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote 
the  circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  Conference  and  of  World 
Outlook  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  Church.  She 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Sec.  13.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  be  responsible  for  promoting  in- 
terest in  the  sending  of  necessary  supplies  to  the  ministers  of  The  Methodist 
Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents,  and  to  institutions  in  the 
home  and  foreign  field  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and  annu- 
ally to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Supplies. 
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ARTICLE  II.— ELECTIONS 

(1)  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  The  elections  shall  take  place  annually,  bi- 
ennially, or  quadrennially,  as  the  Conference  may  determine. 

(2)  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference  Society 
shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society,  three 
of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

ARTICLE  III.— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

( 1 )  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed 
of  the  officers  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine. 
A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(2)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership  an  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary  business  in  the 
interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV.— FUNDS 

( 1 )  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

(2)  All  Undesignated  Missionary  Gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Division. 
There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

(3)  Designated  Funds  shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  who  shall 
transmit  them  as  designated  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

(4)  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials  are  a  part 
of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed  by  the  Conference 
Society. 

(5)  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Conference  Cultivation 
and  Expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and  expenses  as  are  not  pro- 
vided by  the  Woman's  Division  for  education  and  cultivation. 

(6)  The  Special  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offerings  shall  be  applied 
to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  V.— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Sec.  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  committees  as 
the  needs  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  Spiritual  Life.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual 
Life  whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  wo- 
men, to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  per- 
sonal service  and  giving;  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the 
times  and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a  clear  appreciation  of  the  meaning 
of  Christian  living;  to  devise  definite  means  to  permeate  the  local  Church  with 
a  spiritual  power  which  will  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active 
service;  to  promote  Christian  stewardship,  devotional  Bible  study,  and  the  use 
of  other  devotional  materials. 

Sec.  3.  Status  of  Women.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status 
of  Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women 
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in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands, 
including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in 
society  and  in  the  Church.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve 
her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  efficiently. 

Sec.  4.  Missionary  Personnel,  (a)  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  Chairman  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, the  Conference  President,  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  the 
women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel of  the  Woman's  Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with 
experience  in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

(b)  This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  consecrated  young 
women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for  Christian  service; 
it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates,  and  the  types  of  service  needed; 
it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  application 
to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to  the  Personnel  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in 
their  judgment  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co-operate 
in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  personnel 
work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  VI.— BY-LAWS 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  By-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  Confer- 
ence require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 


BY-LAWS 


I.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  dele- 
gate or  alternate  from  each  society,  one  delegate  or  alternate  from  each  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  chairmen  of  Conference 
Standing  Committees,  zone  leaders,  members  of  the  Women's  Division  or  Juris- 
dictional Societies  living  in  the  N.  C.  Conference. 

II.  The   Conference  Society  shall  meet  annually  and  include  three    days. 

III.  A  registration  fee  of  one  dollar  per  delegate  shall  be  sent  five  days 
before  Conference,  the  fee  to  be  applied  on  luncheons. 

IV.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  with  the  privilege  of 
re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Treasurer,  who  may  continue  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  District 
Secretaries,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate,  chairmen  of  Confer- 
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ence  Standing  committees,  and  any  Jurisdictional  officers  or  members  of   Board 
of  Missions  living  in  the  N.  C.  Conference. 

VI.  There  shall  be  three  Executive  Board  meetings:  during  the  first  quarter, 
at  Conference,  and  in  the  fall. 

VII.  (a)   Scholarships  shall   be   granted   as  loans — to   be   cancelled   without 
payment  at  the  end  of  a  specified  numbers  of  years  of  service. 

(b)   For  each  scholarship   of   $300.00,  the  recipient  must  give   one  year  of 
service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  loan  without  interest. 

VIII.  The  Committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  President,  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  member  from  the  body.

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Executive  Committee  Meetings 


The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  at  2:15  p.  m.,  Wednesday, 
September  23,  1942,  at  the  Burwell  Cottage,  Methodist  Orphanage, 
Raleigh.    Twenty-two  members  were  present. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  President,  called  the  meeting  to  order.  Miss 
Elizabeth  Lamb,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life,  conducted 
a  short  period  of  worship,  using  Judah's  question,  "For  how  shall  I  go 
up  to  my  father,  and  the  lad  not  with  me?"  to  call  attention  to 
individual  and  group  responsibility. 

Mrs.  Chadwick,  after  welcoming  the  members  of  the  Committee 
and  introducing  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  Secretary  of  Supplies,  who  was 
present  for  the  first  time,  offered  prayer  for  those  into  whose  lives 
death  had  recently  come.  She  explained  the  absence  of  several  mem- 
bers, and  motion  was  carried  that  messages  be  sent  to  Mrs.  McKinne, 
Mrs.  Thorne  and  Miss  Steager.  Miss  Robertson  asked  for  a  minute 
in  which  to  present  a  life  membership,  given  by  Durham  District,  to 
Mrs.  Holt. 

Mrs.  Hood,  Corresponding  Secretary,  reported  4  new  societies, 
making  500  societies  and  46  Guilds.  She  brought  up,  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Barnes,  the  question  of  deducting  the  value  of  clothing  given  by 
societies  from  the  allotment  churches  pay  to  the  Orphanage.  Motion 
carried  that  Mrs.  Hood  write  Mr.  Barnes  and  the  chairman  for  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Orphanage  Committee  that  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  opposes  such  action. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  McKinne  and  her  report  as 
treasurer. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  called  attention  to  the  Emergency  Fund  and  its 
being  based  on  the  membership  at  the  end  of  1941.  Mrs.  Boone  spoke 
briefly  of  the  Educational  Conferences  she  had  held  and  the  splendid 
assistance  she  has  had. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  said  she  had  received  more  than  200  reports  in  each 
of  the  past  two  quarters.  She  spoke  of  the  inspiration  she  had  while 
attending  the  International  Relations  Institute  at  Woman's  College, 
Greensboro.  The  Leadership  Training  School  for  Negroes  at  Winston- 
Salem  was  reported  to  her  as  the  best  ever  held;  attendance  had  not 
fallen  off.  She  also  presented  a  working  basis  for  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  at  the  District  Educational 
Conferences.    Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  that  Mrs.  Cutchin  had  been

appointed  a  member  of  the  World  Peace  Commission  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference. 

Mrs.  Gary  reported  that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  growing. 
She  praised  the  Guilds  of  the  New  Bern  District,  and  mentioned  Front 
Street,  Burlington,  as  outstanding.  She  explained  the  division  of  the 
funds  of  the  Guild. 

Mrs.  Fouts  spoke  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work,  which  is 
growing,  but  is  still  in  the  promotional  stage.  She  defined  its  goal  as 
missionary  education,  with  specialized  training  for  a  certain  group 
with  reference  to  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  This  work,  she  emphasized,  is  for 
Girls'  Interest  Groups — not  Youth  Fellowship. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  reported  that  the  fall  Bulletin  for  Children's  Work 
is  out,  and  expressed  her  pleasure  that  the  children  will  also  study 
Latin  America  this  fall.  Miss  Gardner  spoke  on  publications  and 
publicity  and  presented  her  excellent  scrapbooks. 

Mrs.  Hooker  was  instructed  to  promote  her  work  as  Secretary  of 
Supplies  according  to  the  Division  plan.  She  explained  that  the  money 
for  supplies  should  go  to  Mrs.  McKinne,  designated  for  some  parti- 
cular work.  Boxes,  etc.,  should  go  as  usual.  Only  new  goods  can  be 
counted,  as  pieces  of  literature  or  number  of  garments.  She  suggested 
that  societies  put  pledged  amounts  for  supplies  in  budget  in  January, 
and  she  will  ask  societies  for  quarterly  reports.  Mrs.  Gates  stated  that 
in  the  past  money  for  supplies  has  been  sent  direct  to  save  work  in  the 
Treasurer's  office,  as  the  new  set-up  almost  doubles  the  work  of  the 
Treasurer. 

Mrs.  Hood  felt  that  Mrs.  McKinne  should  receive  more  compen- 
sation or  assistance.  Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  president,  corresponding 
secretary  and  recording  secretary  should  make  a  suggestion  as  to 
adequate  remuneration  for  Mrs.  McKinne. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  President  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction, 
was  presented.  She  spoke  of  the  forward  steps  she  would  like  to  see 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  take  with  reference  to: 

1.  Workers,  especially  in  defense  areas,  as  the   demands  of  the 
Kingdom  go  on  in  war  as  well  as  in  peace. 

2.  Rural  workers. 

3.  Interracial  problems. 

4.  The  deficit  and  the  Emergency  Fund. 

Miss  Lamb,  Spiritual  Life  Chairman,  mentioned  the  Ashram  at 
Blue  Ridge,  which,  Mrs,  Winslow  had  written  her,  was  characterized 
by  simplicity  and  spiritual  power;  and  the  Retreat  at  Louisburg,  which

was  worth  while  and  well  attended.  She  touched  on  district  reports  and 
stressed  co-operation  with  Division  requirements.  Mrs.  Gates  dismissed 
the  session  with  prayer. 


EVENING  SESSION 

The  worship  message  was  again  brought  by  Miss  Lamb.  The  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  gave  most  encouraging  reports,  each  indicating  that 
there  is  no  retrenchment  in  any  phase  of  her  work.  More  new  organi- 
zations in  the  248  unorganized  churches  was  the  goal  in  most  reports. 
Mrs.  Edens  told  of  the  work  of  the  new  Conference  worker,  Miss 
Mary  Nichols  in  Wilmington. 

Those  who  were  not  at  Junaluska  this  year  listened  with  pleasure 
to  the  impressions  and  opinions  of  those  who  attended  the  School  of 
Missions.  Most  emphasis  was  given  to  the  number  of  women  and  their 
earnestness,  the  beauty  of  the  place,  classwork,  association  with  mis- 
sionaries and  instructors,  the  inspiration  derived  from  the  messages. 
All  came  away  with  a  keener  awareness  of  our  purpose  in  our  task. 

The  good-night  prayer  service  was  led  by  Miss  Lamb.  She  used 
the  war-time  Pater  Noster  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

At  the  close  of  the  evening  session  Rev.  and  Mrs.  A.  S.  Barnes 
welcomed  the  group  to  their  lovely  home,  where,  assisted  by  their 
daughter  and  several  of  the  Orphanage  staff,  dainty  and  appetizing 
refreshments  were  served  from  a  beautifully  appointed  table.  Mr. 
Ed  Hill's  singing  added  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  occasion. 


THURSDAY,  SEPTEMBER  24—9:00  A.  M. 

Miss  Lamb  again  led  the  morning  period  of  worship,  basing  her 
remarks  on  the  day's  lesson  from  The  Uffer  Room. 

Mrs.  Pendleton  presented  the  findings  of  the  Secretaries'  Hour. 

I.  The  organization  of  unorganized  churches  by: 

(1)  The  Big  Sister  Plan. 

(2)  Visiting   the    Quarterly    Conferences   with    the    District 
Superintendents. 

II.  Ways  of  promoting  the  work  during  the  coming  year: 
(  1 )      More  correspondence. 

(2)      District  Secretaries  be  allowed  Conference  Expense  to 
visit  weak  Societies  for  cultivation  and  encouragement. 
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III.  Efficiency  Aims  for  1943. 

IV.  Conference  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  were 
asked  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  co-operation  with  the  Annual 
Board  of  Missions,  as  was  done  last  year  by  having  a  missionary  or 
field  worker  to  promote  the  Women's  Work. 

V.  Ask  Conference  Officers  to  answer  all  correspondence 
immediately  when  promotional  information  is  requested,  so  that  the 
problems  will  not  be  referred  to  the  District  Secretaries. 

VI.  That  all  Conference  Officers  report  to  District  Secretaries 
quarterly  names  of  Societies  who  had  reported  in  their  department,  so, 
that  the  Secretaries  will  know  where  to  promote  the  work. 

Mrs.  Gates,  Chairman  of  Missionary  Personnel,  reported  that 
Bernice  Reese,  a  Negro  girl  of  Rocky  Mount,  entered  Paine  College 
this  fall;  Ruby  Cheek  is  still  at  Paine;  the  Bennett  College  scholarship 
was  given  to  Margaret  Hunter,  a  senior,  also  of  Rocky  Mount.  Mrs. 
Gates  added  that  the  one  hope  of  getting  young  girls  to  Scarritt  is  to 
get  Scarritt  Associates  so  the  money  can  be  used  for  scholarships.  In 
the  absence  of  Mrs.  Sheep,  Mrs.  Chadwick  made  an  urgent  appeal  for 
Scarritt  Associates,  and  asked  all  secretaries  to  promote  this  work  in 
their  districts. 

Mrs.  Boone  reported  a  conversation  with  Dr.  Stuntz,  re:  Miss 
Oliver's  returning  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  She  will  be 
available  after  the  first  of  the  year.  After  discussion,  the  question  of 
using  a  Division  Field  worker  or  a  Conference  officer  to  attend  District 
Institutes  was  left  to  the  Administrative  Committee. 

Mrs.  Larkin,  Chairman  of  Research  Committee,  reported  a  grow- 
ing list  of  personnel  that  will  be  available  for  service  in  the  future. 
Mrs.  Hood  reported  for  committee  appointed  to  consider  treasurer's 
stipend  that  since  the  work  of  the  office  has  been  practically  doubled 
the  committee  recommended  that  the  Conference  pay  the  treasurer 
$600.00.  Motion  made  by  Miss  Lamb  and  seconded  by  several 
members  carried.  Mrs.  Chadwick  was  asked  to  notify  Mrs.  McKinne 
in  person,  of  possible.    Otherwise,  Mrs.  Hood  was  asked  to  write  her. 

The  recording  secretary  read  a  note  from  Mrs.  Dan  Lawrence. 
Miss  Gardner  was  asked  to  keep  another  scrap-book  for  which  societies 
may  send  any  items  they  wish  to  have  filed  permanently.  Mrs.  Chad- 
wick appointed  Miss  Lamb,  Mrs.  Gates,  and  Mrs.  Holt  to  serve  as 
members  of  the  Historical  Committee  with  Miss  Gardner. 

Mrs.  Hood  reported,  1 — for  the  Student  Commission,  the  reappoint- 
ment of  Miss  Tittsworth  and  appreciation  of  her  excellent  work. 
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2 — for  the  Rural  Commission  the  transfer  of  Miss  Brooks  to 
Defense  Area  near  Goldsboro.  Her  work  in  Person  County  had  been 
most  satisfactory,  and  is  so  developed  that  it  can  carry  on.  The 
moving  of  Daniel's  Church  created  an  emergency  and  Miss  Brooks 
was  sent  there,  though  other  appeals  for  a  rural  worker  were  so 
strong   that   the    Commission    was   reluctant   to    refuse    the    requests. 

3 — for  the  Industrial  Commission,  a  better  location  for  Miss 
Steger's  work  in  Laurinburg. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  member  of  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,  was  represented  and  the  session  closed  on  the  high  note 
sounded  by  her  call  for  growth. 


RALEIGH,  N.  C— FEBRUARY  4-5 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference,  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  called  to 
order  by  the  president,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  at  3:00  p.  m.,  February 
4,  1943,  in  the  Burwell  Cottage,  Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  led  a  brief  period  of  meditation  at  the 
opening  of  each  of  the  three  sessions. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  welcomed  the  twenty-one  members  present  and 
urged  that  the  church  be  kept  first  in  their  lives,  making  the  importance 
of  the  work  of  the  Conference  the  theme  of  the  meeting.  She  then 
presented  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  the  incoming  secretary  of  the  Durham 
District,  and  Mrs.  Deans  who  represented  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith,  Secretary 
of  the  Raleigh  District.  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  president  of  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction,  and  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  were  given  special  recognition. 

The  minutes  of  the  joint  Administrative  and  Finance  Committee 
meetings,  November  19,  1942,  were  read.  Mrs.  Chadwick  explained 
the  items  referring  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten's  resignation  as  Chairman 
of  the  Student  Center  Committee  and  the  gift  to  Miss  Nichols.  Mrs. 
Hood  reported  sending  books  to  Mrs.  Wooten  and  Mrs.  McKinne. 
Mrs.  W.  H.   Taft,  Jr.,  was  appointed  as  Mrs.  Wooten's  successor. 

Mrs.  Holt  asked  that  all  statistical  reports  and  recommendations  be 
sent  to  her  by  the  tenth  of  February.  Discussion  followed  as  recom- 
mendations should  come  through  the  Jurisdiction  which  will  not  meet 
until  the  seventeenth.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  statistical  reports  be 
printed  without  recommendations  and  that  each  officer  be  responsible  for 
getting  mimeographed  copies  of  her  recommendations  into  the  hands 
of  delegates  at  Conference. 
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Mrs.  Chadwick  expressed  the  committee's  pleasure  that  Mrs.  Hood 
was  able  to  be  present  and  Mrs.  Hood  thanked  those  who  had  shown 
her  courtesies  while  she  was  ill.  She  was  particularly  grateful  to  Miss 
Gardner  for  her  assistance  in  making  reports. 

Each  officer  present  gave  an  excellent  report.  In  connection  with 
these  the  following  motions  carried: 

1.  If  a  Pastors'  School  is  held,  the  Conference  shall  pay  $20.00 
toward  expenses  of  a  teacher  sent  by  the  Department  of  Education 
and  Cultivation. 

2.  That  $35.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Negro  Leadership  Train- 
ing School  at  Winston-Salem. 

3.  That  District  Spiritual  Life  Chairmen  be  allowed  to  send  out 
quarterly  letters  and  send  quarterly  expense  accounts  for  same  to 
Miss  Lamb. 

4.  That  Mrs.  Chadwick  be  authorized  to  ask  Mrs.  Fulton  if  the 
$900.00  salary  paid  to  Miss  Euline  Smith  can  be  transferred  to  a 
deaconess.  This  was  in  response  to  a  request  by  Mrs.  Pendleton  for  a 
deaconess  in  the  Elizabeth  City  District  as  problems  of  defense  areas 
are  growing  and  the  need  is  great. 

5.  That  each  officer  send  copy  of  recommendations  to  recording 
secretary,  600  copies  of  each  to  be  mimeographed  for  delegates' 
envelopes.    Mrs.  Holt  asked  that  copy  be  sent  as  early  as  possible. 

6.  (a)  Since  Conference  Presidents  are  invited  to  the  Executive 
Committee  meeting  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  the  Conference 
pay  Mrs.  Chadwick's  expenses  to  the  Atlanta  meeting  and  urge  her  to 
attend. 

(b)  If  Mrs.  Chadwick  can  not  attend,  she  shall  send  a  proxy 
whom  she  may  select. 

(c)  That  the  Conference  pay  Mrs.  Cutchin's  expenses  at  the 
Atlanta  meeting  after  the   Christian  Social   Relations  Seminar  closes. 

7.  That  the  Conference  go  on  record  as  approving  a  director  of 
Narcotic  Education  under  the   Superintendent  of   Public  Instruction. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  appointed  Mrs.  Hood,  Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Col- 
trane,  and  Mrs.  Slaughter  to  draft  a  recommendation  re:  above 
motion. 

Messages  were  read  from  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  and  Mrs.  W.  P. 
Moore.  Informal  messages  were  brought  from  Mrs.  McKinne,  Mrs. 
DeLaney  and  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson.  Notes  were  written  to  Mrs. 
Thorne,  Mrs.  McKinne,  Mrs.  Matthews,  and  Miss  Florine  Robertson. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  gave  the  high  lights  of  the  treasurer's  report  and 
stated  that  the  Week  of  Prayer  Offering  can  not  be  counted  in  the 
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pledge  next  year.  Tentative  pledges  were  made  by  the  district  secre- 
taries. 

Mrs.  Hood  moved  that  the  Conference  pledge  be  the  same  as  last 
year,  plus  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  pledge.  Carried.  In  this  con- 
nection the  sacredness  of  pledges  was  stressed — societies  should  pay  to 
missions  any  surplus  paid  in  on  a  pledge  to  mission. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  brought  a  suggestion  from  Mrs.  McKinne  that 
Mrs.  B.  B.  Adams,  former  treasurer,  be  honored  with  a  Life  Patron 
membership  and  this  was  approved. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Gertie  Mat- 
thews, Secretary  of  New  Bern  District;  Mrs.  H.  Lee  Thomas, 
Secretary  of  Student  Work;  and  Mrs.  R.  H.  Broom,  Secretary  of 
Literature.  These  were  reluctantly  accepted.  There  was  discussion 
concerning  the  division  of  the  office  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
which  is  a  source  of  confusion  to  many.  Combining  the  two  was 
favored. 

Making  a  change  in  stationery  was  brought  up,  but  decision  was 
delayed  until  the  March  meeting. 

The  findings  of  the  Secretaries  Hour  were  presented  by  Mrs. 
Pendleton.    They   follow: 

I.  Mrs.  Gary  met  with  secretaries  and  asked  them  to  urge  each 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  send  fifteen  cents  per  member  per 
year  for  cultivation  to  Mrs.  McKinne. 

1.  Every  Guild  pay  one  dollar  for  a  Journal  to  be  sent  to  a 
mission  each  year. 

2.  Each  Guild  designate  money  for  missions. 

II.  Plans  for  Conference: 

1.  Secretaries'  reports  and  Pledge  Service. 

2.  Have  Memorial  lists  sent  to  secretaries  soon. 

3.  Have  statistical  reports  printed. 

III.  Promotion  of  work  for  1943: 

1.  Favored  district  chairmen  of  Spiritual  Live  having  an  ex- 
pense account  for  promotion  of  work  for  stationery, 
postake,  stencils,  etc.,  not  for  travel.  Account  to  be  sent 
to  Conference  Chairman  who  in  turn  reports  to  Con- 
ference Treasurer. 

2.  Offer  our  services  to  ministers  and  ask  their  co-operation 
in  organizing  unorganized  churches. 
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3.  More  personal  writing  in  addition  to  quarterly  letters. 

4.  Work  more  through  Zone  Leaders. 

5.  Study  needs  in  district  and  promote  as  we  think  best. 

IV.  Each  District  Secretary  be  given  a  tentative  program  of 
Educational  Conferences  at  least  three  weeks  in  advance,  giving 
officers  who  expect  to  attend.  Secretaries  send  name  of  places  to  Mrs. 
Boone. 

V.  Since  Secretaries  failed  to  get  reports  from  all  officers  as  was 
asked  for  at  fall  meeting,  we  are  again  making  the  same  request,  because 
we   feel  that  the  work  can   not  be  properly  promoted  without  them. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  and  Mrs.  Coltrane,  speaking  for  the  Legislative 
Council,  urged  members  to  write  their  representatives  about  the  bill 
for  a  home  for  delinquent  Negro  girls.  Other  bills  were  referred  to, 
particularly  the  wine  bill. 

Mrs.  Hillman  and  Mrs.  Coltrane  both  brought  reports  and  sugges- 
tions from  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  Missions  and  Church 
Extension.    Mrs.  Hillman  suggested: 

(a)  A  committee  to  study  needed  changes,  constitutional  and 
otherwise. 

(b)  Study  of  post  war  period.  Methodists  are  training  young 
people  for  rehabilitation  work  after  war.  Commissioning  of  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Linwood  Blackburn. 

(c)  Seminars  arranged  by  Board  of  Missions.  Findings  to  be 
published,  as  a  basis  for  later  study. 

(d)  Mrs.  Henry  Pfeiffer's  gift  of  $85,000  to  Colegio  Ameri- 
cano at  Porta  Alegre  and  Miss  Mary  Sue  Brown's  safe  arrival  in 
Brazil  to  superintend  the  building  of  the  Henry  Pfeiffer  Administration 
Hall  for  which  she  drew  plans. 

Mrs.  Coltrane  called  attention  to  the  recent  articles  in  The  Metho- 
dist Woman  and  the  World  Outlook,  gave  details  of  the  Seminars 
referred  to  above,  and  stated  her  observation  that  in  order  to  have  a 
balanced  program  one  division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  must  not  be 
developed  at  the  expense  of  the  other.  She  felt  that  Home  Missions 
must  be  brought  to  the  front. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  presented  Mrs.  J.  G.  Formy-Duval,  president  of 
Steele  Street  W.  S.  C.  S.,  Sanford,  N.  C,  who  cordially  invited  the 
N.  C.  Conference  to  hold  its  annual  meeting  in  Sanford.  Mrs.  L.  C. 
Larkin  offered  a  graciously  worded  acceptance,  which  was  approved 
unanimously. 
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The  following  Conference  plans  were  made:

Mrs.  H.  A.  Palmer,  Sanford,  will  be  Chairman  of  Registration. 
Names  of  delegates  and  fee  should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Palmer  as  early 
as  possible.    Let  Mrs.  Palmer  know  approximate  time  of  arrival. 

It  was  decided  to  dedicate  the  Conference  Journal  to  the  two 
retiring  District  Secretaries,  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews  and  Miss  Florine 
Robertson. 

Mrs.  Gates  read  an  appreciative  letter  from  Margaret  Hunter, 
recipient  of  scholarship  at  Bennett  College.  As  she  is  a  senior,  the 
scholarship  will  be  open  again  this  year.  Mrs.  Gates  asked  for  names 
of  eligible  colored  girls.  She  also  spoke  of  Scarritt  needs  and  regretted 
that  there  are  no  applications  for  full  time  training  from  the  N.  C. 
Conference.  Mrs.  Chadwick  added  that  Scarritt  Associates  money 
should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Crawford  at  Scarritt,  not  to  Mrs.  McKinne. 

Mrs.  Gates,  as  a  member  of  the  Council  Executive  Committee, 
which  still  functions,  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Perry,  asking  each  mem- 
ber to  submit  names  to  be  inscribed  in  the  Room  of  Remembrance. 
She  explained  that  in  the  Tower  at  Scarritt  there  is  an  octagonal  room 
on  whose  floor  are  inscribed  the  names  of  the  founders.  It  is  the 
privilege  of  Conferences  to  have  names  placed  on  the  panels  on  the 
walls. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  reported  for  the  Research  Committee  and  asked 
the  district  secretaries  to  revise  the  lists  given  to  the  committee  last  year. 

The  meeting  adjourned  after  a  series  of  sentence  prayers. 
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SANFORD,  N.  C— MARCH  9,  1943 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  North  Carolina  Conference,  was  called  to  order  at  8:00  P.  M., 
March  9,  1943,  in  a  class  room  of  the  educational  building  of  Steele 
Street  Church,  Sanford,  N.  C,  by  the  president,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chad- 
wick.  The  zone  leaders  and  Conference  workers  were  invited  to  the 
meeting  and  the  total  number  present  was  36. 

Miss  Lamb  led  the  devotional  period,  using  the  question,  Why  do 
people  suffer?  to  show  God's  care  for  His  children,  especially  in  sor- 
row, and  to  emphasize  our  certainty  of  salvation.  Mrs.  Gates  offered 
a  prayer  that  courage  and  strength  and  faith  might  be  given  those 
members  who  were  in  grief  and  sorrow. 

After  a  few  cordial  words  of  welcome,  Mrs.  Chadwick  introduced 
Miss  Ruth  Brooks,  deaconess,  who  was  transferred  in  September,  1942, 
from  Person  Circuit  to  a  defense  area  near  Goldsboro  and  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Tittsworth,  Student  Counselor  at  E.  C.  T.  C.  In  their  inspiring 
accounts  of  their  work  both  these  young  ladies  infused  into  the  minds  of 
their  listeners  something  of  the  value  of  their  tasks. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  spoke  of  the  study  courses  for  the  year,  setting 
four  courses  as  the  goal.  She  urged  one  Jurisdiction  Class  in  each 
society.  She  mentioned  some  of  the  year's  achievements  for  which  she 
had  received  congratulatory  letters  from  Mrs.  D.  R.  Little  and  Mrs. 
Helen  Bourne.  She  stated  that  the  Pastor's  School  at  Duke  had  been 
cancelled,  but  the  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  at  Juna- 
luska  and  the  Christian  Workers  Assembly  at  Louisburg  will  offer 
the  fall  study.  She  distributed  copies  of  a  Missionary  News  Letter  sent 
out  by  the  secretaries  of  Home  and  Foreign  Work  and  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  called  attention  to  the  Leadership  Training 
School  to  be  held  in  Winston-Salem  early  in  July,  the  work  of  the 
Legislative  Council,  and  urged  that  the  committee  keep  informed  not 
only  about  state  legislation,  but  about  Federal  bills. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  that  Mrs.  Tilley  had  recommended  that 
the  Conference  become  a  member  of  the  Commission  for  Inter- 
Racial  Co-operation.  Mrs.  Gates  told  something  of  the  organization 
and  work  of  the  Commission.  She  moved  and  it  was  voted  that  a 
committee  be  authorized  to  study  the  plan  and  policy  of  the  Com- 
mission and  report  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Mrs.  Chadwick 
appointed  Mrs.  Cutchin,  chairman,  Mrs.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Hood.    Mrs. 
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Gates  also  told  of  the  former  connection  of  the  Conference  with  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  of  Social  Service  and  the  above  committee 
was  asked  to  study  the  question  of  membership  or  representation  in 
this  body. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  referred  to  the  Ashram  at  Blue  Ridge  last  year 
and  tentative  plans  for  a  national  Retreat  this  summer.  Representation 
at  such  a  retreat,  if  one  is  held,  was  left  to  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee. 

Miss  Lamb  spoke  of  a  Retreat  for  the  Conference  this  year.  She 
moved  and  it  was  voted  that  the  Conference  appropriate  fifty  dollars 
for  a  Retreat  at  Louisburg  this  summer. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  called  attention  to  the  program  for  the  morning 
session  and  the  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Ruby  Chandler. 


MARCH  10 


The  morning  session  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of  Steele  Street 
Church. 

The  worship  message  was  again  brought  by  Miss  Lamb.  It  was 
based  on  Heb.  6:19,  "which  hope  we  have  as  an  anchor  of  the 
soul." 

Mrs.  Chadwick  thanked  Miss  Lamb  for  the  spiritual  lift  given  by 
her  messages  to  the  machinery  of  business  and  introduced  Miss  Pris- 
cilla  Steger,  who  gave  the  committee  a  clear  view  of  her  many  and 
worthwhile  accomplishments  at  East  Laurinburg. 

Mrs.  Boone  suggested  that  the  Conference  send  to  Junaluska 
the  five  people  asked  for  by  the  Division  and  the  Jurisdiction  and  pay 
their  expenses  less  the  amount  given  by  these  organizations.  Two 
motions  resulted  from  the  discussion  of  this  suggestion:  1 — that  the 
Administrative  Committee  be  instructed  to  finance  the  Conference 
representatives  at  Junaluska  as  suggested  by  Mrs.  Boone;  2 — that  the 
Districts  be  asked  to  send  the  District  Secretary  or  an  alternate  to 
Junaluska.    Both  motions  carried. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  that  the  Conference  hopes  that  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Hillman  will  again  teach  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  class  at  Louisburg, 
June  28-30. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  reported  the  recent  seminar  of  C.  S.  S.  and  L.  C.  A. 
in  Atlanta.  Mrs.  Hillman  commented  on  the  enlarged  Southeastern 
Jursidiction  Executive  Committee  meeting.  She  said  that  since  there 
are  106  Conferences,  the  Assembly  is  so  large  that  it  cannot  function 
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as  a  working  body,  but  is  planned  for  inspirational  meetings  only.  The 
place  of  the  Jurisdiction  is  to  keep  the  Conferences  in  direct  touch  with 
the  Division  and  vice  versa,  to  attend  to  details  of  work,  and  to  pre- 
serve the  best  of  the  former  organization.  She  gave  the  following  items 
of  interest  from  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction:  It  gives  more  to  mis- 
sions than  the  others;  led  last  year  in  Week  of  Prayer  offering;  5% 
increase  in  pledging  by  conferences;  leads  in  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds; 
leads  in  Mission  and  Bible  Study;  but  it  has  more  than  three  times  as 
many  unorganized  churches. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  spoke  of  the  devotional  periods,  led  by  Mrs. 
Alexander,  and  the  reports  of  the  Division  meeting 'in  Cleveland.  She 
then  announced  that  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  will  meet  the  last 
week  in  February,    1944,  at  Edenton  Street  Church,   Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Mrs.  Lawrence  said  that  the  beautiful  flowers  in  the  church  were 
sent  by  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  in  memory  of  her  mother,  Mrs.  Hatch, 
who  was  a  member  of  the  Sanford  church  and  society. 

Mrs.  Hood  stated  that  the  spring  District  Conferences  will  be 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  Men's  District  Conferences.  She  hopes 
to  have  Miss  McKinnon  present  the  Women's  work. 

Mrs.  Cutchin,  asked  to  introduce  the  speaker,  referred  to  the 
Southern  Conference  on  Racial  Relations  held  in  Durham  last  year 
and  presented  the  head  of  the  department  of  Education  at  the  North 
Carolina  College  for  Negroes  in  Durham,  Dr.  Hennenburg. 

Dr.  Hennenburg,  in  tribute  to  women,  said  that  at  the  end  of  this 
war  women  will  have  total  guardianship  of  the  heritage  of  America. 
He  interpreted  the  things  talked  about  at  the  conference  referred  to 
above,  which  was  composed  of  50  leading  Negro  men,  an  organiza- 
tion that  did  not  seek  publicity.  The  conclusions  reached  were  re- 
statements of  the  ideals  to  which  our  forefathers  gave  attention  hun- 
dreds of  years  ago,  ideals  still  so  important  that  men  on  many  battle 
fronts  today  are  fighting  to  preserve  them. 

Miss  Lamb  asked  that  the  committee  stand  in  appreciation  of  Dr. 
Hennenburg's  message  and   Mrs.   Chadwick  thanked  him  graciously. 

Rev.  O.  W.  Dcwd  of  Dunn  pronounced  the  benedictoin. 


MARCH  10—10:00  P.  M. 

At  a  call  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  following  the 
evening  session  of  the  Conference,  Mrs.  Chadwick  introduced  Miss 
Mary  Nichols,  newest  deaconess  in  the  Conference,  who  is  working 
in  Wilmington. 
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Rev.  A.  S.  Parker,  Superintendent  of  Wilmington  District,  was 
recognized.  He  pictured  vividly  conditions  in  Wilmington  and  sur- 
rounding area.  He  praised  the  work  of  Miss  Nichols,  but  showed  that 
much  more  help  is  needed.  He  wished  to  enlist  the  interest  of  the  Con- 
ference in  supplementing  the  salary  of  Miss  Nichols  and  in  securing 
a  deaconess  in  Jacksonville,  N.  C. 

Mrs.  Hood  suggested  that  through  the  Advocate  page,  some  of  our 
supplies  be  diverted  to  this  work. 

Rev.  W.  L.  Clegg,  Superintendent  of  Elizabeth  City  District, 
spoke  of  conditions  in  his  district,  which  have  imposed  on  a  rural  section 
a  condition  similar  to  the  Wilmington  situation  described  by  Mr.  Parker, 
except  that  trailer  camps  take  the  place  of  Federal  housing  in  some 
instances. 

Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  and  Mrs.  Glenn  Pendleton  took  part  in  this 
discussion  and  Mrs.  Matthews  asked  to  be  heard  in  behalf  of  the  needs 
of  New  Bern. 

Mrs.  Gates  moved  and  it  was  voted  that  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee be  authorized  to  explore  the  possibility  of  using  our  surplus  this 
year,  the  possibility  of  finding  new  money,  and  of  co-operating  with 
the  Board  of  Missions  in  the  emergency  that  has  arisen  in  defense  areas 
in  Eastern  North  Carolina. 

Mrs.  Hillman  made  two  observations:  First,  there  is  a  deficit  in 
the  Woman's  Division  and  no  new  work  can  be  started  until  all  obli- 
gations are  met.  Second,  we  have  not  done  our  part  as  a  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  or  as  a  Conference.  She  suggested  that 
the  District  Superintendents  get  together,  estimate  the  needs  of  these 
districts,  and  present  them  as  a  goal  at  the  district  conferences.  Also 
to  present  them  to  the  Division  and  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  asked  Mr.  Parker  and  Mr.  Clegg  to  present  these 
needs  at  the  morning  session  and  to  make  the  appeal  so  challenging  as 
to  stir  the  delegates  to  go  home  and  arouse  the  local  churches.

4.  Awarding  Honorary  Life  Patron  Memberships  to  Miss  Florine 
Robertson  and  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  was  approved. 

5.  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten's  resignation  as  chairman  of  Student 
Center  Committee  was  accepted,  but  is  was  decided  to  ask  her  to 
remain  on  the  committee  and  to  suggest  her  successor. 

Mrs.  Hood  was  requested  to  send  a  book  to  Mrs.  Wooten  as  a 
gift  from  the  Conference  and  to  send  a  card  to  Mrs.  McKinne. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  was  asked  to  write  Mrs.  Cade  about  Mr.  Mc- 
Kinne's  condition. 

6.  Discussion  of  the  Annual  Meeting  resulted  in  deciding  on 
March  9-11,  1943  as  a  tentative  date,  the  names  of  Mrs.  Otis  Moore, 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Lee  were  suggested  as 
speakers,  and  the  length  of  the  meeting  to  be  decided  after  Mrs.  Hill- 
man's  return  from  Columbus.

10.  To  ask  for  a  missionary,  Mrs.  Lee,  for  District  Conference 
in  the  spring. 

1 1 .  Announcement  that  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  will  give 
$60.00  toward  expenses  of  three  secretaries  at  Junaluska  next  summer.

The  opening  session  of  the  Third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  was 
called  to  order  at  2:00  P.  M.,  Wednesday,  March  10,  1943,  in  Steele 
Street  Church,  Sanford,  N.  C,  by  the  president,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick. 

For  the  worship  service  Mrs.  F.  S.  Love,  using  as  her  theme,  "Now 
abideth  faith,"  compare  the  state  of  the  world  engulfed  in  war  with 
the  spiritual  world  embittered  by  hatred  and  ill  will.  She  showed  that 
the  Christian's  responsibility  is  to  sound  the  clarion  call  of  faith  and 
to  strengthen  faith  by  prayer,  communion,  service,  and  a  knowledge  of 
God's  word.  The  meditation  hour  was  fittingly  closed  with  a  beautiful 
solo,  "Rock  of  Ages"  sung  by  Mrs.  H.  F.  Makepeace. 

Mrs.  J.  G.  Formy-Duval,  president  of  the  hostess  Society,  gave  a 
most  cordial  welcome  to  the  Conference  to  which  Miss  Florine 
Robertson  of  Burlington  responded  graciously  and  in  her  own  inimitable 
fashion. 

Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt,  Recording  Secretary,  gave  her  report.* 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne,  Vice-President,  did  not  present  a  written 
report.  She  stated  that  since  she  has  been  employed  this  year,  she  has 
not  been  active  in  the  work,  but  her  interest  in  it  has  not  decreased. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  appointed  the  following  Committees: 

Courtesy — Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  Mrs.  A.  P.  Brantley,  Mrs.  G.  G. 
Jones. 

To  Read  Minutes- — Mrs.  E.  R.  Clegg,  Mrs.  Enoch  Sanderlin, 
Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson. 

Resolutions — Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  Miss  Eleanor  Lamm,  Mrs. 
Ruby  Chandler. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  gave  a  summary  of  her  report  as  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  called 
attention  to  her  statistical  report.  After  reading  the  recommendations 
of  her  department,  Mrs.  Cutchin  spoke  to  those  on  Social  Action  and 
Areas  of  Study. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
brought  what  she  proudly  stated  was  the  best  report  her  department 

*A11    reports    were    accepted    and    all    recommendations    were    adopted    as    read. 
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had  ever  submitted.  She  stressed  that  the  Conference  had  achieved 
first  place  in  the  Jurisdiction  in  Missionary  Libraries  and  second  place 
in  Mission  Study.  At  the  close  of  her  report  the  Lillie  Moore  Everett 
Study  Jewel  was  awarded  the  second  time  in  succession  to  the  Wil- 
mington District,  77%  of  whose  societies  have  held  three  study  classes 
this  year.  Mrs.  Edens,  Secretary  of  the  Wilmington  District  accepted 
the  award  in  behalf  of  the  women  of  her  district  and  asked  the  dele- 
gates to  stand  while  she  spoke. 

Mrs.  Boone  read  the  recommendation  of  her  department  with  the 
addition  of  a  motion  passed  by  the  Executive  Committee  that  each 
district  send  its  secretary  or  an  alternate  to  the  School  of  Missions 
and  Christian  Service  at  Junaluska.  She  also  offered  to  send  infor- 
mation -to  those  wishing  it  about  missionary  projects. 

Mrs.  Hood  suggested  that  Mrs.  Boone  should  advice  the  districts 
as  to  the  amount  needed  for  the  Junaluska  expenses. 

Messages  were  read  from  Bishop  Purcell,  Mrs.  N.  H.  D.  Wilson, 
Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  Mrs.  H.  Lee  Thomas,  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith,  and 
Mrs.  H.  C.  Spiers. 

Messages  were  sent  to  Mrs.  Wilson,  Mrs.  Smith,  Mrs.  Thomas, 
Mrs.  Spiers,  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Dean.  Mrs.  Gates  asked  that  greetings  be 
sent  to  the  Baptist  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  session  in  Raleigh. 

Several  Honorary  Life  Patron  Memberships  were  presented  by  the 
Conference.  Miss  Lamb  presented  the  first  one  to  Mrs.  B.  B.  Adams, 
former  treasurer.  Mrs.  Gates  conferred  the  same  honor  up  Miss 
Florine  Robertson,  retiring  secretary  of  the  Durham  District,  which 
she  had  served  faithfully  for  fourteen  years.  Mrs.  Hillman  made  the 
presentation  to  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  reserved  for  her- 
self the  privilege  of  bestowing  this  gift  upon  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews, 
retiring  secretary  of  the  New  Bern  District.  Each  recipient,  surprised 
and  pleased,  expressed  her  appreciation  at  being  selected  to  receive  this 
coveted  honor. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary,  acting  for  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith,  was  recognized. 
She  called  to  the  platform  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  whom  the  Raleigh 
District  wished  to  honor  with  an  Honorary  Life  Patron  Membership. 
Mrs.  Hood's  astonished  expression  of  appreciation  ended  the  interlude, 
an  emotional  high  spot  in  the  session. 

Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker  was  introduced  as  the  newest  secretary  of  the 
Conference.  She  gave  her  report  as  Secretary  of  Supplies  and  read  her 
recommendations,  stressing  numbers  two  and  six. 

Miss  Mary  Gardner  read  her  report  as  Secretary  of  Publicity  and 
Publications  and  the  recommendations  of  the  department  of  Literature 
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and  Publications.  She  moved  that  the  recommendations  be  adopted 
and  used.

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore  of  Greenville  introduced  Miss  Zekiel  who 
works  with  the  young  people  of  Jarvis  Memorial  Church. 

The  committee  on  Courtesies  brought  forward  the  guests  of  the 
Conference.  Mrs.  Chadwick  introduced  Rev.  A.  P.  Brantley,  pastor 
of  Steele  Street  Church,  and  Mrs.  Brantley.  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  introduced  Mrs.  Ira  Shelley,  District 
Secretary,  W.  S.  C.  S.,  Greensboro;  Mrs.  J.  D.  Stott,  Missionary  to 
Japan;  Mrs.  Wellons,  Missionary  to  India;  Miss  Mary  Nichols, 
Deaconess  in  Wilmington  District;  Miss  Whitner,  Director  of  Religi- 
ous Education,  Henderson;  Miss  Evelyn  Rothrock,  Director  Religious 
Education,  Front  Street,  Burlington.  Mr.  Brantley  introduced  the 
ministers  who  were  present. 

The  session  was  closed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  L.  C.  Larkin. 


EVENING  SESSION 

The  strains  of  Gounod's  "Ave  Maria"  played  on  organ  and  piano, 
called  the  Conference  to  a  worshipful  frame  of  mind  at  the  beginning 
of  the  evening  session.  After  the  singing  of  "The  Church's  One 
Foundation,"  Rev.  A.  P.  Brantley  offered  prayer  and  read  Mark 
10:23 — "And  Jesus  looked  round  about,"  commenting  that  Jesus 
saw  and  wept  over  civilization,  individuals,  and  the  church.  Mrs.  E. 
L.  Morgan  sang  "Others." 

Mrs.  Chadwick  introduced  Mrs.  E.  C.  Heins,  Jr.,  President,  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary  of  Synod  of  North  Carolina  Presbyterian  Church. 
Mrs.  Heins  brought  greetings  from  her  denomination  and  spoke  inter- 
estingly of  the  many  parallel  channels  of  service  open  to  and  used 
by  the  churches  today. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  President,  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference was  introduced.  Mrs.  Hillman  brought  greetings  from  the 
two  hundred  fifty  thousand  members  of  the  seventeen  Conferences  of 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction.    She  said  that  this  is  the  most  challenging 
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day  that  has  faced  the  missionary  enterprise.  Some  of  the  challenges 
that  she  listed  were:  to  know  our  missionary  outposts,  to  know  the 
cost  of  missions,  to  crystallize  our  opinions  concerning  a  new  world 
order,  and  to  train  missionaries  to  be  ready  for  work  when  conditions 
will  permit  them  to  go  and  to  help  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the  post 
war  world. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  expressed  her  regret  that  the  entire  evening  could 
not  be  given  to  inspirational  messages  and  explained  that  the  shortness 
of  the  time  demanded  the  resumption  of  business. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary,  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  gave  her 
report  and  read  her  recommendations. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood 
read  the  treasurer's  report.  Mrs.  Hood  brought  a  message  from  Mrs. 
McKinne  and  gave  the  high  lights  of  the  report  in  the  impressive 
totals.  She  then  conducted  the  Pledge  Service,  the  District  Secretaries 
coming  to  the  chancel  and  placing  their  written  pledges  in  the  Korean 
Urn  as  they  repeated  fitting  quotations.

THURSDAY  MORNING,  MARCH  11,  1943 

Following  the  sacrament  of  Holy  Communion,  which  was  adminis- 
tered by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Fayetteville  District,  Rev.  H.  C. 
Smith,  assisted  by  Rev.  A.  S.  Parker,  Rev.  A.  P.  Brantley,  Rev.  H.  L. 
Ashmore,  and  Rev.  L-.  L.  Parish,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne,  Vice-President, 
presided  while  Mrs.  Chadwick  gave  the  president's  annual  message. 
As  Mrs.  Thorne  expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  Conference  for  the 
excellent  report,  the  Conference  stood  in  tribute  to  Mrs.  Chadwick 
herself  and  the  effectiveness  of  her  leadership. 
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Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Corresponding  Secretary,  conducted  the 
Secretaries'  hour.  She  commented  on  their  problems  and  achievements 
and,  reversing  the  usual  order  she  presented  the  Secretaries,  calling 
Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Secretary  of  the  Wilmington  District  first. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary,  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  gave  the 
report  of  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith,  Secretary  of  the  Raleigh  District  and 
also  gave  the  pledge  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  $3000.00. 

At  the  close  of  the  hour  Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  Durham  and 
Rocky  Mount  Districts,  having  tied  in  the  number  of  societies  reach- 
ing all  the  goals  of  the  Efficiency  Aims,  would  share  the  honor  of 
receiving  the  Korean  Urn,  and  the  Korean  Candlestick  was  awarded 
to  the  Durham  District  again  for  the  largest  contribution. 

The  enthusiasm  and  the  spirit  of  wholesome  rivalry  among  the 
secretaries  made  this  hour  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  session. 

Miss  Florine  Robertson  came  to  the  platform  and  presented  a 
Life  Membership  from  the  Durrum  District  to  Mrs.  A.  H.  Bor- 
land. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Organi- 
zation and  Promotion.  Mrs.  Chadwick  spoke  to  one  item,  urging  that 
any  surplus  paid  on  pledge  to  missions  in  the  local  society  should  be 
sent  in  to  the  treasurer. 

Mrs.  Hood  presented  Baby  Life  Memberships  from  the  Conference 
to  the  twin  babies  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  C.  Hood  of  Sanford,  Bettie  and 
Bobbie  Hood. 

After  two  stanzas  of  the  hymn,  "Home  of  the  Soul,"  were  sung, 
Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane  conducted  the  Memorial  Service,  during  which 
Harold  Makepeace,  Jr.,  sang  "Prayer  Perfect." 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  Chairman  of  Research  Committee,  presented 
three  names  for  officers — Miss  Mary  Gardner  for  Secretary  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publications,  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore  for  Secretary  of  Student 
Work,  and  Mrs.  G.  E.  Walters  for  Secretary  of  Supplies.  Her  report 
was  accepted  and  the  three  were  nominated. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  appointed  as  tellers:  Mrs.  A.  D.  Craig,  Mrs.  J. 
B.  Kittrell,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Fox,  Mrs.  Marvin 
Aldridge,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Midgette,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Mays,  and  Mrs.  H.  W. 
Maddry. 

Miss  Lamb  moved  that  voting  members  be  counted  and  remain  at 
their  seats  while  voting.  Motion  carried.  Mrs.  Holt,  Recording  Secre- 
tary read  the  By-laws  concerning  method  of  voting. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  appointed  the  following  committee  to  suggest 
three  names  of  women  as  nominees  for  members  of  the  General  Board 
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of  Missions  and  Church  Extension:    Mrs.  M.  Leigh  Sheep,  Mrs.  N. 
P.  Edens,  Mrs.  D.  L.  Fouts,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Ormond. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  read  her  report  as  Secretary  of  Children's 
Work  and  asked  Miss  Lorene  Weaver,  Director  Children's  Work,  Con- 
ference Board  of  Education,  to  read  the  recommendations. 

Miss  Mary  Nichols,  deaconess  working  in  the  Wilmington  area, 
and  Mrs.  Winbourne,  president  of  the  most  recently  organized  society, 
Sunset  Park,  Wilmington,  were  introduced  and  Miss  Nichols  told  some- 
thing of  the  conditions  under  which  she  works. 

Rev.  A.  S.  Parker,  Superintendent  of  the  Wilmington  District, 
described  more  fully  the  situation  in  Wilmington  and  the  entire 
defense  area  of  eastern  North  Carolina  and  made  a  strong  appeal  for 
assistance  in  carrying  the  church  to  the  people  in  this  section. 
,  Rev.  W.  L.  Clegg,  Superintendent  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District 
emphasized  similar  needs  in  his  district.  Mrs.  Chadwick  reported  on 
the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  this  subject  and  urged  the 
delegates  to  take  home  to  their  churches  the  needs  of  our  defense  areas. 

The  tellers  brought  in  a  report  of  a  unanimous  vote — 170  votes 
cast  for  each  of  the  three  nominees.  Miss  Gardner,  Mrs.  Moore  and 
Mrs.  Walters  were  called  to  the  platform  and  introduced. 

Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker  was  presented  as  the  Secretary  of  the  New  Bern 
District,  succeeding  Mrs.  Matthews.  Mrs.  Matthews  expressed  her 
satisfaction  at  leaving  her  work  in  Mrs.  Hooker's  capable  hands. 

Dr.  Walter  Patten  presented  the  interests  of  Louisburg  College 
and  Rev.  M.  T.  Plyler  thanked  the  Conference  for  its  assistance  in  the 
subscription  campaign  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate. 

Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee, 
brought  the  names  of  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  and 
Mrs.  F.  S.  Love  as  nominees  for  members  of  the  General  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  spoke  in  the  interest  of  the  Methodist 
Orphanage  in  Raleigh  and  asked  that  the  district  secretaries  send  a  list 
of  new  presidents  to  Mr.  Barnes. 

Mrs.  Faison  moved  and  it  was  voted  that  with  the  consent  of  the 
pastors  and  Sunday  School  superintendents  a  collection,  earmarked 
for  linoleum  for  the  dining  room  at  the  Orphanage,  be  taken  in  the 
Sunday  Schools  and  sent  to  Mr.  Barnes. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee, 
gave  her  report  and  read  her  recommendations,  asking  for  their 
adoption  item  by  item. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Chairman  of  Missionary  Personnel,  emphasized 
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some  of  the  pictures  painted  by  the  speakers  on  conditions  in  North 
Carolina's  defense  areas  and  stated  that,  while  we  have  one  girl  study- 
ing at  Scarritt,  there  had  been  no  applications  for  admission  to  Scarritt 
College  from  this  Conference  this  year. 

Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  gave  her  report  as  chairman  of  Scarritt  Associates 
Committee. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  introduced  the  very  efficient  chairmen  of  the 
local  committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  read  the  final  report  of  the  Registration 
Committee. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane  read  the  gracious  and  appreciative  report  of 
the  Committe  on  Resolutions.  Mrs.  Formy-Duval  repeated  her  state- 
ment of  her  own  and  her  society's  pleasure  in  acting  as  hostess  to  the 
Conference  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  thanked  all  the  Sanford  members  for 
their  efficient  planning  and  generous  hospitality. 

At  the  luncheon  hour  the  delegates  from  Wilson  invited  the  Fourth 
Annual  Conference  to  meet  in  Wilson.  The  invitation  was  accepted 
with  thanks. 

After  the  singing  of  the  Conference  hymn,  Mrs.  Chadwick  voiced 
the  grateful  appreciation  of  the  Conference  to  Mrs.  Love  for  the 
high  spiritual  keynote  of  the  opening  meditation  as  she  presented  her 
for  the  closing  hour.  Mrs.  Love  used  "Now  Abideth  Love,"  for  the 
theme  of  her  remarks. 

Rev.  R.  H.  Lewis  pronounced  the  benediction  and  the  Third 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  was  adjourned.

ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  day  in  which  we  are  living  is  a  difficult  one  and  there  are  many  per- 
plexing problems  facing  us.  In  a  few  short  months  great  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  way  of  living  of  the  average  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

One  of  the  greatest  of  these  changes  and  the  one  which  affects  the  work  of 
our  organization  most  is  transportation. 

Instead  of  leaving  home  yesterday  morning  in  a  car  with  a  group  of  women 
and  driving  in  a  few  hours'  time  to  this  place  of  meeting,  in  most  cases  one 
woman  from  a  society  boarded  a  crowded  bus  and  if  she  were  fortunate  enough  to 
secure  a  seat,  settled  down  for  a  long  ride  of  many  hours  duration. 

Those  who  are  here  today  are  here  because  they  wanted  to  come  and  were 
willing  to  endure  a  little  discomfort  and  weariness  to  come  to  a  meeting  from 
which  they  hope  to  receive  inspiration,  instruction  and  Christian  fellowship. 

Yet  who  are  we  to  speak  of  difficulties  and  hardships?  We  are  ashamed  even 
to  use  these  terms  in  connection  with  conditions  in  our  country  when  we  think 
of  what  many  people  are  enduring  across  the  sea.  Our  Chinese  sisters,  we  are 
told,  were  planning  for  a  Conference  and  just  before  the  time  of  meeting  the 
city  in  which  it  was  to  be  held  was  bombed.  They  waited  a  day  or  two  for  the 
debris  to  be  cleared  away  and  the  delegates  to  arrive  and  then  calmly  went  on 
with  the  Conference  as  if  nothing  had  happened. 

If  we  were  meeting  in  Korea  today,  many  of  our  women  would  have  walked 
for  many  miles  to  reach  the  place  of  meeting;  some  of  them  spending  several 
days  on  their  journey. 

We  speak  of  difficulties  merely  because  the  cultivation  work  of  our  organi- 
zation must  be  geared  to  fit  the  new  and  changed  conditions  and  we  do  not 
want  to  loose  anything  in  the  change. 

Today  as  we  face  these  conditions  together  and  plan  for  the  year's  work 
I  would  bring  you  a  note  of  cheer.  Jesus  said,  "I  am  the  Way,  the  Truth  and 
the  Life.  No  man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by  me."  If  we  stumble  and  know 
not  which  way  to  turn  let  us  remember  that  He  is  the  Way — follow  Him. 
When  we  are  perplexed  and  in  doubt — He  says,  "I  am  the  Truth,  come  with 
Me."  If  we  come  to  the  place  where  life  has  no  meaning  and  our  faith  fails, 
again  He  has  the  answer — "I  am  Life,"  He  says  and  gives  us  new  hope,  new 
vitality,  new  joy. 

You  know  as  well  as  I  the  problems  in  our  church-life  today.  Let  us  list 
some  of  them : 

1.  Local  mindedness  rather  than  a  broad  missionary  vision. 

2.  Lack  of  information  about  the  program  of  the  church. 

3.  The  refusal  of  many  capable  women  to  take  the  responsibility  of  office. 

4.  Failure  in  many  churches   to  bring  young  women  into  the  society. 

5.  Difficulty  of  building  up  attendance  at  the  monthly  business  meeting. 
Added   to    these   problems   which   have   been   with    us    for   sometime   we   now 

have  the  fear  that  lacking  the  inspiration  for  coming  together  in  zone  and  dis- 
trict meetings  our  enthusiasm  may  wane  and  our  offering  decrease. 
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Then  there  are  the  problems  we  share  with  all  citizens  of  our  section  of 
the  state — those  common  to  a  defense  area.  Small  conservative  towns  have 
suddenly  been  flooded  with  hosts  of  defense  workers,  camps  have  sprung  up 
almost  overnight,  it  seems,  and  without  any  preparation  our  churches  have  had 
situations  to  cope  with  that  were  perplexing  and  sometimes  almost  tragic. 

The  responsibility  has  rested  heavily  on  the  shoulders  of  those  who  have 
answered  the  call  and  have  accepted  places  of  leadership  in  their  church  and 
community.  But  along  with  the  responsibility  has  come  the  joy  of  service.  Just 
as  truly  to  us  at  home  as  to  the  missionaries  on  the  far-flung  battle  line  comes 
the  voice  of  One  who  gave  the  great  Commission,  "Go  ye  and  make  disciples — 
and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

There  are  many  hopeful  signs  and  even  in  the  midst  of  suffering  and  con- 
fusion there  comes  to  the  attention  of  alert  observers  surprising  and  unexpected 
evidences  that  some  of  the  things  sought  and  hoped  for  during  past  years  are 
coming  to  flower,  and  results  often  surprise  us.  How  small  and  feeble  is 
our  faith ! 

Could  anyone  who  heard  the  voice  of  Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek,  musical 
and  sweet  with  its  "Georgia  accent,"  on  the  radio,  this  week  or  those  who  have 
listened  to  Dr.  Y.  C.  Yang  that  Chinese  scholar  and  Christian  gentleman,  fail  to 
realize  that  the  missionary  enterprise  of  past  years  has  been  not  only  successful 
but  that  it  is  a  wonderful  power  in  the  world  today.  Truly  God  does  give  the 
increase  and  crown  our  efforts  with  His  blessing  and  power. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  takes  her  place  with  pride  and  joy  in  the  great 
national  organization  of  women  of  the  Methodist  Church;  and  it  is  a  good  place 
and  one  to  be  proud  of.  We  have  not  grown  miraculously  or  advanced  by  leaps 
and  bounds  but  rather  in  a  steady  and  conservative  manner.  We  had  at  the  end 
of   1942,  503  societies  with  a  membership  of    18,614. 

We  stand  fourth  in  line  of  the  seventeen  Conferences,  of  our  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction  in  number  of  societies,  number  of  members  and  number  of  new 
societies  added  last  year;  fifth  in  amount  of  money  sent  in  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  Woman's  Division  and  second  in  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer. 
$53,232.00  was  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Women's  Division  in  1942,  which 
was  an  increase  of  $6,432.00  over  the  amount  of  1941. 

We  have  made  a  good  record,  because  of  the  faithful  work  and  loyal  efforts 
of  women  throughout  the  Conference.  Yet  we  are  not  satisfied.  On  ahead  the 
goal  stands  and  we  have  not  reached  it.  There  are  ideals  and  attitudes  for  which 
we  strive  and  step  by  step  we  are  getting  nearer  to  attainment. 

We  should  feel  more  responsibility  for  the  work  as  a  whole,  should  know 
more  about  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  under  which  our 
organization   operates. 

We  need  to  study  the  mission-fields  which  are  new  to  us,  those  which  come  to 
us  in  the  union  of  the  three  branches  of  Methodism,  namely:  India,  Burma, 
Maylaya,  Sumatra,  the  Phillipines,  the  northern  part  of  China  and  several 
countries  of  Latin  America. 

Every  member,  certainly  every  president  of  a  local  society  should  have 
the  Report  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  This  journal  gives 
valuable  information  on  all  mission  fields,  at  home  and  abroad,  has  the  names 
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and  addresses  of  all  missionaries  and  home-workers,  contains  the  financial  appro- 
priations and  other  interesting  facts. 

We  were  happy  over  the  appointment  of  Miss  Mary  Nichols,  one  of  our 
own  North  Carolina  deaconesses,  to  Wilmington  to  work  in  the  defense  area  in 
Sunset  Park.  We  welcome  her  back  home  at  this  Conference.  Miss  Ruth  Brooks, 
our  rural  worker,  was  transferred  from  person  Circuit  to  Goldsboro  Circuit  where 
she  also  is  in  a  defense  section.  Miss  Pricilla  Steger  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Titts- 
worth  are  still  in  Laurinburg  and  Greenville  respectively  continuing  their  fine 
work.  We  have  two  urgent  appeals  for  deaconesses  in  other  sections  of  the 
Conference  and  hope  to  be  able  to  secure  workers  in  the  near  future. 

We  had  a  number  of  important  meetings  in  the  Conference  in  1942.  In 
April  the  Board  of  Missions  sponsored  a  series  of  missionary  rallies  in  which 
Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  president  of  the  Woman's  Division,  Dr.  Y.  C.  Yang,  president 
of  Soochow  University,  China,  and  Bishop  Clare  Purcell  of  Charlotte,  were  the 
principal  speakers.  At  the  meeting  in  Raleigh,  Dr.  John  R.  Mott  was  also  on 
the  program. 

At  Louisburg  College,  in  June,  we  had  our  Conference  Retreat,  conducted 
by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  leader  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups  of  our  Conference, 
and  in  July,  also  at  Louisburg  was  held  under  the  Board  of  Education,  a  Con- 
ference for  Christian  Workers  in  which  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  president  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Canference  taught  a  course  on  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service..  Many  of  our  members  attended  the  Pastor's  School  at  Duke 
University.  Miss  Oscie  Sanders,  a  field  worker  of  the  Woman's  Division,  taught 
a  class  on  the  current  Mission  Study  of  Latin  America.  Eight  of  our  officers 
studied  at  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska  in  July  and  August.  The 
Educational  Conferences  formerly  called  Study  Leaders'  meetings,  were  held  as 
usual,  in  September  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service.  These  Conferences  were  the  most  outstanding 
and  successful  ones  ever  held  in  our  Conference. 

All  of  these  meetings  with  the  Annual  Conference  meeting  in  Edenton 
Street  Church,  Raleigh,  the  district  and  zone  meetings,  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  Standing  Committees  made   1942  a  year  of  many  meetings. 

1943  may  be  quite  different  in  that  respect. 

The  Executive  Committee  had  its  usual  meeting  during  the  first  quarter, 
a  few  of  the  zones  have  had  meetings  and  we  are  now  in  the  midst  of  our 
Annual  Conference  meeting.  The  women  were  asked  to  co-operate  in  the  Annual 
Conference  district  Institutes  and  set-up  meetings  early  in  December.  Miss 
Mildred  Hudgins,  a  former  missionary  to  Japan,  now  dean  of  women  at  Louis- 
burg College  was  one  of  the  speakers,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  spoke  at  two  of  the 
meetings  and  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  our  Conference  Secretary  held  a  Forum  at 
each  of  the  seven  meetings. 

In  February  there  was  held  in  Atlanta  an  enlarged  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Jurisdiction,  preceded  by  a  Christian  Social  Relations  Seminar.  Our 
Conference  was  represented  by  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
the  President.  This  meeting  took  place  of  the  regular  Jurisdictional  Conference. 
It  was  an  unusually  helpful  and  inspiring  meeting. 

It  has  been  the  custom  to  have  two  District  Conferences  in  the  Spring;  the 
district  superintendent  holding  one  for  the  general  work  of  the  church  and  the 
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Woman's  Society  having  one.    It  has  been  decided  this  year  to  combine  the  two 
and  have   one   district  Conference  in   each   of   the  seven   districts. 

There  will  be  no  Pastor's  School  at  Duke  this  year,  but  the  School  of 
Missions  and  Missionary  Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska  will  be  held  as  usual. 
Our  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  has  granted  three  subsidies  of  $20  each  to  the 
Secretaries  of  Young  Women  and  Girls'  Work,  the  Secretary  of  Student  work 
and  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  each  of  the  conferences  within 
its  bounds.  This  will  help  defray  their  expenses  to  Junaluska.  The  Woman's 
Division  is  offering  its  usual  amount  for  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

We  are  planning  to  have  our  Retreat  at  Louisburg  and,  as  far  as  we  know, 
the  Board  of  Education  will  conduct  the  Conference  for  Christian  Workers, 
with  Mrs.  Hillman  teaching  one  of  the  courses.  If  conditions  permit,  we  shall 
have  our  Educational  Conferences  in  September. 

This  Conference  is  a  member  of  the  State  Legislative  Council  and  we  have 
been  represented  at  its  meetings  by  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  Chairman  of  Citizenship  of  that 
department. 

We  continue  to  offer  Scholarships  to  Scarritt  College  in  Nashville,  Tenn., 
where  candidates  for  missionary  work  and  for  Christian  work  at  home  are 
trained  and  to  two  colleges  for  Negroes,  Paine  College  in  Augusta,  Georgia  and 
Bennett  College  in  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

We  have  at  present,  only  one  girl  at  Scarritt.  Our  leaders  tell  us  that 
missionaries  are  needed  now  for  China,  Africa  and  South  Africa  and  that  many 
more  will  be  needed  when  this  war  is  over.  They  should  be  in  training  now, 
so  that  they  may  be  ready  when  the  time  comes  for  them  to  be  sent  to  the 
field.  Will  you  not,  as  you  go  back  to  your  churches,  look  for  capable,  young 
women  who  will.be  willing  to  dedicate  their  lives  to  Christian  service  and  tell 
them  of  this  opportunity? 

Today's  Responsibilities — Tomorrow's  Opportunities. 

Yes,  the  opportunities  and  privileges  of  tomorrow  will  depend  upon  our 
willingness  to  accept  the  responsibilities  of  today.  The  task  before  us  is  immense 
— but  Jesus  said,  "I  am  the  Way."  Let  us  follow  Him  in  this  year  of  1943 
and  go  forward.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  CORRESPONDING 
SECRETARY 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  accomplished  in  the  face  of  increasing 
difficulties,  but  these  obstacles  only  emphasize  the  need  of  greater  devotion  on 
the  part  of  both  Conference  and  Local  Officers,  and  the  membership  at  large. 
Most  of  the  Zone  and  District  meetings  were  held  as  usual  the  first  part  of  the 
year,  but  with  the  restrictions  of  gas  and  tire  rationing,  some  of  the  meetings 
could  not  be  held  in  the  fall.  The  attendance  at  those  that  were  held  was 
smaller  than  usual.  It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  Set-up  meetings  in  each 
District  during  the  early  winter,  and  to  discuss  the  promotion  of  the  work  with 
the  women.    The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  joined  with  the  Mission 
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Board  of  the  Men's  Conference  in  order  to  curtail  meetings  and  promote  the 
work  Jointly.  The  District  Secretaries  have  written  quarterly  letters  and  cards 
to  local  societies,  and  have  sought  to  promote  the  work  as  best  they  could  under 
the  existing  circumstances.  On  two  occasions  Mrs.  Chadwick  and  I  have  sent 
joint  letters  to  all  the  local  societies  in  regard  to  the  raising  of  the  Emergency 
Fund,  and  in  the  last,  added  a  message  about  winding  up  the  year's  work  and 
preparing  for  the  new.  The  Conference  Officers  have  been  ever  ready  to  promote 
their  work  both  by  letter  and  personal  presentation  at  Zone  and  District 
meetings.  Great  stress  is  laid  upon  the  fact  that  local  officers  must  be  more 
alert  to  carry  on  their  work  in  the  face  of  the  national  crisis.  The  lack  of 
prompt  reporting  seems  to  be  both  a  hindrance  and  a  weakness  in  the  pro- 
motion of  all  lines  of  work. 

ORGANIZATION 

At  the  close  of  1942  there  were  503  societies  with  a  total  membership  of 
18,614,  which  includes  824  new  members  added  during  the  year.  On  the  face, 
it  would  appear  that  there  had  been  a  decrease  of  membership;  but  the  decrease 
has  been  caused  by  two  facts :  ( 1 )  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  membership  is 
no  longer  counted  with  that  of  the  local  WSCS;  (2)  some  of  the  original 
charter  members  seem  to  have  fallen  by  the  way  side.  During  the  present  year, 
each  society  is  urged  to  build  up  its  membership  by  contacting  the  women  of  the 
Church  who  are  not  members,  and  to  visit  and  invite  new  comers  of  the  com- 
munity to  join  in  their  work.  Some  communities  are  crowded  with  defense 
workers,  and  military  families  and  in  the  number  may  be  many  women  who 
would  love  the  fellowship  and  opportunity  of  service  that  the  local  societies 
offer.  At  present,  New  Bern  District  leads  with  the  number  of  local  societies — 
86  in  all,  but  Durham  District  has  the  largest  membership  of  3,600.  New  Bern 
District  has  led  with  the  largest  number  of  new  societies — 7  in  all.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  248  churches  were  reported  as  unorganized  throughout  the  Con- 
ference. This  remains  one  of  our  major  problems  and  opportunities,  and  to  help 
meet  the  situation,  we  are  asking  the  close  co-operation  of  the  local  pastors, 
District  Superintendents,  District  Secretaries  and  Local  Societies.  It  is  hoped 
that  we  will  have  at  least  30  new  societies  this  coming  year. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  GROUPS  AND  WEEK  OF  PRAYER 

There  were  reported  305  active  Spiritual  Life  Groups  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Both  Durham  and  Wilmington  Districts  have  64  groups  each,  but 
Wilmington  takes  the  precedent  by  having  each  society  organized.  The  work 
of  this  department  is  becoming  more  effective  with  the  aid  of  active  District 
leaders,  and  always,  it  is  the  aim  of  these  groups  to  deepen  the  Spiritual  Life  of 
the  Society,  church  and  community. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  321  Societies,  and  the  offering  of 
$4,552.31  was  most  gratifying.  Rocky  Mount  District  led  with  a  contribution 
of  $964.57.  ,     , 

YOUNG  WOMEN  AND  GIRLS'  WORK 

Mrs.  D.  L.  Fouts  has  worked  hard  with  this  department  last  year,  but  she 
still  feels  that  she  is  in  the  process  of  laying  the  foundation.  Some  very  fine 
work  is  being  accomplished,  but  the  work  with  the  young  people  is  not  on  as 
firm  foundation  as  she  would  like.    She  needs  the  hearty  co-operation  of  every 
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local  Society  to  make  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  a  real  force  in  the  life 
of  the  young  people  of  the  church.  42  Interest  Groups  were  reported,  and  out  of 
this  department,  we  hope  there  will  come  real  youth  leadership. 

STUDENT  WORK 

This,  too,  is  a  new  Department,  and  needs  the  co-operation  of  every  local 
Society.  Its  aim  is  to  keep  the  student  conscious  of  Christian  fellowship  and  to 
throw  him  the  influences  of  the  church.  The  activities  of  this  Department  have 
been  varied.  Student  Day  was  observed  in  many  churches,  "Get  acquainted 
parties"  have  been  held  in  churches  near  campuses,  letters  and  copies  of  the 
"Upper  Room"  have  been  sent  to  the  students  and  young"  people  working  in 
defense  areas. 

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary  this  department  has  become 
better  organized,  and  is  doing  a'  fine  work.  The  Business  and  Professional 
Women  are  actively  engaged  in  both  local  and  missionary  activities,  and  last 
year  contributed  $3,239.27  to  its  missionary  interests.  There  are  now  44 
Guilds  and  2  Junior  Guilds,  with  a  membership  of  1,296.  Raleigh  District  leads 
with   12  Guilds  and   1  Junior  Guild,  a  membership  of  43  7. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 

The  work  of  these  two  departments  supplements  each  other,  and  not  only 
form  an  educational  background  for  our  women,  but  offer  opportunities  for 
Christian  work  and  the  development  of  Christian  citizenship.  The  secretaries  of 
these  departments  have  visited  every  district  during  the  year,  holding  Educational 
rallies  and  encouraging  the  women  to  broaden  their  scope  of  Christian  activities. 
The  studies  on  Latin  America  have  been  well  timed  for  this  world  crisis,  and 
we  should  be  better  prepared  for  the  "Good  Neighbor  Policy." 

CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  work  with  the  children  continues  to  be  outstanding  in  the  church 
schools  and  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  The  children  are  taught  the  mean- 
ing of  World  Brotherhood  and  Christian  Citizenship. 

PUBLICATIONS 

World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  supplement  each  other,  and  the 
women  find  them  invaluable  in  their  work.  A  goal  has  been  set  for  each  officer 
of  the  local  Society  to  be  a  subscriber  to  these  magazines,  but  so  far  it  has  not 
been  reached.  The  value  of  these  magazines  should  be  put  continually  before 
the  women  and  the  program  chairman  of  the  Circles  and  General  meetings, 
and  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  should  find  them  valuable  sources  of 
material  for  their  meetings.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  reported  2,427 
subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  2,100  to  World  Outlook.  We  hope 
these  subscription  will  increase  during  the  year. 

HONORARY  MEMBERSHIPS 

At  our  last  Conference  the  following  were  honored  by  making  them  Life 
Patrons:  Mrs.  N.  E.  Edgerton,  Sr.,  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott,  Mrs.  LeGrand  Everett, 
Mrs.   F.   B..  McKinne,   Mrs.   W.    C.    Chadwick,   and   Mrs.   Harvey  Boney.     This 
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honor  was  bestowed  by  the  women  of  the  Conference  as  a  tribute  of  love  and 
appreciation  for  the  untiring  services  of  these  ladies.  During  the  year  82 
adults  have  been  honored  by  Life  Memberships,  145  babies  have  been  made 
Life  Members,  1  Honorary  Youth,  6  Honorary  Junior,  and  2  Honorary  Adult 
Life  Memberships  have  been  given.  Rocky  Mount  District  led  in  bestowing  this 
honor  and  has  given  a  total  of  22  Adults,  43  Baby  Life  Memberships,  1  Hono- 
rary Junior,  and  2  Honorary  Adult  Life  Memberships. 

EFFICIENCY  AIMS 

A  total  of  2  5  Societies  made  the  Efficiency  Aims  and  227  achieved  it  in  part. 
Durham  and  Rocky  Mount  Districts  led  with  each  having  7  Societies  making 
all  the  Efficiency  Aims,  Durham  having  54  and  Rocky  Mount  5  8  achieving  them 
in  part.  This  year  the  Seven  Keys  to  Progress  cover  every  Department  of  the 
work  and  should  be  an  incentive  to  the  women  to  do  a  better  rounded  and  more 
complete  work.  It  is  hoped  that  these  "Keys"  will  be  studied  by  every  Society 
and  used  as  a  chart  to  guide  their  course. 

SUPPLIES  AND  FINANCE 

The  work  of  the  Supply  Department  has  become  better  organized  and  dur- 
ing the  past  year  $743.92  was  reported  spent.  Our  contributions  are  directed 
largely  to  the  work  of  our  four  Deaconesses,  but  contributions  were  also  sent  to 
Payne  College,  Bethlehem  Houses,  Ministers  and  Ministers'  wives,  and  various 
types  of  foreign  work.  Again  we  are  happy  over  our  finances.  A  total  of 
$56,713.01  was  contributed  to  missions,  an  increase  of  $6,550.00  over  1941; 
and  $48,375.15  was  reported  for  local  work,  making  a  grand  total  of  $105,- 
088.16  raised  for  all  purposes.  $53,232.00  was  sent  to  the  Division  Treasurer, 
an  increase  of  $6,432.00  over  1941.  Every  District  over  paid  its  pledge. 
Durham  led  with  a  contribution  of  $10,824.03  and  Rocky  Mount  made  a  close 
second  with  $9,310.22.  An  Emergency  gift  of  $5,157.00  was  contributed  by 
our  Conference  to  help  meet  a  crisis  arising  in  the  Division,  and  this  was 
included  in  our  total  contribution. 

DEACONESS  WORK 

At  present  there  are  four  Deaconesses  at  work  in  our  Conference,  and  if 
finances  were  available,  we  could  put  several  more  to  work.  The  camp  and 
defense  areas  have  created  new  and  unexpected  problems  in  various  localities 
and  there  is  a  very  real  need  for  another  Rural  Deaconess.  Miss  Mary  Nichols 
is  doing  a  splendid  work  in  the  defense  area  in  Wilmington,  but  the  magnitude 
of  the  whole  can  only  be  conceived  by  seeing  it  in  person.  Miss  Ruth  Brooks 
is  combining  defense  work  with  rural  work  on  the  Goldsboro  Circuit,  and  is 
centering  most  of  her  activities  at  Adamsville.  Miss  Steger  is  continuing  her 
industrial  work  in  the  mill  section  of  Laurinburg,  and  Miss  Tittsworth  is 
doing  constructive  work  at  E.  C.  T.  C.  These  women  are  untiring  in  their 
efforts  to  make  their  services  count  in  the  building  of  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
and  they  are  helping  to  meet  a  real  need  in  their  respective  communities. 
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conclusion 

World  conditions  have  presented  many  new  problems  and  responsibilities  to 
our  work  during  the  past  year,  but  with  them  have  come  new  opportunities  and 
challenges  to  Christian  Service.  We  find  ourselves  in  the  midst  of  confusion  and 
heart  breaking  experiences,  but  this  calls  for  greater  and  a  more  concerted  effort 
to  make  the  Christian  way  of  life  real  to  those  with  whom  we  come  in 
contact.  Even  now,  we  are  urged  to  prepare  for  the  peace  that  shall  follow 
the  war,  and  our  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  has  a  greater  oppor- 
tunity than  ever  in  helping  to  build  a  world  Christian  community.  The  challenge 
calls  for  faith  and  courage  and  a  renewed  dedication  to  the  principles  of 
Christian  living.

THE  ASSEMBLY,  MAY  19-22,  1942 

The  first  Assembly  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  The  Methodist  Church  met  in 
Columbus,  Ohio,  May  19-22,  1942.  The  representatives  and  delegates  from  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  were:  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  President  of  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction;  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  President  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference;  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  member  of  the  Woman's  Division;  Mrs.  B.  F. 
Boone,  member-at-large ;  Miss  Claire  Harris  representing  the  Wesleyan  Guild 
and  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Secretary  of  the  Conference. 

The  meeting  opened  Tuesday  afternoon  at  Broad  Street  Methodist  Church, 
at  which  time  Mrs.  Bragg  gave  her  address.  This  was  followed  by  the  com- 
munion service,  and  hundreds  of  delegates  and  visitors  partook.  An  atmosphere 
of  worship  and  rededication  characterized  the  entire  service,  and  foreshadowed 
the  spiritual  tone  of  the  meeting  to  follow. 

The  general  meetings  were  held  in  the  City  Auditorium,  and  the  last  count 
gave  3,120  registrations  of  delegates,  workers  and  visitors.  The  Theme  song 
was  "Be  Still  My  Soul,"  and  the  setting  of  the  stage,  with  illuminated  cross  and 
candles;  the  quiet  music  and  silent  worship,  tended  to  put  every  one  in  a 
worshipful  mood.  A  number  of  Bishops  were  present,  and  they,  together  with 
other  speakers,  emphasized  the  practice  of  personal  Christianity  in  whatever  area 
of  life  that  we  find  ourselves;  Christian  fellowship  without  regard  to  race  or 
group,  and  the  faith  that  has  spiritual  expectancy.  We  were  urged  to  have 
an  undiscourageable  hope;  to  keep  the  light  of  good-will  positive  and  shining; 
to  experience  the  lift  and  lure  of  being  a  Christian. 

Various  leaders  in  the  Home  and  Foreign  Work  gave  their  reports  and 
while  each  recognized  the  crisis  of  the  hour,  and  the  difficulties  that  face  a  war 
torn  world,  there  was  a  spirit  of  courage  about  each  speaker,  and  a  feeling  that 
the  Christian  way  of  life  could  meet  the  needs  of  the  hour.  A  plea  was  made 
that  we  exercise  Christian  understanding  with  minority  groups  and  respect  the 
personality  of  each  individual.  If  we  are  to  make  Christ  real  to  the  world,  we 
must  deal  with  individuals  and  nations  in  the  Christ  way. 
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Emphasis  was  made  that  we  begin  now  to  prepare  for  a  new  world  order — 
to  crystalize  in  our  minds  the  ideals  of  a  Christian  peace,  and  to  make  them  a 
part  of  public  opinion.  We  were  urged  not  only  to  win  the  war,  but  to  win  the 
peace,  and  we  were  reminded  that  women  should  exercise  their  influence  in 
moulding  the  new  world  order. 

One  of  the  most  spectacular  events  was  when  185  Missionaries  and  Home 
Workers,  in  costume,  marched  in  to  the  tune  of  "Onward  Christian  Soldiers." 
Their  period  of  service  at  Home  and  Abroad  represented  3,493  years  and  three 
months.  We  now  have  1,43  7  workers  employed,  and  the  women  pledged 
$2,922,120.81   to  support  the  work  in  various  parts  of  the  world. 

Dr.  Hugh  C.  Stuntz,  Vice-President  of  Scarritt  College,  brought  the  meeting 
to  a  close  with  a  challenging  address  on :  "To  Serve  the  King  of  Kings."  He 
reminded  us  that  the  war  never  blacks  out  missionary  enterprises,  but  sometimes 
opens  new  doors  of  opportunity.  We  didn't  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities 
after  the  last  world  war,  and  we  were  reminded  that  we  could  fail  after  this  one. 
He  said  Scarritt  College  could  not  supply  the  demand  for  trained  Christian 
workers,  and  he  urged  that  we  not  only  take  our  place  of  leadership  in  the  local 
church  and  community,  but  that  we  encourage  our  sons  and  daughters  to  accept 
the  challenge  of  trained  Christian  leadership.  We  are  training  too  few  workers 
to   meet   the    needs   of   the    day. 

The  meeting  was  a  mountain-top  experience,  and  those  who  shared  it  felt  a 
renewed  sense  of  responsibility  for  helping  to  make  a  World  Christian  Com- 
munity.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY 
EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

The  1 942  report  of  the  work  of  Missionary  Education  is  very  gratifying 
and  shows  growth  and  development  along  all  lines.  It  proves  that  women  are 
realizing  more  and  more  their  responsibility  in  being  informed.  We  appreciate 
fully  all  that  has  gone  into  the  making  of  this  good  record.  For  time  and  energy 
freely  given,  for  earnest  efforts,  for  work  well  done,  for  the  interest  and  prayers 
of  faithful,  consecrated  women  throughout  our  Conference  who  love  the  cause 
of  missions,  we  are  thankful. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  studies  promoted  have  developed  a 
deeper  sense  of  world-brotherhood  and  a  keen  awareness  of  spiritual  need.  As  a 
result  of  study  in  its  relation  to  all  missionary  education,  new  opportunities  for 
Christian  service  have  been  discovered,  attitudes  have  been  changed,  new  leader- 
ship has  been  discovered  and  Societies  have  increased  their  offering  to  missions. 
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Tabulation  from  the  967  quarterly  reports  received  in  1942  are  most 
encouraging.  There  were  800  study  classes  conducted  with  13,258  members 
participating.  Of  this  number  85  classes  received  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition. 
There   were    180    Missionary  Libraries  and    115    Reading  Circles  reported. 

In  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  the  North  Carolina  Conference  stands  first  in 
Missionary  Libraries  (going  up  from  third  place  in  1941).  Our  Conference 
has  the  honor  of  standing  second  in  the  Jurisdiction,  in  study  classes  held 
(going  up  from  fourth  place),  third  in  class  members  (going  up  from  sixth 
place),  third  in  Reading  Circles  (our  same  standing  of  1941),  and  ninth  in 
Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes  (going  up  from  tenth  place).  This  high 
standing  as  a  Conference,  is  not  only  something  to  be  justly  proud  of  but  it  should 
stimulate  us  and  spur  us  to  greater  achievements. 

The  class  in  "Missions  in  Latin  America"  taught  by  Miss  Alice  Sanders,  at 
Pastors'  School,  Duke  University,  was  the  largest  we  have  yet  helped  sponsor. 
More  than  fifty  women  from  our  Conference  attended  this  interesting,  helpful 
class. 

The  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska  was  of  inestimable  value  to  another 
group  of  our  women  who  studied  there.  Much  help  was  received  for  the 
cultivation  and  promotion  of  all  lines  of  work. 

Following  these  periods  of  study  and  preparation,  thirteen  Educational 
Conferences  were  held  in  September.  The  large  groups  attending  and  their 
enthusiastic  response  made  us  feel  that  these  were  our  most  successful  meetings. 
For  many  years  this  type  of  cultivation  work  has  been  featured  in  our  Conference, 
in  the  Fall  and  continues  to  prove  worthwhile  in  carrying  out  the  total  prog- 
ram of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  present  the  Program  of  Missionary  Education  at 
a  number  of  Zone  and  District  meetings.  The  District  Secretaries  are  always 
faithful  in  promoting  this  line  of  work,  as  are  hundreds  of  Secretaries  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  in  the  local  societies.  Through  their  fine  co-operation  this 
report  is  made  possible.  - 

To  each  woman  who  helped  in  any  way  to  conduct  the  85  Special  Juris- 
dictional Recognition  Classes,  I  wish  to  express  my  personal  thanks.  Your  good 
reports  of  "best  classes  ever  held,"  the  excellent  outlines  and  letters  attached, 
express  the  joy  and  deep  satisfaction  you  received  from  this  high  standard  of 
study  work.  Blessings  on  you.  Let  us  strive  to  double  this  number  of  Special 
Jurisdiction  Recognition  Classes  in  1943.  Rocky  Mount  District  led  with  17  of 
these  classes;  New  Bern  District  had  16;  Raleigh  Distirct  13;  Elizabeth  City 
District  1 3 ;  Fayetteville  District  1 2 ;  Wilmington  District  8 ;  and  Durham 
District  6.  Several  societies  had  three  Special  Jurisdictional  Recognition  Classes, 
others  two  and  still  other  one.  ((One  of  our  goals  for  this  year  is:  one  Special 
Jurisdiction  Recognition  Class  in  every  society).  The  societies  doing  this  type 
of  Study  in  1942  are:

The  Lilly  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  is  still  carrying  out  its  mission, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  given  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  in  1928, 
stimulating  interest  in  study  and  encouraging  prompt  and  accurate  reporting  to 
the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  Each  year  this 
beautiful  Jewel  is  presented  to  the  District  having  the  highest  percentage  of 
Societies  reporting  three  approved  courses  of  study  held  during  the  calendar  year. 
(These  must  be  reported  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  using  the  regular  quarterly  report  blank).  Last  year  Wilmington  Dis- 
trict received  the  Jewel,  coming  up  from  sixth  to  first  place  with  58%  of  their 
Societies  reporting  three  classes.  This  year  the  Jewel  goes  to  the  Wilmington 
District  again,  with  77%  of  their  Societies  reporting  three  classes.  Each  District 
has  a  higher  percentage  of  Societies  reporting  three  classes  in  1942,  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Rocky  Mount  District  came  up  from  43%  to  52%.  Elizabeth 
City  District  from  25%  to  48%,  Raleigh  District  from  42%  to  45%,  Durham 
District  from  39%  to  40%,  New  Bern  District  from  30%  to  34%,  and  Fayette- 
ville District  from   28%  to   31%. 

Outstanding  work  was  done  by  many  Societies  but  the  following  deserve 
special  mention,  not  only  for  excellent  classes  held,  but  for  carefully  fiilled 
reports:  Mount  Olive,  Jarvis  Memorial — Greenville,  Cary,  Wharton,  Trinity — 
Wilmington,  Wesley  Memorial  —  Wilmington,  First  Church  —  Rocky  Mount, 
Whitakers,  Centenary — New  Bern,  First  Church  Henderson,  Hay  St. — Fayette- 
ville, Steele  St. — Sanford,  Roxboro,  Minnie  C.  White,  Willie  Evans — Tyner,  and 
Rose  Hill.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  PUBLICITY  AND 
PUBLICATIONS 

PUBLICITY 

Convinced  of  the  potential  power  of  publicity,  your  Secretary  of  Publicity 
and  Publications  has  endeavored  during  1 942  to  bring  to  the  readers  of  the 
Woman's  Page  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  such  missionary  infor- 
mation that  would  prove  pertinent,  stimulating  and  beneficial.  To  those  who 
have  contributed  items  for  the  page,  she  is  deeply  appreciative.  Employment  of 
the  use  of  secular  newspapers,  radio,  posters  and  scrap  books  has  also  been 
sought  as  a  further  means  of  propagating  missionary  news  which  would  be  an 
aid  in  building  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth.  All  sessions  of  the  1942 
Annual  Meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  meetings,  District  and  Zone  meetings 
which  your  Secretary  has  attended  and  those  which  have  been  shared  by  other 
folk  have  been  reported  on  the  Woman's  Page  and  in  the  secular  press.  Rev. 
Allyn  P.  Robinson,  Jr.,  Editor  and  commentator  of  the  radio  program,  "The 
Churches  Make  News,"  and  editor  of  a  weekly  church  news  bulletin,  both  of 
which  are  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  has  been  most 
gracious  in  imparting  news  concerning  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  W.S.C.S.  which 
have  been  shared  with  him  by  your  Secretary. 

The  Conference  historical  scrap  book  is  growing  and  the  Advocate  Page 
scrap  books  have  increased  to  five.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Executive 
Committee  last  September,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt  and  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Lamb  were  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Conference  Historical  Committee  with 
your  Secretary  who  was  already  active  in  that  capacity.  We  are  hopeful  that 
by  1944  we  shall  have  been  able  to  assemble  enough  items  from  local  Societies 
throughout  the  Conference  to  preserve  in  another  scrap  book  for  that  purpose. 
The  aid  of  every  W.S.C.S.  is  needed  and  solicited  in  this  project. 
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PUBLICATIONS 

Aims  and  Goals:  Last  year  the  goals  for  the  Department  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  assigned  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  were: 
"Every  Officer  a  Subscriber  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook"  and 
"One-third  Increase  in  Subscriptions."  Thirteen  Societies  have  reported  having 
attained  the  first  goal.  These  are:  Conway;  First  Church,  Henderson;  Hebron, 
Orange  Circuit;  Jacksonville;  Lucama;  Milwaukee;  New  Hope,  Northampton- 
Jackson  Charge;  Pinebluff  Rich  Square;  Severn;  Steele  Street,  Sanford;  Wildon; 
Zion,  Conway  Charge.  Eleven  Societies  indicated  the  achievement  of  the  one- 
third  increase  in  subscriptions  goal.  These  include:  Aurora;  Bethel;  Carthage; 
Conway;  Dunn;  Hebron,  Orange  Circuit;  Jacksonville;  New  Hope,  Northampton- 
Jackson  Charge;  Trinity,  Tar  River  Circuit  Trinitv,  Wilmington;  White 
Memorial,  Henderson.  Other  Societies  have  perhaps  attained  one  or  both  these 
goals  and  have  failed  to  report  having  done  so,  thus  making  this  list  incom- 
plete. It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  and  worthy  of  note  that  not  a  few  Local 
Secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications  have  manifested  their  interest  and 
activities  in  the  work  through  letters  of  inquiry  and  pertinent  comments. 

Reporting:  Despite  letters,  cards,  appeals  on  the  Woman's  Page  of  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  of  the  District  Secretaries  and  Zone  Leaders, 
the  dream  of  a  satisfying  situation  in  the  matter  of  reporting  is  yet  unrealized. 
All  too  many  Local  Secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications  are  yet  unaware 
of  or  are  indifferent  to  the  vital  importance  of  reporting  and  others  are  yet  not 
using  proper  report  blanks  or  are  sending  reports  too  late  to  be  counted. 
At  the  end  of  1942,  reports  were  received  from  291  of  the  305  Societies  in  the 
Conference.  (Until  fourth  quarter  less  than  one-half  had  reported.  In  Durham 
District  51  Societies  reported;  Elizabeth  City  District,  49;  Fayetteville,  12; 
New  Bern,  44;  Raleigh,  45;  Rocky  Mount,  57;  Wilmington,  33.  A  total  of 
2,42  7  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman  were  reported  as  follows:  Dur- 
ham District,  359;  Elizabeth  City  District,  315;  Fayetteville  District  ,225; 
New  Bern  District,  368;  Raleigh  District,  45  8;  Rocky  Mount  District,  426; 
and  Wilmington  District,  276.  World  Outlook  subscriptions  totaled  2,100. 
Durham  District,  369;  Elizabeth  City  District,  250;  Fayetteville  District,  207; 
New  Bern  District,  332;  Raleigh  District,  345;  Rocky  Mount  District  347; 
Wilmington  District,  2  5  0.  Reporting  is  a  stimulus  to  action  and  it  is  not 
possible  to  have  a  clear  and  worthy  picture  of  the  work  of  any  department 
unless  all  local  Secretaries  report  quarterly,  on  time  and  on  proper  report 
blanks  to  their  respective  Conference  Officers  and  all  local  Corresponding  Secre- 
taries report  to  their  respective  District  Secretaries  quarterly,  on  time  and  on 
proper  report  blanks.- 

Gift  Subscriptions:  Concurring  with  the  desire  of  the  Woman's  Division 
that  U.S.O.  Centers  should  be  provided  with  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook, 
Duke  Memorial  WSCS  donated  two  subscriptions  to  Centers  in  Durham, 
Queen  Street,  Kinston;  First  Church,  Morehead  City  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts  for 
Edenton  Street  Society  donated  one  subscription  each  to  Centers  in  their  res- 
pective cities.  Funds  from  the  Conference  Treasury  have  made  possible  sub- 
scriptions to  all  remaining  U.S.O.  Centers  within  the  bounds  of  North  Caro- 
lina Conference,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  which  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  is  the  operating  agency.    It  is  extremely  gratifying  that  this  publication 
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is  received  with  much  enthusiasm  and  eagerness  by  the  service  men  who  frequent 
the   various    U.S.O.    Centers. 

Meetings  Attended:  Your  Secretary  of  Publicity  and  Publication  was 
happy  to  be  able  to  share  in  the  joys  and  privileges  of  the  School  of  Missions  and 
Missionary  Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska  during  the  summer  of  1942.  For 
these  days  of  high  and  holy  experiences,  she  is  profoundly  grateful.  It  has  been 
her  hope  and  prayer  that  as  a  result  of  these  enriching  experiences  she  has  been 
able  to  add  a  measure  to  the  large  contributions  to  the  advancement  of  the 
cause  of  missions  made  by  the  ether  Conference  Officers  and  representatives  of 
local  churches  who  attended.  It  was  also  a  source  of  delight  to  accept  invi- 
tations to  participate  on  programs  of  meetings  of  Rocky  Mount  District,  Southern, 
Quinn  County-Southern  Central,  Chatham-Lee,  and  Moore-Montgomery  Zones 
during  the  Spring  months  of  last  year.  When  the  Educational  Conferences  were 
held  in  September  the  privilege  of  sharing  in  programs  of  eight  of  these 
meeting  brought  added  joys  and  opportunities  for  service. 

Conclusion:  And  now,  pledging  anew  that  during  1943  service  for  the 
Master  and  glorification  of  God  in  propagating  missionary  information  and  in 
promoting  the  circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  shall 
be  the  chief  aims  of  this  Secretary,  this  annual  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

As  we  come  to  the  end  of  another  year's  labor,  we  rejoice  in  the  opportunity 
that  has  been  ours.  At  the  same  time,  as  we  look  about  us  at  the  "fields  white  unto 
harvest,"  we  pledge  ourselves  anew  to  the  unfinished  task  which  looms  so  great. 

The  work  of  this  department,  already  of  such  great  magnitude,  has  been 
enlarged  even  more  by  the  global  war  in  which  we  are  involved.  Our  mistakes 
of  the  past,  and  our  failure  to  prove  the  adequacy  of  Christianity,  bring  us 
face  to  face  with  more  problems.  To  the  solving  of  these  problems,  to  the 
elimination  of  injustices,  to  the  creating  of  proper  attitudes,  to  the  ideal  of 
real  Christian  democracy,  I  have  labored  through  the  year. 

Among  the  ways  I  have  endeavored  to  further  fit  myself  to  serve  as  Secretary 
of  this  Department,  I  list  my  attendance  at  the  Institute  of  International  Relations 
at  Woman's  College  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Seminar  on 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  at  Lake  Junaluska.  These 
were  indeed  sources  of  much  help  to  me  for  the  furtherance  of  the  work.  For 
these  opportunities  I  am  most  grateful. 

In  company  with  your  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work,  Secretary  of  Publicity  and 
Publications,  I  attended  thirteen  Educational  Conference  during  the  fall.  I 
attempted  to  present  the  program  of  work  as  outlined  by  the  Jurisdiction  Com- 
mittee, and  I  am  convinced  that  time  alone  can  prove  the  worth  of  such  con- 
ferences. Interested  groups  met  us  at  every  designated  center;  their  presence,  in 
spite  of  gasoline  and  tire  rationing,  indicate  that  our  work  shall  continue  with 
increased  interest. 
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Besides  these  conferences,  I  attended  many  zone  and  district  meetings, 
endeavoring  at  every  opportunity  to  interpret  the  work  so  as  to  make  it  functional 
in  the  very  smallest  society. 

I  am  happy  to  report  to  you  that  the  number  of  delegates  to  the  Leadership 
Training  School  for  Negroes  in  Winston-Salem  showed  no  decrease  in  spite  of 
difficult  transportation,  which  is  indeed  encouraging. 

As  your  Secretary,  I  have  served  this  year  on  the  Jurisdiction  Committee  of 
C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.,  on  the  State  Legislative  Committee;  on  the  Conference  Board 
of  Temperance;  the  Town  and  Country  Commission,  and  on  the  planning  com- 
mittee for  the  Leadership  Training  School  for  Negroes  in  Winston-Salem. 
In  this  service  my  aim  has  been  to  give  a  good  report  of  my  stewardship,  not 
only  to  this   Confreence,  but   to   Him   whose  stewards  we  all  are. 

Our  reporting  for  the  year  showed  improvement,  both  as  to  number  received 
and  the  content.  The  average  was  more  than  two  hundred  received  each  quarter. 
However,  with  a  possibility  of  more  than  five  hundred,  you  may  readily  discern 
we  need  much  more  cultivation  in  this  area.  I  have  written  letters  quarterly, 
mailing  them  to  all  Societies,  in  my  effort  to  promote  the  work  through  the 
entire  conference. 

I  have  written  letters  to  our  legislators,  urging  passage  of  certain  bills 
which  were  in  keeping  with  our  ideals.  I  also  sought  the  assistance  of  every 
District  Secretary  in  disseminating  information  to  local  Societies,  urging  action 
from  all  our  women.  We  must  remember  that,  in  order  to  achieve  our  goal, 
we  need  the  co-operation  of  every  woman  in  every  Society  in  the  Conference, 
and  to  this  end  we  pledge  our  efforts.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUNG  WOMEN'S 
GIRLS'  WORK 

The  Department  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  is  one  of  the  new 
babies,  who,  though  fifteen  months  of  age,  is  still  crawling.  Apparently  it  lacks 
the  vitality  and  strength  necessary  to  walk  under  its  own  momentum.  It  seems 
that  the  women  of  our  Conference  do  not  know  enough  about  the  proper  care  of 
this  child  to  nurture  it  to  vigorous  growth.  However,  since  the  close  of  1942 
many  requests  are  coming  in  asking  for  guidance.  These  requests  show  a  new 
interest  in  and  a  better  acquaintance  with  the  Unified  Plan. 

The  quarterly  reports  indicate  some  weak  points  that  should  be  noted;  namely, 
(l)  A  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  total  program  for  Methodist  Youth;  (2)  A 
failure  to  stress  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund;  (3)  A  misunderstanding  of  the 
items  called  for  on  the  report  blanks;  (4)  A  scarcity  of  Secretaries  of  Young 
Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

The  Unified  Plan  for  the  missionary  education  of  youth  works  through  the 
framework  of  the  organization  of  the  Youth  Division.  The  Interest  Groups  of 
girls  which  are  formed  in  the  Commission  on  World  Friendship  is  the  tie-up 
the  Woman's  Society  of 'Christian  Service  has  with  the  Youth  Division.  It  is  a 
responsibility  that  should  be  felt  and  assumed  that  the  young  women  may  be 
trained  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society.  The  enrollment  called  for  on  the 
blanks  is  the  number  enrolled  in  these  Interest  Groups  and  is  not  that  of  the 
Church  School.  The  material  prepared  especially  for  Interest  Groups  is  "I 
Bind  My  Heart  This  Tide"  and  is  ordered  from  Literature  Headquarters.  It 
runs  from  September,  1942  to  August,  1943.  It  may  be  begun  anytime  during 
the  A'ear.  If  no  money  is  being  turned  over  to  the  local  treasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Society  from  the  Youth  Division,  the  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls' 
Work  should  inquire  as  to  the  cause.  Every  Society  should  have  a  Secretary 
of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work,  and  she  should  send  a  report  each  quarter 
even  if  an  Interest  Group  has  not  been  formed. 
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A  table  is  given  in  this  report,  rather  than  separately,  because  of  its  inac- 
curacy, as  follows:

The  work  is  being  promoted  when  possible.  A  three-page  letter  was  sent 
during  the  year,  summarizing  the  plan  and  giving  suggestions  for  its  promotion. 
In  the  letter  was  sent  two  leaflets,  the  only  pieces  of  material  sent  out  by  the 
Division  Secretary.  Your  Secretary  attended  the  School  of  Missions  at  Juna- 
luska  last  summer  and  worked  on  a  committee  that  made  a  special  study  of  this 
department.  Last  fall  the  work  was  presented  at  thirteen  Educational  Conferences. 
There  have  been  evidences  that  this  effort  has  borne  fruit.  Aid  has  been  given 
through   personal   letters  and   personal   conferences. 

This  report  does  not  give  us  cause  for  a  great  deal  of  rejoicing;  therefore, 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  cause  unrest  and  disquietude.  Prosecuting  the  war  effort 
is  not  enough.  All  that  is  done  will  be  in  vain  if  the  young  people  are  not 
saturated  in  the  idea  of  Christian  missions  so  that  they  will  build  a  world 
founded  on  the  Christian  principles  of  the  Father  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of 
man.    It  is  up  to  us  to  see  that  they  are  prepared  to  do  this  job.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  best  of  all  education  today,  including  religious  education,  is  working 
toward  the  same  great  human  goals.  The  important  fact  is,  however,  the  con- 
viction that  religion  alone  can  furnish  the  vision,  the  insight  and  power  without 
which  these  goals  can  never  be  obtained. 

Significance  of  Program  of  Missionary  Education  of  Children:  The  program 
of  missionary  education  during  this  past  year  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
church  stands  out  as  one  of  far-reaching  significance  in  the  world  of  today.  For 
by  means  of  this  program  the  church  is  trying  to  bring  to  the  children  an 
understanding  of  the  fact  that  all  peoples  girdling  the  globe  belong  to  a  world 
family,  that  God  is  the  common  Father  of  all,  and  that  the  great  need  at  the 
present  time  is  for  people  to  learn  to  live  together  in  home  and  school  and 
community  and  nations  as  children  of  the  one  Father-God. 

Missionary  Emphasis  for  1942:  It  has  seemed  to  many  leaders  that  the  mis- 
sionary study  upon  which  children  have  been  engaged  during  this  past  year  has 
been  unusually  rich  in  furnishing  opportunities  for  experiences  very  much  needed 
by  children  in  a  world  at  war.  This  fact,  in  regard  to  one  emphasis  of  study, 
namely  "Children  in  America"  was  shown  by  reports  from  several  secretaries 
of  children's  work  of  experiences  junior  and  primary  boys  and  girls  had  had 
during  the  study  of  this  unit. 
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Workers  with  children  in  all  sections  of  the  Conference  bore  witness  to 
what  the  emphasis  "Worship  Around  the  World"  meant  to  the  children  during 
the  spring'  quarter  and  on  into  the  time  for  vacation  schools  as  well.  The 
Latin  American  study,  which  some  of  the  children  have  begun  this  fall,  promises 
to  be  of  outstanding  interest  and  value  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  church, 
stressed  as  this  emphasis  now  is  in  their  schools,  as  well  as  by  the  movie, 
radio  and  press. 

The  most  important  fact  of  the  year,  therefore  in  the  work  with  the  children 
is  that  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  throughout  the  Conference  have  had  actual 
experiences  of  friendship  with  children  in  America  and  in  countries  afar,  and 
that  they  have  come  to  have  a  sense  of  fellowship  with  the  work  their  church 
is  doing  here  ana  abroad. 

Responsibility  and  Opportunity  of  Parents:  In  the  November  issue  of  Child- 
hood Education  the  statement  was  made  that:  "From  the  seventh  month  on,  our 
prejudices  begin  to  tell  in  our  children  .  .  .  The  tone  of  voice  rather  than  the 
word  itself  carries  meaning  to  them." 

There  is  a  grave  challenge,  therefore,  to  help  parents  realize  the  effect  of 
their  own  attitudes  upon  their  children,  and  the  necessity  of  trying  to  form 
such  attitudes  in  the  light  of  the  deepest  insights  that  Christian  conviction  and 
experience  afford. 

The  Need  for  Parent-Teacher  Co-operation:  There  is  a  great  need  for  parents 
and  teachers  in  school  and  church  school  to  work  together  if  the  feeling,  the 
thinking  and  the  action  of  boys  and  girls  in  this  present  crucial  time  are  to  be 
in  the  direction  of  that  Christian  worldmindedness  which  we  so  much  desire. 
Secretaries  of  Children's  Work  and  other  leaders  of  children  are  aware  of  this 
problem  and  are  taking  steps  to  try  to  meet  it.  It  would  be  well  for  the 
parents  and  teachers  of  children  in  school  and  church  school  to  meet  together, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  talk  over  the  difficulties  the  children'  are 
meeting  today  in  a  world  at  war,  and  plan  how  best  to  help  boys  and  girls  live 
now  as  citizens  of  democracy,  knowing  that  thereby  they  are  being  prepared  to 
live  as  members  of  a  new  world  order  which  the  future  may  bring. 

During  the  past  year,  in  order  to  help  clarify  thinking  at  these  points  as 
well  as  to  indicate  positive  methods  of  approach,  those  dealing  with  the  mis- 
sionary education  of  children  have  stressed,  through  the  Council  of  Children's 
Workers,  the  formation  of  study  groups  in  each  local  church.  Some  of  the 
material    recommended   to    those   groups   for   study   include : 

1.  Parents'  electives  in   The  Christian  Home. 

2.  The  Beginnings  of  Missionary  Education  by  Lucy  Bickel. 

3.  Missionary  Education   of   Children  by  E.   Mae   Young. 

4.  The  Children  of  the  Church  in  War-Time.     (Now  being  prepared.) 
The  Plan  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  Children:    Turning  to  consider  the 

status  of  the  plan  for  the  missionary  education  of  children,  we  are  reminded 
that  it  went  into  effect  in  October,  1941,  and  has  therefore  been  in  operation 
only  slightly  over  a  year.  This  fact  must  be  kept  in  our  thinking  as  we  try  to 
form  some  estimate  of  its  value  at  the  present  time.  So  far  as  the  co-operative 
approach  to  the  missionary  education  of  children  in  the  local  church  is  concerned, 
this  has  won  rather  wide  acceptance  for  the  most  part  by  the  members  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
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Statements  Concerning  the  Functioning  of  the  Plan:  Coming  strongly  from 
many  sections  of  the  church,  however,  is  the  statement  that  the  plan  is  actually 
functioning  in  all  too  few  churches  of  the  hundreds  that  are  included  within 
the  Methodist  connection,  which  is  the  case  also  in  our  own  North  Carolina 
Conference.    Among  the  reasons  for  this  that  are  given  are  the  following. 

1.  The  pastor  and  workers  with  children  in  the  local  church  are  not  informed 
of  the  provisions  of  the  plan. 

2.  The  Council  of  Children's  Workers  in  the  Church  School  through  which 
the  plan  is  administered  has  not  been  organized. 

3.  There  is  still  a  widespread  view  on  the  part  of  pastors  and  other  lead- 
ers that  the  Council  of  Children's  Workers  is  an  organization  planning  for  mis- 
sionary education  alone  rather  than  for  the  work  of  the  entire  children's 
division. 

4.  Sufficient  guidance  in  regard  to  missionary  education  is  not  given  in 
churches  using  other  than  the  regularly  approved  Methodist  materials  for 
children. 

5.  Opportunities  are  not  given  to  children  to  contribute  to  specific  mis- 
sionary enterprises,  and  to  come  as  closely  into  contact  with  them  as  was  done 
in  the  former  children's  missionary  societies.  That,  as  a  result,  missionary 
interest  and  giving  on  the  part  of  many  children  is  declining. 

It  is  well  to  face  very  frankly  these  statements  and  opinions  regarding  the 
plan  for  the  missionary  education  of  children '  in  the  Methodist  Church.  In 
considering  them,  however,  certain  things  should  be  borne  in  mind : 

1.  That,  as  the  plan  has  been  in  operation  only  about  a  year,  it  is  perhaps 
too  soon  to  expect  that  its  provisions  be  understood  by  pastors  and  leaders 
throughout  the  church.  This  is  a  gradual  educational  process  probably  involving 
several  years,  at  least. 

2.  That,  because  of  the  situation  created  by  a  world  at  war,  opportunities 
for  formal  contacts   with  missionary  enterprises  are  severely  limited. 

So  we  see  there  are  problems  to  be  met  and  solved.  Let  us  be  conscious 
rather  of  the  privilege  and  challenge  of  the  hour  rather  than  of  the  problems. 
Problems  by  God's  grace  can  be  solved  when  human  hearts  and  wills  are  respon- 
sive to  Him. 

As  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  let  us  resolve  that 
God  may  work  through  us  to  make  the  children  of  our  church  conscious  of 
their  oneness  through  Him  with  all  people  everywhere.

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Reports  of  District  Secretaries 


DURHAM  DISTRICT 

The  year  that  has  just  passed  had  its  lights,  as  well  as  its  shadows.  In  our 
work  for  the  Master  we  had  our  joys  as  well  as  our  sorrows.  It  was  a  real 
catastrophe  (to  a  befuddled  district  secretary),  not  to  have  the  usual  Zone 
meetings  and  other  assemblages.  We  just  felt  that  our  women  needed  the 
admonitions,  the  instructions,  the  inspirations,  the  association  and  the  fellowships 
of  these  meetings;  yet  we  had  to  forego  all  but  the  district  meeting  and  study 
day.    And  both  of  them  were  fine,  with  attendance  slightly  off. 

And  when  the  year  closed,  with  such  reports  sent  in  as  conscientious  corres- 
ponding secretaries  chose  to  send — and  no  district  has  a  finer  set — we  found  that 
the  work  had  indeed  gone  forward  in  a  marvelous  way  in  spite  of  it  all!  We 
realize  that  we  had  been  sore  pressed  and  greatly  disturbed,  but  we  know  that 
we  were  not  forsaken ! 

Acknowledgement  of  debts  of  gratitude  are  very  specially  made  to  the  fine 
Zone  leaders,  who  helped  carry  on:  Mrs.  T.  B.  Hough,  Alamance;  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Gunn,  Caswell;  Mrs.  G.  F.  Riggsbee,  Chatham;  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Durham; 
Mrs.  W.  M.  Fox,  Person;  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren,  Orange.  They  assisted  in 
every  possible  way  and  attended  as  many  meetings  as  possible. 

The  presidents  and  their  offices  did  a  masterful  task  throughout  the  year  to 
carry  on  as  they  did.  Frequent  letters  went  to  them ;  many  inquiries  came  in  and 
were  replied  to,  and  the  work  was  handled  as  well  as  possible.  The  women  in 
the  societies  who  hold  no  office  are  a  real  bulwark  of  the  work;  they  stand  by, 
having  no  honors,  but  they  hold  up  the  hands  of  their  leaders,  and  help  reach  the 
required  goals.      Their  prayers  have  gone  far. 

No  new  societies  were  organized.  The  two  at  Haw  River  have  merged, 
and  are  starting  out  together  with  promises  of  bigger  things  to  be  done. 

Five  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  are  functioning,  holding  meetings  regularly, 
and  sending  their  offering  to  swell  the  amounts.  They  are  working  earnestly 
though  quietly,  and   getting  results. 

The  Emergency  Fund  created  a  ripple,  and  the  women  rose  eagerly  to  meet 
it,  sending  in  about  $  +  75.00.  Much  of  this  bought  life  memberships,  the  total 
for  the  year  reaching  34  baby  and   1 1   adult  memberships. 

A  large  number  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  and  the  offering  amounted  to 
$759.00,  a  large  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Spiritual  Life  groups  are 
functioning  in  66  of  the  82  societies,  which  is  an  encouraging  item;  it  might 
easily  be  100%,  however.    That  is  a  goal  we  are  striving  for. 

District  Specials  were  paid  in  fairly  well,  $96.00  being  sent  in  for  Paine 
College   and   Korean    Kindergartens,    and    $91.00    for   district   life   memberships. 

Many  fail  to  report  money  spent  for  local  church  activities;  those  reporting 
spent   $8,553.00,  and  we  are  sure  this  was  well  spent. 

We  pledged  $8,500  for  1942,  and  find  that  we  have  sent  in  $10,324,  which 
is  more  than  $2,300  operpaid!  That  is  evidence  enough  to  show  that  our 
women  are  "about  their  Father's  business,"  and  makes  us  know  that  while  we 
work  God  is  giving  the  increased. 

Facts  and  figures  on  the  work  for  the  year  will  appear  in  another  place  in 
this    volume.     There    is    no    need    to    cite    them    separately.     All    of    the    women 
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have  worked  faithfully  and  achieved  nobly,  and  their  prayers  have  gone  up  to 
God  in  concerted  strength  sufficient  to  make  our  hearts  glad,  and  God  has 
answered  in  His  usual  bountiful  way. 

Christians  who  hate  war  and  all  the  havoc  and  horror  that  attend  it  must 
solemnly  pledge  their  lives  and  their  all  to  the  proposition  that,  even  though  it 
means  the  sacrifice  of  the  last  prejudice,  the  Kingdom  of  God  must  be  set  forward. 

We  are  pledging  that  from  Durham  District,  even  though  the  leadership  is 
passing,  after  fourteen  years,  into  other  hands.  The  retiring  secretary  is  happy 
to  have  had  even  a  small  part  in  the  Master's  work,  and  the  new  secretary  is 
taking  hold  with  unbounded  love,  energy  and  enthusiasm,  determined  to  lead 
the  district  to  even  greater  heights.    She  has  God  for  her  leader,  and  will  succeed.

ELIZABETH  CITY  DISTRICT 

If  not  the  very  best,  1942  was  one  of  the  best  years  in  the  history  of  missions 
in  the  Elizabeth  City  District. 

One  new  society  was  organized  in  the  district — at  Harrellsville;  thus  fully 
organizing  the  Hertford— Bertie  Zone  as  well  as  the  Murfreesboro  Charge. 

The  only  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  organized  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
was  at  Plymouth.  The  six  Guilds  throughout  the  district  are  doing  a  splendid 
work. 

Six  adult  Life  Memberships  were  presented  in  the  district.  Perquimans- 
Chowan  Zone  so  honored  Mrs.  J.  G.  White  of  Tyner  who  served  faithfully  and 
well   as  their  leader   for   nine   years. 

Eleven  Baby  Life  Memberships  were  awarded;  five  of  them  by  the  First 
Church,   Elizabeth    City. 

The  only  Youth  Life  Membership  in  the  Conference  was  presented  to  Miss 
Marian  Hodges  by  the  Washington  Society.  The  same  society  was  responsible  for 
the  presentation  of  three  of  the  Adult  Life  Memberships  and  two  of  the  Baby 
Life  Memberships. 

A  decided  increase  was  made  in  the  departmental  work  as  well  as  the  finances, 
and  we  feel  that  the  five  Educational  Conferences  held  in  the  district  were 
responsible  for  this  as  well  as  the  zone  and  district  meetings.  The  work  was  literally 
carried  to  the  women  and  splendid  results  were  realized.  We  made  particular 
increase  in  Missionary  Education,  coming  up  from  25%  in  1941  to  48%  in 
1942  in  the  number  of  societies  conducting  and  reporting  three  Study  Classes 
during  the  year. 

Several  of  the  women  attended  Pastors'  School  and  the  Christian  Workers' 
Assembly  and  were  able  to  bring  much  needed  inspiration  and  information  to 
their  local  societies.  The  District  Secretary  sincerely  appreciates  the  opportunity 
of  attending  the  Christian  Workers'  Assembly  at  Louisburg. 

One  Foreign  Special  was  sponsored  in  the  district — The  Margaret  Evans 
White  Bible  Women  by  Perquimans-Chowan  Zone. 

Kittrell,  North  Gates  Charge,  was  the  only  Society  in  the  district  to  achieve 
the  Efficiency  Aims  as  a  whole.    They  did  an  excellent  piece  of  work. 

The  total  amount  of  money  raised  for  all  purposes  was  $10,543.00.  Our 
pledge  was  over-paid  by  $600.00.  For  this  we  are  grateful! 
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Even  though  all  our  goals  for  1942  were  not  reached,  our  standards  for  1943 
are  no  lower.  We  are  pledging  our  selves,  our  time  and  our  money  to  see 
that  the  ideals  of  our  Master  "Shall  not  perish  from  the  earth."

FAYETTEVILLE  DISTRICT 


There  were  no  outstanding  achievements  of  the  Fayetteville  District  during 
1942,  though  there  was  a  rather  steady  growth.  Reporting  is  our  weak  point 
and  of  our  three  goals:  A  Spiritual  Life  Group  in  every  Society;  three  Study 
Classes  and  a   10%   increase  in  finances,  only  the  financial  one  was  met. 

Three  new  Societies  were  organized  and  are  functioning,  Zion,  Staley,  R. 
F.  D.;  Hope  Mills  and  Cotton  on  the  Parkton  Charge. 

In  the  spring  Zone  meetings  were  held  at  Siler  City,  Rockingham,  Aberdeen 
and  Parkton  with  good  attendance  and  excellent  programs,  prepared  by  the 
Zone  Leaders. 

The  District  Secretary  attended  the  Pastors'  District  Conference  held  in  San- 
ford  in  April  and  presented  the  goals  and  other  information  concerning  our 
Woman's   Work. 

In  September  a  very  delightful  day  was  spent  in  Carthage  at  which  time 
we  had  Missionary  Education  and  kindred  aims  fully  explained  to  us  by  Mesdames 
Boone,  Cutchin  and  Fouts  with  their  helpers. 

As  I  walked  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death  for  eight  months,  the 
love  and  loyalty  of  the  women  of  the  District  sustained  me  with  an  reinforcing 
trust.     To    them    I   render    the    thanks    of    a    broken    heart    and    ask    that    they: 

"Give  me  the  thrill  of  the  task

NEW  BERN  DISTRICT 


The  second  mile  stone  has  been  passed  by  our  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  New  Bern  District.  This  has  been  a  year  of  uncertainties  we  are 
happy  to  report  progress  made  in  all  department  of  work  during  1942. 

Six  new  Societies  were  reported  and  255  new  members.  We  have  a  total  of 
3,133  members.  The  new  Societies  are:  Garris  Chapel,  Saulston,  Rhems,  Foy 
Memorial,  Bell  Arthur,  and  Providence.  There  are  5  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds 
with  139  members.  Three  Societies  attained  the  Efficiency  Aim:  Asbury,  Whar- 
tons  and  Marshallberg.  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  42  Societies,  making 
an  offering  of  $517.3  7.  Fifty-seven  Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  reported,  an 
increase  of  11.  We  have  352  subscribers  to  The  World,  Outlook  and  326  to  the 
Methodist  Woman. 

Since   we   have   so    many   Service   men    in'  the   several    camps   located   in   our 
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district  the  women  have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  greatly  increase 
their  activities  in  Christian  Social  Relations  by  looking  after  the  spiritual,  moral 
and  material  needs  of  those  in  our  midst  in  many  ways,  and  have  found  real 
joy  in  being  able  to  help  in  this  way. 

All  Zone  meetings  were  held  in  the  Spring  and  Fall  with  good  attendance 
despite  the  gas  ration.  The  reports  were  fine  and  given  with  much  interest  and 
enthusiasm.  Our  District  Meeting  was  held  in  Snow  Hill  in  May.  Dr.  J.  A. 
Russell,  District  Superintendent,  delivered  the  annual  sermon.  All  speakers  were 
from  the  district  and  brought  helpful  messages  on  the  departments  of  work. 

Our  Educational  Conference  was  held  in  Kinston  with  a  large  attendance. 
We  appreciated  very  much  the  help  our  Conference  officers  bring  to  us  at  this 
time.  One  District  Council  meeting  was  held  at  which  plans  were  made  for  the 
work  of  the  district. 

We  are  glad  to  report  our  District  pledge  $6,800  met  in  full  and  $674 
over.  A  total  of  $7,961  was  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  $5,922  was  spent 
for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  $154,  spent  for  sup- 
plies making  a  total  of  $14,03  7  raised  for  all  purposes  during   1942.

RALEIGH  DISTRICT 


The  year  1942,  fraught  as  it  was  with  changes  on  every  hand  and  in  every 
phase  of  our  living,  was  a  different  and  difficult  year  in  many  respects,  yet  on  the 
whole  progressive  and  heartening.  Our  mode  of  life  has  greatly  changed  and  our 
attitudes  toward  the  best  and  highest  in  life  have  been  tested  as  by  fire.  God  is 
working  in  a  mysterous  way,  His  wonders  to  perform  even  in  the  tumult  we  see 
all  about  us.  It  is  our  duty  to  face  these  changes  and  these  varying  attitudes 
always  in  the  spirit  of  Christ — only  so  can  our  work  grow  and  prosper.  Would 
that  all  our  women  might  have  the  Christ-like  Spirit  of  Madame  Chiang-Kai-shek, 
that  great  world  Christian,  woman-citizen,  and  Statesman,  who  is  able  to  rise 
above  hate  and   revenge   and   plead  with   all  the   world  to   do  the   same. 

As  I  look  back  over  the  year  1942,  I  am  grateful  for  the  fine  spirit  of  the 
Raleigh  District  women  who  have  made  advance  in  many  lines. 

We  added  only  one  new  Society  during  the  year:  Sander's  Chapel  on  the 
Four  Oaks  Charge.    The  district  had  64  Societies  with  a  membership  of  2,654. 
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Of  that  number,  175  were  new  members.  Raleigh  District  still  holds  the  lead 
in  the  number  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  having  12  and  one  Junior  Guild, 
with  a  membership  of  443.  We  had  18  Honorary  Baby  Memberships,  7  Adult 
Life  Memberships,  and  I  Honorary  Life  Patron. 

Spiritual  Life  Groups  have  been  reported  in  34  Societies,  a  decrease  of  5 
over  1941.  It  is  disheartening  that  30  of  our  64  Societies  did  not  report  such 
groups.  This  is  a  place  where  we  are  weakest  while  it  should  be  the  strongest, 
for  our  need  of  spiritual  growth  undergirds  all  our  work.  Raleigh  District,  as 
a  whole  does  a  very  fine  type  of  study.    There  were   103  Study  Classes  reported. 

The  Spring  Zone  meetings  were  held  and  were  successfully  planned.  The 
District  Educational  Conference  in  Raleigh  in  September  took  the  place  of  our 
fall  group  meetings.  The  Northern  Zone  chairman  is  planning  to  have  three  or 
four  small  groups  come  together  for  an  afternoon's  intensive  study  of  the  work 
as  a  whole,  thus  eliminating  the  need  for  much  travel  and  the  problem  of  enter- 
tainment. These  will  be  streamlined  as  all  meetings  must  of  necessity  be  now. 
The  work  will  be  cultivated  more  by  correspondence. 

There  were  reported  in  the  District  43  8  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook 
and  5  1 1  to  The  Methodist  Woman,  and  increase  of  40  for  World  Outlook,  and 
109  for  The  Methodist  Woman.  Only  five  Societies  reached  the  Efficiency  Aim 
goal,  as  compared  with  15  in  1941.  Forty  Societies  reached  the  Aim  in  part. 
The  Standard  of  Efficiency  was  considerably  raised  last  year,  making  the  goal 
more  difficult  to  reach.  Those  attaining  the  Aims  were:  Sander's  Chapel,  White 
Memorial,   Parker's   Grove,    Fairmont,    and   Trinity    on   the   Tar   River   Charge. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  in  49  Societies  as  compared  with  47  in  1941. 
The  Week  of  Prayer  gifts  totalled  $659.15.  Our  goal  remains  the  same  here — 
100%  observance  in  1943.  We  raised  $529.78  for  Emergencyy  Gift.  36  Societies 
reported  a  Secretary  of   Children's  Work,   an   increase   of  4   over  previous  year. 

Twenty  Societies  reported  a  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work, 
an  increase  of  three,  with  nine  Girls'  Interest  Groups. 

Our  District  pledge  was  $6,000.  We  sent  to  Conference  Treasurer  $8,479; 
this  increase  is  very  gratifying.  Rale\gh  District  stands  third  in  the  Conference 
in  the  amount  sent  to  Conference  Treasurer,  and  second  in  increase  over  1941. 
We  raised  $9,916  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities, 
making  a  grand  total  of  $18,395.  for  all  purposes.  Fifty-one  Societies  increased 
their  giving  over   1941. 

As  we  face  1943,  may  we  take  fresh  courage,  deploring  our  failures,  prideful 
in  our  successes,  eager  to  improve,  determined  to  be  found  more  loyal  and 
consecrated  to  the  great  tasks  ahead  of  us,  leaning  more  and  more  on  the 
promise  of  God  who  is  able  to  do  more  abundantly  than  we  can  even  think,  if 
only  His  children  prove  faithful.

ROCKY  MOUNT  DISTRICT 


Without  a  doubt,  these  are  some  of  the  happiest  moments  of  a  District 
Secretary — this  period  when  all  of  our  "worries"  become  "joys." 

Just  a  few  years  ago  Rocky  Mount  District  lay  flat-on-the-bottom  in  nearly 
every  realm,  when  compared  with  the  other  six  districts  of  the  Conference,  but 
by  "Prayers  and  Works"  we  are  today  ascending  the  ladder  more  than  gradually. 
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That  which  makes  us  most  happy  over  it  is  that  all  have  had  a  part  in  this 
progression,  that  is  the  Societies  of  smaller  number  have  increased  their  giving 
and  activities  in  proportion  to  the  stronger  groups — for  instance  73  out  of  75 
societies  joined  the  women-around-the-world  in  observing  the  Week  of  Prayer — 
bringing  an  offering  of  $965.00. 

This  same  increasing  ratio  of  giving  resulted  into  the  largest  amount  given 
to  Missions  that  Rocky  Mount  District  has  ever  sent,  $9,310.  $2,310  above  our 
pledge. 

The  emergency  call  met  sympathetic  response  with  our  women  also,  and  we 
happily  turned  over  $701  for  the  cause.  All  of  our  43  Honorary  Baby  and  22 
Honorary  Adult  Memberships  were  allocated  to  the  fund. 

Our  number  of  Study  Classes,  Spiritual  Life  Groups  and  magazine  subscriptions 
have  increased;  however,  none  of  these  have  reached  the  satisfactory  mark  yet,  so 
as  we  "mark  time"  from  year  to  year  these  will  be  our  chief  thought  and  concern. 
Along  with  perfecting  an  organization  in  each  of  our  26  unorganized  churches. 

When  2,885  women  plus  our  125  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members  begin  to 
work  and  pray,  something  happens  throughout  the  Conference. 

We  are  happy  to  announce  that  we  had  two  new  Societies  during  the  year, 
namely:    Ringwood  and  Ebenezer. 

We  completed  the  project  of  donating  a  piano  to  the  East  Laurinburg  Indus- 
trial Center. 

Bethel,  Milwaukee,  Severn,  Zion-Conway,  Kenly,  Elm  City  and  Norlina 
attained  the  high-pitched  Efficiency  Standard.

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 


As  we  record  another  page  in  the  history  of  our  District,  it  is  with  deep 
appreciation  for  the  many  hours  of  work,  the  deep  interest  and  the  consecrated 
prayer  life  of  a  countless  number  of  women.  At  the  beginning  of  1942,  the 
women  started  a  year's  task  with  a  great  deal  of  faith  and  hope  in  their  hearts. 
The  reward  for  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  accomplished  of  which  we  are 
justly  proud. 

Under  the  capable  and  consecrated  leadership  of  Mrs.  W.  C.  Davis,  our 
District  Spiritual  Life  Chairman,  the  spiritual  lives  of  our  women  have  been 
deeply  touched,  spiritual  values  have  been  re-examined  and  given  a  larger  place 
in  our  lives,  spiritual  cords  which  bind  us  to  God  have  been  drawn  a  little 
tighter,  and  the  trivial  things  of  life  have  given  place  to  more  serious  thoughts 
and  plans.  Every  Society  in  the  District  reported  a  Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life 
and  a  large  number  sent  reports  to  Mrs.  Davis. 

We  added  to  our  band  of  faithful  workers  three  new  Societies:  Charity, 
Jordan's  Chapel  and  Salem.  Their  first  year  was  one  of  fast  growth.  Federal 
Point  and  Epworth,  Wilmington,  having  failed  to  report  to  Mrs.  McKinne  or 
the  District  Secretary,  had  to  be  dropped  from  the  1942  roll.  Sunset  Park  in 
the  Wilmington  Defense  Area  organized  too  late  to  report.  This  gives  a  total 
of   62   Societies. 

Finances  increased  in  every  department  of  our  work.  Our  pledge  for  1942 
was  $4,500.00  and  we  sent  to  our  Conference  Treasurer  $695.40,  which  was  an 
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increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $981.07.  This  includes  $106.90  for  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship,  $24.55  for  Children,  $124.82  for  Supplies,  $331.86  for 
Emergency  Fund,  and  $351.90  for  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  A  total  of 
$5,966.28  was  spent  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 
— making  a  grand  total  for  the  year  of  $12,061.68.  Fifty  of  the  sixty-two 
Societies  showed  a  financial  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

Fifty-two  Societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  the  offering  of 
$672.85  was  the  largest  ever  given,  being  an  increase  of  $144.49  over  the 
previous  year.  The  Jones-Onslow  Zone  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  100%. 
Fairmont  with   $156.50   made  the  largest  Week  of  Prayer  offering. 

Two  Societies  —  Pollocksville  and  Seagate  —  reported  having  achieved  the 
Efficiency  Aim,  while  22  Societies  reported  having  achieved  it  in  part. 

The  department  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  is  constantly  growing 
in  the  District.  Possibly  the  happiest  experience  in  the  history  of  the  District 
.was  when  the  District  claimed  the  "Study  Jewel"  for  the  first  time  at  our 
last  Annual  Conference.  I  feel  sure  that  it  has  been  an  incentive  for  more 
earnest  effort  this  year.  We  are  happy  to  report  150  Study  Classes  which  is  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year.  We  combined  Zones  and  held  three  District 
Educational  Conferences  in  Clinton,  Whiteville,  and  Wilmington.  These  were 
well  attended  and  the  inspiration  and  information  shed  abroad  by  Mrs.  Boone, 
Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Fouts  and  Miss  Gardner  will  be  felt  in  our  District  for 
days  to  come.  It  was  the  joyous  privilege  for  the  District  Secretary  to  attend 
the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska.  To  those  who  made  it  possible,  I  am 
indeed  grateful. 

An  increase  of  interest  and  activities  are  seen  in  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  Forty-four  Societies  reported  some  activities  in 
this  field  of  work. 

The  District  Conference  at  Rose  Hill  was  one  of  the  best.  The  attendance 
overflowed  the  large  auditorium.  Our  Conference  President,  Mrs.  Chadwick, 
added  much  to  the  spirit  of  the  day.  Dr.  F.  W.  Paschall  made  a  good  contribution 
to  our  program  by  leading  us  in  our  noon  devotional  period. 

Our  District  feels  very  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Mary  Nichols,  deaconess, 
working  in  the  defense  area  in  Wilmington. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  select  any  superlatives  for  the  past  year,  as  a  large 
per  cent  of  the  societies  went  forward  in  every  line  of  work;  but  the  following 
deserve  mention:  Fairmont  in  per  capita  giving  with  $8.98;  Trinity,  Wilmington, 
second  with  $7.69;  Jacksonville  with  magazine  subscriptions;  Lumberton  in 
increase  to  Conference  Treasurer  over  pervious  year. 

Twenty-four  Baby  and  14  Adult  Life  Memberships  were  given,  this  being 
the   largest  number  ever   given   .  (See   Conference  list  for  names.) 

Mrs.  C.  A.  Farley,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Farnell,  Mrs.  Leland  Teachey,  Mrs.  E.  G. 
Floyd  and  Mrs.  A.  D.  Craig,  our  Zone  Leaders,  have  been  indispensable  in  the 
program  of  work  which  we  have  endeavored  to  accomplish. 

As  we  cross  the  threshold  of  another  great  year,  I  feel  confident  that  the 
faithful  women  of  our  District  will  have  a  large  share  in  building  "a  new 
earth  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness,"  for  our  deep  desire  is  to  be  radiant, 
consecrated  witnesses  of  Light  "which  lighteth  every  man  unto  the  perfect  day," 
and  trust  that  in  each  life  there  will  be  a  Light  by  which  others  may  find 
their  way.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  ORGANIZATION  AND 
PROMOTION 

We  recommend: 

CONCERNING  MEMBERSHIP  AND  NEW  ORGANIZATION 

That  the  value  and  obligations  of  membership  be  emphasized  in  attractive 
ways  publicly  and  privately,  calling  attention  particularly  to: 

The  close  contact  members  have  with  important  world  events. 

The    clearer   channel    open    for  sevice   now   and   in   post-war  re-building. 

The  pressing  need  for  workers   with  missionary  passion. 

That  constant  week-by-week  effort  to  be  made  to  meet  the  needs  of 
shifting  populations.  Take  the  church  to  them  if  they  cannot  come  to  the 
church. 

The  use  of  transfer  membership  card  as  an  aid  in  keeping  members 
connected  with  organization. 

That  new  Societies  be  formed  on  every  circuit.  This  is  possible !  Close 
co-operation  on  part  of  local  pastor,  District  Superintendent  and  District 
Secretary  will  result  in  new  organization. 

That  the  goal  for  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  be  3  00  new  Societies. 

That  the  goal  for  North  Carolina  Conference  for  1943  be  not  less  than 
3  0  new  Societies. 

We  recommend:     FOR  PROMOTION — 

That  the  widest  use  be  made  of  new  goals  "The  Seven  Keys  to  Progress," 
with  the  supplementary  leaflet  and  chart. 

We  suggest  the  playlet  by  Mrs.  Turpin,  in  February  "Methodist  Woman" 
be  used  in  local,  zone  and  district  meetings. 

And  that  as  much  as  possible  the  new  goals  be  incorporated  in  the  annual 
meeting  program. 

That  through  widest  use  of  newest  editions  of  report  books,  prompt  and 
complete  reporting  for  each  quarter  be  urged. 

That  World  Outlook  <?nd  The  Methodist  Woman  subscriptions  be 
increased;  that  every  officer  subscribe  to  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist 
Woman;  that  the  officers  and  members  at  large  use  these  publications  to 
gain  missionary  information;  that  they  be  used  as  sources  of  material  in 
interest  groups,   circles,  and  daily  vacation  Bible  schools. 

We  recommend:     FOR  ORGANIZATION— 

That  every  District  look  closely  into  its  Zone  organizations,  re-zoning 
where  necessary  to  meet  transportation  difficulties,  and  for  best  use  of  avail- 
able modes  of  travel. 

That  more  news,  information  and  suggestions  go  by  personal  letters  and 
bulletins  into  all  and  the  most  remote  churches,  and  include  pastors  of 
churches  where  there  is  no  Society. 

That  the  plans  of  all  departments  of  work  be  studied  by  President  of 
local  groups,  district  and  conferences;  by  Conference  Secretaries  as  well  as 
by  Secretaries  directly  concerned. 
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That  all  conferences  send  as  an  aid  to  promotion  their  Secretaries  of 
Young-  Women  and  Girls,  Students  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  to  the 
School  of  Missions,  Lake  Junaluska. 

That  more  time  be  given  on  annual  meeting  program  for  presentation  of 
Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

We  recommend:     FOR  FINANCES— 

Because  of  the  pressing  need  for  greater  giving,  we  recommend  that  each 
District  increase  its  pledge  5%,  if  possible. 
That  each  Society  increase  its  pledge  5%,  if  possible. 

We  recommend  that  membership  in  WSCS  be  re-emphasized  by  Conference 
bringing  to  attention  of  local  Societies  that  membership  is  a  continuing 
relationship;  that  members  are  expected  to  renew  their  membership  each 
year,  signing  the  membership  pledge  card,  which  points  out  the  threefold 
obligation  of  prayer,  service  and  an  annual  pledge  or  contribution  of  money 
to  the  total  budget. 

That  surplus  money  in  local  treasury  at  end  of  year  be  equally  divided 
between  connectional  missionary  giving  and  local  projects. 

CONCLUSION 

For  each  Conference,  District  and  local  officer  and  member  we  recommend 
a  closer  walk  with  God;  a  greater  dependence  upon  His  guidance;  a  greater 
faith  in  our  organization  as  one  means  of  achieving  His  kingdom ;  and  a  "new 
quality  of  holy  daring"  that  will  not  falter  in  face  of  the  difficult.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION- 
ARY EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

In  order  to  attain  the  objectives  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
through   the   Missionary  Educational   program,   we   recommend : 

I.  That  the  Study  Committee  and  its  responsibilities  be  emphasized  in  the 
local  societies.  This  Committe,  composed  of  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  the 
Chairman  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation,  shall  promote  in  the  Societies: 

(a)  Approved  study  courses. 

(b)  Informal  studies. 

(c)  Joint  study  courses  with  church  school  of  Missions. 

(d)  Co-operative  courses  with  Board  of  Education. 

II.  That  Educational  Leadership  be  cultivated  by: 

(a)  Educational  Conferences  or  Seminars  held  in  each  District  in  the  fall, 
to  know  the  educational  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
and  how  to  promote  it. 

(b)  Attendance  at  Pastors'  School  at  Greensboro  College  May  31 -June  5, 
the    Christian    Workers'    Assembly    at    Louisburg    College    June    28-30,    and    the 
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Jurisdiction   School   of   Missions  and   Christian   Service   at   Lake   Junaluska,   July 
2  7-August   3. 

(c)  We  recommend  that  Societies  send  members  of  their  study  committee  or 
other  representatives. 

(d)  We  recommend  that  all  Districts  send  their  District  Secretaries  to  the 
School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  with  expenses  paid  by  the  District. 

(e)  We  recommend  that  the  Conference  co-operate  with  Jurisdiction  and 
Division  by  sending  the  officers  they  ask  for  to  the  School  of  Missions  and 
Christian  Service  at  Lake  Junaluska. 

(f)  A  normal  school  held  in  the  spring  or  fall,  if  possible,  to  prepare 
leaders  and  teachers  for  educational  work  and  special  classes,  as  suggested  by 
our  Jurisdiction. 

III.  That  the  following  approved  study  courses  for   1943-44  be  used: 

(a)  Latin   America. 

(b)  Planning  for  Peace. 

(c)  Stewardship — Will  a  Man  Rob  God? 

and  the  new  themes — 

(a)  The  Church  and  America's  Peoples. 

(b)  Christian  Ventures  in  Learning  and  Living. 

(c)  The  Problem  of  Suffering  (Bible  Study). 

IV.  That  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  co-operate  with 
the  other  organizations  of  the  church  in  the  use  of  visual  aid:  such  as  motion 
pictures,  slides,  etc.,  to  further  promote  missionary  education. 

V.  Four  study  courses  per  year,  one  approved  theme  each  quarter,  with  at 
least  one  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  class  per  year  as  a  goal  in  those 
Societies  qualified  for  such  work.  All  Societies  endeavoring  to  have  one  more 
study  than  held  the  previous  year  till  they  have  met  this  goal.  For  1943  we 
suggest : 

(a)  A  joint  study  course  on  Latin  America  with  the  church  school  of 
missions. 

(b)  Planning  for  Peace. 

(c)  Will  a  Man  Rob  God? 

(d)  The  Church  and  America's  Peoples. 

VI.  That  Reading  Circles  and  Missionary  Libraries  be  promoted,  using  the 
splendid  new  literature  on  the  Fields  of  Work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  and  '■'■The  Methdist  Woman"  and  "The  World  Outlook"  for  reading 
and  programs. 

XII.  That  the  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  send  four  quarterly 
reports  per  year,  promptly  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  We  urge  that  the  use  of  the  newest 
quarterly  report  blanks  (found  in  the  Local  Corresponding  Secretary's  Record 
and  Report  Books)  be  stressed,  and  suggest  that  these  blanks  be  studied  and  filed 
at  quarterly  executive  meetings  in  order  that  they  may  tally  with  the  reports 
sent  by  the  local  President  to  the  District  Secretary.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

I.  The  Church  and  the  Present  Emergency. 

Since  we  are  limited  in  time,  physical  strength  and  financial  resources,  and 
these  limitations  require  selections  among  the  many  worthy  calls  that  crowd  each 
day,  we  recommed : 

1 .  That  we  urge  our  women  to  keep  the  needs  and  service  of  the  Church 
central  in  their  thinking  and  in  the  budgeting  of  their  time,  effort  and  financial 
resources. 

2.  That  we  co-operate  with  the  government  in  the  setting  up  of  nursery 
schools  for  the  children  of  women  working  in  defense  industries. 

3.  That  we  co-operate  with  government  in  its  program  of  re-directing  the 
lives  of  women  and  girls  in  detention   camps  for   postitutes. 

II.  Social  Action 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  work  toward  the  recognition  of  Negroes  on  the  basis  of  ability 
and  strive  toward  these  goals: 

(a)  Improved  hospitalization  and  recreation  facilities. 

(b)  Justice  and  fairness  in  the  courts  and  elections,  better  police  pro- 
tection, larger  use  of  Negroes  on  juries,  as  policemen  and  on  war 
emergency  boards  which  the  Federal  law  requires  in  their  com- 
munities. 

(c)  Employment  of  Negroes  as  skilled  workmen,  especially  in  defense 
work. 

2.  That  we  increase  our  activities  in  educating  public  opinion  against  antag- 
onistic prejudice  against  lynching. 

3.  That  we  make  a  concerted  effort  to  keep  the  Farm  Security  Administration 
by  advising  our  Congressmen  of  our  keen  interest. 

III.  Legislation 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  old-age  and  survivors  insurance  provision  of  the  Social  Security 
Act  be  extended  to  include  domestic  and  agricultural  workers,  and  employees  in 
non-profit  agencies.     Bill  S28l). 

2.  That  we  support  the  proposal  for  a  Congressional  Commission  on 
American  Peace  Aims. 

3.  That  we  continue  to  support  Federal  Aid  to  Education. 

4.  That  Federal  legislation  for  the  repeal. of  the  Poll  Tax  as  a  prerequisite 
for  voting  be  supported. 

5.  That  we  work  for  the  establishment  of  district  hospitals,  homes  for 
indigents  and  for  the  abolishment  of  present  type  of  county  homes. 

IV.  Areas  of  Study 
We  recommend: 

That  we  continue  study  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  The   approved  course   "Planning  for  Peace." 

2.  Crime  and  delinquency,  and  conditions  in  jails,  prisons  and  correctional 
institutions. 
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3.  Classes  in  Citizenship. 

4.  Consumer  Education. 

5.  Alcohol  and  other  narcotics. 

6.  Educational  programs  for  parents.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  LITERATURE  AND 
PUBLICATIONS 

Without  detracting  from  the  magnanimous  work  which  our  women  are 
doing  in  the  war  effort,  we  urge  that  for  1943  renewed  emphasis  be  placed  upon 
the  regular  channels  through  which  Methodist  women  may  work. 

Probably  at  no  time  in  the  world's  history  has  the  printed  word  been  so 
effective  as  propaganda;  therefore,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  three-way 
program  in  the  field  of  Literature  and  Publications,  namely,  that  our  women 
shall    become    Reader-Conscious,    Report-Conscious    and    Publicity-Conscious. 

1.  That  our  women  may  become  better  informed  about  the  world  situation 
as  it  affects  the  missionary  enterprise  and  better  acquainted  with  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  responsibility  for,  and  relation- 
ship to,  the  world  as  it  exists  today,  we  urge: 

United  effort  to  make  our  women  Reader-Conscious  by  establishing  Reading 
Circles;  presentation  of  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  at  regular 
meetings;  placement  of  these  magazines  at  USO  centers  and  Army  camps;  larger 
quantities  of  our  literature  on  display  and  for  sale  at  annual,  district  and  zone 
meetings;  and  definite  pledges  from  every  officer  of  every  Society  to  read  and 
study  the  missionaryy  periodicals  and  literature. 

2.  Since  much  of  the  value  of  our  work  is  lost  through  failure  to  report 
and  through  delayed  and  inaccurate  reporting,  we  appeal  for  an  earnest  endeavor 
on  the  part  of  every  officer  of  every  local  society  to  become  re-port-conscious  and 
that  prompt  and  accurate  reports  be  made  through  the  designated  channels 
quarterly  be  the  fifth  of  April,  July,  October  and  January. 

3.  In  view  of  the  authorization  making  the  Department  of  Literature  and 
Publications  responsible  for  publicity,  we  urge  that  all  local  Secretaries  of 
Literature  and  Publications  become  publicity-conscious.    We  therefore  recommed: 

That  every  available  channel  of  publicity,  including  radio,  church  bulletins, 
public  announcements,  scrapbooks,  religious  and  secular  newspapers  be  used  to 
publicize  and  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  all  its  phases,  and  that  this  work  be  reported  quarterly. 
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4.  In  conformity  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  in  order  to  increase  the  area  of  service  of  the  pocal  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications,  we  vigorously  urge  that  in  every  local  Society  she 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee. 

5.  Because  of  the  worth  of  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  in 
promoting  missionary  education  of  children,  we  recommend  that  each  local  Society 
donate  at  least  one  subscription  to  each  of  the  publications  to  the  Children's 
Division  of  the  Church  School. 

6.  Recognizing  and  appreciating  the  outstanding  attributes  of  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  the  particular  advantages  which  are  afforded 
the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  in  the  use  of  a  page  for  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  each  week,  we  urge  that  our  women  subscribe  to, 
read,  and  assist  in  circulating  our  Conference  Publication  throughout  the  church 
membership.

VI.  That  each  Conference  W.S.G.  Secretary  place  greater  stress  on  the  Culti- 
vation Fund  and  its  proper  distribution,  and  be  alert  in  clarifying  the  method  of 
handling  all  Guild  funds. 

VII.  That  we  make  wider  use  of  the  1943  Guild  Handbook  and  the  Guild 
page  in   The  Methodist  Woman  each  month. 

VIII.  That  we  demonstrate  the  efficiency  of  gainfully  employed  women 
through  accurate  and  prompt  reports.

RECOMMENDATIONS  CONCERNING  CHILDREN'S 

WORK 


Growing  out  of  the  experiences  of  this  past  year,  Secretaries  of  Children's 
Work — local  and  conference,  have  discussed  certain  objectives  or  goals  which 
they  would  like  to  see  realized  during  1943  in  the  area  of  the  missionary  edu- 
cation of  children.  These  various  objectives  have  been  brought  together,  and  are 
listed   below   as   a   series   of   recommendations   for   the    work   of  the   present   year. 

This  list  of  recommendations,  some   of  which  may  be  combined,   may  serve 
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as  a  basis  for  discussion  by  local  groups  as  they  work  out  their  own  objectives 
for  1943,  where  this  has  not  already  been  done.  It  is  best  to  choose  not  more 
than  five  objectives  for  the  year,  and  to  work  definitely  toward  their  achieve- 
ment.   It  is  recommended: 

I.     LOCAL  WORK 

(a)  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  promote  the  unified  plan 
throughout  the  church  school  year  1943-44  in  accordance  with  plans  outlined 
in  the  leaflet  The  Plan  for  Missionary  Education  of  Children  in  the  Methodist 
Church,   under  the   direction   of   The   Conference   Secretary   of   Children's  Work. 

(b)  That  a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  elected  by  every  Womanh 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  preferably  a  regular  teacher  in  the  primary  or 
junior  department  of  the  Church  School,  and  that  she  be  elected  with  the  vievj 
of  retaining  office  longer  than  one  year. 

(c)  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  attend  regularly  the  Council 
of  Children's  Workers  in  the  local  church. 

(d)  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  study  especially  the  missionary 
units  found  in  the  Closely  Graded  Church  School  Courses,  in  the  Group  Graded 
Lessons  and  in  the  materials  for  additional  sessions. 

That  she  plan  together  with  the  Council  of  Children's  Workers  to  enrich 
these  units  with  the  best  available  resource  materials  in  the  area  of  mission- 
ary education. 

(e)  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  working  through  the  Council 
of  Children's  Workers,  encourage  the  formation  of  additional  sessions  of  the 
church  school  and  the  division  of  offerings  in  the  additional  sessions  according 
to  the  plans  outlined  in  the  leaflet,  The  Plan  for  the  Missionary  Education  of 
Children  in  the  Methodist  Church,  page   13. 

(f )  That,  in  co-operation  with  other  groups  concerned,  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  working  through  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  help 
to  provide  opportunities  in  the  area  of  missionary  education  for  fathers  and 
mothers  by: 

1.  The  study  of  approved  courses  or  other  courses  provided  in  The  Chris- 
tian Home. 

2.  Or,  where  such  courses  are  not  used,  by  arranging  to  have,  during  the 
year,  at  least  two  discussion  or  programs  for  parents  concerning  opportunities 
for  missionary  education  in  the  home. 

(g)  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  when  possible,  enroll  in  "The 
Fellowship  of  Study"  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
Conference. 

(h)  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  attend  District  and  Zone 
meetings,  training  school  and  all  meetings  of  children's  workers  in  the  local 
church. 

(i)  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  interpret  the  work  being  done 
with  children  in  the  local  church  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
and  secure  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  the  Society  in  this  work. 

(j)  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  urged  to  use  the  quarterly 
report  blanks  provided  for  them  in  the  latest  Record  and  Refort  Book  of  the 
local  Society. 
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II.  CONFERENCE 

(a)  That  Children's  Work  be  given  ample  consideration  with  other 
departments  of  work  in  plans  made  for  District  and  Zone  meetings. 

(b)  That  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  co-operate  with  the 
Conference  Board  of  Christian  Education  in  promoting  joint  assemblies,  camps  or 
institutes  of  children's  workers  and  wherever  possible  Societies  provide  funds 
for  sending  their  secretaries.

GIRLS'  WORK 

We  recommend  that: 

1.  In  every  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  there  should  be 
elected  a  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

2.  The  Secretary  in  every  local  Society  should  thoroughly  acquaint  herself 
with  the  unified  plan  for  Missionary  Education  of  Methodist  youth  and  pro- 
mote the  same. 

3.  The  Secretary  should  feel  her  responsibility  in  promoting  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  in  her  church  in  the  youth  division  and  see  that  it  is  properly 
administered. 

4.  The  Secretary  should  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Conference  Youth 
Director  or  the  Executive  Secretary  in  undergirding  the  total  program  of  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship. 

5.  The  Secretary  should  co-operate  with  those  who  plan  Youth  Enter- 
prises, such  as  Summer  Assemblies,  Camps,  Institutes,  Vacation  Church  Schools, 
etc.,  to  enrich  the  program  as  it  deals  with  missionary  education.

We  recommend: 

1.  That  each  local  Secretary  of  Supplies  request  that  an  amount  for  Home, 
Foreign  and  Ministerial  supplies  be  placed  in  the  local  budget  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

2.  That  the  local  Secretary  of  Supplies  educate  the  members  of  her 
society  to  differentiate  between  supplies  to  our  Institutions  and  gifts  through 
Christian  Social  Relations  to  projects  outside  the  Institutions  of  the  Woman's 
Society. 

3.  That  insofar"  as  it  is  practicable,  the  local  Society  give  aid,  during  1943, 
to  at  least  two  of  the  several  projects  within  the  bounds  of  our  North  Carolina 
Conference.  This  does  not  bar  gifts  to  other  Home  Mission  Institutions  because 
of  personal  interest. 

4.  That  during  one  quarter  of  the  year,  perferable  the  third,  each  local 
Society  send   a   cash    gift   of   five   cents   per   member   toward   the    $2,500.00    our 
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Southeastern  Jurisdiction  is  to  raise  for  Foreign  supplies  which  are  so  needed  now. 

5.  That  gifts  to  needy  ministers  or  superannuates  be  optional  always. 

6.  That  each  local  Secretary  of  Supplies  familiarize  herself  with  and  com- 
ply with  the  plans  and  policies  of  the  Supply  Department  as  outlined  by  the 
Woman's  Division.  This  refers  to  plans  of  procedure  for  ministerial  supplies, 
plans  for  use  of  shipment  of  goods  blank,  cash  supplies  sent  through  the  Con- 
ference Treasurer,  plainly  directed  to  a  desired  project,  etc. 

7.  That  each  local  Secretary  make  a  careful  study  of  the  leaflet  "The  Local 
Secretary  of  Supply  Work,"  to  find  out  what  to  do — when — and  how.

(f)  That  every  woman  in  the  organization  form  the  habit  of  holding  a 
personal  retreat,  a  day  apart  and  alone  at  least  once  a  year, 
preferably   during  the   Lenten   Season. 

3.  That  the  Conferences  be  asked  to  send  their  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  to  a 
National  Retreat  School  if  such  a  school  is  provided,  if  not  that  they  be  sent  to 
some  assembly  or  retreat   for  inspiration   and   information. 

Your  Conference  Committee  recommend : 

1.  That  we  pray  earnestly  for  volunteers  for  Christian  Service  in  our  Con- 
ference. 

2.  That  we  pray,  by  name,  for  some  unsaved  person — until  that  person 
is  saved.

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REPORT  OF  SCARRITT  ASSOCIATE  WORK 

Scarritt  College  belongs  to  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
It  is  not  a  regional  institution.  From  Maine  to  California  pastors  are  writing 
in  to  ask  for  Scarritt-trained  workers  to  assist  them  in  local  church  activities. 
The  Board  of  Missions  expects  Scarritt  to  prepare  a  large  percentage  of  new 
missionaries,  and  provide  special  training  for  missionaries  on  furlough.  Young 
national  leaders  from  every  mission  field  look  to  Scarritt  for  advanced  training. 

War  has  interrupted  the  work  of  the  church  abroad,  but  it  is  a  temporary- 
situation  and  we  are  convinced  that  the  end  of  the  war  will  see  such  oppor- 
tunities for  expansion  as  Christendom  has  never  witnessed.  We  must  plan  now 
to  help  meet  the  opportunities  of  tomorrow,  and  one  way  is  to  train  social- 
religious  workers  for  service  at  home  and  abroad.  Such  a  plan  should  not 
curtail  giving  to  World  Service,  but  add  to  the  missionary  interest  of  church  mem- 
bers. Increased  service  rendered  by  an  institution  demands  a  corresponding 
increase  in  expenditures.  Yesterday's  income  reduced  by  falling  rates  of  interest 
leaves  a  gap  between  income  and  expenditure. 

SCARRITT  COLLEGE  TODAY 

In  fifty  years  the  institution  has  grown  from  a  Bible  Training  School  for 
young  women,  to  be  an  accredited,  co-educational  senior  college  and  graduate 
school  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  where  it  forms  an  integral  part  of  a  great 
University  Center. 

In  fifty  years,  more  than  two  thousand  Scarritt-trained  workers  have  gone 
out  into  the  fields  of  full-time  Christian  service  in  the  homeland  and  in  other 
lands. 

In  fifty  years  the  physical  equipment  of  the  institution  has  grown  from  a 
single  building  to  one  of  the  most  artistic  set  of  educational  buildings  in  the 
country,  valued  at  more  than  a  million  dollars. 

Today  Scarritt  College  meets  the  most  rigid  requirements  for  an  educational 
intitution  as  regards  faculty,  student  body,  curriculum,  administration,  financial 
stability,  library,  and  equipment. 

THE  CALL  TO  A  GREATER  SERVICE 

The  church  is  expecting  far  more  from  Scarritt  College  than  ever  before. 
The  union  of  three  Methodist  bodies  has  more  than  doubled  the  constituency 
which  expects  Scarritt  College  to  provide  the  training  for  an  increasing  number  of 
urgently  needed  Christian  workers  for  church,  settlement  and  mission  fields. 

Trends  in  public  education  are  opening  the  way  for  teachers  of  the  Bible  in 
junior  and  senior  high  school  and  Scarritt  College  is  being  asked  to  provide 
these  teachers. 

Social  work  agencies  are  asking  for  professionally  trained  Christian  social 
workers. 

Rural  areas  are  urging  the  special  unordained  workers  to  help  reorganize 
church  and  community  life  in  the  country. 

Will  you  take  a  share  in  this  enterprise? 

Will  you  present  it  as  a  project  for  your  church  school  class,  woman's 
organizations    such    a    Woman's    Society    of    Christian    Service    Conferences;    its 
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district  meetings,  zone  meetings,  local  societies;  also  men's  class,  youth  groups 
whenever  the  opportunity  presents  itself. 

Your  help  is  needed  if  the  church  is  to  prepare  these  Christian  workers. 
The  Associate  Program  has  been  expanded  and  through  it  we  hope  to  build  a 
Living  Endowment  of  great  benefit.  All  who  know  and  love  Scarritt  will 
want  to  have  a  part  by  contributing  to  the  financial  support  and  by  inviting 
friends  to  become  Associates. 

"Let  us  not  seek  to  evade  the  harsh  realities  of  immediate  conflict,  we  must 
face  them  with  courage  and  faith ;  but  let  us  keep  our  eyes  ahead,  beyond  the 
havoc  of  the  day,  or  month,  or  year;  let  us  prepare  Christian  leadership  for 
that  dawn  of  peace  which  we  must  not  fail  to  make  Just  and  Enduring." 

It  is  urgent  upon  you  District  Secretaries,  Zone  Leaders,  local  societies'  Presi- 
dents to  direct  the  thought  of  Scarritt  College  and  the  great  need  of  Scarritt 
Associates.  There  has  never  been  a  time  when  gifts  to  Scarritt  were  more 
productive  and  there  has  never  been  greater  need  for  Christian  workers  to  help 
solve  the  increasing  social  and  international  problems  of  this  confused  and 
warring  world. 

Let  us  realize  that  unless  we  deepen  our  spiritual  life  and  enrich  our  church 
life  now,  when  war  is  over  we  will  not  find  perfect  peace  or  security.  Let  us 
continue  to  work  to  interest  every  group  mentioned  above  to  make  annual 
gifts,  if  possible,  in  securing  sufficient  funds  or  gifts  to  support  post  war  needs. 

In  1943  let  us  purpose  now  to  oblige  Scarritt  today  throughout  our  con- 
ference and  interest  our  young  people  to  become  students  of  Scarritt.

RURAL  WORK 

From  March  to  September  of  this  past  year  I  was  busy  with  the  various 
activities  of  a  rural  deaconess  on  the  Person  Circuit.  We  completed  our  Sunday 
School  building  under  Mr.  Peele's  able  leadership,  purchased  chairs,  secured  a 
piano  for  the  assembly  room,  and  had  tables  and  a  screen  built  for  the  children's 
class  rooms. 

I  led  a  young  people's  group  at  Warren's  Grove  Church  in  their  study  of 
the  Life  of  Christ  for  a  brief  period  each  evening  for  one  week  in  March  during 
their  revival. 

I  taught  The  Methodist  Meeting  House  at  Oak  Grove  and  Woodsdale.  I 
helped  the  women  get  up  two  short  plays  which  they  gave  in  order  to  raise  money 
for  the  Church  School  building. 

During  the  summer  months  I  helped  with  four  Vacation  Church  Schools, 
including  one  at  Mt.  Zion  for  colored  children. 

From  March  to  August  I  made  214  visits  and  attended  158  meetings. 

In  September  I  went  to  the  Goldsboro  Circuit  to  begin  my  work  there. 
I  live  in  Adamsville,  a  small  community  about  three  miles  out  from  Goldsboro 
on  the  Kinston  highway.  With  the  coming  of  the  Army  Air  Forces  Technical 
Training  School  to  this  section  last  June  this  community  has  built  up  rapidly 
during  the  past  few  months.  Some  of  the  officers  and  instructors  and  their  wives 
live  in  Adamsville.  No  one  with  an  extra  room  has  had  any  trouble  renting  it. 
There  is  only  one  church  in  this  community — the  Daniel's  Chapel  Methodist 
Church — which  was  moved  out  of  the  air  base  area  in  June.  There  are  at  least 
400  people  within  walking  distance  of  this  church.  Only  47  of  them  are  members  of 
Daniel's  Chapel.  Most  of  the  143  members  of  this  church  live  outside  the  com- 
munity. We  had  a  revival  in  January  and  in  spite  of  bad  weather  and  small 
crowds,  fourteen  people  united  with  the  church,  thirteen  of  them  on  profession 
of  faith.  One  of  them  was  a  young  man  from  the  A.  A.  F.  T.  T.  C,  who 
attends   our   services    frequently. 

I  meet  with  the  W.  S.  C.  S  and  the  Home  Demonstration  Club  monthly, 
with  the  young  people  on  Wednesday  nights  and  the  children  on  Friday  after- 
noons. None  of  these  organizations  are  reaching  the  number  of  people  they 
should.  Our  Sunday  School  attendance  has  improved  but  there  is  still  much  room 
for  growth. 

We  have  been  busy  raising  money  for  a  two-story  Sunday  School  annex 
which  is  badly  needed.  We  have  no  Sunday  School  rooms  but  next  to  where 
the  church  formerly  stood  there  was  an  old  school  building  in  which  some  of  the 
classes  met.  We  plan  to  use  the  lumber  from  this  building  to  help  out  with 
the   new  building. 

I  have  been  busy  visiting  and  getting  acquainted  with  the  people.  I've 
made  387  visits  since  the  first  of  September.  I  find  it  hard  to  get  the  new 
people  interested  in  becoming  a  part  of  the  Church  and  the  community.  Most 
of  them  work  at  the  air  base  and  many  of  them  work  on  Sunday  or  have  hours 
that  interfere  with  regular  church  attendance,  they  feel.    I  find  that  most  of  the 
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people  in  Adamsville  know  a  comparatively  small  group  of  the  people  living 
in  their  community.  We  are  trying  through  our  monthly  community  meetings 
and  Red  Cross  sewing  circles  to  bring  them  together  so  that  they  may  become 
better  acquainted. 

I  taught  the  fall  mission  study  classes  on  Latin  America  in  three  of  the 
churches,  helped  with  two  of  the  Bible  studies,  made  talks  at  four  Zone  meetings 
in  October,  have  made  talks  at  a  few  of  the  Sunday  services  in  the  absence  of 
the  pastor  and  have  attended  a  total  of  170  meetings  since  coming  to  Goldsboro, 
an  average  of  28  a  month. 

I  find  the  work  with  the  children  most  encouraging.  They  are  so  eager  to 
plan  and  lead  their  own  devotionals.  They  bring  up  questions  about  religion 
that  puzzle  them,  and  one  little  girl  on  her  way  home  from  our  meeting  last 
Friday  afternoon  called  out  to  me,  "I'm  glad  I  can  come  to  these  Friday  after- 
noon meetings.  I've  learned  more  about  Jesus  thna  I  did  at  Sunday  School." 
She  expressed  a  desire  to  join  the  church.  The  children  gave  a  short  program 
at  the  County  Home  recently  and  I  felt  that  experience  was  very  much  worth- 
while for  all  concerned. 

I  do  not  have  a  Sunday  School  class  to  teach  but  fill  in  when  needed  and  act 
as  chairman  of  our  Board  of  Christian  Education  which  meets  monthly.  We 
have  a  group  of  splendid  consecrated  leaders  and  teachers.  One  man  who  joined 
our  church  in  May  has  recently  been  elected  to  teach  a  boy's  class  is  planning  to 
organize  a  Boy  Scout  troop  right  away  and  to  be  their  Scout  Master  and  he  is 
also  eager  to  see  a  Girl  Scout  troop  organized. 

I  feel  that  we  are  making  progress  although  at  times  it  seems  discouragingly 
slow.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  indifference  to  be  overcome  and  it  is  going  to 
take  a  great  deal  of  hard  work  to  build  up  an  effective  young  people's  organi- 
zation. They  began  planning  and  leading  their  own  programs,  using  the  High- 
road, only  a  few  months  ago.  Recently  they  have  expressed  a  desire  to  study 
the  Bible,  beginning  with  the  Gospel  of  Matthew  and  letting  several  review  one 
or  two  chapters  each  time.  They  usually  attend  the  Sunday  night  services  at  the 
church  also. 

I  feel  that  the  Church  at  Adamsville  is  in  an  area  where  the  needs  are 
great  and  where  its  influence  can  be  far  reaching.  I  covet  your  prayers  as  I 
continue  working  in  that  community.

REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  WORK  IN 
EAST  LAURINBURG 

In  bringing  the  report  of  our  Industrial  work  in  East  Laurinburg  I  want, 
first  of  all,  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  each  individual  and  auxiliary  for 
the  contributions  you  have  made  for  this  phase  of  the  conference  work.  Your 
gifts  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  accept  many  of  the  opportunities  for  service 
that  have  come  to  us  during  this  past  year. 

Especially  do  I  want  to  acknowledge  with  deepest  gratitude  the  gift  of 
$50.00  from  the  Rocky  Mount  District  for  the  purchase  of  a  piano  for  the 
community  center.    We  were  fortunate  in  finding  a  good  used  instrument  which 
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is  filling  our  needs  and  bringing  pleasure  and  help  to  many  in  the  community. 

The  Fayetteville  District  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of  furnishing  the 
silver  for  the  center  and  this  is  filling  one  of  our  real  need  and  is  deeply  appre- 
ciated. 

Another  gift  of  $100.00  was  given  by  Mr.  A.  L.  Gibson,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  Laurinburg.  This  gift  is  an  expression  of  his  personal  interest  in  the 
work  and  in  the  welfare  of  the  children  in  the  community. 

One  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments  of  the  year  is  the  redecorating  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  our  village.  This  was  made  possible  by  one  of  our  own 
consecrated  missionary  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  Mrs.  W.  M. 
Webb  of  Morehead  City,  a  former  resident  of  Laurinburg.  Aside  from  her 
deep  personal  interest  in  the  industrial  work,  Mrs.  Webb  wanted  to  honor  her 
father,  the  late  Judge  W.  H.  Neal  of  Laurinburg,  who  had  in  his  heart  the  love 
for  the  mill  people  and  desire  for  the  uplift  and  betterment  of  the  mill  com- 
munity. For  thirty  years  Judge  Neal  taught  a  Bible  Class  in  the  village 
Methodist  Church.  Because  of  this  interest  and  service  rendered  to  the  com- 
munity through  the  Church,  Mrs.  Webb  gave  $500.00  to  be  used  in  decorating 
and  beautifying  our  village  Methodist  Church  as  a  memorial  to  her  father,  a 
most  beautiful  tribute  to  a  life  that  was  lived  in  service  for  others. 

As  a  result  of  this  gift  our  little  church  has  been  made  most  attractive;  our 
attendance  in  the  Church  School  has  increased  and  there  is  an  atmosphere  of 
worship  that  was  lacking  in  the  old  surrounding.  Thus  the  spirit  of  Judge 
Neal  and  the  influence  of  his  life  are  still  felt  and  lives  on  in  the  hearts  and 
lives  of  those  whom  he  loved  and  served. 

While  I  have  made  mention  of  the  larger  gifts  we  are  no  less  appreciative  of 
the  small  amounts  that  have  come  from  many  auxiliaries.  These  put  together, 
help  to  make  possible  many  things  that  otherwise  we  would  not  be  able  to 
accomplish. 

The  members  of  our  W.  S.  C.  S.,  while  not  able  to  carry  out  the  entire 
missionary  program,  are  most  faithful  and  loyal  to  the  missionary  cause.  The 
influence  of  some  of  their  work,  which  includes  766  visits  made  and  182  trays 
taken  to  sick  and  needy  families,  is  felt  throughout  the  entire  community. 

Last  Easter  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  the  Wesleyan  Guild  sent  a  box  of  most 
useful  and  needed  articles  to  our  Methodist  Orphanage  in  Raleigh. 

The  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Guild  made  application  to  the  Orphanage 
for  the  care  of  a  baby  for  a  year.  At  this  time  all  the  babies  were  "sponsored" 
so  our  Guild  was  put  on  the  waiting  list  and  is  looking  forward  to  having 
this  opportunity  of  caring  for  one  of  these  little  ones  in  the  near  future. 

Our  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  has  almost  become  a  community  insti- 
tution and  is  eagerly  looked  forward  to  each  year  by  the  children  of  the  entire 
community.  Last  year  our  enrollment  was  154,  which  according  to  our  District 
Superintendent,  is  the  largest  enrollment  of  any  school  held  in  the  Fayette- 
ville District. 

During  the  summer  months  much  time  was  given  to  recreational  activities 
such  as  taking  different  age  groups  on  picnics  and  planned  social  activities  for 
young  people,  upon  which  much  time  and  effort  was  spent.  At  Christmas  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  directing  the  young  people  of  the  church  in  a  pageant  which 
was  most  beautiful  and  effective   in  its  setting  and  presentation. 
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During"  the  summer  the  women  of  the  community  made  curtains  for  the 
community  center  and  in  other  ways  helped  to  get  the  building  ready  for  use. 
We  now  have  chairs,  linoleum  rugs,  dishes,  cooking  utensils  and  stove.  The  stove 
was  practically  a  gift  from  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  of  First  Church,  Laurinburg. 

Our  women  have  also  helped  in  making  sheets  and  pillow  cases  for  our 
emergency  closet,  to  be  loaned  during  times  of  sickness  and  need,  to  our  village 
people. 

Having  the  community  center  has  made  it  possible  to  promote  some  worth- 
while projects.  One  has  been  a  Nutrition  Class.  This  is  sponsored  by  the  Mill 
Company,  and  is  put  on  by  the  North  Carolina  Power  and  Light  Company. 
Morning  and  night  classes  are  arranged  so  as  to  accommodate  the  different 
shifts  in  the  mills.  The  response  from  the  mill  people  has  been  splendid,  both 
in  interest  and  attendance,  and  much  knowledge  has  been  gained  in  food  values 
as  well  as  in  the  preparation  of  food. 

Another  part  of  our  program  has  been  a  Home  Nursing  Class.  I  was  most 
fortunate  in  securing  as  the  teacher  of  this  group,  Mrs.  Claude  Stewart,  a 
Registered  Nurse  who  gave  unreservedly  of  her  time  and  talent  in  making  this 
one  of  the  most  worthwhile  undertakings.  At  least  twenty  of  this  group  will 
receive  certificates  for  their  work. 

Much  joy  has  come  to  us  this  year  as  we  have  been  privileged  to  minister 
to  the  needs  of  little  children.  Among  this  number  are  two  little  ones  whose  mother  is 
in  the  T.  B.  Sanatorium  and  whose  father  is  in  no  way  capable  of  providing  or 
caring  for  these  children  as  he  is  drunk  most  of  the  time  and  canstantly  moving 
from  one  mill  town  to  another,  often  placing  the  children  in  situations  far 
from  wholesome.  With  the  help  of  our  Pastor,  Mr.  Meacham  and  the  Welfare 
Agencies,  we  had  the  joy  of  placing  the  children  in  our  Methodist  Orphanage 
in  Raleigh,  where  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives  they  are  being  given  an 
opportunity  of  associating  with  the  beautiful  and  wholesome  things  of  life. 

Then  there  is  Rommie  Mae,  eight  years  of  age,  who  when  only  a  few  months 
old  began  to  lose  her  sight  with  cataracts  on  both  eyes.  Later  as  the  result  of 
an  operation  she  regained  only  22/100  per  cent  of  her  vision.  This,  of  course, 
was  not  enough  vision  to  enable  her  to  attend  public  school  though  Rommie 
Mae's  mind  was  bright  and  she  was  eager  to  learn.  She  has  natural  ability  in 
leadership  and  this  is  evidenced  quite  clearly  in  her  association  with  the  children 
of  her  neighborhood.  One  of  the  really  satisfying  services  of  the  year  has  been 
the  privilege  of  being  able  to  help  make  it  possible  for  Rommie  Mae  to  enter 
the  State  School  for  the  Blind.  This  was  not  altogether  an  easy  task,  for  at  first 
the  father  was  not  willing  for  her  to  go,  but  after  his  consent  was  won  the 
rest  was  easy  and  we  had  the  joy  of  taking  Rommie  Mae  to  her  new  home  in 
Raleigh,  a  very  happy  little  girl  indeed.  Just  another  of  God's  little  ones  being 
given  a  chance  for  a  more  abundant  life. 

Then  there  is  the  case  of  a  father  of  seven  children,  given  the  opportunity 
of  a  medical  examination  and  treatment  at  Duke  Hospital,  this  being  made 
possible  through  your  gifts  of  love  to  this  work. 

With  these  few  experiences  shared  with  you,  there  has  also  been  daily 
visitation  in  the  homes,  helping  to  care  for  the  sick  and  ministering  to  the 
needs  of  the  people  in  every  possible  way.  These  are  some  of  the  duties  and 
privileges  that  challenge  our  love  and  loyalty.    More  and  more  I  am  made  to 
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realize  the  value  of  personal  contact  with  our  people  in  their  homes  and  elsewhere, 
which  gives  this  report  of  "daily  visitation"  a  most  important  place  in  our 
year's  work. 

Again,  I  want  to  thank  the  officers  and  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference for  giving  me  the  privilege  of  being  a  co-worker  with  you  in  our 
Father's  work.

REPORT  OF  THE   METHODIST  STUDENT  DIRECTOR 
AT  EAST  CAROLINA  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

September,  1942-March,  1943 

There  have  been  about  3 1 5  students  at  East  Carolina  Teacher's  College 
this  year  to  be  reached  by  the  Methodist  Student  Movement.  A  number  of  .these 
students  have  not  participated  in  the  program  that  has  been  offered,  but  a  large 
per  cent  has  taken  part  in  some  phase  of  it.  That  the  student  might  continue 
his  church  program  where  he  leaves  off  when  he  comes  to  college  our  program 
is  organized,  to  a  certain  extent,  like  the  Youth  Fellowship  of  the  local  church. 

That  the  student  may  have  worshipful  experiences  we  urge  them  to  attend 
and  take  part  in  the  Church  School  programs,  the  Church  services,  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  vesper  services,  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  and  to  use  the  Upper  Room  which  is  given  to  the  students  by  the  Jarvis 
Memorial  Methodist  Church.  A  devotional  program  is  planned  each  month  for 
the  cabinet  members  and  also  one  for  the  council  members. 

The  Commission  on  Community  Service  has  made  plans  for  the  students  to 
engage  in  and  render  different  types  of  service,  such  as  having  devotional 
services  at  the  Pitt  County  Home,  helping  support  a  needy  family,  helping  in 
the  support  of  a  girl  at  the  Raleigh  Orphanage,  making  cards  for  the  patient's 
trays  at  the  infirmary,  and  the  sending  of  Cards  to  the  sick  and  flowers  into  homes 
of  our  students  where  there  has  been  a  death  in  the  student's  immediate  family. 

The  students  have  been  given  the  opportunity  to  develop  their  interests  through 
participation  in  different  types  of  programs,  by  helping  with  publicity,  recreation 
and  other  activities. 

A  study  was  made  at  the  Church  School  class  of  the  Mission  Study  book 
on  Latin  America.  This  commission  on  World  Friendship  is  making  a  study  of 
the  Negro  colleges  of  North  Carolina.  A  program  developed  from  this  study  will 
be  presented  to  the  Church  School  class.  Two  students  attended  the  Inter- 
racial Conference  at  Durham. 

The  Federation  Day  of  Prayer  for  students  was  observed  and  an  offering 
was  taken  to  help  support  the  World  Student  Christian  Federation. 

Eleven  students  and  the  director  attended  the  North  Carolina  Methodist 
Conference  at  Durham. 

Other  student  activities  have  been  promoted  at  the  center.  These  I  will  not 
enumerate. 
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There  has  been  splendid  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  students  in  promoting 
the  Methodist  Student  Movement  at  East  Carolina  Teacher's  College.  If  you 
could  be  with  us  at  the  Center  sometimes,  you  would  feel  that  the  promotion  of 
this  project  by  your  Conference  is  worthwhile.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


ARTICLE  I.— NAME 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  II.— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Society  within  the  Conference  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE   III.— MEMBERSHIP  AND   OFFICERS 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  auxiliary  delegates,  the  number 
to  be  determined  by  each  Conference,  according  to  its  requirements;  such  District 
officers  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine,  from  each  District;  all  chair- 
men of  Conference  standing  committees;  any  officers  or  members  of  the  Woman's 
Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Conference,  and  the  following  officers:  a  President,  Vice-President,  Recording 
Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  a  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls' 
Groups,  a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service,  a  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
a  Secretary  of  Supplies  and  such  other  secretaries  of  line  of  work  as  may  be 
required. 

ARTICLE  IV.— ANNUAL  MEETING 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meetings  of  the  Conference  Society  when  reports 
shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Districts.  Officers 
shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and  pledges  made  for  the  year. 
There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  in  harmony  with  the 
plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  V.— ELECTIONS 

At  the  last  meetings  of  the  quadrennium  the  Conference  Society  of  Christian 
Service  shall  nominate  according  to  instruction  in  the  Discipline,  the  women  for 
Conference  representatives  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  Three  women  shall  also  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceeding  the 
Assembly,  delegates  shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  stated  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.— x^MENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Division. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


ARTICLE  I.— OFFICERS 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meeting's  of  the  Conference  Wo- 
man's Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the 
treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Con- 
ference Board  and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the 
Discipline  may  provide. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her 
absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Society.  She  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society  may  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  permanent 
record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  the  Conference  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appoint- 
ment.   She  shall  prepare  and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Society.  She  shall  supply  the  societies  with  information  concerning  the  work.  In 
co-operation  with  the  District  Secretaries,  she  shall  seek  to  organize  societies  in 
every  church  in  the  Conference.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  election  of  Conference  Society  officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of 
the  officers  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction 
and  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Joint  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  t  tohe  Conference  Society.  She  shall  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Society. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  missionary  funds  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly  or  monthly  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society,  or  from  District  Treasurers,  as  the  Confer- 
ence Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  without  division  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Conference  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall 
be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum  and  upon 
such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
shall  be  responsible  for  Missionary  Education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  furnish  missionary  informa- 
tion, recommended  missionary  projects,  and  develop  interest  in  their  support. 
She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  Society  the  study  courses  approved  by 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  assist  in  planning  and 
promoting    Missionary    Conferences,    Study    Leaders'    Meetings    and    Schools    of 
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Missions  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study 
plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  also  co-operate  with  the  Conference  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  Missionary  Education  and 
with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  Missionary  Education.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Juris- 
diction Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  Where  advisable,  this 
work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  study  plans  and 
one  in  charge  of  missionary  projects. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and. 
Local  Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  studies  of  the  various  committees  of  this 
department,  and  endeavor  to  enlist  the  women  in  community  surveys  and  service. 
She  shall  have  an  advisory  relationship  to  local  church  activities.  She  shall 
co-operate  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the  study  and  service  plans  of 
the  Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  with  organizations  of  the  Church  and  other 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends  approved  by  the  Division.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  Wesley  an  Service  Guild  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of 
the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  promote-  the  work  of  the  Guild  in  the  Confer- 
ence and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall  become  familiar  with 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  Conference  Society  and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall 
recieve  reports  from  the  District  Guild  Society  and  report  annually  and  semi- 
annually to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
grams approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Conference  Society  and  report,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work  shall  promote 
the  work  according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report,  quarterly 
and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Young  Women's  and  Girls'  Work. 

Sec.  1 1 .  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Sec.  12.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference  and  for  the  dissemi- 
nation of  missionary  news  through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make 
a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote 
the  circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  th  eConference  and  of  World 
Outlook  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  Church.    She 
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shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and 

annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

i 
Sec.    13.     The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  be  responsible  for  promoting  interest 

in  the  sending  of  necessary  supplies  to  the  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church 
recommended  by  their  district  superintendents,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home 
and  foreign  field  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  anuual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and  annu- 
ally to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Supplies. 

ARTICLE  II.— ELECTIONS 

( 1 )  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  The  election  shall  take  place  annually, 
bi-ennially,  or  quadrennially,  as  the  Conference  may  determine. 

(2)  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference  Society 
shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society,  three 
of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

ARTICLE   III.— EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE 

( 1 )  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed 
of  the  officers  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine. 
A  majority  shall  coonstitute  a  quorum. 

(2)  The  Executive  Committe  shall  constitute  from  its  membership  an  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary  business  in  the 
interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV.— FUNDS 

(1)  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the  Woman's 
Division    of    Christian   Service. 

(2)  All  Undesignated  Missionary  Gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Division. 
There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

(3)  Designated  Funds  shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  who  shall 
transmit  them  as  designated  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

(4)  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials  are  a  part 
of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed  by  the  Conference 
Society. 

(5)  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Conference  Cultivation 
and  Expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and  expenses  as  are  not  pro- 
vided by  the  Woman's  Division  for  education  and  cultivation. 

(6)  The  Special  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offerings  shall  be  applied 
to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  V.— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Sec.  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  committees  as 
the  needs  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  Spiritual  Life.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual 
Life  whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  women, 
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to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  a  sense  of  of  responsibility  for  personal 
service  and  giving;  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times 
and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a  clear  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of 
Christian  living;  to  devise  definite  means  to  permeate  the  local  Church  with 
a  spiritual  power  which  will  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active 
service;  to  promote  Christian  stewardship,  devotional  Bible  study,  and  the  use  of 
other  devotional  materials. 

Sec.  3.  Status  of  Women.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status 
of  Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women 
in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands, 
including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  question  that  affect  her  place  in 
society  and  in  the  Church.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve 
her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  efficiently. 

Sec.  4.  Missionary  Personnel,  (a)  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  Chairman  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, the  Conference  President,  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  the 
Women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel of  the  Woman's  Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with 
experience  in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

(b)  This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  consecrated  young 
women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for  Christian  service; 
it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates,  and  the  types  of  service  needed; 
it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  application 
to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to  the  Personnel  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in 
their  judgment  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co-operate 
in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  personnel 
work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  VI.— BY-LAWS 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  By-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  Confer- 
ence require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
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BY-LAWS 


I.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  dele- 
gate or  alternate  from  each  society,  one  delegate  or  alternate  from  each  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  chairmen  of  Conference 
Standing  Committees,  zone  leaders,  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  Juris- 
dictional Societies  living  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

II.  The  Conference  Society  shall  meet  annually  and  include  three  days. 

III.  A  registration  fee  of  one  dollar  per  delegate  shall  be  sent  five  days 
before  Conference,  the  fee  to  be  applied  on  luncheons. 

IV.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  with  the  privilege  of 
re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Treasurer,  who  may  continue  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  District 
Secretaries,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate,  chairman  of  Confer- 
ence Standing  committees,  and  any  Jurisdictional  officers  or  members  of  Board 
of  Missions  living  in  the  N.  C.  Conference. 

VI.  There  shall  be  three  Executive  Board  meetings:  during  the  first  quarter, 
at  Conference,  and  in  the  fall.

(b)  For  each  scholarship  of  $300.00,  the  recipient  must  give  one  year  of 
service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  loan  without  interest.

Executive  Committee  Meetings 


SEPTEMBER  22-23,  1943— RALEIGH 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Methodist  Church,  held  its 
fall  meeting  in  three  sessions  September  22-23,  at  the  Burwell  Cot- 
tage,  Methodist  Orphanage,   Raleigh,  N.   C. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  President,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 
Twenty  members  were  present.  Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne,  Mrs.  F.  B. 
McKinne,  and  Mrs.  Glenn  Pendleton  had  previously  notified  Mrs. 
Chadwick  of  their  inability  to  attend  the  meeting.  Regrets  for  their 
absence  were  expressed  for  Mrs.  G.  E.  Walters  by  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin, 
and  for  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary  by  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith. 

A  brief  worship  service  was  conducted  at  this  and  succeeding 
sessions  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb.  These  devotional  periods  kept  a 
spiritual  atmosphere  prevailing  throughout  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  cordially  greeted  those  present  and  set  the  keynote 
of  the  meeting  by  her  statement  that  "Vision  is  seeing  possibilities  in 
the  present." 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  recently  elected  Secretary  of  Student  Work, 
was  presented. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Conference  Secretary,  was  recognized.  She 
stated  that  with  Mrs.  Chadwick  and  Mrs.  McKinne  she  had  met  the 
local  committee  of  the  Rural  Commission  to  discuss  the  work  of  Miss 
Brooks,  Rural  Worker,  whose  report  showed  that  she  had  made  522 
visits,  attended  25-35  meetings  each  month,  helped  with  3  vacation 
schools  and  six  Mission  Study  classes,  formed  a  Community  Council, 
and  many  other  activities,  all  worth  while.  The  local  committee  asked 
for  her  return,  and  she  has  been  reappointed  for  another  year. 

Mrs.  Hood  next  announced  that  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler  has  taken 
the  place  of  Miss  Tittsworth,  Educational  Worker  at  East  Carolina 
Teacehrs  College.  She  and  other  members  spoke  very  highly  of  Miss 
Chandler. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  cooperation  in  planning  for  a  missionary  to  visit 
our  Conference.  Mrs.  Chadwick  asked  Mrs.  Hooker  and  Mrs.  Boone 
to  serve  with  Mrs.  Hood  as  a  committee,  of  which  she  would  also  be 
a  member,  ex-ofncio,  to  work  on  this  problem.  A  brief  reference  to 
the  problems  of  the  District  Secretaries  closed  this  report. 
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In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  McKinne,  Mrs.  Hood  read  figures  from 
her  report  which  indicate  that  finances  are  holding  up  well,  a  total  of 
$26,476.32  having  been  paid  at  the  end  of  the  second  quarter. 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  Student  Secretary,  said  she  felt  encouraged  by 
an  increase  of  reports  coming  to  her.  She  found  interest  in  soldiers 
greater  than  in  students,  and  that  very  few  societies  had  observed 
Students'  Day.  Societies  have  not  ordered  channeling  or  service  men's 
cards.  Testaments,  Upper  Rooms,  etc.,  are  being  sent  to  soldiers  and 
to  reading  rooms. 

District  Secretaries  were  asked  to  advise  local  Societies  to  buy  the 
cards  and  to  send  Mrs.  Moore  the  number  of  Student  Secretaries  in 
their  Districts. 

Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  Secretary  of  Young  Women  and  Girls' 
Work,  spoke  of  hopeful  signs  along  the  way  which  indicate  that  the 
work  is  growing  out  of  the  promotional  stage.  She  stressed  the  obli- 
gation of  the  local  societies  to  offer  missionary  education  to  all  youth, 
and  the  setting  up  of  the  joint  committees. 

Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith  gave  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary's  report,  which  included 
the  organization  of  two  new  Guilds,  and  the  election  of  Mrs.  L.  C. 
Larkin  as  a  member  of  the  Jurisdictional  Standing  Committee. 

Mrs.  Larkin  was  recognized  and  spoke  briefly,  suggesting  that  there 
should  be  a  coordinator  for  the  Guild  and  Society  locally. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
reported  two  meetings  of  the  study  committee  and  of  having  held,  in 
cooperation  with  the  District  Secretaries,  seven  of  the  sixteen  scheduled 
Educational  Seminars.  She  mentioned  the  completion  of  a  survey,  a 
project  which  was  presented  in  class  at  the  School  of  Missions  at 
Junaluska.  Mrs.  Hillman  and  Mrs.  Gates  complimented  the  report  of 
this  survey  made  at  Junaluska. 

In  her  report  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  told  of  her  work  at  Junaluska, 
she  having  participated  in  the  preparation  of  the  survey  mentioned 
above,  but  she  stressed  the  work  of  the  Leadership  Training  School  in 
Winston-Salem.  This  year  there  were  twenty  Negro  women  attend- 
ing from  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  She  read  a  letter  from 
Sarah  Massey,  who  taught  in  the  school,  suggesting  that  two  Negro 
assistants  be  used  in  the  handcraft  classes.  Mrs.  Cutchin  referred  to 
the  difficulty  of  securing  instructors  for  this  school. 

Out  of  this  report  a  discussion  of  race  relations  developed,  in 
which  two  statements  stood  out.  Mrs.  Hood  told  of  being  in  a  Camp 
in  Utah  recently  where  no  racial  lines  are  drawn  and  of  seeing  the 
sacrament  of  Holy  Communion  administered  to  white,  Negro,  Mexi- 
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can,  and  Chinese  soldiers.  Mrs.  Hillman  added  that  at  a  meeting  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  in  Greensboro  the  Negro 
churches  had  been  invited,  without  a  dissenting  voice,  to  participate  in 
the  Council.  Mrs.  Cutchin  closed  the  discussion  by  quoting  a  state- 
ment made  by  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon:  "You  may  be  going  too 
fast  for  the  constituents,  but  you  are  going  too  slow  for  the  world." 
The  session  was  closed  with  a  prayer  by  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane.

After  the  evening  meditation,  those  members  who  attended  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Junaluska  shared  their  impressions  and  experi- 
ences while  there.  Contact  with  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  in  class,  in 
conference,  and  socially  formed  a  particularly  bright  spot  in  each 
memory  and  from  this  association  Mrs.  Gates  brought  a  strong  plea 
for  support  of  the  Chinese  Emergency  Fund.  Mrs.  Hillman  added 
emphasis  to  this  appeal.  Mrs.  Walters  was  requested  to  send  out  a  letter 
to  local  societies  asking  for  generous  contributions  to  be  made  to  this 
fund,  the  amounts  to  be  reported  to  her.  The  District  Secretaries  were 
asked  to  include  this  in  their  fourth  quarter's  letter.  Mrs.  Gates 
epitomized  the  Junaluska  reports  with  the  statement  that  she  brought 
away  the  conviction  that  the  Church  will  meet  the  challenge  of  the 
time. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  President  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction, 
addressed  the  group.  She  spoke  of  the  work  of  the  Jurisdiction,  laying 
stress  on  the  Conference  which  will  be  held  at  Edenton  Street  Church, 
Raleigh,  February  22-24,  1944. 

The  evening  session  closed  with  a  good-night  prayer  service  led  by 
Miss  Lamb. 

Thursday  Morning 

After  the  morning  worship,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  spoke  of  Chil- 
dren's Work,  saying  thatthe  key  to  efficiency  in  this  department  lies  in 
the  Council  of  Children's  workers.  She  mentioned  gifts  that  may  be 
channelled  through  supplies. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Research, 
made  her  reports,  asking  especially,  since  this  is  the  end  of  the 
quadrennium,  that  any  officer  who  cannot  serve  again  please  notify 
her  by  December  first. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  that  the  name  of  Mrs.  E.  R.  Clark 
has  been  added  to  the  Research  Committee. 

Mrs,  A.  M.  Gates,  Chairman  of  Personnel  Committee,  reported 
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that  Doris  Rhodes  has  matriculated  at  Scarritt,  paying  her  own  expen- 
ses for  the  first  quarter,  as  her  application  has  not  yet  been  accepted 
by  the  Division  Personnel  Committee.  She  added  that  if  names  are 
not  sent  in  before  April  first,  it  is  difficult  to  get  them  accepted,  as 
the  Division  Committee  does  not  meet  in  the  summer. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  stated  that  a  new  scholarship  has  been  established 
at  Payne.  Bobbie  Howard  has  entered  on  this,  making  three  girls 
there  from  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

Mrs.  Hillman  spoke  of  a  fund  which  is  being  raised  for  a  library 
at  Payne.  Ten  thousand  dollars  is  needed  to  complete  this  fund. 

Mrs.  Chadwick,  commenting  on  the  cooperative  spirit  exhibited 
at  all  times  by  the  orphanage  administration,  suggested  that  a  scholar- 
ship be  established  at  Scarritt  for  an  orphanage  graduate.  Mrs.  Gates 
said  that  Dr.  Stuntz  regretted  that  scholarship  money  is  so  often 
restricted,  and  she  suggested  that  a  portion  of  our  Loan  Fund  at 
Scarritt  be  allocated  to  an  Orphanage  graduate,  if  applied  for.  Mrs. 
Gates  was  made  chairman  of  a  committee  to  study  this  suggestion. 
Mrs.  Hood  and  Mrs.  Cutchin  were  asked  to  serve  with  her. 

Mrs.  Hillman  remarked  that  Miss  Lola  McKinne  of  Lowlands, 
N.  C,  was  commissioned  in  the  1943  class  of  Deaconesses  and  Mrs. 
Chadwick  offered  to  get  in  touch  with  her.  Mrs.  Chadwick  told  of 
Sarah  Massey's  graduation.  Sarah  is  stationed  at  the  Wesley  House  in 
Danville,  Va. 

Mrs.  Gates  stated  that  the  men  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
are  happy  to  share  with  the  women  in  electing  delegates  to  the  General 
Conference,  if  we  let  them  know  whom  we  want.  She  asked  that  local 
societies  let  local  church  delegates  know  that  we  wish  Mrs.  Hillman 
to  be   a  delegate. 

Miss  Lamb  reported,  on  the  work  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee, 
and  asked  that  the  appropriation — ten  dollars  a  quarter — to  Mrs.  Bur- 
well  be  continued. 

Miss  Gardner  gave  a  report  as  Chairman  of  the  Historical  Com- 
mittee and  was  asked  to  inquire  about  the  condition  of  the  Conference 
records  which  were  stored  in  the  Greensboro  College  Library. 

Mention  was  made  of  the  fact  that  Mrs.  LeGrande  Everette, 
who  is  now  living  in  Rockingham,  has  written  a  History  of  Methodism 
which  is  being  published  in  installments  in  the  Rockingham  Post  Dis- 
patch. Mrs.  Holt  moved  that  Miss  Gardner  be  given  a  subscription  to 
the  Rockingham  Post  Dispatch  for  the  period  of  the  installments. 
Carried. 
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Notes  were  sent  to  Mrs.  LeGrande  Everett,  Mrs.  George  C.  Hal- 
torn,  and  to  the  absent  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Messages 
were  sent  to  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews,  Miss  Florine  Robertson,  Mrs.  J. 
G.  Formy-Duval,  and  Mrs.  A.  J.  Groves. 

Miss  Gardner  gave  her  report  as  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications  and  as  Editor  of  the  Conference  page  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina Christian  Advocate.  She  said  that  Mrs.  DeVinny  had  asked  how 
the  Conference  wishes  to  finance  literature  for  World  Community  Day. 
Mrs.  Hood  moved  that  the  Conference  pay  this  from  the  Cultivation 
Fund,  if  there  is  sufficient  money  on  hand.  Carried.  Promotion  of  this 
program  is  to  be  left  to  the  local  Study  Committee  and  District 
Secretaries  were  asked  to  promote  the  program  in  their  next  quarterly 
letter,  and  in  the  remaining  Seminars. 

Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  Conference  send  Miss  Gardner  a  sub- 
scription to  the  Christian  Advocate. 

Mrs.  Holt  summarized  the  discussion  and  action  taken  at  a  meet- 
ing in  Greensboro,  September  21,  at  which  an  organization  of  church 
women  was  effected  within  the  frame-work  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches.  Mrs.  Walter  P.  Sprunt,  Wilmington,  N.  C, 
was  made  chairman  of  the  organization  until  such  time  as  another 
meeting  shall  be  held,  and  a  research  committee  can  bring  a  list  of 
names  from  which  officers  can  be  chosen. 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland  presented  the  finding  of  the  district  secretaries, 
as  follows: 

I.  Unorganized  Charges: 

Be  sure  that  we  count  unorganized  charges,  not  churches.  If 
there  is  one  organized  church  on  a  charge,  then  the  charge  is 
organized,  regardless  of  the  number  of  churches  on  the 
charge. 

II.  Quarterly  Letters: 

(a)  Send  letters  to  other  district  secretaries,  to  Mrs.  Hood, 
and  to  Mrs.  Chadwick. 

(b)  Urge  use  of  coupons  for  Orphanage. 

(c)  Urge  ordering   1944  literature  early. 

III.  (a)   Mrs  Hood  asked  to  request  Mrs.  DeVinny  to  have  the 

corresponding  secretaries'  report  blanks  in  same  sequence 
district  secretaries'  report  blanks. 
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(b)  Also  to  write  Mrs.  Little,  requesting  a  "work  shop"  on 
organization  and  promotion  for  District  Secretaries  at 
Junaluska. 

IV.  Separate  District  Meeting  next  spring. 

V.  Expanation  of  Seven  Keys — a  committee  to  study  awards. 

Mrs.  Borland's  motion  to  accept  the  finding  of  the  District  Secre- 
taries carried.  Two  motions  grew  out  of  the  discussion  of  this  motion. 
First,  a  decision  to  accept  the  answer  of  local  societies  as  to  their  use 
of  the  Seven  Keys  of  Progress.  Second,  a  committee,  composed  of 
Mrs.  Hood,  Mrs.  Fouts,  and  Mrs.  Smith  was  appointed  to  consider 
the  desirability  of  continuing  all  the  awards. 

Discussion  of  plans  for  District  Institutes,  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference,  W.S.C.S.,  and  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction  Conference  followed.  Program  and  speakers  were  left 
to  Mrs.  Hood  and  the  District  Secretaries.  Mrs.  Chadwick  offered  the 
services  of  the  Conference  to  Mrs.  Hillman.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that 
the  Annual  Conference  be  held  as  usual,  and  Mrs.  Johnson  was  asked 
to  consult  with  the  President  of  the  Wilson  W.S.C.S.  as  to  the 
details  of  plans,  and  report  to   Mrs.  Chadwick. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  announced  that  she  had  sent  copies  of  the  Soong 
issue  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  to  the  Division 
officers. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  spoke  of  the  Laurinburg  work.  She  said  that  Mr. 
Hervey  Evans,  who  is  taking  the  place  of  Mr.  Halbert  Jones  at  the 
Waverly  Mills  in  Laurinburg,  is  very  deeply  interested  in  Miss 
Steger's  work.  He  met  with  Mrs.  Chadwick  and  Mrs.  Hood  recently 
in  Raleigh.  He  expressed  his  regret  that  the  mill  had  not  been  able 
to  contribute  more  to  the  work  in  the  past,  and  wished  now  to  make 
an  outright  gift  to  the  Conference.  The  mill  is  also  contributing  to 
each  of  the  churches  in  the  village.  Mr.  Evans  consented  to  be  chair- 
man of  the  local  committee  on  Industrial  Work.  Mrs.  Chadwick  added 
that  there  is  no  stipulation  as  to  the  use  of  his  donation  to  the  Con- 
ference, but  the  Executive  Committee  felt  obligated  to  use  the  money 
in  Laurinburg.  The  secretary  was  asked  to  write  a  note  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  Evans. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  announced  that  Mr.  Steadman  of  the  Pee 
Dee  Mills,  Rockingham,  N.  C,  would  be  glad  to  pay  an  Industrial 
Deaconess,  if  one  can  be  sucured.  This  will  be  followed  up. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  stated  that  Mrs.  Downs  has  assigned  Miss  Margaret 
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Reeeves  to  the  defense  area  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District  and  that  a 
second  Deaconess  has  been  allocated,  but  not  placed  yet. 

The  question  of  salary  for  Deaconesses  came  up.  Mrs.  Hood  made 
a  motion,  seconded  by  Miss  Lamb,  that  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars  be  the  minimum  salary — with  the  permission  of*  Mrs.  Downs 
— and  the  motion  carried;  later,  it  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee with  power  to  act. 

After  sentence  prayers  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 


RALEIGH,  N.  C,  JANUARY  26-27 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  at  3:00  p.  m.,  Wednesday, 
January  26,  1944,  in  the  Burwell  Cottage  of  the  Methodist  Orphan- 
age, Raleigh,  with  twenty-two  members  attending. 

The  President,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  used  Love 
as  the  theme  of  this  and  the  succeeding  worship  periods,  giving  by 
her  convincing  manner  as  well  as  by  her  words  a  deep  spiritual  tone 
to  the  sessions. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  welcomed  the  group,  brought  messages  from 
absent  members,  and  led  a  prayer  for  those  who  are  in  sorrow  or 
bereavement  and  for  guidance  during  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  read  letters  from  Mrs.  DeVinny,  Mrs. 
George  Haltom,  former  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  Mrs.  John 
Hackney,  Wilson,  N.  C.  She  reported  a  decision  to  make  the  Con- 
ference Registration  fee  $2.50  and  February  15  as  the  latest  date  that 
the  fee  could  be  accepted  by  the  Conference  Registration  Committee. 

Mrs.  Hood  spoke  of  an  encouraging  trend,  that  of  increased  giving, 
as  she  compared  figures  of  the  past  two  years,  and  a  discouraging  trend 
in  a  loss  in  membership. 

The  District  Secretaries  reported  briefly,  giving  high  lights  of 
their  year's  work.  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland  presented  an  invitation  from 
the  Durham  District  and  Duke  Memorial  Church  for  the  Conference 
to  be  held  at  Duke  Memorial  Church  in  1945.  Mrs.  Chadwick 
gracously  accepted  the  cordial  invitation. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  insisted  on  yielding  her  time  to  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hill- 
man,  President  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  who  had  attended  the 
Annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  at 
Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pennsylvania,  in  December.  Mrs.  Hillman  approached 
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her  talk  on  the  Division  from  the  lowest  point  in  the  pyramid  of  the 
work,  the  local  societies  which  are  the  foundation.  She  referred  to  the 
local  society  as  the  "place  where  opinions  are  formed,  prejudices  in- 
creased or  banished,  where  study  is  promoted  and  giving  is  done," 
but  she  expressed  a  fear  that  it  is  too  remote  from  the  Division  when 
it  needs  close  contact.  The  principal  thought  she  brought  from  the 
Division  and  Board  of  Missions  meeting  was  the  askings.  She  explained 
that  the  budget  of  the  Division,  which  was  based  on  the  income  of  the 
three  uniting  churches,  has  never  been  met;  until  it  is  met,  new  work 
can  not  be  opened ;  unless  it  is  met,  missionaries  may  have  to  be 
recalled.  She  urged  every  one  to  talk  increased  giving  as  we  are 
living  on  a  pre-war  scale  of  giving.  Other  interesting  items  in  her 
talk  dealt  with  the  missionaries  repatriated  on  the  Gipsholm  and  their 
Christian  attitude  toward  the  Japanese;  the  work  in  Poland  and  Bul- 
garia; the  Crusade  for  a  New  World  Order;  and  the  presentation  of 
a  Life  Patron  pin  to  Mrs.  Bragg  in  the  name  of  the  one  hundred  six 
conferences  which  compose  the  Division. 

After  discussion  of  plans  for  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Con- 
ference, the  session  was  concluded  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Hillman. 

Evening  Session 

After  the  devotional,  led  by  Miss  Lamb,  Mrs.  Chadwick  asked  the 
departmental  secretaries  for  reports  or  remarks.  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  talked 
of  plans  for  the  coming  year  and  suggested  for  reading  circles  and 
libraries  a  number  of  books  which  are  not  included  on  our  lists,  but  are 
in  the  public  eye  now.  Among  those  mentioned  are  Who  Walk  Alone, 
by  Burgess;  George  Washington  Carver  by  Holt,  A  Testament  of 
Devotion  by  Kelly,  and  Which  Way  Ahead  by  Bowie.  Mrs.  Boone 
announced  that  Mrs.  Paul  Arrington  will  teach  the  course  at  Pastor's 
School  which  will  be  held  at  Greensboro  College  again  and  the  question 
of  sponsoring  a  course  at  the  Christian  Workers'  Assembly  at  Louis- 
burg  was  left  for  decision  at  the  March  meeting. 

In  connection  with  Mrs.  Boone's  report  Mrs.  Gates  spoke  in  glow- 
ing terms  of  the  sixteen  Educational  Seminars  held  in  the  fall  and  said 
that  the  increased  number  of  approved  study  classes  reflects  the  excel- 
lent work  of  the  teams  who  conducted  the  Seminars. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  told  of  efforts  made  to  encourage  informal 
study  and  to  have  such  study  reported  to  her.  She  urged  cooperation  in 
the  Bishop's  Crusade  and  explained  that  there  is  no  fee  for  member- 
ship in  the  Social  Service  Conference  as  any  interested  organization 
may  become  affiliated  and  there  is  a  psychological  value  to  being  repre- 
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sented  at  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Slaughter's  motion  that  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  W.S.C.S  become  affiliated  carried.  Mrs.  Cutchin 
was  asked  to  handle  the  matter  and  to  attend  or  send  a  proxy. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary  gave  figures  to  show  the  growth  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  and  stressed  the  need  for  closer  relations  between  the 
Society  and  the  Guild  locally  as  the  Guild  should  be  included  in  all 
promotional  work.  The  district  secretaries  were  asked  to  send  their 
quarterly  letters  to  the  Guild  presidents. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  stated  that  progress  in  the  Children's  work 
is  slow  and  the  work  needs  to  be  stressed  in  the  societies.  She  explained 
that  additional  sessions  are  desirable  but  not  necessary  and  suggested 
that  some  of  the  children's  study  be  added  to  the  societies'  programs. 

Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts  called  attention  to  the  change  in  the  name 
of  her  department  and  added  that  the  change  of  title  does  not  change 
the  scope  of  the  work.  She  said  that  interest  groups  may  contribute  to 
any  institution  recognized  by  the  W.S.C.S. 

Miss  Mary  Gardner  reported  an  increase  in  the  number  of  sub- 
scriptions to  the  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman.  In 
connection  with  her  reference  to  the  subscriptions  to  the  World  Out- 
look given  by  the  Conference  last  year  to  USO  Centers,  Miss  Lamb's 
motion  that  money  be  appropriated  for  those  subscriptions  not  given 
locally  carried.  The  question  of  having  an  exhibit  at  Conference  Was 
left  to  Miss  Gardner  and  she  was  instructed  that  program  material  as 
for  new  societies  shall  be  given  to  those  societies  which,  having  dis- 
banded for  a  period  of  a  year  or  more,  shall  be  reorganized. 

Motion  was  made  to  send  written  messages  to  Mrs.  McKinne, 
Mrs.  Broome,  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  Mrs.  Bostic,  Miss  Mary 
Goldston,  and  to  the  Western  N.  C.  Conference  Executive  Committee 
in  session  at  Sunny  Acres.  Personal  messages  were  sent  to  Mrs.  Mat- 
thews, Mrs.  Walters  and  Miss  Florine  Robertson. 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore  emphasized  that  Student  Recognition  Day  is 
planned  for  high  school  as  well  as  college  students  and  stated  that 
she  is  anxious  to  publicize  the  Methodist  Student  Movement.  In  a 
motion  made  by  Mrs.  Hood,  Mrs.  Moore  was  requested  to  attend  the 
Student  Conference  at  High  Point  in  February. 

Mrs.  Hood  summarized  the  messages  brought  by  Dr.  Diffendorfer 
and  Bishop  Hughes  who  spoke  at  the  evening  session  of  the  inspirational 
meeting  held  in  Raleigh  recently  which  lauched  the  Crusade  for  a  New 
World  Order.  Among  the  comments  elicited  by  this  summary  was  one 
on  an  editorial  in  The  News  and  Observer  on  Rising  Above  Hatred.

Miss  Gardner  was  asked  to  convey  to  Mr.  Daniels  the  appreciation  of 
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the   Committee   for  this  editorial  and   for  his  constant  fight  against 
alcohol. 

Miss  Lamb  led  the  closing  prayer  service  and  at  her  request  Mrs. 
Cutchin  reach  Such  Loving  Kindness,  a  rare  and  beautful  story  of  a 
Christmas  which  brought  happiness  to  a  group  composed  of  represen- 
tatives of  several  nations. 


JANUARY  27—9:00  A.  M. 

After  the  morning  devotional,  Mrs.  Holt  read  the  minutes  of  a 
joint  Administrative  and  Finance  Committee  meeting.  The  recommen- 
dations in  the  minutes,  including  the  nomination  of  Mrs.  Hillman  for 
membership  on  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  were 
approved. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  a  committee  appointed  to  study 
salaries  of  deaconesses  were  also  read  and  the  action  taken  by  the 
committee  approved.  Mrs.  Chadwick  spoke  of  the  cooperation  of  the 
World  Service  Commission  in  the  matter  of  these  salaries  and  especi- 
ally of  Mr.  Gurney  P.  Hood's  interest  in  this  work. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Con- 
ference Program  Committee  and  Mrs.  Hood  gave  highlights  of  the 
program.  Announcement  was  made  that  names  of  deceased  members 
shall  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson,  Whiteville.  Motion  by  Mrs.  Gary 
that  recommendations  and  statistical  reports  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Holt  by 
February  fifth  and  by  Mrs.  Gates  that  the  number  of  minutes  printed 
be  reduced  to  seven  hundred  fifty  carried. 

The  recommendations  of  the  District  Secretaries  were  read  by  Mrs. 
A.  H.  Borland  and  were  accepted.  They  follow: 

I.  Miss  Gardner  shall  order  literature  for  new  Societies  only. 
The  address  for  ordering  shall  be  Literature  Headquarters,  420  Plum 
St.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

II.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  use  Miss  Gardner's  figures  for 
subscriptions  to  publications  and  their  own  figures  for  annual  reports. 

III.  District  and  Zone  Meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  discretion  of 
the  District  Secretaries. 

IV.  If  possible,  there  shall  be  a  District  Executive  meeting  in  a 
District  meeting  or  at  Conference. 

V.  Conference  Secretaries  of  Departments  are  asked  to  send  their 
reports  to  District  Secretaries  as  soon  as  possible — quarterly. 
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Mrs.  Hood  reported  for  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  the 
desirability  of  continuing  awards.  The  recommendations,  which  fol- 
low, were  adopted: 

I.  The  Study  Jewel  shall  continue  to  be  awarded  on  the  present 
basis. 

II.  The  Candle  Stick  shall  be  awarded  to  the  District  having  the 
largest  percentage  increase  over  the  previous  year.  This  includes  every- 
thing sent  to  Mrs.  McKinne,  but  does  not  include  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

III.  The  Urn  shall  be  awarded  to  the  District  making  the 
largest  percentage  of  complete  reports,  on  time,  to  all  the  officers.  This 
includes  the  Conference  Treasurer,  District  Secretary  and  all  depart- 
mental secretaries.  (The  percentages  are  to  be  sent  to  the  District  Secre- 
taries by  Departmental  Secretaries.  The  D.  S.  adds  the  percentages  and 
divides  by  4  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  averages.) 

A  motion,  made  by  Mrs.  Gates,  that  the  Committee  authorize 
Mrs.  Boone  to  work  with  the  District  Secretaries  on  statistics  for  the 
award  of  the  Study  Jewel  passed. 

Mrs.  Hood  spoke  of  the  untiring  efforts  of  Miss  Gardner,  the 
scope  of  her  duties,  her  constant  service,  and  suggested  that  she  be 
given  a  monthly  stipend  of  ten  dollars  instead  of  the  fifty  dollars  now 
paid  yearly  for  clerical  help.  Mrs.  Cutchin's  motion  that  this  amount 
be  paid  to  Miss  Gardner  carried. 

Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger  of  Raleigh,  President  of  the  Edenton 
Street  Church,  W.S.C.S  was  presented.  She  told  of  arrangements 
being  made  locally  for  the  entertainment  of  the  Southeastern  Juris- 
dictional Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Mrs.  Gates  reported  for  the  committee  appointed  to  study  a  sug- 
gestion, made  previously,  regarding  allocating  a  portion  of  the  nine 
hundred  dollar  Loan  Fund  at  Scarritt  to  an  Orphanage  student.  She 
recommended  that  the  Conference  offer  Mr.  Barnes  the  privilige  of 
saying  to  any  student  at  the  Orphanage  who  is  interested  in  religious 
training  that  the  Conference  will  be  happy  to  make  a  portion  of  this 
fund  available  to  that  student,  whether  he  or  she  desires  to  be  con- 
secrated or  not.  This  was  approved. 

Mrs.  Gates  suggested  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barnes  be  made  Life 
Members.  The  suggestion  was  made  as  a  motion  and  passed. 

As  chairman  of  the  Personnel  Committee,  Mrs.  Gates  read  a  letter 
from  the  Division  which  stated  that  hereafter  in  the  requirements  for 
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candidates,  the  year's  experience  necessary  may  be  secured  before  or 
after  the  completion  of  training.  Also  study  grants  are  not  limited 
to  Scarritt  as  other  institutions  have  been  studied  and  placed  on  the 
approved  list. 

The  District  Secretaries  were  asked  for  tentative  or  definite  pledges. 

It  was  voted  to  make  the  Conference  pledge   $43,000.00. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  that  Societies  continue  to  send  coupons  to  the 
Orphanage  as  the  Committee  hopes  to  keep  up  this  addition  to  Orphan- 
age funds. 

Miss  Lamb's  motion  that  the  Conference  pay  three  cents  per 
member  for  Jurisdiction  Cultivation  Fund  carried. 

Mrs.  Hood  moved  that  the  Districts  be  asked  to  send  the  District 
Secretaries  to  Junaluska  again.  The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  moved  that  the  ten  dollars  per  quarter  paid  to 
Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell  for  Spiritual  Life  work  be  continued  and  that 
fifty  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  Conference  Retreat  at  Louisburg. 
The  motion  carried. 

In  connection  with  her  report  Miss  Lamb  read  a  letter  from 
Miss  Daisy  Davies  which  called  attention  to  a  recent  ruling  making 
her  title  that  of  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  thanked  Miss  Lamb  for  her  willingness  to  attend 
meetings,  conduct  the  devotionals,  and  generally  set  the  tone  of  the 
meetings. 

Miss  Gardner  reported  complete  files  of  minutes  at  Greensboro 
College. 

Before  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee, 
gave  her  report,  Mrs.  Chadwick  asked  permission  to  state  that  she 
felt  she  must  give  up  her  work  as  President  of  the  Conference.  She 
spoke  with  feeling  of  the  joy  she  had  derived  from  the  work  and 
her  regret  at  being  unable  to  continue  it. 

Mrs.  Larkin  offered  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne, 
Vice-President;  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Secretary  of  Children's  Work; 
Mrs.  G.  E.  Walters,  Secretary  of  Supplies;  Mrs.  Dan  C.  Lawrence, 
Secretary  of  Fayetteville  District.  Mrs.  Larkin  added  that  her  com- 
mittee is  working  on  the  task  of  filling  these  vacancies.  Mrs.  Chadwick 
announced  that  Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt  had  been  assigned  to  this  committee. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  and  Mrs.  Lawrence  both  gave  voice  to  the 
reluctance  with  which  they  gave  up  this  work  which  has  meant  so 
much  to  them  and  Mrs.  Hood  expressed  the  gratitude  and  apprecia- 
tion of  the  Conference  for  the  service  of  these  consecrated  women. 

After  prayer  by  Mrs.  Gates,  the  meeting  adjourned. 
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WILSON,  N.  C— MARCH  7,  1944 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  North  Carolina  Conference,  met  at  eleven-thirty,  Tuesday 
morning,  March  7,  1944,  at  the  First  Methodist  Church,  Wilson,  N.  C. 
The  President,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  presided. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  series  of  sentence  prayers,  fol- 
lowed by  Mrs.  Chadwick's  greeting  to  the  twenty-three  members  and 
the  Zone  leaders  present. 

The  first  item  on  the  agenda  was  appropriations  and  the  following 
decisions  were  reached  by  motions  passed: 

1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  pay  its  part  toward  an  honor- 
arium for  Mrs.  Paul  Arrington,  who  will  again  teach  a  class  at 
Pastors'  School. 

2.  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts  was  asked  to  conduct  a  work  shop  on 
Youth  Work  at  Louisburg  College.  Mrs.  Fouts  was  instructed  to 
add  her  travel  expense  to  and  from  Louisburg  to  her  quarterly  expense 
account. 

3.  The  Conference  shall  pay  its  share  of  the  expenses  of  those 
officers  whom  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  and  the  Division  have 
asked  to  attend  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska:  Treasurer 
and  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  Missionary  Education 
and  Service,  Spiritual  Life,  and  Supplies.  Mrs.  Chadwick  thought  that 
the  Jurisdiction  had  also  requested  a  third  officer  to  attend — for  the 
work  of  Organization  and  promotion.  The  same  proportionate  share 
was  included  for  this,  if  needed. 

4.  Appropriation  for  handcraft  teacher  and  two  Negro  assistants 
ac  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  at  Winston-Salem,  July  3-8, 
1944 — not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars. 

Miss  Lamb  asked  if  the  Conference  desired  a  leader  from  out- 
side the  Conference  to  hold  the  Retreat  sponsored  by  the  Spiritual  Life 
Department  at  Louisburg  College.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  this  be 
referred  to  the  Administrative  Committee,  their  decision  to  be  an- 
nounced   by    Miss   Lamb    in    connection    with   her    report    Thursday. 

Mrs.  Hood  suggested  that  one  Zone  Leader  in  each  District  be 
requested  to  take  charge  of  collecting  money  from  Societies  for  expense 
of  District  Secretaries  to  Lake    Junaluska. 

Mrs.  Holt  moved  that  the  Journal  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Con- 
ference be  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Chadwick.  Mrs.  Hood  took  the  chair 
and  the  motion  was  approved  unanimously  by  a  standing  vote. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  responses  to  messages  sent  at  the  January  meeting. 
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Motion  to  rescind  action  taken  at  the  January  meeting,  reducing 
the  number  of  copies  of  minutes  printed  from  one  thousand  to  seven 
hundred  fifty,  carried. 

The  meeting  was  adjurned  after  prayer  by  Mrs.  Slaughter. 


WILSON,  N.  C— MARCH  8,  1944 

A  called  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  following 
the  afternoon  session  of  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  explained  that  the  four  year  old  child  of  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Inman  Townsley,  who  were  presented  at  the  morning  session 
and  who  have  recently  returned  from  their  mission  field  in  the 
Belgian  Congo,  failed  to  recover  from  an  appendectomy  aboard  ship 
and  was  buried  at  sea.  The  suggestion  had  come  to  the  Committee 
that  the  Conference  make  some  memorial  to  this  child. 

Mrs.  Hood  moved  that  the  question  be  referred  to  the  Adminis- 
trative Committee  and  that  Mrs.  Boone  be  empowered  to  carry  out  the 
Committee's   decision.   Carried. 

With  reference  to  the  Retreat  at  Louisburg,  discussion  brought 
out  the  feeling  that  as  long  as  Miss  Lamb  can  hold  the  Retreat,  an 
outside  leader  is  not  needed  and  the  program  was  left  to  Miss  Lamb. 
Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  the  money  should  be  invested  in  the  travel 
expenses  of  the  seven  District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  rather 
than  bring  in  an  outside  leader.  Carried. 

Appointment  of  District  Secretaries  from  the  list  of  names  read 
by  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  Chairman  of  Research  Committee,  was  approved 
for  confirmation  by  the  Conference.  One  new  name  was  presented — ■ 
Mrs.  Henry  McLeod,  Secretary  of  Fayetteville  District.  As  no  name 
was  presented  for  the  New  Bern  District,  this  appointment  was  left 
for  confirmation  by  the  Administrative  Committee. 
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The  Fourth  Annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  was  convened  in  the  First 
Methodist  Church,  Wilson,  N.  C,  at  2:30  p.  m.,  Tuesday,  March 
7,   1944. 

An  organ  prelude  filled  the  church  with  a  spiritual  atmosphere  as 
the  Conference  assembled  and  after  the  hymn,  "Oh,  Zion  Haste" 
was  sung,  Mrs.  Chadwick  formally  opened  the  session.  She  presented 
Rev.  R.  W.  Bradshaw,  Pastor  of  Jarvis  Memorial  Church,  Green- 
ville, N.  C,  who  set  a  high  spiritual  tone  for  this  and  succeeding 
sessions  as  he  gave  an  impressive  meditation  using  the  theme,  "The 
Lord's  Song  in  My  Heart."  Mr.  Bradshaw  developed  his  theme  most 
interestingly  as  he  showed  that  the  Lord's  Song  is  a  song  of  guidance, 
of  power,  of  love,  of  brotherhood,  of  triumph,  eternal  hope,  and  that 
undergirding  all  these,  it  is  a  song  of  suffering  and  a  cross.  He 
explained  that  individual  crosses  may  be  related  to  these  other  songs 
as  the  Lord's  song  does  not  sing  itself.  It  is  sung  only  in  the  lives  of 
God's  people  and  only  in  individual  hearts.  He  closed  with  the  state- 
ment that  the  world  is  listening  for  the  Lord's  Song  from  the  Lord's 
people  and  they  must  take  up  His  cross  in  order  to  sing  it. 

Mr.  Howard  James  sang  "O  Divine  Redeemer." 

Mrs.  Ira  Gunn,  President  of  the  hostess  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  was  presented  and  gave  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  Con- 
ference. / 

Mrs.  A.  C.  Jones,  President  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  Edenton  Street  Church,  Raleigh,  made  a  very  gracious 
response  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  added  a  word  of  thanks  to  those  of  Mrs. 
Jones. 

Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt,  Recording  Secretary,  read  her  report.  (Reports 
of  all  officers  were  accepted  and  all  department  recommendations  were 
adopted  as  read.) 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Conference  Secretary,  conducted  a  Secre- 
taries' Hour.  She  introduced  the  seven  District  Secretaries  and  each 
gave  an  excellent  report  of  a  successful  year,  showing  the  progress 
that  always  follows  when  enthusiasm,  work  and  prayer  are  combined. 
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Following  these  summaries  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Dis- 
tricts, Mrs.  Hood  listed  some  of  the  problems  of  the  work,  such  as 
increase  in  membership,  and  some  of  the  highlights,  such  as  increase 
in  gifts  to  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  the  growth  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  She  urged  closer  cooperation  between  the  local  Society 
and  the  local  Guild.  She  found  much  to  praise  in  all  departments, 
especially  in  the  fields  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and 
Christian  Social  Relations.  Mrs.  Hood  emphasized  the  need  of  Deacon- 
esses in  the  Conferehce  and  praised  the  work  done  by  the  six  who 
are  now  employed  in  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  a  gift  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  from  Mr.  Hervey  Evans  of  the  Waverly  Mills  in  East  Laurin- 
burg.  This  gift  was  an  expression  of  appreciation  of  Miss  Priscilla 
Steger  and  her  fine  work  in  that  area.  The  money  will  be  used  to 
promote  and  develop  the  work  in  East  Laurinburg.  Already  three 
hundred  dollars  have  been  spent  for  books  for  the  library  there. 

Mrs.  Hood  presented  the  Korean  Candlestick  to  Mrs.  A.  H.  Bor- 
land, Secretary  of  the  Durham  District,  which  made  the  largest  gift 
to  missions  and  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson  accepted  the  Korean  Urn 
for  the  Rocky  Mount  District  which  had  reported  the  largest  number 
of  Societies  achieving  the  Seven  Keys  to  Progress. 

Mrs.  Hood  explained  that  the  basis  for  presenting  these  awards 
will  be  changed  for  next  year.  ( See  Executive  Committee  minutes, 
January  meeting.) 

Rev.  Walter  Patten,  President  of  Louisburg  College,  was  recog- 
nized. Mr.  Patton  spoke  briefly  of  the  remarkable  success  that  had 
attended  efforts  to  pay  off  the  College  indebtedness  and  asked  the 
assistance  of  the  local  Societies  in  finishing  the  task. 

Three  committees  were  appointed:

The  Committee  on  Registration  sent  in  a  partial  report,  which 
was  read  and  the  session  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  C.  T. 
Thrift. 
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TUESDAY  EVENING,  MARCH  7 

The  Conference  re-assembled  at  eight  o'clock  for  the  evening 
session.  Mr.  John  Winston  Fontaine  of  the  faculty  of  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College  was  again  at  the  console,  making  as  he  did  at  each  session 
a  definite  contribution  to  the  Conference  by  his  skill  in  playing  his 
well  chosen  numbers  and  the  hymns. 

The  opening  hymn  was  "The  Church's  One  Foundation."  Rev. 
H.  B.  Porter  read  Psalm  137  and  offered  prayer  and  the  choir  sang 
an  anthem,  a  beautiful  arrangement  of  "Hark,  Hark,  My  Soul." 

Mrs.  Chadwick  presented  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  President  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  who  numbers  among  the  many  duties  and 
honors  which  have  come  to  her,  that  of  membership  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Scarritt  College.  Mrs.  Hillman,  using  her  gift  for  apt 
description,  introduced  Dr.  Hugh  C.-  Stuntz,  the  President  of  Scarritt 
College,  as  a  missionary,  the  son  of  a  missionary  Bishop,  a  man  of 
Christian  character,  wide  experience,  and  world  wide  vision. 

Dr.  Stuntz,  using  the  topic,  "The  Lord's  Song  in  Tomorrow's 
World,"  read  from  Psalm  137,  verses  which  indicate  hatred  for  foes 
and  a  narrow  view  of  God  as  a  little  national  God  in  contrast  to 
the  Christian's  thought  of  an  omnipotent  God.  He  pictured  the  world's 
hope  that  tomorrow's  song  may  be  a  paean  of  victory,  though  victors 
in  the  past  have  not  sung  the  Lord's  Song  whose  theme  is  to  love, 
pray  for,  and  forgive  one's  enemies.  He  described  the  victims  of  war 
in  tomorrow's  world  for  whom  America  and  her  allies  must  sing  the 
Lord's  Song  by  restoring  to  them  the  blessings  of  peace.  He  showed 
that  our  government  is  not  singing  the  Lord's  Song  since  our  leaders 
seem  to  believe  that  the  world  can  be  united  by  economic,  political,  and 
cultural  relations — all  of  these  have  been  weighed  and  found  wanting 
in  the  past — and  held  up  as  the  only  social  cement  strong  enough  to 
hold  the  world  together — love- — that  spirit  of  self  sacrifice  and  self- 
abnegation  which  the  Master  showed  when  he  went  to  a  death  dealing 
cross  and  made  it  into  a  life-giving  one.  "Without  the  Cross,"  said 
Dr.  Stuntz,  "Victory  means  disaster;  with  it,  Victory  can  mean  the 
Lord's  Song  in  Tomorrow's  World." 

The  Conference  united  in  singing  the  hymn,  "Heralds  of  Christ." 

Rev.  T.  M.  Grant,  Superintendent  of  Rocky  Mount  District, 
assisted  by  Dr.  E.  L.  Hillman,  Rev.  H.  B.  Porter,  Rev.  E.  R.  Clegg, 
and  Rev.  E.  L.  Moser,  administered  the  ordinance  of  Holy  Com- 
munion. 
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WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  MARCH  8,  1944 

After  the  hymn,  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy,"  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  who 
conducted  the  morning  meditation,  read  selected  verses  from  Psalms 
133  and  137.  Commenting  on  the  strife  that  engulfs  the  world,  she 
observed  that  if  the  Lord's  Song  is  to  be  sung  today,  its  full  volume 
and  harmony  can  be  attained  only  through  prayer;  the  preparation 
which  comes  from  love,  tolerance,  and  consecrated  personality;  and 
participation  or  putting  good  into  action,  as  by  intelligent  use  of  the 
ballot   and   by   gifts   of   money   willingly   given   and   efficiently   spent. 

Misses  Sallie  Lucas  and  Jessie  Stephenson  sang  an  arrangement  of 
"My  Faith  Looks  Up  to  Thee." 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Inman  Townsley,  who  had  just  returned  from  the 
Belgian  Congo  were  presented.  They  reponded  to  Mrs.  Chadwick's 
gracious  welcome  and  brought  greetings  from  fellow  workers  in 
Africa. 

Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens  reported  that  the  minutes  of  the  Tuesday  after- 
noon session  had  been  read  and  corrected. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  gave  her  report  as  Secretary  of  Children's 
Work  and  read  the  recommendations  of  her  department. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  was  called  to  the  chair  and  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Chadwick  gave  the  President's  Message.  Mrs.  Chadwick  reported  a 
good  year  for  the  Conference  in  interest,  in  study,  in  growth,  and  in 
finances.  Turning  from  the  past  to  the  future,  she  emphasized  the 
tragic  need  for  workers.  She  said  hundreds  of  young  people  should  be 
in  training  now  to  be  ready  to  go  into  the  many  mission  fields  that 
will  be  open  at  the  end  of  the  war. 

A  feeling  of  sadness  pervaded  the  Conference  as  Mrs.  Chadwick 
announced,  "This  is  my  last  message  to  you  as  your  President."  Her 
three  years  of  service  in  this  capacity,  plus  the  eleven  years  she  served 
as  Conference  Secretary  prior  to  the  uniting  of  the  churches,  have 
endeared  her  to  the  Conference  and  very  genuine  regret  filled  the 
hearts  of  her  co-workers  at  the  thought  of  losing  her. 

"An  Hour  with  Our  Deaconesses"  was  opened  by  Miss  Mamiej 
Chandler  of  the  Student  Center  in  Greenville.  Miss  Chandler  was 
was  followed  by  Miss  Margaret  Reeves  who  is  engaged  in  Defense 
Work  at  Elizabeth  City;  Miss  Priscilla  Steger,  in  charge  of  Industrial 
Work  at  East  Laurinburg;  Miss  Ruth  Brooks,  engaged  in  Rural 
Work  on  the  Goldsboro  Circuit;  Miss  Mary  Nichols  and  Miss  Sara 
Kee  who  are  carrying  on  the  defense  work  in  Wilmington  and 
Cherry   Point.    Mrs.    Chadwick   had   previously   referred   to   securing 
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these  young  ladies  as  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  Conference  work 
and  their  reports  justified  her  comment  as  each  one  glowed  with 
devotion  to  the  work,  happiness  in  the  opportunity  it  brings  and  a 
revelation  of  accomplishment. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate  delegates  to 
the  Jurisdiction  Conference.  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren,  Chairman;  Mrs.  A. 
H.  Borland,  Mrs.  E.  R.  Clegg,  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones. 

Following  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Where  Cross  the  Crowded 
Ways  of  Life,"  Mrs.  Chadwick  presented  Miss  Alice  Green,  Mis- 
sionary to  China  who  was  recently  repatriated  on  the  Gripsholm. 
Miss  Green's  subject  was  "Our  Work  in  China"  and  as  she  spoke, 
interesting  bits  of  her  experience  with  the  Japanese  crept  in.  She  told 
of  welfare  work,  especially  with  children,  of  the  Uniting  Conference 
and  its  effects  on  young  people  and  the  native  workers,  and  stressed 
the  need  for  better  prepared  native  evangelistic  workers  and  pastors. 
She  said  that  the  youth  of  China  is  still  on  the  westward  trek  to 
Free  China  where  schools  and  colleges  are  still  open.  She  explained 
that  the  inflation  of  the  Chinese  dollar  has  added  greatly  to  the 
difficulties  of  carrying  on  the  work,  but  inspite  of  war  and  its  attendant 
evils,  Miss  Green's  words  left  a  strong  impression  that  the  work  in 
China  is  growing  and  will  continue  to  grow. 

The  one  hundred  five  ladies  who  were  attending  Conference  for 
the  first  time  were  asked  to  stand  and  the  eighteen  delegates  from  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  were  also  recognized. 

Messages  were  read  from  Bishop  Clare  Purcell  and  Mrs.  Purcell, 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Thorne,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  and  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep. 
Messages  were  sent  to  Mesdames  H.  C.  Spiers,  B.  C.  Thompson,  N. 
H.  D.  Wilson,  W.  C.  Martin,  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  F.  B.  McKinne, 
J.  B.  Kittrell,  and  Mrs.  L.  T.  Townsend. 

The  complete  report  of  the  Registration  Committee  was  read. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  read  her  report  and  the  recommendations  of 
her  department.  Mrs.  Boone  presented  the  Study  Jewel,  given  annually 
to  the  District  reporting  the  largest  percentage  of  study  classes,  to 
Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Secretary  of  the  Wilmington  District,  78%  of 
whose  Societies  reported  four  study  classes.  Mrs.  Edens  graciously 
accepted  the  Jewel  and  asked  Mrs.  Boone  to  wear  it  this  year  since 
Mrs.  Boone  now  belongs  to  that  District. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  was  recognized  and  spoke  feelingly  of  the 
splendid  promotional  work  done  in  the  sixteen  Education  Seminars 
reported  by  Mrs.  Boone  and  recommended  that  the  District  Secretaries 
give  due  publicity  to  future  seminars.

In  a  pleasing  and  informal  bit  of  ceremony,  Mrs.  Gates  presented 
Honorary  Life  Patron  Memberships  from  the  Conference  to  Miss 
Amma  Graham,  to  whom  credit  is  due  for  inaugurating  the  Zone 
system  now  used  in  the  Conference,  and  to  Miss  Vara  Herring  who 
laid  the  foundation  for  the  work  of  the  Christian  Social  Relations 
Department.

Hugh  C.  Stuntz,  President  of  Scarritt  College,  who  read  from  the 
first  chapter  of  Philippians  and  forcefully  called  attention  to  the 
following  facts:  Jesus  and  Paul  start  with  the  assumption  that  all 
Christians  have  love  for  humanity ;  Knowledge  without  love  is  a 
dangerous  thing;  Knowledge  plus  love  gives  insight  into  those  things 
which  are  vital;  All  knowledge  needs  to  be  channeled  usefully;  the 
measure  of  love  for  fellowman  is  the  way  one  loves  oneself.  He 
closed  with  a  stirring  appeal  for  Christian  workers. 

Dr.  H.  I.  Glass  dismissed  the  session  with  prayer. 


WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  MARCH  8 

Organ  music  called  the  group  back  to  the  auditorium  and  the 
hymn,  "The  Morning  Light  is  Breaking"  was  sung.  Mrs.  J.  B.  Hurley 
read  Psalm  34  and  led  the  prayer.

Her  subject  was  the  "Beauty  of 
Life"  and  she  included  many  personal  experiences,  such  as  her  early 
home  life,  her  father's  first  contact  with  Christianity,  a  Methodist 
Hospital — her  own  first  experience — at  Laura  Hagood  School,  and 
her  decision  to  spend  her  life  working  for  a  kingdom  based  on  the 
Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  thanked  this  little  Christian  ambassador  from  China 
for  her  message  and  the  inspiration  of  her  presence. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  read  the  list  of  District  Secretaries  appointed 
by  the  Executive  Committee  for  confirmation  by  the  Conference.

Instead  of  offering  recommendations, 
she  asked  that  the  requirements  for  Missionary  Personnel  be  printed. 

Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep,  Chairman  of  Scarritt  Associates,  made  an  appeal 
for  Scarritt  College.  She  announced  that  the  previous  evening  she  had 
given  a  stamp  book  to  each  District  Secretary  present.  In  the  absence 
of  one  Secretary,  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary  become  responsible  for  the  seventh 
book  of  stamps.  The  Secretaries,  who  had  raised  the  money  overnight, 
brought  it  to  the  chancel  where  Miss  Lamb  offered  a  prayer  of 
dedication.  Mrs.  Sheep  suggested  that  the  District  Conferences  be  asked 
to  buy  bonds  also. 

Miss  Mary  Gardner  gave  her  report  as  Chairman  of  the  Historical 
Committee  and  read  recommendations.

Mrs.  J.  D.  Stott  of  the  Pembroke  Parish  was  recognized.  She  intro- 
duced the  ladies  with  her — Miss  Blue,  who  teaches  in  one  of  the  high 
schools,  and  Mrs.  Delton  Lowery,  President  of  the  local  Society.'  Mrs. 
Stott  told  something  of  the  work  in  the  five  churches  in  the  parish 
and  its  needs,  particularly  the  need  for  buildings. 

A  most  cordial  invitation,  in  rhyme,  asking  the  Conference  to 
hold  the  1945  meeting  at  Duke  Memorial  Church  was  read  by  Mrs. 
F.  R.  Darkins,  President  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice of  that  church.  The  invitation  was  gladly  accepted. 

Mrs.  D wight  L.  Fouts  presented  the  hostess  committees  and  pages; 
also  Mr.  John  Winston  Fontaine,  organist.  The  Conference  rose  in 
appreciation  of  the  good  offices  of  the  representatives  of  the  Wilson 
Church.

The  closing  meditation  was  brought  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Bradshaw, 
using  the  theme,  "My  Part  in  Tomorrow's  World."  After  his  mes- 
sage, the  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  adjourned.

MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

A  time  of  crisis  in  the  life  of  a  Nation  or  an  indivdual  is  a  testing-time. 
Things  that  are  not  worth-while  must  be  discarded.  Only  the  tried  and  true  will 
remain. 

That  is  the  star  of  hope  in  all  the  confusion  and  pain  through  which  our 
World  is  passing.  God  and  all  of  the  things  pertaining  to  Him  will  stand  fast. 
His  Truth  can  never  be  destroyed. 

In  this  faith  have  we  labored  in  1943,  and  it  has  been  a  good  year  for  the 
Conference  in  spite  of  many  difficulties.  Early  in  the  year  it  was  decided  to  have 
joint  ■  district  conferences,  our  district  secretaries  working  with  their  district 
superintendents,  on  the  program  and  arrangements.  The  women  had  a  part  on 
the  program  during  the  morning  hour  and  then  had  a  short  business  meeting 
of  their  own  in  the  afternoon. 

In  many  districts  zone  meetings  were  dispensed  with  or  combined  with 
other  meetings.  However,  some  zone  leaders  held  regular  meetings  and  reported 
a  good  attendance  and  much  interest.  There  is  no  doubt  in  our  minds  that  the 
small  number  of  meetings  with  the  curtailment  of  fellowship  and  opportunity 
for  consultation  has  hurt  and  hampered  our  Conference  work.  We  feel  that  in 
many  cases  local  leaders  are  learning  to  depend  more  on  their  own  resources, 
and  hope  that  they  may  be  stronger  thereby  and  that,  in  the  end,  the  Conference 
may  not  suffer  too  much. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  Pastors'  School  was  not  held  at  Duke 
University,  on  account  of  crowded  conditions  due  to  the  military  units  at 
Duke.  The  school  was  held  at  Greensboro  College.  This  was  farther  away 
from  the  eastern  section  of  our  Conference,  but  we  had  a  very  good  represen- 
tation. Mrs.  Paul  Arrington  of  Mississippi,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  co-chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations  with  Mrs.  David  Jones  of 
Bennett  College  in  Greensboro,  taught  the  class  which  is  sponsored  by  the  two 
North  Carolina  Conferences. 

Six  of  our  seven  District  Secretaries  were  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Missions 
at  Lake  Junaluska  and  four  or  five  of  our  officers,  thus  receiving  inspiration  and 
instruction  which  have  meant  much  to  our  Conference  work  during  the  year. 
The  Retreat  led  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  our  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  and 
the  class  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  taught  by  Mrs.  B.  F. 
Boone  at  the  Conference  for  Christian  Workers,  both  held  at  Louisburg  College, 
were  rich  in  spiritual  values  and  in  practical  instruction. 

The  Educational  Seminars,  planned  very  carefully  by  the  educational  com- 
mittee, were  carried  by  a  well  prepared  group  of  women  to  the  seven  districts 
of  the  Conference.  In  several  districts  three  or  four  meetings  were  held,  thus 
reaching  the  women  in  every  part  of  the  district.  In  most  cases,  short  business 
sessions  of  zones  were  held  in  the  afternoon,  thus  giving  the  district  secretaries  a 
chance  to  talk  to  the  women  about  organization  work. 

At  the  Conference  session  in  Sanford  last  March  two  of  the  district  superin- 
tendents came  before   our  Executive    Committee   with   a   request   for   deaconesses 
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in  defense  areas.  It  was  considered  by  the  Administrative  and  Finance  Committee 
several  weeks  later  and  a  decision  was  made  to  ask  the  Conference  to  raise 
$2,500.00  over  and  above  the  pledge  to  help  finance  the  project  and  ask  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Downs  to  secure  deaconesses  for  us. 

Thus  came  about  the  most  outstanding  piece  of  work  accomplished  during 
1943,  the  coming  of  two  new  home  workers  to  our  Conference  to  begin  work 
among  Service  Men  and  Women  and  civilian  defense  workers  in  the  camp 
areas  of  the  eastern  section.  Miss  Margaret  Reeves  went  to  Elizabeth  City,  in 
October  and  Miss  Sarah  Kee  to  New  Bern,  November  1st.  Miss  Mary  Nichols 
has  been  in  Wilmington  doing  the  same  type  of  work  for  a  year  and  a  half. 
In  two  years  time  we  doubled  the  number  of  home  workers  in  North  Carolina 
Conference,  now  having  six. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Tittsworth  was  transferred  to  a  college  in  Mississippi  last 
September  and  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler  came  to  us  at  that  time  to  serve  as  Student 
Counsellor  at  East  Carolina  Teachers  College  at  Greenville,  N.  C. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Annual  Conference  a  Board  of  Deaconesses  was 
organized  according  to  the  instruction  of  the  Discipline. 

It  was  a  good  year  financially,  for  the  Conference.  We  made  our  pledge 
rather  fearfully,  knowing  that  the  Week  of  Prayer  offering  would  not  be 
included,  but  must  be  over  and  above,  according  to  the  ruling  of  the  Woman's 
Division.  There  were  increases  all  along  the  line.  The  pledge  was  overpaid  by 
$4,663.69.  The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  $6,618.00,  the  largest  amount  in 
many  years.  The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  pledged  $3,000.00  and  sent  in  $3,- 
353,000,  an  increase  of  $353.00.  The  Youth  Fund  amounted  to  $1,103.00,  and 
the  children  paid  $249.00.  The  total  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer  was 
$64,439.00  and  of  that  amount  $59,764.00  was  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  Woman's 
Division.  $49,614.00  was  spent  on  Christian  Social  Relation  and  Local  Church 
Activities  by  the  societies  in  the  Conference,  and  $3,763.00  was  spent  on  Supplies. 

We  are  grateful  for  these  gifts  and  for  the  loyalty  of  our  members.  We 
realize  that  many  individuals  made  a  sacrificial  offering.  However,  when  we 
face  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  living  has  risen  twenty-seven  per  cent  in  our 
own  United  States,  we  know  that  our  gifts  to  missions  have  not  gone  up  as  they 
should   have.    Many   of   us   are   still   making    our   offerings    on    a   pre-war   basis. 

It  does  not  seem  possible  that  nearly  four  years  have  passed  since  Union,  and 
the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  So  busy  have  been 
these  first  years  that  they  have  gone  by  as  if  on  wings. 

The  changes  have  been  gradual  and  almost  imperceptible.  Looking  back  over 
reports  of  1940,  we  realize  how  our  terminology  has  changed.  No  longer  do  we 
speak  of  Young  Women's  Circles,  because  we  have  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
The  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  and  Interest  Groups,  have  come  into  being  and 
instead  of  Baby  Specials,  we  have  our  work  with  the  Children  of  the  Church. 
Broader  and  bigger  than  in  the  past  is  the  work  with  children  and  young  people, 
because  it  is  carried  on  through  the  Church  School,  and  thus  reaches  a  much 
larger  number  than  the  small  groups  that  were  formed  in  the  past  by  Women's 
Organizations.  The  "Efficiencv  Aim,"  and  "Study'  Day,"  are  terms  of  the  past 
and  Seven  Keys  of  Progress  and  Educational  Seminars  bring  us  up  to  date. 
The  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  continues  to  grow  and  broaden  and 
is  finding-  new  avenues  of  service.  The  Methodist  Woman  has  been  added  to  our 
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publications  and  we  wonder  how  we  ever  got  along  without  this  useful, 
practical  magazine. 

Terms  may  change  and  methods  of  carrying  on  the  work,  but  the  spirit  of 
consecration  of  the  women  remains  the  same  and  the  Essential  Purposes  and  Goals 
are  unchangeable.  ' 

What  of  the  future?  As  we  face  a  new  quadrennium,  shall  we  not  plan  for 
bigger  and  better  organization?  The  Lord's  Song  in  Tomorrow's  World:  What 
a  challenge  to  us  today,  for  we  are  sowing  the  seed  now  that  -will  bring  forth 
the  harvest  tomorrow.  The  world  of  tomorrow  will  be  just  about  what  the 
people  of  today  wish  it  to  be. 

The  song  of  tomorrow,  if  it  is  the  Lord's  Song,  must  be  sung  by  all  people 
as  brothers.  There  must  be  no  race  prejudice  in  tomorrow's  World.  The  song 
if  it  is  the  Lord's  Song  it  must  be  a  harmonious  one  and  it  must  be  a  Song  of  Love 
— therefore  it  must  be  a  peaceful  world.  There  must  be  no  hate  in  tomorrow's 
world. 

Mrs.  Hillman,  in  her  message  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference,  last  week  in 
Raleigh  challenged  the  members  of  seventeen  Conferences  to  raise  a  million  dollars 
for  Missions  by  the  end  of  1944.  "Let  us  resolve,"  she  said,  "that  now  while  we 
are  young,  we  will  give  a  million  dollars  to  Missions.  Now,  while  we  are  young, 
we  will  bring  in  the  dav  of  brotherhood.  After  awhile  we  will  be  a  middle  aged 
organization  and  will  not  be  as  eager  to  venture." 

There  is  a  tragic  need  of  workers.  Hundreds  of  young  people  should  be  in 
training  now  to  be  ready  to  go  to  the  war-torn  contries  at  the  end  of  the  war. 
Many  mission  fields  are  still  open  and  calling  for  increased  numbers  of  workers. 

How  are  these  things  to  be  accomplished?  What  part  will  our  Conference 
have  in  the  making  of  a  World  of  Brotherhood,  a  peaceful  World,  a  joyous 
Christian   fellowship  around   the  World. 

First,  we  must  enlarge  the  number  of  people  who  believe  in  the  ideals  of 
Christian  Brotherhood.  Our  friends  and  neighbors,  who  do  not  feel  this  need  as 
keenly  as  we  do,  should  be  won  to  the  belief  in  a  Christian  World  Community. 
Thus  the  home  base  will  be  strengthened  and  a  Christian  America  will  be  built. 

Second,  we  must  continue  to  send  ambassadors  of  Christ  to  other  lands  to 
work  with  Christian  Nationals,  who  will  help  in  re-building  moral  and  spiritual 
values  as  well  as  repairing  material  structures. 

Third,  our  material  wealth  must  be  consecrated,  large  sums  of  money  will 
be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  results  we  desire.  Our  faith  and  hope  must  be 
strengthened  to  such  an  extent  that  we  shall  lose  our  fear  and  hesitation  of 
approaching  people  for  gifts  of  money.  "Such  as  I  have  give  I  unto  Thee." 
If  our  friends  have  money  then  ask  them  to  give  it  to  God. 

Fourth,  "Colonies  of  the  Kingdom."  Do  you  remember  that  name  for  our 
Spiritual  Life  Groups?  If  we  would  sing  the  Lord's  Song  we  must  be  persons 
with  deeper,  richer,  spiritual  resources  than  we  have  been  in  the  past.  Our  own 
lives  must  be  purified  and  filled  with  a  divine  compulsion — so  that  those  around 
us  will  see  Jesus  in  us. 
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Are  we  willing-  to  re-concecrate  our  lives  so  that  we  can  say  in  the  words 
of  the  poem : 

"O  the  bitter  shame  and  sorrow, 
That  a  time  could  ever  be 
When  I  let  the  Saviour's  Pity 
Plead  in  vain,  and  proudly  answered 
All  of  Self  and  None  of  Thee: 

Yet  He  found  me,  I  believe  in  Him 
Bleeding  on  the  accursed  tree 
Heard  Him  pray,  'Forgive  them  Father:' 
And  my  wistful  heart  said   faintly 
'Some  of  self  and  some  of  Thee.' 

Day  by  day  his  tender  mercy 
Healing,    helping-,    full   and    free, 
Sweet  and  strong  and  ah :  So  patient 
Brought  me  over  while  I  whispered 
'Less  of  Self  and  more  of  Thee.' 

Higher   than   the   highest  heaven, 
Deeper  than  the  deepest  sea, 
Lord  Thy  love  at  last  hath  conquered, 
Grant  me  now  my  supplication, 
'None  of  Self,  and  all  of  Thee'." 

This  is  my  last  message  to  you  as  your  President.  I  have  asked  that  my  name 
not  be  submitted  for   re-election  at  this   Conerence. 

The  three  years  of  service  in  this  capacity  have  been  filled  with  joy  because 
of  your  very  fine  co-operation  and  loyalty  and  because  of  the  presence  and 
guidance  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  walks  with  us  day  by  day. 

Fourteen  years  of  official  connection  with  North  Carolina  Conference, 
eleven  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  three  in  our  United- 
Church,  have  been  a  wonderful  privilege  and  I  thank  God  for  the  opportunities 
and  fellowship  I  have  enjoyed. 

May  He  guide  this  organization  in  the  coming  years  as  He  has  in  the  past.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  ORGANIZATION 
AND  PROMOTION 

For  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  W.S.C.S.  was  accomplished  under  diffi- 
culties due  to  war  conditions;  however,  we  not  only  held  the  lines,  but  pushed 
forward  in  places,  especially  in  finances.  Fewer  Zone  meetings  were  held,  and 
the  District  meetings  were  held  in  connection  with  those  of  the  District  Superin- 
tendents. The  effect  of  fewer  meetings  has  been  detrimental  to  the  promotion  of 
the  work,  but  the  District  Secretaries  and  other  officers  have  tried,  as  best  they 
could,  to  promote  the  work  under  the  existing  conditions.  Visits  to  local  Societies 
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have  been  made  whenever  possible,  numerous  personal  letters  and  cards  written 
to  the  various  officers,  and  quarterly  letters  of  interest  and  instruction  sent  to 
each  President.  If  these  letters  and  cards  were  read  to  the  Society,  and  the 
instructions  followed,  the  women  in  the  local  groups  would  do  better  work  and 
reporting.  As  of  the  previous  year,  we  joined  the  Mission  Board  of  the  men's 
Conference  in  holding  the  Set-Up  meetings  after  the  Annual  Conference.  We 
were  fortunate  to  have  our  Deaconesses,  Defense  and  Industrial  Workers  explain 
their  work  and  local  problems  in  these  meetings,  and  after  lunch  the  District 
Secretaries  called  the  women  apart  to  discuss  their  own  problems.  Mrs.  Chadwick 
and  I  have  sent  out  three  joint  letters  to  all  the  Societies,  officers  and  Zone  leaders 
regarding  specific  problems,  such  as  the  Chinese  Emergency  Fund,  the  need  of 
added  finances  in  the  Mission  Board  to  meet  increased  Mission  expenses,  etc. 
There  is  increasing  need  for  the  local  officers  to  be  alert  to  their  duties  in  the 
face  of  the  National  crisis,  and  the  fact  that  the  District  Secretaries  cannot  hold 
as  many  promotional  meeting,  or  make  as  many  personal  contacts.  The  lack  of 
prompt  reporting  has  been  an  increasing  hindrance  and  weakness  along  all  lines 
of  the  work. 

ORGANIZATION 

At  the  close  of  1943  there  were  507  Societies,  with  a  total  membership  of 
17,650,  which  includes  1,096  new  members  added  during  the  year.  There  are 
46  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  with  a  membership  of  1,288.  Four  new  Guilds  and 
2  1  new  Societies  were  added  last  year.  Inspite  of  these  new  members,  there  has 
been  a  decrease  in  the  membership,  and  only  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
Societies.  Many  Societies  have  had  to  revise  their  rolls,  for  some  of  the  Charter 
members  seem  to  have  fallen  by  the  wayside,  and  some  Societies  died  because  of 
lack  of  interest  and  active-  leadership.  This  is  a  problem  we  will  have  to  face 
this  year,  and  much  cultivation  needs  to  be  done.  Societies  near  the  Defense 
Areas  have  both  a  challenge   and  responsibility   to   the   enlarged   population. 

Durham  District  leads  with  the  largest  number  of  Societies — 8  3  in  all,  but 
New  Bern  District  has  the  largest  enrollment,  2,986;  and  Fayetteville  District 
had  the  largest  number  of  new  societies,  6.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  there  were 
5  unorganized  charges,  but  there  remains  many  unorganized  churches  throughout 
the  Conference.  By  the  close  cooperation  of  the  local  pastors,  District  Superin- 
tendents, District  Secretaries,  and  local  Societies,  we  hope  to  continue  work  on 
that  problem,  and  our  goal  is  30  new  Societies  this  year. 

YOUTH  AND  STUDENT  WORK 

One  department  has  had  a  change  of  name  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
Young  Woman's  and  Girls'  Work  is  now  Youth  Work,  for  it  includes  both 
boys  and  girls.  Mrs.  D.  L.  Fouts  reported  187  Secretaries  of  Youth  Work  and 
41  Interest  Groups  at  the  end  of  the  year.  She  has  done  faithful  pioneer  work 
in  developing  this  work,  and  much  is  being  done  with  our  Methodist  Young 
People,  but  as  yet,  it  is  not  as  inclusive  of  all  our  Youth  as  it  should  be.  Through 
the  Methodist  Fellowship,  we  have  the  opportunity  of  deepening  the  Spiritual 
life  of  our  boys  and  girls,  and  training  the  future  leadership  of  the  church. 

Interest  in  the  Student  Work  has  grown,  and  the  Methodist  women  have 
put  forth  a  greater  effort  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  students  both  at  home  and 
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away  from  home.  Student  Recognition  Days  have  been  observed  and  many 
Students  have  become  Associate  Members  in  the  churches  near  their  Colleges. 
College  groups  have  been  interested  in  sending  gifts  to  Japanese  Relocation 
Centers,  studying  "Six  Pillars  of  Peace,"  and  have  had  fellowship  with  Japanese- 
American  and  Chinese  students.  Our  students  in  Service  have  been  remembered  in 
many  ways.  Hundreds  of  copies  of  the  Upper  Room,  New  Testaments,  The 
Sanctuary,  The  Messenger,  Strength  for  Service  to  God  and  to  Country,  have 
been  sent  out;  gifts  sent,  and  numberless  letters  written  by  Pastors  and  Student 
Secretaries.  The  World  Outlook,  Motive,  and  other  literature  have  been  placed 
in   USO   reading   rooms  and   camps. 

SPIRITUAL  LIFE  AND  WEEK  OF  PRAYER 

There  were  reported  277  Spiritual  Life  Chairmen  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  chairmen,  with  varying  degrees  of  activity,  have  organized  local  groups, 
and  through  them,  seek  to  have  Spiritual  Colonies  in  their  church.  They  under- 
gird  their  church  and  Society  with  a  Spiritual  atmosphere,  and  enrich  the  lives 
of  those  participating.  The  reports  from  the  local  Societies  go  to  the  District 
Chairman,  and  she  in  turn  reports  to  the  Conference  Secretary. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  3  75  Societies,  with  a  contribution  of 
$6,618.17.  This  was  an  increase  over  the  previous  years  of  54  Societies  partici- 
pating, and  a  gain  of  $2,065.81.  Rocky  Mount  District  led  with  $1,326.31, 
and  Wilmington  was  second  with  $1,081.52. 

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary  has  ably  pioneered  this  work  and  there  are  now  46  Guilds  in 
the  Conference  with  a  membership  of  1,2  8  8,  and  Raleigh  District  led  with  13 
units,  and  a  membersship  of  465.  The  Business  and  Professional  Women  are 
actively  engaged  in  both  local  and  Missionary  enterprises,  and  last  year  con- 
tributed $3,353.23,  an  increase  of  $113.96. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE  AND  C.S.  R.  AND  L.C.A. 

The  department  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  did  exceptionally  good 
work  last  year.  In  the  fall,  Mrs.  Boone,  with  her  workers,  travelled  over  the 
Conference  and  held  1 6  Seminars.  The  fall  Study  was  stressed,  but  Mrs.  Cutchin 
also  presented  the  work  of  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  The  type  of  work  done  has 
improved  each  year,  arid  last  year  85  0  approved  study  classes  were  held,  and 
103  informal  classes. 

The  work  of  the  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  Department  is  going  forward,  both  in 
reporting,  informal  study,  and  local  activities.  Some  very  fine  work  has  been 
accomplished  in  the  area  of  race  relations,  and  cooperation  with  local  organiza- 
tions such  as  OPx'l,  Red  Cross,  Home  Demonstration  Clubs,  P.-T.  A.,  Allied 
Church  League  for  the  Abolition  of  Beverage  Alcohol,  Women's  Clubs,  Welfare 
Departments,  and  Health  Clinics.  This  Department  is  trying  to  create  in  the 
women  a  desire  to  make  Christianity  active  in  every  day  life,  and  together  with 
the  Study  Department,  to  develop  a  world-wide  vision,  and  Christian  citizenship. 
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CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work  cooperate  closely  with  the  Church  School 
in  the  Missionary  education  of  our  children.  In  addition  to  the  teaching  in  the 
regular  school  periods,  a  large  number  of  schools  held  additional  sessions  for 
special  Missionary  training.  Also,  a  large  number  of  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools 
were  held,  and  in  all,  not  only  World  needs,  but  World  Brotherhood  and 
Christian  citizenship  were  stressed.  Some  groups  have  actively  participated  in 
sending  gifts  to  Japanese  Relocation  Centers,  making  scrap  books  for  the  hospital, 
taking  fruit  to  County  Home  and  hospital,  making  a  bird's  Christmas  tree  with 
edible  decorations,  and  contributed  clothes  to  children  in  war  torn  areas. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  supplement  each  other,  and 
are  valuable  as  sources  of  information  and  inspiration.  They  are  essential  to  the 
work  of  any  well  informed  Society,  and  a  goal  has  been  set  for  each  officer  of 
the  local  Society  to  be  a  subscriber  to  these  magazines,  but  so  far,  it  has  not 
been  reached.  Their  value  should  be  stressed  continually  before  the  women;  and 
the  program  chairman  of  the  Circles  and  General  Meetings,  and  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  should  find  them  valuable  sources  of  material  for  their  meetings. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  reported  2,729  subscribers  to  The  Methodist 
Woman,  and  2,181  to  The  World  Outlook,  which  was  a  slight  increase  over 
the  previous  year. 

HONORARY  MEMBERSHIPS 

At  our  last  Conference  the  following  were  honored  by  being  made  Life 
Patrons:  Mrs.  B.  B.  Adams,  Miss  Florine  Robertson,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Mrs. 
Gertie  Matthews,  and  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood.  During  the  year  110  Adults  and 
155  Babies  were  made  Life  Members,  2  Honorary  Juniors.  1  Honorary  Youth, 
and  I  Memorial  were  given.  Wilmington  District  led  in  bestowing  this  honor, 
and  has  a  total  of  3  2  Baby  and  26  Adult  Life  Memberships;  but  it  surpassed 
Rocky  Mount  District  by  only  1  Baby  Life  Membership. 

KEYS  OF  PROGRESS 

A  total  of  76  Societies  achieved  all  the  Keys  of  Progress,  and  240  achieved 
in  part.  Rocky  Mount  District  led  with  17  Societies  receiving  all  the  Keys,  and 
49  in  part,  but  Durham  District  followed  closely  with  17  achieving  all,  and 
42  in  part.  These  figures  indicate  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Societies  doing 
well  rounded  work,  and  using  the  "Keys,,  as  a  chart  to  guide  their  course.  This 
year  the  chart  will  be  called  "Singing  and  Serving,"  (see  December  issue  of 
The  Methodist  Woman)  with  8  goals,  and  it  is  hoped  every  Society  will  use 
them  as  a  chart  to  guide  their  work. 

SUPPLIES  AND  FINANCE 

During  the"  past  year  $3,763.78  was  contributed  through  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment— an  increase  of  $3,019.86  over  the  previous  year.  The  largest  contribution 
$2,3  3  3.19,  was  given  to  the  Chinese  Emergency  Fund,  and  the  second  largest 
$25.84,  to  the  Chinese  Relief.  Other  contributions  were  sent  to  the  Wesley  House, 
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Fort  Worth,  Texas;  Paine  College;  Bethlehem  Center,  Winston-Salem;  Bennett 
College;  Student  Center,  Greenville;  Industrial  Work,  East  Laurinburg;  Rural 
Work,  Goldsboro ;  Defense  Areas  in  North  Carolina,  and  to  the  work  in  Latin- 
America  and  Africa.  Some  money  was  undirected,  and  used  where  most  needed. 
We  are  very  happy  over  our  finances,  for  despite  war  conditions,  there  has  been 
a  continued  increase.  A  total  of  $59,764.80  was  contributed  by  the  W.S.C.S. — 
an  increase  of  $3,051.79  over  the  previous  year;  $3,353.23  by  the  Wesleyan  Guild, 
an  increase  of  $113.96;  $49,614.75  for  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.,  an  increase  of  $1,- 
239.60;  for  Methodist  Youth  $1,103.80,  and  $249.78  from  additional  sessions  of 
children.  Every  District  over-paid  its  pledge  despite  the  fact  that  the  Week  of 
Prayer  money  was  not  counted  on  the  pledge.  Durham  District  led  with  a  con- 
tribution to  Missions  of  $1  1,299.75,  and  Rocky  Mount  followed  with  $10,502.28; 
Raleigh  with  $10,314.76;  Fayetteville  with  $9,702.38;  New  Bern  with  $8,760.51; 
Wilmington  $7,488.77;  and  Elizabeth  City  with  $6,077.39.  Some  of  the  more 
rural  Districts  had  a  larger  per  capita  giving,  though  their  total  amounts  were 
smaller. 

A  GIFT 

An  unexpected  and  much  appreciated  gift  of  $7,500.00  was  made  to  our 
Conference  by  Mr.  Harvey  Evans,  who  represented  the  Waverly  Mills  of  East 
Laurinburg.  The  mill  owners  had  been  much  impressed  by  the  work  of  Miss 
Priscilla  Steger,  and  made  this  gift  in  appreciation  for  what  had  been  done  in 
their  mill  village.  This  money  will  be  used  to  promote  the  work  there  in  East 
Laurinburg  and  pay  Miss  Steger's  salary.  Already,  $300.00  has  been  appropriated 
to  buy  new  books  for  the  library,  and  the  local  committee  is  now  working  on  plans 
for  additional  work  in  the  village.  The  Conference  is  very  grateful  for  this  gift, 
and  will  endeavor  to  use  it  to  the  best  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

DEACONESS  WORK 

At  present,  we  have  six  workers  in  our  Conference,  four  of  whom  are 
Deaconesses,  one  Rural  Worker,  and  one  Industrial  Worker.  There  is  a  pressing 
need  for  another  Rural  and  Industrial  Deaconess,  and  if  the  money  were  avail- 
able, we  could  use  several  workers  to  good  advantage.  Miss  Ruth  Brooks  is 
combining  Rural  work  with  Defense  work  on  the  Goldsboro  Circuit,  and  is 
centering  most  of  her  activities  at  Adamsville,  just  outside  of  Goldsboro.  Miss 
Priscilla  Steger  is  the  Industrial  worker  at  East  Laurinburg,  and  Miss  Mamiej 
Chandler  is  the  new  Deaconess  at  the  Student  Center  in  Greenville.  Miss  Sara 
Kee  is  the  new  Deaconess  at  New  Bern,  and  works  the  Cherry  Point  and 
New  Bern  areas;  Miss  Margaret  Reeves  is  the  new  Deaconess  at  Elizabeth  City, 
and  works  under  the  direction  of  the  District  Superintendent,  Rev  W.  L.  Clegg. 
Miss  Mary  Nichols  is  the  Deaconess  in  the  Defense  Area  of  Wilmington  and 
confines  most  of  her  activities  in  the  Moffitt  Village  section.  These  women  are 
untiring  in  their  efforts  to  make  their  services  count  for  those  whom  they  serve, 
and  are  helping  to  meet  a  real  need  in  the  communities  where  they  are. 
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CONCLUSION 

World  conditions  continue  to  present  problems  and  opportunities  of  service 
to  our  work.  While  our  women  need  to  serve  their  local  communities,  they  need 
to  cultivate  a  world  imagination,  and  a  world-wide  Missionary  passion.  If  we 
are  to  have  a  New  World  Order,  it  must  come  first  in  our  own  hearts.  We  are 
asked  to  help  in  the  Crusade  for  this  New  World  Order,  and  to  work  for  a 
lasting  and  durable  peace.  It  calls  for  a  personal  examination — are  we  big 
enough  for  World-wide  brotherhood,  based  on  Christian  good  will  to  all  men? 
It  also  calls  for  courage  and  faith,  and  a  rededication  of  our  lives  and  activities 
to   the   principals   of   Christian   living.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  JURISDICTION 
CONFERENCE,  FEBRUARY  22-24,  1944 

The  Fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  W.S.C.S.,  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  was 
held  at  Edenton  Street  Methodist  Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  February  22-24,  1944. 
The  theme:  "Thy  Kingdom  Come,"  ran  through  the  program  like  a  silver 
thread  from  the  opening  session  until  the  closing  prayer.  The  Planning  Com- 
mittees met  Thursday  afternoon,  and  the  women  attended  the  committee  in 
which  they  were  most  interested. 

At  the  Tuesday  evening  session,  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  Executive 
Secretary  of  China,  Central  Africa,  and  South  Africa,  gave  an  address  on 
"World  Christianity  Today  and  Tomorrow."  She  said  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  now  established  around  the  world,  and  in  every  country  except  Tibet  and 
Afghanistan. Though  it  is  a  minority  group,  its  influence  is  greater  than  its 
numbers.  In  China,  1  out  of  6  Government  leaders  are  Christian,  and  1  out  of 
2  in  "Who's  Who"  are  Christians.  After  invasion,  20  nations  throughout  the 
world  sent   money   that  the   churches   might  stay   open.   As   evidence   of   brother- 
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hood  in  China,  they  have  asked  for  a  special  Missionary  project  in  India.  The 
church  can  exert  its  influence  for  enduring  peace  by  registering-  its  principles, 
and  being  consciousness  of  the  world.  She  spoke  of  the  danger  of  a  superiority 
complex  on  our  part,  and  said  we  need  a  new  realization  of  our  relationship  to 
God.  When  the  church  can  see  all  people  as  the  children  of  God,  we  will  be 
ready  to  help  build  a  World  Order. 

Various  reports  were  given  Wednesday  morning,  but  the  high  light  of  all 
\^as  the  President's  message.  She  said  with  a  membership  of  221,000,  "A 
strongly  united  membership  of  that  size  could  wipe  out  race  prejudice,  outlaw 
alcoholism,  and  eradicate  juvenile  delinquency  from  the. nine  Southern  states  we 
represent.  We  need  to  arouse  the  women  of  our  organization  to  the  potentialities 
of  our  strength  numerically,  financially,  and  spiritually.  The  newness  of  out- 
organization  should  challenge  us  to  adventure,  to  pioneering,  to  service.  Chris- 
tian women  cannot  ignore  the  increase  in  juvenile  delinquency  in  the  nation, 
family  life  must  be  given  a  larger  place  in  our  thinking  and  planning,  and 
every  woman  who  is  not  dependent  on  her  job,  should  be  encouraged  to  return 
to  her  family."  She  spoke  of  the  need  of  seeking  out  the  youth  in  the  local 
churches,  Youth  Assemblies,  and  colleges  to  interest  them  in,  and  to  train  for, 
the  Missionary  enterprise  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  help  supply  workers  needed 
for  this  service. 

Mrs.  C.  O.  Hinton,  the  Treasurer,  said  that  the  Week  of  Prayer  offering 
amounted  to  $82,740.41,  that  we  sent  to  the  Division  Treasurer  $782,344.05,  and 
spent  $644,744.0  1  for  C.S.L  and  L.C.A.  There  are  6,450  Societies,  786  W.  S. 
Guilds,  and  3  75  unorganized  charges  in  the  Jurisdiction.  3,468  Spiritual  Life 
Chairmen  were  reported,  5,42  1  approved  Study  Classes  held,  and  732  Societies 
achieved  all  the  Keys  to  Progress.  The  pledge  for  the  year  was  $66,918 — an 
increase  of  $39,403  over  1943.  The  N.  C.  Conference  pledged  $46,200,  an 
increase   of   $2,900   over  the  previous  year. 

Dr.  Hornell  Hart  of  Duke  University  conducted  the  noon  day  devotionals, 
and  his  first  theme  was:  "Thy  Kingdom — in  a  Shattered  World,"  and  for 
the  second  day,  "Thy  Kingdom — Growing  Now."  He  said:  "A  war  torn 
world  is  not  just  a  world  disrupted  economically,  it  is  also  a  world  disrupted 
spiritually.  It  is  a  world  filled  with  suffering,  but  a  suffering  that  is  meaningful, 
for  through  it  we  learn  of  God.  Suffering  is  an  awakening,  an  awakening  to  the 
true  values  of  life.  Suffering  is  power,  for  suffering  actually  increases  our 
nerve  and  physical  energy.  Suffering  is  the  gateway  to  new  spiritual  gowth. 
The  essence  of  this  growth  depends  upon  our  learning  the  skills  of  the  spirit, 
the  principles  of   discipline,   that  we   may   hear  the  voice  of  God." 

The  Wednesday  afternoon  session  was  largely  given  over  to  the  C.S.R.  and 
L.C.A.,  with  Mrs.  M.  E.  Tilley,  presiding.  Two  fraterual  delegates  gave  their 
messages,  and  then  Dr.  Rufus  Clement,  president  of  Atlanta  University,  gave 
the  address  on  "Race  Relations — Economic  Status  of  the  Negro."  He  said:  "The 
only  real  demand  the  negro  makes  of  American  democracy  is  that  he  be  given 
equality  of  opportunity  in  the  matter  of  jobs — that  he  be  given  an  equal  chance 
to  work  and  earn  a  living.  Even  today,  when  America  is  simultaneously  in  the 
midst  of  a  terrible  war  and  an  acute  man  power  shortage,  the  negro  finds  it 
difficult  to  find  a  job  on  account  of  his  color.  Enlightened  self  interest  should  call 
for    the   employment    of    all    workers,    at    the    highest    wage    industry    can    afford 
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to  pay.  Unless  we  give  the  Negro  portion  of  the  popolation  a  chance  to  earn  a 
decent  living,  we  are  likely  to  find  that  we  have  depressed  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  entire  population,  and  thus  allowed  our  racial  prejudice  to  under- 
mine the  economic  structure  of  the  country.  The  Negro  has  decided  that  democracy 
is  a  good  thing,  but  he  has  also  decided  that  it  is  a  good  thing  for  all  people. 
Consequently,  the  Negro  wants  equal  opportunity  for  jobs,  justice  in  the  courts, 
the  ballot,  and  the  doing  away  with  discriminations.  Actually,  the  problems  seems 
to  come  to  this:  Does  America  really  believe  in  the  American  Creed?  If  America 
does  not  settle  the  question  of  race  relationship  in  conformity  with  the  high 
ideals  of  a  Christian  and  a  democratic  nation,  it  shall  forfeit  its  right  to  world 
leadership,  and  eventually  it  will  be  neither  Christian  nor  democratic.  The 
Negro  population  in  America  has  every  expectation  that  the  sane  Christian  people 
of  this  country  will  never  permit  the  heathen  Fascists  to  dictate  its  social  or 
economical  program." 

There  were  two  addresses  on  Wednesday  night,  one  by  Dr.  Hilda  Ives  on 
"A  Christian  Rural  Civilization,  the  Foundation  of  Enduring  Peace,"  and 
Miss  Louise  Robinson  spoke  on,  "Christian  Witnessing  in  China."  Dr.  Ives  said, 
"The  rural  churches  cannot  reach  the  farm  families  in  the  more  isolated  areas  if 
they  continue  to  dissipate  their  leadership  and  their  funds  by  competitive  work. 
'Over-churched  villages' — villages  where  there  are  neither  enough  people  nor 
resources  for  more  than  one  strong  church,  are  a  disgrace  to  the  church.  The 
church  must  become  united.  In  most  parts  of  the  U.  S.  the  rural  church  is  taking 
the  lead  in  furnishing  proof  that  men  and  women  of  different  view  points  and 
methods  can.  unite  in  trusting,  courteous  fellowship  to  serve  mankind.  A  united 
Protestant  church  alone  can  speak  with  sincerity  and  truth  and  lead  the  way 
to  National  unity  and  a  world  federation  of  Nations." 

Miss  Robinson  said,  "If  every  brick  of  every  church,  University,  school  and 
hospital  should  be  destroyed,  faith — the  essential  of  Christian  enterprise,  would 
still  remain.  In  spite  of  persecution,  hunger  and  death,  the  Christians  of  China 
go  on.  For,  through  faith,  the  weak  have  become  strong,  the  faint  hearted  have 
become  filled  with  courage,  and  the  mediocre  have  been  touched  with  Divine  fire. 
Strengthened  by  faith,  the  Chinese  Christians  have  become  Christian  personalities 
of  the  first  order."  Miss  Robinson  was  one  of  a  group  who  just  returned  from 
China  on  the  Gripsholm. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  various  departments  gave  their  reports  and  read  their 
recommendations  for  the  coming  year's  work.  Representatives  from  Home 
Workers  gave  messages,  all  of  which  were  good,  and  we  were  especially  interested 
to  hear  about  the  Japanese  Relocation  Center.  Four  Missionaries  who  returned 
home  on  the  Gripsholm  from  China,  spoke  Thursday  afternoon,  and  they  were 
unanimous  in  their  desire  to  return  to  China  at  the  end  of  the  war,  and  firm 
in  their  conviction  that  war  has  strengthened,  rather  than  diminished,  the  church 
in  China. 

Two  important  resolutions  were  introduced  and  passed:  one  to  give  full 
clergy  rights  for  God-called  and  prepared  women  as  a  means  of  filling  minis- 
terial vacancies  caused  by  the  war;  and  the  second  was  introduced  by  the 
C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  Committee  in  regard  to  domestic  service.  It  requested  the 
agencies    of    the    Federal    Government    interested    in    the    problems    of    domestic 
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service  to  initiate   guidance  and  plans  for  improving  work  relationships  in  the 
field  of  domestic  service. 

After  the  pledge  service  Thursday  afternoon,  the  meeting  closed  with  a 
fellowship  of  prayer,  climaxed  with  the  lovely  devotional  solo,  "The  Lord's 
Prayer,"  by  Malotte  sung  by  Miss  Ruth  Kutschinski,  and  the  benediction  by  Rev. 
A.  J.  Hobbs,  pastor  of  the  church. 

Then  the  delegates  and  friends  visited  the  Governor's  Mansion  where  Mrs. 
Broughton  held  "Open  House,"  and  all  enjoyed  a  lovely  social  hour  together.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY 
EDUCATION 

In  the  Educational  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  one 
of  the  aims  is  to  create  and  develop  wholly  Christian  attitudes  toward  all  peoples 
and  to  motivate  and  produce  Christian  fellowship  in  service  in  all  areas  of  life. 
Much  of  this  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  through  the  Department  of 
Missionary  Education,  using  various  educational  means,  among  them:  approved 
study  courses  in  regularly  formed  classes,  informal  studies  in  the  different  areas 
of  interest  and  action  of  the  Society,  the  use  of  Missionary  Libraries  and  through 
Reading  Circles. 

The  study  courses  which  achieve  far-reaching  results  for  the  world-wide 
missionary  enterprise  have  been  exceedingly  challenging.  Reports  of  these  classes 
have  been  enthusiastic  and  show  that  Christian  attitudes  are  being  created  and 
developed.  We  are  realizing  that  the  problems  which  confront  Americans  as 
individuals  demand  clearer  thinking.  We  are  citizens  of  one  world.  The 
program  of  study  and  action  presents  a  new  challenge  to  learning  and  living  the 
Christian  way  of  life. 

In  1943  there  were  850  Study  Classes  held  with  13,577  members.  This 
increase  of  50  classes  is  very  encouraging.  From  our  507  Societies,  922  reports 
were  received,  showing  that  322  Societies  held  from  one  to  four  classes.  There 
were  81  Reading  Circles  and  146  Missionary  Libraries  reported.  Of  the  850 
classes,  213  were  joint  classes  held  in  cooperation  with  the  pastor  in  the  Church 
School  of  Missions.  The  number  attending  schools  and  seminars  totals  1,5  30  and 
is  an  indication  of  increasing  interest. 

Our  Conference  standing  in  the  Jurisdictional  is  higher  than  it  has  ever 
been.  We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  North  Carolina  Conference  led  the 
Southeaster  Jurisdiction  last  year  in  the  largest  increase  in  Study  Classes.  We 
were  one  of  four  Conferences  having  made  increases  in  the  number  of  Study 
Classes  and  members  attending.  Our  Conference  stands  first  in  number  of 
Missionary  Libraries,  second  in  number  of  Study  Classes,  second  in"  number 
attending  schools  and  seminars,  third  in  number  of  class  members,  fourth  in 
rujmber  of  Reading  Circles  and  sixth  in  number  of  Special  Jurisdiction  Recog- 
nition  Classes. 

These  achievements  are  results  of  much  cultivation  and  excellent  work  done 
by  many  people,  particularly  the  efficient  District  Secretaries  and  Secretaries 
of  Missionary  Education  in  the  local  Societies.  They  have  faithfully  promoted 
this  phase  of  work,  cooperating  with  the  Conference  committee  on  Study  and 
Action  in  every  possible  way. 

Rocky  Mount  District  did  the  most  outstanding  work  last  year,  leading 
in  the  number  of  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  Classes,  Reading  Circles  and 
Missionary  Libraries.  Wilmington  District  leads  in  the  number  of  study  classes 
and  Durham  District  leads  in  class  members. 

The  best  study  work  is  usually  done  in  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition 
Classes,  where  the  group  is  prepared  to  do  this  high  type  of  work.  This  was 
especially  emphasized  last  year.  Let  us  keep  our  standards  high  and  do  the 
sort  of  study  that  will  result  in  action.   Study  the   requirements   of  a  class   for

A  large  number  of  our  women  attended  the  class  on  "The  Church  and 
America's  Peoples,"  taught  by  Mrs.  Paul  Arrington  at  Pastors'  School.  It  was 
my  privilege  to  study  with  this  group.  The  value  of  these  Classes  cannot  be 
over  estimated. 

The  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  held  at  Lake 
Junaluska  was  also  well  attended  by  our  leaders.  Your  Conference  Committee 
on  Study  and  Action  participated  in  the  special  project  suggested  by  the  Juris- 
diction Committee  on  Study  and  Action.  We  received  new  information  and  felt 
greatly  strengthened  for  our  several  tasks  after  these  enriching  experiences  and 
special  study. 

Sixteen  Educational  Seminars  were  held  last  fall  under  the  direction  of  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  in  cooperation  with  the  seven 
District  Secretaries,  and  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  assisted  by  other  Con- 
ference and  District  leaders.  The  splendid  attendance,  the  enthusiastic  response  9nd 
genuine  interest  shown,  made  us  feel  that  this  period  of  intense  cultivation  was 
well  worth  the  time  and  strength  put  into  the  preparation  for  the  seminars. 
As  one  member  of  the  committee,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  each 
person   who   helped   to   make   these   meetings  worth   while.   Among  those   taking 

part  in  one  or  more  seminars  were:  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lamb,  members  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  Study  and  Action,  and  Mrs. 
Dwight  L.  Fouts,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Ormond, 
Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Jerome,  Mrs.  Elmer  D.  Weathers,  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Chadwick,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Mrs  R.  B.  Hooker,  Mrs.  Glenn  Penleton,  Mrs. 
Fred  L.  Johnson,  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith,  and  Mrs.  Dan  Lawrence. 

The  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  which  was  given  to  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  in  192  8  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  of  Rockingham 
continues  to  stimulate  interest  in  Study.  It  is  presented  each  year  to  the  District 
having  the  highest  percentage  of  Societies  reporting  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education,  three  approved  courses  of  study.     This  beautiful  Jewel

with  its  symbols  of  growth,  light,  wisdom  and  truth  serves  its  purpose  well, 
encouraging  prompt  and  accurate  reporting.  For  the  past  two  years  it  has  been 
awarded  to  the  Wilmington  District.  This  year  it  goes  again  to  the  Wilmington 
District,  which  leads  with  the  highest  percentage  any  District  has  ever  had 
78%  of  its  Societies  have  reported  three  or  more  approved  study  classes.  To  the 
faithful  and  efficient  District  Secretary,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  whose  untiring 
efforts  have  brought  the  Wilmington  District  up  to  this  high  average,  goes  honor 
and  praise.  Rocky  Mount  District  stands  second  with  58%  and  Mrs.  Fred  L. 
Johnson  the  fine  and  efficient  Secretary  of  this  District  also  deserves  much 
praise  for  her  good  work  in  leading  Rocky  Mount  District  to  the  front.  Theirs 
is  the  best  all-round  record  in  this  department.  The  same  can  be  said  for 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Secretary  of  the  Durham  District  with  53%  of  its  Societies 
having  three  approved  classes.  Mrs.  Borland  taught  a  number  of  classes  in  her 
District,  many  of  them  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes,  as  did  the  other 
District  Secretaries.  New  Bern  District  had  3  3%  of  its  Societies  reporting  three 
approved  studies;  Raleigh  District  30%,  Elizabeth  City  District  24%  and 
Fayetteville  District  24%. 

If  our  studies  are  developing  a  deep  sense  of  brothehood,  if  Christian  atti- 
tudes are  being  formed  regarding  minority  groups,  equal  opportunities  for  all 
citizens,  just  wages,  a  just  and  durable  peace,  they  are  worth  all  the  time  and 
energy  put  into  them  and  more.  In  this  time  of  great  crisis  we  must  be  pre- 
pared to  help  build  tomorrow's  new  world.  This  preparation  requires  infor- 
mation and  I  believe  the  women  of  our  church  want  to  do  their  best  at  this 
task  of  getting  ready  to  serve.

PLANS  FOR  STUDY  CLASSES  RECEIVING 
SPECIAL  RECOGNITION 

I.  The  Textbook  used  in  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from  the  list 
recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service 
for  the  current  year. 

II.  Supplementary  Material  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class  to  enrich 
the  study  of  the  text. 

III.  Number  of  class  sessions  shall  be  at  least  four.  No  two  sessions  shall 
be  on  the  same  day. 

IV.  Length  of  a  class  session  shall  be  at  least  one  hour  for  a  six  session 
class  and  one  hour  and  a  half  for  a  four-session  class,  with  a  minimum  of  cix 
hours  for  any  course. 

V.  An  average  of  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the  class 
sessions. 

VI.  One  to  eight  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  sudy,  but  a  four  to  six  weeks' 
study  is  highly  desirable. 

VII.  Students  must  read  the  approved  text,  make  outside  preparation  and 
participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments  shall  be  given  each 
member  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may  be  reading  from  supplementary 
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materials,  research,  co-operative  activities,  etc.,  that  require  additional  outside 
preparation.  This  and  some  results  of  the  study  may  be  reported  an  an  additionl 
sheet. 

VIII.  The  discussion  method  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommeded  as  most 
successful  in  stimulating'  group  study  and  participation.  The  lecture  method 
alone  is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of  methods  may  be  desirable.  (See  free  leaflet: 
Ways  of  Conducting  Successful  Study  Classes.) 

IX.  The  teacher  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the  task, 
by  sufficient  educational  background  and  by  a  willingness  to  use  every  opportunity 
for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher,  such  as  Special  Study  and 
Preparation,  or  attending  Educational  Conferences,  Pastors'  Schools,  Leadership 
Schools,   Training  Courses,  Schools  of  Missions  or  Education  Seminars. 

X.  A  Report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  on  the  blank  furnished  by  her.  She  shall 
examine  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall  report  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  who  will  issue  a  recognition 
card  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard.  Recognition  cards  will  be  rent 
by  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service. 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE  AND 
PUBLICATIONS 

and 

EDITOR  OF  THE  ADVOCATE  PAGE 

Since  the  1943  Annual  Meeting,  when  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Literature 
and  Secretary  of  Publications  and  Publicity  were  combined,  approximately  4,000 
pieces  of  literature  have  been  mailed  by  this  Secretary  to  Societies  throughout  the 
Conference,  By  action  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  in  session  in 
Raleigh  on  January  2  6-2  7,  1944,  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications  will  henceforth  mail  onlv  the  Conference  Journals,  the  Week  of 
Prayer  program  material,  any  other  literature  which  local  Societies  receive  free 
and  needful  literature  for  new  Societies.  She  is  hopeful,  however,  that  Societies 
facing  problems  in  any  line  of  work  which  she  may  be  able  to  aid  by  sending 
free  literature  and  suggestions,  will  write  her  for  information,  which  will  be 
cheerfully  given.  We  urge  that  all  orders  for  literature  be  mailed  to  Literature 
Headquarters  well  in  advance  of  the  time  when  it  shall  be  needed. 

THE  METHODIST  WOMAN  AND  WORLD  OUTLOOK 

Immediately  following  the  annual  session  in  Sanford  last  year,  a  letter 
containing  practical  suggestions  and  the  recommendations  adopted  at  the  annual 
meeting  was  mailed  to  each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
Conference.  Prior  to  the  end  of  each  quarter  thereafter  cards  with  reminders 
of  the  goals  for  Literature  and  Publications  and  the  time  for  reporting,  were 
likewise  mailed  to  each  Society.  Despite  this  earnest  effort  to  boost  subscriptions 
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and  increase  reporting-,  which  effort  was  not  wholly  in  vain,  all  too  many 
Societies  failed  to  increase  subscriptions  and  all  too  many  failed  to  report  this 
line  of  work  during  1943.  We  are  hopeful  for  a  marked  improvement  in  this 
deplorable  situation  during-  1944.  (We  refer  to  the  statistical  report  on 
another  page  for  figures  concerning  the  1943  status  of  Literature  and  Publication 
work.) 

ADVOCATE  PAGE  AND   OTHER  PUBLICITY 

Increasingly  is  the  power  of  the  printed  word  being  felt  throughout  the 
world,  therefore,  it  is  with  a  thankful  heart  that  we  have  used  the  opportunities 
afforded  by  means  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page  in  The 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  the  secular  press  to  disseminate  missionary 
news.  Each  week  "copy"  for  the  Woman's  Page  has  been  dropped  in  the  mail  box 
with  a  hope  and  a  prayer  that  it  may  be  a  spiritual  blessing  and  a  practical  help 
to  its.  readers.  We  are  deeply  appreciative  of  the  news  stories  of  accomplish- 
ments which  have  been  sent  to  the  editor  by  some  of  the  Conference  Officers, 
District  Secretaries,  ministers,  members  of  local  Societies  and  others.  We  are 
hopeful  that  this  practice  will  continue  on  a  larger  scale. 

Last  summer  it  was  again  the  high  privilege  and  happy  experience  of  this 
editor  to  attend  the  School  of  Missions  and  Missionary  Conference  at  Lake 
Junaluska.  In  sharing  many  of  these  experiences  with  readers  of  the  Woman's 
Page,  it  has  been  the  desire  that  these  readers  might  catch  something  of  the 
significance  of  this  momentous  annual  event. 

This  report  would  indeed  be  lacking  in  its  sense  of  values  were  we  to  omit 
an  expression  of  keen  appreciation  for  the  continued  service  rendered  the 
Conference  and  the  missionary  cause  at  large  by  the  Rev.  Allyn  P.  Robinson, 
Jr.,  Pastor  United  Church  in  Raleigh.  In  his  weekly  broadcasts  of  "The 
Churches  Make  News,"  over  Radio  Station  W.P.T.F.,  and  in  his  weekly  church 
news  bulletin,  both  of  which  are  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robinson  has  been  and  continues  to  be  both  cheerful 
and  generous  in  propagating  news  of  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  The  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  The  Woman's  Divi- 
sion of  Christian  Service  and  the  Missionary  Enterprise  of  the  Methodist  Church 
at  large.  Such  publicity  must  needs  be  a  stimulus  to  thought  and  action  for  the 
missionary  cause. 

CONCLUSION 

In  her  annual  report  to  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  in  session  in  Raleigh 
on  February  22-24,  1944,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Turpin,  Jurisdictional  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications,  said  in  part:  "We  seek  through  our  office  to  become 
what  was  manifestly  intended,  namely,  a  public  relations  service  designed  to 
strengthen  the  Woman's  organization  in  every  part."  The  awareness  of  the  very 
close  relationship  of  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publication  with  EVERY 
line  of  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  therefore,  magnifies 
her  office  to  one  of  inestimable  importance.  She  is,  by  virtue  of  her  office,  a 
member  of  the  Program  Committee  of  the  local  Society  and  as  such,  can  greatly 
strengthen  the  work  of  this  Committee  and  the  Society  as  a  whole. 

And  so,  as  this  humble  Secretary  renews  her  vows  of  consecration  to  the 
duties  and  privilege  of  this  task,  may  each  Secretary  of  this  office  in  each  local 
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Society  likewise  resolve  to  give  her  best  efforts  to  seeing  to  it  that,  through 
circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman,  World  Outlook  and  all  other  avail- 
able literature  prepared  for  the  promotion  of  Woman's  Work,  the  women  of 
her  Society  are  better  informed,  more  interested  and  more  effective  in  making 
"The  Lord's  Song  in  a  Strange  Land,"  an  instrumentality  for  bringing  Christ 
to  all  nations.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

All  the  gains  made  in  this  department  during  the  past  year  may  not  be 
found  in  the  statistical  report,  even  though  some  progress  may  be  noted  there. 
To  me,  the  greatest  dividends  are  derived  from  the  intangible  things,  which  may 
be  likened  to  leaven,  silently  changing  human  beings  and  aiding  in  establishing 
Christianity  in  its  full  sense.  Among  these  I  might  mention  the  changing  of 
attitudes,  lessening  of  prejudices,  efforts  to  make  our  homes  more  nearly  Chris- 
tian, as  well  as  endeavor  to  promote  education  and  action  which  will  improve 
economic  standards  and  provide  the  abundant  life  for  all.  I  feel  that  advance- 
ment has  come  along  all  these  lines. 

Through  quarterly  letters  I  have  tried  to  hold  up  the  ideals  of  Christian 
relations  as  they  affect  the  whole  life.  Firmly  confident  that  we  yet  lack  the 
fulfillment  of  the  Great  Commandment,  "To  love  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
mind,  soul  and  strength,  and  thy  neighbor  as  thy  self."  I  have  suggested  infor- 
mal study  as  an  effective  means  of  personal  growth;  and  from  reports  received 
I  conclude  we  are  going  forward.  In  spite  of  the  overwhelming  complexity  of 
the  work  of  this  great  field,  it  is  truly  for  all  of  life ;  thus  has  your  Secretary 
tried  to  interpret  it.  Special  letters  were  sent  out  in  May,  and  again  in  December, 
urging  local  Societies  to  try  to  save  the  FSA  with  supervisory  aid;  the  response 
was  most  gratifying,  and  we  have  been  assured  that  what  remains  of  the  the 
FSA  may  be  credited  to  the  efforts  of  Methodist  women  of  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction,  among  whom  we  are  numbered. 

Again  it  was  my  happy  privilege  to  attend  the  Carolina  Institute  of  Inter- 
national Relations  at  Woman's  College,  Greensboro,  and  the  Seminar  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  at  Lake  Junaluska.  Without  these  experiences,  the  effecti- 
veness of  my  work  would  have  been  less,  for  I  was  personally  prepared  for 
my  task. 

In  spite  of  difficult  transportation  and  other  adverse  factors,  the  attendance 
of  Negro  delegates  to  the  School  of  Christian  Workers  at  Winston-Salem  was  the 
largest  we  have  sent  during  this  quadrennium.  Many  of  these  delegates  reported 
to  the  Society  which  sponsored  the  scholarship.  This  was  recommended  and 
received  my  hearty  endorsement. 

With  the  Study  Committee  of  the  Conference,  composed  of  the  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Chairman  of  Spritual  Life  and  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  I  assisted  in  a  con- 
ference   project    for    the    Seminar   at    Lake   Junaluska;    I    attended    most   of    the 
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Educational  Seminars  held  throughout  the  Conference  during-  the  fall;  the  depart- 
ment was  ablv  represented  bv  members  of  the  Conference  Committee  at  those 
seminars  which  I  did  not  attend,  said  members  having-  accepted  scholarships  to 
the  Jurisdiction  Seminar.  Many  times  the  work  of  the  department  has  been  pre- 
sented at  District  and  Zone  meetings,  always  striving  to  create  a  greater  interest 
which  results  in   more  consecrated  and   efficient  service. 

My  service  has  continued  on  the  Jurisdiction  Committee  on  C.S.R.  and 
L.C.A.,  the  State  Legislative  Council,  the  Allied  Church  League,  the  Board  of 
Temperance,  planning  Committee  on  School  for  Christian  Workers  at  Winston- 
Salem.  I  rejoice  in  the  privilege  which  has  been  mine  and  express  gratitude  to 
all  who  made  it  possible. 

Through  correspondence  and  bv  wire,  I  have  made  contact  with  Congress- 
men and  Senators  in  an  effort  to  secure  legislation  which  will  carry  out  the 
ideal  of  this  department. 

The  average  number  of  reports  received  quarterly  was  slightly  increased 
over  last  year  and  I  trust  with  concentrated  effort  we  may  reach  a  much  higher 
mark  this  year.  Remember  that  every  Society  has  a  contribution  to  make  to 
the  whole,  and  that  only  through  cooperation  of  all  will  we  be  able  to  achieve 
the  end  sought.  Our  best,  be  it  ever  so  small,  can  be  blessed  and  used  by  Him, 
as  were  the  loaves  and  fishes,  to  bring  His  Kingdom  on  earth.  In  the  words  of 
Harry  Emerson  Fosdick,  "Grant  us  wisdom,  grant  us  courage,  that  we  fail  not 
man  nor  Thee."

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SUPPLIES 

The  Supply  Department  of  our  North  Carolina  Conference  has  shown  a 
decided  increase  over  last  year's  reports,  which  is  most  gratifing.  Let  us  not  for- 
get that  the  entire  program  of  supplies  was  reorganized  in  1942,  and  the  results 
are  beginning  to  show.  The  Societies  are  putting  Supplies  in  their  budgets 
now,  which  brings  about  good   results. 

A  great  factor  in  the  increase  of  Supplies  over  last  year  was  the  Chinese 
Emergency  Fund  which  came  in  the  fourth  quarter.  The  amount  raised  for 
that  fund  came  to  $2,3  3  3.19,  which  was  much  more  than  the  sum  total  raised 
for  all  other  combined  projects.  If  there  is  a  specific  demand,  the  Societies 
always  do  more. 

I  appreciate  the  cooperation  which  I  have  received  from  the  Secretaries 
of  Supplies  in  all  the  Societies — in  putting  Supplies  before  the  Societies,  and 
getting  their  reports  to  me  on  time.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUTH  WORK 

Slowly,  but  surely,  progress  is  being  made  in  interest  in,  in  understanding 
of,  and  in  promotion  of  the  Unified  Plan  for  the  Missionary  Education  of 
Youth.  An  evaluation  with  any  great  degree  of  accuracy  is  difficult  to  give 
when   based   on   belief   statements   from    reports.    But   judging   from   them,   letters 
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received,  and  personal  contacts  about  over  the  Conference  some  gratifying 
results  have  been  noted.  In  areas  where  the  World  Friendship  Commission  is 
really  functioning  some  splendid  work  is  being  dose  in  race  relations,  promotion 
of  the  ideal  of  a  peaceful  world,  education  to  the  need  of  sharing  and  what  is 
being  done  with  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund.  The  efforts  of  each  person  concerned 
should  be  bent  toward  seeing  that  such  work  is  more  widespread  throughout 
the  Conference. 

THE  METHODIST  YOUTH  FUND 

There  has  been  a  twenty-four  percent  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  Metho- 
dist Youth  Fund  sent  the  Conference  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  The  goal  for  1944  is  that  some  contribution  be  made  to  this 
fund  by  every  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 
Our  main  concern  is  not  in  the  amount  contributed,  but  in  seeing  that  the  youth 
are  presented  with  the  needs  of  people  around  the  world  and  what- use  is  made 
of  their  gifts  in  providing  health,  education,  and  Christianity.  When  young 
people  know  the  creative  work  done  and  can  be  done  with  their  money,  they 
will  give  because  they  want  to  give. 

LITERATURE 

More  Interest  Groups  of  Girls  are  making  use  of  the  designated  program 
material.  The  current  topic,  "Youth  in  a  World  of  Opportunity,"  which  runs 
until  August,  1 944,  is  the  best  thus  far  printed.  Other  materials  which  have  been 
distributed  are  the  Uuified  Plan  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  Methodist  Youth 
and  Missionary  Materials  for  Youth.  The  latter  leaflet  gives  a  list  of  topics  and 
texts  to  be  used  in  the  youth  division  by  the  Commission  on  World  Friendship. 
Groups  of  boys  and  girls  making  use  of  these  studies  are  the  interest  groups 
of  boys  and  girls  referred  to  on  the  report  blanks.  A  number  of  the  local  youth 
groups  are  making  use  of  these  suggested  materials. 

THE  JOINT  COMMITTEE 

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  Missionary  Education  of  Youth  in  the  local 
church  has  been  set  up  in  very  few  churches.  This  is  a  problem  that  needs 
immediate  attention.  This  committee  is  composed  of  equal  representation  from 
the  Board  of  Education,  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  In  churches  that  do  not  have  all  these 
organizations,  the  committee-  is  composed  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Church 
School,  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  a  person  appointed  by  the  pastor  who 
is  interested  in  youth  and  missions.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  pastor  to  see  that  this 
committee  is  set  up. 

PROMOTION 

There  have  been  some  increases  in  several  phases  of  the  work.  The  number 
of  interest  groups  of  girls  has  been  increased  twenty-four  percent  while  the 
enrollment  has  decreased.  That  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  there  were  errors 
in  information  given  in  1942.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  Secretaries  of 
Youth  Work  is  too  small,  but  the  increase  in  number  of  Secretaries  reporting  is 
encouraging.  There  is  a  definite  increase  in  the  number  asking  for  information

and  guidance.  It  is  hoped  that  some  of  this  interest  was  stimulated  by  the 
contacts  made  by  the  "Conference  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  the  sixteen  Edu- 
cational Seminars  held  last  fall.  She  received  valuable  aid  at  Junaluska  last 
summer  under  the  instruction  of  the  Division  Secretary,  Miss  Helen  Johnson. 
The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  is  sponsoring  a  course  on  Youth  Work 
in  the  Christian  Workers'  Assembly  in  July  at  Louisburg  College. 

Stress  is  laid  upon  the  need  for  a  better  understanding  of  the  organization 
and  program  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  so  that  there  may  be  more 
intelligent  cooperation  on  the  part  of  local  Societies.  We  urge  an  undergirding 
of  the  total  youth  program  with  special  emphasis  in  the  area  of  Missionary 
Education  for  boys  and  girls.  s  We  pray  that  all  workers  with  youth  will  help 
them  keep  the  Covenant  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  which  expresses 
youth's  dedication  to  purposeful  living. 

"It  is  our  porpose   in  the   Methodist  Youth  Fellowship : 
— to  live  clean  lives  following  the  best  that  we  know; 

— to  give  our  loyalty  and  service  through  the  Methodist  Church  of  which 
we  are  a  part,  working  with  others  that  she  more  perfectly  follow  the 
Master  and  more  worthily  bless  mankind; 

— to  hold  the  ideals  of  unselfish  service  ever  before  us,  striving  continually 
for    human    betterment,    placing    the    welfare    of    others    above    our    own; 

— and  in  simple  trust,  to  follow  Jesus  as  our  Savior  and  Lord."

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 

The  Department  of  Student  Work  is  new  and  this  Conference  has  had  three 
Secretaries  of  Student  Work  since  September  1940,  therefore,  this  department  of 
work  has  not  been  able  to  progress  as  some  other  departments  have.  Your  present 
Secretary  has  tried  to  study  the  work  and  to  pass  on  to  local  Secretaries  all  the 
materials  and  information  that  could  be  obtained. 

Student  Work  has  been  promoted  at  District  Meetings  and  Zone  Meetings. 
We  must  become  informed  and  then  interest  in  the  Student  Program  will 
grow.  Student  Recognition  Days  have  been  observed  and  students  have  been 
invited  to  become  associate  church  members.  The  State  Student  Conference  was 
held  in  High  Point  in  February,  with  several  hundred  college  students  present. 
The  theme  of  this  Conference  was,  "Students  and  the  Pioneering  Church;  Now 
and  After  the  War."  We  must  continue  a  close  relationship  with  students  at  home 
and  away  from  home,  and  cooperate  with  Wesley  Foundations  on  the  campuses. 

Methodist  women  and  all  church  members  have  been  interested  in  the  vast 
numbers  of  the  student  age  group  that  have  gone  in  the  United  States  service. 
Gifts,  letters,  copies  of  The  Upper  Room  and  Testaments  have  been  sent  to 
these  boys  and  girls.  Church  magazines  and  other  literature  have  been  sent  to 
USO  and  Service  Centers.  Homes  have  been  opened  for  entertainment  and  many 
of  our  women  have  given  much  time  to  this  work.  It  is  impossible  to  report  all 
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that  has  been  done  for  the  boys  and  girls  that  have  left  their  home  church  and 
for  those  who   have  come  to  our  local  churches. 

We  need  an  awakened  interest  and  a  course  of  action  in  Student  Work. 
It  is  most  important  to  the  future  of  the  Methodist  Church  that  we  cultivate, 
cherish,  and  understand  our  students,  who  will  become  church  leaders  of 
tomorrow.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  plan  for  the  missionarv  education  of  children  in  the  new  Methodist 
Church  went  into  effect  in  October,  1940.  It  is  therefore,  only  two  years  and 
five  months  old.  It  gives  a  fine  opportunity  for  the  local  church  to  choose  the 
course  of  action  which  will  bring  best  results  m  the  Missionary  Education  of 
its  own  group  of  children.  It  cannot  function  properly,  however,  without  coopera- 
tion in  the  local  church  among  all  those  who  are  actively  at  work  with  children. 
We  need  to  keep  on  stressing  this  point,  to  go  back,  again  and  again,  to  vhe 
importance,  (l)  of  choosing  a  capable  person — preferablv  a  person  who  is  a 
worker  with  children — to  fill  the  office  of  Secretarv  of  Children's  Work;  (2)  of 
putting  into  her  hands  the  materials  she  needs  in  order  to  understand  the  wide 
range  of  possibilities  in  the  plan  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  children;  (3) 
to  encourage  her  to  make  regular  reports,  keeping  the  women  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  aware  of  what  is  happening  to  the  children  of 
their  church  and  of  what  is  being  done  in  the  realm  of  helping  parents  to 
become  aware  of  their  opportunities  to  create  the  home  atmosphere  and  influence 
which  will  make  possible  the  growth  of  missionary  spirit  and  activities  on  the 
part  of  their  children. 

Missionary  Emphasis  for  1943:  The  curricular  materials  provided  by  the 
Interboard  Committee  on  Missionarv  Education  for  use  with  primary  and 
junior  groups  during  the  winter  of  1943  were:  (l)  For  Primaries,  "Children 
and  Churches  in  Latin  America,"  Eddy;  (2)  For  Juniors:  "Jurneving  South- 
ward" by  Hazehvood  and  "New  Flashes  from  Latin  America,"  Kramer. 

The  above  listed  materials  were  planned  for  use  in  additional  sessions  with 
primaries  and  juniors  during  the  times  the  missionary  units  appeared  in  the 
regular  group  or  closely  graded  courses  or  in  anv  other  way  decided  upon  by  the 
Council  of  Children's  Workers  of  which  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  is 
an  active  member. 

The  choice  of  Latin  America  as  the  theme  for  last  year  made  possible 
the  use  of  the  regular  Missionary  Education  Movement  course  and  resource 
material  for  children  and  an  extensive  supply  of  pictures  and  articles  in  the 
church  school  periodcials.  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  have  also 
carried  excellent  helps  for  use  with  both  children  and  teachers  and  have  given  a 
home  backgroud  and  source  of  interest  which  has  been  helpful.  The  activities 
have  grown  out  of  these  studies  have  been  most  beneficial,  not  only  to  those 
served  but  to  those  serving-. 
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Current  Missionary  Empliasis,  1944:  "Christian  Adventures  in  Learning  and 
Living" 

(a)  For  Juniors,  "Helpers  All,"  Hubbard.  As  additional  enrichment  material 
for  this  study  of  juniors,  the  following  reading  book  has  been  helpful,  "Tommy 
Two  Wheels"  by  McLean. 

(b)  For  Primaries,  "Friends  and  Neighbors"  by  Rauchenberg,  with  the 
reading  book,   "The  Pigtail  Twins." 

These  units,  with  other  supplementary  materials  are  described  in  the  Fall 
and  Winter  Bulletins,   which   were  sent   to  every  Secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

There  has  never  been  a  time  when  we  have  felt  more  keenly  the  importance 
of  our  work  with  children  than  today.  To  guide  wisely,  to  make  possible  the 
creation  of  a  Christian  atmosphere  in  our  homes  and  in  our  churches  for  our 
children  in  these  days  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  of  our  tasks.  It  will  take  all 
of  us,  working,  praying,  living  together  in  His  Spirit  to  meet  the  opportunity 
which  is  open  to  us. 

For  the  Kingdom's  sake  we  must  not  fail.

Each  Society  has  done  well  this  year  and  the  members  have  rallied  to  the 
work.  There  were  221  new  members  for  the  year.  It  takes  every  member  of 
every  Society  working  for  success,  and  Durham  District  has  found  this  very 
true. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Ormond  of  Durham,  the  Spiritual  Life  Leader  for  the  District, 
has  done  a  splendid  piece  of  work.  There  are  72  Spiritual  Life  Groups  out  of 
83  Societies!  The  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  $1,034,  which  was  $275  over 
the  year  before! 

Three  new  Societies  have  been  organized  this  year,  Andrew's  Chapel,  Mt. 
Sylvan  of  Bahama  Charge  and  Salem  on  the  Swepsonville  Charge.  At  Mebane, 
Central  and  First  Church  have  united  and  organized  one  society.  I  shall  expect 
great  thing  in   1944  form  these  Societies. 

There  were  1 8  Honorary  Baby  and  4  four  Adult  Life  Memberships  given 
in    1943. 

I  was  privileged  to  attend  the  School  of  Missions  at  Junaluska  this  past 
summer  and  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  my  District  for  sending  me. 
It  was  a  real  opportunity  for  study  and  fellowship. 

The  Durham  District  meeting  was  held  in  Yanceyville  in  April  and  was 
unusually  well  attended.  The  women  were  eager  for  plans  and  explanations  of 
the  work.  1 7  Societies  used  the  Seven  Keys  to  Progress  successfully  and  42 
Societies  have  used  them  in  part. 

The  Educational  Seninar  was  held  in  Burlington  in  Davis  Street  Church. 
It  was  very  stimulating  and  most  worthwhile.  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Mrs.  D.  L. 
Fouts,  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  Mrs.  J.  Ormond,  Mrs  A.  M.  Gates,  Mrs.  L.  C. 
Larkin  and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Walters  made  great  contributions  to  the  day.  144  Study 
Classes  were  held,  a  57%  increase  over  the  year  before. 

The  year  has  gone  well  in  all  phases  of  the  work — an  increase  in  every 
department!  The  foundation  has  been  well  laid  by  the  fourteen  years  of 
faithful  service  of  Miss  Florine  Robertson  and  I  wish  here  to  give  her  due 
credit.  My  efforts  have  been  small,  but  my  whole  heart  and  fervent  prayers 
have  been  with  the  work,  and  our  Father  has  seen  fit  to  bless  our  efforts.  We 
shall   sing  the   Lord's   Song  here   at  home  and   in   many  strange   lands  in    1944.

The  total 
was   20. 

(d)  Perquimans-Chowan  Zone  again  had  the  only  "Foreign  Special,"  and 
made  the  only  Zone  contribution  to  the  Emergency  Fund.  A  gift  of   $25. 

(e)  Dare  County  Zone  honored  their  first  leader,  Mrs.  Pete  Daniels  of 
Wanchese  by  making  her  a  Life  Member.  The  first  ever  to  be  presented  in  the 
Zone. 

(f)  Pasquotank  Charge  had  its  first  Adult  Life  Membership  presented  in  the 
Fall  when  Union  Society  so  honored  Mrs.  J.  L.  Palmer,  Sr. 

(g)  Perquimans  Charge  did  the  most  efficient  work  and  reporting  of  any 
one  charge,  as  a  whole,  in  the  District. 

The  only  Youth  Life  Membership  in  the  District  was  awarded  Miss  Mary 
Winborne  Evans  of  Chowan  Charge. 

The  District  Secretary  says  thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  attending  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  which  was  most  inspiring  and  helpful  in 
promoting  the   work.

However,  these  women  took 
time  to  welcome  a  new  District  Secretary,  even  though  we  were  reluctant  to 
give  up  Mrs.  Matthews  with  whom  we  had  worked  for  ten  long  years  in  com- 
plete harmony.  A  great  deal  of  credit  should  go  to  her  for  her  careful  planning 
for  the  year's  work  during  the  first  quarter. 

Our  District  Conference  was  held  jointly  with  the  Pastor's  District  Con- 
ference in  New  Bern  and  was  largely  attended.  On  such  occasions  as  this  and 
many  other  times  our  District  Superintendent  cooperated  with  your  Secretary  to 
make  this  past  year  a  good  one. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Chase,  Leader  of  the  Wayne  County  Zone;  Mrs.  Harry  Taylor 
Leader  of  the  Central  Zone;  Mrs.  Marvin  Aldridge,  Leader  of  the  Tri-County 
Zone;  and  Mrs.  Jack  Neal,  Leader  of  the  Carteret  County  Zone,  each  held  a 
combination  Educational  Seminar  and  Zone  meeting  during  the  Fall  with  the 
help  of  Mrs.  Boone,  Mrs.  Cutchin,  and  Mrs.  Fouts,  Conference  officers  of 
Missionary  Education,   Christian   Social  Relations  and  Youth  Work  respectively. 
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These  meetings  were  attended  by  nearly  four  hundred  women  and  we  feel  that 
much  "education  and  action"  were  the  results. 

We  are  grateful  to  have  three  Division  workers  placed  in  our  District  and 
we  are  sure  that  some  of  our  success  last  year  was  due  to  the  splendid  work  of 
Miss  Ruth  Brooks  at  Daniel's  Chapel,  Miss  Sarah  Key  at  New  Bern  and  Cherry 
Point  and  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler  at  the  Student  Center  in  Greenville. 

We  did  not  increase  in  number  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds.  However,  we 
have  prospects  for  next  year  who  are  being  organized,  of  which  we  are  proud. 

Our  membership  is  less  than  last  year  also.  Many  of  our  rolls  were  recently 
revised  and  we  now  have  cultivation  rolls  of  those  who  seemed  to  have  forgotten 
their  responsibilities,  from  which  we  hope  to  win  back  those  women.  At  the 
same  time  we  wish  to  make  our  program  of  work  seem  so  worthwhile  to  the 
145   new  members  of  last  year,  that  they  will  never  wish  to  leave  us. 

Fourteen  Baby,  one  Junior  and  thirteen  Adult  Life  memberships  were  given 
last  year.    (See  Conference  list  of  names.) 

One  hundred  and  twenty  Study  Classes  were  reported  to  your  District 
Secretary  or  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education.  We  hope  that  more 
will  be  held  next  year  and  that  each  will  be  reported  to  both  officers. 

Our  Week  of  Prayer  Offering  of  $8  64,  and  our  gift  for  Supplies  of  $414, 
were  larger  than  ever  before.  Our  total  of  $8,749  sent  to  our  Conference 
Treasurer  was  indeed  fine. 

We  have  3  72  World  Outlook  subscriptions  and  417  The  Methodist  Woman 
subscriptions — both   increases  over  last  year. 

Fourteen  Societies  reported  that  they  had  achieved  all  the  "Seven  Keys  to 
Progress" — many  others  used  them. 

We  feel  that  our  Spiritual  Life  Groups,  functioning  in  a  majority  of  our 
Societies  have  undergirded  us  with  their  prayers  and  much  good  was  the  result 
of  their  interest. 

Our  reports  were  good;  however,  we  are  not  satisfied.  We  know  that  we 
are  capable  of  doing  better  and  so,  we  are  pledging  that  during  1944,  we  of 
the  New  Bern  District  will  give  more  of  our  time,  our  prayers  and  our  gifts 
to  make  both  our  close  neighbors  at  home  and  our  brothers  of  other  nations 
able  to  live  in  a  more  Christian  world.

RALEIGH  DISTRICT 


Confronted  as  we  have  been  with  such  staggering  world  problems,  it  has 
not  been  an  easy  task  to  gear  the  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  to  face  these  problems,  but  it  is  with  a  sense  of  deep  joy  that  I  am  able 
to  report  progress  in  almost  all  lines  of  work.  The  women  of  the  Raleigh 
District   have    held   loyally  and    steadfastly   to   the   tasks   that   have    been    theirs. 

We  added  two  new  Societies  during  the  year,  Middlesex  on  the  Bailey 
Charge,  and  Wesley's  Chapel  on  the  Newton  Grove  Charge.  We  had  one  new 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  at  Selma,  and  a  re-organized  one  at  Fuquay  Springs. 
Raleigh  District  leads  in  the  number  of  Guilds,  having  twelve  (12)  and  one 
(l)  Junior  Guild  with  a  membership  of  45  6.  Our  Guilds  sent  $1,249.3  8  to 
Conference  Treasurer.  The  District  had  sixty-six   (66)    Societies  with  a  member- 
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ship  of  2,654.  Of  that  number,  188  were  new  members.  We  had  eighteen  (18) 
-Life  Memberships  and  thirteen    (13)    Adult  Life   Members. 

Seven  Societies  achieved  the  Seven  Keys  of  Progress,  namely:  Franklinton, 
Moncure,  Oxford,  Edenton  Street,  Fairmont,  Smithfield,  and  Plank  Chapel. 
Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  forty-five,  (45)  Societies  with  an  offering  of 
$812.07.  This  was  an  increase  over  1942.  Thirty-five  (35)  Societies  reported 
Spiritual  Life  Groups.  We  had  485  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
346  to  World  Outlook. 

Our  Educational  Seminar  was  held  at  Edenton  Street,  Raleigh  in  the  Fall, 
and  in  spite  of  gas  and  tire  restrictions,  "the  attendance  was  fine.  The  Conference 
Study  Committee  with  their  teams  are  doing  a  great  work  toward  cultivating 
study  all  over  the  Conference.  Our  women  are  deeply  aware  of  the  need  of 
information. 

We  sent  $9,075.13  an  increase  of  $596.16.13  over  1942.  We  raised  $7,384.01 
for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  making  a  total  of 
$16,459.14  for  all  purposes.  We  made  our  largest  increase  in  giving  to  the 
Supply  Department,  sending  $421,  an  increase  of  $318  over  1942. 

Eighteen  (18)  Societies  reported  having  Secretaries  of  Young  Women  and 
Girls'  Work  with  five  (5)  Interest  Groups.  Thirty-one  (3l)  repoted  Secretaries 
of   Children's  Work  with  fifteen    (15)    having  additional   sessions    for   children. 

$225  was  sent  from  a  Society  in  this  District  to  pay  the  salary  of  an  assistant 
to  Miss  Mary  Nichols,  Deaconess,  working  in  the  DefenseArea  in  Wilmington. 
This  is  indeed  going  the  second  mile. 

The  solemn  responsibility  of  singing  the  "Lord's  Song  in  a  Strange  Land," 
rests  heavily  upon  the  womanhood  of  the  Church ;  may  we  begin  by  singing 
the  song  in  our  own  lives.  Realizing  our  place  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  of 
Christ,  let  us  shoulder  the  responsibility  eagerly  and -gladly.  Only  thus  can  the 
common  good  be  attained.  MRS.  T.  R.  SMITH. 


ROCKY  MOUNT  DISTRICT 


Rocky  Mount  District  is  happy  to  take  her  first  and  second  places  in  the 
substantials  of  the  Conference,  that  is:  (a)  Gifts  to  Missions,  the  largest  amount 
ever  given  by  the  District  $10,503.  (b)  Week  of  Prayer,  71  Societies  observed 
the  period  and  sent  the  largest  offerings  ever  sent  by  any  District  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference,  $1,317.  Milwaukee  has  the  distinction  of  contributing 
the  largest  per  capita  gift;   (c)   Supplies  and  (d)   Local  Work. 

We  have  had  a  rich  harvest,  also,  in  Life  Members,  2  6  Adult  Life  and  31 
Honorary  Baby  Life  Members.  Severn  Society  is  to  be  commended  for  having 
given   the   most  memberships   during   the   year — 5    Adult   and    1    Honorary   Baby. 

We  have  taken  a  forward  step,  too,  in  Study  work,  while  we  did  not 
receive  the  Jewel,  we  had  the  largest  number  of  Missionary  Libraries,  Reading 
Circles,  Jurisdictional  Classes  and  reports  sent  in.  The  increased  rating  is  indeed 
gratifying. 

The  number  of  active  secretaries  in  every  realm  of  the  work  have  increased 
over  the  past  year — but  there  is  still  much  cultivation  necessary  for  we.  are  far 
below  the  perfection  mark.  It  shall  be  our  purpose  in  the  new  year  to  strengthen 
every  officer  ,  whether  she  be  new  in  her  work  or  a  veteran. 
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There  have  been  two  new  Societies  during  1943,  namely  Oak  Grove  and 
Robersonville.  This  truly  isn't  enough,  since  we  now  have  twenty-two  unorgan- 
ized churches  within  the  District.  May  I  challenge  every  pastor,  layman,  woman 
and  young  person  who  read  these  lines  to  please  help  us  if  you  can,  in  any 
way  that  you  can  to  create  an  atmosphere  among  these  groups  for  the  blossoming 
of  the  desired  flower — a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service? 

Seventeen  Societies  achieved  all  the  Keys  to  Progress,  entitling  us  to  the 
Korean  Urn,  which  is  awarded  by  our  Conference  each  year  for  the  tame. 
Here  I  would  like  to  take  the  space  to  name  the  many  other  Societies  who  did 
such  fine  work  but  could  not  say  conscientiously  that  they  could  join  this  100% 
group.  Because  of  the  many  progressive  signs  now  visible,  I  believe  1944  will 
find  an  increased  number  on  this  side  of  our  report. 

Cooperation,  determination  and  consecration  to  our  Lord's  work  have  truly 
been  the  axes  upon  which  our  wheels  have  turned,  for  in  spite  of  seemingly 
conflicting  forces  we  have  gone  forward  by  leaps  and  bounds  this  year.  Let  us 
put  forth  a  double  effort  to  do  more,  do  more  still  this  new  year  for  never 
before  has  the  call  been  so  great,  and  surely  we  will  not  be  complacent  and 
suffer  Lord's  work  to  crumble — but  rather  may  the  new  year  find  us,  "Toiling, 
rejoicing,   sorrowing,   but    onward   we    go!" 

To    say    thank    you    for    what    you    have    done    throughout    the    year    would 

certainly  seem  not  enough  for  me  to  say  to  you.  Therefore,   I  in  turn  can  say 

from  the  depths  of  my  heart,  thank  God  for  the  fine  women  in  the  Rocky  Mount 

District.

WILMINGTON  DISTRICT 


A  new  year  is  an  opportunity  to  try  again  with  the  hope  of  accomplishing 
greater  things.  As  we  pause  on  the  summit  "between  the  years,"  we  can  look 
backward  to  the  failures  and  successes  of  the  past  and  use  the  lessons  we  have 
learned  to  guide  us  through  the  future.  Looking  back  across  the  year,  the  spirit 
of  courage,  loyalty  and  sacrifice  of  the  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven  women 
of  the  64  Societies  is  indeed  an  inspiration  for  us  to  use  as  our  Kev  words  in  1944, 
BETTER,  BETTER,  BETTER  STILL. 

We  added  9  8  new  members  and  three  new  Societies;  namely,  Hall — Roseboro 
Charge,  Turkey — Warsaw-Magnolina  Charge,  and  Sunset  Park — Wilmington. 
We  claim  first  place  in  Baby  Life  Members,  with  32;  tied  for  first  place  in 
Adult  Life  Members  with  26,  and  gave  an  Honorary  Patron  to  our  own  Mrs. 
Floyd  Johnson.  (See  Conference  list  for  names  of  Life  Members.)  Societies 
achieving  the  "Seven  Keys  to  Progress"  were :  Bethlehem,  Goshen,  Garland, 
Richlands,  Roseboro,  Seagate,  Regan,  Wallace,  Whiteville  and  Fifth  Avenue. 
There  was  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  in  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook  subscriptions.  Thirty-five  Societies  reported  work  in  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  Some  of  the  weak  points  in  our 
District  are  found  in  Youth  and  Children's  Work.  I  think  this  is  due  in  part 
to  the   lack   of   understanding   of  the  proper  way  to   report  this  work. 

Interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  Department  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  are  still  on  the  increase.  A  total  of   176  Study  Classes  were  reported,  this 
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being  an  increase  of  2  6  classes  over  1942.  Last  year  the  women  of  the  District 
were  very  happy  to  win  the  beautful  "Study  Jewel"  for  the  second  consecutive 
year.  The  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  and  united  effort  among  the  women  made 
this  possible. 

One  of  the  outstanding  things  of  1943  was  the  joint  meetings  of  Zone  and 
the  Educational  Seminars.  Four  such  meetings  were  held  in  Lumberton,  Wil- 
mington, Kenansville  and  Jacksonville.  These  meetings  touched  over  200  women. 
We  are  deeply  indebted  to  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Mrs.  D.  L.  Fouts,  Mrs.  A.  H. 
Borland,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome,  Mrs  A  S.  Parker  and  others  for  making  these 
meetings  such  a  valuable  asset  to  the  Educational  Program  of  our  District. 

To  the  women  of  the  District  who  made  it  possible  for  me  to  again  attend 
the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  I  wish  to  express  my  deepest  appre- 
ciation. 

Miss  Mary  Nichols,  Deaconess,  is  devoting  her  time  and  energy  in  doing  a 
wonderful  work  in  the  defense  area  in  Wilmington. 

Our  pledge  for  the  year  was  $4,500.00,  and  a  total  of  $7,488.77  was  sent  to 
the  Conference  Treasurer.  The  sum  of  $5,696.05  was  reported  for  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  making  a  grand  total  of  $13,184.82. 
We  overpaid  our  pledge  $754.06.  Our  increase  of  $1,393.77  over  the  previous 
year  was  the  largest  in  the  Conference.  Of  our  total  gifts  to  missions,  $132.05 
was  for  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship,  $2.50  for  Children,  $423.64  for 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  $595.50  for  Supplies.  Forty-nine  Societies  observed 
the  Week  of  Prrayer  with  an  offering  of  $1,081.52,  thus  leading  the  Conference 
in  per  capita  giving  for  the  Week  of  Prayer. 

Outstanding  work  was  done  by  the  following  Societies:  Fairmont  was  first  in 
per  capita  gifts  to  Week  of  Prayer  with  $4.16  and  in  per  capita  gifts  sent  the 
Conference  Treasurer  with  $25.02;  Faison  was  second  with  $3.00  per  capita 
to  Week  of  Prayer  and  $13.67  per  capita  to  Conference  Treasurer;  Jacksonville 
Methodist  Woman  subscriptions;  Wallace  in  World  Outlook  subscriptions;  Rose 
Hill  in  Study  Classes;  Fifth  Avenue  in  Baby  Life  Memberships;  Trinity,  Wil- 
mington, in  Adult  Life  Memberships.  Council-Shiloh  took  first  place  in  per- 
centage increase  in  finances  over  the  previous  year  with  Wesley  Memorial  second. 

Behind  all  the  accomplishments  in  our  District  is  the  influence  and  power  of 
our  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  The  District  is  indebted  to  Mrs.  W.  C.  Davis,  District 
Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  who  has  given  devotedly  of  her  time  and  talents  in 
promoting  the  work.  She  reported  49  Spiritual  Life  Chairmen,  a  large  number 
of  whom   did  a  worthwhile  work. 

To  the  Zone  Leaders,  officers,  ministers'  wives  and  others  Avho  had  a  large 
part  in  making  1943  the  best  year  our  District  has  ever  had.  I  Avish  to  express 
my  deepest  gratitude. 

As  we  venture  out  into  the  future  with  "The  Lord's  Song"  in  our  hearts, 
we  feel  confident  that  with  the  united  hearts  and  hands  of  our  women,  we  will 
find  1 944  a  year  filled  with  privilege  and  opportunities  and,  most  of  all,  with 
joy  of  work  well  done.

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Reports  and  Recommendations  of  Committees 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  ORGANIZATION  AND 
PROMOTION 


CONCERNING  MEMBERSHIP  AND  ORGANIZATION 


We  recommend  that: 

1.  The  value  and  opportunities  of  membership  in  W.  S.  C.  S.  be 
emphasized  to  our  women. 

2.  Each -woman  in  the  church  be  contacted,  and  that  each  new  member 
be  asked  to  join. 

3.  Contact  women  between  eachSociety  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be  in 
each  Society,  who  shall  endeavor  to  interpret  the  work  of  each  to  the  other. 
That  there  shall  be  a  close  cooperation  between  the  Society  and  the  Guild. 

4.  World  events  of  Missionary  interest  be  brought  before  the  Society,  and 
that  the  programs  be  planned  with  the  view  of  giving  the  greatest  possible 
Missionary  information. 

5.  The  Society  consider  itself  a  channel  for  World  Service,  both  now  and 
in  the  Post  War  period. 

6.  Societies  in  the  Defense  Areas  do  everything  possible  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  shifting  population. 

7.  Every  Circuit  have  one  or  more  Societies.  That  there  be  close  coopera- 
tion between  the  local  pastor,  District  Superintendent,  and  District  Secretary  in 
organizing  new  societies. 

8.  Efforts  be  made  to  revive  the  Societies  that  have  suspended,  or  died, 
during  the  past  year. 

9.  The  goal  for  the  N.  C.  Conference  be  not  less  than  30  for   1944. 

PROMOTION 

1.  Widest  use  be  made  of  the  goals,  "Singing  and  Serving."  See 
December,   1943,  issue  of  the  Methodist  Woman. 

2.  The  Societies  use  the  proper  report  books,  to  be  secured  from  Litera- 
ture- Headquarters,  420  Plum  St.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.,  and  that  the  reports  be 
complete,  and  sent  promptly  by  the  first  day  of  each  quarter. 

3.  The  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  subscriptions  be  in- 
creased; that  each  officer  subscribe  to  these  two  magazines,  and  that  these  maga- 
zines be  used  as  source  material  for  interest  groups,  circles,  and  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  Schools. 

4.  We  give  special  emphasis  to  Youth  Work  and  suggest: 

a.  Study  for  complete   understanding  of  the  plan  by  local  presidents, 
by    District    officers    responsible,    and    by    all    Secretaries    of    promotion. 

b.  100%   increase  in  Girls'   Interest  Groups  for    1944. 
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ORGANIZATION 

1.  We  continue  to  make  contacts  by  personal  and  quarterly  letters,  cards 
and  bulletins,  to  all  Societies,  and  that  pastors,  where  there  are  no  Societies,  be 
included  on  the  mailing  list.  We  urge  that  every  President  have  the  District 
Secretary's  quarterly  letter  read  before  the  Society  for  the  information  and 
inspiration  of  the  members. 

2.  The  plans  of  all  the  departments  be  studied  by  the  President,  and 
that  she  shall  take  an  active  interest  in  seeing  that  all  the  departments  function. 

3.  An  officer  training  day  be  held  in  January,  at  which  the  Revised  Guide 
is  studied,  and  that  each  officer  shall  understand  her  duties,  and  that  all  the 
officers  may  have  a  general  understanding  of  the  work. 

4.  Each  Society  hold  a  quarterly  Executive  meeting  at  the  end  of  the 
quarter,  at  which  time  the  work  is  discussed,  and  the  reports  are  made  out  for 
mailing. 

5.  Each  District  send  its  Secretary  to  Junaluska  this  summer  so  that  she 
may  better  qualify  herself  for  the  work,  the  plan  of  fiancing  to  be  determined 
by  each  District. 

FINANCES 

1.  Because  of  the  pressing  need  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  the  rising 
cost  of  living,  we  recommend  that  each  District  increase  its  pledge  at  least  5%, 
and   more   if   possible. 

2.  Each  Society  increase  its  plege  5%,  and  more  if  possible. 

3.  A  Pledge  Service  be  carefully  planned  for  the  January  meeting, 
emphasizing  the  needs,  and  that  membership  pledge  cards  be  signed;  that  the 
membership  be  reminded  of  the  three  fold  obligation  of  prayer,  service,  and 
the  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget. 

4.  The  surplus  money  in  the  local  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year  be 
equally  divided  between  the  connectional  Missionary  giving  and  the  local  projects. 

CONCLUSION 

Each  Conference,  District  and  local  officer,  and  member,  seek  a  closer 
walk  with  God,  and  a  clearer  understanding  of  their  relationship  with  their 
fellow  man;  that  each  strive  in  her  own  sphere  to  help  achieve  the  Kingdom  of 
God  in  our  own  day,  and  not  to  lose  faith,  or  falter,  in  the  face  of  the  difficult.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSION- 
ARY EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 


For  the  promotion  of  the  total  Educational  Program  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  we  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  local  committee  on  Study  and  action  in  each  society  coopera- 
tively plan  and  develop  a  correlated  program  of  Missionary  Education  and 
action  for  the  year. 

2.  That  the  following  approved  study  courses  for  1944  be  used: 

a.  The  Church  After  the  War. 

b.  Christian  Ventures  in  Learning  and  Living. 

c.  The  Problem  of  Suffering  (Bible). 

d.  The  American  Indian.  , 
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3.  That  each  Society  hold  four  approved  study  courses  per  year,  striving 
to  make  one  of  the  four  approved  studies  a  class  for  Special  Jurisdictional  Recog- 
nition. 

4.  That  one  of  the  four  approved  classes  be  a  joint  study  with  the  pastor 
in  his  School  of  Missions  for  the  entire  church,  using  the  book,  "The  Church 
After  the  War,"  by  McConnell. 

5.  That  Missionary  Libraries  be  assembled  and  used  by  all  age  groups  of 
the  church.  We  recommend  that  new  books  be  added  each  year  and  that  the 
World  Outlook,  The  Methodist  Woman  and  Annual  Reports  of  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  be  filed. 

6.  That  Reading  Circles  be  formed,  using  our  new  literature,  field  leaf- 
lets, suggested  books  from  the  approved  list  and   our  church  periodicals. 

7.  That  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  send  four  quarterly  reports 
per  year  and  also  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  as  a  helpful  means  of  cultivating.  We  urge  the  use  of 
newest  blanks  (found  in  the  local  Corresponding  Secretary's  Report  Book)  and 
suggest  that  these  blanks  be  studied  and  filled  at  quarterly  executive  meetings  in 
order  that  they  may  tally  with  the  reports  sent  by  the  local  President  to  the 
District  Secretary. 

8.  We  further  recommend  that  Educational  Leadership  be  cultivated  by: — 

a.  Educational  Seminars  held  in  each  District  in  September  to  study 
more  effective  means  and  methods  for  promoting  the  unified  plan  of 
Missionary  Education  as  given  in  the  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society; 
these  Seminars  to  be  planned  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Study 
and  Action  in  cooperation  with  the  District  Secretaries. 

b.  Attendance  at  Pastors'  School,  May  29-June  3,  at  Greensboro  Col- 
lege; the  Christian  Workers'  Assembly,  July  4-6  at  Louisburg  College; 
and  the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service,  July  20- 
August  1  at  Lake  Junaluska.  We  recommend  that  Societies,  Zone  and 
Districts  send  representatives  to  each  of  these  schools  for  special  study.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  AND 

LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 


I.     GENERAL 


As  the  Kingdom  of  God  can  be  established  on  earth  only  as  our  social 
relations  become  thoroughly  Christian,  and  that  may  be  best  achieved  through 
learning  our  duties  and  responsibilities,  we  recommend  continued  study,  both 
informal  and  approved,  in 

(a)  Citizenship 

(b)  Consumer  Education 

(c)  Parent  Education. 

II.     CHURCH  AND  COMMUNITY  NEEDS 
Since  much  pressure  is  being  placed  by  all  agencies  on  our  "patriotic  duty," 
and  realizing  that  the  Christian  way  of  life  is  always  the  most  patriotic  way, 
we  recommend  that  we  urge  our  women  of  our  societies: 
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1.  That  they  pledge  themselves  anew  to  the  task  which  is  ours,  giving  first 
place  to  the  Church  and  its  attendant  duties. 

2.  That  they  foster  in  each  community  a  recognition  of  the  use  of  alcoholic 
beverages  as  unpatriotic;  as  a  problem  of  public  health  and  mental  hygiene, 
to  the  end  that  steps  be  taken  to  provide  medical  and  psychiatric  care  for 
alcoholic  patients,  instead  of  "jail  treatment"  which  serves  no  rehabilitative 
purpose. 

3.  To  cooperate  with  school  authorities  and  Parent-Teacher  Association  in 
executing  the  state  laws  requiring  education  on  the  evils  of  alcohol  and 
other  narcotics. 

4.  To  become  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  the  Lanhan  Act,  under  which 
care  for  children  can  be  made  available,  and  see  that  funds  are  used  in 
needed  areas. 

5.  To  study  the  effectiveness  of  the  church  program  in  meeting  the  needs  of 
industrial  and  low  income  groups,  in  the  light  of  the  growing  response  to 
various  cults  and  sects. 

6.  To  continue  the  support  of  the  Farm  Security  Administration  and  the  Office 
of  Price  Control,  and  to  work  to  secure : 

(a)  Removal  of  restriction  on  voting 

(1)  Poll  Tax 

(2)  White  Primary 

(b)  Federal  Aid  to  Education 

(c)  The  extension  of  Old  Age  and  Survivor's  Insurance  to  farm  labor- 
ers, domestic  workers,  self  employed  persons  and  employees  of 
non-profit    institutions. 

III.     THE  CHURCH  AND  THE  CHRISTIAN  FAMILY 

Recognizing  that  individuals  constitute  the  nation,  and  individual  habits  and 
customs  aid  in  forming  the  policies  of  nations,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  our  women  utilize  the  opportunities  for  development  of  the  Christian 
family  by  family  worship,  church  worship  and  observance   of  special   days. 

2.  That  local  societies  cooperate  with  other  agencies  seeking  to  protect  Child 
Labor  laws  and  assist  in  correcting  the  abuse  of  same  in  local  communities. 

3.  That  all  women  seek  provisions  for  community  recreation  programs,  in  an 
effort  to  halt  the  rise  in  crime  and  delinquency,  and  the  exploitation  of 
children  by  commercial  agencies. 

IV.  THE  CHURCH  AND  GROUP  UNITY 

In  view  of  increasing  racial  tension,  discriminations  and  the  growing  anti- 
Semitic  propaganda,  we   recommend: 

1.  That  we  work  as  individuals  and  groups  to  combat  every  tendency,  by  seek- 
ing to  trace  rumors  to  their  source  and  by  refusing  to  spread  suspicion  and 
distrust. 

2.  That  we  lend  support  to  the  formation  of  inter-faith  and  inter-racial 
groups  which  build  upon  a  common  element  of  our  religious  heritage  and 
human  interest. 

3.  That  church  and  trade  groups  seek  better  understanding,  cordinating  ener- 
gies and  programs  for  the  welfare   of  all. 
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4.  That  local  societies  urge  democratic  procedures  in  setting  up  groups  and 
committees  for  the  study  of  needs  in  the  community. 

5.  That  we  support  the  President's  Fair  Employment  Practice   Committee. 

V.     THE   CHURCH   AND  POST-WAR  PLANNING 

Seeking  a  just  and  durable  peace,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  we  strive  toward  a  peace  that  will  help  to  establish  a  Christian  World 
Committee  by: 

(a)  Liberating   minorities   and   insuring   rights. 

(b)  Abolishment  of   discrimination. 

(c)  Removal   of  prejudices. 

(d)  Insure  full  employment. 

2.  That  we  support  the  formation  of  an  organization  in  which  all  people  of 
the  world  may  have  representation  when  political  decisions  are  made  to 
determine  the  future  world  order.

Because  of  the  increasing  need  and  urgency  for  a  better  informed  member- 
ship  and   the    close   relationship    of   the    Literature    and   Publications   with   every 
line  of  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  added  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  necessity  of  each  officer  becom- 
ing a  subscriber  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  and  familiarizing 
herself  with  the  value  of  these  publications. 

2.  That  the  importance  of  World  Outlook  as  a  family  magazine  be  empha- 
sized and  its  circulation  increased  in  Methodist   homes. 

3.  That  each  local  Society  set  a  definite  goal  of  increase  in  subscriptions 
to  both  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook. 

4.  That  additional  use  of  the  two  publications  be  made  through  gift 
subscriptions  to  the  Children's  Division  of  the  Church  School  and  placement  of 
copies  in   U.S.O.   centers  and  army   camps. 

5.  That  a  united  effort  be  made  this  year  to  make  our  members  reader- 
corscious  by  establishing  Reading  Circles,  using  the  books  and  pamphlets  reviewed 
and  advertised  in  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook. 

6.  That  wherever  necessary  an  assistant  be  appointed  in  the  local  Society 
who  shall  be  responsible  for  securing  the  publication  of  constructive  missionary 
news  in  the  church  and  secular  press,  and  that  every  available  channel  of  pub- 
licity be   used  to  publicize   and  promote   the   work   of   the   Woman's   Society   of 
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Christian  Service  in  all  its  phases,  making  use  of  radio,  church  bulletins,  public 
announcements,  scrap  books,  posters,  the  Woman's  page  of  the  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate  and  secular  newspapers. 

7.  That  special  effort  be  made  this  year  to  make  reports  complete,  accurate, 
prompt,  and  worthy  of  the  Society's  interest  in  the  department. 

8.  That  the  women  in  the  local  Societies  subscribe  to  and  read  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  that  each  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publi- 
cations assist  in  increasing  subscriptions  to  this  publication  throughout  her  local 
church. 

For  our  100  percent  goals  we  recommend:  One  hundred  per  cent  in 
reporting;  one  hundred  per  cent  in  the  matter  of  every  officer  a  subscriber  to 
The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  and  in  the  Secretary  of  Literature 
i;nd  Publications  being  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee.

5.  That  additional  sessions  be  held,  wherever  and  whenever  possible 
according  to  plans  outlined  in  the  leaflet,  "The  Plan  for  the  Missionary  Edu- 
cation of  Children  in  the  Methodist  Church."  This  free  leaflet  can  be  obtained 
fjom  the  Service  Dept.,  810  Broadway,  Nashville  2,  Tenn. 

6.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  work  be  urged  to  study  and  use  the 
quarterly  report  blanks  provided  for  them  in  the  latest  Record  and  Report 
Book  of  the  local  Society. 

7.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  keep  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  informed  about  her  work  by  reporting  or  giving  demon- 
strations   by    the    children    of    some    missionary    unit    which    they    have    studied. 

II.  CONFERENCE 

1.  That  the  Children's  Work  be  given  ample  consideration  with  other 
departments  of  work  in  plans  made  for  District  and  Zone  meetings. 

2.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  cooperate  with  the 
Conference  Board  of  Education  in  promoting  Children's  Work.

6.  That  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Education  for  Youth  be 
formed  in  every  local  church. 

7.  That  Interest  Groups  of  Girls  be  formed  within  the  Commission  on 
World  Friendship,  and  including  all  girls  in  the  Youth  Dvision,  to  study  the 
program  materials  prepared  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Shristian  Service. 

8.  That  plans  be  made  in  the  Commission  on  World  Friendship  for  special 
interest  groups  of  boys  and  girls  to  study  two  or  more  of  the  Missionary  Edu- 
cation Movement  texts. 

9.  That  quarterly  youth  fund  Programs  be  presented  in  every  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship  to  encourage  one  hundred  percent  participation  in  this  fund.

Ask  your  program  committee  to  plan  one  program  on  this  during  the  year. 

B.     CAMPUS  SECRETARIES 

1.  We  recommend  to  Student  Secretaries  near  college  campuses  to  promote  a 
Campus-Church   Relations    Committee. 

2.  Where  Methodist  Student  Work  is  not  organized,  the  student  secretary 
should  get  a  list  of  Methodist  students  on  the  campus  and  see  that  these 
students  have  a  place  in  the'  Church  program. 

3.  Where  Methodist  Student  Work  is  organized,  the  local  student  secretary 
should  know  the  student  program  and  assist  the  Campus  Director  of 
Methodist  Student  Work  in  bringing  the  students  into  the  program  of  the 
Church. 

4.  The  local  Secretary  of  Student  Work  should  cooperate  with  the  local  Board 
of  Christian  Education  in  her  Church  and  with  the  Woman's  Society  to  see 
that  a  student  program  is  planned.

(6)  That  gifts  to  needy  ministers  or  superannuates  be  optional. 

(7)  That  each  Secretary  of  Supplies  get  her  reports  out  on  time  to  reach  the 
Conference  Secretary  by  the  fifth  of  the  month  following  the  end  of 
each  quarter.

SCARRITT  COLLEGE  LIVING  ENDOWMENT 

What  is  the  outlook?  Many  enterprises  start  well,  only  a  few  acquire 
sufficient  momentum  to  carry  them  through  to  a  successful  finish.  Let  us  make 
this  Living  Endowment  effort  successful.  The  hardest  pulling  is  out  ahead  of  us. 
The  enormous  growth  of  our  national  income  indicates  that  more  millions  of 
people  will  have  more  money  than  ever  in  our  history. 

If  we  can  help  people  to  see  how  the  training  of  Christian  workers  for 
present  needs  and  for  post-war  demands  is  a  direct  Christian  contribution  to  the 
purposes  for  which  the  war  is  being  fought,  it  should  be  possible  to  enlist  their 
support. 

That  will  require  co-operation.  Hundreds  of  Scarritt  Associates  and  other 
friends  have  been  at  work  diligently  during  the  past  months  to  help  us  secure 
additional  contributions  for  the  Living  Endowment  Fund.  Over  a  thousand 
individual  gifts  have  been  made.  We  should  steadily  increase  that  number  until 
we  can  count  on  annual  contributions  from  Five  Thousand,  Loyal  Associates. 
That  means  we  must  reach  and  interest  more  individuals,  Church  organizations, 
District  and  Conference  groups. 

Reasons  for  supporting  the  program  of  Scarritt  College  have  grown  in 
number  as  Church  Community,  Emergency  and  Missionary  needs_  for  Christian 
workers  become  more  urgent.  Our  Mission  Board  in  Annual  meeting  asks  for 
more  than  three  hundred  workers  for  immediate  assignments  in  home  and  foreign 
situations;  local  churches  in  some  parts  of  our  country  are  contacting  our  senior 
students  six  months  before  graduation  and  we  are  forced  to  write  many 
inquiring  pastors  that  we  are  not  able  to  enroll  enough  students  to  supply 
their  needs.  In  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Education  of  The  Methodist 
Church  we  are  training  a  Church  School  Extension  Corps  for  emergency  volun- 
teer service  in  congested  war  Industry  areas.  The  summer  session  of  the  College 
will  offer  further  short-course  preparation  for  services  made  necessary  by  the 
present  emergency  and  for  post-war  reconstruction  work. 

At  Scarritt,  in  addition  to  our  regular  program,  we  are  endeavoring  to 
provide  special  education  for  vitally  important  Christian  service  in  the  present 
and  post-war  emergency  periods.  But  we  must  depend  on  the  voluntary  support 
of  you  who  realize  the  significance  of  such  service. 

V  stands  for  VICTORY,  and  that  cannot  come  too  soon  to  meet  our 
wishes,  but  unless  we  use  V  also  for  VISION,  to  see  the  needs  and  opportunities 
for  Christian  service  now  and  after  the  war,  and  prepare  adequately  to  meet  them 
then  VICTORY  may  mark  only  another  interlude  between  wars. 

Let  every  District  Secretary  fill  a  stamp  book  from  gifts  from  her  District 
at  their  meetings  or  some  way  best  suited  and  send  a  War  Bond  to  Scarritt 
College,  thus  help  meet  the  cost  of  preparing  Christian  workers  for  service  at 
home  and  abroad.

The  chief  activities  of  the  Conference  Historical  Committee  during-  1943 
included:  Supplying  Greensboro  College  with  several  missing  Conference  Journals; 
preserving  in  a  scrap  book  all  available  news  clippings  of  Conference  news; 
continuance  of  the  Woman's  Page  Scrap  Books  and  the  beginning  of  the 
preservance  of  newspaper  clippings  of  local  W.S.C.S  and  W.S.G  for  a  scrap 
book. 

The  aspirations  of  this  Committe  have  reached  such  heights  that  the 
members  have  been  led  to  seek  some  means  of  conveying  to  every  local  Society 
and  the  vital  importance  of  preserving  records,  both  in  the  local  chuch  and  in 
the  Conference  Historical  archives.  To  this  end  we  present  three  recommendations, 
the  use  of  which  will  greatly  increase  the  value  of  our  Historical  Records, 
numerically  and   influentially.   We,   therefore,   recommend : 

1.  That  each  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  preserve  all  minutes  of  monthly  meetings. 

2.  That  each  local  organization  keep  in  a  scrap  book  all  newspaper  clip- 
pings of  the  activities  of  the  Society  or  Guild. 

3.  That  each  local  Society  and  Guild  send  to  the  Editor  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian  x'ldvocate 
all  newspaper  clippings  concerning  the  organization,  these  clippings  to  be 
preserved  in  the  Conference  local  Society  scrap  book.

REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  WORK 
EAST  LAURINBURG 

Phillips  Brooks  has  said:  "To  seek  for  the  reproduction  of  Christ's  mind 
in  the  mind  of  the  community  is  the  greatest  aim  one  can  cherish." 

In  the  church  and  community  it  has  been  our  aim  to  put  the  spiritual 
emphasis  on  every  phase  of  our  work,  keeping  in  mind  the  fact  that  we  art 
laying  foundations  upon  which  to  build  in  years  to  come.  Often  such  work 
must  proceed  slowly  and  is  not  accomplished  as  the  result  of  a  single  act,  but  is 
the  process  of  growth  and  the  result  of  the  personal  influence  and  efforts  of  the 
worker  and  others  who  are  awake  to  the  needs  of  the  community. 

With  special  emphasis  placed  upon  our  church  work  it  has  been  grati- 
fying to  watch  the  renewed  interest  and  growth  in  every  department.  This 
interest  has  been  stimulated  with  special  programs.  Especially  would  I  like  to 
mention  the  baptismal  service  for  our  little  ones  at  Easter.  The  church  was 
made  beautiful  for  this  service  and  in  the  hush  of  the  twilight  hour  as  the 
parents  with  their  little  ones  took  their  places  at  the  altar  and  the  rite  of 
baptism  was  administered,  we  felt  in  our  heart  that  truly  the  foundation  upon 
which    we    were    building    was    being   strengthened    by   this   stone    of    dedication. 

No  matter  how  small  a  community  or  limited  the  advantages,  any  woman 
can  live  splendidly  if  she  is  missionary  minded.  I  feel  there  has  been  a  deepening 
interest  and  an  awaking  to  the  bigness  of  the  work  of  the  W.S.C.S  in  our  own 
auxiliary.  This  is  largely  the  result  of  the  consecrated  leadership  of  the 
President,  Mrs.  Rhye.  The  first  adult  life  membership  to  be  given  by  this 
auxiliary,  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Mary  Sanford,  who  for  many  years  was  the 
beloved  President  of  this  Society.  It  is  a  real  joy  to  help  direct  the  work  of 
this  group. 

The  membership  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  made  up  of  25  of  our 
finest  young  girls.  I  consider  it  a  special  privilege  to  be  the  sponsor  of  this 
group.  Informative  programs  are  well  planned  and  presented.  Their  pledge 
of  last  year  was  over  paid.  This  year  they  more  than  doubled  the  pledge  of 
last  year. 

A  valuable  feature  in  our  program  for  the  children  and  one  that  brings 
joy  to  the  children  of  the  entire  community,  is  our  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School. 
The  school  this  past  year,  from  the  standpoint  of  interest  and  quality  of  work 
done,  was  one  of  the  best  we've  had.  From  an  enrollment  of  13  7,  112  certificates 
were  given  for  perfect  attendance. 

Our  Community  Club  continues  to  grow  in  numbers  and  interest  and 
is  serving  as  a  real  means  of  drawing  our  people  together  in  the  common 
interest  of  community  affairs,  and  also  stimulating  a  real  spirit  of  fellowship. 
Most  interesting  programs  are  planned,  bringing  to  our  people  speakers  who 
have  brought  informative  as  well  as  inspirational  messages.  Community  suppers, 
games,  and  community  singing  are  also  interesting  features  of  these  meetings. 
Our  ministers  take  an  active  part  in  this  work  and  their  influence  is  uplifting 
and  helpful. 
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A  real  need  in  the  community  has  been  some  organized  work  for  boys. 
A  few  months  ago  this  need  was  met  by  the  Hill  Company,  who  by  becoming 
its  sponsor,  made  possible  a  Boy  Scout  troop.  Under  the  leadership  of  the 
Scoutmaster  this  troop  getting  off  to  a  good  start  in  its  work. 

In  co-operation  with  the  County  Health  Department  we  are  striving 
to  make  our  health  program  a  preventive  one.  Looking  forward  to  the  coming 
of  the  spring  and  summer  months  and  knowing  the  conditions  which  exist  that 
are  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  entire  community,  a  meeting  was  called  of  our 
local  industrial  board  and  the  two  commissioners  for  a  frank  discussion  as  to 
the  best  possible  solution  of  this  problem.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting  definite 
plans  were  made  whereby  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  three  mill  villages  will 
be  greatly  improved. 

Also,  through  the  courtesy  of  one  of  the  government  officials  who  is 
working  for  the  control  of  malaria  in  the  war  area,  we  were  able  to  secure  a 
very  splendid  and  instructive  exhibit  relative  to  this  work  which  was  placed  in 
each  of  the  mills,  thus  giving  every  employee  an  opportunity  of  learning  the 
cause  and  control  of  malaria  which  is  so  prevalent  in  this  vicinity. 

We  have  promoted  two  diphtheria  clinics  which  were  held  in  my  office 
under  the  supervision  of  the  county  health  nurse.  47  babies  and  children  under 
six  years  of  age  were  given  this  treatment. 

Several  of  our  children  have  been  given  the  benefit  of  free  clinic  service. 

Some  one  has  said,  "There  is  nothing  in  all  the  world  so  important  as 
children.  If  you  ever  wish  to  be  of  use  to  the  world,  do  something  for  children; 
there  is  always  a  chance  that  you  may  save  a  child." 

Seven  of  our  village  children  have  been  placed  in  two  orphanages  during 
the  year.  This  need  came  when  the  mother  in  two  of  our  homes  died,  leaving 
these  little  ones.  The  condition  in  both  homes  was  pitiable;  the  children  under- 
nourished and  improperly  and  insufficiently  clothed.  It  was  a  real  joy  to  help 
make  possible  for  them  a  home  where  they  through  care  and  Christian  training 
are  being  given  an  opportunity  to  grow  into  lives  of  usefulness.  Truly,  nothing 
is  more  worth  while  than  to  save  the  life  of  a  child. 

Beside  the  work  already  mentioned,  we  co-operated  with  the  summer  recrea- 
tional program  for  the  children  which  was  made  possible  by  the  schools;  pro- 
moted an  art  class  which  was  taught  by  a  talented  artist,  and  which  was 
enthusiastically  enjoyed  by  the  pupils;  serve  as  chairman  of  the  village  library 
committee;  have  made  several  talks  for  auxiliaries;  furnished  transportation  to 
patients  for  out  of  town  treatment;  have  answered  countless  calls  for  relief 
and  ministered  to  the  sick  and  needy,  besides  visiting  daily  in  the  homes.  More 
and  more  am  I  convinced  that  in  our  daily  visitation  and  personal  contacts  are 
we   given   one   of  our  greatest  opportunities   for  service. 

The  days  have  been  full  and  happy  ones.  With  the  consciousness  of  our 
Father's  presence   and   guidance,   we   face   the   future   with    faith   and   confidence 

PRISCILLA  STEGER. 
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REPORT  OF  RUTH  BROOKS,  RURAL  WORKER 

My  work  on  the  Goldsboro  Circuit  during  the  past  year  and  a  half,  with 
headquarters  at  Adamsville,  has  included  a  variety  of  activities  and  has  been 
tied  up  with  practically  all  of  the  church  and  community  activities. 

Adamsville,  located  on  the  highway  about  three  miles  from  Goldsboro,  is  a 
community  of  about  400  people  with  Daniel's  Chapel  the  only  church  there 
and  with  most  of  these  people  living  within  a  mile  of  the  church.  Most  of  the 
houses  have  been  built  within  the  past  four  or  five  years. 

In  spite  of  its  small  size,  I  found  that  many  of  the  people  were  stranger? 
to  others  living  near  them.  Since  we  are  in  a  defense  area  there  is  much  moving 
into  and  out  of  the  community. 

We  have  had  several  community  meetings  in  order  to  provide  opportunities 
of   getting  better  acquainted  and   to    give   a   program   of   wholesome   recreation. 

A  Community  Council  of  twelve  representative  citizens  elected  by  the 
Community  as  a  whole  has  been  organized.  It  has  sponsored  a  community 
picnic,  community  weiner  roast,  community  meetings  the  organiation  of  B05 
Scout  and  Girl  Scout  troops,  and  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid  class  for  adults 
The  children  have  received  First  Aid  instruction  in  connection  with  their  Scout 
work. 

In  their  Wednesday  afternoon  meetings  the  children  display  a  great  deal  ol 
enthusiasm  and  initiative  in  carrying  out  their  oWn  programs.  They  have 
recently  been  dramatizing  Bible  stories  and  we  have  used  the  approved  mission- 
ary materials  for  children. 

Three  of  our  young  people  have  recently  been  meeting  regularly  with  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  and  are  now  seeing  possibilities  of  what  may  be 
done  through  having  regular  meetings  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship 
Council.  The  Young  People  meet  on  Tuesday  nights. 

I  work  with  the  W.S.C.S.  and  help  with  Mission  Study  and  Bible  Study 
classes  at  Daniel's  Chapel  and  at  other  churches  of  this  Circuit. 

In  the  Summer  I  help  with  the  Vacation  Church  Schools  held  on  the 
Charge. 

The  entire  community  is  showing  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  new 
religious  education  building  which  is  being  constructed  at  Daniel's  Chapel.  We 
plan  to  have  our  fellowship  supper  in  it  next  Friday  night. 

I   appreciate   your   support,   your   prayers,    and   your   interest   in   the    work. 


DEACONESS  MARY  NICHOLS,  DEFENSE  AREA, 
WILMINGTON,  N.  C. 

One  year  ago  in  September,  1942,  I  began  my  work  in  Wilmington  a,t 
Sunset  Park  with  no  church  and  no  place  in  which  to  hold  meetings  of  any 
kind  save  in  the  homes  of  some  of  the  interested  people.  Now  at  Sunset  Park 
there  is  a  nice  new  brick  church  with  a  pastor  and  his  wife  to  keep  the  work 
going  and  a  well  organized  Church  School  and  Society  of  Christian  Service 
besides  other  organizations. 

With  the  work  jroingf  so  well  there   I  have  moved  over  into  another  are3 
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and  am  working  with  an  Inter-denominational  group  in  each  of  the  government 
owned  Community  Buildings. 

My  work  here  is  of  course  mostly  with  religious  groups  such  as  Church 
Schools  and  Church  Services  and  week  day  sessions  of  Church  School  groups 
However,  I  am  always  interested  in  the  civic  organizations  of  the  community 
and  take  part  in  their  meeting  whenever  it  is  possbile. 

I  do  want  to  pay  tribute  to  the  pastors  of  the  City  of  Wilmington,  who 
have  come  over  each  Sunday  morning  and  afternoon  and  given  of  their  busy 
time  from  their  own  churches  to  bring  the  messages  to  our  people.  We  feel  that 
their  contribution  has  come  through  real  sacrifice  on  their  part. 

With  visiting  in  the  homes  and  in  participation  in  as  many  groups  ns 
possible  and  taking  advantage  of  any  contact  possible  with  the  people  in  this 
vast  area  of  approximately  twelve  thousand  people,  I  am  trying  to  keep  the 
Church  before  the  people  and  to  help  them  to  keep  Christ  foremost  in  their 
hearts  and  minds  even  if  they  are  away  from  their  home  church  and  many  of 
them  away  from  their  loved  ones. 

I  want  to  thank  the  women  of  the  Conference  for  their  supply  money  that 
they  have  so  generously  sent  each  quarter.  It  has  helped  me  a  great  deal  in 
Vacation  Church  School  work  and  in  week  day  sessions  as  well  as  helping  supply 
tracts  and  The  Upper  Room. 


NEW  BERN  DISTRICT— DEFENSE  WORK 

I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  joy  and  privilege  of  serving  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference.  Just  this  moment  I  am  grateful  for  this  opportunity  of 
facing  the  Christ  as  I  look  toward  the  beautiful  window  just  now.

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Meeting  the  needs  means  keeping  a  listening  ear.  The  wives  of  service  men 
who  long  to  get  into  a  kitchen  once  again  help  me  to  prepare  accasional  suppers 
in  the  Centenary  Church  kitchen.  Their  marine  husbands  enjoy  these  simple 
little  supper  with  their  wives. 

"Ask  and  it  shall  be  given  you,  seek  .  .  .  knock  .  .  ."  The  joy  of 
having  this  truth  come  true  before  one's  eyes  has  come  to  me.  A  check  from  the 
Conference  women  came  just  when  we  had  some  definite  needs  before  us.  Other 
gifts  to  help  in  the  work  came  from  Centenary  and  Riverside  Church. 

The  warm-hearted  people  of  New  Bern,  District  Superintendent  and  Ministers 
are  making  it  possible  for  me  to  invite  women  Reserves  into  our  Christian 
homes.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  I.— NAME 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Society  within  the  Conference  in  accordance 
with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  III.— MEMBERSHIP  AND   OFFICERS 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  auxiliary  delegates,  the  number 
to  be  determined  by  each  Conference,  according  to  its  requirements  5  such  District 
officers  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine,  from  each  District;  all  chair- 
men of  Conference  standing  committees;  any  officers  or  members  of  the  Woman's 
Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Conference,  and  the  following  officers:  a  President,  Vice-President,  Recording 
Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  a  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  Secretary  of 
Children's  Work,  a  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  a  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  a  Secretary  of 
Supplies  and  such  other  secretaries  of  line  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE  IV.— ANNUAL  MEETING 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when  reports 
shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Districts.  Officers 
shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and  pledges  made  for  the  year. 
There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  in  harmony  with  the 
plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  V.— ELECTIONS 

At  the  last  meetings  of  the  quadrennium  the  Conference  Society  of  Christian 
Service  shall  nominate  according  to  instruction  in  the  Discipline,  the  women  for 
Conference  representatives  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  Three  women  shall  also  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceeding  the 
Assembly,   delegates  shall   be  elected  in  accordance   with  the  stated  membership. 

ARTICLE  VI.— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Division. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference  Wo- 
man's Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the 
treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Con- 
ference Board  and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the  Dis- 
cipline may  provide. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her 
absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  Society.  She  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society  may  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  permanent 
record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  the  Conference  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appoint- 
ment. She  shall  prepare  and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Society.  She  shall  supply  the  societies  with  information  concerning  the  work.  In 
co-operation  with  the  District  Secretaries,  she  shall  seek-  to  organize  societies  in 
every  church  in  the  Conference.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  election  of  Conference  Society  officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of 
the  officers  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction 
and  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Joint  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Society. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  missionary  funds  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly  or  monthly  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society,  or  from  District  Treasurers,  as  the  Confer- 
ence Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  without  division  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Conference  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall 
be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum  and  upon 
such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 
shall  be  responsible  for  Missionary  Education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  furnish  missionary  informa- 
tion, recommend  missionary  projects,  and  develop  interest  in  their  support. 
She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  Society  the  study  courses  approved  by 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  assist  in  planning  and 
promoting    Missionary    Conferences,    Study    Leaders'    Meetings    and    Schools    of 
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Missions  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study 
plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  also  co-operate  with  the  Conference  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  Missionary  Education  and 
with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  Missionary  Education.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Juris- 
diction Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  Where  advisable,  this 
work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  study  plans  and 
one  in  charge  of  missionary  projects. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  or  Vice-President  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  studies  of  the  various  committees  of  this 
department,  and  endeavor  to  enlist  the  women  in  community  surveys  and  service. 
She  shall  have  an  advisory  relationship  to  local  church  activities.  She  shall 
co-operate  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  with  the 
Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the  study  and  service  plans  of 
the  Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  with  organizations  of  the  Church  and  other 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends  approved  by  the  Division.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Conference  Society,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Sec.  8.  The  Secretary  of  Wesley  an  Service  Guild  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of 
the  Conference  Guild  Committee,  promote  the  work  of  the  Guild  in  the  Confer- 
ence and  assist  in  the  organization  of  news  units.  She  shall  become  familiar  with 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  Conference  Society  and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall 
receive  reports  from  the  District  Guild  Society  and  report  annually  and  semi- 
annually to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
grams approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Conference  Society  and  report,  quarterly  and  annually,  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  according 
to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report,  quarterly  and  annually, 
to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

Sec.  11.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Sec.  12.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference  and  for  the  dissemi- 
nation of  missionary  news  through  the  Church  and  secular  press.  She  shall  make 
a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote 
the    circulation    of    The   Methodist   Woman   throughout   the    Conference   and    of 
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World  Outlook  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  Church. 
She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Sec.  13.  The  Secretary  of  Supplies  shall  be  responsible  for  promoting  interest 
in  the  sending  of  necessary  supplies  to  the  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church 
recommended  by  their  district  superintendents,  and  to  institutions  in  the  home 
and  foreign  field  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society  and  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Supplies. 

ARTICLE  II.— ELECTIONS 

( 1 )  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall  be 
elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  The  election  shall  take  place  annually, 
bi-ennia"lly,  or  quadrennially,  as  the  Conference  may  determine. 

(2)  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference  Society 
shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society,  three 
of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

ARTICLE  III.— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

( 1 )  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed 
of  the  officers  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine. 
A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

(2)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership  an 
Administrative  Committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary  business  in  the 
interim   between  meetings   of   the   Executive   Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV.— FUNDS 

( 1 )  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the  Woman's 
Division  of   Christian  Service. 

(2)  All  Undesignated  Missionary  Gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Division. 
There   shall   be   no   division   of   missionary   funds  by   the    Conference   Treasurer. 

(3)  Designated  Funds  shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  who  shall 
transmit  them  as  designated  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

(4)  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials  are  a  part 
of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed  by  the  Conference 
Society. 

(5)  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Conference  Cultivation 
and  Expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and  expenses  as  are  not  pro- 
vided by  the  Woman's  Division   for  education  and  cultivation. 

(6)  The  Special  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offerings  shall  be  applied 
to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
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ARTICLE  V.— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Sec.  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  committees  as 
the  needs  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  Spiritual  Life.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual 
Life  whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  women, 
to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  personal 
service  and  giving;  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times 
and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a  clear  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of 
Christian  living;  to  devise  definite  means  to  permeate  the  local .  Church  with 
a  spiritual  power  which  will  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active 
service;  to  promote  Christian  stewardship,  devotional  Bible  study,  and  the  use  of 
other  devotional  materials. 

Sec.  3.  Status  of  Women..  .There  shall  be  a  standing  Committee  on  Status 
of  Women.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women 
in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands, 
including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  question  that  affects  her  place  in 
society  and  in  the  Church.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve 
her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  efficiently. 

Sec.  4.  Missionary  Personnel-  (a)  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  Chairman  of  Missionary 
Personnel,  the  Conference  President,  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  the 
Women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel of  the  Woman's  Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with 
experiece  in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

(b)  This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  consecrated  young 
women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for  Christian  service; 
it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates,  and  the  types  of  service  needed; 
it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  application 
to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to  the  Personnel  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in 
their  judgment  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co-operate 
in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  personnel 
work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  VI.— BY-LAWS 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  By-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  Confer- 
ence require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws 
of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
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BY-LAWS 


I.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  dele- 
gate or  alternate  from  each  society,  one  delegate  or  alternate  from  each  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  chairmen  of  Conference 
Standing  Committees,  zone  leaders,  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  Juris- 
dictional Societies  living  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

II.  The  Conference  Society  shall  meet  annually  and  include  three  days. 

III.  A  registration  fee  of  one  dollars  per  delegate  shall  be  sent  five  days 
before   Conference,  the  fee   to  be  applied   on   luncheons. 

IV.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  with  the  privilege  of 
re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Treasurer,  who  may  continue  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  District 
Secretaries,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate,  chairman  of  Confer- 
ence Standing  committees,  and  any  Jurisdictional  officers  or  members  of  Board 
of  Missions  living  in  the   N.  C.   Conference. 

VI.  There  shall  be  three  Executive  Board  meetings:  during  the  first  quarter, 
at  Conference,  and  in  the  fall. 

VII.  (a)  Scholarships  shall  be  granted  as  loans — to  be  cancelled  without 
paymfent  at  the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

(b)  For  each  scholarship  of  $300. 00,  the  recipient  must  give  one  year  of 
service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  loan  without  interest. 

VIII.  The  Committee  on  By-laws  shall  be  composed  of  President-  Corres- 
ponding Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  member  from  the  body.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 


September  26-27,  1944-Raleigh 

The  Executive  Committee  held  its  fall  meeting  in  three  sessions, 
September  26-27,  1944,  at  the  Burwell  Cottage,  Methodist  Orphan- 
age, Raleigh,  N.  C. 

The  president,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  called  the  meeting  to  order 
and  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  using  the  cities  of  refuge  as  a  happily 
chosen  thought,  told  of  the  wonderful  preparation  our  Father  has 
made  for  His  children  in  giving  them  places  of  refuge — peace,  unity, 
life  eternal — when  they  need  strength,  courage  and  comfort. 

Mrs.  Hood's  opening  remarks  were  appropriated  linked  with 
Miss  Lamb's  theme.  She  noted  the  absence  of  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne, 
Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts  and  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep.  The  new  officers,  Mrs. 
H.  I.  Glass,  Vice  President;  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  Secretary  of  Sup- 
plies; Mrs.  S.  A.  Maxwell,  Secretary  of  Children's  Work;  and  Mrs. 
H.  L.  McLeod,  Secretary  of  Favetteville  District,  were  presented. 
Mrs.  Hood  told  of  correspondence  relative  to  worker  requested  by  a 
minister  in  East  Rockingham  and  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Hervie  Evans, 
who  had  sent  a  check  for  $1,500.00.  Mr.  Evans  had  approved  the 
Conference  plan  of  investing  the  larger  portion  of  his  gifts  in  govern- 
ment bonds  and  using  the  remainder  to  pay  Miss  Steger. 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass  spoke  of  taking  part  in  District  Seminars  and  of 
the  Spiritual  Life  Seminar  at  Junaluska.  She  emphasized  that  the 
number  of  Spiritual  Life  groups  should  equal  the  number  of  societies 
and  that  there  may  be  such  groups  organized  where  there  is  no  so- 
ciety. She  suggested  that  there  be  more  than  one  group  in  each 
church  and  several  in  large  churches.  Some  of  her  suggestions  were 
that  the  group  meet  before  church  in  a  class  room  or  in  a  car,  or  even 
meet  by  telephone.  Miss  Lamb  thanked  Mrs.  Glass  for  her  contribu- 
tion to  the  work. 

Mrs.  Hooker  reported: 

1.  Meeting  of  the  Student  Commission:  a  new  constitution  is  to 
be  written  governing  the  Student  Center  as  there  is  a  feeling 
that  changes  will  strengthen  the  work.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that 
the  Executive  Committee  authorize  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee to  act  on  whatever  changes  are  made  in  the  constitution 
that  shall  be  set  up  to  guide  the  Student  Commission  and  the 
local  committee.  Motion  carried. 
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2.  Meeting  of  the  Rural  Commission  at  which  Miss  Brooks  re- 
ported on  her  work  at  Daniels  Chapel  and  her  interdenomi- 
national work. 

3.  Resolution.  Mrs.  Hood  called  attention  to  change  in  handling 
Methodist  Youth  Fund  and  Mrs.  Hooker  read  a  joint  resolu- 
tion of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Board  of  Education: 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence hereby  request  that  the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Fi- 
nance of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  shall  nominate  and  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  shall  elect  an  assistant  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  for  the  sole  purpose  of  giving  as- 
sistance in  the  handling  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund.  We  recom- 
mend that  this  assistant  to  the  treasurer  shall  be  Mrs.  L.  C.  Vereen 
or  her  successor  in  the  position  of  office  secretarv  and  associate  di- 
rector of  the  Youth  Work  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. We  request  that  the  N.  C.  Conference  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  and  the  N.  C.  Conference  approve  the  follow- 
ing plan  of  remittance  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund: 

1.  That  remittance  of  Methodist  Youth  Fund  be  sent  undivided 
to  Mrs.  L.  C.  Vereen  at  the  Board  of  Education  office. 

2.  That  Mrs.  Vereen  shall  send  the  remittance  undivided  to  Mr. 
C.  A.  Dillon,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Conference  Treasurer. 

3.  That  Mrs.  Vereen  shall  provide  such  reports  on  pledges  and 
remittances  as  are  needed  by  the  Woman's  Societv  of  Chris- 
tian Service. 

Mrs.  Holt  read  a  note  from  Mrs.  M.  J.  Faison  and  Miss  Lamb 
moved  that  the  conference  send  a  resolution  to  Mrs.  Faison.  Mrs. 
Hooker  was  asked  to  write  to  Mrs.  McKinne  and  Mrs.  Fouts. 

Mrs.  Holt  read  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Administrative 
and  Finance  Committees,  held  April  12,  1944,  and  reported  the  or- 
ganization meeting  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Council  of  Churches. 

Mrs.  Hooker  read  Mrs.  McKinne's  report,  an  unusually  good  one, 
and  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  Reports  dated  the  fifth  of  the  month  to  be  counted  on  per- 
centages. 

2.  Local  work  to  be  reported  quarterly. 
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3.  District  Secretaries  and  officers  send  expense  accounts  to  Mrs 
Hooker  at  the  end  of  the  quarter. 

There  was  comment  on  the  expanded  program  of  the  Division 
which  is  asking  for  the  full  pledge  and  5%  over.  Conferences  reach- 
ing this  goal  will  be  given  special  recognition  and  the  privilege  of 
having  shares  in  mission  projects  which  because  of  urgent  need  shall 
be  a  part  of  the  advanced  program.  The  list  of  projects  will  be  pre- 
sented later. 

Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  Conference  support  the  same  defense 
projects  as  last  vear.  The  motion  carried. 

In  her  report  on  Supplies,  Mrs.  Lineberger  spoke  of  the  drive  for 
clothing  for  Europe  and  asked  that  poundage  be  reported  on  the 
back  of  the  fourth  quarter's  Report. 

The  last  verse  of  the  nineteenth  Psalm  was  used  as  a  closing 
prayer. 

7:30  P.  M. 

The  evening  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Gates  and 
unison  singing  of  "Day  Is  Dying  in  the  West." 

Mrs.  Hood  appointed  two  committees: 

1.  To  study  present  method  of  awarding  Korean  Urn  —  Mrs. 
Hooker,  Mrs.  Borland,  Mrs.  Gary,  Mrs.  Pendleton. 

2.  Conference  Program  Committee: 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  President  of  Duke  Memorial  W.  S.  C.  S.;  Mrs. 
R.  B.  Hooker,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Mrs.  Gurnev  P. 
Hood. 

Mrs.  Boone  moved  that  Dr.  Jenson  be  invited  to  speak  to  the 
Conference  and  Mrs.  Glass  moved  that  plans  for  District  Set  Up 
meetings  be  left  to  the  president  and  corresponding  secretarv.  Both 
motions  carried. 

Mrs.  Boone,  after  speaking  of  the  fall  Seminars  and  the  topics 
being  discussed  told  of  conferring  with  Mrs.  Inman  Townslev  about 
the  memorial  to  her  son  and  of  asking  Miss  McKinnon  for  sugges- 
tions. Miss  Lamb  moved  that  Mrs.  McKinne  should  forward  $200.00 
to  Miss  McKinnon  and  ask  her  to  select  the  most  suitable  project 
for  the  Inman  Townslev  Memorial.  Carried. 

The  District  Secretaries  brought  glowing  reports  of  increased  giv- 
ing, new  societies,  excellent  attendance  at  Zone  meetings;  the  onlv 
expression  not  referring  to  growth  was  the  reference  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  churches  and  homes  along  the  coast  which  were  destroved  by 
the  recent  storm.  There  was  praise  and  applause  for  the  Secretaries. 
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Mrs.  Hood  read  Mrs.  Glenn  Pendleton's  resignation  as  Secretary 
of  the  Elizabeth  City  District  which  was  accepted  with  regret.  Mrs. 
Hood  and  Mrs.  Glass  spoke  of  Mrs.  Pendleton's  excellent  work  and 
the  progress  made  under  her  leadership. 

A  delightful  hour  ensued  as  each  of  those  who  attended  the 
Mission  School  at  Lake  Junaluska  was  given  the  opportunity  to  tell 
how  the  experience  had  been  a  contribution  to  her  life  in  the  sphere 
of  association,  study,  cordiality  of  people,  stimulus  of  scenery,  in- 
spiration of  program  as  well  as  the  lighter  side  of  the  period. 

Miss  Lamb  announced  that  the  Good  Night  prayer  service  would 
be  led  by  Mrs.  Glass.  She  read  the  forty-sixth  Psalm  and  gave 
thoughts  and  impressions  inspired  by  the  hundreds  of  trees  on  the 
Orphanage  Campus.  She  closed  her  remarks  with  a  poem,  "Walk 
With  God." 

September  27-9:00  A.  M. 

The  morning  session  was  opened  with  a  song,  'Jesus  Calls  Us"; 
Miss  Lamb  spoke  brieflv  of  our  inheritance  and  Mrs.  Hillman  closed 
the  period  with  prayer. 

In  her  remarks  Miss  Lamb  referred  to  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 
Mrs.  Hood  also  referred  to  it,  urging  cooperation  with  pastors  and 
Mrs.  Hillman,  speaking  in  behalf  of  the  Crusade,  said  that  the  Wom- 
an's Division  will  get  a  generous  share  of  the  fund  and  we  should 
do  a  large  share  of  the  work. 

Mrs.  Hillman  gave  a  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,  saying  that  appropriations  have  been  met.  but  cut  8.6%. 
She  mentioned  the  goals  of  a  million  dollars  for  the  Jurisdiction  and 
one  hundred  thousand  for  the  Week  of  Praver  and  emphasized  the 
shortage  of  missionaries,  teachers,  nurses  and  doctors. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  was  welcomed  and  after  responding,  gave 
an  account  of  the  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  at  Guilford  College. 

In  connection  with  Miss  Gardner's  report,  it  was  stated  that  the 
Conference  records  at  Greensboro  College  are  complete,  though 
there  is  no  custodian. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  spoke  of  the  International  Relations  Institute  at 
Woman's  College  and  gave  details  of  the  School  for  Christian  Work- 
ers at  Winston-Salem.  She  asked  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane  as  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Christian  Citizenship  to  read  the  program  of  the 
Legislative  Council.  It  follows  in  outline: 

1.  Raise  compulsory  school  age  from  14  to  16  and  provide  for  its 
enforcement  through  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 
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2.  Provide  for  improved  public  library  service  through  increase  in 
State  aid  for  public  libraries. 

3.  Provide  expanded  facilities  for  care  and  treatment  of  feeble 
minded  of  both  races. 

4.  Provide  for  modernizing  jail  system  and  bringing  it  to  ap- 
proved standards. 

5.  Provide  full  time  supervisor  for  narcotic  instruction. 

6.  Provide  clinic  for  control  of    cancer    under    State    Board .  of 
Health  or  a  new  Commission  to  be  set  up  bv  the  Government. 

7.  Obtain  a  State  minimum  wage  law. 

Mrs.  Coltrane  moved  that  the  body  go  on  record  as  endorsing  this 
tentative  program.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  suggested  that  religious  education  in  public 
schools  be  brought  before  the  Council  and  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that 
Mrs.  Coltrane  be  asked  to  present  this.  Mrs.  Hillman  moved  that 
the  Conference  request  the  Legislative  Council  to  consider  N.  C. 
divorce  laws  with  a  view  to  improving  them.  Both  motions  carried. 

In  her  report  Mrs.  Gary  said  that  October  is  Guild  Month  and 
asked  that  societies  share  program.  She  did  not  think  that  Confer- 
ence aid  will  be  necessary  in  promotion,  but  since  the  Conference 
wishes  to  cooperate  with  the  Guild  in  every  way,  Miss  Lamb  moved 
that  Mrs.  McKinne  be  authorized  to  assist  the  Guild  financially 
when  there  is  need.  Motion  carried.  Mrs.  Larkin  spoke  of  Mrs.  Gary's 
excellent  work  as  she  has  pioneered  in  this  field. 

Mrs.  Hooker  and  Mrs.  Boone  were  authorized  to  dispose  of  re- 
maining copies  of  "Seven  Times  Seven"  as  best  they  can. 

Mrs.  Maxwell  and  Mrs.  Moore  presented  their  departments. 

Miss  Lamb  told  of  the  Retreat  at  Louisburg  and  urged  all  day- 
services  during  the  Week  of  Prayer. 

Mrs.  Gates  reported  that  three  N.  C.  students,  Doris  Rhodes, 
Angie  May  Cox,  Madge  Finger,  have  study  grants  at  Scarritt  this 
year.  She  explained  that  a  study  grant  is  given  with  approval  of  Di- 
vision Personnel  Committee  to  an  accepted  candidate,  often  a  re- 
turned missionary,  for  graduate  work.  Scholarships  are  given  with 
approval  of  Conference  Personnel  Committee  to  worthy  students  at 
Division  supported  institutions.  Mrs.  Gates  was  asked  to  get  in 
touch  with  Jean  Strickland  at  Scarritt. 

Mrs.  Larkin  stated  that  she  will  place  the  name  of  Mrs.  B.  F. 
Boone  before  the  Jurisdiction  Nominating  Committee  for  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service. 
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Miss  Gardner  was  instructed  to  send  out  and  pay  for  literature  for 
World  Community  Day  if  Division  asks  it. 

Mrs.  Borland  read  the  findings  of  the  District  Secretaries: 

Believing  that  the  entire  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  of  the  local  church  would  be  greatly  strengthened 
and  as  a  result  there  would  be  greater  interest  and  deeds  from  its 
members  for  both  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  in  its  regular  fall  session  on  September  26-27,  1944,  voted 
that  the  following  rules  be  observed  in  our  zone  organizations 
throughout  the  Conference: 

1.  There  shall  be  two  or  more  meetings  of  the  zone  during  the 
year,  for  inspiration,  for  transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the 
study  of  all  departments  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 

2.  There  shall  be  an  election  of  officers  every  two  years;  each  of- 
ficer elected  to  have  the  privilege  of  serving  for  one  additional 
term.  The  officers  shall  be  a  leader,  a  vice-leader,  and  a  secre- 
tary-treasurer. 

3.  Each  zone  leader  shall  receive  a  quarterly  resume  of  the  work 
done  by  the  societies  of  her  zone  from  the  District  Secretary. 

4.  Each  zone  leader  shall  report  to  the  District  Secretarv  each 
quarter.  This  shall  be  a  formal  report  including  the  following 
questions: 

1.  How  many  meetings  attended— Conference,  District,  Zone, 
Local? 

2.  How  many  societies  visited? 

3.  How  many  letters  written? 

4.  What  departments  promoted? 

5.  Participation  in  how  many  study  classes? 

6.  How  many  new  societies  organized? 

5.  Each  zone  leader,  after  consultation  with  the  District  Secre- 
tary, may  appoint  three  women  in  her  zone  who  will  agree  to 
aid  her  in  the  organization  and  promotion  of  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  to  aid  the  District 
Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  the  organization 
and  promotion  of  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
The  grouping  of  these  duties  is  optional. 
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6.  Each  zone  leader  shall  be  a  member  of  the  District  Executive 
Committee  and  is  expected  to  attend  each  of  the  semi-annual 
meetings  which  are  called  by  the  District  Secretary  to  plan 
zone  meetings  and  discuss  other  plans  for  the  advancement  of 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Mrs.  Hooker  read  an  official  ruling  that  in  pastor's  reports  Wes- 
ley an  Service  Guild  and  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  form 
one  unit.  On  charges  each  society  shall  be  reported. 

Reporting  for  the  committee  to  study  the  method  of  awarding 
the  Korean  Urn,  Mrs.  Hooker  said  the  District  Secretaries  would 
like  to  have  the  names  of  societies  reporting  on  time— not  percent 
ages— from  Conference  officers.  No  action  was  taken. 

Dr.  Walter  Patten,  President  of  Louisburg  College,  and  Rev.  W. 
A.  Cade  of  Goldsboro  were  welcomed  and  Mr.  Cade  was  recognized. 
In  his  remarks  he  very  ably  presented  both  the  debt  and  the  mainte- 
nance needs  of  Louisburg  College  and  asked  that  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  should  implement  the  devel- 
opment of  the  College  and  help  it  reach  the  high  standards  of  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  He  ex- 
plained that  $350,000  capital  endowment  is  needed  in  addition  to 
the  $50,000  fund  on  hand  and  suggested  that  the  Conference, 
through  the  channel  of  local  work,  authorize  the  local  societies  to 
contribute  to  the  college. 

Dr.  Patten  was  recognized.  He  called  attention  to  the  approach- 
ing completion  of  the  debt,  the  scholastic  program  and  its  correla- 
tion with  that  of  other  colleges,  the  teaching  staff,  and  Louisburg's 
relation  to  Scarritt. 

Discussion  followed,  opened  by  Mrs.  Hillman,  who  read  from  the 
Division  constitution  the  paragraphs  relating  to  finance,  showing  that 
funds  raised  by  W.S.C.S.  belong  legally  to  the  Division.  Mrs.  Gates 
added  that  every  Methodist  woman  should  be  happy  to  cooperate 
as  an  individual  or  with  her  church  in  raising  funds  for  Louisburg 
College  or  for  scholarships  there.  Miss  Lamb's  motion  that  those 
Board  members  willing  to  back  Louisburg  College  with  prayers  and 
influence  stand,  received  unanimous  response.  Mrs.  Hood  thanked 
Dr.  Patten  and  Mr.  Cade  for  coming. 

Mrs.  Hillman  by  request  stated  the  position  of  the  Board:  In  as 
much  as  "All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  belong  to  this  organi- 
zation and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord  with  its  constitution  and 
by  its  order,"  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
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Christian  Service  Executive  Committee  votes  that  this  conference 
shall  not  raise  funds  through  its  organized  channels  for  institutions 
nor  objectives  other  than  those  suggested  bv  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service.  The  statement  was  received  as  a  motion  and 
was  passed  unanimously. 

Mrs.  Hood  thanked  the  Board  for  its  support  and  her  closing  re- 
marks expressed  her  feeling  that  the  work  is  being  promoted  smooth- 
ly and  efficiently. 

After  a  series  of  sentence  prayers,  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 

Raleigh— January  31 -February  1,  1945 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  at  2:30  p.  m.  Wednes- 
day, January  31,  1945,  in  the  Burwell  Cottage,  Methodist  Orphan- 
age, Raleigh.  Only  two  members  were  absent. 

The  President,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  presided.  She  welcomed 
members  and  spoke  of  the  illness  of  Ed  Hillman,  son  of  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Hillman,  and  the  death  of  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane's  nephew. 

Miss  Lamb  presented  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson  who  conducted  the 
meditation  hour.  Mrs.  Johnson  asked  the  group  to  sing  "Open  My 
Eyes"  as  a  prayer  hymn,  after  which  she  developed  her  theme,  a 
timely  and  well-chosen  one,  Three  Gateways;  the  closed  gate  of  ex- 
perience, the  narrow  gate  of  self-discipline  and  the  open  gate  of  the 
future,  Life  Eternal. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  messages  from  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  and  Mrs.  Glenn 
Pendleton.  She  introduced  Mrs.  C.  V.  Cross,  incoming  secretary  of 
Elizabeth  City  District  and  Miss  Mary  Exum,  secretary  of  New  Bern 
District.  Both  responded  to  Mrs.  Hood's  cordial  welcome.  Mrs.  B.  B. 
Slaughter,  Chairman  of  Research  Committee  for  next  year,  was  pre- 
sented and  an  especially  cordial  welcome  was  given  Mrs.  MeKinne 
who  has  been  greatly  missed  at  recent  meetings. 

Mrs.  Hood  referred  to  Moses  who,  as  he  faced  the  Red  Sea  and 
as  Pharaoh's  hosts  pursued  him,  heard  God  say,  "Speak  to  the  Chil- 
dren of  Israel  that  they  go  forward."  She  urged  the  Committee  to 
help  the  women  of  the  Conference  to  go  forward. 

In  giving  a  resume  of  her  work  since  the  fall  meeting,  Mrs.  Hood 
spoke  of  Mrs.  Broome's  death  and  said  that  letters  had  been  written, 
an  obituary  notice  appeared  on  the  Woman's  page  of  the  Advocate, 
and  her  name  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll.  Letters  had  been  writ- 
ten to  Miss  Ruth  Brooks  after  the  death  of  her  mother.  In  regard  to 
the  electrocution  of  a  group  of  young  negroes  recently,  Mrs.  Hood 
stated  that  she  had  joined  a  group  called  together  by  Mrs.  Bost  of 
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the  Welfare  Department  and  had  signed  a  resolution  asking  for 
commutation  of  sentence. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  in  compliance  with  the  ruling  of  the 
Office  of  Defense  Transportation  concerning  the  inadvisability  of 
holding  meetings  at  which  more  than  fifty  persons  would  be  in  at- 
tendance, the  Conference  scheduled  for  March  can  not  be  held. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  at  the  September  meeting 
the  question  of  Life  Patron  Memberships  was  not  brought  up  and 
no  names  were  presented.  Later  Mrs.  Hood  had  conferred  with  Mrs. 
McKinne  and  Mrs.  Gates  and  six  names  had  been  forwarded  to  the 
Division.  Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Gibson  stating  that 
such  use  of  money  in  overpayment  of  pledge  was  not  in  keeping  with 
the  policy  of  the  office,  but  since  it  has  been  the  custom  in  this 
Conference,  the  privilege  will  be  granted  again  this  year.  After  dis- 
cussion, it  was  decided  that  Mrs.  McKinne  shall  write  Miss  Gibson 
that  the  Conference  wants  the  first  money  above  the  pledge  to  be 
used  for  Life  Patron  Memberships.  Districts  wishing  to  present  Life 
Patron  Memberships  shall  include  this  in  their  budgets  and  file  them 
with  Mrs.  McKinne.  No  district  can  give  a  membership  until  after 
the  Conference  pledge  has  been  met. 

Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  Committee  send  flowers  to  Mrs.  Har- 
vey Boney,  a  telegram  to  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  a  written  message  to 
Mrs.  Sheep,  and  a  night  letter  to  Miss  McKinnon  before  she  sails  for 
Africa. 

In  connection  with  her  excellent  report,  Mrs.  Glass  brought  a 
recommendation  from  the  Conference  Program  Committee  to  the 
effect  that  the  Conference  abide  by  the  ruling  of  the  Office  of  De- 
fense Transportation  and  omit  the  Conference  scheduled  for  March; 
also,  that  an  expanded  Executive  Committee  Meeting  be  held  in- 
stead. Mrs.  Lineberger  moved  that  the  recommendation  be  accepted. 
Carried. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  moved  that  plans  for  the  expanded  Executive 
Committee  meeting  be  considered.  The  motion  carried  and  the  fol- 
lowing decisions  were  arrived  at: 

1.  The  meeting  to  be  held  at  Edenton  Street  Church,  Raleigh. 

2.  Tentative  dates — March  13-14;  March  20-21.  Left  to  Program 
Committee. 

3.  The  minutes  will  be  printed  as  usual. 

4.  The  minutes  will  be  dedicated  to  Mrs.  Hillman.  Mrs.  Gates 
was  asked  to  write  the  dedication. 


Fifth  Annual  Report  21 

5.  Mrs.  Holt  to  ask  bid  from  other  printers  and  report  to  March 
meeting. 

6.  Mrs.  Gates  asked  that  local  society  Constitution  be  included 
in  the  minutes. 

7.  Officers  to  write  their  reports  and  send  with  statistical  reports 
to  Mrs.  Holt  by  February  15. 

8.  After  studying  tentative  recommendations  sent  out  from  Jur- 
isdiction, officers  shall  have  their  own  recommendations  ready 
at  Executive  meeting. 

Mrs.  Hooker  gave  her  report  which  accented  growth,  the  report 
of  the  Commission  on  Student  work,  and  discussed  the  Simplified 
Plan  for  smaller  societies. 

Mrs.  McKinne  gave  a  glowing  report,  showing  increase  in  all 
lines.  She  mentioned  a  refund  of  a  scholarship  amounting  to  $600.00. 
Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  this  amount  shall  be  added  to  the 
Conference  Loan  Fund  at  Scarritt. 

Mrs.  Gary's  report  of  her  work  with  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
was  a  splendid  one  also;  its  figures  indicating  progress  and  a  growing 
interest.  At  the  close  of  her  report,  Mrs.  Gary's  letter  of  resignation 
was  read.  Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Mrs.  Gary  for  her  pioneering  in  this 
field  and  announced  that  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  had  been  appointed  act- 
ing Secretary  of  the  Guild.  Mrs.  Larkin  spoke  of  the  splendid  condi- 
tion of  the  Guild  as  indicated  by  records  Mrs.  Gary  had  given  her. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  R.  L.  McMillan,  thanking  the 
Conference  for  help  in  the  polio  fight  and  asking  continued  assist- 
ance. Women  are  asked  to  cooperate  in  this  work  locally  through 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

The  group  used  the  last  verse  of  the  Nineteenth  Psalm  as  a  clos- 
ing prayer. 

Evening  Session 

Miss  Lamb  opened  the  evening  session  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Moore  in  her  report  on  Student  Work  urged  that  student 
contacts  be  started  in  the  spring  and  stressed  the  importance  of  keep- 
ing in  touch  with  college  leaders. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  gave  totals  for  each  department  of  her  work,  each 
showing  an  increase,  told  of  successful  conduct  of  the  drive  for  cloth- 
ing for  Europe,  and  gave  details  of  a  coming  appeal  for  the  making 
of  garments  for  the  Philippines. 

Mrs.  Maxwell  touched  on  the  outstanding  accomplishments  in 
the  department  of  Children's  Work,  stressing  the  gifts  sent  to  Japa- 
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nese  Relocation  Centers  and  mentioning  a  letter  of  commendation 
from  Miss  Van  Hooser  for  this  emphasis. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Secretaries  followed.  These  showed  a 
friendly  rivalry  in  carrying  out  the  program  and  the  earnest  efforts 
of  the  secretaries  in  the  successful  promotion  of  the  work.  Mrs.  Hood 
thanked  them  and  commented  that  the  results  of  increased  corre- 
spondence show  in  the  reports. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  dinner  hour  in  the  Orphanage  dining 
room,  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina 
Legislative  Council, ,  had  spoken  interestingly  and  enthusiastically 
about  the  Council's  four  point  program.  Referring  to  this  report, 
Mrs.  Cutchin  stated  that  Mrs.  Coltrane  is  willing  to  let  the  Commit- 
tee members  know  what  degree  of  success  the  Council  attains.  Miss 
Lamb  moved  that  the  Committee  instruct  Mrs.  Coltrane  to  get  ma- 
terial out  to  the  group  showing  results  of  the  Legislative  Council's 
work.  Carried. 

At  the  close  of  the  evening  session,  Miss  Lamb,  assisted  by  a 
number  of  the  Committee  who  read  assigned  passages  of  Scripture, 
taught  a  wonderfully  well  thought  out  and  masterful  Bible  lesson. 

February  1-9:00  A.  M. 

Mrs.  Gates  opened  the  third  session  with  a  beautiful  meditation, 
using  as  her  topic,  "Ye  are  the  temple  of  the  living  God". 

Miss  Lamb  gave  her  report  as  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  She  was 
asked  to  insist  that  District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  send  their 
expense  accounts  to  her. 

In  connection  with  her  report,  Mrs.  Boone  announced  that  the 
study  course  at  Pastor's  School  will  no  longer  be  supported  by  the 
Woman's  Division.  The  North  Carolina  and  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conferences  may  cooperate  in  underwriting  the  expense 
of  the  course  which  will  include  the  instructor's  board,  travel  and  an 
honorarium.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  the  Conference  authorize  Mrs. 
Boone  to  go  ahead  with  plans  for  this  course,  contingent  upon  find- 
ing an  instructor  in  our  area.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Boone  also  stated  that  she  had  asked  Mrs.  Cutchin  to  con- 
duct the  class  at  the  Christian  Workers'  assemblv  at  Louisburg  Col- 
lege this  year.  She  and  Mrs.  Cutchin  will  cooperate  in  making  plans 
for  this  course  and  report  in  March. 

As  an  additional  item  of  interest,  Mrs.  Boone  said  that  money 
for  the  Inman  Townsley  Memorial  has  been  sent  and  Miss  McKin- 
non  will  report  to  the  Conference  when  a  suitable  project  has  been 
found 
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Mrs.  Boone  moved  that  the  District  Secretaries  be  sent  to  Juna- 
luska  by  the  Districts  as  in  the  past  two  years.  Carried. 

In  taking  up  the  question  of  finances,  Mrs.  Hood  explained  that 
Conferences  paying  5%  over  their  1944  pledge  are  privileged  to  have 
shares  in  projects  of  the  advanced  program.  Special  projects  may  be 
included  in  the  1945  pledge,  but  the  amount  must  be  over  and  above 
the  1944  pledge.  The  projects  are  recurring  and  must  be  supported 
through  the  years  ahead.  One  share  is  one  hundred  dollars.  This 
would  mean  that  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  may 
have  seventy  shares  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  may  have  thir- 
teen shares.  Mrs.  Hood  distributed  lists  of  projects.  Mrs.  Hooker 
suggested  that  members  leave  lists  of  projects  favored  with  Mrs.  Holt 
and  selection  be  made  by  finance  committee. 

The  following  pledges  were  made: 

Durham  District $10,000.00

Mrs.  Cutchin  added  to  her  report  that  a  movement  has  been 
started  to  obtain  the  appointment  of  E.  Stanley  Jones  as  advisor  at 
the  peace  table.  Mrs.  Gates  suggested  that  the  Conference  incor- 
porate this  idea  in  its  work,  either  advocating  Mr.  Jones  or  some 
other  Christian  statesman.  Motion  was  made  that  the  Conference 
and  Guild  go  on  record  as  joining  this  movement  and  that  a  resolu- 
tion to  this  effect  should  be  sent  to  the  President.  The  motion  pre- 
vailed and  Mrs.  Hood  asked  the  recording  secretary  to  send  the  reso- 
lution to  Mr.  Roosevelt. 
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Mrs.  Fouts  and  Miss  Gardner  gave  reports  in  line  with  preceding 
ones,  growth  being  indicated  as  the  result  of  their  efforts.  Miss  Gard- 
ner was  asked  to  solicit  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook  from  so- 
cieties for  USO  centers  as  subscriptions  expire. 

Mrs.  Larkin  spoke  of  her  plans  for  the  Guild  and  moved  that 
space  in  the  Conference  Journal  be  set  aside  for  the  activities  of  the 
Guild.  Carried. 

The  findings  of  the  Secretaries'  Hour  were  presented  by  Mrs. 
Borland.  They  follow: 

1.  Concerning  statistical  reports. 

2.  Ask  Conference  Secretaries  to  vote  on  way  lists  of  officers  shall 
be  made  out,  whether  alphabetically  or  by  zones,  so  that  all 
will  be  alike. 

3.  Simplified  plan  rejected. 

Mrs.  Gates  spoke  briefly  about  Personnel  Work,  but  asked  that 
more  time  be  allowed  for  her  report  at  the  March  meeting.  She  re- 
ported for  the  Commission  on  Industrial  Work  which  plans  to  re- 
organize the  work  at  East  Laurinburg.  By-Laws  have  been  drawn  up 
and  recommendations  have  been  made.  She  asked  that  the.  Confer- 
ence authorize  a  complete  survey  soon.  Mrs.  Chadwick  moved  that 
the  East  Laurinburg  work  be  surveyed  and  put  on  a  permanent  basis. 
Carried. 

The  Industrial  Commission  was  asked  to  investigate  the  work  at 
Rockingham  and  make  plans  for  expanded  work  there.  Mrs.  Gates 
moved  that  Mrs.  Hood  be  authorized  to  ask  Miss  Noreen  Dunn  for 
permission  to  employ  Miss  Riddle  for  this  work  and  to  send  her  to 
Scarritt  for  short  course  on  industrial  work  on  the  Conference  Loan 
Fund.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  Mrs.  Slaughter  is  the  new  chairman 
of  the  Research  Committee  and  that  her  name  has  been  added  to 
the  Industrial  Commission. 

After  a  series  of  sentence  prayers,  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 
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EXPANDED  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 


Raleigh,  N.  C.-March  20-21,  1945 

An  expanded  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  held  March 
20-21,  1945,  at  Edenton  Street  Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  The  president, 
Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3  p.  m.  March 
20,  and  after  the  hymn,  'The  Church's  One  Foundation,"  was  sung, 
she  presented  Dr.  A.  J.  Hobbs,  pastor  of  Edenton  Street  Church.  Dr. 
Hobbs  prefaced  the  devotional  period,  which  he  led,  with  a  cordial 
welcome  to  the  church.  He  read  nine  verses  from  the  sixteenth  chap- 
ter of  First  Corinthians,  and  based  his  remarks  on  the  verse,  "For  a 
great  door  and  effectual  is  opened  unto  me."  He  spoke  of  doors  to 
wealth,  popularity,  to  hearts,  minds  and  souls  of  the  downtrodden 
and  dispossessed,  to  temperance,  peace,  and  to  fame  for  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  These  doors,  he  said,  should  be  en- 
tered for  beyond  them  is  great  satisfaction  and  he  recommended  that 
the  Society  pass  through  them  with  Jesus. 

After  thanking  Dr.  Hobbs  for  his  message,  Mrs.  Hood  presented 
Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  chairman  of  the  Entertainment  Committee 
and  expressed  appreciation  for  the  splendid  work  of  her  committee. 
Mrs.  A.  C.  Jones,  president  of  the  hostess  societv,  was  recognized  and 
her  words  of  welcome  rang  with  sincerity. 

Messages  were  read  from  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  and  Mrs.  Earl  Brian. 
Mrs.  Hood  asked  for  confirmation  of  1.)  election  of  Mrs.  L.  C. 
Larkin  as  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild;  2.)  appointment 
of  Mrs.  C.  V.  Cross  as  Secretary  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District;  3.) 
appointment  of  Miss  Mary  Exum  as  Secretarv  of  the  New  Bern  Dis- 
trict; 4.)  appointment  of  Mrs.  A.  Wray  White  as  Chairman  of  the 
committee  on  Status  of  Women.  Miss  Lamb  made  the  motion  which 
carried. 

The  recommendations  of  the  department  of  Organization  and 
Promotion  were  read  by  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker.  They  were  accepted 
and  Mrs.  Hooker  awarded  the  Korean  Urn  to  the  Rocky  Mount  Dis- 
trict. Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson,  Secretarv  of  this  district,  accepted  it. 
The  Korean  Candlestick  was  awarded  to  the  Wilmington  District 
and  was  accepted  by  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  the  secretary  of  the  Wil- 
mington District.  The  Zone  Leaders  of  these  districts  were  recognized 
and  this  time  was  taken  to  recognize  and  welcome  all  the  zone  lead- 
ers present. 
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Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  Vice  President,  was  called  to  the  chair  while 
Mrs.  Hood  gave  the  annual  message  of  the  president.  During  the 
year  her  watchword  had  been  "Forward"  and  her  message  indicated 
that  the  Conference  had  eagerly  followed  its  standard  bearer  and 
had  gone  forward  in  every  phase  of  the  work. 

Mrs.  Glass  thanked  Mrs.  Hood  for  her  leadership  and  the  in- 
spiration of  her  work  and  life.  The  report  was  accepted  with  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks. 

Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  Secretary  of  Supplies,  read  her  depart- 
ment's recommendations  which  were  accepted. 

Mrs.  Hooker's  motion  that  each  department  head  have  recom- 
mendations mimeographed  in  sufficient  quantity  for  each  district 
secretary  to  send  copies  to  zone  leaders  and  local  societies  carried. 

Mrs.  Holt  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  ex- 
pressing her  appreciation  for  the  Life  Patron  Membership  given  her 
bv  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Society. 

Mrs.  Gates  was  called  to  the  platform.  She  presented  two 
Life  Patron  Memberships  from  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  E.  N.  Snipes  of  Durham  was  the  recipient  of  the  first  award 
and  Mrs.  Gates  read  her  splendid  record  from  "Seven  Times  Seven." 
The  second  award  was  to  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson,  also  of  Durham,  an- 
other faithful  member  whose  first  loyalty  is  the  Church  and  the 
Society. 

Others  similarly  honored  were  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones  of  Laurinburg 
whose  award,  from  the  Fayetteville  District,  was  presented  by  Mrs. 
H.  L.  McLeod;  Mrs.  Glenn  Pendleton,  retiring  secretary  of  the  Eliza- 
beth City  District,  the  presentation  made  by  Mrs.  Hood;  and  Miss 
Mary  Gardner  of  Raleigh,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications 
and  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
Advocate,  who  alone  of  this  group  was  present  to  receive  her  award, 
the  gift  of  the  Conference,  which  was  presented  bv  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Chadwick. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  Mrs.  Hooker  to  forward  a  Certificate  of  Mem- 
ory to  the  sister  of  Mrs.  R.  H.  Broome,  former  Secretary  of  Litera- 
ture, who  recently  passed  away. 

Miss  Lamb,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  read  her  recommendations 
which  were  accepted. 

Mrs.  Holt  gave  excerpts  from  the  reports  of  the  Conference 
workers. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  the  committees  for  1945. 

Mrs.  Hood  introduced  the  presidents  of  local  societies,  Mrs.  Par- 
ish of  the  Jenkins  Memorial  Society,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Russell  of  Haves-

Barton,  Mrs.  Moore  of  Fairmont;  the  zone  leaders  who  were  attend- 
ing for  the  first  time,  and  Mrs.  Hugh  Smith,  mother  of  Miss  Euline 
Smith,  former  missionary  to  China. 

The  last  verse  of  the  Nineteenth  Psalm  was  used  as  a  closing 
prayer  and  the  session  was  dismissed. 

Evening  Session 

After  the  hymn,  "Are  Ye  Able/'  was  sung,  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts 
conducted  the  devotional,  using  the  need  for  new  workers  -in  the 
post-war  mission  fields  as  her  theme. 

Mrs.  Hood  appointed  a  committee  composed  of  Mrs.  A.  M. 
Gates,  Chairman,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  to 
study  the  question  of  taking  shares  in  the  advanced  program. 

Mrs.  Fouts,  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  read  her  department's  rec- 
ommendations. They  were  accepted. 

Mrs.  Hood  presented  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  past  president  of  the 
Conference  and  president  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction. 

Mrs.  Hillman  discussed  the  organization  from  the  standpoint  of 
finances,  stating  that  about  four  million  dollars  had  been  paid  in  to 
the  Woman's  Division  this  year,  of  which  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tion had  paid  more  than  a  million— and  membership,  which  stands 
at  present  at  one  million  one  hundred  sixtv  thousand.  The  mem- 
bership goal  for  this  year  is  one  million  three  hundred  thousand.  She 
mentioned  the  study  of  peace  plans  in  the  local  church,  the  day  of 
prayer  for  the  San  Francisco  Conference,  the  fact  that  Dean  Gilder- 
sleeve  of  Barnard  College  is  a  member  of  this  Conference,  and  spoke 
with  regret  of  the  loss  of  inspiration  due  to  conferences  not  being 
held  this  year.  She  emphasized  the  need  for  missionary  personnel  and 
told  something  of  the  process  by  which  they  are  chosen.  She  gave 
some  time  to  the  interdenominational  trend  in  missions  and  closed 
with  the  statement  that  religious  paternalism  must  go;  that  brother- 
hood—not paternalism— is  the  heart  of  the  Christian  mission. 

Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Mrs.  Hillman  for  the  information  and  the 
inspiration  of  her  message  and  asked  Mrs.  Gates  to  close  the  session 
with  praver. 

March  21-9:00  A.  M. 

The  morning  session  was  opened  with  the  song,  "The  Morning 
Light  Is  Breaking."  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  using  the  Easter  story  from 
the  Twentieth  Chapter  of  John,  developed  a  very  beautiful  and  in- 
structive lesson  from  the  experience  of  Mary  Magdalene. 

Mrs.  Holt  reported  the  action  taken  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Administrative  and  Finance  Committees  as 'follows: 
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i  .  That  the  Conference  subsidize  the  five  persons  selected  by  the 
Division— the  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  Chil- 
dren's Work,  Youth  Work,  Spiritual  Life,  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  personnel  —  to  the  amount 
that  was  used  last  year. 

2.  Approve  the  project  of  the  Historical  Committee— A  Book  of 
Remembrance— the  initial  cost  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars. 

3.  Appropriate  $50.00  for  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  at  Louisburg. 

4.  Appropriate  $50.00  for  Leadership  Training  School  at  Win- 
ston-Salem and  underwrite  $25.00  tentatively  pledged  by  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

5.  Authorize  payment  of  one-half  the  expense  of  the  Mission 
Study  Course  at  Pastors'  School— including  travel,  board  and 
honorarium  for  instructor. 

6.  Authorize  travel,  board  and  $10.00  honorarium  for  instructor 
at  Christian  Workers  Assembly  at  Louisburg. 

7.  Appropriate  funds  for  expense  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  or  some  member  of  her  committee  at  International 
Relations  Institute  in  Greensboro. 

8.  Authorize  printing  750  copies  of  minutes. 

9.  Records  of  Life  Memberships  and  other  special  honors  to  be 
kept  by  the  Historical  Committee. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  Life  Patron  Memberships  planned 
for  the  year  shall  be  registered  with  Mrs.  McKinne  by  September. 

Mrs.  Maxwell  prefaced  her  recommendations,  which  were  accept- 
ed, with  a  parable  for  workers  with  children,  assisted  by  Miss  Gard- 
ner, Mrs.  Slaughter,  and  a  little  friend. 

Mrs.  Holt  read  a  letter  from  the  State  Department  in  answer  to 
a  resolution  sent  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  President  on 
March  1.  Mrs.  Hillman  added  that  church  groups  will  be  present  at 
San  Francisco  to  receive  suggestions  from  people  at  home.  Miss 
Dorothy  McConnell  will  represent  the  Methodist  Press.  Mrs.  Hood 
referred  to  the  Day  of  Prayer,  April  25,  and  requested  district  secre- 
taries and  zone  leaders  to  carry  this  thought  back  to  the  local 
churches. 

Mrs.  Hillman  was  again  presented.  She  told  of  a  recent  visit  to 
Cuba,  where  she  found  the  problems  the  same  as  ours — they  need 
educated,  trained  leaders.  She  displayed  copies  of  their  report  blanks, 
showing  their  efforts  to  raise  their  standards,  and  she  had  been  im- 
pressed by  the  fact  that  the  Cuban  Women's  attitude  is  that  thev 
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are  a  part  of  the  Woman's  Society  even  though  they  receive  funds 
for  mission  work  from  the  Society.  The  work  there  is  paying  big  divi- 
dends. 

In  the  discussion  which  a  question  concerning  reports  on  Doors  of 
Progress  elicited,  Mrs.  Hillman  advised  that  with  regard  to  Door  6  a 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  should  not  be  organized  just  for  the  sake  of 
being  able  to  report  that  all  doors  were  entered.  She  said,  "where  it 
is  consistent  with  Christian  principles  in  the  local  church,  organize 
the  business  women;  otherwise,  do  not  organize  them." 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  gave  the  recom- 
mendations of  her  department.  They  were  accepted. 

Mrs.  Gates,  reporting  as  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
study  selection  of  shares  in  the  advanced  program,  recommended  that 
the  Conference  allocate  one  thousand  dollars  for  shares— the  amount 
to  be  equally  divided  between  village  work  in  India  and  hostels  for 
Japanese-Americans  in  America.  The  recommendation  was  adopted. 
In  this  connection  Mrs.  Hood  stated  that  this  sum  is  included  in  the 
seven  thousand  dollar  increase  from  last  year's  pledge. 

Mrs.  Hooker  read  By-Law  III  of  the  Conference  By-Laws  and 
offered  a  substitute  for  it.  Motion  carried  that  the  substitute  should 
be  accepted.  (See  By-Laws.) 

Mrs.  Cutchin,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  read  the  recommendations  of  her  department. 
They  were  accepted. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
read  her  department's  recommendations  which  were  accepted.  Fol- 
lowing this  she  presented  the  Study  Jewel,  given  each  year  to  the  dis- 
trict holding  the  highest  number  of  study  classes — on  a  percentage 
basis,  to  the  Wilmington  District.  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens  accepted  the 
award. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  spoke  of  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  and  told  of  the  first  Conference  held  recently.  She  read  the 
recommendations  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Guilds  for  adoption. 
She  explained  that  the  Conference  Guild  Committee  is  composed  of 
the  seven  District  Guild  Secretaries  and  three  Society  members.  The 
three  Society  members  for  this  year  are  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Cutchin  and  Mrs.  Darden  Eure. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane  gave  a  resume  of  the  efforts  and  accomplish- 
ments of  the  Legislative  Council  and  said  that  a  letter  giving  more 
details  of  the  work  will  be  sent  out  soon. 

Mrs.  T.  W.  Sears  expressed  appreciation  of  the  zone  leaders  for 
the  invitation  to  the  meeting  and  to  the  Society  of  Edenton  Street 
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Church  for  the  courtesies  extended.  Others  added  comments  on  the 
meeting  and  on  plans  for  the  future. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  that  district  secretaries  forward  stamp  books  to 
Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep. 

Mrs.  Gates  reported  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mission- 
ary Personnel,  adding  to  her  previous  explanation  of  the  differences 
in  study  grants  and  scholarships  that  study  grants  are  not  gifts;  that 
they  take  care  of  board  and  tuition,  but  not  of  personal  needs.  The 
amount  of  the  grant  and  the  place  of  studv  is  decided  bv  the  Divi- 
sion Committee. 

Mrs.  Hood  inquired  about  insurance  for  the  Studv  Jewel.  Mrs. 
Gates  moved  that  the  president  appoint  a  committee — with  power 
to  act — to  look  into  insuring  the  Jewel.  The  motion  carried  and  Mrs. 
Hood  appointed  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  and  Mrs.  F. 
B.  McKinne. 

Airs.  A.  Wray  White,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Status  of 
Women,  read  recommendations  which  were  accepted. 

Miss  Mary  Gardner  read  her  recommendations  as  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Historical  Com- 
mittee. Both  were  accepted. 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland  read  resolutions  in  appreciation  of  the  many 
courtesies  extended  by  the  Edenton  Street  Church  and  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger  explained  that  the  bundles  for  the  Philip- 
pines have  not  been  received  as  the  cutters'  union  failed  to  carrv  out 
its  part  of  the  bargain. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  that  societies  be  urged  to  get  copies  of  the  An 
nual  Report  of  the  Division  as  soon  as  thev  are  available  and  studv 
them.  She  also  mentioned  Orphanage  interests. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  led  a  closing  service  of  consecration  after 
which  the  meeting  stood  adjourned.

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The  President's  Message 

The  year  1944  was  the  end  of  the  first  quadrennium  after  Union,  and  as  we 
look  back  upon  the  work  of  the  W.S.C.S.,  we  feel  that  the  mechanics  of  the  or- 
ganization is  generally  understood,  and  that  there  has  been  progress  in  all  depart- 
ments. Due  to  war  conditions,  the  past  year  presented  many  difficulties,  but  in 
spite  of  them,  it  was  one  of  our  best  years.  The  measure  of  success  is  often  de- 
termined by  the  manner  in  which  we  handle  our  obstacles,  and  in  the  face  of 
them,  our  Conference,  District,  and  Zone  leaders,  sought  the  cooperation  of  the 
leaders  in  the  local  Societies,  that  all  together,  they  might  stress  every  depart- 
ment of  the  work.  A  great  deal  of  cultivation  has  been  done  by  letters  and  cards 
so  that  no  Society  need  fall  behind,  or  not  be  properly  informed.  Due  to  travel 
conditions,  only  36  Zone  meetings  were  held,  and  in  five  Districts,  the  District 
Secretary  shared  the  District  meeting  with  the  District  Superintendents.  We  feel 
the  need  of  more  meetings  in  our  cultivation;  but  for  the  duration,  we  think  that 
frequent  letters  and  cards  of  instruction,  together  with  those  meetings  that  can 
be  held,  will  help  to  meet  this  need. 

It  is  hard  to  put  one's  finger  on  one  thing  and  say:  "This  has  been  our 
greatest  accomplishment  this  year,"  for  oftentimes  the  greatest  accomplishment 
is  intangible.  I  believe,  however,  that  the  growing  interest  in  the  Spiritual  values 
of  our  work  is  of  the  greatest  importance.  This  reaches  into  all  departments,  and 
acts  like  leven  in  the  promotion  of  all  phases  of  the  work.  The  Spiritual  Life 
groups  are  faithful  in  keeping  alive  Spiritual  values,  and  certainly  in  many  So- 
cieties, these  same  values  are  stressed  in  the  devotionals,  and  other  parts  of  the 
program.  The  women  are  called  upon  to  be  Christians  first  in  every  phase  of 
their  living,  and  it  follows  naturally  that  they  would  be  more  interested  in  the 
entire  program  of  the  Society.  We  believe  that  if  we  can  get  dedicated  personali- 
ties, the  rest  of  the  work  will  come  easy. 

Financially,  it  was  the  best  year  we've  had  since  1926.  The  total  amount 
sent  to  the  Division  treasurer  was  $71,673.39,  an  increase  over  the  past  year  of 
$12,133.59;  anc^  °f  tne  amount  sent,  $4,472.98  was  given  by  the  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild.  The  supplies  were  the  largest  we've  ever  had — $3,527.41  in  cash  and 
cash  values;  and  the  contribution  for  the  Week  of  Prayer,  $8,195.77,  was  one  of 
the  largest  ever  given.  A  large  number  of  Special  Memberships  were  given,  241 
of  which  were  for  babies;  $6,065  was  collected  for  these,  and  including  the  Me- 
morials and  Life  Patronships,  a  grand  total  of  $8,065  was  collected.  Of  the  three 
Memorials,  one  was  given  by  the  Conference  for  Mrs.  R.  H.  Broome,  a  formei 
Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications.  However,  the  per  capita  giving  of  the 
whole  Conference  was  $3.88,  and  one  of  the  major  problems  before  us  is  to  lead 
our  women  into  a  larger  vision  of  world  need,  and  to  arouse  in  them  a  greater 
desire  to  share  of  their  means  in  meeting  this  need.  We  are  daily  faced  with  the 
cost  of  war,  and  the  Kingdom  will  lag  in  building  unless  we  Christians  learn  to 
give  on  the  level  of  world  need.  It  is  a  sacred  obligation  and  challenge  to  lead 
our  women  into  systematic  giving.  Because  we  went  beyond  the  5%  increase 
which  the  Division  asked  us  to  do,  we  were  encouraged  to  make  a  liberal  increase 
in  our  pledge  for  1945.  The  W.S.C.S.  is  pledging  $50,000  and  the  W.S.G. 
$4,500,  making  a  total  of  $54,500.  We  can  make  this  pledge  by  every  one  doing 
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her  best,  and  I  trust  that  we  may  keep  this  before  our  women  as  a  sacred  obli- 
gation. Because  of  this  increase  in  our  giving,  we  are  allowed  to  take  a  limited 
number  of  shares  in  Home  and  Foreign  projects.  The  District  Secretaries  will  be 
asked  to  notify  each  Society  of  these  projects,  and  since  their  maintenance  will  be 
permanently  added  to  our  budget,  we  will  want  to  keep  their  promotion  in  our 
prayers  as  well  as  our  giving. 

We  would  like  to  pay  special  tribute  to  the  10  Seminars  held  in  the  Fall 
by  the  Study  and  Action  Groups.  No  one  can  estimate  the  work  and  sacrifice  of 
those  who  put  on  these  Seminars,  neither  can  one  estimate  the  good  they  do. 
Not  only  do  they  promote  Mission  and  Bible  Study,  but  S.  C.  R.  and  L.  C.  A. 
and  other  phases  of  the  work.  But  because  of  them,  we  feel  that  the  Missionary 
Education  and  promotion  has  steadily  grown.  16,346  were  instructed  in  974 
classes  last  year,  but  there  are  vet  so  many  who  have  not  been  touched.  Education 
in  world  conditions  presents  one  of  our  greatest  needs,  for  we  do  not  have  to  look 
far  to  find  an  appalling  ignorance,  and  a  consequent  lack  of  interest.  No  one  need 
be  ignorant  about  world  conditions  today,  or  the  problems  that  face  the  church 
now  and  the  era  that  follows  the  war.  But  as  we  seek  to  get  and  give  informa- 
tion, may  we  also  seek  to  build  up  a  sense  of  World  Brotherhood,  rather  than  to 
maintain  a  paternalistic  attitude  in  Missions.  If  a  new  and  better  world  order  is  to 
come  into  the  world,  it  must  come  through  our  own  hearts  and  into  our  own 
front  yards.  The  church,  with  its  Missionary  efforts,  stands  at  a  most  strategic 
position,  but  it  can  never  hope  to  get  very  far  until  the  mind  and  heart  of  the 
people  are  Christian. 

We  are  consistently  trying  to  get  our  women  to  be  a  reading  constituency, 
and  use  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook,  not  only  for  their  personal 
information  and  inspiration,  but  in  their  Society  programs.  According  to  reports, 
a  large  number  of  Societies  are  not  taking  advantage  of  this  valuable  material 
for  their  meetings,  and  some  have  reported  that  they  are  not  using  the  specially 
prepared  programs  gotten  out  by  the  Division.  This  is  a  serious  matter,  for  the 
program  material  is  specially  prepared  for  our  benefit,  and  should  be  uniformly 
used.  In  order  to  do  its  best  work,  each  Society  should  have  these  materials  to 
give  information  and  inspiration. 

We  are  faced  today  with  two  critical  needs:  a  great  shortage  in  the  Mission- 
ary Personnel,  and  a  challenge  to  put  into  everyday  living  some  concrete  Chris- 
tian beliefs.  All  of  us  know  of  the  destruction  and  need  that  has  followed  in  the 
wake  of  this  War.  As  yet  it  cannot  be  evaluated  in  dollars,  or  in  the  personnel 
that  will  be  needed  for  rehabilitation  and  expansion  of  work.  But  we  are  faced 
with  the  fact  that  we  do  not  have  the  young  people  in  training  for  the  jobs  now 
open,  or  for  those  that  will  follow  the  War.  It  is  true  that  the  War  activities 
have  called  our  young  people;  but  one  of  our  responsibilities  is  to  throw  out  the 
challenge  of  building  a  better  world,  and  to  enlist  the  best  talent  possible  for  this 
great  work.  Today,  we  need  Missionaries,  deaconesses,  Social  Workers,  doctors, 
agriculturists,  and  workers  of  all  types.  Last  year,  283  workers  were  needed  in 
the  Foreign,  and  1  50  in  the  Home  departments,  but  only  1 2  were  ordained — 
2  for  the  Foreign,  and  10  for  Home  work.  It  is  our  responsibility  to  seek  out 
those  of  ability,  and  to  try  to  enlist  them  in  some  area  of  work  as  these  post-war 
opportunities  unfold.  Here  at  home,  in  the  local  Church  and  Society,  we  also 
need  dedicated  personalities,  for  all  too  often  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  lags 
because  of  lack  of  leadership,  and  those  who  are  willing  to  shoulder  responsi- 
bility.     If  the  Church  is  to  influence  the  new  World  Order  as  it  should,  a  larger 
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number  of  its  members  must  awaken  to  their  responsibilities,  and  be  willing  to  pay 
the  price  of  leadership. 

We,  too,  are  faced  with  our  responsibilities.  In  our  Conference,  we  have 
18,430  women  in  515  Societies,  and  1,542  women  in  49  Guilds,  making  a  total 
of  19,972.  Who  can  measure  the  potential  strength  of  that  many  women? 
Today,  we  are  faced  with  the  responsibility  of  making  Christian  homes,  for 
juvenile  delinquency  seldom  comes  from  such  homes,  and  we  are  told  that  law- 
lessness and  immorality  have  reached  a  new  level  with  our  voung  people.  The 
prophet  Amos  thought  the  women  had  a  lot  to  do  in  shaping  morals  of  his  day. 
Even  so  it  is  today.  All  of  us  are  alarmed  at  the  increased  use  of  alcohol  and 
social  drinking.  Who  could  tell  what  19  thousand  women  could  do  to  this 
evil  in  our  Conference  if  they  would  become  conscious  of  their  power  and  influ- 
ence. We  are  faced  with  the  responsibility  of  helping  mould  public  opinion,  and 
to  help  promote  the  Social  legislation  that  will  be  for  the  common  good.  No 
woman  should  underestimate  her  influence,  both  in  the  home,  community,  or 
Church,  for  we  stand  at  the  strategic  position  of  helping  to  make  a  better  world, 
where  men  shall  know  peace;  or  face  conditions  that  we  in  America,  and  the 
world  at  large,  never  dreamed  of.  Racial  tensions  are  high,  and  we  cannot 
legislate  international  goodwill  into  people.  It,  too,  must  be  taught  and  lived 
in  the  home,  for  most  often  the  children  take  their  prejudices  from  their  parents. 
Again,  what  could  19,000  women  do  in  North  Carolina  if  they  lived  and  taught 
the  principles  of  interracial  good-will?  Tolerance  is  not  only  a  social  grace, 
but  one  of  the  marks  of  a  Christian;  and  today,  if  we  would  make  America 
Christian,  we  must  begin  where  we  are  to  make  our  Community  such  a  place 
as  we  would  wish  other  nations  to  be. 

The  Crusade  for  Christ  is  both  a  challenge  and  an  opportunity,  and  we  hope 
our  women  will  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  working  as  members  of  their 
local  Churches  towards  the  accomplishments  of  its  aims.  The  Woman's 
Division  will  receive  $5,188,000  of  the  funds  raised,  and  the  entire  financial  pro- 
gram of  the  Crusade  furnishes  an  excellent  opportunity  to  study  the  needs  and 
the  types  of  work  done  in  many  fields  by  our  Church.  Collecting  the  funds 
seems  a  relatively  easy  task  in  the  Church.  But  a  crucial  phase  of  the  Crusade 
will  come  after  the  funds  are  in,  for  a  study  of  the  Church  shows  a  serious 
decline  in  Church  attendance,  addition  of  new  members,  and  Church  School 
attendance.  Our  women  have  an  excellent  opportunity  to  serve  their  Church 
and  their  Master  at  this  point  of  the  Crusade.  We  need  more  consecrated  talent 
in  the  Church,  more  trained  workers  and  leaders.  Who  is  willing  to  dedicate 
her  talent  in  this  work?  One  of  the  big  problems  before  the  Society  and  Church 
School  is  to  get  people  of  ability  to  take  places  of  leadership.  The  harvest  is 
white,  and  the  laborers  are  sorely  needed.  As  a  part  of  our  Crusade,  may  we 
lay  this  responsibility  for  leadership  on  the  hearts  of  our  women  and  youth,  as 
well  as  the  men.  The  stewardship  of  our  money  follows  the  stewardship  of 
ourself.  We  have  never  reached  the  level  of  giving  of  the  3  Divisions  before 
Union.  As  a  part  of  our  Crusade,  and  our  financial  program,  we  should  con- 
sistently seek  to  lead  women  into  a  larger  service  of  systematic  giving.  It  will 
take  education,  much  prayer  and  patience;  but  it  is  alarming  when  we  are  told  3 
times  as  much  money  is  spent  for  alcohol  as  for  all  church  purposes,  and  20  times 
as  much  for  the  common  luxuries  of  life  as  for  the  church.  What  can  19,000 
women  do  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  to  meet  these  needs? 

In  the  promotion  of  our  work,  much  is  necessarily  said  about  the  mechanics 
of  the  organization.     We  believe  that  the  cause  of  the  Kingdom  is  advanced 
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by  good  business  methods,  and  those  officers  in  the  local  Society,  who  consistently 
seek  to  do  their  job  well,  are  serving  the  Master  in  their  efforts.  Reports  are 
necessary,  and  promptness  is  a  virtue  that  all  may  have.  We  must  not  get  lost 
in  the  mechanics  of  the  organization,  but  use  them  only  to  attain  efficiency. 
Our  objective  is  helping  to  build  a  New  World  Order,  and  we  must  not  lose 
sight  of  that  point. 

We  have  written  numerous  letters  and  spoken,  at  numbers  of  meetings,  try- 
ing as  best  we  could  to  promote  the  work  in  all  its  different  phases.  This  has 
been  a  joy  and  a  privilege,  and  this  year,  as  we  face  greater  restrictions  on  meet- 
ings and  hardships  of  travel,  we  will  need  more  concerted  action  by  every  officer 
and  member  to  make  the  work  go  forward.  The  greater  the  obstacles,  the 
greater  must  be  our  determination,  for  who  shall  measure  the  strength  of  19,000 
women?  With  God,  nothing  is  impossible,  and  we  believe  we  are  working  with 
Him.  Surely,  He  is  saying  to  us  today,  as  to  Moses  of  old:  "Speak  unto  the 
women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  that  they  go  forward";  and  may  our 
answer  be:  "Speak,  Lord,  for  thy  servant  heareth.""

Also  I  wish  to  say  to  the  Officers  and  Members  of  each  Local  Society  that 
this  nor  any  other  report  of  our  work  could  be  possible  without  your  consecra- 
tion to  sharing  Christianity  with  others.  Our  Conference  will  take  and  hold  the 
lead  only  if  each  of  us  uses  the  motto:  "It  All  Depends  On  Me." 

Embodied  in  the  President's  message  you  will  find  an  excellent  resume  of  our 
tangible  accomplishments  during  the  past  year.  The  reports  from  the  various 
Secretaries  give  resumes  of  each  Department  for  both  Conference  and  Districts. 
The  results  are  gratifying  and  yet,  when  we  face  statistics  that  are  being  compiled 
of  the  conditions  which  exist  at  present,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  we  realize 
that  we  face  very  unusual  opportunities  and  grave  responsibilities.  To  Him  and 
to  these,  may  we  be  faithful  during  the  coming  days!

Report  of  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education 

"There  Is  That  Of  God  In  Every  Man,"  and  so  the  women  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  have  had  a  busy  year  learning  to  see  other  people  as  our 
Father  sees  them.  Implanting  the  ideals  of  love  and  brotherhood  has  been  our 
aim,  for  we  realize  that  this  alone  can  hold  the  world  together  in  a  peace  that  is 
world-wide  and  lasting. 

Promoting  the  educational  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  is  a  thrilling  task  and  the  report  of  1944,  which  is  the  finest  we  have 
ever  been  privileged  to  give,  should  make  our  hearts  glad  and  inspire  us  to 
serve  more  faithfully  as  we  measure  our  achievements  in  order  to  plan  for  the 
future. 

There  were  1,128  reports  from  373  societies  received  last  year.  The  total 
number  of  approved  study  classes  held  was  974,  which  is  an  increase  of  124 
classes.  There  were  16,436  members  enrolled  with  an  increase  of  2,859.  Of  these 
classes  86  were  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes,  an  increase  of  16,  and 
289  were  Joint  classes,  an  increase  of  76  over  last  year.  Informal  studies  reported 
were  52,  an  increase  of  35.  There  were  207  Reading  Circles,  an  increase  of  126 
and  154  Missionary  Libraries,  an  increase  of  8.  These  large  increases  over  the 
previous  year  will  bear  testimony  to  the  fact  that  women  have  been  really  taking 
Missionary  Education  seriously  and  have  worked  to  make  these  figures  live. 

Our  Conference  standing  in  the  Jurisdiction  is  being  raised  each  year.  The 
North  Carolina  Conference  leads  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  in  members  of 
study  classes,  in  Joint  classes,  in  Reading  Circles  and  in  Missionary  Libraries.  We 
may  justly  be  proud  of  four  first-places  in  our  Jurisdiction.  We  hold  second  place 
in  number  of  study  classes  held,  although  there,  are  three  conferences  larger  than 
our  own.  (If  only  7  other  study  classes  had  been  reported  to  me,  we  would  be 
leading  the  Jurisdiction.)  We  stand  fourth  in  Informal  Studies  and  sixth  in 
Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes. 

Rocky  Mount  District  leads  the  conference  with  5  first-places,  in  number 
of  reports,  in  number  of  societies  reporting,  in  number  of  Special  Jurisdiction 
Recognition  classes,  in  number  of  Informal  Studies  and  in  Reading  Circles.  Wil- 
mington District  leads  in  number  of  study  classes  held,  in  Joint  classes  and  also 
ties  with  Raleigh  District  in  number  of  Missionary  Libraries.  Durham  District 
leads  in  number  of  members  enrolled  in  all  study  classes  and  also  in  number  of 
societies  conducting  four  classes,  with  Wilmington  a  close  second. 

Ten  Fall  Educational  Seminars  were  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Con- 
ference Study  and  Action  Committee  and  the  seven  District  Secretaries,  very 
ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  Conference  Vice  President,  and  other  Confer- 
ence and  District  leaders.  The  seminars  afford  a  clearer  understanding  of  the 
entire  educational  program  and  achieve  far-reaching  results  for  the  world-wide 
Missionary  enterprise.  The  District  contributions  for  this  cultivation  totaled 
$134.77.  I  w^sn  to  exPress  my  personal  thanks  to  the  other  two  members  of  the 
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conference  committee  on  Study  and  Action,  Mrs.  J.  II.  Cutchin  and  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Lamb,  and  to  the  District  Secretaries,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Mrs.  Glenn 
Pendleton,  Mrs.  H.  L.  McLeod,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith,  Mrs.  Fred 
L.  Johnson,  and  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  also  to  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane, 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome,  Miss  Helen  Evans,  Mrs.  S.  A.  Maxwell,  Mrs.  H.  O.  Line- 
berger,  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  and  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  some  of  whom  assisted 
in  all  the  Seminars.  The  good  work  of  these  leaders  was  appreciated  by  the  women* 
throughout  the  Conference  and  also  the  assistance  of  local  women  in  each 
District. 

The  class  at  Pastor's  School  on  "Missions  in  Southeast  Asia,"  taught  by  Mrs. 
Paul  Arrington  had  50  enrolled  members,  24  of  these  from  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  and  32  receiving  credits.  This  course  sponsored  each  year  by  the  two 
conferences  is  of  inestimable  value,  particularly-  to  those  who  will  teach  or  assist 
in  teaching  the  course  in  their  society. 

It  was  my  privilege  again  to  study  with  our  group  of  workers  at  the  Jurisdic- 
tion School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  at  Lake  Junaluska.  The  informa- 
tion and  inspiration  received  there,  as  well  as  the  fine  fellowship  enjoyed,  always 
fills  one  with  a  deep  desire  to  do  more  to  extend  the  Kingdom  of  God  to  every 
corner  of  the  world. 

Another  piece  of  educational  work  sponsored  by  our  conference  is  the  course 
at  the  Christian  Workers'  Assembly  at  Louisburg  College,  which  was  taught  last 
year  by  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts.  The  interest  shown  by  the  members  of  this  class 
was  most  encouraging.  The  topic  studied  was  "Youth  and  the  Missionary  Pro- 
gram." The  value  of  these  courses  cannot  be  overestimated. 

Four  approved  study  courses  conducted  in  each  society,  one  or  more  of  these 
a  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  class,  was  one  of  the  goals  of  this  department 
last  year.  The  societies  doing  this  fine  type  of  study,  according  to  Division  re- 
quirements and  receiving  the  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  cards  are:

Wilmington  District  15:  Wilmington — Fifth  Avenue  (3),  Grace,  Sunset 
Park,  Trinity,  Wesley  Memorial,  Lumberton — Chestnut  Street,  Maysville,  Pol- 
locksville,  Rose  Hill,  Seagate;  Fairmont — Trinity,  Whiteville,  Elizabethtown. 

The  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  of  First  Church — Rocky  Mount, 
Fifth  Avenue — Wilmington,  Center  Hill,  Fuquay  Springs,  Wanchese  and  Plank 
Chapel  led  the  Confeience  with  three  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes 
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each.  Following  with  two  classes  each  for  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  are 
Broadway,  Laurinburg,  Jarvis  Memorial — Greenville,  Centenary — New  Bern,  Lu- 
cama,  and  Milwaukee — Bethany.  Each  of  these  secretaries,  together  with  those 
who  conducted  one  such  class,  recognizes  the  value  of  real  study.  They  are  laying 
the  foundation  for  higher  standards  and  a  better  type  of  work  with  class  partici- 
pation emphasized. 

Ninety-two  societies  reported  four  approved  study  classes  held,  as  follows: 
Durham  District  24,  Wilmington  23,  Rocky  Mount  19,  New  Bern  10,  Raleigh 
8,  Elizabeth  City  5  and  Fayetteville  3. 

For  sixteen  years  the  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  has  been 
stimulating  interest  in  Missionary  Education.  The  women  of  the  conference  love 
it  because  of  its  beautiful  symbols,  representing  light,  wisdom,  growth  and  fruit- 
fulness.  Each  year,  to  encourage  good  study  work  and  correct  reporting,  it  is 
awarded  to  the  District  having  the  highest  percentage  of  societies  reporting  to 
the  conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  three  or  more  approved  study 
classes  held.  This  year  it  goes  to  the  Wilmington  District  for  the  fourth  consecu- 
tive year.  The  percentages  are:  Wilmington  District  79%,  Rocky  Mount  57%, 
Durham  46%,  Raleigh  42%,  New  Bern  36%,  Elizabeth  City  32%,  and  Fayette- 
ville 27%. 

From  rural,  town  and  city  churches  many  letters  with  reports  tell  of  spir- 
itual benefits,  changed  attitudes,  various  activities  and  projects  which  are  results 
of  study.  A  deeper  interest  in  missions  has  been  stimulated  which  has  greatly 
increased  our  gifts  to  the  total  missionary  enterprise.  Missionary  Libraries  are  be- 
ing formed.  Excellent  books  are  circulated  through  Reading  Circles,  War  Or- 
phans are  being  supported,  the  Manteo  society  helped  organize  a  missionary  so- 
ciety for  the  negro  women  of  their  town  and  assisted  the  committee  in  arranging 
missionary  programs  for  the  year.  Trinity,  Durham  helps  support  a  Bible  teacher 
in  the  High  School,  efforts  are  being  made  to  start  a  home  for  delinquents  in 
cooperation  with  the  church  Council  of  Women  in  another  city.  When  we  have 
learned  to  see  other  people  as  our  Father  sees  them,  Christian  action  will  follow, 
as  the  day  follows  the  night.  We  must  equip  ourselves  now  to  build  a  new  world 
of  justice  and  brotherhood.  There  are  many  doors  of  opportunity  open  about  us. 
Let  us  enter  the  "Door  of  Education"  and  become  better  prepared  to  lead  others 
to  Light  and  Life,  to  Peace  and  Eternal  Happiness.

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Plans  for  Study  Classes  Receiving  Special  Recognition 


I.  THE  TEXTBOOK  used  in  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from  the  list 
recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service  for  the  current  year. 

II.  SUPPLEMENTARY  MATERIAL  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class 
to  enrich  the  study  of  the  text. 

III.  NUMBER  OF  CLASS  SESSIONS  shall  be  at  least  four.  No  two  sessions 
shall  be  on  the  same  day. 

IV.  LENGTH  OF  A  CLASS  SESSION  shall  be  at  least  one  hour  for  a  six- 
session  class  and  one  hour  and  a  half  for  a  four-session  class,  with  a  mini- 
mum total  of  six  hours  for  any  course. 

V.  AN  AVERAGE  OF  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the 
class  sessions. 

VI.  ONE  TO  EIGHT  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  four  to  six 
weeks'  study  is  highly  desirable. 

VII.  STUDENTS  MUST  READ  THE  APPROVED  TEXT,  make  outside 
preparation  and  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments 
shall  be  given  each  member  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may  be 
reading  from  supplementary  materials,  research,  co-operative  activities,  etc., 
that  require  additional  outside  preparation.  This  and  some  results  of  the 
study  may  be  reported  on  an  additional  sheet. 

VIII.  THE  DISCUSSION  METHOD  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended 
as  most  successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  participation.  The  lecture 
method  alone  is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of  methods  may  be  desirable. 
(See  free  leaflet:  Ways  of  Conducting  Successful  Study  Classes.) 

IX.  THE  TEACHER  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the 
task,  by  sufficient  educational  background  and  by  a  willingness  to  use 
every  opportunity  for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher,  such  as 
Special  Study  and  Preparation,  or  attending  Educational  Conferences,  Pas- 
tors' Schools,  Leadership  Schools,  Training  Courses,  Schools  of  Missions 
or  Educational  Seminars. 

X.  A  REPORT  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 

Missionary  Education  and  Service  on  this  blank  furnished  by  her.  She  shall 
examine  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall  report  to  the  Jurisdic- 
tion Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  who  will  issue  a  rec- 
ognition card  for  work  meeting  the  required  standard.  Recognition  cards 
will  be  sent  by  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service. 

Read  carefully  both  sides  of  this  report  blank  BEFORE  the  class  begins  study. 
Plan  to  meet  requirements  without  asking  that  exceptions  be  made.  Every  item 
on  reverse  side  must  be  filled  out  completely  and  accurately  immediately  upon 
completion  of  course  and  returned  to  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Educa 
tion  and  Service.

Literature 

During  1944,  approximately  4,500  pieces  of  literature  were  mailed  by  the 
Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications.  These  include  materials  for 
35  new  or  prospective  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service,  the  conference 
journals,  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  programs,  "The  Crusade  for  Christ  and 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service"  leaflets,  and  other  literature  for  pro- 
motional purposes.  A  notable  increase  in  a  thirst  after  knowledge  of  the  work 
has  been  evidenced  by  requests  for  information  concerning  the  various  lines  of 
work,  which  have  come  from  many  societies  and  which  have  been  answered 
promptly.  This  is  a  healthful  and  heartening  sign. 

The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook 

Earnest  and  zealous  efforts  have  been  made  to  arouse  in  the  hearts  of  the 
Secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  the  local  Societies  an  awareness  of 
the  vital  significance  of  the  office;  to  inspire  them  to  the  highest  degree  of  en- 
thusiasm for  increasing  the  circulation  and  reading  of  The  Methodist  Woman 
and  World  Outlook  and  acquainting  themselves  with  the  literature  prepared  by 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service;  to  obtain  as  nearly  as  possible  one 
hundred  per  cent  in  the  matters  of  every  officer  a  subscriber  to  The  Methodist 
Woman  and  WorZd  Outlook  and  every  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications 
a  member  of  the  program  committee;  and  one  hundred  per  cent  in  reporting  to 
the  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

The  harvest  in  this  part  of  the  vineyard  has  not  been  as  satisfvingly  abun- 
dant as  has  been  desired;  however,  some  increase  has  been  yielded,  for  which  we 
give  thanks.   (See  statistical  report  for  details). 

In  the  early  months  of  1944  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Pub- 
lications solicited  from  certain  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  and  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guilds  in  the  Conference,  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook  for  USO 
Centers  within  the  bounds  of  North  Carolina  Conference.  The  fruits  of  this  ap- 
peal were  practically  a  one  hundred  per  cent  prompt,  wholehearted  response,  re- 
sulting in  the  donation  of  one  or  more  subscriptions  for  all  these  USO  Centers, 
with  the  exception  of  those  operated  by  the  National  Catholic  Community  Serv- 
ice. In  addition,  subscriptions  were  given  to  other  service  men's  recreational 
centers. 

Woman's  Page  and  Other  Publicity 

The  potency  of  the  press  and  the  radio  is  bringing  people  of  all  the  nations 
of  the  world  together  as  one  community.  It  has  been  a  continued  source  of  joy, 
therefore,  to  disseminate  missionary  news  through  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Page,  the  secular  press,  the  sharing  of  news  with  the  Rev.  Allyn  P. 
Robinson,  Jr.,  for  his  weekly  broadcasts,  "Churches  Make  News,"  over  Radio 
Station  WPTF,  and  his  weekly  News  of  the  Churches  bulletins,  both  of  which 
are  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  and  with  Radio  Sta- 
tion WRAL.  The  secular  press,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robinson,  and  Station  WRAL  have 
been  exceedingly  generous  and  cheerful  in  their  cooperation  with  this  editor  in 
giving  to  the  public  news  of  interest  and  import  concerning  the  missionary  en- 
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terprise  of  The  Methodist  Church,  for  which  the  women  of  North  Carolina 
Conference  are  due  them  a  profound  debt  of  gratitude.  Another  source  of  pleas- 
ure in  the  field  of  publicity  last  year  was  found  in  the  work  with  Mrs.  C.  W. 
Turpin,  of  the  Secular  Press  Bureau  of  The  Methodist  Church,  in  publicizing  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  which  convened  at  the  Edenton  Street  Methodist  Church,  in  Raleigh, 
February  22-24. 

News  items  sent  for  publication  on  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Wom- 
an's Page  have  not  been  numerous,  but  each  one  is  deeply  appreciated.  We  are 
endeavoring  to  create  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  women  of  the  local  Societies 
and  Guilds  a  publicity  consciousness  which  we  believe  will  pay  rich  dividends 
in  increased  interest  and  activities. 

Conclusion 

The  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  has  set  for  the  Woman's  So- 
cieties of  Christian  Service  goals  for  1945  in ,  the  form  of  ten  Open  Doors  to 
Progress.  These  are  symbols  of  opportunities  for  fruitage  in  God's  Vineyard.  We 
shall  attempt  to  lead  the  women  of  the  local  Societies  through  the  Door  of 
Education,  which  has  within  its  portals  the  Department  of  Literature  and  Pub- 
lications, confident  that  whatever  is  accomplished  for  the  radiant  revelation  of 
God  and  His  Kingdom  will  be  under  His  Guiding  Hand  and  because  of  the  sin- 
cerity of  purpose  and  consecrated  efforts  of  the  women  of  the  local  Woman's 
Societies  of  Christian  Service.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities 

With  the  passing  of  another  year  it  is  well  for  us  to  take  inventory  in  an 
effort  to  estimate  our  progress.  It  is  difficult  to  make  an  accurate  statement,  since 
we  have  only  one  "yard-stick"  with  which  to  measure — the  reports  which  come 
quarterly.  In  this  department  it  is  even  more  inaccurate  to  follow  reports  too 
closely,  for  we  trust  our  greatest  advance  is  along  lines  which  cannot  be  put 
on  paper. 

The  average  number  of  reports  received  quarterly  showed  a  marked  in- 
crease. (For  this  I  heartily  commend  the  seven  district  secretaries  who  have 
labored  so  untiringly.)  The  statistical  table  gives  figures  gleaned  from  these  re- 
ports. They  show  improvement  along  most  lines.  For  this  I  feel  deeply  grateful, 
as  it  is  the  evidence  of  the  cooperation  of  women  in  local  societies.  Steady  prog- 
ress on  the  upward  climb  is  preferred  to  spectacular  advance,  and  I  feel  this  is 
being  achieved. 

Letters  have  been  sent  quarterly  in  an  effort  to  interpret  to  the  local  so- 
cieties the  aims  and  ideals  of  Christian  Social  Relations.  Reports  indicate  that 
some  seed  have  fallen  on  fertile  soil,  and  are  already  bearing  fruit;  others  are 
moving  more  slowly,  and  are  trying  through  informal  study  to  lay  a  firm  founda- 
tion for  future  activity. 

Early  in  the  year  I  urged  cooperation  in  the  local  churches  with  "The  Bish- 
op's Crusade."  Many  societies  carried  this  out  very  effectively.  During  the  fall  I 
have  endeavored  to  relate  to  local  societies  our  participation  in  "The  Crusade 
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for  Christ"  as  definite  work  in  this  department,  thus  tying  in  with  the  total  pro 
gram  of  our  church.  A  start  has  been  made  which  I  trust  will  bear  fruit,  not  only 
in  the  present  year,  but  in  the  future. 

Our  co-operation  in  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  (Negro)  at  Win- 
ston-Salem is  more  gratifying  each  year.  The  class  in  Handcraft,  sponsored 
by  our  conference,  had  grown  to  such  proportions  as  to  need  the  assistance  of 
a  second  person;  for  this  we  provided  last  summer.  Interest  justified  the  in- 
troduction of  a  credit  course,  and  the  book  taught  was  Wood's  "Growing 
Together  in  the  Family."  This  proved  to  be  the  largest  class  in  the  entire 
school.  Also,  the  number  attending  from  within  the  bounds  of  our  con- 
ference was  the  largest  to  date,  in  spite  of  many  existing  difficulties. 

I  attended  the  Carolina  Institute  of  International  Relations  in  Greens- 
boro and  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska.  Truly  the  knowledge 
gained,  the  contacts  made  and  the  fellowship  of  kindred  minds  better  fitted 
me  for  the  work  I  have  tried  to  promote. 

At  the  Educational  Seminars,  which  as  a  member  of  the  Conference 
Study  Committee  I  helped  to  plan,  the  work  of  this  department  was  presented. 
Though  I  did  not  attend  every  Seminar  ,the  presentation  was  made  by  a 
member  of  the  Conference  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  after  an  all  day  institute,  conducted  by  members  of  the 
group  who  had  attended  the  School  of  Missions. 

I  have  sought  to  comply  with  all  requests  that  would  assist  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  work,  both  by  correspondence  and  attendance  on  zone  and 
district  meetings.  I  have  continued  to  serve  on  certain  committees,  and  in 
special  organizations,  where  the  efforts  made  are  in  keeping  with  the  ideals 
of   this   department. 

Again  I  repeat  that  we  cannot  discern  any  mammoth  achievement, 
but  I  know  we  are  going  forward;  and  go  forward  we  must,  in  the  name 
of  Him  who  has  called  us  to  help  bring  in  His  kingdom.

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Report  of  Secretary  of  Youth  Work 

A  comparative  study  of  statistics  in  this  area  of  work  brings  real  joy  and 
encouragement.  Though  the  distance  from  the  goal  is  far  too  great,  yet  the 
distance  traveled  since  1943  shows  some  notable  gains.  Every  item  shows  an 
increase,  with  percentages  ranging  from  sixteen  to  two  hundred  percent.  Most 
of  the  large  increases  are  in  vital  spots. 

Organization 

The  responsibility  for  missionary  education  in  the  Youth  Fellowship  rests 
upon  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship.  (Please  note  the 
extra  word,  "Missions,"  added  to  this  Commission.)  The  Woman's  Society, 
through  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  shares  this  responsibility.  The  Sec- 
retary is  a  resourceful  person  and  a  guide  to  the  Commission  on  Missions  and 
World  Friendship  as  it  plans  for  all  phases  of  its  missionary  program  and 
activities  for  the  whole  division.  Although  her  job  is  not  that  of  organizing, 
unless  she  is  also  adult  counselor,  she  does  seek  to  support  the  total  program  for 
youth.  Any  help  needed  on  the  organization  of  the  Youth  Fellowship  is  to  be 
secured  from  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Education  at  Durham.  The  Woman's 
Society  is  interested  in,  but  not  responsible  for,  the  organization  of  the  Youth 
Fellowship.  The  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  is  responsible  for  forming  an  Interest 
Group  of  Girls  or  Young  Women  who  will  meet  monthly  and  use  the  program 
material  prepared  for  them  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

The  Methodist  Youth  Fund 

The  goal  for  1944  was  that  some  contribution  be  made  to  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  by  every  youth  group  in  the  Conference.  Available  figures  do  not 
indicate  how  nearly  this  goal  was  reached.  The  General  Conference  changed 
the  plan  of  handling  of  the  fund.  Beginning  in  June,  1944,  all  Youth  Fund 
money  was  to  be  sent  to  the  Annual  Conference  Treasurer.  The  Annual 
Conference  appointed  Mrs.  La  Fon  Vereen  an  assistant  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Dillon  so 
that  the  necessary  records  can  be  kept  for  promotional  work.  Now  all  money 
given  by  the  youth  of  our  Conference  to  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  goes  un- 
divided to  Mrs.  Vereen.  Here,  again,  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  helps 
promote  this  fund  and  helps  the  young  people  become  acquainted  with  its 
needs  and  uses. 

Literature 

A  greater  use  is  being  made  of  the  current  mission  topics  by  our  youth. 
Southeast  Asia  and  the  American  Indian  have  been  used  rather  widely.  Ma- 
terials for  youth  on  these  topics  are  listed  in  the  leaflet  sent  to  every  society  in 
December.  There  was  a  fifty  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  Interest 
Groups  of  Girls  using  the  material  designated  for  them:  "Youth  in  a  World 
of  Opportunity,"  which  ended  August,  1944,  "Lights  Around  the  World," 
which  began  with  September,  1944,  and  goes  through  August,  1945.  The  new 
material  will  be  "Crusades  for  Tomorrow's  World." 
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The  Joint  Committee 

A  one  hundred  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  Joint  Committees  in 
the  local  churches  is  not  enough  when  the  total  number  is  onlv  flftv-eight. 
Even-  local  church  should  and  can  have  this  committee.  It  is  made  up  of  equal 
representation  from  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the 
Woman's  Societv.  The  representative  from  the  Woman's  Society  is  the  Sec- 
retary of  Youth  Work.  In  small  churches  where  these  boards  are  not  set  up 
the  committee  can  be  composed  of  the  Church  School  Superintendent,  the 
Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  a  person  appointed  bv  the  pastor  who  is  inter- 
ested in  youth  and  missions.  The  pastor  calls  this  committee  together  and  they 
elect  a  chairman.  This  is  the  adult  committee  whose  chief  concern  is  proper 
missionary    education    for    its    youth. 

Promotion 

The  lack  of  a  handbook  for  this  department  makes  it  necessary  to  pro- 
vide information  on  the  work  by  letters.  Four  letters  have  been  sent  during 
the  year.  The  first  one  provided  a  detailed  account  of  the  Unified  Plan  of 
Missionary  Education  for  youth.  Leaflets  on  "The  Methodist  Youth  Fund  at 
Work"  and  "Missionary  Materials  for  Youth"  have  been  sent  to  all  societies. 
A  greater  number  of  letters  are  coming  in  asking  for  specific  help.  These  letters 
and  the  reports  are  showing  a  better  understanding  of  the  plan.  Your  Secretary 
has  spoken  on  Youth  Work  at  a  number  of  zone  meetings  and  youth  groups. 
She  taught  a  course  on  the  Unified  Plan  at  the  Christian  Workers'  Assembly 
at   Louisburg   July   4-6.  The   class   was    made   up   of   Secretaries   of   Youth 

Work,  Youth  Counselors,  and  officers  of  Youth  Fellowships.  This  year  your 
Secretary  has  been  asked  by  the  Conference  Youth  Council  to  teach  a  course 
on  race  relations  at  the  three  Senior  Assemblies  June  14-26,  1945.  She  will 
also  have  a  Workshop  period  for  secretaries  and  treasurers  of  Youth  Fellow- 
ships, with  special  emphasis  on  the  Youth  Fund. 

A  Challenge 

Now  as  never  before  the  youth  of  our  communities  should  be  provided 
with  a  wholesome  program  as  an  outlet  for  their  energies.  Our  youth  are 
feeling  the  upheavals  attendant  to  war  and  a  maladjusted  world.  They  need 
some  stabilizing  aids  that  only  the  church  can  give  as  it  seeks  to  minister  to 
youth  for  Christ.  One  of  the  aims  for  1945  is  to  interest  our  youth  in  giving 
themselves  to  full-time  Christian  service  as  missionaries,  ministers,  teachers,  or 
local  church  assistants.  The  need  is  urgent  now.  It  will  be  desperate  after  the 
war.     Adult  workers  with  youth,  rally  to  the  call  of  Christ!

Report  of  Secretary  of  Student  Work 

The  Church  and  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  are  becoming  more 
interested  in  students  and  the  student  program.  The  local  secretaries  did 
their  best  work  in  the  third  quarter  by  sending  lists  of  names  of  students 
and  hundreds  of  blue  student  cards  to  College  Student  Directors,  Campus 
secretaries  and  to  pastors  in  college  communities.     Student  Recognition  Days 
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have  been  observed  and  church  programs  have  been  planned  and  given  by  col- 
lege students.  Banquets  for  high  school  seniors,  parties  for  students  home 
,for  the  summer,  student  forums,  community  surveys,  caravans  led  by  college 
students  have  been  a  part  of  the  church  program  for  students. 

There  is  a  continued  interest  in  our  boys  and  girls  in  service.  Prayer 
cards,  Upper  Room,  The  Messenger,  New  Testament,  letters  from  pastors, 
cards,  gifts  and  church  magazines  have  been  sent  to  these  boys  and  girls.  The 
North  Carolina  Advocate,  The  Christian  Advocate,  World  Outlook  and  other 
good  literature  have  been  placed  in  reading  rooms,  U.  S.  O.  and  Service  cen- 
ters. Many  service  men  have  been  housed  and  served  Sunday  morning  breakfasts 
by  church  women. 

The  student  program  on  College  Campuses  is  well  planned  and  carried 
on  through  Student  Councils  and  Commissions.  College  students  have  at- 
tended State  Student  Conference,  State  Leadership  Conference  on  World  Order 
and  National  Student  Convocation.  There  is  some  interest  in  "Fellow  Col- 
leges," and  the  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund,  Fellow  College  maps  have 
been  used.  There  have  been  speakers  on  Missions  on  campuses.  Miss  K.  T. 
Woo  from  China,  a  student  attending  Greensboro  College,  has  spoken  to 
college  groups  and  church  groups.  Two  campus  groups  have  shown  interest  in 
our  Japanese-Americans  on  the  West  Coast  by  sending  Christmas  packages  and 
cash  contributions.  Plans  are  under  way  to  have  a  missionary  speak  on  several 
campuses  and  to  visit  with  Wesley  Foundations. 

The  Wesley  Foundation  of  Pembroke  State  College  held  a  preschool  retreat 
early  in  September,  using  the  theme,  "Our  Youth  for  Christ."  Miss  Mamiej 
Chandler,  Director  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  East  Carolina  Teachers 
College,  attended  the  retreat,  speaking  one  evening  and  planning  programs  with 
Miss  Marjorie  Kanable  and  Miss  Livermore.  Your  Conference  Secretary  and  a 
student  from  Greenville  were  invited  to  attend  this  meeting,  and  we  hope  to 
visit  this  Indian  community  in  the  future. 

Student  work  has  been  promoted  by  your  Conference  Secretary  at  District 
meetings,  zone  meetings  and  study  seminars;  also,  by  writing  to  College 
Presidents,  Student  Directors  and  Pastors  near  college  campuses.  Requests 
for  "In  case  you  want  to  present  Opening  Doors"  have  been  answered.  Local 
secretaries  have  been  asked  to  give  programs  on  "The  Methodist  Student 
Movement."  Hundreds  of  the  Student  Cards  have  been  sent,  two  hundred 
copies  of  "Christian  World-Mindedness,"  two  hundred  copies  of  the  "Methodist 
Student  Fellowship  Fund,"  two  hundred  copies  of  "The  Methodist  Student 
Movement,"  two  hundred  copies  of  "Christian  World  Brotherhood  and  the 
New  World  Order,"  ten  "Service  Projects"  and  leaflets,  "Crisis  Living,"  "So 
You  Are  Going  to  War,"  "A  Deaconess  Serves"  and  "What  it  Means  to  be  a 
Deaconess,"  have  been  sent  out  in  an  effort  to  create  interest  in  the  Student 
program. 

The  missionary  challenge  of  these  young  people  is  the  greatest  opportunity 
ot  the  church.

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Report  of  Secretary  of  Children's  Work 

Program  of  Missionary  Education  1944.  The  major  task  during  1944 
has  been  to  reach  all  children  in  the  Methodist  Church  with  a  well  planned 
program  of  missionary  education  as  an  integral  part  of  the  ongoing  work 
of  the  church  for  children.  The  missionary  emphasis  for  1944  provided 
opportunities  for  boys  and  girls  to  learn  about  the  varied  groups  that  make  up 
America's  people,  and  the  rich  contribution  that  each  group  has  made  to 
the  national  life.  They  also  discovered  ways  in  which  the  Methodist  Church 
has  helped  the  people  in  the  United  States  to  become  better  friends  and  neigh- 
bors. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  there  were  studied  also  some  of  the 
great  new  ventures  in  learning  and  living  brought  about  by  the  taking  of  the 
Christian  Gospel  to  such  countries  as  China,  India,  and  Africa.  By  means 
of  this  study  the  children  came  to  have  some  consciousness  of  belonging  to  a 
Christian  fellowship  that  is  world-wide,  and  the  desire  was  awakened  in  many 
to  share  in  its  work. 

Offerings.  As  we  look  at  the  work  for  the  missionary  education  of  chil- 
dren thus  far  accomplished  it  is  well  to  remind  ourselves  of  the  fact  that  the 
present  plan  under  which  the  work  has  been  carried  on  went  into  effect  just 
three  years  ago  this  past  October.  It  speaks  well  for  the  soundness  with  which 
the  plan  was  conceived  to  know  that  no  change  of  any  importance  was  made 
in  its  provision  by  the  sub-committee  on  the  Missionary  Education  of  Chil- 
dren. It  was  felt  that  the  point  at  which  the  greatest  need  for  change  was 
registered  was  in  regard  to  the  Offerings  of  children  made  in  additional  sessions. 
However,  for  the  time  being,  the  plan  concerning  the  offerings  made  in  addi- 
tional sessions  will  continue  to  function  as  it  has  since  October,  1941. 

An  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  children's  leaders  in  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  Supply  Work  of  the  Woman's  Society  for  children  has  been 
much  in  evidence  this  past  year,  and  in  addition  to  this  children  have  given 
widely  to  the  support  of  the  church's  work  through  the  regular  sessions  of  the 
church   school. 

Education  in  Christian  Family  Life.  Along  with  the  program  for  the 
missionary  education  of  children  there  has  also  gone  a  program  of  educa- 
tion for  parents  in  the  possibilities  of  Christian  family  life,  and  the  wide  out- 
reach that  such  possibilities  afford. 

It  is  good  to  know  that  during  this  coming  year  special  emphasis  will  be 
continued  throughout  the  church  to  the  development  of  a  family  life  that  is 
Christian  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name. 

Through  the  work  of  the  church  for  children,  leaders  have  often  been 
brought  squarely  against  the  problems  facing  children  in  the  community 
today — problems  caused  by  social  and  economic  need,  and  by  the  hazards 
of  neglect  due  to  the  uprooting  and  shifting  about  of  over  twenty  million 
of  American  people.  For  a  secretary  of  children's  work  to  have  in  her  Sunday 
school  class,  as  one  did,  children,  all  of  whose  mothers  were  employed  on 
night  shifts  from  five  to  twelve  o'clock,  was  to  awaken  within  her  a  desire 
to  get  in  touch  with  parents  and  with  community  agencies  to  see  what  might 
be  done  to  give  the  children  of  her  group  as  well  as  others  a  chance  to  lead  a 
more  wholesome  and  happy  life.  Experiences  such  as  these  and  the  knowledge 
of  the  still  rising  tide  of  delinquency  among  unprotected  boys  and  girls  have 
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led  many  secretaries  and  other  teachers  of  children  this  past  year  to  work 
with  social  agencies  in  community  councils  where  the  needs  of  children  were 
studied,  and  where  more  adequate  plans  for  their  welfare  were  carried  out. 
When  this  has  been  done  it  has  meant  the  co-ordination  of  resources — 
family,  school,  church  and  community.  The  difference  such  a  program  of  child 
care  makes  in  the  lives  of  the  boys  and  girls  themselves  is  frequently  one  that  is 
little  short  of  amazing. 

Children  and  the  Wider  World.  As  the  months  of  the  year  have  gone 
by,  the  lives  of  boys  and  girls  throughout  the  nation  have  been  brought  closer 
and  closer  into  the  focus  of  a  world  war  of  unparalleled  intensity  and  vio- 
lence. It  is  rare  indeed  these  days  to  meet  with  a  group  of  children  in  the 
church  who  have  been  unaffected  by  the  conflict.  They  themselves  feel  more 
closely  in  touch  with  what  is  happening  in  various  parts  of  the  globe,  particu- 
larly as  it  concerns  the  needs  of  suffering  people.  A  Secretary  of  children's 
work,  teaching  a  small  class  of  eight  year  olds,  reported  that  in  a  recent  class 
session  one  child  told  of  the  visit  that  week  of  her  uncle,  working  on  a  Red 
Cross  ship,  who  had  seen  the  hungry  and  destitute  children  in  one  of  the 
European  countries  where  war  has  long  been  waged.  "My  uncle  helps  them, 
and  I  wish  we  could  help  them,  too,"  she  said. 

It  was  good  to  know  that  during  this  past  year  Methodist  children 
have  been  helping.  Through  the  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  relief 
work  has  been  going  forward,  as  opportunity  permitted,  to  meet  the  needs 
of  children  in  the  war  torn  countries  of  the  world.  From  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee,  one  of  the  agencies  of  the  Methodist  Committee  for  Over- 
seas Relief,  through  which  clothing  and  other  supplies  have  been  sent  to 
Europe  and  the  Far  East,  has  come  this  word  to  the  children  of  America: 

"There  is  a  huge  job  to  be  done,  and  it's  got  to  be  done  soon.  In 
Europe  and  Asia  there  are  millions  of  children  who  had  nothing  to  do  with 
starting  the  war,  yet  who  are  the  worst  sufferers  of  it.  With  homes  de- 
stroyed, there  is  little  food,  little  shelter,  little  clothing.  ...  If  you  want  to  put 
your  shoulder  to  the  world's  largest  job,  we  will  tell  you  a  few  ways  in  which 
you  can  help." 

Throughout  the  church  Methodist  children  have  been  helping  bv  furnishing 
shoes,  clothing  and  other  supplies.  As  they  have  come  into  contact  with 
these  new  friends  they  have  been  glad  that  the  Methodist  Committee  for 
Overseas  Relief  provides  a  channel  through  which  help  can  be  sent. 

Secretaries  of  Children's  Work  and  the  Woman's  Society.  Some  of  the 
opportunities  as  well  as  the  problems  of  the  secretaries  and  others  who  work 
with  children  in  the  church  have  been  suggested.  It  is  apparent  that  so  far 
as  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  is  concerned,  wherever  any  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  Christian  Training  of  children  it  has  been  due  to  the 
secretaries  in  the  local  church  working  under  the  wise  and  devoted  leader- 
ship of  jurisdiction  and  conference  secretaries  of  children's  work.  Since  this  is 
true  to  the  degree  that  the  work  for  1944  has  revealed,  it  is  increasingly  evi- 
dent that  through  the  Secretary  of  Children's  work  the  Woman's  Society  is 
entering  a  large  field  of  service  to  boys  and  girls  in  the  community  as  well 
as  to  children  in  the  various  countries  of  the  world.  It  is  all  the  more 
necessary,  therefore,  that  each  Society  see  to  it  that  a  well  qualified  secretary  of 
children's  work  be  elected,  and  encouraged  to  start  actively  to  work  with  the 
teachers  of  children  in  the  church  school  and  with  the  members  of  the  Society 
as  well. 
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It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
will  take  action  to  see  that  secretaries  are  elected  in  the  Societies  where  this 
has  not  been  done  heretofore  that  the  work  of  the  church  in  training  children 
in  missionary  education  may  go  forward.  For,  to  those  engaged  in  these  ac- 
tivities comes  the  deepening  conviction  that,  as  they  guide  Methodist  children 
in  the  experiences  of  being  friends  and  neighbors  in  the  Christian  sense,  they 
are  reaching  out  to  child  life  everywhere,  and  together  with  the  bovs  and  girls, 
men  and  women  in  all  countries  who  are  followers  of  Jesus,  they  are  helping 
to  build   God's  friendlv  world.

In  every  dis- 
trict  prayer  and  service   in   His  Name  have  been   blessed. 

An  Appeal! 

To  Presidents  of  Local  Societies: 

Will  you  please  help  your  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  to  find  out  where 
she  is  to  secure  her  supplies  (See  inside  cover  of  1944  N.  C.  Conference  Report 
or  back  cover  of  "Methodist  Woman")  and  what  her  service  is  to  be  (See 
"Constitution  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  in  the  Local  Church,"  Article  III,  Section  13, 
page  9 ) .  Also,  help  her  to  send  a  quarterly  report  to  her  district  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life  and  the  corresponding  secretary  of  the  society  to  report  your 
Spiritual  Life  Group  to  the  District  Secretary.  Both  reports  must  be  made 
and  only  so  can  Conference  reports  agree. 

On  pages  16  and  17  of  the  December,  1944,  "Methodist  Woman"  we  find 
"Doors  of  Progress,  1945.''  "First  Door:  Spiritual  Life — Increasing  awareness 
of  God's  presence  and  guidance  in  the  Woman's  Society  and  in  the  lives  of  in- 
dividual  members. 

"Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial — The  observance  of  a  Quiet  Day  and  a 
sacrificial  gift  above  all  pledges  and  other  gifts." 

Shall  we  pray  and  plan  to  have  every  member  of  every  Society  to  enter 
this  "Open  Door" — and  so  secure  guidance  and  help  as  we  enter  together 
the  other  "Open  Doors"?  . 

Reports  show  that  more  groups  are  helping  in  prayer  services,  evangelistic 
meetings,  devotional  Bible  study  and  stewardship  teaching,  service  to  sick  and 
shut-ins,  help  in  Week  of  Prayer  and  in  observing  a  Quiet  Day,  in  district  re- 
treats, and  a  growing  understanding  of  and  desire  for  Spiritual  power  for  living 
and  for  service. 

Our  Conference  Retreat  at  Louisburg  College  was  in  many  respects  one 
of  the  most  helpful.  Several  letters  have  requested  a  more  definite  Bible  study 
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— the  subjects  and  suggested  passages  of  Scripture  to  be  assigned,  and  each  to 
pray  and  study  her  assignment — then  together  pray  and  discuss  how  we  may 
together  and  as  individuals  follow  His  plan  for  us. 

Because  the  District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  have  the  work  assigned 
to  them  by  the  Division  plan,  my  contacts  have  been  limited  (by  the  same 
plan)  to  District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life.  To  say  that  I  miss  the  reports 
from  local  groups,  the  shared  experiences  and  Spiritual  victories,  the  Christian 
fellowship,  is  a  masterpiece  of  understatement. 

In  Revelation  3:8  we  read:  "Behold,  I  have  set  before  thee  an  open 
door,  and  no  man  can  shut  it."  We  may  fail  to  enter,  but  in  verse  11  we 
read:  "Behold,  I  come  quickly:  hold  that  fast  which  thou  hast,  that  no  man 
take  thy  crown."  May  our  Father  help  us  to  heed  this  warning  and  to  enter 
our  "Open  Doors  of  Progress."

Durham  District

both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  District  has  steadily  improved  in  all  depart- 
ments of  work.  This  has  been  accomplished  through  the  sincere  and  faithful 
work  of  each  member  of  each  Society.  The  women  of  Durham  District  still 
amaze  me  with  the  amount  of  work  they  can  do!     3,333  of  them! 

New  Societies  for  this  year  were  Helena  on  the  Mt.  Tirzah  charge  and  Eno 
in  Hillsboro.     And  Glencoe  waked  up  and  was  heard  from  after  a  long  time. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  are  few  but  very  outstanding:  Duke  Me- 
morial, Calvary,  Trinity,  Front  Street,  Davis  Street,  Roxboro  and  Hillsboro. 
They  reported  a  hundred  per  cent. 

Much  of  the  fine  work  done  by  the  District  was  due  to  the  fine  Zone 
leaders,  many  of  them  new  to  the  work  this  year.  Alamance,  Mrs.  G.  B. 
Robbins;  Caswell,  Mrs.  H.  A.  Ellis;  Chatham,  Mrs.  G.  F.  Riggsbee;  Durham, 
Mrs.  J.  P.  Breedlove;  Orange,  Mrs.  Edd  C.  Thomas;  and  Person,  Mrs.  R.  C. 
Crumpton.  These  women  are  enthused  over  the  new  Zone  organization  and 
I  feel  will  do  a  fine  job  next  year  too.  Each  Zone  has  had  one  or  more  Zone 
meetings  during  the  year  and  each  has  been  very  well  attended. 

The  District  meeting  was  held  in  Carr  Memorial  Church  in  Durham  in 
May.  Over  three  hundred  women  attended.  Miss  Mary  Herring,  a  Baptist 
missionary  returned  from  China,  was  the  inspirational  speaker. 

The  Educational  Seminar  was  held  in  Duke  Memorial  Church  in  Durham. 
It  was  an  awful  rainy  day  and  very  poorly  attended,  but  those  who  were  there 
got  great  good  and  much  material  for  work.  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Mrs.  H.  I. 
Glass,  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren  contributed  much  to  the 
program.  One  hundred  and  seventy-five  study  classes  have  been  held,  Mebane 
having  6  and  Front  Street  5. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Daily,  the  Spiritual  Life  Leader  of  our  District,  has  done  a 
splendid  job.  Seventy-two  Spiritual  Life  leaders  out  of  82  Societies.  The 
Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  was  observed  by  73  Societies,  giving  an  offering 
of  $1,311.00. 

Baby  Life  members  were  37,  Junior  1,  Youth  2,  and  Adult  20,  and  one 
Memorial  which  was  given  by  Person  Zone  in  memory  of  Mrs.  W.  M.  Fox, 
who  was  Zone  leader  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Forty-two  dollars  was  raised 
in  the  District  for  District  life  memberships. 

Durham  District  led  the  Conference  in  the  amount  of  money  given  to 
missions,  $13,270.00,  more  than  $4,000.00  over  our  pledge!  We  also  led  the 
Conference  in  the  number  of  Societies  attaining  the  goals  as  set  out  in  the 
Lord's  Song,  30  Societies. 

To  the  women  of  the  District  who  made  it  possible  for  me  to  again 
attend  the  School  of  Missions  at '  Lake  Junaluska,  I  express  mv  deepest  and 
sincerest  thanks. 

Durham  District  has  many  doors  to  open  for  1945  and  great  progress 
will  be  made.     God  will  help  us  and  we  will  enter  each  door  with  gladness.

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Elizabeth  City  District 

Since  accepting  the  office  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Elizabeth  City 
District  at  the  organization  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  September,  1940,  the  women  of  the  District  have  made  me  very 
proud  and  very  grateful  in  the  way  they  have  responded  to  the  call  of  missions 
by  INCREASING  their  interests  and  gifts  year  after  year;  and  1944  was  *he 
BIGGEST  year  of  all. 

There  were  63  Societies  reporting  1,850  members  of  which   $3  were  new. 

The  only  new  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  the  district  was  organized  at 
Edenton.  This  brought  the  number  to  7  with  142  members.  They  sent  $360 
to  Conference  treasurer. 

Approved  Study  Classes  conducted  and  reported  to  Conference  secretary 
totaled  85.  Belhaven,  Hertford,  Woodland  and  Wanchese  led  the  District 
by  reporting  four  each. 

Of  the  63  Societies  51  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  contributing  $740.48.  This 
is  the  largest  amount  ever  paid  in  this  department.  Harrellsville  again  led 
the  District  in  per  capita  giving. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  forty-four  was  also  the  biggest  year  ever  for  the 
Supply  Department  with  gifts  amounting  to  $502.  The  largest  gift — $160 — was 
from   Washington. 

The  following  Life  memberships  were  awarded  in  the  District: 

Babv,  16 — First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  led  with  7. 
Junior,  3 — Hertford  claimed  all. 
Youth,   3 — Washington  claimed  all. 
Adult,  17 — Washington  led  with  5. 

Our  pledge  was  raised  to  $4,400  and  was  overpaid  more  than  a  thousand 
dollars.  A  grand  total  of  $14,059.81  was  sent  to  Conference  treasurer;  $7,053.84 
went  for  Missions  and  $7,005.97  went  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  Washington  gift  of  $1,650  was  the  largest  in  the  District 
for  C.  S.  R.  and.L.  C.  A.  Other  totals  not  already  mentioned  were:  Children, 
$23.31;  Youth,  $90.47;  District  Bond,  $18.75;  Seminar  collections,  $28.35;  an^ 
Margaret  Evans  White  Fund,  $40. 

For  this  splendid  report  much  credit  is  due  the  zone  leaders,  Mrs.  Enoch 
Sanderlin,  Mrs.  Ray  Jones,  Mrs.  W.  G.  Byrum,  Mrs.  E.  P.  Widmer,  Mrs.  T.  W. 
Sears,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Webb,  Miss  Helen  Evans  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  DeLaney,  District 
chairman  of  Spiritual  Life. 

Educational  Seminars  and  Zone  meetings  afforded  much  information  and 
inspiration  for  our  work.  We  are  grateful  to  Conference  officers,  invited  guests 
and  local  women  for  their  efforts  in  making  these  successful. 

One  of  our  most  delightful  weeks  was  in  the  Fall  when  Mrs.  J.  D. 
Stott,  of  Pikeville,  visited  Hertford-Bertie,  Gates  County,  and  Pascurcam  Zones, 
telling  of  her  work  in  Japan  during  the  ten-year  period,  1930-40,  and  of  her 
work  with  American  Indians  in  North  Carolina  Conference  since  her  return 
home.  Hertford-Bertie  Zone  was  doubly  fortunate  in  that  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson, 
Rocky  Mount  District  Secretary,  was  a  guest  speaker. 

I  feel  indebted  to  the  women  of  the  District  for  the  privilege  of  serving 
as  Secretary  for  the  past  four  years;  I  consider  them  among  the  richest  years 
of  my  life.     The  many  friendships  made  and  the  Christian  fellowship  enjoyed,

New  Bern  District 


It  is  alwavs  interesting  to  stop  occasionally  and  take  an  account  of  our 
accomplishments  of  the  past  and  our  responsibilities  toward  the  future.  We 
try  to  check  on  ourselves  constantly,  but  once  a  year,  we  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  wish  to  attempt  to  make  a  report  of  our  efforts 
toward  the  bringing  in  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  through  this  particular  mission- 
ary channel.  No  report  of  this  kind  could  be  accurate  but  the  figures  which 
we  have  do  show  some  of  the  actual  efforts  of  the  fine  women  of  the  New 
Bern  District. 

During  the  annual  session  of  our  Conference  in  March  of  the  past  year, 
the  Secretarv  of  our  New  Bern  District  was  elected  Conference  Secretary  of 
Organization  and  Promotion  and  until  the  end  of  the  year  she  attempted  to  fill 
both  places.  Onlv  with  the  loyal  cooperation  of  each  member  of  the  district, 
could  the  fine  report  of  the  year  be  made. 
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Our  District  Conference  was  held  jointly  with  the  District  Conference 
of  the  entire  church  in  Kinston  and  was  largely  attended.  Our  District 
Superintendent  cooperated  in  an  unusual  way  to  aid  us  throughout  the  year 
whenever  needed. 

Two  Zone  meetings  were  held  in  each  of  the  four  zones  with  excellent 
attendance  at  six  of  them.  Two  new  zone  leaders  were  elected  and  at  present 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Chase  of  the  Wayne  County  Zone;  Mrs.  H.  S.  Taylor,  of  the  Cen- 
tral Zone;  Mrs.  Herbert  Beaman,  of  the  Tri-County  Zone,  and  Mrs.  Stanley 
Mann,    of   the    Carteret   Zone,    are   leading    their    women    in    a    fine    way. 

Our  Fall  Educational  Seminar  was  held  in  Kinston,  with  Mrs.  Boone  and 
her  team  bringing  challenging  urge  to  our  women  for  more  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Action  to  help  our  fellowmen. 

Three  deaconesses,  Miss  Sarah  Kee,  working  with  the  new  residents  in 
and  near  New  Bern,  Miss  Ruth  Brooks,  with  the  Goldsboro  Circuit  Community 
and  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler,  at  the  Student  Center  in  Greenville  continued  to 
do  their  part  in  helping  us  to  move  forward.  During  the  first  quarter,  the 
New  Bern  District  societies  presented  a  stove  to  the  Student  Center  through 
their  contributions  for  Supplies. 

We  have  seven  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  for  1944  against  four  in  1943. 
That  is  not  enough.  However,  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  1945  we 
will  be  able  to  report  others.  Though  we  have  161  new  members  reported, 
our  net  membership  is  not  above  that  of  1943.  We  lost  the  difference  in  organ- 
izing Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  but  we  are  not  satisfied.  We  must  do  more 
in  1945  to  gain  both  Woman's  Society  and  Guild  members. 

If  you  will  examine  the  Statistical  Table  you  will  note  that  our  increases 
are  many.  Particularly  do  we  call  your  attention  to  our  Special  Memberships. 
We  purchased  a  beautiful  scrap  book  in  which  we  are  placing  the  pictures 
of  all  New  Bern  District  babies  who  are  made  Life  Members.  Mrs.  Gertie 
Matthews,  our  former  District  Secretary,  is  custodian  of  the  book.  Sixty-seven 
Babies,  one  Junior  and  twenty-eight  Adults  were  made  Life  Members  during 
1944.      (See  Conference  list  of  names.) 

One  hundred  and  twenty-four  study  classes  were  reported  to  our  Confer- 
ence Secretarv  of  Missionary  Education,  it  being  thirty  more  than  in  1943. 
All  the  other  Conference  Secretaries  of  the  various  departments  had  increases 
in  reporting  from  our  district,  though  that  is  a  weak  spot  in  our  district  work. 
"To  report  what  we  do"  is  one  of  our  goals  for  1945. 

Our  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  $1,169 — about  $300  more  than  in 
1943.  Our  total  of  $11,101  sent  to  our  Conference  Treasurer  was  the  largest 
amount  sent  from  our  district  within  my  memory. 

We  made  a  splendid  increase  in  "Methodist  Woman"  and  "World  Out- 
look" subscriptions.  There  are  616  of  the  former  and  581  of  the  latter — 
an  increase  of  about  two  hundred   of  each. 

Our  Supply  offering  increased  from  $414  in  1943  to  $605  in  1944. 

Twenty-four  societies  reported  that  they  had  achieved  all  of  the  "Lord's 
Songs" — that  was  ten  more  than  last  year. 

An  outstanding  gain  was  in  Spiritual  Life  work.  Much  of  credit  goes 
to  our  new  District  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  Mrs.  M.  R.  Pipkin,  who  has  con- 
stantly corresponded  with  the  local  secretaries.  Sixty-seven  active  groups  were 
reported — an  increase  of  twenty-six.  I  hope  it  will  go  to  100  per  cent  in  1945. 

Our  reports  were  good;  however,  we  are  not  satisfied.  We  know  there 
are  many  of  the  vast  increase  in  population  of  our  district  who  are  yet   un- 
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reached  and  who  need  our  helping  hands.  So,  to  each  member  of  the  New 
Bein  District,  your  retiring  Secretary  extends  her  deepest  appreciation  for  your 
kind  expressions  of  love  and  loyalty  and  commends  you  and  your  new  District 
Secretary,  Miss  Marv  Exum,  of  Snow  Hill,  to  each  other  as  co-laborers  who 
are  of  the  best  quality  and  who  will  ever  increase  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Society  in  our  District  so  that  its  effect  will  be  felt  both  "far  and  wide."  May 
"onward  and  upward"  ever  be  our  motto!

Raleigh  District 

To  write  the  storv  of  the  achievements  and  failures  of  the  women  of 
the  Raleigh  District  is  not  an  easy  task.  There  is  no  way  of  recording  the 
many  hours  of  services,  of  prayers,  and  of  sacrifices  that  have  gone  into  the 
making  of  this  report.  The  work  has  gone  forward  in  almost  every  phase 
of  our  work,  and  for  this  we  are  grateful. 

The  69  Societies  of  the  Raleigh  District  had  a  membership  of  2,663.  Of 
that  number  126  were  new  members.  Five  new  Societies  were  added  during 
the  year;  namely:  Harris'  Chapel  on  the  Vance  Charge,  Maple  Grove  and  Mount 
Moriah  on  the  Newton  Grove  Charge,  Cool  Springs  on  the  Mamer's  Charge, 
and  Micro  on  the  Princeton  Chargs.  A  new  Guild  was  organized  at  Clayton, 
giving  us  a  total  of  13  with  a  membership  of  500.  We  led  the  Conference 
in    number    of    Guilds. 

We  had  a  good  vear  financially,  sending  $10,893.56  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer  for  all  purposes.  This  was  an  increase  of  $1,818.43  over  1943.  We 
raised  $10,588.82  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities, 
making  a  total  of  $21,531.78.  The  Guilds  of  the  District  led  the  Conference 
in  amount  of  gifts  to  Missions,  this  amount  being  $1,371.00,  .in  increase  of 
$122.00  over  1943. 

Six  Societies  achieved  all  the  "Lord's  Songs,"  namely:  Benson,  Henderson 
First  Church,  Princeton,  Raleigh  Fairmont,  Raleigh  Trinitv,  and  Plan!;  Chapel. 
Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  50  Societies  with  an  offering  of  $1,060.70,  an 
increase  of  $248.63  over  1943.  Spiritual  Life  Groups  were  reported  bv  36 
Societies.  There  were  595  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  415  to 
the  Woild  Outlook.  Forty  Societies  reported  work  in  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  Seventeen  Babv  Life  Memberships  and  twenty- 
two  Adult  Life  Memberships  were  given. 

Our  Educational  Seminar  was  held  at  Haves-Barton  with  a  good  attend- 
ance. A  total  of  125  Study  Classes  were  reported,  an  increase  of  23  over 
1943.     We  have  set  as  our  goal  50  new  classes  in  1945. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Secretaries  of  student  work, 
youth  work,  children's  work,  and  supplv  work.  Our  goal  for  1945  is  an  increase 
of  at  least    1 5   in  each  of  these  departments. 

In  this  turmoiled  world,  doors  of  unprecedented  opportunities  and  re- 
sponsibilities are. open  to  the  women  of  Methodism.  Mv  praver  is  that  we 
mav  not  falter,  but  strive  to  go  forward,  opening  new  doors  ever  mindful  that 
"we  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who  strengthened  us."

Let's  continue 
our  goals  until  we  have  attained  them — 1.  A  Spiritual  Life  Group  in  every 
societv.

Wilmington  District 

During  1944  the  hearts  of  2,025  women  of  the  Wilmington  District  were 
filled  with  the  spirit  to  win  and  the  courage  to  work.  Their  reward  is  the  joy 
they  now  find  in  knowing  that  a  task  was  well  done.  The  year  has  been  the 
greatest  in  the  history  of  our  District.  But  with  our  accomplishments,  we  knew 
that  even  yet  other  possibilities  are  hidden  within  the  hearts  of  our  women. 
For  that  reason,  we  look  to  the  future  with  hope  in  our  hearts  for  even  better 
years  to  come. 

A  total  of  240  new  members  were  added  with  seven  new  societies — Verona 
on  the  Jacksonville  Charge;  First  Methodist  Church.  Prospect  and  Pleasant 
Grove  on  the  Pembroke  Parish;  Windsor  on  the  Bladen  Charge;  Herrings 
Chapel  on  the  Burgaw  Charge;  and  Carolina  Beach.  Four  of  these  organized 
too  late  to  report  to  Mrs.  McKinne.  Bolton  and  Live  Oak  failed  to  send  a 
report  to  Mrs.  McKinne  during  the  year.  ' 

The  District  Conference,  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  immedi- 
ately after  Annual  Conference,  gave  us  a  good  start  for  the  work  of  the  year. 
With  Airs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  our  most  efficient  Conference  President,  as  our 
guest  speaker,  the  day  was  well  spent  in  planning  our  work.  The  attendance 
was    very    gratifying. 

As  the  year  progressed,  it  was  again  my  happy  privilege  to  attend  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska.  To  the  loyal  women  of  my  District 
who  made  this  possible,  I  wish  to  say  "Thank  you"  from  the  very  depths  of 
my  heart. 

Our  District  Educational  Seminar  was  conducted  in  September  by  Airs. 
B.  F.  Boone,  "our  own"  Conference  officer.  The  meeting  was  held  in  Grace 
Church,  Wilmington,  with  small  attendance,  due  to  the  hurricane  which 
reached  Wilmington  during  the  early  morning.  But  the  information  given 
and  the  spirit  of  the  meeting  was  the  best  ever.  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Jerome,  Mrs.  W.  G  Davis,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Motte,  Mrs.  A.  S.  Parker  and  others 
added  much  to  the  success  of  the  day.     The  women  of  the  District  are  in- 
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debted  to  Mrs.  Boone,  the  only  Conference  Officer  within  our  District,  for  her 
loyal  and  efficient  support  in  helping  to  promote  the  work  of  the  District. 

Miss  Mary  Nichols,  deaconess,  is  continuing  her  work  in  the  defense  area 
in  Wilmington. 

When  the  end  of  the  year  arrived  and  all  reports  were  tabulated,  we 
were  all  very  happy  over  the  accomplishments  of  1944.  In  every  phase  of 
our  work,  we  had  taken  a  forward  step. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Davis,  District  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  reported  59  Spiritual . 
Life  Groups.     We  trust  each  group  is  active  and  is  continuing  to  uphold  our 
work  with  their  prayers. 

The  willingness  of  our  women  to  work  is  most  gratifying.  This  is  seen 
in  the  report  of  our  District  in  the  Department  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service.  The  winning  of  the  "Study  Jewel"  in  1943  for  the  third  consecutive 
year  was  indeed  an  inspiration  for  even  better  work.  Our  goal  of  200  study 
classes  for  1944  was  reached  when  a  total  of  207  study  classes  were  reported 
to  the  District  Secretary.    Twenty- four  societies  reported  four  study  classes  each. 

The  five  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  did  excellent  work.  The  Guild  at 
Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  led  in  contributions  to  missions. 

Improvement  was  noted  in  the  work  with  children,  youth  and  students. 

A  total  of  $1,400.00  was  contributed  for  91  life  memberships — 41  Babies, 
3  Juniors,  1  Youth  and  46  Adults.  The  total  amount  sent  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer  was  $9,856.25,  an  increase  of  $2,367.48  over  previous  year.  A  total 
of  $8,861.49  was  rePorred  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities.  The  grand  total  for  the  year  was  $18,717.74,  an  increase  of 
$5,532.92  over  previous  year.  Our  Week  of  Prayer  offering  of  $1,192.62  was  the 
largest  we  have  ever  given.  Our  "first  place"  of  which  we  are  all  proud  is  that  of 
our  "Second  Mile"  gifts  to  Supplies,  having  contributed  a  total  of  $1,025.67 — an 
increase  of  $430.77. 

The  following  societies  deserve  mention  for  outstanding  accomplishments: 
Wallace  in  Methodist  Woman  subscriptions;  Antioch  in  World  Outlook  sub- 
scriptions; Fairmont  in  per  capita  giving  to  Week  of  Prayer  with  $4.54,  in  per 
capita  gifts  to  Conference  with  $23.77  and  in  Adult  Life  memberships  with 
eight;  Grace,  Wilmington,  second  in  Adult  Life  Memberships;  Fifth  Avenue, 
Wilmington,  in  Baby  Life  Memberships  with  Richlands  second;  Jacksonville  in 
Study  Classes;   Keener  in  percentage  increase  in   finances   over  previous  year. 

Clinton  was  the  "best  all  round"  Society  in  the  District,  making  the  most 
improvement  in  every  phase  of  the  work. 

The  "Ida  Hankins  Trophy"  goes  to  Sunset  Park,  Wilmington,  for  the 
largest  percentage  increase  in  new  members. 

As  we  enter  the  new  year  in  our  work,  we  feel  that  many  doors  of  oppor- 
tunity and  service  will  open  for  us  and  the  women  of  the  Wilmington  District 
will  merge  into  one  perfect  whole  to  bring  success  to  our  District  in  1945.

Recommendations  for  Organization  and  Promotion 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  ten  objectives  contained  in  "The  Doors  of  Progress"  be  the 
goals  of  every  local  society  of  our  North  Carolina  Conference. 

2.  That  there  be  a  quarterly  check  made  on  these  objectives  by  every 
society.' 

3.  That  there  be  listed  as  an  Honor  Roll  those  societies  who  have  achieved 
all  objectives. 

4.  That  quarterly  reporting  be  continually  emphasized  and  special  recog- 
nition be  given  to  societies  who  report  to  every  Conference  officer  each  quarter 
on  time. 

5.  That  each  society  hold  quarterly  Executive  meetings  for  the  purpose 
of  making  plans  for  the  work  and  filling  out  of  all  reports  for  Conference 
officers. 

6.  That  we  continue  to  award  the  Korean  Urn  to  the  District  having  the 
greatest  percentage  of  reporting  during  the  year  and  the  Candlestick  to  the 
District  having  greatest  increase  in  Gifts  to  Missions  during  the  year. 

7.  That  each  District  set  a  goal  of  No  Unorganized  Charges  by  the  end 
of  1945. 

8.  That  District  set  a  goal  of  one  or  more  New  Woman's  Societies  per 
quarter;  that  we  urge  inactive  ones  to  re-organize. 

9.  That  we  actively  encourage  small  societies  by  simplifying  the  organiza- 
tion where  necessary. 

10.  That  we  actively  support  the  District  Secretaries  of  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  in  each  District. 

11.  That  we  respond  to  the  suggested  co-operation  emphasized  between 
Conference  Woman's  Society  officers  and  local  Wesleyan  Service  officers. 

12.  That  the  value  of  membership  in  the  Women's  Society  and  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  be  stressed;  that  surveys  be  made  in  every  church  for  Cultivations 
Rolls;  that  we  set  as  our  goal  a  ten  per  cent  net  increase  in  membership 
this  year. 

13.  That  we  set  a  goal  for  this  year  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Spiritual  Life  Groups,  the  number  of  Study  Classes,  the  number  of  subscribers 
to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook,  the  amount  given  for  Supplies 
and  the  accomplishments  of  our  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  to  equal  the  increase  during  1944. 

14.  That  continued  emphasis  be  placed  on  Children's,  Youth,  Student 
and  Guild  Work. 

15.  That  we  accept  the  Jurisdiction  recommendation  of  fifteen  new 
Girl's  Interest  Groups  and  fifteen  new  Guilds  for  1945. 

16.  That  our  Conference  officers  and  District  Secretaries  continue  to  send 
quarterly  planning  letters  and  other  useful  information  to  the  local  society 
officers;  that  these  local  officers  make  a  special  study  of  the  suggestions 
and  carry  them  out  wherever  possible. 

17..  That  a  copy  of  each  of  these  letters  and  suggestions  be  sent  to  all 
members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee. 
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18.  That  "Officer's  Training  Day"  be  observed  by  each  society  during 
late  December  or  early  January. 

19.  That  each  District  send  its  District  Secretary  to  the  School  of  Missions 
at  Junaluska  this  summer,  the  plan  of  financing  to  be  determined  by  the 
District. 

20.  That  we  co-operate  wherever  possible  in  restrictions  on  travel  to  dis- 
tant places  and  place  special  emphasis  on  District  and  Zone  Meetings;  that 
plans  for  these  meetings  be  made  at  semi-annual  District  Executive  meetings. 

21.  That  each  Zone  leader  and  Key  Woman  selected  in  each  Zone  care- 
fully study  the  plans  for  organization  and  promotion  and  aid  the  District  Sec- 
retary whenever  possible. 

22.  That  we  realize  the  grave  need  for  financial  promotion  by  accepting 
responsibility  for  our  part  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction's  "Another  Million 
for  Missions"  by: 

a.  Carefully  planning  a  pledge  service  to  be  held  in  each  society  in 
January. 

b.  Encouraging  each  member  to  prayerfully  make  a  pledge  to  the  total 
budget  of  the  local  society. 

c.  Each  society  increasing  its  1944  Gifts  to  Missions  5  per  cent,  more  if 
possible. 

d.  Continuing  to  encourage  use  of  Special  Memberships. 

e.  Observing  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  in  every  society. 

f.  Observing  Harvest  Day  in  every  society. 

23.  That  all  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  continue  to  participate  in  the  total  program  of  our 
church   and  really  be   true  Crusaders   for  Christ.

Recommendations  for  Missionary  Education  and  Service 

In  order  that  the  Educational  Program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  be  promoted,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action  in  each  society  study  and  cooperatively  carry  out  the  following  plans  for 
the  year: 

1.  Four  approved  study  courses  for  each  society,  to  include: 

a.  One  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  class  (at  least). 

b.  Joint  class  with  the  Pastor  and  the  church. 

2.  A  Missionary  Library  in  every  church  with  new  inspiring  books  and  filed 
periodicals,  encouraging  the  use  of  these  materials. 

3.  Reading  Circles,  using  texts,  reference  books  and  other  religious  litera- 
ture among  those  who  cannot  attend  study  classes. 

4.  Enlarged  Missionary  Gifts  create  interest  in  missions  that  will  inspire 
increased  giving  to  the  total  missionary  budget.  This  should  be  a  definite  result 
of  study. 

5.  Informal  Studies  on  General  work  of  the  Society;  on  Christian  Social 
Relations  Projects  at  home  or  abroad;  on  special  vital  subjects  relative  to  Chris- 
tian religion. 
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6.  A  study  of  Quarterly  Reports  at  quarterly  executive  meetings.  Four 
reports  carefully  filled  to  tally  with  reports  sent  to  District  Secretary  and  mailed 
to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  promptly  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter.  The  use  of  the  annual  report  blank  is  also  recommended  to  insure 
correct  totals  for  the  year. 

7.  Approved  study  courses,  1945-46. 

a.  The  Church  Among  Uprooted  Americans. 

b.  The  Fatherhood  of  God. 

c.  Families  in  a  New  World. 

d.  Africa. 

e.  Christ  After  Chaos. 

8.  It  is  further  recommended  that  educational  leadership  be  cultivated  by 
attendance  at: 

a.  Pastors'  School,  June  4-8  to  be  held  at  Greensboro  College,  where  the 
course  on  "The  Church  Among  Uprooted  Americans"  will  be  taught  by  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Payne,  of  Cherryville,  N.  C. 

b.  The  Christian  Workers'  Assembly  at  Louisburg  College,  June  27-29, 
where  the  course  on  Christian  Social  Relations  will  be  taught  by  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Cutchin,  of  Whitakers. 

(It  is  suggested  that  societies,  zones  and  Districts  send  representatives  to 
these  schools.  Expenses  at  Pastors'  School  will  be  approximately  $8.50,  a  smaller 
amount  for  the  Christian  Workers'  Assembly.) 

c.  The  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  to  be  held  at  Lake  Juna- 
luska,  N.  C,  July  23-August  1.  (Districts  are  urged  to  send  their  Secretaries 
as  they  have  in  previous  years.  This  project  is  proving  to  be  a  great  investment 
for  the  cause  of  missions.) 

d.  Fall  Educational  Seminars  to  be  held  in  each  District  for  the  develop- 
ment of  leaders  and  the  cultivation  and  promotion  of  the  educational  work  and 
activities  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.

Recommendations  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities 
I.     General 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  this  Conference  send  a  representative  to  the  Carolina  Institute  of 
International  Relations  at  Greensboro  in  June. 

2.  That  $75  be  appropriated  for  the  North  Carolina  Leadership  Training 
School  for  Negroes  at  Winston-Salem. 

II.     Program  of  Action  for  the  Local  Society 
We  recommend: 

1.     Informal  Study,  as  the  best  method  of  awakening  conscience,  in: 

(a)  Christian  Citizenship. 

(b)  Christian  Familv. 
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(c)  Community  Cooperation. 

(d)  Post-war  Planning 

(e)  A  Just  and  Durable  Peace. 

2.  Full  cooperation  and  active  participation  of  ever)'  woman  in  the  local 
church  in  every  phase  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 

We  urge  that  the  major  concern  of  the  local  society  be  the  building  up  of 
church  attendance,  church  membership,  with  special  emphasis  on  meeting  the 
needs  of  all  people — 

(a)  By  checking  attendance. 

(b)  By  a  continued  program  of  visitation  to  all  families,  regardless  of  cul- 
ture, economic  status,  etc. 

(c)  By  endeavoring  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  groups. 

(d)  By  planning  and  cooperating  with  the  pastor  and  community  agencies 
to  secure  and  make  use  of  counseling  services. 

(e)  By  cooperating  with  the  Church  School  Council  and  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  securing  teachers  who  are  capable  of  leading  young  people  in  Christian 
growth. 

(f)  By  urging  local  authorities  to  provide  community-wide  recreation  pro- 
grams, especially  where  there  is  danger  of  exploitation  of  children  by  commercial 
agencies. 

III.  Problems  of  Alcohol  and  Lawlessness 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  seek  to  strengthen  our  laws  against  this  great  evil,  and  co- 
operate with  law  enforcement. 

2.  That  each  society  make  a  study  in  its  community  and  plan  action  in 
cooperation  with  all  interested  agencies. 

3.  That  we  endeavor  to  understand  Alcoholism  as  a  problem  of  health  and 
mental  hygiene,  and  to  encourage  the  provision  of  psychiatric  and  medical  care 
for  alcoholic  patients  rather  than  jail  sentences. 

IV.  Group  Tensions 

Recognizing  there  is  a  grave  danger  in  growing  tensions  which  have  been 
aggravated  by  war,  we  recommend: 

1 .  That  each  societv  work  as  individuals  to  give  no  credence  to  rumors 
from  unauthorized  sources,  and  to  refuse  to  repeat  statements  which  might  de- 
velop suspicion  or  distrust. 

2.  That  we  support  and  cooperate  with  groups  which  build  upon  the  com- 
mon element  of  our  religious  heritage  and  human  interest. 

V.  Legislation 

.We  recommend  that  we  work  for: 

1.  Federal  Aid  to  Education. 

2.  The  Murray-Kilgore  bill  (For  training,  placement,  etc.,  of  war  workers). 

3.  The  Dawson-Scanlon  bill  (for  a  permanent  FEPC). 

4.  For  the  extension  of  Price  Control  beyond  its  expiration  date  which  is 
June  30,  1945.' 

5.  Adequate  appropriations  for  FSA,  OPA,  School  Lunch  Program,  and 
other  government  agencies  designed  to  protect  low  income  people.

6.  Extension  of  Social  Security  benefits  to  domestic  and  agricultural  work- 
ers, and  employees  of  non-profit  organizations. 

7.  The  elimination  of  the  Poll  tax  and  White  Primary. 

8.  Opposition  to  peace  time  conscription  for  military  purposes. 

VI.     Demobilization  and  World  Peace. 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  workshops  on  Demobilization  be  set  up  by  local  churches  on  a 
community-wide  scale  across  inter-faith  and  inter-racial  lines. 

2.  That  we  urge  the  local  society 

(a)  To  strive  to  cooperate  with  the  church  and  community  agencies  in 
meeting  problems  involved  in  demobilization. 

(b)  To  endeavor  to  cooperate  with  all  agencies  serving  the  returning  serv- 
ice boys  and  girls,  and  relocated  families  of  war  industries. 

(c)  To  become  familiar  with  the  G.  I.  Bill,  and  use  every  influence  to  the 
end  that  every  service  man,  regardless  of  race,  may  know  its  benefits  and  use  its 
advantages. 

3.  That  we  urge  the  study  in  every  societv  of  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  pro- 
posals and  of  subsequent  amendments  and  revisions,  registering  convictions  with 
Senators. 

4.  That  we  urge  informal  studies  and  forums  on  anv  international  confer- 
ence whether  of  a  financial,  economic,  racial  or  other  nature  as  basic  to  world 
peace. 

5.  That  we  request  our  President  to  use  his  influence  to  have  the  Church 
represented  at  the  peace  table,  in  the  person  of  some  outstanding  Christian  of 
international  experience.

Entering  the  Fourth  Door 

Realizing  the  critical  situation  of  the  world  todav  and  the  responsibility  of 
Christian  forces  in  moulding  the  world  of  tomorrow,  we  need  to  resolve  to  enter 
every  Door  of  Opportunity  which  may  lead  to  a  new  world  order  based  on 
Christian  Principles. 

The  Doors  of  Progress  which  have  been  assigned  as  goals  for  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  present  unexcelled  opportunities  for  participation  in 
helping  to  build  a  better  world,  therefore,  we  pledge  our  best  efforts  to  every 
phase  of  work  indicated  by  these  Doors. 

Especially  do  we  emphasize  opportunities  offered  by  the  Fourth  Door — 
that  of  Education — which  has,  probably,  as  its  most  important  tool,  Literature 
and  Publications. 
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Recommendations 

To  this  end  we  recommend: 

1.  That  in  each  local  Society  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications 
shall  strive  to  grasp  the  importance  of  her  office  and  study  to  develop  the  most 
effective  methods  of  discharging  her  several  duties. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  study  the  literature  is- 
sued by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  and  become  informed  of  the 
several  lines  of  work  and  the  value  and  availability  of  the  literature  provided  for 
their  promotion. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  the  local  Societv 
be  an  active  member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  make  a  definite  contribu- 
tion to  its  work  as  a  result  of  her  studv  and  appraisal  of  the  literature  relating  to 
each  department. 

4.  That  wherever  necessary  an  assistant  be  appointed  in  the  local  Societv 
who  shall  be  responsible  for  gathering  and  publicizing  constructive  missionary 
news  in  the  secular  and  church  press,  and  that  every  available  medium  of  pub- 
licity be  used  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
including  radio,  church  bulletins,  public  announcements,  scrapbooks,  posters,  re- 
ligious and  secular  newspapers. 

5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  be  in  charge  of  a  book- 
shelf containing  the  worship  and  program  booklets,  files  of  The  Methodist 
Woman  and  World  Outlook,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service,  leaflets  and  pamphlets  relating  to  the  program  of  the  Society 
and  the  texts  for  the  approved  studv  courses. 

Definite  Goals 

1.  To  hold  our  present  subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World 
Outlook  bv  securing  renewals  promptly,  and  to  add  as  many  new  subscribers  as 
possible.  Some  methods  to  employ  are  every  member  canvass,  featuring  the  maga- 
zines at  monthly  meetings,  setting  definite  goals  of  subscription  increases,  dual 
subscriptions,  gift  subscriptions,  distributing  sample  copies,  promoting  Reading 
Circles  emphasizing  the  importance  of  World  Outlook  as  a  family  magazine  and 
The  Methodist  Woman  as  an  indispensable  tool  in  the  work  of  the  Society. 

2.  To  secure  as  subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Out- 
look every  officer  of  the  local  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service. 

3.  One  hundred  per  cent  in  PROMPT  and  ACCURATE  reporting. 

4.  Wider  reading  and  use  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook 
for  personal  information  and  program  enrichment,  and  bv  gift  subscriptions  from 
the  Society  to  the  Children's  Division  of  the  Church  School. 

5.  That  the  women  in  the  local  Societies  subscribe  to  and  read  the  North 
Carolina  Christian  Advocate  and  that  each  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions assist  in  increasing  subscriptions  to  this  periodical  in  her  church.

Status  of  Women 

Since  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  committee  on  Status  of  Women  to  enable  the 
Christian  woman  to  discover  her  place  in  the  world's  society  and  to  assist  her  in 
assuming  that  place  with  dignity  and  a  sense  of  responsibility,  and  realizing  that 
many  more  demands  than  ever  are  being  made  on  women  and  that  they  must 
respond  to  the  challenge  for  increased  service,  this  committee  recommends  as  a 
program  of  work: 

1.  That  the  Chairmen  of  the  Status  of  Women  in  the  Conferences,  the 
Districts  and  the  Local  Societies  promote  the  fuller  use  of  woman  power  in  the 
church  by: 

a.  Using  the  Handbook,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Division,  and 
specially  prepared  leaflets  as  source  materials; 

b.  Urging  groups  to  study  women's  place  in  the  post-war  world; 

c.  Seeking  adequate  representation  of  women  on  church  boards — local,  dis- 
trict and  conference; 

d.  Arousing  women  to  assume  responsibility  for  the  conduct  of  public 
affairs; 

e.  Opposing  policies  and  practices  which  discriminate  against  a  person  be- 
cause of  sex,  race,  creed,  class  or  nationality. 

2.  That  local  chairmen  urge  editors  of  local  papers  to  print  items  from 
the  weekly  news  column  entitled,  "Women  in  the  Church,"  published  bv  the 
Department  of  News  Service  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

3.  That  local  chairmen  seek  to  discover  talents  and  potential  leadership  in 
young  women  and  the  new  or  inactive  women,  endeavoring  to  enlist  their  services 
in  various  lines  of  work  of  the  church. 

4.  That  annual  reports  be  made  by  Local,  District  and  Conference  Chair- 
men, following  the  usual  procedure  for  reporting.

"V"  stands  for  VICTORY,  and  that  cannot  come  too  soon  to  meet  our 
wishes,  but  unless  we  use  "V"  also  for  VISION,  to  see  the  needs  and  opportu- 
nities for  Christian  service  now  and  after  the  war,  and  prepare  adequately  to 
meet  them  then  VICTORY  may  mark  only  another  interlude  between  wars. 

Let  each  District  Secretary  fill  a  War  Stamp  Book  from  gifts  from  her 
District  Meeting,  or  some  way  best  suited,  and  send  a  War  Bond  to  Scarritt 
College,  thus  help  meet  the  cost  of  preparing  Christian  workers  for  service 
at  home  and  abroad.

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Reports  by  District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  as  sent  to  the  Conference  Secre- 
tary of  Spiritual  Life.  From  this  sheet  the  Conference  Report  on  Spiritual  Life 
is  compiled  and  sent  to  the  Jurisdiction  Conference  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 
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the  road  leading  to  the  military  bases  here.  The  building  and  lot  were  pur- 
chased last  Spring  by  the  First  Methodist  Church  and  renovated  for  this  purpose. 
We  secured  Mrs.  J.  B,.  Thompson  of  Belhaven  as  our  full-time  hostess,  and  she 
and  I  have  an  apartment  in  the  back  of  the  Center.  We  found  that  the  boys 
seem  hungry  for  something  to  tie  to,  for  someone  to  be  interested  in  them  as  an 
individual  rather  than  a  man  in  uniform.  They  seem  to  miss  the  home 
atmosphere  as  much  as  any  one  thing,  so  we  have  tried  to  make  the  Service 
Center  as  ■'home-like  as  possible.  Mrs.  Thompson  and  I  try  to  entertain  there 
as  we  would  in  our  own  home,  encouraging  the  boys  to  make  it  their  "home 
away  from  home".  We  do  not  specialize  in  crowds,  for  I  feel  that  you  lose  the 
personal  contacts  that  way.  We  have  averaged  between  125,  and  150  boys  a 
week,  and  really  feel  that  the  Center  is  well  worth  every  effort  that  has  been  put 
forth.  So  manv  of  the  boys  have  attended  our  church  services— boys  who  hither- 
to have  not  been  going  Jo,  church  at  all.  Mrs.  Thompson>&is*  done  a  splendid 
job,  and  the  boys  are  verv  fond  #^ier.  The  Chaplains  ajLjJjf.lteases  have  been 
very  cooperative  and  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  what  we  are  doing. 

The  first  of  October,  1944,  I  accepted  the  position  as  Director  of  Christian 
^Qucation  for  the  First  Methodist  Church  here  in  Elizabeth  City.  Though  my 
work  no  longer  comes  under  the  Women's  Division,  I  am  continuing  in  part  the 
work  that  I  have  been  doing  among  the  defense  and  service  people.  Besides  my 
visiting,  I  am  in  the  Service  Center  at  least  three  nights  a  week.  Though  my 
work  is  no  longer  technically  a  part  of  the  women's  work,  neither  my  interest  nor 
my  activities  have  died. 

I  feel  that  the  year  I  have  spent  working  in  the  defense  area  here  has  been 
a  successful  year,  and  I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  opportunity  that  has  been 
mine..  I  am  proud  to  be  a  part  of  a  church  which  has  not  turned  its  back  on  the 
needs  of  its  fellowmen.  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  that  made  it  possible  for  me 
to  come  fiere,  and  on  behalf  of  the  defense  workers  and  service  people  in  the 
Elizabeth  City  area  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest.

Student  Counselor,  East  Carolina  Teachers  College,  Greenville,  N.  C. 

Cooperation  has  been  the  watchword  of  the  Methodist  Student  Group  this 
past  year,  and  this  spirit  has  been  manifest  in  a  sincere  endeavor  to  carry  on  a 
meaningful  program  and  bring  every  Methodist  student  on  the  campus  into  active 
participation. 

Early  last  spring,  after  the  Commissioning  Service,  the  new  Council  went  on  a 
Retreat  over  the  week-end,  to  consider  the  qualifications  for  Christian  leadership, 
the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  campus,  and  the  responsibilities  facing  the 
Methodist  student  group.  The  general  objective  set  up  was — to  give  a  vital  in- 
terpretation of  Christianity  on  the  campus  and  to  bring  every  Methodist  student 
into  active  participation  through  the  program  of  the  Church.  Just  before  the 
opening  of  the  Fall  Quarter,  the  Council  again  went  on  a  Retreat,  at  which  time 
specific  objectives  were  set  up  and  definite  plans  made  for  the  year's  program. 
Throughout  the  vear  the  program  has  been  expanded  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
students  and  there  are  now  eleven  Commissions  functioning,  with  more  than  one 
hundred  enrolled  as  active  members  of  these  Commissions.  The  Drama  Com- 
mission, set  up  in  November,  1944,  presented  a  play  just  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
Christmas  Holidays.  This  play  was  first  presented  in  the  College  auditorium 
and  repeated  the  following  Sundav  evening  in  the  Church.  Increasing  interest 
is  evident  in  the  Bible  Study,  held  every  week  in  the  Student  Center,  and  in  the 
period  of  Meditation,  led  by  the  Counselor  immediately  following  this  Class. 
The  Student  Class  on  Sunday  mornings  in  the  Church  School  is  very  much  inter- 
ested in  a  studv  of  the  "Hebrew  Idea  of  God,"  and  many  of  the  students  take 
their  Bibles  to  the  Class  and  participate  in  the  study.  Worship  services  have 
been  carefully  planned  and  a  large  number  of  students  have  taken  part.  A  most 
impressive  dramatic  service  of  worship  was  given  on  the  Sundav  before  Christmas 
Holidays  and  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  New  Year.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
POWER,  the  devotional  manual  for  students,  are  used  in  daily  devotions  by  the 
students,  and  a  large  number  are  also  using  a  Pocket  Prayer  Book  by  Bishop 
Cushman.  Scrap  books  have  been  made  for  service  men  in  hospitals,  and  gifts 
sent  at  Christmas  to  Japanese-American  children  in  relocation  center  in  Utah. 
A  Bulletin  has  been  published  regularlv  and  distributed  to  every  Methodist  stu- 
dent. A  large  party  each  quarter  and  numerous  small  group  parties  and  waffle- 
suppers  at  the  Center  have  brought  together  members  of  the  group  for  fellow- 
ship. An  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  even'  Freshman  and  all  other  Methodist 
students  into  these  groups.  Subscriptions  to  Motive,  have  increased  to  75  over 
35  last  year,  (at  opening  of  Fall  Quarter).  Up  to  date  more  than  half  of  all 
pledges  made  to  the  program  have  been  paid.  A  self-denial  offering  for  over- 
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seas  relief  was  made  during  Lent,  $10.00  given  to  the  Methodist  Student  Fund; 
offering  to  the  Japanese  Hostel  Fund;  contribution  of  $10.00  to  POWER,  and 
$2  5'.oo  paid  on  expenses  of  the  president  of  the  group  to  the  National  Conference 
and  Convocation  of  Methodist  Youth,  held  at  Lake  Geneva  last  summer.  Repre- 
sentatives have  attended  the  State  Officers  Retreat  and  the  State  Student  Confer- 
ence. The  president  of  our  Wesley  Foundation  is  serving  as  president  of  one 
of  the  districts  in  the  state  (student  work). 

One  of  our  Methodist  students  entered  Scarritt  College  for  Christian  Work- 
ers in  September,  to  prepare  for  full-time  Christian  service.  One  of  our  group 
served  on  Youth  Caravan  for  eight  weeks  last  summer. 

The  college  enrollment  Fall  Quarter  893.  Methodist — 290.  Of  this  number 
25  are  residents  of  Greenville. 

The  Counselor  is  finding  incieased  opportunities  for  personal  counseling,  and 
students  of  other  denominations  find  the  Center  a  place  for  fellowship  and 
inspiration,  as  well  as  guidance  for  everyday  living.

Report  of  Rural  Deaconess 


During  the  past  year  on  the  Goldsboro  Circuit  548  visits  were  made  and 
105  received.  New  people  have  continued  to  move  into  our  community  and 
these  have  been  invited  to  our  Church  sendees. 

I  meet  regularly  with  the  Daniel's  Chapel  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  during  November 
met  with  three  other  societies  and  made  talks  on  the  work  of  a  deaconess.  I 
have  helped  with  seven  mission  study  classes  and  one  Bible  study. 

Last  summer  I  helped  with  three  Vacation  Church  Schools  and  conducted 
devotionals  at  the  Girl  Scout  Camp  on  two  or  three  occasions.  I  also  attended 
the  Christian  Workers'  Assembly  at  Louisburg  and  assisted  with  transportation 
to  the  Youth  Assemblies.     We  sent  four  young  people  from  Daniel's  Chapel. 

Our  Adamsville  Community  Council  suggested  and  erected  school  bus  shelters 
at  the  bus  stops  in  Adamsville.  These  were  financed  through  funds  raised  at 
Community  meetings  of  a  recreational  nature.  A  community  Christmas  party 
was  sponsored  by  the  Home  Demonstration  Club. 

The  new  Religious  Education  Building  at  Daniel's  Chapel  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  sanctuary  remodeled,  but  we  are  still  working  to  pay  for  it 
through  third  Sundav  offerings,  other  contributions,  suppers,  etc.  One  of  the 
New  Hope  school  teachers  has  been  coming  to  direct  choir  practice  recently. 
Attendance  at  the  children's  meetings  on  Wednesday  afternoons,  young  people's 
meetings  and  Sunday  School  has  shown  a  marked  increase  during  the  past 
few  months.  ■  We  are  launching  into  the  Crusade  for  Christ  with  enthusiasm 
and  hope  to  make  greater  advancement  spiritually  during  the  coming  year.

New  Bern  District — Defense  Work 


Visiting  service  people  who  have  just  come  to  Cherry  Point  and  New  Bern 
is  still  a  great  part  of  my  work,  visiting  those  who  are  ill  in  the  hospital  and 
elsewhere  also. 

In  February,  1944,  the  Servicemen's  Lounge  was  opened  and  a  Saturday 
evening  supper  was  served  in  the  social  room  of  Centenary  church.  Sixteen  came 
to  enjoy  our  Lounge  that  first  Saturday.  Those  who  now  visit  us  on  Saturday 
number  from  30-40.     Each  week-end  we  minister  to  75  or  100  in  our  Lounge. 
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The  young  Adult  Fellowship  welcomes  Service  people  on  Sunday  at  5  p.m. 
This  is  a  joint  fellowship  group  from  Riverside  and  Centenary  Churches.  Many 
of  our  talented  service  people  have  served  as  leaders  of  this  group. 

In  October,  1944  a  social  hour  following  the  evening  Church  service  was 
begun  and  seems  greatly  appreciated  by  the  service  people  and  church  members. 

On  December  14,  1944,  we  had  a  lovely  Christmas  tree  and  party  for  the 
service  people,  youth  and  adults  of  our  church.  75  service  people  received 
nice  gifts  and  enjoyed  the  party. 

In  January,  1945,  a  Young  Adult  Church  School  class  was  begun  on  Wednes- 
day evening  following  the  mid-week  prayer  meeting.  This  was  suggested  by 
service  people.  We  find  that  some  of  our  finest  young  adults  who  teach  Sunday 
School  classes  in  the  children  and  youth  groups  are  taking  advantage  of  this 
Wednesday  evening  group. 

The  circle  of  women  at  Cherry  Point  in  the  civilian  group  just  outside  the 
base  is  gaining  in  spirit  and  in  numbers.  They  are  using  the  Methodist  Woman 
and  the  World  Outlook  for  program  material.  They  are  presenting  their  pro- 
grams well.  This  circle  of  12  women  is  connected  with  the  W.S.C.S.  of 
Centenary  Church. 

As  this  work  has  grown  during  the  year  each  forward  step  has  been  a  venture 
in  faith.  The  women,  men  and  youth  of  our  church  have  contributed — interest 
is  growing. 

The  Wesleyan  Guild  circles  have  done  much  to  make  the  Lounge  more 
attractive.     They  designed  our  stationery — encouraged  in  many  ways.

A  Rythm  Band  for  the  smaller  children  is  furnishing  not  only  recreation 
but  is  developing  their  musical  instincts. 

Many  have  recently  left  our  village  going  back  to  farms  and  into  the  armed 
forces  but  there  is  still  a  vast  number  who  have  not  found  Christ  as  their 
Saviour.  In  spite  of  a  feeling  of  deep  responsibility  I  am  glad  to  have  even  a 
small  part  in  the  great  work  here. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  each  Society  in  the  Conference  for  your  splendid 
material  aid  in  helping  me  with  my  work.

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Conference  Committee 

The  Guild  Conference  committee  is  composed  of  the  Conference  Guild 
Secretary,  the  seven  Guild  District  Secretaries,  and  three  members  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  These  three  members  are  Mrs. 
Gurney  P.  Hood,  President  of  the  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service  Con- 
ference; Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  of  the 
Conference,  and  Mrs.  Darden  Eure,  member  at  large. 

Minutes  of  the  Conference  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Held  In 

Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  March  3  and  4,  1945  —  Being  the  First 

Conference  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  This  Conference 

The  first  conference  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  was  held  at  the  Carolina  Hotel  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  on  March 
3  and  4,  1945.  Mrs.  Leon  C.  Larkin  presided  over  the  two  sessions,  the  first 
one  being  at  seven-thirty  on  Saturday  evening,  March  3. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  an  inspiring  devotional  service  conducted 
by  Rev.  H.  B.  Porter,  District  Superintendent  of  the  Raleigh  District.  Mr. 
Porter's  subject  was  "Vision"  and  he  used  as  the  basis  for  his  thoughts,  so 
beautifully  expressed,  the  one  hundred  twenty-first  Psalm.  After  giving  several 
appropriate  suggestions  relating  to  "the  lifting  up  of  our  (physical)  eves  unto  the 
hills,  from  whence  cometh  our  help"  he  called  attention  to  the  spiritual  eye  and 
exhorted  us  as  women  standing  at  the  gate  of  opportunity  and  responsibility  to 
cultivate  our  spiritual  eyes  so  that  the  needs  of  the  world  might  be  seen  by  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members  and  that  we  might  call  upon  the  God  from 
whence  cometh  our  help  and  in  His  strength  go  forward  as  workers  with  Him  in 
bringing  about  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  in  this  world. 

Miss  Mary  Waring  sang  a  solo,  "Prayer,"  bv  Guion.  Miss  Waring  is  a 
member  of  the  Wesleyan   Service  Guild  of  Hayes-Barton  Church   in   Raleigh. 
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She  was  accompanied  at  the  piano  by  Mrs.  E.  C.  McMillan  of  the  Edenton 
Street  Church  Guild  of  Raleigh. 

Mrs.  Larkin  then  went  into  the  business  of  the  conference.  She  explained 
that  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  the  organization  of  the  business  and  pro- 
fessional women  of  the  Methodist  church;  that  it  came  into  being  four  years 
ago  with  unification  of  Methodism;  that  we  in  the  South  should  count  this  as 
one  of  the  good  things  which  we  inherited  from  the  Northern  Methodist  Church. 
She  said  that  ten,  twenty  or  thirty  years  from  now  it  would  be  interesting  to  look 
back  and  see  that  this  night,  March  3,  1945,  was  really  a  history  making  time 
because  this  was  the  first  conference  ever  to  be  held  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  She  explained  that  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary, 
of  Henderson,  was  the  first  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  this 
conference,  and  that  she  had  worked  long  and  hard  to  get  the  guild  started. 
She  regretted  very  much  that  it  was  impossible  for  Mrs.  Gary  to  be  present 
for  this  the  first  conference,  and  said  that  Mrs.  Gary  had  started  us  off  in  a  fine 
way  by  appointing  the  District  Secretaries  who  are  to  work  with  the  units  in  the 
various  districts  over  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Larkin  stated  that  it  had  become 
necessary  for  Mrs.  Gar}'  to  give  up  the  work  in  January  of  this  year  and  she 
had  been  asked  to  act  as  secretary  until  a  secretary  could  be  elected.  She 
stated  that  at  the  time  that  Mrs.  Gary  gave  up  the  work  there  were  fifty-one 
units  in  the  Conference.  She  said  that  during  the  afternoon  she  had  met  with 
the  District  Secretaries  and  that  she  had  been  inspired  by  the  spirit  of  enthusiasm 
and  the  plans  for  work  which  had  been  evidenced  in  that  meeting. 

Our  presiding  officer's  next  point  was  that  this  was  a  most  opportune  time  for 
this  group  to  come  together  in  a  conference;  that  never  before  was  strength, 
poise  and  Christian  character  so  needed  in  our  business  world.  She  requested 
each  member  present  to  read  again  the  interpretation  in  the  1945  Guild  hand- 
book, pages  one  and  two  and  said  that  these  lines  were  written  by  Miss  Mar}' 
Ruth  Nowlin,  a  missionary  to  China  and  Miss  Mildred  Ann  Paine,  a  missionary 
to  Japan,  both  of  whom  are  supported  by  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She 
said  that  our  work — the  work  of  the  Guild — comes  under  the  National  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  and  that  in  this  work,  in  the  work  in  each  church 
unit,  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
are  sisters;  she  expressed  the  hope  and  the  belief  that  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  this  feeling  of  sister-hood  would  exist. 

Next  on  the  program  was  the  introduction  of  two  Conference  Officers  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  of  Raleigh,  who  is 
Conference  President  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  Miss 
Mary  Gardner,  who  is  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  of  the  Advocate.  She  is 
also  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  the  person  who  will  send  in  your 
subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  the  World  Outlook.  Mrs.  Hood 
welcomed  the  Conference  to  Raleigh  and  pledged  her  support  and  assistance 
in  any  way  possible. 

Mrs.  Larkin  then  called  for  a  report  from  the  nominating  committee,  Mrs. 
Jack  Sloan,  Chairman.;  Mrs.  Sloan  reported  that  the  officers  to  be  elected  were:  a 
Conference  Secretary  and  a  Conference  Committee.  The  name  of  Mrs.  Leon 
Larkin  was  submitted  for  Conference  Secretary,  and  members  of  the  Conference 
Committee,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  and  Mrs.  Darden  Eure. 
Mrs.  Hood  was  asked  to  take  the  chair  since  Mrs.  Larkin's  name  was  on  the 
slate.     There  were  no  nominations  from  the  floor  and  the  chair  was  instructed 
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to  cast  the  vote  making  Mrs.  Larkin's  election  as  Conference  Secretary  unanimous. 
Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Hood  and  Mrs.  Eure  were  duly  elected  also  as  Conference 
Committee  from  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Mrs.  Hood,  while 
occupying  the  chair  for  the  election  of  a  Conference  Secretary,  spoke  words  of 
highest  praise  of  Mrs.  Larkin  and  told  of  her  association  with  Mrs.  Larkin 
during  the  summer  of  1944  at  Lake  Junaluska  while  they  were  both  learning 
something  more  about  the  work.  After  Mrs.  Larkin's  election  she  stressed 
the  point  that  during  this  quadrennium  it  would  be  our  high  task  to  learn  more 
about  the  work  of  the  Guild  and  stated  that  it  was  during  this  period  that  one 
of  those  present  should  be  trained  to  take  over  when  her  term  of  office  expired. 

Mrs.  Larkin  said  that  she  felt  that  she  should  apologize  for  some  of  the  letters 
she  had  written  to  the  various  District  Secretaries  and  unit  Presidents  in  which 
she  had  to  ask  them  to  limit  the  attendance  at  the  Conference;  that  this  was 
due  to  the  O.  D.  T.  ruling  that  not  more  than  forty-nine  members  could  attend. 
She  recognized  the  presidents  of  the  various  units;  there  were  twenty-eight.  There 
were  seven  out  of  town  delegates,  making  the  total  number  thirty-five. 

Mrs.  Larkin  exhibited  a  challenging  poster  setting  forth  the  program  of  the 
work  for  1945.  The  theme  for  1945  is  "Behold,  I  have  set  before  thee  an  open 
door."  The  poster  portrayed  ten  doors  of  progress  for  our  work  in  1945.  These 
doors  were:  1 — Spiritual  Life;  2 — Crusade  for  Christ — and  Mrs.  Larkin  stated 
that  she  definitely  wanted  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  have  a  part  in  this 
open  door;  3 — Membership;  4 — Missionary  Education — it  was  explained  that 
the  Guild  might  get  together  with  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
and  do  great  things  by  cooperating  in  the  program  for  missionary  education; 
5 — Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities — Mrs.  Hood  was 
asked  to  give  her  interpretation  of  what  we  meant  by  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  she  said  that  to  her  it  meant  being  a  Christian  in  your  own  life  every 
hour  of  the  day;  putting  Christianity  into  practice  personally;  6 — Wesleyan 
Service  Guild;  7 — Finance;  8 — Promoting  the  missionary  education  of  students, 
youth  and  children;  9 — Supply  work;  10 — Reports.  It  was  urged  that  we  study 
reports  and  that  they  should  really  mean  something  to  us.  Mrs.  Larkin  stated 
that  the  matter  of  reports  was  one  of  the  topics  of  discussion  in  the  meeting 
during  the  afternoon  of  the  District  Secretaries  and  she  thought  that  it  was 
covered  very  well. 

Mrs.  Larkin  stated  that  the  Division  had  pledged  for  the  year  $150,000 
to  missions;  that  when  she  was  called  upon  to  make  a  pledge  for  the  Guild  it 
was  a  very  difficult  matter  to  decide.  She  made  an  estimate  of  what  might  be 
done  and  pledged  $4,500. 

The  next  item  discussed  was  the  Cultivation  Fund.  She  stated  that  the 
Cultivation  Fund  is  just  what  the  name  implies,  a  fund  from  which  we  draw 
for  cultivation.  It  is  from  this  fund  that  this  Conference  is  made  possible.  She 
requested  each  unit  president  to  set  up  the  Cultivation  Fund  in  its  plan  of 
operation.  The  office  in  New  York  is  asking  that  this  fund  be  fifteen  cents  per 
member;  six  cents  of  this  stays  in  the  district,  six  cents  goes  into  the  conference 
Cultivation  Fund  and  three  cents  goes  to  the  Jurisdictional  Secretary. 

Note  was  made  of  the  growth  of  the  Guild  during  the  four  years  of  its 
existence.  Membership  has  grown  from  1,000  to  17,456.  Mrs.  Hood  spoke  of  the 
per  capita  giving  increase  and  said  that  in  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  she  would 
like  to  take  back  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  an  example; 
that  she  felt  so  proud  when  she  noted  the  high  per  capita  giving  in  the  Guild. 
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The  three  Raleigh  units  were  recognized  and  their  attendance  noted.  Fair- 
mont Church  had  five  members  present;  Hayes-Barton  2  and  Edenton  Street  20. 

Mrs.  Larkin  spoke  of  the  week-end  Conference  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
at  Lake  Junaluska  and  said  that  in  the  summer  of  1944  there  were  fifty  or  sixty 
members  in  attendance,  which  was  less  than  the  number  attending  the  year 
before.  She  said  that  a  member  who  attended  last  year  told  her  that  her  ex- 
penses, including  railroad  fare  from  Greensboro,  amounted  to  only  $16.85.  She 
asked  that  as  many  of  the  local  presidents  as  can  attend  during  the  coming 
summer.  She  told  of  the  need  for  the  leaders  in  the  work  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  their  tasks  and  said  that  this  conference  is  the  training  period  for 
workers.  She  also  asked  that  the  units  over  each  district  raise  the  $16.85  anc^ 
send  each  District  Secretary  to  Junaluska  during  the  coming  summer. 

The  Chair  next  recognized  the  seven  District  Secretaries  and  each  was  asked 
to  tell  something  of  her  plans  for  the  coming  year  as  well  as  to  give  a  report  of 
work  done  during  the  past  year.     The  District  Secretaries  were  all  present. 

Time  and  space  does  not  permit  the  giving  of  these  reports  in  detail  but  some 
of  the  outstanding  things  given  in  these  reports  were: 

From  District  Secretary  of  Durham  District,  a  suggestion  for  a  May  Breakfast, 
which  she  stated  would  be  illustrated  on  the  program  which  would  be  found 
on  plates  for  the  Breakfast  Meeting  on  the  following  morning.  Expression  of 
Determination  to  learn  the  work  and  to  get  better  organized  by  Secretary  of 
Elizabeth  City  District.  Fayetteville  District  reporting  and  introducing  repre- 
sentatives from  its  five  units,  the  Sanford  unit  having  thirty-six  members  and 
operating  on  a  well  planned  budget  in  which  was  included  the  Cultivation  Fund. 
New  Bern  District  having  seven  units,  one  church,  Goldsboro  having  both 
Senior  and  a  Junior  Guild;  Beaufort  having  been  organized  in  January,  1945, 
with  only  13  members,  their  pledge  to  missions  being  $90.00.  Raleigh  District 
having  ten  units,  Edenton  Street  having  162  members  and  pledging  $800.00 
to  missions  last  year;  Oxford  with  only  25  members  pledging  $130.00  for  Missions 
and  $50.00  for  Local  Work;  Henderson  Guild  operating  Service  Men's  Quarters; 
Louisburg  doing  extensive  repair  work  on  their  local  parsonage.  Rocky  Mount 
District  with  four  units,  the  Wilson  unit  only  organized  in  November,  1944, 
with  34  members  and  have  a  budget  of  $150.00  already  set  up;  Rocky  Mount 
unit  with  45  members,  budget  of  $320.00  includes  Cultivation  Fund,  a  Con- 
tingent Fund  and  a  well  attended  Mission  Study  Course.  Wilmington  District 
with  seven  units,  one  unit,  Trinity  in  Wilmington  with  29  members  paying 
$240.00  to  Missions  last  year;  Grace  Church  unit  having  both  Senior  and  Junior 
Guilds  the  Junior  Guild  doing  splendid  work  with  the  Indians  at  Bolton  as  their 
major  project;  emphasis  throughout  the  year  being  on  Spiritual  Life;  this  group's 
budget  was  between  $600  and  $700  last  year  and  they  raised  $8^6;  their  first 
meeting  of  the  year  is  pledge  meeting  and  money  is  not  mentioned  again. 

After  reports  were  made  Mrs.  Larkin  spoke  of  the  inspiration  she  had  gained 
from  them  and  said  that  she  knew  we  had  all  gained  some  new  ideas  that  would 
help  us  as  we  went  back  to  our  various  guilds.  A  Courtesy  Committee  was 
appointed  by  the  presiding  officer  with  Miss  Nettie  Dailey  as  chairman,  Mrs. 
Henson  and  Mrs.  Chasten,  their  report  to  be  made  at  the  Breakfast  Meeting  on 
Sunday  morning. 

District  Secretaries  were  requested  to  meet  with  their  various  representatives 
at  designated  places  immediately  following  the  close  of  the  meeting 

Mrs.  R.  T.  Coburn,  President  of  the  Edenton  Street  Guild  in  Raleigh  an- 
nounced that  the  meeting  on  Sunday  morning,  March  4,  would  be  a  breakfast 
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meeting.  She  requested  that  each  person  who  expected  to  attend  turn  in  her 
name  in  order  that  arrangements  could  be  made  with  the  hotel.  About  80 
members  reported  that  they  would  attend. 

Mrs.  Larkin  expressed  regret  that  arrangement  could  not  be  made  to  have 
a  Communion  Service  as  a  part  of  one  of  the  Conference  Meetings;  she  stated 
that  instead,  members  of  the  Conference  were  invited  to  attend  Edenton  Street 
for  the  11  o'clock  service  on  Sunday  morning  at  which  time  we  would  partake 
of  Communion  with  the  Edenton  Street  congregation.  Mrs.  Hood  extended  a 
word  of  welcome  to  every  member  to  the  worship  service  at  Edenton  Street 
Church. 

The  meeting  closed  with  the  singing  by  the  group  of  the  hymn,  "A  Charge  to 
Keep  I  have." 

Sunday  Morning  Meeting  —  March  4,  1945 

The  second  and  final  meeting  of  the  full  Conference  was  held  at  the  Carolina 

Hotel  on  Sunday  morning,  March  4,  at  8:45  o'clock.     In  spite  of  a  heavy  rain 

the  breakfast  was  well  attended,  there  being  about  seventy-five  members  present. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  a  prayer  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Hobbs,  pastor  of  the 

Edenton  Street  Church  of  Raleigh. 

Mrs.  Larkin  then  introduced  the  following  guests:  Dr.  A.  J.  Hobbs  and  Mrs. 
Hobbs;  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  President  of  the  Woman's  Society*  of  Christian 
Service  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  Mr.  Hood,  whom  Mrs.  Larkin 
designated  as  "Assistant  President";  Miss  Mar)'  Gardner,  Editor  of  the  Woman's 
Page  of  the  Advocate.  Dr.  Hobbs  in  acknowledging  his  introduction  spoke  a  few 
words  commending  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  the  work  which  thev  are 
doing.  Then  he  extended  a  most  cordial  invitation  to  each  member  present 
to  be  present  at  the  eleven  o'clock  service  at  Edenton  Street  Church.  He  said 
that  the  Church  considered  it  a  high  honor  to  have  the  members  of  this  Con- 
ference to  worship  with  them  in  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Mrs.  Larkin  called  for  a  report  from  each  of  the  District  Secretaries,  this  re- 
port to  contain  only  the  report  of  the  amount  which  she  could  pledge  for  the 
coming  year.     The  reports  by  districts  were  as  follows:

Airs.  Larkin  then  made  a  pledge  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
for  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  her  pledge  amounting  to  the  total  of  that  pledged 
by  the  seven  District  Secretaries,  $5,016.00. 

Next  we  had  a  report  from  the  Courtesy  Committee.  Miss  Nettie  Dailey 
expressed  appreciation  on  the  part  of  the  Conference  to  the  Raleigh  Guilds,  who 
had  acted  as  hostess  to  the  Conference,  to  each  individual  who  had  helped 
by  providing  flowers,  music,  etc.,  to  Dr.  Hobbs  and  The  Rev.  H.  B.  Porter,  who 
had  given  us  inspiration  and  support,  not  only  during  the  Conference  but  before 
it  convened — while  the  plans  were  being  made;  and  to  the  management  of  the

Carolina  Hotel,  who  had  made  it  possible  for  us  to  have  the  Conference.  To 
Miss  Mary  Gardner  for  splendid  radio  and  press  publicity. 

The  high  light  of  this  meeting  was  the  inspirational  talk  given  by  Mrs. 
Gurney  P.  Hood,  President  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  Mrs.  Hood  began  her  remarks  by  repeating  the  note  which 
had  prevailed  through  the  Conference  that  this,  the  first  Conference  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  N.  C.  Conference,  was  History  in  the  making. 
She  said  that  she  was  proud  to  be  in  attendance  at  such  a  time. 

Mrs.  Hood  based  her  talk  on  the  fourteenth  chapter  of  Exodus,  a  part  of  the 
fifteenth  verse,  "Speak  unto  the  Children  of  Israel,  that  they  go  forward."  Moses 
had  led  the  Children  of  Israel  out  of  Egypt  and  they  got  to  the  Red  Sea  to  look 
back  and  see  the  Egyptian  Army  coming.  They  complained  to  Moses  and  told 
him  that  it  would  have  been  better  to  have  stayed  in  Egypt,  whereupon  Moses 
prayed  to  the  Lord  and  the  Lord  spoke  to  Moses  and  said,  "Speak  unto  the 
Children  of  Israel,  that  they  go  forward."  She  said  that  we  are  standing  today 
in  the  position  where  the  Children  of  Israel  stood;  that  we  are  at  the  cross- 
roads of  the  world  where  one  world  is  dying  and  another  is  being  born.  We 
have  a  part,  an  important  part  in  that  world  and  these  words  might  be  spoken 
to  us  just  as  thev  were  to  the  Israelites.  "Speak  unto  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  Speak  unto  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  that  they  go  forward." 
Mrs.  Hood  exhorted  us  not  to  sit  back  and  say  that  we  had  been  through  such 
strenuous  times,  that  we  would  enjoy  Christian  Service,  but  would  not  initiate 
new  things. 

Mrs.  Hood  made  the  point  that  we  must  realize  the  bigness  of  the  work. 
Speaking  of  the  Methodist  Church,  she  said  that  we  have  work  in  more  than 
fifty  fields.  Then  she  mentioned  a  few  of  those  fields.  She  told  of  a  cable 
that  had  come  recently  in  which  it  is  stated  that  our  work  of  rehabilitating  the 
work  which  was  torn  down  in  Belgium  is  to  go  forward.  She  mentioned  that 
in  India  religion  is  its  curse;  that  it  is  such  a  pity  that  the  fetters  of  religion 
strangle  rather  than  lift  the  people.  She  said  that  there  is  nothing  that  we  can 
do  now  that  would  do  as  much  for  them  as  to  give  them  Christ.  Our  responsi- 
bility in  India  is  of  grave  importance,  she  said.  She  also  said  that  seventy-five 
people  out  of  every  one  hundred  in  India  cannot  read  or  write.  Mrs.  Hood 
spoke  of  the  work  in  Africa  and  mentioned  the  fact  that  we  as  North  Carolinians 
should  be  peculiarly  interested  in  the  work  there  because  our  own  Miss  Sallie 
Lou  McKinnon  is  Secretary  of  our  work  there.  She  told  several  challenging 
stories  relating  to  our  work  in  Africa  and  stated  that  our  Week  of  Prayer  offering 
this  year  will  go  toward  a  Girls'  Hostelry  in  Liberia,  Africa.  Next  field  of  work 
mentioned  by  Mrs.  Hood  was  China  and  she  quoted  Madame  Chiang  Kai-Chek 
as  being  an  example  of  Christianity  in  China  and  as  saying  that  she  did  not  teach 
the  Chinese  to  hate  the  Japs.  Mrs.  Hood  spoke  briefly  of  our  work  here  at 
home  and  said  that  it  would  be  interesting  to  check  into  the  projects  which  will 
be  helped  by  the  Crusade  for  Christ  and  see  which  ones  our  money  will  be  help- 
ing. But  she  said  that  the  real  way  to  show  the  missionary  spirit  is  to  live  our 
Christianity  and  to  show  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ  toward  one  another  here  at 
home. 

The  conclusion  of  Mrs.  Hood's  message  dealt  with  the  naming  of  a  number 
of  problems  which  face  us  in  this  big  task  of  "Going  Forward."  The  first  one 
she  mentioned  was  our  lack  of  knowledge  of  our  work  and  the  program  of  the 
church  among  women.     The  second  one  was  the  necessity  of  re-thinking  our  at- 
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titude  toward  missions.  She  said  that  in  the  past  our  attitude  has  been  mater- 
nalistic  or  paternalistic,  but  that  we  need  to  think  of  these  people  whom  we  are 
to  help  as  brothers.  This  change  has  to  come  within  our  own  hearts — indivi- 
dually. She  said  that  it  is  much  harder  for  you  or  for  me  to  act  out  a  dollar's 
worth  of  brotherhood  than  it  is  to  send  a  dollar  to  missions.  But  the  real  need 
is  in  our  actions,  our  attitude. 

Another  problem  is  our  shortage  of  workers.  She  cited  one  instance  where 
there  is  a  need  for  252  workers  and  there  are  only  fourteen  ready  to  go.  She 
stated  that  we  cannot  answer  the  need  of  the  world  unless  we  have  men  and 
women  who  are  willing  to  take  up  the  work  and  carry  it  on.  Mrs.  Hood  asked 
the  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  go  back  into  their  communities 
and  look  for  promising  men  and  women  that  we  might  help  them  to  make  the 
decision  to  use  their  talents  for  the  work  which  is  so  important  in  the  world 
right  now.  Then  there  is  the  need  for  us  to  work  where  we  are.  She  asked 
the  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  consider  it  a  compliment  when 
you  are  asked  to  do  something  in  your  guild.  She  mentioned  the  fact  that  if  a 
job  is  offered  you  and  you  respond,  putting  your  best  into  it,  when  the  work  is 
over,  you  will  not  be  the  same  woman,  but  a  much  bigger  woman  then  before 
you  did  the  work  of  the  Guild.  Then  she  spoke  of  the  members  of  this  Con- 
ference as  being  those  who  should  work  for  efficiency  among  your  own  guild 
members.  She  said  that  we  should  ask  those  women  to  do  a  job  who  are  quali- 
fied to  do  that  job  and  then  we  should  always  be  at  work  training  our  own  mem- 
bers who  have  talents,  so  that  they  will  become  efficient  workers.  The  matter  of 
efficiency  was  carried  into  her  next  problem,  that  of  keeping  records.  She  re- 
quested each  member  to  prepare  herself  whenever  she  was  asked  to  take  a  place 
in  the  work. 

Mrs.  Hood's  final  thought  was  to  leave  with  us  the  idea  that  we  are  not 
asked  to  do  this  work  alone;  that  we  are  doing  it  with  Christ.  She  said  that  we 
should  think  of  ourselves  as  cooperators  with  God  and  that  we  should  go  back 
to  our  communities  and  think  of  ourselves  as  interpreters  for  God;  ■  that  he 
speaks  through  us.  Her  concluding  story  was  of  a  little  Chinese  boy  who  came 
in  contact  with  a  Christian  and  learned  to  pray  to  God.  When  his  prayer  was 
answered  he  enthusiastically  said  to  his  benefactor  and  friend,  "Isn't  God  tre- 
mendous?" "We  are  to  go  with  God,  acting  as  his  interpreter  and  know  that  He 
is  always  with  us,  he  is  so  tremendous,"  Mrs.  Hood  said. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mrs.  Hood's  talk  Mrs.  Larkin  expressed  appreciation  foi 
the  fine  message.  She  then  thanked  Miss  Nettie  Dailey  for  the  details  of  a  May 
Breakfast  printed  on  our  programs  for  the  morning  meeting.  She  commended  to 
each  guild  the  idea  of  having  this  May  Breakfast.  She  paid  tribute  to  the  work 
done  by  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary  during  the  four  years  when  she  was  leading  us  in  get- 
ting the  Guild  started  in  the  Conference.  She  also  thanked  each  one  present 
for  the  support  and  assistance  in  making  the  Conference  possible.  She  said 
that  she  was  looking  forward  now  to  the  Conference  next  year  and  that  she  hoped 
it  would  not  be  necessary  at  that  time  to  limit  the  number  who  may  attend. 

The  meeting  was  closed  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Blest  Be  the  Tie 
That  Binds"  and  a  prayer  by  Mrs.  Larkin.  The  members  had  time  to  get  to 
Edenton  Street  Church  for  the  morning  service  where  a  section  was  reserved 
that  they  might  sit  in  a  body.  A  beautiful  Communion  Service  was  held  at  the 
hour  of  worship  there.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  COMMISSION  ON  THE 

STUDENT  CENTER  WRITTEN 

SEPTEMBER  29,  1944 


The  Conference  Commission  on  the  Student  Center  shall  be  composed  of  the 
following  members:  Conference  President  W.  S.  C.  S.,  Conference  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Conference  Treasurer,  Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  New 
Bern  District  Secretary,  Executive  Secretary  of  Board  of  Education  N.  C.  Con- 
ference, District  Superintendent  of  the  New  Bern  District  and  the  following  who 
shall  also  compose  the  Local  Committee:  Any  officer  of  the  N.  C.  Conference 
W.  S.  C.  S.  living  in  Greenville,  Pastor  of  Jarvis  Memorial  Church,  President 
W.  S.  C.  S.  of  Jarvis  Memorial  Church,  Secretary  Student  Work  W.  S.  C.  S. 
Jarvis  Memorial  Church,  Secretary  C.  S.  R.  and  L.  C.  A.  of  Jarvis  Memorial 
W.  S.  C.  S.,  Director  of  Religious  Education  Jarvis  Memorial  Church,  not  more 
than  three  members  at  large  of  Jarvis  Memorial  Church  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Pastor  and  President  W.  S.  C.  S.  of  Jarvis  Memorial  Church  annually  in  Septem- 
ber, the  Director  of  Student  Work  of  E.  C.  T.  C,  the  President  of  the  Student 
Council  and  one  other  member  of  the  Council  selected  by  the  Council,  the  Dean 
of  Women  of  E.  C.  T.  C.  and  two  Methodist  members  of  the  faculty  of  E.  C. 
T.  C.  chosen  by  the  Pastor  of  Jarvis  Memorial  Church  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Local  Committee. 

The  Conference  Commission  shall  meet  annuallv  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman. 

The  President  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  shall  be  the  Chairman 
of  the  Conference  Commission. 

The  District  Secretary  of  the  New  Bern  District  shall  be  the  Vice  Chairman 
of  the  Conference  Commission. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  shall  be 
the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Commission. 

The  Conference  Commission  shall  receive  reports,  discuss  plans  for  the  work 
of  the  Student  Center,  including  finances,  and  make  recommendations  concern- 
ing the  Director. 

•    The  Local  Committee  shall  be  a  sub-committee  of  the  Conference  Commis- 
sion, acting  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Director  of  Student  Work. 

The  Local  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  except 
the  salary  of  the  Director.  She  shall  also  give  an  annual  certified  report  to  the 
N.  C.  Annual  Conference  and  the  N.  C.  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S.  dated  from 
October -first  to  October  first. 

The  Local  Committee  shall  meet  monthly  and  advise  with  the  Director  con- 
cerning such  matters  as  program  for  the  work,  furnishings  for  the  Center,  renting 
of  the  rooms  in  the  Center,  vacations  and  absences  of  the  Director. 

The  Student  Director  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  and  report  monthly  to 
the  Local  Committee  the  following  items: 

a.  The  number  of  Methodist  students  in  the  Methodist  Student  Association. 

b.  Number  affiliated  with  the  Church  as  Associate  members. 

c.  Number  attending  Sunday  School  each  Sunday. 

d.  Types  of  Campus  Meetings. 
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f.  Number  attending  Campus  Meetings. 

g.  Number  of  different  Students  visiting  the  Center  during  the  month, 
h.     Number  of  personal  conferences  held  during  the  month. 

The  Student  Director  shall  report  to  the  Local  Church  at  the  Quarterly 
Conference  and  to  the  Executive  Committe  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  W.  S.  C.  S. 
annually. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  of  those  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Conference  Commission. 


Constitution  of  the 

Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

in  the  Local  Church 


Article  I — Name 


There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  to  unite 
all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to  help  develop  and 
support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children  around  the  world;  to  develop 
the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of  the  world;  to  take  part  in  such  service 
activities  as  will  strengthen  the  local  church,  improve  civic,  community,  and  world 
conditions.  To  this  end  this  organization  shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young 
people,  and  children  in  this  Christian  fellowship,  and  to  secure  funds  for  the 
activities  in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at  home  and 
abroad  for  the  establishment  of  a  world  Christian  community. 

Article  III — Membership 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer,  service,  and 
an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through  membership  offer- 
ings or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to,  educate  for,  and  promote 
the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 

i 
Article  IV — Funds 

Section  1 .  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  auspices  of  this 
society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord  with  its 
constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2.  The  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
the  local  church  shall  be  the  amounts  pledged  for  the  entire  work  of  the  Woman's 
Division,  cultivation  funds,  and  funds  for  community  service  and  local  church 
activities. 

The  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  shall  be  re- 
mitted through  the  regular  channels  of  finance;  from  the  treasurer  of  the  society 
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in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer,  on  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  Woman's  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  funds  sent  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Division  by  the  treasurer  in  the  society  in  the  local  church. 

The  funds  for  community  service  and  local  church  activities  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  special  missionary  projects 
within  the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects  shall  be  sent  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church 
to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer.  The  total  amount  Of  such  gifts  shall  be 
reported  and  transmitted  quarterly  by  the  Conference  treasurer  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings  may  be 
used  as  methods  of  raising  the  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  5.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make  an  annual 
pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service. 

Section  6.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  include  in  its 
budget  a  definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

Article  V — Officers  and  Elections 

The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice-presidents,  a 
recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Mission- 
ary Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a 
secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  a  secretary  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publications,  a  seceretarv  of  Supply  Work,  and  such  other  officers  in 
charge  of  lines  of  work  as  mav  be  required. 

Article  VI — Meetings 

The  Society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

Article  VII — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording  secre- 
tary of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Division. 
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By-Laws  of  the 

Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

in  the  Local  Church 


Article  I — Meetings 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting 
for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and  installation  of  officers. 
It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Adequate  time  shall  be  given 
in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and  successful  promotion  of  the  vast  interests 
committed  to  Methodist  women.  The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be 
devoted  to  consecration  and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs,  and  finan- 
cial pledges  for  the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles, 
representing  the  entire  program  of  the  society.  Circles,  if  organized,  shall  meet 
once  a  month  as  the  whole  society  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of  the  plans  and 
program  of  the  society.  Membership  in  circles  shall  be  revolving,  subject  to 
entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  of  general 
officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and  of  chairmen  of 
standing  committees;  and  a  program  presenting  the  total  work  of  the  society  as 
provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation  agencies  of  the  Division.     . 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the  president 
with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special  meetings  no 
business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  consider  business  of  importance. 

Article  II — Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1 .  The  society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from  three 
to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  to  present  nomina- 
tions of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  mav  be.  by  acclamation  or  by  ballot. 
The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting  names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected  shall 
assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecu- 
tive years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer. 

Article  III— Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1 .  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society  and  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases  of  the  work  of 
the  society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  between  the  society  and  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local  church  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  election  by  the  society  of  two  representatives  to  membership  on  that 
Board.  She  shall  officially  represent  the  society  at  all  meetings  except  where 
delegates  are  elected  by  the  society.     She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  com- 
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mittees  except  the  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treas- 
ury. She  shall  he  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for 
membership  on  the  Official  Board  and  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  office. 
She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of 
the  society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign,  with  the  president, 
all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  the  society,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Publicity  Committee  see  that 
all  meetings  are  properly  announced.  She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official  papers 
and  records. 

Section  4.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  society.  She  shall  forward  reports  and  information  to  District  and  Confer- 
ence secretaries  quarterly  and  annually  as  directed  bv  the  society.  She  shall  send 
a  list  of  newly  elected  officers  of  the  society  to  District  and  Conferenc  officers 
immediately  following  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall 
send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  community  service  and  local  church 
activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  treasurer,  unless  the  Conference  authorizes 
District  treasurers  to  receive  such  funds.  She  shall  make  itemized  monthly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  society  and  provide  copies  of  all  reports  for  the  correspond- 
ing secretary  for  inclusion  in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District 
or  Conference  officers.  She  shall  accept  funds  turned  over  to  her  by  the  local 
unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  send  them  to  the  District  Conference 
treasurer,  clearly  marked  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  funds.  She  shall  remit 
monthly  or  quarterly  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer.  She  shall  send  to 
the  Conference  treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  all  missionary  and 
local  funds  passd  by  the  Auditing  Committee  of  the  local  church. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall  promote 
study  courses,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch  with  connectional 
agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  recommendations  for  special 
missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the  interest  of  the  membership  in  their 
support.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Studv  and  Action  Committee,  and 
through  this  committee  she  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  of  Spiritual  Life  in  forming 
the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Pro- 
gram Committee.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall 
send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference 
officers. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  society  in  community  service, 
guide  a  study  of  community  conditions,  and  plan  and  supervise  activities  approved 
by  the  society  in  accord  with  the  program  and  studies  undertaken  by  this  Depart- 
ment of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  supervise  work  undertaken  by  the 
society  such  as  was  formerly  promoted  by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  or  by  societies 
of  similar  purpose.  She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  co-operate  in  and 
support  the  total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the  church  may 
achieve  a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and  power.     The  societv 
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may  appoint  a  committee  or  committees  to  assist  the  secretary  in  developing 
this  work.  The  secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  of 
the  Study  and  Action  Committee  of  the  society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the 
work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corre- 
sponding District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
gram approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  The  secretary 
of  Student  Work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus  shall  work  in  the  total 
program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  pastor- 
director  of  Student  Work  or  with  the  director  of  religious  life  on  the  campus. 
She  shall  place  special  emphasis  on  the  work  of  the  local  Student  Council  Com- 
missions (or  committees)  on  the  World  Christian  Community  and  Christian 
Social  Action.  Wherever  possible,  she  shall  work  through  membership  on  the 
Campus-Church  Relations  Committee  or  with  similar  advisory  groups.  She  shall 
make  reports  of  the  Student  Work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total  pro- 
gram of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and 
programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the 
Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  Youth  Work  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or 
Conference  officers. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total 
program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with  the  plans 
and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of 
the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  Children's  Work  to  the 
Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District 
or  Conference  officers. 

Section  1 1 .  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Program  Committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature,  includ- 
ing the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  shall  report  to  the 
Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  concerning  their  use  by  the 
local  society  and  their  suitability  to  its  needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsible  for 
the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  through  the  local 
church.  She  shall,  in  co-operation  with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the  assistance 
of  a  joint  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  sub- 
scriptions and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present  both  of 
these  magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  direct  the  sending  of  needed 
supplies  to  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  district 
superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or 
Conference  officers. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  seek  to  quicken  the  spiritual 
life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their  sense  of  responsibility 
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for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life 
Committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  the  Commit- 
tee on  Study  and  Action  of  the  society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to 
the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding 
District  or  Conference  officers. 

Article  IV — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the  needs 
of  the  work  from  time  to  time  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers,  the 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  president  and  the  treasurer  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth 
Work,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  the  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  the  sec- 
retary of  Literature  and  Publications,  the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  chairmen 
of  standing  committees  and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month 
prior  to  the  business  meeting  of  the  societv.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and 
projects  and  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad  interim 
vacancies  in  offices  or  in  chairmen  shall  be  filled  bv  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  give  particular  attention  to 
the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  society  and  of  the  church 
by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  the  sense  of  responsibility 
for  personal  service  and  Christian  Stewardship.  The  committee  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  promotion  of  informal  studies  recommended  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice-president  of  the 
society,  and  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  of  Literature  and  Publications,  and 
of  Spiritual  Life.  Additional  members  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  if  the  society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  regular  monthly 
and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Study  and  Action,  composed  of 
the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spiritual  Life.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  recommendations  referred  to  it  by  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  and  to  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  studv  courses,  and  co-operative 
courses.  It  may  recommend  also  informal  studies  in  line  with  major  needs. 
This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for 
the  year  and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the  societv  or  to  its 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  president,  the  treas- 
urer who  shall  be  chairman,  and  members  chosen  to  represent  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the  total  budget 
of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent  to  the  District 
or  Conference  treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended  locally. 
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The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  society  for  its  ap- 
proval and  adoption. 

Section  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys  of  the 
women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for  the  church 
and  for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish  such  relationship 
with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active  participation  in  the  total 
program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The  committee  shall  make  use  of 
opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of  woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches 
where  no  organizations  have  heretofore  existed. 

Section  8.  The  Fellowship  Committee  shall  promote  the  social  life  of  the 
society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth  and  friendli- 
ness. The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions  or  special  efforts 
sponsored  by  the  society  or  requested  by  the  official  board. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation,  and  in 
other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions  that  affect 
her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  committee  shall  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activitiy  as  will  improve 
woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  10.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to  the  church 
bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of  the  society  and 
shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to  society  meetings,  pro- 
grams, and  social  function.     It  shall  have  charge  of  printing  and  stationery 


Constitution  of  the 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 


Article  I — Name 


In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and 
to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall 
be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  society  within  the  Conference  in  accord- 
ance with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service. 

Article  III — Membership  and  Officers 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  auxiliary  delegates  from  societies 
in  the  local  church,  the  number  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference,  according 
to  its  requirements;  such  District  officers  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine, 
from  each  District;  all  chairmen  of  Conference  standing  committees;  any  officers 
or  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  re- 
siding within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  and  the  following  Conference  of- 
ficers: a  president,  a  vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  Organ- 
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ization  and  Promotion,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  a 
secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  secretary  of  Children's 
Work,  a  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  a  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  and  such 
other  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

Article  IV — Annual  Meeting 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when  reports 
shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Districts.  Officers 
shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and  pledges  made  for  the 
year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  in  harmony  with 
the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  V — Elections 

Section  1.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  according  to  instructions  in  the  Discipline, 
shall  elect  the  women  for  Conference  representatives  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  Three  women  shall  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Two  alternates  shall  be  nominated  to  pro- 
vide for  any  vacancies  among  the  regular  nominees. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates  shall 
be  elected  in  accordance  with  stated  membership. 

Article  VI — Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording 
secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Division. 


By-Laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 


Article  I — Officers 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She 
shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on 
the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of 
the  Conference  Board  and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as 
the  Discipline  may  provide. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  society.  She 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society  may  require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary'  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  perma- 
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nent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Execu 
tive  Committee  to  the  Conference  Society  and  notify  all  commitees  of  their 
appointment.  She  shall  prepare  and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

Section  4.  The  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  shall  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  society.  She  shall  supply  the  societies  with  information 
concerning  the  work.  In  co-operation  with  the  District  secretaries,  she  shall 
seek  to  organize  societies  in  every  church  in  the  Conference.  She  shall  sign  all 
orders  on  the  treasury.  Immediately  after  the  election  of  Conference  Society 
officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of  the  officers  to  the  secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Joint  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promo- 
tion of  the  Jurisdiction  Society  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Joint  Division. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Woman's  Division  funds  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly  or  monthly 
from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society,  or  from  District  treasurers,  as  the  Con- 
ference Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  without  division  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Conference  president  and  secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers. 
Her  books  shall  be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in 
such  sum  and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  missionary  education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the  promotion  of 
studv  courses 'in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide  missionary  information,  recom- 
mend missionary  projects,  and  develop  interest  in  their  support.  She  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Conference  Society  the  study  courses  approved  by  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  mis- 
sionary itineraries,  missionary  conferences  and  schools  of  missions,  and  educa- 
tional conferences  and  seminars  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She 
shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  and  through  this 
committee  co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study 
and  action  plans  for  the  Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  also  with  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  missionary 
education  and  with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  missionary  educa- 
tion. She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  and 
to  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint 
Division.  Where  advisable,  this  work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one 
in  charge  of  missionary  education  and  one  in  charge  of  special  missionary 
projects. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference  through  District 
and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Chuich  Activities. 
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She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings 
of  the  resource  committees  of  the  Department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  co- 
operate with  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Conference  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  co-operate  with  other  organizations 
of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 
and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Department. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  She  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  Conference,  shall  assist  in  the  organization 
of  new  units,  shall  receive  semi-annual  reports  from  the  District  Guild  secretaries, 
and  shall  report  semi  annually  to  the  Conference,  Jurisdiction,  and  Division  Stand 
ing  Committees  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize  herself 
with  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  with  the  entire  program  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible, 
District  and  Conference  meetings  of  the  Guild,  represent  the  Guild,  and  present 
its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
Conference. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro 
gram  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction 
secretary  of  Student  Work  and  to  the  secretary  of  Student  Work  of  the 
Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint  Division. 

She  shall  work  also  in  co-operation  with  the  State  (or  similar  region)  Student 
Council  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  with  the  state  director  and  student 
chairmen  of  the  World  Christian  Community  and  Christian  Social  Action  Com 
mittees,  and  wherever  possible  with  the  Inter-Conference  Commission  on  Student 
Work. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  accord 
ing  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Youth's  Work  and  to  the  Division  secretary. 

Section  1 1 .  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  to  the  Division  secretary. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference  and  for  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She 
shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  the  literature  of  the  Woman's  Division,  includ- 
ing the  program  materials,  and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  Confer- 
ence needs.  She  shall  promote  the  circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman 
throughout  the  Conference,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible 
agencies  of  the  church  she  shall  promote  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook 
throughout  the  Conference.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society 
and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications. 
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Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for  promot- 
ing interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  the  ministers  of  The  Methodist 
Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents  and  cleared  through  the 
Committee  on  Supply  Work  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  promote  inter- 
est in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  quarterlv  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Supply 
Work. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken  the 
spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through  the  Standing  Committee, 
she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead 
to  deeper  consecraton  and  more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and  Action.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction 
secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

Article  II — Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  The  elections  shall  take  place  annually, 
biennialv,  or  quadrennially,  as  the  Conference  may  determine. 

Section  2.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Article  HI — Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be 
composed  of  the  officers  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Conference  Society  may 
determine.     A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership 
an  administrative  committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary  business  in 
the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  IV — Funds 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Division. 
There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the  Conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified,  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Conference  treasurer,  who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials  are  a 
part  of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed  bv  the  Con- 
ference Society. 

Section  5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Conference 
cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and  expenses  as 
are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
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Section  6.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offering  shall  be  applied 
to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Article  V — Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  committees 
as  the  needs  may  require. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  whose 
endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  women  by  helping 
them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their  sense  of  responsibility 
for  personal  service  and  giving.  The  committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the 
spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by  prayerful  research  develop  a  clearer 
appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stew- 
ardship, informal  studies,  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  ma- 
terials. The  committee  shall  devise  definite  means  for  permeating  the  local 
church  with  a  spiritual  power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to 
more  active  service. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities,  which  may  include  District  secretaries  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  or  other  specialy  trained 
leaders  in  the  field  of  social  action,  including  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members. 
This  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  concern- 
ing the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  accord 
with  the  lines  of  work  outlined  by  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and  Action,  com- 
posed of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spiritual  Life  and  a  representative 
of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  committee  may  co-opt  such  other  members 
as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  recommenda- 
tions referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction  Committee  on  Summer 
Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recommendations  concerning  the  use  of  ap- 
proved study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  co-operative  courses.  It  may  recom- 
mend also  informal  studies  in  line  with  major  needs.  This  committee  shall 
develop  a  correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for  the  year  and  m^ke 
.recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference,  as  chairman,  the 
secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  District 
Society,  where  there  are  such  officers,  and  a  limited  number  of  other  women  ap- 
pointed at  the  annual  meeting  the  Conference  Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semiannually,  and  on  call  of  the  chair- 
man. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches  and  the  pledges 
made;  become  informed  of  conference  income  and  disbursements,  local  financial 
possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  by  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the  Confer- 
ence pledge  and  budget. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women  in  the  local 
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church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands.  This  study- 
shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place 
in  society  and  in  the  church.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to 
the  Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  im- 
prove her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  j.  There  shall  be  a  standing  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel, 
composed  of  the  Conference  chairman  of  Missionary  Personnel,  the  Conference 
president,  the  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Conference,  the 
secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  and 
the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the 
Board  of-  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with 
experience  in  personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  consecrated  young  women 
of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for  Christian  service;  it  shall 
interpret  the  standards  for  candidates  and  the  types  of  service  needed  it  shall  ex- 
plain to  prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board; 
it  shall  recommend  to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgment 
of  the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co- 
operate in  making  plans  for  vistation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of 
personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's 
Division. 

Article  VI — By-Laws 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  Confer- 
ence require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
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I.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  dele- 
date  or  alternate  from  each  society,  one  delegate  or  alternate  from  each  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  chairmen  of  Conference 
Standing  Committees,  zone  leaders,  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  Juris- 
dictional Societies  living  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

II.  The  Conference  Society  shall  meet  annually  and  include  three  days. 

III.  A  registration  fee  for  each  delegate,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the 
Conference  Program  Committee,  shall  be  sent  to  the  hostess  societv  ten  days 
before  Conference;  the  fee  to  be  applied  on  meals. 

IV.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  with  the  privilege  of 
re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Treasurer,  who  may  continue  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  District 
Secretaries,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate,  chairman  of  Confer- 
ence Standing  committees,  and  any  Jurisdictional  officers  or  members  of  Board 
of  Missions  living  in  the  N.  C.  Conference.

VI.  There  shall  be  three  Executive  Board  meetings:  during  the  first  quarter, 

■at  Conference,  and  in  the  fall. 

VII.  (a)  Scholarships  shall  be  granted  as  loans — to  be  cancelled  without 
payment  at  the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

(b)    For  each  scholarship  of  $300.00,  the  recipient  must  give  one  year 
of  service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  loan  without  interest. 

VIII.  The  Committee  on  By-laws  shall  be  composed  of  President,  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  member  from  the  body.
